Conference of State Ministers of 
Power 

*201. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: 

Will the Minister of ENERGY be 
pleased to state; 

(a) whether Conference of State 
Ministers of Power was held in the 
month of July 1976; and 

(b) if so, result thereof? 

THE MINISTER OP ENERGY (SHRI 
K. C. PANT): (a) and (b): A state¬ 
ment is laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir.- 

(b) The following important deci¬ 
sions were taken. 

(i) In view of the capital intensi¬ 
veness of power projects and 
recognising that hydro elec¬ 
tric and coal resources are 
not available uniformly in all 
parts of the country, a Re¬ 
gional Approach to Power 
Planning* was endorsed. 
* The Conference emphasized 

the ugent need for taking up 
new projects for the Sixth 
Flan. 

(ii) The need for professionalising 
the management of the State 
Electricity Boards and in- 

1614 L.S .—1 i 
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creasing the levels of speci¬ 
alisation by the introdution of 
appropriate institutional ar- 
rangments was reiterated. 

(iij) A target ff 2006 MW for in.-tal- 
ation of new generating capa¬ 
city during 1976-77 was ac¬ 
cepted. 

<iv) The necessity of larger internal 
resources generation by the 
State Electricity Boards, parti¬ 
cularly by, reducing the trans¬ 
mission and distribution los¬ 
ses, cost of generation :>nd 
overheads was accepted. 

(v) The need for improving the 

quality of power supply and 
the service to the consumers 
to enable the economy to 
benefit fully from the advan¬ 
ces made in the power gener¬ 
ation was stressed. 

(vi) Emphasis was laid on the 

need for the early integration 
of power system so as to in¬ 
crease the efficiency of use of 
generating capacity. 

(vii) In view of the limitations and 
difficulties which the State 
Electricity Boards face in 
raising adequate funds from 
non budgetary sources, the 
needs was felt for a compre¬ 
hensive review of the problem 
for simplifying and augment¬ 
ing the availability of funds 
from different sources. 

The Conference also reviewed the 
power supply position in the States 
during 1975-76 and expressed satisfac¬ 
tion at the increased generation and 
easier availability of power in the 
country.

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: I think, it was 
for the first time that, seriously, the 
Stale Ministers of Power met here in 
a Conference to consider the difficul¬ 
ties of funds, and the needs was left 
for a comprehensive review of the 
problem for simplifying and augment¬ 
ing the availability of funds from 
different sources. 

May I know when the problems 
were discussed, what have you decid¬ 
ed about the resource availability? 
How are you going to get more funds 
in order to fulfil your obligations with 
regard to power? 

SHRI K. C. PANT; It will be unfair 
to say that this was the first serious 
conference. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I hope this 
will not be the last conference. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I will confirm 
that this was a serious coferenee. 

About augmenting the funds, what 
is really referred to is the non-budget- 
ary finance and we want to explofe 
other possibilities because every State 
Electricity Board and every State Gov¬ 
ernment are faced with the problem of 
resources. Power generation and 
transmission has become very costly 
and to the extent we can find way* 
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and means to augment these resources, 
we would like to do so. We would 
like to help the State also. So, a 
small group is being set up to go into 
the problems in consultation with the 
Finance Ministry and other concerned 
agencies. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
1 am sure the Minister is aware that 
there is a great decel of imbalance in 
the matter of resources from which 
electricity is available. In * the Sou¬ 
thern Region, especially the State I 
come from, we rely almost wholly on 
hydro-electric energy. We all know 
that the hydro-electric energy is de¬ 
pendent on the vagaries of the mon¬ 
soon. 

I would like to know if the Govern¬ 
ment has tj<ken any decision for estab¬ 
lishing a thermal plant in the Karna¬ 
taka State or for otherwise strengthen¬ 
ing the non-hydroelectric resources for 
energy production in the Southern 
Region. Otherwise, merely multiply¬ 
ing hydro-electric projects does not 
give us stability and continuity which 
is required both for agriculture and 
for industry. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: There are really 
three possibilities. One is coal. The 
other is oil, if we can find it sufficient¬ 
ly and near enough. The third is nu¬ 
clear energy. 

Now, in respect of the region as a 
whole, the southern region, coal is 
available in Andhra; lignite is availa¬ 
ble in Tamil 'Nadu but in Karnataka, 
neither coal nor lignite is available. 
And, unfortunately, oil is also not 
available. Nuclear plants can come 
up. There are some sites which have 
been investigated by the Site Selec¬ 
tion Committee but no final decision 
lias been taken on the location of the 
plant is the Southern Region. So, in 
view of all this, the real problem is 
that Karnataka still have some very 
'good sites for hydro-electric generation 
which is the cheapest and cleanest 
form of power. Would they prefer to 
go in for thermal power by transport¬ 
ing coal all the way from Bengal 
. and Bihar or .would prefer to develop 
their hydro-eiectrie resources? This 


is a difficult decision that has to be 
taken. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH; It 
is a welcome suggestion made in the 
Power Ministers' Conference that a 
regional approach to power planning 
has to be pursued. 

In view of the fact, as the hon. 
Minister has just now pointed out that 
there is po uniformity in hydel power 
as well as thermal electricity in the 
country and both have to be balanced 
in such a manner as to give the maxi¬ 
mum power without loss in transmis¬ 
sion, etc., and in view of the fact as it 
is said, that Andhra Pradesh abounds 
in coal, may I know whether any de¬ 
cision has been taken to start a super- 
thermal plant in Andhra Pradesh, 
especially at the coal field, itself, that 
is, in Kothagudem from where the 
electricity generated can be transmit¬ 
ted either to ' Madras or Karnataka 
wherever there is a deficiency as per 
the decision of the Power Ministers? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: The Power 
Ministers’ Conference did not go into 
the question of the location of super 
thermal power stations. I just men¬ 
tioned that coal is available in Andhra 
and lignite in Tamil Nadu. So, the 
raw material is available in both the 
States. One has to make a choice 
between the two. 

SHRI SYED AHMED AGA: The 
statement says that a target of 2006 
MW. for installation of new generating 
capacity during 1976-7? was accepted. 
I would like to know whether the Uri 
hydel project in my State has been 
accepted. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: That hydro¬ 
electric project is not goig to be com¬ 
pleted in 1977 according to the list 
supplied. Whether this was discussed 
there or not, I cannot say offhand. 
This is only the list of what is going 
to be completed in 1977. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
National Energy Policy has often been 
discussed in this House. It has been 
decided that due to regional imbalan¬ 
ces of energy resources the Centre 
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should see that any future planning in 
energy production is so balanced that 
no region will sulfer on this account. 
The National Grid is to recoup the 
deficiency of one region from the sur¬ 
plus that may be in the other region. 
In view of this may I know, whether 
the planning of the target of 2006 m.w. 
for 1976-77 takes into consideration 
the requirements of the country so far 
as power is concerned in 1976-77, 
1977-78 and so on, taking into con¬ 
sideration long-term needs, or it is 
just an ad hoc target for 1976-77? May 
I know whether this 2006 MW will 
consist of energy from both thermal 
■and hydro and also nuclear resources? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: It will consist of 
thermal and hydro power. There are 
both hydro electric projects and ther¬ 
mal projects. No nuclear power sta- 
' tion is going to be commissioned 
during 1976-77. What is stated by him 
is generally the approach of the Gov¬ 
ernment. We provide such transfer 
of power from surplus to deficit areas. 
From the overall point of view there 
should be sufficiency for the whole 
couniry, thi? is our basic approach. So 
far as the tar-el is concerned this is 
fixed on the basis of the progress of 
projects which are on-going. This 
cannot be fixed arbitrarily. This 
'depends upon the progress made so, 
far and what we can do is to expedite 
the progress to reach this target of 
2006 MW. 


margin of Profit on the Sale of Goods 
by the Retailers 

*202. SHRI R. N. BARMAN: Will 
the Minister of CIVIL SUPPLIES AND 
COOPERATION be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government propose to 
fix the margin of profit that a retailer 
should have on the sale of goods; 

<b) whether the buyers do not get 
the benefit even when the whole-sale 
price .comes down due to the non¬ 
fixation of this limit; and 

(c) if so, what machinery is being 
•evolved for this' purpose? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINIS IRY OF CIVIL SUPPLIES AND 
COOPERATION (SHRI A. C. GEO¬ 
RGE); (a) to (c): So far the Gov¬ 
ernment of India has not formulated 
any proposal to fix retailers margins 
except in respect of certain controlled 
commodities. However, the Govern¬ 
ment are aware that sometimes in 
respect of specific commodities the re¬ 
duction in the wholesale prices is not 
reflected id the retail prices and the 
retailers’ margin is substantial. The 
Government* therefore, proposes to 
take up individually selected commodi¬ 
ties and have this carefully consider¬ 
ed. Some States have already initiat¬ 
ed action in this regard. For instance, 
the Delhi Administration has consti¬ 
tuted a Price Review Committee 
which has specified margins for 
selected essential commodities. 

SHRI R. N. BARMAN: May I know 
what are those ‘certain controlled 
commodities’ in which retailers’ profit 
has been fixed? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: In Delhi, in 
the case of pulses of all kinds, rice 
begmi, and black gram the maximufci 
difference between wholesale and 
retail prices has been decided at 10 
per cent. In sugar, the wholesaler 
has been allowed a margin of profit of 
Rs. 3 per quintal only over and above 
the price arrived at by the addition of 
ex-mill price, cartage and terminal 
tax. The retailer has been allowed a 
margin of Rs. 2 per quintel in additjqn 
to the empty gunny bag. In edible 
oil and vanaspati the retailer has been 
allowed a margin of Re. 1 per tin of 
16 1/2 k.g. in addition to the empty 
container. The margin of profit of 
besan manufacturers has been fixed at 
Rs. 3 per quintal. The margin of 
profit of manufacture^ of mustard oil 
and other edible oils except vanaspati 
ghee has been fixed at Rs. 1-25 per tin 
of 16 k.g. The semi wholesalers of 
wheat, fold grains and pulses have been 
allowed a margin of Rs. 2 per emit. 
The retailers who make purchases from 
them have been allowed a margin of 
eight per cent 
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SHRI R. N. BARMAN; Which are 
the States that had taken steps and 
what is the mind of Government at 
present about selecting other commo¬ 
dities? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: We nave re- 
ported that some States have taken 
action after dialogue with the whole- 
slers, retailed and other distribution 
agencies. The Delhi Adminisration 
has taken some steps Maharashtra has 
taken some very effective steps. Guja¬ 
rat also has gone much ahead in some 
importance respects, tike that it has 
gone on though the list is not up-to 
date. There are a few States which 
have taken measures in this regard. 

Regarding the basic approach, the 
ultimate intention of the whole exer¬ 
cise is to see that the consumer gets 
it at a reasonable price. So it is not 
only the maufacturing cost that is re¬ 
levant, but the distribution expenses 
also count. There is naturally the sys¬ 
tem of wholesalers, in some cases there 
are sole selling agencies, then there is 
the question of the margin for the re¬ 
tailer. All these different tiers of the 
distribution network are here. I agree 
with the hon. member that the distri¬ 
bution cost has to be reduced and then 
only real relief will come to the con¬ 
sumer. We are going ahead with a 
plan for a few selected items of essen¬ 
tial commodities of mass consumption. 

SHRI M. RAJM GOPAL REDDY: 
Price control is effective only in the 
cities and urban areas. In the villages, 
there is absolutely no price control. 
What is the scheme that the Minister 
proposes for selling articles at control¬ 
led prices in the villages? 

MR. SPEAKER: This is not on the 
scheme. This is too large a question. 

DR. RANEN SEN: In the paradoxi¬ 
cal situation where there is abundance 
of goodgrains, mustard, oil, groundnut 
nil and sugar and so on and prices are 
gn j w g up everyday since March, May 
I know whether to control , prices Gov- 
emment have ever thought of taking 
over the distribution and doing it

through the public distribution system 
so far as essential commodities are 
concerned so that this disparity bet¬ 
ween the wholesale price, retail price 
and other paradoxical difficulties are 
got over? 

MR. SPEAKER That is a question 
of policy. Strictly this question re¬ 
lates to the scheme in operation. You 
are asking Whether in view of the 
situation obtaining Government would 
take over the distribution. That is a 
different thing. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: The situation 
in the remote areas in respect of com¬ 
modities the prices of which are not 
controlled is arbitrary and in total dis¬ 
regard of social needs, a retailers load 
up the distribution prices. This is a 
malaise and it becomes very difficult 
to check that up because in the dis¬ 
trict areas whenever the Collector 
wants to go and talk to them about it, 
the expenditure they talk of is some¬ 
thing which is not capable of verifica¬ 
tion because it is 100 in one case, 200 
in another and 700 in a third. You 
can never verify their profit and loss 
account. May I, therefore, konw of 
the Minister what prevents the Minis¬ 
try from expeditiously determining a 
certain margin with refrfSfiEfe to the 
manufacturing cost which they can 
ascertain and insisting that within 
that cost the distribution must come 
about? Not to do so is to put a pre. 
mium on an inefficient distribution 
system. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: In reply to 
an earlier question, I have mentioned 
that in the whole exercise we are going 
through there are some three or four 
important different tiers, the produc¬ 
tion, procurement, and in some items 
allocation, transportation and distribu¬ 
tion. It is only at the end of distri¬ 
bution that the consumer will feel 
whether relief is coming to him oi' 
whether harm is being done to him. 
The whole attempt is to see that the 
manufacturing, cost at one pqjnt is re¬ 
duced, and apart from that, the dis¬ 
tribution expenditure is minimised so 
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that certain levels which do not serve 
•any social purposes are dispensed with. 
For example, in some cases, there is 
a sole selling agency which is just 
a nominal thing, it does not have any 
effective purpose, they just pass on the 
items on a certain profit margin. So 
we are trying to avoid the different 
tiers and reduce the different levels 
through which it passes and cut the 
'different margins. The whole scheme 
is to see that the distribution cost is 
minimised and to that extent the 
consumer is given the maximum of 
relief. 

Development of Tidal Power 

*203. SHRI P. GANGADEB: Will 
the Minister of ENERGY be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether development of tidal 
power in the Gulfs of Cambay and 
Kutch can contribute forty per cent 
■of the power generation in the 
country; and 

(b) if so, what steps are being 
taken to harness the tidal power? 

THE MINISTER OF ENERGY 
(SHRI K. C. PANT): (a) and (b). 
Preliminary studies have revealed the 
theoretical potential of sizeable gener. 
ation from the tides in the Gulfs of 
Cambay and Kutch. The techno-eco¬ 
nomic feasibility of generating power 
in this manner is yet to be established. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: In view of 
the overall power shortage in this 
country, I should like to know from 
the hon. Minister whether any follow¬ 
up studies have been made to find out 
the practical potential resources of 
tidal power generation and the cost 
involved vis-a-vis hydel, thermal and 
atomic power generation and if so 
what are the reasons for such slow 
progress in this regard? 

SX&I K. C. PANT: First of all. I 
should like to say that there is no 
overall power shortage in the country 
.today; the premise is something with 


which I cannot agree. As regards the 
main question, the reason for the low 
priority accorded to tidal power gener¬ 
ation is, firstly, the possibilities are 
confined to a few areas in the country 
and the impact would therefore be 
marginal and local; secondly, initial 
cost is very high and thirdly, this 
power is of a fluctuating nature and 
it depends upon the tide and the tidal 
range, how much power you can gene¬ 
rate from it; there is fluctuation from 
perhaps zero to a certain generation 
level and tWt has to be considered.

As far as the general progress in 
this direction is concerned, we had a 
UNDP expert in this country who 
discussed this with the state govern¬ 
ment and the central government and 
after he had made his studies, he sub¬ 
mitted a report and his report has 
been considered. He has suggested an 
approach to this problem: collection 
of data, mathematical modelling and 
so on. That is now being discussed 
with the state governments for 
further action. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: I should 
like to know whether the equipment 
required for the tidal power genera¬ 
tion can be fabricated in India and 
whether any technical collaboration is 
required for it and if so which are 
the countries from which we can have 
this technical collaboration and what 
has been our endeavour in this re¬ 
gard? 

SIlRl K. C. PANT: There is only 
one country in the world which has 
gone in for tidal power station and 
that is La Ranee in France. That was 
set up years ago and it is generating 
power but the difficulties encountered 
in this kind of power generation can 
be gauged from the fact that even 
France has not gone for another 
second tidal power .station; still that 
is the only one power station. Now¬ 
here in the world has anybody else 
gone in for such a plant, to, the best 
of my knowledge, on a commercial 
scale; no one has done so. far. So far 
a$ fabrication of equipment is con¬ 
cerned, I do not think there is any¬ 
thing special in the equipment it 

. t - , 
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means that when there i s a high tide 
you can impound water and use the 
tidal difference to generate power. 

SHRI MADHURYYA HALDAR: 
May I know whether the UNDP ex¬ 
pert studied the possibility df power 
generation in the rivers of Sunderbans 
urea, West Bengal and What i s the 
report of the committee? 

SHRI K. C. PANT; Yes; the UNDP 
expert who visited West fiexfgal has 
examined the possibility of develop¬ 
ing tidal power in three creeks in 
West Bengal, SundarbSns area and 
all I can say is that the potential for 
generation is rather low in West 
Bengal and the cost is rather high. 


Census of Small Scale Industries 

*204. SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: Will 
the Minister of INDUSTRY be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether the report on the cen¬ 
sus of small scale industries has been 
submitted to Government; 

(b) the salient feature s thereof; 
and 

(c) Government’s reaction to the 
problems of finance, technology, raw 
material and of marketing of the' pro¬ 
ducts of small scale industries? 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF* INDUSTRY (SHRI 
A. P. SHARMA); (a) to (c). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) The Census of Small Scale In- 
; dustiial units wjts conducted in 1973-74 
• with referecnce year 1972 for collec¬ 
tion of data. The coverage was res¬ 
tricted to small scale units registered 
with the Directors of Industries and 
included those which fall within the 
purview of the Small Scale Indus¬ 
tries Board. 


The Census revealed that the grojs 
value of output in this sector increas¬ 
ed by 31 per cent in 1972 over 1971 
and 25 per cent in 1971 over 1970. The 
output is estimated to have increased 
by 18 per cent in 1973 at current 
prices bringing the figure of gross out¬ 
put to Rs. 3420 crores as compared 
to Rs. 2900 crores in 1972. The value 
of output i n 1974 was of the order 
of Rs. 4932 crores which registered a 
growth rate of 18 per cent in 1975 
reaching the figure of Rs. 5742 crores 
at current prices. 

According to the Census, 66,161 
units were closed down upto 1972 op 
account of lack of demand, inadequate 
financial assistance, shortage 0 f raw 
materials and poor management etc. 

(c) Government are aware of the 
problems faced by the small scale 
industrial units in regard to finance, 
technology, ra w material and market¬ 
ing. Several steps have been taken 
by Government to provide requisite 
assistance to the small scale units 
within the resources available. Im¬ 
portant among them are listed be¬ 
low:— 

1 - It has been the policy of the 
banks that ell productive' endeavours 
in the s mall scale sector which are 
economically viable, should be financ¬ 
ed on liberal terms and conditions. 
The Reserve Bank had informed the 
banks that special consideration 
should be shown to the credit needs 
of small borrowers and those in the 
industrially backward areas. 

The problems and difficulties ex¬ 
perienced by the small scale indus¬ 
tries in obtaining bank credit are dis¬ 
cussed in the meetings of the Stand¬ 
ing Committee on Credit Facilities 
attached to the Small Scale Industries 
Board, a committee under the 
Chairmanship of Development Com¬ 
missioner (Small Scale Industries) 
has been constituted to examine the 
problems and to suggest measures to 
ensure smooth flow of instftutio n al 
finance to the small Kale units. The 
Committee is expected to submit the 
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report to the Government by the end 
of September, 1976. 


2. The Small Industries Develop¬ 
ment Organisation have taken up a 
programme of modernisation of small 
scale industries to improve the pro¬ 
ductivity of small scale industries and 
their performance, especially in e x_ 
port markets. Ten industries were 
initially selected f°r modernisation to 
be followed by ten industries each in 
the succeeding years. As a part of the 
‘modernisation programme the Small 
Industries Development Organisation 
had organised technology transfer 
workshops, industrial climes, semi ¬ 
nars, training courses etc. in the vari¬ 
ous industries selected for modernisa¬ 
tion in different States. 


3. There is no shortage of most of 
the essential raw materials 

4 The number of items reserved 
for exclusive supply by small scale

Though the government has been 
making the best efforts to give all 
kinds of help, yet the problems of 
small scale, industries are becoming 
more and more acute. Will he tell us 
what exactly are the specific mea¬ 
sures taken to help these 66.000 units 
in the engineering chemical, leather 
and other industries and what is the 
programme for the development of 
artisans in the rural areas U n d of 
marketing of agricultural produce. 


SHRI A. P- SHINDE: The four 
nain reasons for sickness of small 
mits are shortage of raw materials, 
nadequate finance, marketing pro- 
>lems and poor management, in so 
!ar as availability of raw materials is 
joncerned, the situation has consider¬ 
ably eased except in the cas e of poly- 
;helene. For that also efforts are being 
made to improve the position by con¬ 
sidering reduction in the cost of im¬ 
ported raw material so that the raw 
material could be available at the 
same price to th e consumer as the 
price of indigenous material. Abou- 
inadequate finance, committees have 
been set up at the State level with 
tte Secretary of the Industries De¬ 
partment ns Chairman 
Manager of State Bank of India and 
Director of industries of the State 
concerned as members and the Direc¬ 
tor of SISI as Member-Secretarj 
About marketing the Governm 
is going to set up five marketing cen¬ 
tres in various States and ^ 
already asked the State Governments 
to give us their comments.

small scale sector is more employ¬ 
ment oriented and if so. may I know 
how many labourers are employed 
against an investment of Rs. 1 lakh in 
the small scale sector and how many 
are employed against the same invest¬ 
ment in large scale sector? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA; For an in¬ 
vestment of Rs. 1 lakh x n the large 
scale sector, 5 people are employed. 
For the same investment in small 
scale sector, 21 people are employed.

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: There 
were many recommendations with re¬ 
gard to R&D cess. The National Com¬ 
mittee on Science and Technology 
has made certain recommendations. 
They have also identified certain areas 
where research could take place. Now 
•examinations are going on, on the 
'question and as to at what rate the 
R&D cess will be imposed, what will 
be the authority who will administer 
it and what will be the areas where 
it will be applied, 

SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO: It is 
clearly evident that the private sector 
is not spending enough money for 
R&D in their respective industries. 1 
know clearly that in advance coun¬ 
tries many of these industries like 
General Electric Co. Associated Elec¬ 
trical Co. etc. give a lot of funds to 
the universities where lnt of equip¬ 
ment and technical power is avail¬ 
able so that they can develop their 
particular fields and advance their 
technology. I would like to know 
whether they are also thinking of see. 
ing thgt these industrialists give at 
least a percentage from their profits to 
the universities and to various region, 
al and national laboratories? 


SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: The exer¬ 
cise that is going on about the impos¬ 
ing of R&D cess is for that very pur¬ 
pose. After the R&D cess is imposed, 
then there will be an authority which 
will decide where these funds will go 
and the universities and research in¬ 
stitutions will certainly be considered 
for some funds. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR; It is rather 
difficult for the private units to start 
laboratories on a large scale. If they 
form an association, cooperative or 
otherwise, they can take up this work. 
Some efforts i n this regard were 
made in the rubber industry but the 
fact is that the foreign companies 
refuse to cooperate because they get 
ihe technology from their mother 
units in UK or USA. Whether any 
special measures will be taken to 
force these foreign units to cooperate 
in helping the R&D of various indus¬ 
tries? 

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: If this 
R&D cess is imposed, it will s.e im¬ 
posed on the industries that are ope¬ 
rating and the foreign industries can 
also come under this- So far as pri¬ 
vate sector is concerned, our experi¬ 
ence has been that out of an invest¬ 
ment of Rs. 246 orores in 1973-74, the 
investment by the private sector was 
only Rs. 23 crores. It is because of 
this that we are thinking of this cess. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Apart 
from imposing a cess on R&D is there 
any proposal with the Government to 
have a sort of supervision and con¬ 
trol over the research activities of the 
private sector, so that duplication of 
research could be avoided? 

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: It is in 
order to avoid duplication of research 
that the National Science and Tech¬ 
nology Committee was formed; and' 
they have formulated an integrated 
plan, so that there is no overlapping 
and duplication. When the R&D Fund 
comes, it is contemplated’ that some 
authority shall be (here, which will

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: So far as 
"the sugar industry is concerned, the 
'science and technology plan also deals 
with the R&D element with regard to 
this industry; and the R&D cess which 
is contemplated, can be in respect of 
all industries, including the sugar in¬ 
dustry. At the present moment, we 
have only the cess on jute which per¬ 
haps will yield about Rs. SO lakhs 
this year, and a cess on cement which 
will yield about Rs. SO lakhs this 
year. 


SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI; Ig it a fact that after the 
Government has take n the decision to 
take over sick industries, there has 
keen a perceptible tendency on the 
3taz% .of the industrialists, not only not 
to go In for research end development 
fait not even utilize the money for 


keeping the industry running? If that 
is so the type of decisions which you 
are taking will undoubtedly take 
some time, but in that period, many 
of the industries e g- sugar, tea and 
others may suffer—are you thinking of 
taking interim measures, so that the 
industry may utilize some money for 
keeping the industry running? 

MR. SPEAKER: That is a manage¬ 
ment problem, not a research one. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: No; these are development 
and research problems. 

MR % SPEAKER: Either it is a fin¬ 
ancial problem, or a management pro¬ 
blem. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI; My question is not that. 

MR. SPEAKER; Now Dr. Ranen 
Sen. 

DR. RANEN SEN: In the course of 
his reply, the hon. Minister has refer¬ 
red to research by the jute mills. May 
I know whether it is a fact or not— 
that the cess levied on the jute mills 
for research and development is to 
the tune of Rs. 45 lakhs; and that the 
jute owners have refused to contri¬ 
bute their share, to that cess? If so, 
what steps have the government taken 
or how far have they paid the cess? 

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: The jute 
cess has been imposed from 1st April 
this year; and, therefore, we are yet 
to collect the cess. The year i s not 
yet out.

MEHTA): (a) and (b). Sixteen 
States and two Union Territories 
which have prepared Sub-Plans for 
tribal areas, are required to prepare 
Integrated Tribal Development Pro¬ 
jects which are about 14G in numbet. 
Rajasthan has prepared all its four 
Projects, Gujarat has prepared 7 out 
of 9, Bihar 0 out of 13, M.P. 7 out of 
32 and Orissa 4 out of 19. 38 out of 
41 Projects submitted to the Ministry 
of Home Affairs have been considered 
bv now. A statement giving parti¬ 
culars of the Integrated Tribal Deve¬ 
lopment Projects so far received a™ 
considered is placed on the Table o 
the House. [Placet? in Library. See 
No. LT-11213/761. 

According to the time schedule 
drawn up in consultation with the 
State Governments, all the Project* 
are to be prepared and finalised by 
the end of the current financial year. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR gOMANGO: Ac¬ 
cording to the statement, it is clear 
that out of 146 projects only 41 pro¬ 
jects have been approved so tar an 
the rest are at different stages of ap¬ 
proval; some are at the consideration 
stage and the rest at the stage of re 
SSL Then, nut of 16 States and 
two union Territories, only 1C I State 
have prepared the sub-plans andL sub 

mitted them to the ^“ s ! r *£o? like

States which have not prepared the 
sub-plans, have the Centre given them 
any direction to complete them with¬ 
in the year? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: It is not a fact 
tnat there was some delay on the part 
of the Centre. In fact, for the last 
two years since the new policy came 
into being, we have been writing to 
the States. Last year we called a 
conference of the Ministers in charge 


of Tribal. Development and we em¬ 
phasized on them that they should 
very earnestly take up the question of 
preparing the- plans. Unfortunately, 
first they thought that they have to 
prepare plans only for the special 
Central assistance which they have to 
get. But, under our new policy for 
the development of tribals, they must 
quantify the money which they are 
going to spend from their own re¬ 
sources, and this money cannot be 
diverted for any other development 
work. Unfortunately, some of the 
States did not listen to this and they 
did not submit the plans. Some States 
like Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, Bihar 
and Rajasthan have done very well 
and their plan are ready and they are 
being approved. But States like 
Madhya Pradesh and Orissa where 
there is a large concentration of 


ribal population, in spite of our re¬ 
lated reminders and our officers go¬ 
ng there and telling them, they have 
l0 t submitted their tribal projects. We 
ire asking them, particularly their 
Ihief Ministers, that they should pay 
leed to this because a lot of Central 
assistance is waiting for them. Unless 
here is an integrated tribal develop¬ 
ment projects from those areas, it is 
sery difficult for u s to increase the 
>ntral assistance to those States. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO:; Ac- 
:ording to the policy decision there 
should be integration of different 
development departments, integration 
of financial institutes and integra¬ 
tion of administration m the project, 
areas. Out of the Rs. 200 crore s ear¬ 
marked «or this projects to ™ 
Plan, only Rs. 00 crores have been 
spent by the State Governments ^ 
f^r and the balance of Rs. 140 crares 
remain to be spent before the end of 
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the Filth Plan. I would like to know 
whether within the next two years of 
the Fifth Plan these Rs. 140 crores 
would be spent in these areas and, in 
case this money cannot be spent dur¬ 
ing this period, whether it would be 
carried forward to the next Plan. 


SHRI OM MEHTA. These Rs. 200 
crores relate only to the Ceptr^I assis¬ 
tance. Our estimate is that for these 
146 ITDB Rs. 1,417 croreg would be 
■spent. So, it is not ag, if we have 
given during these two years of the 
Fifth Plan only Rs. 60 crores and an¬ 
other Rs. 140 crores remain to be 
spent. I may inform the hon. Member 
that in 1974-75 we gave only Rs. 5 
■crores, but in 1975-76 the Central 
assistance rose from Rs. 5 crores to 
20 crores, that is, four times. In 1976- 
77 it is rising from Rs. 20 crores to 
Rs. 40 crores. As soon as they com¬ 
plete a project and send us the plan, 
there would not be any difficulty in 
releasing the balance of Rs. 1.40 crores 
remaining with us. At the same time, 
-we would like the States also to gear 
np their machinery and quantify 
whatever they have to spend from the 
State plans so that the grants which 
are given from the Centre are fully 
utilized. 


SHRI.D. BASUMATARI: I have no 
doubt about the pious wish of the 
Government to develop the tribal 
areas. Several projects have been 
framed, and it is good for the coun¬ 
try. More than 500 tribal develop¬ 
ment blocks have been established, 
but it is my experience when it is 
examined, it is found that only 25 per 
cent of the money goes to the benefit 
of the tribal areas and Tribal people. 
There is a suspicion that the money 
.being set apart Iby the Centre is being 
utilised more for solving the unem¬ 
ployment in the administration than 
for the development of the Tribals and 
the tribal areas; So may I know what 
steps are being taken by Government 
to see that the money of Rs. 200 crores 
being set apart is actually spent for 
the development of the tribal areas? 


Secondly after removing the area 
restrictions what is the point in re¬ 
constituting the same areas under the 
Fifth Schedule? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: Previously, 
whenever we used to allot money, it 
was not specifically said that it should 
be used only for the scheduled castes 
and scheduled tribes. So, from last 
year we have made this non-divertible. 
Whatever funds are allotted in the 
annual plan, whether from the State 
Plan oi through Central asisstanoe 
given to the States, cannot be diverted. 
Now. it will be very difficult for the 
States to divert the funds from tribal 
development to other purposes. We 
have already given instructions that 
integrated tribal development is only 
for this purpose so that money can be 
used in areas where there is a large 
concentration of tribal population. 
We ha^. e also stated that the money 
should be used for minor irrigation 
schemes, strengthening of credit and 
agricultural structure, debt removal, 
plantation and agricultural program¬ 
mes, preparation of land records, for¬ 
mulation of integrated tribal develop¬ 
ment programmes, strengthening of 
the administrative organisations etc* 
These are the special instructions 
given to the States. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON; The pre¬ 
paration of the sub-plan for the deve¬ 
lopment of the tribes is a landmark 
in the history of the welfare of the 
tribals. and it has been done at the ini¬ 
tiative of the Government of India. 
Though Government have given the 
guideline as also Central assistance 
for the preparation of the project re¬ 
ports, they are entirely relying on the 
State Government for this purpose. 
The point is: is there any way by 
which Government can pressurise the 
State Governments, twist their arms, 
so that they submit the project re¬ 
ports by a definite deadline. I would 
like to have a categorical assurance 
from the hon. Minister as to the date 
by which all the project reports would 
be submitted and approved by the 
Government, so that the execution of 
the projects can be undertaken in the 
working season after the rains. 
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The hon Minister has stated that he 
has made the fund non-divertible, but 
the State Governments know how to 
make it divertible. Therefore, it is 
very essential that Government must 
have a monitoring from the Centre to 
see the way in which the money is 
spent. This is very important. How 
are you going to ensure this? 

SHRI OM MEHTA; First of all, let 
me say that oura is a non-violent 
Government We do not believe in 
twisting of arms. 

Secondly, I have already said that 
we are trying to see that by the end 
of this financial year the Stales send 
their projects to us so that we can 
scrutinise and approve them. It is not 
that no work is going on. The work is 
going on. But if the projectj are ap¬ 
proved. more impetus will be given to 
the work that is going on. I must 
also tell the hon. Member that wo are 
again going to have some meetings 
with the Chief Ministers of the States, 
impressing upon them that it is very 
essential that whatever money is be¬ 
ing given to them and whatever money 
they are putting from their own 
State Plans, is used and that they 
must gear up their machinery for 
spending it. I am also going to visit 
the States jbst after this Parliament 
session. We are going to have dis¬ 
cussions there to finalise the Plans.

During the year 1975-76, 27 new 
hydro electric schemes were receiv¬ 
ed in the Central Electricity Autho¬ 
rity of which 9 schemes have so far 
been technically cleared by the 
CEA. Revised cost estimates were 
received in respect of 15 schemes of 
which 2 have so far been technically 
cleared by the CEA, 

* 

2. As regards thermal projects, 15' 
schemes were received during" 1975-76 
in the CEA 0 f which 5 schemes have 
been technically cleared so far, . On 
the Transmission side, 52 schemes 
in respect of transmission and 

distribution and 15 schemes in. 
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respect of infler-State/inter-Regional 
Lines were received. Of, these,. 22 
transmission and distribution schemes 
and 9 schemes for inter-State/inter- 
Regional lines have so far been tech¬ 
nically cleared by the CEA. 

3. In respect of power development 
schemes for the Union Territories, 14 
schemes were received of which 12 
have been technically cleared. A 
scheme for the establishment of a 
Regional Load Despatch Centre for 
the North-Eastern Regional Electricity 
Board was also receive'^ during 1975- 
76 and has been technically cleared 
by the CEA. 

SHRI RAG-HUNANDAN LAL 
BHATLA: Nowadays, ihe thinking is 
that thermal power plants will be put 
up near the coal pit-heads. May I 
know from the hon Minister whether 
the planning of thermal power plants 
near the coal pitheads has been under¬ 
taken by the CEA and, if so, what is 
the progress made?

•(SHRI K. C. PANT): The thermal 
power stations that are to come up 
cannot all be near the coal pitheads. 
Some of them may come up in other 
areas also depending upon the concen¬ 
tration of consumption. That has also 
to be taken into account. Transmission 
distribution costs are also a factor 
to be kept in mind.

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: May I know from the hon. 
Minister if the CEA' is rendering tech¬ 
nical assistance in foreign countries 
also in the matter of formulating 
tft4rmal projects and constructing 
thermal power stations. 

SHRI K. C. PANT; No direct tech¬ 
nical asistanoe is given. But if any 
technical assistance is needed within 
tfee country or in the BHEL, that of 
course will be given,

some of the thermal power stations 
might be situated away from the coal 
pit-heads. May I know from the hon.

SHRI K. C. PANT; Today, mostly it 
is by rail. Road is not excluded. In 
the future, one can even think of pipe¬ 
line transportation.

(b) Yes, Sir. Nearly 1428 inven¬ 
tions and processes developed by the 
above B&D Establishments were 
available for licensing to industries on 
31st March, 1878. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI; At the out¬ 
set, I must congratulate the scientists 
and engineers who are engaged in the 
invention of indigenous processes. 
However, may I know from the Hon. 
Minister whether the Government has 
drawn up any programme or fixed any 
target for utilisation of these indi¬ 
genous processes o r technical know¬ 
how for establishment of industries, 
especially in the economically back¬ 
ward areas so that the transfer of this 
technology is done at the earliest for 
the upliftment of the rural folk? 

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE; The in¬ 
ventions that have been transferred to 
industries including those in the back¬ 
ward areas are 797 on the basis of 
royalty and 122 without any payment 
of royalty. These include the making 
of Amul baby food from buffalo milk 
—this is the first time it was done in 
India from buffalo rnilk—the making 
of Vitamin ‘C’ on the basis of inde- 
genous technology and in various other 
fields where scientists have introduced 
new things. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Since the 
Government is determined to eradicate 
poverty from the rural areas, may I 
know whether the Government is 
thinking of utilising this indigenous 
knowhow for the integrated housing 
scheme that has been undertaken so 
that houses can be made available to 
the poor at a lower cost? 

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: A low-cost 
housing programme is going on. Some 
time back the CSIR had experimented 
with it in Andhra villages and it has 
been successful. So, this programme 
has been taken up in right earnest. 

SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO: I 
understand that many of the small- 
scale industrialists and unemployed 
graduates who had taken this indi¬ 
genous know how from the National 
Research and' Development .Council 


have complained that these indigenous 
processes are fit only for the labora¬ 
tories and not for mass production. 
1 would like to know whether the 
Minister is thinking in terms of estab¬ 
lishing pilot projects before they re¬ 
lease these processes to the small-scale 
industrialists, 

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: So far as 
the indigenous processes are concern¬ 
ed, of the 1429 processes that are 
available, 919 have actually been re¬ 
leased and are being used. With re- 
ga:d to the pilot projects and deve¬ 
lopmental projects under the NRDC, 
we have certain programmes under 
which certain industries have been set 
up. In 1975-76 seven developmental 
projects.* worth Rs. 4,62,00,000 have 
been set up and the NRDC— i.e. the 
public sector undertaking—has con¬ 
tributed Rs. 68 lakhs out of that 
amount. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: In view of the 
fact that it is our endeavour to make 
the research in our laboratories rele¬ 
vant to the needs of the society, may 
I know from the Planning Minister as 
to what is the machinery or the orga¬ 
nisation or the system that has bee* 
set up in order to feed the 39,000 and 
odd scientists who are working in the 
various laboratories with the felt 
needs of society and the relevant 
needs of society? Who tells them 
what we want? 

SHRI SANKAR GHOSE: With re¬ 
gard to the felt needs ot society, and 
elaborate exercise was done by in¬ 
volving the scientists in formulating 
the national science and technological 
policy. So, at the present moment, in 
regard to any particular area where 
research should be done, the views Of 
the scientists, the industrialists and 
also the developmental agencies were' 
obtained with regard to the parttehlar 
sectors in which research has tfl typ. 
undertaken. If wc take cement, there 
are 36 schemes worth Rs. 5 erdres 
where research is to be done; If you 
take Jute, there ere 23 schemes where 
research is to be done.... ; 
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MR. SPEAKER; They have been 
identified.

Increas e in price of Products of 
Hindustan Photo Films Manufac¬ 
turing Co. 

*213. SHRI VAYALAR RAVI; Will 
the Minister of INDUSTRY be pleased 
to state: 

o 

(a) whether the Hindustan Photo 
Films Manufacturing Co. increased 
the price of their products in 1973; 

(b) whether this increase was to 
take effect from a future date; and 

(c) if so, the reasons therefor? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY (SHRI 
B. P. MAURYA); (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) Although the prices were in¬ 
creased with effect from the 1st Feb¬ 
ruary, 1973, in the case of 16 mm. and 
35 mm. Cine positive films, the price 
increase was made effective from the 
26th March, 1973. 

(c) This was done to facilitate dis¬ 
posal of the accumulated stocks of 
Cine positive films. The company, 
however, ensured that the benefit of 
the old price was passed on to the 
actual consumers during the extended 
period and that the market strategy 
adopted by them did not give any 
undue benefit to the distributors. 

\ SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: This is only 
a fraction of the misdeeds and corrup¬ 
tion on the part of Chairman, Mr. 
M. K. Raju. I do not want to go into 
all the details hdre, I am prepared to 
live all the documents to the Minister. 

About the last part, I would request 
the hOn. Minister to look into it. The 
decision to increase the price was 
taken by the, Board , of Direc¬ 
tors. Logically the question comes

whether the Board of Directors 
was not aware of the accumulated 
stock. But the decision was taken by 
the Chairman to postpone implemeuta- 
tation of the decision. The entire 
production has been distributed by the 
distributors. Then how can you justi¬ 
fy that the consumer has got the pro¬ 
duct at the old price? What happened 
was that the distributors lifted the 
entire stock in two months, they hoard¬ 
ed it and started selling after 2Cth 
March. It is a clear case of corrupt 
practice on the part of the Chairman. 
I have got all the documents with 
me against the Chairman. I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether the Board of Directors was not 
aware of the fact of accumulation, 
why the Chairman postponed imple¬ 
mentation of the decision of the Board, 
who lifted the stock and all that. The 
entire management personnel have 
left the factory except the Chairman; 
the Managing Directors and other 
Managers have all resigned and gone 
away. I would appeal to the hon. 
Minister to inquire into the affairs of 
this factory thoroughly. 

SHRI B. F. MAURYA: I can do no 
better than quoting the final findings 
of the Committee on Public Undertak¬ 
ings; this is from their report for the 
year 1973-74: 

“Taking into cognizance the large 
inventory which had considerably 
affected the cash flow position at that 
time, with difficulties in ways and 
means and also doubtful quality of 
a substantial part of the stock, the 
Board adopted the marketing strate¬ 
gy of announcing the prre increase 
on February 1, 1973, and extending 
the time limit till March 25th for 
disposal of the existing stocks of 
cine positive at the old prices. The 
normal convention is to give a spe¬ 
cial discount for clearance of old 
stocks. Instead, the Company has 
been able to clear the existing 
stocks at the same price without a 
discount. *fhis would not have been 
possible, had it not been for the 
marketing strategy adopted by the 
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Company and this was considered 
to be in the best interests of HPF 
Also the benefit of extending tne 
time limit was intended to be pass¬ 
ed on to the consumers and not to 
the distributors. It has since been 
reported that, in fact, it was ac¬ 
tually so.” , 

I would quote further, and this will 
clear the entire position, whatever 
doubt the hon. Member may be having 
in his mind ...

Very wild allega¬ 
tions have been made against the 
Chairman, if you permit me, I would 
like to quote for another half a 
minute ...

Society of Edible Oil in Maharashtra 

SNQ l. SHRl VASANT SETHE: 
Will the Minister of CIVIL 
SUPPLIES AND COOPERATION be 
pleased to s tate: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
of the acute scarcity of edible oil in 
Maharashtra and the restrictions put 
by other surplus States; end 

(b) if so, the steps taken/proposed 
to be taken to normalise the supply 
position of edible oil in Maharashtra? 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CIVIL SUPPLIES 
AND COOPERATION (SHRl A. C. 
GEORGE!: (a) and (b). Govern¬ 
ment of Maharashtra have brought to 
the notice of the Central Government 
that adequate quantities of edible oils 
were .not moving into Bombay City. 
A meeting of the State Civil Supplies 
Ministers! and their Secretaries of 
major edible oils producing and con¬ 
suming States was held at which State 


& 

Governments were urged to ensure- 
that no restrictions be placed on inter¬ 
state movement of edible oils. To 
meet the urgent requirements of Bom¬ 
bay City arrangements have been 
made by National Agricultural Co¬ 
operative Marketing Federation, to 
move groundnut oil held in stock with 
S.T.C. originally meant for export. 
The NAFEd is also making arrange¬ 
ments fpr .moving further supplies of 
edible oils from Gujarat to Bombay 
City. About- 10,000 tonnes of import¬ 
ed groundnut oil is expected fo be 
received in Bombay in mid-September 
and substantial portion of this will be 
available to Maharashtra. 

SHRl VASANT SATHE; It is really 
intriguing that while in the year 
1974-75 in this country, the ground¬ 
nut production increased from 51.1 
lakh tonnes to 69.9 lakh 1 tonnes, that 
is an increase of nearly 20 lakh tonnes 
in one year, and the export that was 
allowed by the Government was of 
2.15 lakh tonnes, why there should be 
a shortage when you are still surplus 
by 18 lakh tonnes of groundnut. I 
would like to know from thie Govern¬ 
ment, whether with the entire machi¬ 
nery in this period of emergency with 
MISA and all that at your com¬ 
mand you cannot regulate the ground¬ 
nut particularly in States like Gujarat 
where the Central Government is in 
power. You have received a report 
that the oil kings have offered to co¬ 
operate with the Government. I 
would like to know if you are at the 
mercy of these oil kings. What kind 
of cooperation are you getting from 
them when you cannot have ground¬ 
nut oil sent from one State to another, 
just across the border, where the 
price is exactly double? What kind 
of control do you have on the move¬ 
ment of oil? You said that you were 
importing 10,000 tonnes of groundnut 
oil. but you exported 2 lakh tonnes of 
groundnut and deprived the people of 
groundnut oil. What kind of policy is 
this and how are you going to meet 
the requirements, of the people, parti¬ 
cularly on the occasions of festivals? 
In the rural areas hi Maharashtra, the 
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groundnut oil sells today at Ss. 8/- 
per kilo and even then it is not avail¬ 
able. What do you expect the poor 
people to do? Ibis is their only edi¬ 
ble oil for cooking food. What is the 
policy of the Government in this 
regard? 

SHRI A. C. GEQRGE; As was 
clarified by the hon. Member himself, 
the export has an interesting back¬ 
ground behind it. Just two and a half 
months back, towards the middle of 
May. when the price of’groundnut oil 
slumped to Rs. 4/- per kilo, obviously 
the prices of groundnut came down. 
There was a general demand from 
Gujarat and the main groundnut pro¬ 
ducing areas that thie farmer is not 
getting a remunerative price and on 
this price, there may not be any in¬ 
centive for the farmer to go in for the 
next crop. There was almost a uni¬ 
versal demand that the glut has to be 
removed and some quantity has to be 
exported. There was a demand for a 
support price* also. It was as per the 
demand coming from the producing 
areas, as the hon. Member himself 
pointed out, that less than 3 per cent 
of the total production of groundnut— 

70 million tonnes was the production— 
that is 2.15 lakh tonnes, HPS quality 
was exported. This is the whole' 
background, as was explained some 
time back. There was a good crop, 
and the availability was there and it 
was at that time that the prices came 
down and there was a demand for 
support price and export also. But I 
still maintain and I think the hon. 
Member has also mentioned in bet¬ 
ween, that it is not the export which 
has caused this spurt in prices. The 
scarcity, the monsoon getting delayed 
and obviously, the possibility of the 
crop being delayed ©r spoilt, gave 
room for some of the undesirable 
traders who are* still lurching behind, 
to come into the field and there was 
a sudden spurt in the market. But, 
as soon as we noticed this situation 
coming within a short' span of 6-7 
weeks, the different departments of 
the Government took immediate mea¬ 
sures. Export was banned, the move¬ 
ments were facilitated and the States 
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were requested to take a very inten¬ 
sive de-hoarding operation. As the 
Member pointed out, though 10,000 
tonnes of groundnut oil is only a 
paltry amount, taking into considera¬ 
tion the fact that towards early Sep¬ 
tember or middle of September, some 
of the crops in different producing 
areas will start arriving—already in 
Tamil Nadu, what ig known as Coro¬ 
mandel crop from the South Arcot 
District has started coming in and in 
Pollachi though the crop is not good, 
it is expected within a week or so and 
even in some areas of Karnataka and 
even in some southern districts of 
Maharashtra the crop season is arriv¬ 
ing within two weeks—and so, in bet¬ 
ween, realising the fact that we have 
the festival season coming, we are 
trying to take some ad hoc measures 
to tide over the present crisis, the gap 
between the crop arrival and now. 
So. in this background you have to 
see the purchase and arrival of the 
10,000 tonnes of groundnut oil. Apart 
from that, day before yesterday. I was 
in Maharashtra. I had been to 
Gujarat also and had a discussion 
with the Governor aipd the officials 
and they have assured that they would 
not put any impediments on the 
movement. Only thing, they were 
trying to be cautious so that un¬ 
desirable private traders did not 
get into the market and spoil the 
situation. When we assured that the 
machinery of the Government of India 
and the National Co-operalive are 
available and that it will be a State to 
State deal, then the Gujarat Govern, 
ment has assuered all co-operation. 

As a result of that, apart from the 
stocks which are available with the 
STC meant for export—that I have 
pointed out in the main reply—and 
which we are steadily despatching to 
Bombay city alone, now we have 
arrived at some arrangement with the 
NAFED as well as the Apex Co-opera¬ 
tive of Gujarat to see that the refined 
oil is moved through the machinery 
of the NAFED into the hands of the 
Maharashtra Civil Supplies Corpora¬ 
tion so that no malpractices will take 
place and we will be in a position to 
tide over the present difficulty. Yes- 
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terday I was again in touch with the 
Maharashtra Civil Supplies Minister 
and we have offered nearly 5000 tonnes 
of rapeseed and soya-bean oil which 
could be refined near the port itself. 
Though it may not be of an excellent 
quality and may not come upto the 
mark of a superior variety, still for 
the common man this may be avail¬ 
able. 

We are taking all measures to see 
that we tide over the present difficult 
situation in-between now and the 
arrived of the new crop and the fes¬ 
tival season. We are taking some 
pre-emptive and advance action not 
only in groundnut oil but in all the 
items of mass consumption in which 
there is normally this phenomenon of 
prices showing a tendency of going up 
just before the festival. So, we are 
taking some advance action with the 
background of the festivals coming. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I am really 
not satisfied with the long reply which 
our hon Minister has given. What is 
still not answered is; whore has this 
surplus of the country gone? Even 
taking your 2 lakhs tonnes export, 
even granting that, there is a surplus 
of 18 lakhs. And where has it gone? 
It’ only shows that we have no control 
on the private trade. I can under¬ 
stand the phenomenon if it is said that 
because there is a shortage, the prices 
have gone up. That is the usual an¬ 
swer which the Ministry gives. But 
how can you... 

MR. SPEAKER: Why do you not 
say that hoarding is going on?, Put it 
directly. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE : I am say¬ 
ing so. I would like to know... 

MR. SPEAKER; It has gone under¬ 
ground. 

SHRI .VASANT SATHE: Precisely. 
You are right. You have taken it out 
of my mouth. Thank you very much. 
These underground stocks—-have you 
no way of unearthing them? Cannot 


you think in terms of a national mar¬ 
keting organization or some such! ma¬ 
chinery where the entire marketing of 
such essential commodities at least 
will be done by you? Why are you 
at the mercy of the private traders? 
This is the point I would like to know. 
What steps are you taking? Again 
and again he replies that when the 
new crops come in—the Karnataka 
crop is cpmjng, the Andhra crop is 
coming, this thing and that thing and, 
and with the. 10,000 tonnes you are 
going to import,, things will improve. 
But you must tell the people on the 
spot whether next month they are 
going to get it at reasonable prices and 
in some reasonable quantities. How 
are you going to ensure that? That 
is a problem, and that you are not 
satisfied about the position. Where 
has this surplus gone? How are you 
going to get that surplus? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Even earlier 
I made it plain. There was some ap¬ 
prehension that the monsoon is delay¬ 
ed and the crop may not. be good as 
that of last year. I did mention that 
we are aware that some traders who 
are waiting for the opportunity, they 
did resort to hoarding. I do not deny 
the fact. But the only thing is, as 
soon as this tendency was noticed, 
prompt action was taken and more 
than 2,300 raids all over the country 
in regard to edible oil alone have taken 
place in Tamilnadu, in Gujarat, in 
Maharashtra, in Karnataka and in 
various other States. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; How much 
quantity have you been able to un¬ 
earth? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I am not in 
a position to give'that figure. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; I am saying 
of about 18 lakh tonnes more produe- * 
tion. Where has this gone? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: This figure 
of 18 lakhs is confusing. He is only 
giving the figure which is an increase 
in production over that at the last 
year.

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SHRI VASANT SATHE: It is cor¬ 
rect. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The figure 
that is given—52 lakh tonnes ground¬ 
nut in shell and in 1975-76, 69.9 lakh 
tonnes in shell, is not actually the oil. 
The oil will be nearly 40 per cent of 
that. Not going into the quibblings of 
statistics I must make it plain that we 
did notice the tendency, of # hoarding 
and vigorous steps were taken all over 
the country. In many jStates various 
stem actions were taken. We are try¬ 
ing to tide over that. I was in 
Bombay three days back. There is no 
particular reason for being panicky. 
I say the crop is reaching in ten days 
or so. Only to impress on this House, 
I may say that -there is no reason to 
be panicky. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; I need your 
protection. Again it is no good to 
evade the question because ultimately 
we have to go and face the people. 
What will I carry from here to the 
people of Maharashtra that you will 
get groundnut oil in the next fifteen 
days at a lesser cost and it’ will be 
available? Can I say this on your 
behalf? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: He can de¬ 
finitely say on my behalf. 

MR. SPEAKER: He has assured 
you. You cari quote him. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; But I will 
not get the oil. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR; While there 
was acute shortage of groundnut oil 
in Maharashtra, it was reported in the 
press that the ground-nut oil tanker 
was lying unclaimed at Sangli Rail¬ 
way yard. Has the Minister got this 
information and has enquiry been 
made about it? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: This Informa¬ 
tion was not’ given to me even by the 
Minister for Civil Supplies. Sine# this 
information has been given to ms I 
shall look into it 


SHRI DHAMANKAR; This appear¬ 
ed in the press. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
It contains oil worth! more than Rs. one 
lakh. 

MR. SPEAKER; It seems the Min¬ 
ister has no control over it. The pro¬ 
blem is not of Kerala. This question 
is about Maharashtra. You ask about 
Maharashtra. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 
It is about the scarcity of edible oil. 
What is happening in Maharashtra? 
There is non availability of groundnut 
oil in some districts and especially in 
my parliamentary constituency Sangli 
where that oil tanker is lying unclaim¬ 
ed. The situation is very alarming 
particularly in the rural areas. Wfhal 
steps are being taken to rush sufficient 
quantity of groundnut oil in the rural 
areas? 

Secondly, we were informed that 
the lion. Minister has met the Gover¬ 
nor of Gujarat. Will he assure us 
that no restriction will be placed on 
the movement of groundnut oil from 
other States? I want to know whether 
levy was imposed on the oil producers 
by Gujarat administration and only 
limited quantities were allowed to be 
moved to Maharashtra. I want to 
know whether movement of oil tankers 
was held up on the border of Gujarat 
and Maharashtra and Karnataka and 
Maharashtra or the pretext of those 
tankers not having proper lights and 
danger signals. These things have 
contributed to scarcity in Maharashtra. 
We are facing a situation of artificial 
scarcity in the midst of plenty. So I 
want to know what he is going to do 
to improve the situation immediately 
to rush sufficient quantities of ground¬ 
nut oil to the rural areas of Maha¬ 
rashtra. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE; I fully ap¬ 
preciate the anxiety of the hon Mem¬ 
ber from Maharashtra. Maharashtra 
is a deficit State in lb# mattes* of 
groundnut oil and Gujarat Is a surplus 
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State. Traditionally Gujarat supplies 
and Maharashtra always buys. It is 
for the State Government to see where 
it goes, to the city or district and the 
rural areas and so on. 

MR. SPEAKER: Are you in a posi¬ 
tion to say how much is moving? Is 
it on State account or private ac¬ 
count? 

, SHRI A. C. GEORGE; We are uti¬ 
lising the National Agricultural Co¬ 
operative Marketing Federation. It is 
a movement between the State of 
Gujarat and thie State of Maharashtra. 

MR. SPEAKER: How much will 
move so as to relieve their distress? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: This comes 
from different areas including Andhra 
Pradesh, Karnataka and Gujarat, 
which are adjoining States. We are 
not confining the activity to Gujarat 
alone. I talked to the Chief Minister 
of Andhra Bradesh. He said that they 
have some problem in the State itself 
but he assured me that he will see 
that some quantity is moved to Maha¬ 
rashtra. The officers of the Civil 
Supplies Corporation of Maharashtra 
went to Hyderabad. They had a dis¬ 
cussion three days back. More than 
1,000 tonnes are being moved from 
Andhra Pradesh. Apart from that, 
there is daily movement of nearly 40 
to 50 tonnes from Gujarat through 
the Apex Cooperative Society of 
Gujarat and National Agricultural 
Marketing Federation and these are 
put in the hands of the Maharashtra 
Civil Supplies Corporation so that dis¬ 
tribution is done equitably. All these 
things are being streamlined and we 
are taking various measures. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKHINDE: 

I wanted to know whether oil tankers 
were stopped on the border on the 
pretext of not having proper lights, 

danger signals etc. 

* 

MR. SPEAKER; You can look into 
'it. That is iftt a serious problem. He 
asks this. Are you satisfied that ade¬ 
quate movement will take place and 


these things will move into Maharash¬ 
tra from all these three States? Are 
you in a position to assure the House? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Whatever 
best could be done we are doing.

The expenditure on the project upto 
the end of 1973-74 was reported to 
be Rs. 79.16 crores. The final figures 
of expenditure during 1974-75 and 
1975-76 are awaited from the State 
authorities.

Profit or loss from a 
project can only be computed after 
the project goes into commercial ope¬ 
rations, and yields benefits.

Some of the 
specific fields in the respect are stated 
below:— 

(1) Federal Republic of Germany 
is studying possible use of coal in 
combination with nuclear heat for 
the production of power and synthe¬ 
sis gas. In India, we are not con¬ 
ducting any such study. 
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(2) Pressure Gasification ol coal- 
West Germany has got commercial 
process for pressure gasification of 
coal. This technique was evaluated 
for high pressure gasification in 
India for possible long distance 
transmission and same was found 
not economical. 

(3) Pollution control—West Ger. 
many has laid down standards to 
control pollution in opencast and 
underground mines. In India, a 
Study Group has been formed for 
examining the economic methods of 

. ecological protection in such mining 
practices. 

(4) Power Plant design—Both 
West Germany and India are ex¬ 
tensively practising use of high ash 
coals in large Thermal Power 
Station. 

f (5) MHD programme—West Ger¬ 
many has closed this research study 
as per recommendations of a Com¬ 
mittee of German Scientists. In 
India, this matter is under consi¬ 
deration for research and develop¬ 
ment. 

( 6 ) Fluidised Bed—There is no 
major basic work being done in the 
field of fluidized combustion of coal 
in Germany. In India, this subject 
is under study in research institute.

(ii) reducing process of migration 
by establishing better linkages 
between rural and urban areas 
and by developing service cen¬ 
tres and growth centres to 
provide adequate distribution 
of goods and services, 

(iii) to provide incentives for the 
development of the less pri¬ 
vileged sections of the society; 
and 

(iv) to ensure availability of ade¬ 
quate shelter and its accessi¬ 
bility to the infrastructure 
and to the services through 
appropriate management with 
builtin incentives for the less 
privileged sections of the 
society. 

'(c) Government had already taken 
up and ig continuing several schemes 
on the lines indicated in the report tor 
the benefit of the less privileged resi¬ 
dents of slums and squatter settle-” 
ments.

multi-purpose projects including those 
in the Narmada Basin in which the 
allocation of waters is under adjudica¬ 
tion by the Narmada Water Disputes 
Tribunal. Efforts are continuing to 
resolve the outstanding issues bilate¬ 
rally or through the good offices of the 
Government of India. It is not possi¬ 
ble to indicate at this stage when all 
the issues could be finally resolved. 


Power generating capacity of Patratu 
Thermal Power Station.

The first unit of 50 MW was 
commissioned in October, 1966, the 
second unit of 50 MW in June, 1967 
and the third and fourth units of 50 
MW each in February, 1969 and Janu¬ 
ary, 1970 respectively. One unit of 
100 MW was commissioned in Decem¬ 
ber, 1971 and a second unit of 100 MW 
in March, 1972. Two units of 110 MW 
each ave under erection at present and 
one of these is expected to be com¬ 
missioned during the current year. 


The quantum of power produced at 
this Station has varied from 120 MW 
to 250 MW and during the last four 
months, the maximum demand met by 
the Station has been more than 250 
MW. The present power requirement 
in Bihar is between 6.5 Million Unit/ 
day to 7 Million Unit/day and this is 
being met by generation' from Path- 
ratu, Barauni thermal stations and 
Bihar’s share from D.V.C. 


The Pathratu station is expected to 
achieve a capacity of 620 MW in the 
3rd quarter of 1977 when it will be in 
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a poston to meet a peak demand ol 
about 403 MW.

Indian' scientists are applying 
appropriate technologies to facilitate 
agricultural development in the coun¬ 
try and to achieve a faster rate of 
growth in agriculture. The Indian 
Council of Agricultural Research is 
implementing 50 coordinated projects 
in collaboration with agricultural uni¬ 
versities, different Central institute!: 
and the State research stations. These 
projects , are aimed at improving the 
productivity of soil and also at deve- 
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loping better varieties of crops, ani¬ 
mals and fish. Different varieties 
of crops suited to diverse conditions 
(like deficit or excess of soil mois¬ 
ture, alkalinity, acidity or salinity of 
the soil) are being developed. Agri¬ 
cultural techniques are being tuned 
to different agro-ecological regions. 
There are, for example, different 
techniques for moist areas and arid 
areas. Research on the genetics and 
breeding of plants has led to the evo¬ 
lution of different high* yielding 
varieties of crops. Further, hybrid 
cotton has been released lor commer¬ 
cial cultivation in the.country. 

Research and field work are being 
dovetailed suitably. The extensive 
use of sophisticated inputs like ferti¬ 
lizers and insecticides show that re¬ 
search has already made an impact 
on the production technology in 
agriculture. 


Cut in Power Supply In Tamil Nadu

SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD).* (a) Some 
restrictions on the consumption of 
power were introduced in Tamil 
Nadu from the 26th July, 1976. Ac¬ 
cording to the Information received 
from the State Government, the 
energy cut on industries varies from 
25 per eent to 30 per cent except on 
,L.T. industries consuming upto 250 
units per month. There is no energy 
cut on L.T. industries consuming upto 
250 units per month. The demand 
cut varies from 20 per cent to 40 
Per cent except on L.T. industries on 


which there is no demand cut. There 
are no cuts on agricultural loads and 
domestic consumers. 

(b) The State Government are well 
aware of the need to maintain the 
tempo of industrial activity and have 
reporter that several types of indus¬ 
tries have been exempted from the 
operation of restrictions. Some in¬ 
dustries have captive generation.

(1) The Administrative Tribunals 
will be set up to receive representa¬ 
tions from Central Govt, employees 
on all matters relating to both discip¬ 
linary action as well as other matters 
like senioriy, promotion, pay and 
allowances, etc. It is proposed that 
certain matters which are enumerated 
below may be excluded from the pur¬ 
view of the Tribunals; 

(a) Postings and transfers 

(b) Allotment to services 

(c) Dismissal/removal from service 
, under Article 311(2) (a) and (c) of 

the Constitution, etc. 

(2) Grievances relating to pension 
from individual retired or retiring 
employees may be allowed to be 
brought before the Tribunals. 


(3) In view of the extended cover¬ 
age, one Tribunal with headquarters 
at Delhi and 3 Benches at Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras may be establish- 
ed. 

(4) It is proposed to allow the op¬ 
tion to the employees to seek an 
administrative review after an appeal 
is turned down or to approach the 
Tribunal after they have exhausted 
an appeal. 

(5) It is proposed to amend the 
Constitution so as to oust the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the High Courts under Aricle 
226 and of the Supreme Court under 
Article 32 of the Constitution, simul¬ 
taneously with the establishment of 
th e Tribunal.

as published in the All India Debt 
and Investment Survey Report (1971- 
72)—Volume I of the Reserve Bank 
of India. No similar surveys have 
been conducted for the later years. 

As regards urban indebtedness, the 
information available relates to the 
non-manual employee households in 
urban areas for the year 1970-71 
(July-June). The results of the Sur¬ 
vey are indicated in the Reserve Bank 
of India Bulletin of Novermer 1974. 
According to this Survey, the average 
amount of loans outstanding at the 
end of the year 1970-71 was Rs. 731 
per household. The information re¬ 
garding other categories of urban 
population and for individual States 
is not available. 


(b) Besides the steps that are being 
taken by the States for reorganising 
and strengthening the cooperative 
structure to ensure larger availability 
of credit to poorer sections of the so¬ 
ciety t all public sector banks have 
formulated schemes for extending 
credit to these categories. These banks 
have put into effect a scheme of 
differential interest rates in selected 
backward States of the country and 
Regional Rural Banks have been 
established throughout the country for 
extending credit particularly to Small/ 
Marginal Farmers, Agricultural Labou¬ 
rers, Artisans etc.

METAL CORPORATION (NATION¬ 
ALISATION AND MISCELLANEOUS 
PROVISIONS) BILL 

MR. SPEAKER: Th e House will 
now take up for consideration and 
passing the Metal Corporation (Na¬ 
tionalisation and Miscellaneous Pro¬ 
visions) Bill. The time allotted is 
two hours. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT 
YADAV): I beg to movet 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
ta lcing over of the management of 
the undertaking of the Metal Cor¬ 
poration, after such undertaking is 
deemed to have been transferred 
to, and re-vested in, the said Cor¬ 
poration, and for the subsequent 
acquisition of the undertaking of 
the Metal Corporation for the pur- 
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pose of enabling the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, in the public interest, to 
exploit to the fullest extent possi¬ 
ble, the zinc and lead deposits in 
and around Zawar area in the State 
of Rajasthan and to utilise those 
minerals in such manner as to 
subserve the common good, and 
for matters connected therewith or 
incidental thereto, be taken into 
consideration.” 

c • 

This Bill seeks to replace the Ordi¬ 
nance promulgated in this behalf on 
2nd August, .1976. This has two im- 
poitant features and two important 
legal stages also. First, in Chapter II 
of the Ordinance under Sec. 4 after 
repealing the 1968 Act with effect 
from the same day, 2nd August, 1976, 
the undertaking wag restored to, 
and re-vested in, the MCI, but simul¬ 
taneously it was taken over in respect 
of management by the Government, 
and the management stood transferred 
and vested in the Central Government 
again from 2nd August, 1976. 

Another important feature of the 
law is that this management period 
continued upto 1-8-76. During this 
period, the Metal Corporation of India 
continued to be the owner of the 
undertaking, but Government remain¬ 
ed in management of the undertaking 
and an administrator was appointed 
by the Government. Therefore, the 
Metal Corporation of India had been 
deprived of the management of this 
undertaking for that period, from 22nd 
October 1965 to 1st August, 1976. 
Therefore, it was required that a rea¬ 
sonable amount should be paid in 
lieu of this deprivation of manage¬ 
ment to the company. For this both 
the Ordinance in sec. 10 and the Bill 
in cl. 10 make a provision of Rs. 11.39 
lakhs per annum to be paid to '} ie 
company. This amount is being paid 
according to well established norms 
and standards, which had been de¬ 
cided by the government. The second 
stage comes from 2nd August 1976 . 


•Introduced with the recommendation af the President. 
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Under clause 7, the management of 
the Metal Corporation of India is 
being transferred and vested abso¬ 
lutely in the Central Government and 
in common parlance this is called pre¬ 
nationalisation period; two specific 
amounts are provided and provision 
has been made in the Bill; ft was in 
the Ordinance also. The amount 
which will be paid to the company 
will be Rs. 1.98 crores. This is the 
total amount for th e acquisition of 
the property and the amount in lieu 
of management which the central 
government has taken over will be 
Rs. 321 lakhs. This is being done 
keeping in view the amendment 
which was made under article 31(2) 
of the Indian Constitution. This fig¬ 
ure has also been worked out after 
careful examination by the depart¬ 
ment in consultation with the law 
department and the finance depart¬ 
ment; this is in accordance with the 
standard practice in this regard. 

The urgency for the issue of the 
Ordinance taking over the manage¬ 
ment of the company has been clearly 
indicated in the statement of objects 
and reasons of the Bill. The com¬ 
pany are producing zinc and lead, 
minerals which are important raw 
materials for the economic develop¬ 
ment of our country. We found that 
the company had prepared a plan of 
expansion and the government was 
very keen that those strategic mine¬ 
rals for th e development of our eco¬ 
nomy should be produced quickly. 
We should try to mobilise all re¬ 
sources and see to it that we are able 
to meet our internal or domestic re¬ 
quirements but unfortunately the 
company was not taking any action 
and the expansion programme was 
held up or a long time. Perhaps the 
company was also not in a posi¬ 
tion financially, to invest further. 
Therefore, the government decided to 
acquire this undertaking. When this 
undertaking was acquired, at that 
time according to the Act that was 
passed fey this august House, there was 
t provision that the government and 


the company should mutually agraa 
or compensation to be paid to the 
undertaking. Unfortunately when the 
offer of Rs. 1.98 crores was made to the 
company, there was no response from 
the company for a long time and** 
ultimately government provided for- 
the appointment of a tribunal in the 
law and the tribunal was appointed.’ 
As against the government’s decision 
to give to the company Rs. 1.98 crores, 
the company made a counter-claim 
for compensation to the extent of 
Rs. 101 crores. You can see the gap* 
between Rs. 1.98 crores and Rs. 101 
crores which the company was claim¬ 
ing This matter was referred to the- 
tribunal. Unfortunately however the 
company took an obstructive attitude- 

The company went to various courts - 
High Courts of Punjab and West 
Bengal and Supreme Court. It was 
adopting delaying tactics and its non- 
co-operation created a lot of uncer¬ 
tainty. Therefore, even though the 
government acquired the undertaking, 
we were facing a lot of difficulties for 
expansion and other programmes. The 
tribunal commenced its proceedings 
in September, 1972. but even the 
issues were not framed till 15th May, 
1975, because the company was coming 
with one application after another, 
making excuses and adopting delay¬ 
ing tactics. Ultimately the company 
told the tribunal that the government 
should also give Rs. 19 lakhs so that 
the company might fight the case 
against the government! This is how 
they were adopting an obstructive 
attitude. There was uncertainty pre¬ 
vailing and the government was finding 
difficulty in the formulation and exe¬ 
cution of plans for increasing the pro¬ 
duction of these important metals by 
the government company in which th® 

undertaking was vested long back. 
After the matter had been before th® 
tribunal for more than 4-1/2 years, we 
came to the conclusion that even if 
the tribunal gave its verdict, the com* 
pany on one pretext or the other would" 
go to the court and further de¬ 
lay the proceedings, which will mean- 
unnecessary delay in the formulation- 
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•ol our expansion programmes. So, the 
•paly course left to the government 
-was to issue an ordinance specifying 
;the compensation already computed on 
reasonable basis in the ordinance 
.itself. So, thi s ordinance was issued 
•and the Bill is now before the House. 

Many important steps have been 
t taken since the takeover of the under- 
.taking. These are very important 
.minerals and therefore, the Hindus¬ 
tan Zinc Ltd. drew up plans for ex¬ 
pansion of Debari zinc smelter from 
18,000 tonnes to 45,000 tonnes per 
annum, modernisation of the Tundoo 
-lead smelter so as to realise a net 
annual lead production of 8,000 
tonnes and development of new mine 
-at Balaria (Zawar area). A new zinc 
•smelter of 30,000 tonnes per annum 
based on imported concentrates with 
-a lead plant of 10,000 tonnes per an¬ 
num is also being set up by the com¬ 
pany at Visakhapatnam in Andhra 
Pradesh. The modernisation of Tun- 
»doo lead smelter is almost complete. 
The expansion of Debari zinc smelter 
•■and the new zinc smelter at Visakha¬ 
patnam ar> expected to be commis¬ 
sioned by the end of this year. The 
.new mine is being developed at 
Halaria is also expected to be com¬ 
missioned in October, 1077. Con¬ 
siderable investment has already been 
made because of the strategic im¬ 
portance of these minerals. 

Our estimate is that by the end of 
the fifth plan our country will need 
$0,000 tonnes of zinc and 40,000 
tonnes of lead. By 1078-79 the de¬ 
mand will be 1,15,000 tonnes for 
•zinc and 50,000 tonnes for lead. Apart 
•from Hindustan Zinc Limited, another 
•zinc producer is Cominco Binani 
■Limited. This company is 'operating 
$0,000 tonnes per annum smelter; 
based on imported concentrate. When 
these steps are being taken, with the 
above expansion scheme, the abac 
smelting capacity in the country will 
SO up to 1,15,000 tonnes which will 
beable to meet our demand. 


TheGSl has also been asked’ to 
make further survey to various parts 
of the country, at least for strategic 
minerals like zinc, lead and copper, 
which we hav e still to import, in 
spite of our best efforts to become 
self-sufficient. Of course, the situation 
has now considerably improved. Both 
GSI and SEO will make a survey of 
these areas. With th e co-operation 
and coordination of work of these 
two agencies we would try to be self- 
sufficient in.these minerals. 

« 

I have already explained the reason 
for which this Ordinance was pro¬ 
mulgated. I would welcome sugges¬ 
tions from hon. Members and if there 
are any queries, I will reply to them 
at the end of the discussion. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved:

Rajasthan and to utilise those mine¬ 
rals in such maimer as to sub¬ 
serve the common good, and for 
matters connected therewith or 
incidental thereto, be taken into 
consideration”. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Mr. 
Speaker, bo far as strategic minerals 
like zinc mid lead are concerned, 
there would be unanimity to the 
House that their production should 
be to the public sector. U we trace 
the history of this piece of .legislation, 
it has a chequered career. Govern¬ 
ment have beep trying to acquire this 
Company since 1985 but aJltorts of 
ifflpedittMMtr aigl ofastahies have been 
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put ib their way, writs have been 
moved both in the High Court end the 
Supreme Court so that Government 
will not be able to achieve their 
objective. At long last some con¬ 
crete steps have been taken in this 
regard. 

But I cannot reconcile myself to 
the procedure that has been adopted 
by the Government In acquiring this 
Company. It came by way • of an 
Ordinance, which was promulgated 
on 2nd August 1970. Thifc House was 
to meet on the 10th‘of this month. 
Just eight days prior to the meeting 
of the House, an Ordinance was pro¬ 
mulgated. I' do nof ttytokrtbe heavens 
would have fallen jfr. wwgjfrad waited 
for ten days, when Htppt already 
waited for over ll.gnias^fNow this 
House is faced wjth M f0 accompli. 
Such a procedure .Should riot be ad¬ 
opted in future. Sir, I would request 
you to issue a directive to the Gov¬ 
ernment that when tte House is about 
to meet, they Bhoulg nofc promulgate 
any Ordinance but crime forward 
with a concrete legislation. Because, 
this amounts to showing scant respect 
to the authority of Parliament. 

Coming to the merits of this legis¬ 
lation, this is a very strategic mate¬ 
rial. We have been importing quite 
a lot at the cost of foreign ex¬ 
change. From the report of the 
Committee on Public Undertakings, 
you will find that the figure has been 
rising every year. During 1969-70 to 
1974-75, we imported zinc and lead 
to the tune of Rs. 215 crores in foreign 
exchange, and the demand has been 
rising every year. In 1973-74 we im¬ 
ported these materials at a cost of 
Rs. 10.71 crores, and in 1974-75 it 
went up to Rs. 18 crores. Taking 
into consideration the fact that in 
, this country there are vast deposits 
of galena, lead aud zinc, I think all 
possible efforts should be made to 
exploit those areas. 

So far as the exploitation of our 
potential deposits is concerned, I 
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would like to draw the contention of 
the hon. Minister to the fact that 
the time of the Cuttack by-election, 
the foundation stone was laid in 
Sargipali in Sundergarh District 
where then is a large deposit of galena, 
to have a smelting plant there, 
but no action has been taken 
so far. Neither has the ban. 
Minister said anything about it in his. 
preliminary remarks. So, we are 
constrained to think that probably 
the laying of the foundation stone 
was meant only for political pro¬ 
paganda. Now we learn that these 
galena and lead ore found in the- 
to be taken to the Vishakapatnam 
smelter. I have no complaint in that 
regard, but the Vishakapatnam smel¬ 
ter was primarily meant for the 
galena and lead ore found in the 
Agnikundalam area of Vishakapat¬ 
nam District of Andhra Pradesh. If 
you see all the plants which are com¬ 
ing up in that area, you will find 
they are mainly based on the mine¬ 
ral deposits of Orissa. 

So far as the farro-chrome plant in 
Girividi in Andhra Pradesh is con¬ 
cerned, there is not even one ounze 
of that ore available in Andhra Pra¬ 
desh. It is primarily based on the 
chrome that is produced in Orissa. 
Similarly, the Vishakapatnam smelter 
plant will be mainly fed by the galena 
deposits of Sargipali. 

I believe that the hon. Minister is 
contemplating to put up two alumi¬ 
nium plants based on the vast bauxite 
deposits in Andhra Pradesh and in 
Orissa. I hope it will materialise and 
that both th e States will be benefited 
by an aluminium plant each. For 
an electro-metallurgical industry 
like this, where a large amount of 
electricity is needed, we have to 
select sites where electricity is in 
surplus. So far as Orissa is concern¬ 
ed, we are in surplus in electricity 
and we ore capable of giving as much 
power as they want for the smelter 
or for the aluminium plant that 
likely to come. 
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If you go through this Report of 
'the Committee on Public Undertak¬ 
ings on Hindustan Zinc Ltd., you will 
find that some adverse remarks have 
.been made against the red-tapism in 
i the Government. So far as the 
Debari zinc smelter is concerned, it 
took quite a long time to come to a 
decision. They had talks with a firm 
‘■of France, and with another in 
Poland, and ultimately they came to 
an understanding with the firm in 
. Frankfurt. It took nearly three years 
.to come to a decision. 

’So far as the Vizag plant is con- 
'cerned, they expected that by Sept¬ 
ember, 1976, it will come into pro¬ 
duction. But now th e Minister says 
•.that it may be by the end of this 
.year. So, I feel that there is some¬ 
thing wrong somewhere and that has 
«to be streamlined. 

So far as modernising the Tundoo 
smelter is concerned, the matter has 
fbeen referred to the National Metal¬ 
lurgical Laboratory at Jamshedpur. 
...As this Committee has remarked, the 
.National Metallurgical Laboratory is 
-an organisation primarily meant for 
research purpose. They are not com¬ 
petent to suggest an y modernisation 
method so far as the Tundoo smelter 
is concerned. I would submit that 
the Government shou'd give priority 
"to this area so far as installation of 
new smelting plants is concerned. 

Sometime back. I wrote to the 
"Minister and I also wrote to the 
Government of my State that plenty 
‘Of galena with a large amount of 
silver and lead content is available 
•on both sides of the Tel river in the 
Kalahandi district and in the Bolangir 
• district. These deposits do not occur 
as large deposits. They appear as 
- small veins and if you start digging 
them, they suddenly disappear. But 
-it is a fact and it has been established 
' that there are large deposits of this 
"Ore scattered in that area. Unscru¬ 
pulous people have been digging out 
•"this concentrate galena ore from that

area at night in trades and Belling 
theta somewhere. I would request 
the hon. to go into this matter! The 
smelting of galena or lead or iron is 
not a very difficult process. There 
are small smelters on the cottage in¬ 
dustry scale and by beneficiation 
method, they can separate galena, 
silver and lead content. There are 
many unscrupulous people who are 
doing this ljind of work to the detri¬ 
ment of the national interest. 

I would, therefore, submit that the 
Government should inquire into the 
feasibility of putting up a smelter 
somewhere Kfesinga in between 
Vizag and so that they can" 

utilise SargMlt dW from the Sunder- 
garh dLlikKlAl these deposits at 
Kesinga. THfehS'ds plenty of lead 
available. Wt ffcxd is electricity ia 
concernedj the Government of Orissa 
has been f liafcing - up Lhe Upper Indra- 
vati project going to gene¬ 

rate 600 M¥NSfjJ^te«tricity. So, there 
will be plenty M power available. 
With a longfihge view, I submit, the 
Government should consider all these 
matters. 

With these words, I fully support 
the proposal of the Government to 
nationalise this concern. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih); Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I rise to welcome and support 
this Bill for nationalisation of the 
Metal Corporation of India at long 
last, after ten years of litigation, of 
withdrawals, of marching forward 
and retreats. All the time, the con¬ 
fidence, the credibility, the skill of 
th e workers and of the management 
and their morale were being put to 
a severe test. I welcome it because 
of the imperative of the Indian eco¬ 
nomy at the present stage. 

There has been some difference of 
opinion between the estimates of the 
Planning Commission and those of 
the Committee on Public Undertak¬ 
ings on how much zinc will be re¬ 
quired at the end of the Fifth Five- 
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Year Plan. The Planning ~ Comtfilf-- 
sion have put it at two Takh ttJhnss 
whereas the Committee no Ptmuc 
Undertakings have estimated' It 
1,15,000 tonnes. In any case, even In 
1974-75, we imported 66,000 tonnes of 
zinc at a cost of Hs. 55 crores and 
37,000 tonnes of lead at a cost* of 
Rs. 18.7 crores We have the capa¬ 
city, the reserves and the resources to 
wipe out these imports altogether 
and switch on to exporting *sodie of 
these. In Bajasthan itself, there are 
2,000 geophysical anomalies^-not ade¬ 
quately prospected. I am very happy 
to hear our Minister say that they 
are now directing the GSI and the 
Mineral Exploration Corporation to 
go ahead with intensive exploration, 
because, to make up the shortfall, we 
have to go much faster and much 
farther than we have done. In any 
case, because of the recent findings of 
new deposits in buxite, in copper and 
also improvement in the situation in 
zinc, our entire picture, which was so 
dismal ten years ago, has practically 
changed lor the better, and MMTC*s 
operations of importing non-ferrous 
metals are contracting very fast. 
That is the index of our success and 
the movement forward of this econo¬ 
my in the right direction. 

Lack of coordination between the 
various Ministries and Departments, 
which has been so eloquently brought 
out in this report of the Committee 
on Public Undertakings, leads me to 
believe that what is required is a 
chaser, as they say in America,— 
the person who will be chasing cer¬ 
tain objectives and bringing about 
coordination—in all departments, in 
steel plants, in mines, in zinc, in 
smelting processes, which will be 
chasing to cut through th e red-tape. 

7 am glad that the Gordian Mot has 
been cut so smoothly, so effectively, 
and we have this at long last, in the 
shape of this Bill which we are 
cussing today. 

The Committee on Public Under¬ 
takings has brought out the question 
of idle hours. It is not a happy 
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redtifftg?' plant shut-down in 4973-74 
1261 -hours, the percentage of idle 
hours- to total hours 18.6. 1973-74 
was the Great Divide for Hindustan 
Zinc. After that, things have steadily 
improved. These idle hours have 
to be., combated and these can be

SHBI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHABYYIA (Giridih): As I was say¬ 
ing, we have to intensify the search 
for non-ferrous metals. As COPU has 
stated: 

“In view of the gap between indi¬ 
genous availability of zinc concen¬ 
trates and the requirements of the 
existing three smelters which may 
widen when smelting capacity is 
further expanded, the Committee 
feel that there is an imperative 
need to intensify the search for 
additional noiuferrous metal deposits 
in our country.” 

The hon. Minister of Steel and Mines 
with his usual drive has already out¬ 
lined such a course. I am quite sure 
with his drive and search for addi¬ 
tional deposits, with increase In smel¬ 
ter capacity, the imbalance in our 
Internal requirements and production 
would shortly bScome a thing of the 
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past. There has been surprising in¬ 
crease in the capacity utilisation by 
the steel plants. There has been dra¬ 
matic discoveries of deposits of various 
minerals, non-ferrous metals, bauxite 
copper and all the rest of them. 

So the Mines Department is also 
equally geared and, therefore, this Bill 
is onfer appropriate so that the decks 
shall have been cleared for a go-ahead 
policy towards an expanding future. 

But before that, we have to tackle 
certain thorny problems which I 
would like to bring to the notice cf 
the Minister through you The ques¬ 
tion was posed how to increase the 
production of OMS in the mines. Now 
they got the advice of IBCON. • f 
course, a well known consultancy fiim 
in industrial engineering, but I am 
afraid they have not that background 
on * &e mining side as on the mechani¬ 
cal and electrical engineering side 
They paid Rs 1,65,000 for that. They 
got the services of some other party 
also. That was commented upon by 
COPU. So In the circumstances, their 
estimates vary. IBCON says there is 
a large surplus labour. Hindustan 
Zinc says that the surplus is not that 
much. The other consultancy firm also 
say s that although in surplus is there, 
it is not to the extent outlined by 
IBCON. Since the Department of 
Mines Is concerned with production of 
copper, zinc and lead and olher 
minerals which is going to increase 
very fast, which will necessitate induc¬ 
tion of many types of machinery, I 
suggest that the Minister may kindly 
consider forming an industrial engi¬ 
neering cell of its own. I suppose 
with Rs. 1,65,000 he can easily employ 
six or seven engineer with the neces¬ 
sary speciality—-they may be directly 
under the Ministry—who can go to 
different copper, zinc and lead mines 
and outline the lines of advance and 
methods by which bottlenecks and 
shortfalls can be overcome, 

Ag regards surplus labour IBCON*s 
estimate i s that Rs. 32.88 per tonne is 
the cost of surplus labour. 1 bad a 
bitter experience of IBCON’g findings 


when I was—and still 1 am—President 
of the Tobacco Workers’ Union in 
Monghyr. These IBCON people came 
and gave a fantastic figure of surplus 
labour. So having burnt my fingers 
once, I always take their findings With 
a pinch of salt. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Don’t you 
think broader issues are a little out of 
the way? 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYSriA; We are trying to discuss 
this Bill in the context of broader 
issues. (Otherwise, the opportunity 
may not come. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; It will 
come. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA 
CHARYYIA' I do not know. If you 
will bear with me.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We btve 
only 1 hour and 25 minutes left. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: All right. Would you 
kindly indicate how many minutes I 
have? 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You have 
already taken 10 minutes. You can 
take two or three minutes more. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA; In two minutes, I can¬ 
not even read out my points. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There 
are other speakers and then the Mm- 
lster will reply. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: I should like to point out 
that there was some price increase of 
the product. Of course some price 
increase was justified becaue of the 
escalation in cost and increase in ges¬ 
tation period but with increased per 
formance and also in the context of 
the anti-inflationary drive, I request 
the hon. Minister to consider how tar 
and how fast the prices can be brought 
down and how our prices of zinc end 
lead compare with international prices 
because there is a ring of brokers in 
metals, non-ferrous metals, Who had 
been bleeding developing nations 
white all these decades and we have to 
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break through that ring.' 1 suggest 
that there should be expansion of the 
research and design organisation and 
there should be pilot plants also to find 
out whether a single smelter can smelt 
poly-metallic deposits; for instance in 
Orissa, zinc, lead, copper and silver 
are going together. This issue will 
■come before the hon. Minister today or 
tomorrow. Then there is the question 
of performance of machines. For lhat 
some pilot mines are necessary. I 
want to know- the norms and standards 
of costing that you have fixed because 
COPU’s report unfortunately gives a 
different picture. Since we are turn¬ 
ing a new leaf, let us start with a clean 
slate. We should have norms and 
standards of costing. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This 

should be in the demands for grants 
on industry. I understand your pre¬ 
dicament, 

SHRI CHAPAI.ENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: Coming to the provisions 
of the Bill, especially clause 14, I 
should urge that the gratuity, pension 
and provident fund deposits of the 
employee?, should be guaranteed and 
should in no wav be affected by the 
take-over. Problems might arire if the 
provident fund deductions had not 
been deposited by the previous owners. 
In that case, the hon. Minister may 
kindly look into it and ensure their 
continuity of service, and previous 
deposits should "be fully reimbursed. I 
wholeheartedly welcome the Bill, this 
will enable the hon. Minister to orches¬ 
trate a new minerals policy along with 
the necessary production facilities on 
the ground. I thank you very much, 

•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram); Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, I welcome this Metal Corporation 
‘(Nationalisation and Miscellaneous 
. Provisions) Bill, 1976 and extend 
my full support to it. But regrettably 
an ordinance was issued on 2nd 
August, 1978 for the nationalisation of 
the Metal Crporatlon of India while 
the Lok Sabha session was due to 
Commence on the 10th August, 1976. 
This practice of issuing ordinances on 

original 8 peech was delivered 
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the eve of Lok Sabha sessions is 
highly undesirable and should not be 
resorte^ to. Objections against this 
practice have been voiced in this 
House on many occasions earlier also 
but the Government persists with this 
practice. Why i s it so? 

In the State of Objects and Reasons 
it has been stated and the Minister 
has also stated in his speechfcthat the 
management of the Company were 
engaged in prolonged litigation in the 
Punjab High Court, in the Calcutta 
High Court and the Supreme Court, 
obstructing the process of production 
and expansion programmes in respect 
of two very vital and strategic mine¬ 
rals viz. Lead and Zinc. The Com¬ 
pany could not complete the projects 
it had undertaken for tne expansion of 
Zowar mines and the construction of 
Zinc smelter plant near Udaipur due to 
mismanagement. All programmes come 
to a standstill and the Company was 
not even in a position to meet »ts 
repayment obligations to the suppliers 
of machinery etc. Instead of utilising 
their time, energy and funds f° r effect¬ 
ing improvements in the working of 
the Company th e management wasted 
the resources in litigation. They even 
sought financial assistance from the 
Government for purposes of litigation. 
In these circumstances the decision to 
nationalise the Compnay is quite right 
and I fully support it. But the way it 
was done i.e. by issuing an ordinance 
on the eve of Parliament session is not 
a happy one. 

Clause 3 of Section 4 of the Bill 
provides that all persons inchnrge of 
the Management including persons 
holding offices as Directors, Managers 
or any other managerial capacity shall 
vacate their offices, This is a very 
correct provision since all these people 
had mismanaged the Company over a 
long period and wasted the resources 
of the Company in litigation. As such 
they have no right and justification to 
continue in office. Section 5 provides 
for the appointment of administrator 
to the Company. Here I will request 
the Government to take care and 
appoint an administrator who is rich 

in Bengali, 
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in administrative experience and has 
sufficient technical knowledge to tun 
this Company. Only a highly experi¬ 
enced and technically efficient ad¬ 
ministrator should be appointed so 
that the past mismanagement may be 
quickly overcome and the Company 
may start efficient production ot the 
vital minerals needed by the country. 
In Section 10 of Chapter IV it has been 
provided that a sum of rupees eleven 
lakhs 39 thousand per annum is to be 
paid hy the Government since 22nd 
October 1965 for deprivation of 
management and a further sum of 
rupees one crore 98 lakhs is to be paid 
as compensation for acquisition of the 
Undertaking. Now, what is their 
obligation for this? 

Before paying this huge compen¬ 
sation to the erstwhile management 
the Government must see that all. the 
arrears of payment due to the workers 
of the Company are fully cleared. 
The Provident Fund amount of the 
workers should also be realised. I am 
almost certain that the past manage¬ 
ment of this Company has not deposit¬ 
ed the provident fund recoveries from 
the workers with the Government. 
This must be thoroughly verified and 
all the P.F. amount deducted from the 
amount of compensation paid to the 
Company. The Government mav kind¬ 
ly ensure that no employees are re¬ 
trenched. Employment must be gua¬ 
ranteed to all the workers. The Gov¬ 
ernment should aslo ensure that the 
wages paid to workers are at par with 
the wages of workers of other nationa¬ 
lised Companies and Mines. There 
must not be anv disparity in the wages 
of these workers and the workers 
working in other Government control¬ 
led mines. 

The pppal measures nrovided In 
Section 2fi of thp Bill should he strictly 
enforced against erstwhie Management, 
if it is fauna that the v TlftVA iT>rJnlcrpfT 
in anv wav to damage the capital asset 
of the Comnnnv and if anv other ir¬ 
regularities have been committed by

them. In case of any acts of sabotage 
the strictest punishment must be given. 
Shri P. K. Deo and Shri Bhattacharya 
who spoke before me have already 
pointed out that *ve are spending, 
crores of rupees in foreign exchange 
on the import of these vital minerals- 
viz. Lead and Zinc. I will reqeust 
the Government to undertake more 
surveys and other exploration to 
locate to deposits of these vital mine¬ 
rals. The experts in the M.M.T.C.. 
Geological Survey etc. may be consult¬ 
ed for this purpose. We should attain 
self-sufficiency as quickly as possible. 

I will request the hon. Minister to 
indicate when can we hope to become 
self-sufficient in these strategic mine¬ 
rals which are very vital for the deve¬ 
lopment of our economy. The survey 
work for locating more deposits should' 
be quickly and properly started. I 
will conclude by once again requesting 
the Government to see that the In¬ 
terests of the employees are properly 
protected. They should not suffer in 
any manner due to the nationalisation 
of this Company. All their provident 
fund money must be recovered from 
the management and all arrears due to 
the workers should be paid forthwith. 
No retrenchment should lake place and 
their wages should be at par with ihe 
wages paid to the workers of other 
Corporations and Undertakings under 
Government control.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I remember that 
In 1965 when the Metal Corporation of 
India was acquired by the Central 
’Government by a parliamentary legis¬ 
lation, it was- opposed by many of us. 


Bill 

I was also one of those who opposed 
it, along with Shri Homi Daji, and I 
think a very strong expression was 
used by my hon. friend, Shri Homi 
Daji, when he said this is prostitution 
of nationalisation. We realised at that 
time that merely taking over or acquir¬ 
ing a particular company was not the 
correct solution, because even at that 
time the Company claimed that their 
assets wore valued by some French 
valuer ot,*if 1 am not mistaken. Rs. 73 
crores. Every big people were involv¬ 
ed in it. One was the son of Sardar 
Baldcv Singh, ’Shri Ajay Singh. Then 
there was Shri Atul Datta and also 
others. They were preferring their 
claim at very high rates. It is a fact 
that Shri Neelam Sanjiva Reddy, who 
was the Minister ait that time, was try¬ 
ing to negotiate with 'hem, but, unfor¬ 
tunately, nothing happened. Now I 
must congratulate my hon. friend. 
Shri Chandrajit Yadav for bringing 
forward this legislation for nationalis¬ 
ing this particular unit. 

It is well-known that zinc is a \ e ry 
usetul strategic material, and we have 
been importing it to the tune of Rs. Ill 
croros to 17 crores a year. It has its 
bi-products also. Now, what has hap¬ 
pened after nationalisation? The 
officer who was sent there, built a 
beautiful girls' school there after the 
take-over or nationalisation, as if the 
only thing which is left to be done is 
the opening of a girls’ school! A huge 
amount of money was spent on that. 

Now that this company has been 
nationalised, I would, request the bon. 
Minister to put in charge of this un¬ 
dertaking those persons who believe in 
nationalisation Unfortunately, in this 
country when a narticular unit is 
taekn over or nationalised, those per¬ 
sons who oppose nationalisation right 
from the beginning are brought in as 
chiefs of those units. That should be 
avoided. We had the same experi¬ 
ence in the cae of the Life Insurance 
Corporation, where we brought i« 
Shri Vaidyanathan. The same mistake 
was committed when the General In " 
surance Corporation was taken over. 
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That sort of mistake should not be 
committed any more. They claimed 
rs. 101 crores as compensation, and 
now it is Rs. 1.98 crores. I am told 
that the tribunal also wanted to have 
a compromise at 50 per cent, that 
means at mor e than Rs. 50 crores. I 
do not know who was presiding over 
the tribunal, but without imputing any 
motive or casting any aspersion on 
his integrity, I should say thaj. such a 
suggestion should not have come. That 
this party, not because of the emer¬ 
gency but having realised the futility 
of its demand of Rs. 101 crores, has 
now readily acepted Rs. 1,98 crores 
clearly proves that its earlier demand 
was not only inflated, but extraordi¬ 
narily inflated. 

My hon. friend Shri Haider has men 
tioned about the employees. Certain 
provisions are there for safeguarding 
the interests of the employees. I am 
not going into them, because I have a 
feeling that at present the Bill as it is 
should be passed. An amendment 
might be necessary, but that might be 
done later on because any delay in the 
passing of this Bill may delay matters 
in those particular areas. 

But there are certain clauses on 
which i want some sort of elucidation 
er clarification. It is said in Clause 
18(1): 

“No suit, prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the 
Central Government or any officer 
of that Government or the Adminis¬ 
trator or the Government company 
or any officer or other person autho¬ 
rised by that Government or Govern¬ 
ment Company for anything which 
is in good faith done or intended to 
be done under this Act.” 

This expression “good faith” is a very 
vague term. I can go to your house 
and take away certain things in good 
faith. You may say I am a thief. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: A thief in 

fiood faith. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What harm 
did Jean Val Jean do? He simply 
took the candle from the Church, and 
he was made a galley slave. So, un¬ 
less a proper definition is given to this 
expression, it will be exploited. Any, 
body might have exploited the Govern, 
ment or helped the company in good 
faith, misappropriated money in good 
faith. So, it will be dangerous and I 
would request the hon. Minister to 
kindly ponder over it and'see whether 
this should be kept. I am also re¬ 
questing him in good faith. 

In clause 14(2), it is stated: 

“Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, or in any other law for 
the time being in force, the transfer 
of the services of any officer or 
other employee of the Metal Corpo¬ 
ration to the Central Government or 
the Government company shall not 
entitle such officer or other emplo¬ 
yee to any compensation under that 
Act or other law, and no such claim 
shall be entertained by any court, 
tribunal or other authorities.” 

I know that when a concern is nationa¬ 
lised, it may be necessary to transfer 
some employees who were working in 
that company in the larger interests 
of the company and not of the Govern¬ 
ment as such. Screening is absolutely 
necessary, but here it is said that they 
canot go to court or a tribunal. Sup¬ 
pose some injustice is done, where 
should they go? They cannot automa¬ 
tically come to the Minister, he is the 
last man to whom they can come for 
a redressal of their grievances. So, 
what is the alternative?, There should 
be some alternative provided to safe¬ 
guard the interests of the employees— 
all employees are officers—who could 
possibly claim any compensation 
arising out of this. 

I do not say that it should be modi¬ 
fied in that sense. But there should 
be some provision and some proviso 
should be made here under which they 
can possibly approach some body. It 
may not be a tribunal, it may not be 
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a court. An advisory committee or 
some appellate body should be there. 
It should be clearly defined. 

About the welfare fund, superannua 
tion benefit, etc., 1 hope, the hon. 
Minister will take care of these things. 

Another thing which is very impor¬ 
tant and which was very correctly 
raised by my hon. friend, Shri Chapa- 
lendu Bhattacharyya is this. He spoke 
out of his personal experience. What 
about the provident fund dues? They 
might not have deposited their share 
of the provident fund at all. I am 
doubtful whether they have deposited 
the workers’ share. I would like to 
know whether they have defulted in 
paying provident fund dues, whether 
they have defaulted in ESI, whether 
they have defaulted in paying other 
taxes. What are their assets and what 
are their liabilities. We want to know 
that. Before paying this amount of 
rupees 1 crore and 98 lakhs, at the 
rate of Rs. 11 lakhs per month, 1 
would like to know whether the wor¬ 
kers’ dues will be deducted from that 
amount. We should fix the priorities. 
The bank amount is always deducted 
because that is given priority No. 1, 
But what is priority No. 2. It should 
be the workers dues. This must be 
clarified. It is not clarified in the Bill. 
Even in the statement of Objects and 
Reasons, it has not been made clear. 

I would request the hon. Miniister, 
first of all, not to place the same 
officers who were there. Everyone of 
them is not bad. _ I am sure about it. 
But anybody who is there at the head 
should be technocrat. He should know 
his job well. It is not that any IAS 
officer will do. I know, the IAS 
officers are versatile and genius. But 
sometimes they are misled. It is 
actually a question of having a good 
technocrat as the head of a particular 
plant. 

Then, I want to know what are the 
workers’ dues which are to be deduct- 
;*<|d ’kola the amount and paid back to 


the workers. This should be given a 
priority. 

Lastly, I want to know what will be 
the service conditions of the workers, 
whether it will be like other public 
sector corporation. That should be 
clarified. 

With these words, I once again con¬ 
gratulate tfye hon. Minister for the bold 
stand he has taken. The stand which 
was taken iq, 1965 by Shri Sanjiva 
Reddy, because of the Government’s 
policy of non-nationalisation at that 
time, was to only acquire it. He did 
not have the courage to nationalise it. 
We said, this acquisition is not nationa¬ 
lisation and that, in the name of 
nationalisation, you are having the 
prostitution of nationalisation. But 
today I congratulate the hon. Minister 
for showing the courage and conviction 
by bringing forward this Bill at an 
appropriate time. 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): The 
Hon. Minister had stated while pilot¬ 
ing this Bill that the compensation has 
been worked out in accordance with 
the standard procedures and that the 
procedures had been worked out by the 
Administrative Ministry—that is, his 
own Ministry—in consultation with 
the Ministry of Law and the Ministry 
of Finance. If you see the compensa¬ 
tion that has been worked out, out of 
a total amount of Rs. 320 lakhs, Rs. 122 
lakhs have been provided for the pur¬ 
pose of providing an amount for the 
period from 1965 to the date of taking 
over on 2nd August 1976. I don’t see 
much of hard logic In tills. A parti- 
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cular concern staggers the entire pro¬ 
cess of acquisition or taking over of 
Management and the same Manage¬ 
ment delays the processes of a produc¬ 
tive enterprise for a period of ten to 
‘eleven years and it goes to the courts— 
it goes to the High Court and it goes 
to the Supreme Court*—about which 
the lion. Minister was justifiably and 
righteously indignant. Though the 
work should have begun in 1965, it was 
made to begin in 1976. And you are 
compensating them at the rate of about 
Rs. 11 lakhs per annum for this pro¬ 
ductive, national work of stopping an 
enterprise from carrying out its opera¬ 
tions’. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Might be 
a legal compulsion. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: If it is a legal 
compulsion, it is certainly a very im¬ 
moral compulsion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
why, som e people say, law is the ass. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: If we have to 
judge all the people who sit in judg¬ 
ment this is a voluntarily-accepting 
legal compulsion, because, there are 
no legal compulsions, if you go through 
the amended article of the Constitu¬ 
tion .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I thing, 
there is. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I would, there¬ 
fore, sumit that these are hypothetical, 
legal obstructions in our way. If there 
is anything to be done, Government 
ought to be compensated. You have 
worked out at the rate of Rs. 11 lakhs 
per annum as compensation °r the new 
verbiage which we have been using— 
amount. That means, out of Rs. 198 
lakhs of de facto compensation or de- 
jure compensation that is to be paid, 
the Government has a moral as well as 
a legal right—after all, it only invol¬ 
ves hiring of a good advocate—to 
deduct from the management an am-/ 
ount of Rs. 122.79 lakhs and pay them 
pnly Rs. 75 lakhs. That in the nature of 
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things, would have been |he most pro¬ 
per thing to be done. I would, there¬ 
fore, say that we are at a bit of loss to* 
know as to how this is being worked 
out. 

Unfortunately, -,ve do not have the 
financial statement of this concern. 
At best, we can make a reference to- 
the Directory of Industries and Com¬ 
merce and see that their authorised 
capital is* about Rs. 5 crores, that this, 
is an old concern of the year 1944, an 
East India concern, which was started 
by some Inder £ingh, KCBI, etc. But 
the essential factor is that we are 
going to give this concern Rs. 3,20,000. 
The Minister has also mentioned 
in the Statement of objects and Reasons 
that their claim before the arbitrator 
was to the extent of Rs. 100 crores. 
We have come across quite a few 
cases. First, they will take from the 
respective State Government a mining 
lease and then they will work out the 
total amount of existing and non-exis¬ 
ting ore, zinc ore and lead ore, it that 
particular mine, a'M : >t is very easy to 
compute on the basis of the hidden 
wealth below the earth as to how much 
will the compensation that they would 
be demanding. But who is binding 
this Government? We have to put our 
precious money to renovate it. As far 
as we know, it is not a running con¬ 
cern, it has been deferred for a period 
of tan years. Now I feel very sincerely 
and strongly that there is a need for 
a thruogh scrutiny to see whether we 
are fortunate enough to get an idea 
as to what is the share selling for in 
the market. Their authorised capital 
was to the tune of Rs. 5 crores. Would 
they be able, in this country, to get a 
financier or an entrepreneur to take 
over the entire concern for this fabul¬ 
ous amount of Rs. 380 lakhs? Who is 
the man left with so much money to 
pump into this enterprise today? It is 
only a sort of buyers’ market. At “ 
least this is a concern wiith some 
potential. We know of many other 
concerns which have been taken over, 
what sort of concerns they were, and 
in a buyers’ market, Government is 
tending to be more and more liberal- 
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This is a paradise for capitalist, parti¬ 
cularly a defaulting capitalist, who 
makes a mess of his industrial enter¬ 
prise and then ultimately declares it 
to be sick, defunct, non-operational, 
and then comes to th© doors of the 
Government and walks off with a com¬ 
fortable amount of compensation, and 
compensation for the period, he was 
oostructing the Government, at the 
fabulous rate of a million rupees a 
year for the time when he stopped the 
entire working of the concern. I 
would have, therefore, given a notional 
figure of Rs. 5 as the compensation or 
as the amount to be paid. As far as 
I can see, the constitutional amend¬ 
ment which was moved and piloted by 
Shri Mohan Kumarmangalam, the 
worth predecessor of Shri Yadav Ji, 
will have to be looked not once, but 
more than once, at the time when we 
fix up the amount to be paid to this 
concern. 

With these words,—I hope that for 
the investment that is suddenly going 
to be made and for the suggestions 
made by me which are suddenly going 
to be rejected, in the future, the zinc 
and lead self-sufficiency would be 
achieved under the able guidance of 
Shri Yadav. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT YA¬ 
DAV): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am 
very grateful to the hon. Members, 
who have participated in the debate. 
Everyone of them has welcomed the 
nationalisation of this Company and 
has also emphasised and realised the 
importance of these strategic minerals 
for the development of our economy. 
Exactly that was the objective of tak¬ 
ing over this Company, so that the 
Government undertaking could take 
all possible measures not only to ex¬ 
pand this undertaking, but also to ex¬ 
plore the possibilities of the minerals, 
to make a proper survey, to have a 
proper perspective and also develop 
these minerals so that the country may 
he self-sufficient as early as possible. 
This has been our effort and if the 
hon. Members have a little patience, I 
would like to draw their attention, 


that though we are not yet self-suffi¬ 
cient, we are going to be self-sufficient 
in the very near future, All possible 
efforts are being made in this direction, 
and there are certain significant 
achievements which we have made. A 
mention was made about aluminium. 
Regarding aluminium, our position 
about two years back was very bad 
and the Government at one stage was 
proposing to import 30,000 tonnes of 
aluminium, worth! more than Rs. 22 
crores. But we took certain steps to 
see that our mills operated at the 
maximum utilization capacity, we 
made power available to them at rea¬ 
sonable rates and drew a proper policy 
in order that in an important metal 
like aluminium, we should not be an 
importing country. And I am glad to 
say that while in the year 1974 the 
country produced only 1,28,913 tonnes 
of aluminium, in the last year, the out¬ 
going year, we produced 1,66,986 
tonnes of aluminium and instead of 
importing aluminium, we rather ex¬ 
ported more than 35,000 tonnes to the 
other countries. Therefore, steps are 
being taken in this direction. So is 
the position with regard to copper. 
This House knows that we are very 
keen that wherever there is a possibi¬ 
lity of developing copper mines and 
wherever the minerals are available, 
we are making provisions for resour¬ 
ces and are taking necessary steps.

For example, in the Malanjkandarea 
of Madhya Pradesh we have got very 
good grade of copper. The Planning 
Commission and the Finance Ministry 
have very kindly agreed to give top 
priority to this area and the work is 
going to start and necessary funds 
have been made available to HCC so 
that they may take the necessary steps. 

Many other mines are also being 
developed under that Corporation. I 
am sorry that Mr. Naik is not perhaps 
able to understand properly. Not that 
the company is not functioning all 
these years. That Company has been 
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functioning. Since we took it over in 
1965, it has been a public sector under- 
taking. But, as I said in “my opening 
remarks, the company was not agree¬ 
ing to the compensation amount and 
it was all the time agitating the matter 
in various courts and, therefore, a lot 
of uncertainty was Being created. So, 
to remove those uncertainties and 
also to finalise the matter and also to 
see that in future the government is 
not unnecessarily impleaded in various 
kinds of litigation, we thought it neces¬ 
sary that we should bring this Ordi¬ 
nance and this Bill. In principle. Sir, 
I agree with the hon. Members that 
when the House is to meet shortly, in 
the ordinary course, nomally an 
ordinance should be issued. But some¬ 
times there are such situations, com¬ 
pelling situations where in public in¬ 
terest it become necessary and very 
much unavoidable. The Government is 
fully aware of the fact that an ordi¬ 
nance should not be brought just be. 
fore Parliament is to meet but. in this 
case, it was rather unavoidable and a 
compelling situation was there. Hence 
the ordinance but we will take note 
of the suggestions the hon. Members 
have made. 

So far as the production and perfor¬ 
mance of the HZL is concerned, in its 
first year, 1966-67 when it became a 
government undertaking, the new gov¬ 
ernment company produced 1954 
tonnes of zinc concentrates, 5242 tonnes 
of lead concentrates and 2515 tonnes 
of lead metal. As compared to that 
during these ten years, in the last 
financial year. 1975-76, the production 
of zinc concentrates has shot up to 
40.843 tonnes and lead concentrates—■ 
to 14469 tonnes and lead metals—5155 
tonnes. This represents an increase of 
326 per cent, 174 per cent and 105 per 
cent respectively compared to 1966-67 
period. These figures speak for them¬ 
selves how satisfactory the progress 
has been in this public undertaking. 
Therefore, to expand the company 
and to assure them that they will 
not be unnecessarily involved in 


coige to this House and completely 
nationalise this undertaking. That is 
the main objective of the Bill. 

Mr. Naik also raised the Question 
why we are paying the compensation. 
As you have rightly pointed out, there 
are certain legal compulsions. At the 
same time, the House also knows that 
this company, when we look it over, 
was not a sick company. It was a 
different case. It was not that it was 
a sick company and it was not work¬ 
ing. The company at that time was 
also running at a profit but the com¬ 
pany was not expanding. 

The Company was not able to com¬ 
plete and implement certain schemes 
which are in the interest of the nation 
and as it was not an expanding Com¬ 
pany, therefore, it became necessary 
for the Government to take over this 
Company. That is the reason why a 
reasonable management compensation 
is being given. So far as the com¬ 
pensation is concerned, Mr. Naik say* 
that we should pay Rs. 5/- only 
The claim of the Company was 
Rs. 101 crores as against Rs. 1.98 
crores which we are going to pay. 
Government has also to be reason¬ 
able. This has become possible 
because of the 25th Amendment 
to Article 31 of the Indian cons¬ 
titution. Otherwise, the Company 
would have taken various excuses 
i.e. they are not being given reason¬ 
able market rate etc. They might 
have gone to the court. I feel that 
this amount which we are giving to 
this Company is a reasonable amount. 
The Government has to be reasonable 
in these matters and I hope that the 
House will appreciate this attitude of 
the Government. 

So far as certain questions raised in 
this House are concerned, I have al- * 
ready said earlier that we are g°»n£ 
in for the expansion schemes. Cer¬ 
tain new steps have been taken In 
thi* regard. The Ministry has already 
asked the Geological Survey of India 
that they Should give top .priority to 
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these strategic minerals, viz., zinc, 
copper, chromlde and manganese. 
We do not have these hi a large 
quantity in our country but they are 
very important and strategic mine¬ 
rals. We should, therefore, see that 
our import bill should be reduced and 
we should become self-reliant because 
we have been the victims of the in¬ 
ternational fluctuating market. Cer¬ 
tain international monopolies have 
been holding to ransom tho’se‘coun¬ 
tries which are not in a position to 
produce these metals. Keeping all 
these factors in view every possible 
step has been taken to protect the 
national interest. 1 want to assure 
the House that GSI, MEC and all cur 
public undertakings have been asked 
and certain important steps have al¬ 
ready been taken, and every possible 
effort will be made to make the best 
use of these minerals. 

Shfi Sokhi said that we should 
have smelters at the places of these 
minerals. It is an impracticable sug¬ 
gestion. It is impossible. Perhaps, 
he does not realise the cost of one 
smelter. We cannot go on putting 
that in every part of the country. It 
is a national question. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA (Pali): In 
Rajasthan we have a claim. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; We 
are looking after your claim. Rajas¬ 
than has got the biggest claim. We 
are thinking of giving much bigger 
smelter in Rajasthan. Wherever 
these claims are, we have taken them 
into full consideration with full sym¬ 
pathy. At the same time, I hope, all 
Members will appreciate that on 
these questions We have to give prio¬ 
rity to our national interest. We have 
also to see the profitability. We 
should also keep ih mind the conve¬ 
nience and other facilities of the 
undertakings which have to run. 

Certain questions were raised about 
the workers. There is no intention 
to retrench any worker. I am glad 
to say that for the last 12 years there 
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has been no strike here. There has 
been ideal relationship between wor¬ 
kers and management. There is no 
question of any worker not being 
paid and so on. Now various prob- 
leiqs were sorted out and workers’ 
fuH participation is there in manage¬ 
ment. .Indeed this is a very happy re¬ 
lationship bctweeri* the management 
and the workers. As you know, the old 
Act was repealed and there were cer¬ 
tain legal compulsions and there¬ 
fore in that context this Bill had to 
be brought in. Today the Chairman 
and Managing Director is one of the 
few experienced steel men in this 
country. H e is a mining engineer of 
long experience. Regarding the 
number of workers employed, the 
number is 6200. For the last 3 years 
they were making reasonable profits. 
The figures are: 1972-73, Rs. 42.42 
lakhs; 1973-74 Rs. 304.65 lakhs; 1974- 
75 Rs. 893.45 lakhs. This year we 
hope to get better profits than last 
year. The company has taken cer¬ 
tain steps for expansion. I am one 
of those who believes that there is 
always scope for improvement. We 
are fully conscious of the weaknesses 
and we always attempt to remove 
these weaknesses. We will carefully 
consider all suggestions made in Par¬ 
liament, In various Parliamentary 
Consultative Committees and so on 
and take necessary steps. 

The other day I said about the 
system of our quarterly review. All 
Chairmen, Managing Directors and 
G.Ms. and officers of the Ministry sit 
together under my Chairmanship 
every third month and we review 
every item; we go into details and 
difficulties and problems faced by 
each undertaking. There is collec¬ 
tive discussion also. One undertak¬ 
ing may get benefited by the experi¬ 
ence of the other undertaking. A 
high-level officer of the Ministry takes 
follow-up actions. Decisions taken 
are followed up in the next quarter. 
We formulate programmes, fix up 
targets and watch the progress. This 
is how we have started functioning. 
I must say that because of excellent 
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cooperation from workers, better 
performance of management and 
good industrial relationship, these 
undertakings have started function¬ 
ing better. We are in an year when 
these undertakings have made their 
valuable contributions to our national 
economy. 

Shri S. M. Banerjee raised some 
doubts whether this will become ano¬ 
ther bureaucratic set-up. There have 
been allegations of this nature that 
that they have been behaving like 
that. But now the whole House 
knows the position. We have im¬ 
proved the performance of these pub¬ 
lic sector undertakings. Not only 
have we earned profits, but the public 
sector undertakings have made a very 
valuable contribution to our econo¬ 
my. Had the core industries not been 
in the public sector, perhaps the 
picture would have been much dif¬ 
ferent. Today India can claim very 
genuinely and rightly that among the 
developing countries, India is one 
country which has a strong public 
sector system which has developed a 
very high level of technology in 
various fields with the help of these 
public sector undertakings. At the 
same time, we have also taken care 
of our workers. The public sector 
today can claim that they give much 
better salary and they look after the 
amenities of their workers well. We 
have been talking for the last 27 
years about workers being given the 
opportunity to participate in manage¬ 
ment. It is a matter of pride that in 
this year we can say that in 98 per 
cent of the public sector undertakings 
today the workers have the oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in the manage¬ 
ment. This is one of the public sec¬ 
tor undertakings where the workers 
ar e fully involved and they are fully 
participating in the management. 

This is a very happy result. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I n April 1971, 
you had decided upon a figure of 
Rs 1.98 crores. Now it has come to 
Rs. 3.20 crores.

LAXMIRATTAN AND ATHERTON 
WEST COTTON MILLS (TAKING 
OVER OF MANAGEMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
<PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYA- 
YA): I beg to move*; 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
taking over, in the public, interest, 
of the management of the under¬ 
takings of certain companies, pen¬ 
ding nationalisation of such under¬ 
takings, with a view to ensuring 
the supply of certain varieties of 
cloth needed by the weaker sec¬ 
tions of the community as also by 
the Defence Department and for 
matters connected therewith or in¬ 
cidental thereto, be taken into 
consideration’’. 

The Laxmirattan and Atherton 
West Cotton Mills (Taking Over of 
Management) Ordinance, 1976 was 
promulgated on the 19th July 1976 
whereby the management of the 
Laxmirattan Cotton Mills Co. Ltd. 
and the Atherton West Co. Ltd. which 
were lying closed was taken' over by 
the Central Government. These two 
cotton textile mills had been lying 
closed since May 1975 causing un¬ 
employment to about 5,000 workers 
and prejudicially affecting the pro¬ 
duction of cloth needed by the wea¬ 
ker sections of the community and 
also by the Defence Department. 
The course of action provided in the 
Ordinance was taken after consider¬ 
ing the various alternatives to restart 
these two mills and on coming to the 
conclusion that there was no other 
alternative to this course of action. 
Once the basic decision was taken, 
a genuine apprehension arose in 
Government’s mind that unless the 
management of these concerned 
undertakings was taken over on on 
immediate basis, there might be 
large-scale frittering away of assets 
which would be detrimental to the 
public interest. 
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As a matter of general policy and 
approach, the Central Government is 
not inclined to take over more sick 
or closed mills, iri view of the fact 
that the hands of th e National Tex¬ 
tile Corporation are already full with 
the management of 103 mills and 
now 105 mills. I do not want to take 
any more time of the House and I 
move. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Motion 
moved: 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
taking o\ r cr, in the public interest, 
of the management of the under¬ 
takings of certain companies, pen¬ 
ding nationalisation of such under¬ 
takings, with a view to ensuring 
the supply of certain varieties of 
cloth needed by the weaker sec¬ 
tions of the community as also by 
the Defence Department and for 
matters c onnected therewith or 
incidental thereto, be taken into 
consideration.” 

fSHRI JAGDISH BHATTA- 
CHARYYA (Ghatal); Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, Sir, through the present 
legislation the Government seeks to 
replace an Ordinance which was 
promulgated on the 19th July 1976 to 
take over the two mills of Kanpur 
vu. Lakshmi Rattan Cotton Mills and 
Atherton West and Co. both of which 
were engaged in production of cloth 
needed for the weaker sections of the 
community and by the Ministry of 
Defence. These rmlls were lying 
closed since May 1975 resulting in 
the unemployment of 5000 workers 
and looking to the hardships of these 
workers and also the loss in produc¬ 
tion, I feel that the present measure 
though in the right direction is rather 
belated. The Government .should 
have had acted earlier before the two 
concerns were milked dry by their 
present management mor e so when 
there were repeated demands made 
in this House, particularly by Shrl 
S. M. Banerjee for take over. Giving 
reasons for the take over of the 
Laxmirattan Cotton Mills the Bill 
says and I quote: 


* Moved with the recommendation of the President 
fThe original speech was delivered in Bengali. 
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[Shri Jagdish Bhattacharyya] 

“Whereas Laxmirattan Cotton 
Mills Company Limited were en¬ 
gaged in the production (besides 
coarse and medium varieties of 
cloth needed by the weaker sec¬ 
tions of the community) of canvas 
and dosuti which is needed by the 
Defence Department; 

And whereas the closure of the 
Laxmirattan Cotton Mills Com¬ 
pany Limited has prejudicially 
affected the supply of canvas and 
dosuti to the Defence Department.” 

In regard to the other mill the Bill 
states as follows: 

“And whereas the Atherton West 
and Company Limited were mainly 
engaged in the production of coarse 
and medium varieties of cloth 
needed by the weaker sections of 
the community; 

And whereas as a result of mis¬ 
management the Atherton West 
and Company Limited has suffered 
losses exceeding the value of its 
available assets and has been clos¬ 
ed down; 

And whereas, in view of the ad¬ 
verse financial position of the 
Atherton West and Company Limi¬ 
ted, some members of the Board 
of Directors of that company had, 
for some time, absconded.” 

From this it is very clear that both 
these Mills were suppliers to the 
Ministry of Defence. In these cir¬ 
cumstances it would be fair to pre¬ 
sume that these two mills bad an 
assured market and lack of sale op¬ 
portunities could not be the reason 
for their closure. And yet if these 
two mill s had to be closed down the 
reasons could be something else and 
this has to be probed into carefully 
by the Government. My personal 
feeling is that management wanted 
to cheat the shareholders. It must 
also be said in this connection that 
these two mills were utilising Gov¬ 
ernment money and Government 
order and yet they were not produc- 
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ing enough. This is, to say the least 
was a criminal act and I have no 
hesitation to suggest that the manage¬ 
ment responsible for such act should 
be proceeded against according to the 
criminal law of our country and even 
MISA can be made applicable in their 
case. There is another aspect of the 
matter to which I would like to lay 
emphasis. Obviously these two mills 
were supplying canvas and cloth to 
the Ministry of Defence for a long 
time and it is but legitimate that the 
Government should have posted 
themselves up-to-date about the acti¬ 
vities of these two mills. While gross 
mismanagement was going on, it was 
unnatural that the Government should 
sleep over the matter for such a long 
time and allow the workers and other 
users to suffer. 

In the Statement of Objects and 

Reasons it has been said, “-there 

was an apprehension that there might 
be large scale frittering away of as¬ 
sets which may prove detrimental to 
the public interest.” This clearly 
shows that the Government had the 
suspicion that the authorities of these 
two mills might indulge in s uc h anti¬ 
social acts and the Bill does not make 
it clear anywhere whether the earsl- 
while management had actually frit - 
terred away the assets of these two 
mills or not. I personally feel that 
the Government should immediately 
Institute an inquiry into this aspect o( 
the matter and if found true, the cul¬ 
prits should be dealt with severely. 

I would now like to say a few 
words about Clause 13 of the Bill. 
This relates to the power given to 
the Custodian to terminate contracts 
of employment. In this Clause it 
has been stipulated that the Custo¬ 
dian will have the discretion to ter¬ 
minate contract If he is of the opinion 
that the contract of employment ‘is 
unduly onerous’. This blanket power 
in the hands of the Custodian can to 
a great extent may go against 
the interest of the workers and 
there is no guarantee that this 
will not be misused. We know fr° m 
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our personal experience that such 
powers are usually exercised to curb 
trade unipn activities and persons 
w ho take leading part in such acti¬ 
vities aite ofte n the victims. There¬ 
fore, 1 feel that this clause of the Bill 
should be deleted. 

While going through this Bill, what 
distressed me most is the total ab¬ 
sence of reference in regard* tQ the 
status of the present workers; whe¬ 
ther all of them will be absorbed in 
the mills under the new management; 
whether they will be paid salary or 
compensation for the period during 
which the mill was lying closed; 
whether the previous management 
had fully paid the provident fund 
contributions to th e Provident Fund 
Commissioner and if not whether the 
Government would contribute the 
same and whether the workers will 
be paid back their share of provident 
fund in full etc. These are some of 
the very vital issues which should 
have been mentioned in' the Bill but 
since this has not been done, I would 
request the hon. Minister to clarify 
them when he gives a reply to the 
debate. 1 would also urge upon the 
hon. Minister to see that the existing 
workers are not retrenched arid their 
interests are fully protected. An as¬ 
surance to this House in this regard 
would be really welcome. The. Ob¬ 
jects and Reasons also mention 
about payments being made to the 
managements of these two mills. A 
little while ago the House was con¬ 
sidering a Bill which deqlt with the 
take over of another private owned 
manufacturing concern. There also 
the Minister Incharge mentioned 
about the compensation being paid 
to the erstwhile owners, because it 
was provided in our laws. I would 
request the Government to consider 
whether a time has not come when 
we should do away with the com¬ 
pliance of this legal provision by 
making suitable amendments in the 
relevant law particularly when an 
organisation was to be taken over by. 
the Government in public interest. 


I once again welcome the Bill and; 
conclude.

SHRI S. M. BANEjRJEE (Kanpur): 
I congratulate the hon. Minister, Prof. 
!D. P. Chaitopadhyaya and Shri 
Vishwanath Pratap Singh, his Deputy, 
for the bold stand takes .despite a11 
opposition from various quarters. 
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1 remember that 1 led a delegation 
to the Prime Minister about a year 
and a half ago and I still remember 
•the consoling words which she uttered. 
And, after that, the workers of Kan- 
jpur and the workers of these two 
mills gave a determined fight against 
the mismanagement of Ram Ratan 
Gupta and his followers. I remember 
that when a slogan was given to na¬ 
tionalise and take over these mills, 
many supported it and to-day I salute 
those workers who went behind the 
‘bars but would not yield to pressure 
by Ram Ratan Gupta and his col¬ 
leagues. And the entire sinister plan 
of Ram Ratan Gupta was exploded 
and exposed in this House also when 
I, supported by my hon friend, Shri 
Narasingh Narain Pandey, told the 
Minister that that Ram Ratan Gupta 
has taken this money from the bank 
and he was going away to Nepal. 
Shri Ram Ratan Gupta is a very great 
person of Kanpur and he will remain 
a great person of Kanpur. Govern¬ 
ment dues, not paid, are his capital. 
After Independence, I do not think 
whether he has paid either any in¬ 
come-tax or wealth-tax and his entire 
capital is Government dues not paid. 

He did his best to see that mills are 
not taken over till the last day. He 
got 135 signatures of MLAs saying 
that this mill should not be taken 
•over and that Shri Ram Ratan Gupta 
should be given a chance and the 
management might be changed. I 
immediately pointed out to the hon. 
Minister and my hon friend, Shri 
Vishwanath Pratap Singh and I con¬ 
fess to-day that they told us that Shri 
Ram Ratan Gupta will not be allowed 
to run this mill and the mill will be 
taken over. I, therefore, congratulate 
not only the Minister but the entire 
Cabinet and I also congratulate the 
determined workers, 7500 to 8000 of 
them, and their family members for 
remaining determined even facing 
starvation and even after starvation 
their slogan was that this mill should 
he taken over by the Government. 

This mJJJ Is ultimately going to be 
nationalised because It is in that pro- 
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cess of nationalisation that these two 
mills have been taken over. The 
Chairman of the State Textile Cor¬ 
poration, Mr. Jain, was here the other 
day and I had a talk with him and he 
promised to me that those who are 
likely to be selected to run this mill 
will be properly selected through a 
Board. 1 would request the hon. Min¬ 
ister to kindly see that all those 
officers, especially, those officers who 
connived at with Mr. Ram Ratan 
Gupta and the Board of Directors 
which has been thrown out ultimately, 
should not be kept. There should be 
a proper screening of those officials 
who were responsible for this.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
How much compensation they are 
paying? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; About 
Rs. 10.000 per month. 

I will only say that some of these 
officers are still in Delhi and with 
the help of the trade union leaders are 
knocking at every door. 

They wanted to remain in employ¬ 
ment even after take-over. It will be 
a sad commentary on the takeover if 
the very same officers are employed 
again. Of course 90 or 95 or 99 per 
cent of them are good officers; I have 
nothing against them. How things 
moved before the take over? I would 
like to read out from the National 
Herald of 11 th August, 1976. It says: 

‘NTC takeover of closed mills to 
cost Rs. 1.25 crores to workers’. 

This is a misleading statement given 
out only to confuse and demoralise 
workers. The news item says: 

‘About 5700 workers of the 2 re¬ 
cently nationalised textile mills in 
the city will have to forego earned 
wages and other dues amounting to 
Rs. 1.25 crores following their take¬ 
over. Besides the Employees State 
Insurance Corporation will also lose 
Rs. 25 lakhs which has been out- 
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standing against these two nation¬ 
alised textile mills.. .According to 
Labour Department Sources about 
3,000 workers of the Lakshmi Ratan 
Cotton Mills have to get wage arrears 
amounting to Rs. 9 lakhs besides 
declared bonus of Rs. 8 lakhs. The 
management had also not paid the 
workers’ and the employers’ con¬ 
tribution of the provident fund 
amounting t 0 Rs. 25.5 lakhs. The 
old management had also failed to 
make the payment of lay-off com¬ 
pensation, ‘leave with wages and 
gratuity amounting to Rs. 17.5 lakhs 
making a total of arrears of Rs. 60 
lakhs besides the ESI subscription. 
According to the Industrial Develop¬ 
ment (Regulation) Act, the new 
management, the National Textile 
Corporation, U.P. has no responsi¬ 
bility of clearing the arrears.’ 

This is done purposely to confuse and 
demoralise the workers. They want 
to confuse public opinion saying that 
they will not gel their wages, they will 
not get their P.F. dues and so on. 
These are not done in good faith but 
only to confuse them more and more. 
I want to have a clear answer from 
the Minister. What will happen to 
the wages of the workers? For the 
past one year they have consumed all 
their provident fund assets, they have 
taken away all the money in the form 
of advances, in Laxmi Ratan Cotton 
Mills. In Atherton Mills also the same 
thing happened. They have taken 
away their PF contributions as ad¬ 
vances. They consumed them and 
that is why they could survive with 
their family members, and avoided 
starvation. I request the Minister 
now that a part amount may be paid 
to them as assistance to be adjusted 
later on so that they may keep their 
body and soul together. In Kanpur 
actually 7500 workers have nothing to 
fall back upon; there are middle-class 
employees, clerks, supervisors and so 
on. Some of them had to take out 
their children from schools not being 
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able to pay the school fees. Thanks to 
ex-Chief Minister Mr. Bahuguna and 
the present Chief Minister Mr. 
Narayan Dutt Tiwari and last but not 
least Dr. Rajendra Kumari Vajpayi, 
Labour Minister, these men have not 
been evicted from their houses. Other¬ 
wise, they were given notices by the 
landlords and were asked to quit the 
houses, but thanks to this intervention, 
this has not been done. Their condi¬ 
tions ekeite horror rather than pity. 
That is why I would request the hon. 
Minister to tell us whether a portion 
out of this amount of two crores or so 
will be given as part of the wages oi 
these workers. That would be a solace 
to them so that they may continue <0 
live and their starvation comes to an 
end. The day the news was broken 
in Kanpur, I saw the amount of jubila¬ 
tion among the starving workers and 
their family members who had even 
sold their utencils during this period, 

I could see such an amount of jubila¬ 
tion and hear such an amount of 
slogans by those who were in a pro¬ 
cession. There was ‘Zindabad’ not 
only for Shrimati Indira Gandhi but 
for the entire Cabinet Members. 

The decision was taken at the ap¬ 
propriate time. I know the matter 
was delayed. But I knew the impos¬ 
sible hurdles which the hon. Minister 
had to cross, and I shall remain grate¬ 
ful to him throughout my life for Ihis. 
This was one of the greatest dreams 
of my life and this has now been 
realised. I fought Shri Ramratlan 
Gupta since the last 21 years and ulti¬ 
mately I have won, and today these 
two mills come under the NTC. 

There is one thing in clause 12 which 
I could not understand. It says: 

“Any transfer of property, mov¬ 
able or immovable, or any deli¬ 
very of gooda made by d* 
on behalf of either of the two- 
companies (not being a transfer or 
delivery made in the ordinary 
course of its business -or in favour 
of a purchaser for valuable con¬ 
sideration and in good! faith) if 
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made within a period of six months 
immediately preceding the appointed 
day, shall be void against the Cen¬ 
tral Government or the Custodian, 
as the case may be.” 

Why six months? Shri Ramrattan 
Gupta has been transferring his pro¬ 
perty. there have been banami trans¬ 
actions since the last li years. So 
this period should be changed to one 
year. Six months is too small g period 
to cover such things. I am happy that 
all these big ,'bangalows, Wave been 
vacated now and these will become 
the property of the NTC, But the 
period of six months is too short; 
otherwise, whatever transactions he 
has done before one year will not 
come within the purview of this legis¬ 
lation and he will escape. Though I 
have nothing personal against him, I 
do not believe him. He is capable of 
many things. When attachment orders 
came, he got. properties attached not 
of his own but of other properties. 
This is what he has done in Kanpur. 
Everybody knows it. He is a very 
capable person, a clever person. 

Then I can assure you that in so 
Tar as running these mills is concern¬ 
ed, Shri Surya Prasad Awasthi. the 
INTUC leader, Shri S. S. Yusuf, the 
AITUC leader and other leaders are 
one in this that we shall see that these 
two mills are run effectively. This is 
to the benefit of the employees and 
we shall see that these textile mills 
are run efficiently. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Your lime is up. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I have been 
fighting for this for 2 } years. I 
have grown grey because of this. 

There is another pertinent point. I 
can say that 90 per cent of the produc¬ 
tion of the Laxmirattan Mills and 80 
per cent of the production of Atherton 
West, whether tt is canvas, dosuti or 
tarpaulin is for the army. If the hon. 
Minister consults the Director General 
of ordnance Factories, Lt. Gen. Chopra, 
will confirm that even today there 
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is great demand for these articles from 
the army. 

16.00 [its. 

I have requested the Prime Minister 
that this mill, which has been taken 
over by the NTC, should be an ancil¬ 
lary to the defence production unit. 
The market is ensured for this. I 
have talked to Shri Gadgil also. There 
are already five clothing and leather 
factories under the DGOF and the ma¬ 
chinery installed in this mill at Kan¬ 
pur is suitable tor making it an ancil¬ 
lary of the defence production unit in 
Kanpur. This is my suggestion. 

Those Directors of Atherton West 
who have absconded—whether it is 
Mr. Bilgrami or anybody else—should 
not be allowed to come back at all. 
When you constitute the Board, some 
public representatives should be added 
Now the apex body members are 
there. In future also they should be 
consulted. 

After congratulating the Minister. I 
want an assurance. The workers 
should be paid something immediately. 
They have nothing left in their provi¬ 
dent fund and they have no money. 
They are starving and they are pau¬ 
pers today. They should be paid 
something immediately. Though they 
are paupers, they are now rejoicing 
over this take-over, flying the national 
flag and thanking the Prime Minister. 
These paupers today are the artisans 
of tomorrow and I request that they 
should be paid something immediately. 

With these words, I support the Bill. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): 
Sir, I rise to support the Bill. The 
Laxmirattan Colton Mills and Ather¬ 
ton West and Company were closed 
15 months ago throwing 5000 work¬ 
ers out of employment. Kanpur is a 
big industrial city, but even then to 
absorb 5000 workers is difficult. The 
workers who were thrown out of em¬ 
ployment were facing great difficulty. 
I am happy that the government has 
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taken over their management and 
these workers will get employment 
again. As Mr. Banerjee said, they 
have suffered a lot. I congratulate 
the Minister on the taking over of 
these mills. 

The statement of objects and rea¬ 
sons says; 

“..tw 0 large-sized mills at Kan¬ 
pur which were engaged in the 
manufacture of certain varieties of 
cloth needed by the weaker sections 
of the community and also by the 
Defence Department were lying 
closed....” 

1 would draw the attention of the 
minister to one fundamental thing. The 
mills which are manufacturing coarse 
and medium varieties of cloth, whe¬ 
ther they are under private manage¬ 
ment or under the NTC, are having a 
very difficult time. The NTC mills 
have been exempted from controlled 
cloth obligation, but they are still los¬ 
ing substantially because the prices of 
the cotton they are using have shot 
up by 100 per cent and other expenses 
also have gone up side by side, where¬ 
as due to slackness of demand, the 
prices of their products have not gone 
up sufficiently. The public taste has 
changed substantially over the years. 
The public now do not like the coarse 
and medium varieties of cloth which 
were very popular about 20 years back. 

We know how the taste changes 
very often. Unless these mills change 
their pattern of production, the diffi¬ 
cult situation will continue. There¬ 
fore, it should be seen how they can 
change their pattern of production and 
how they can improve their quality so 
that they can make both ends meet. 
This is a very fundamental thing. Un¬ 
less this is done, the difficulty will con¬ 
tinue and many mills which are run¬ 
ning at present will come to difficulty 
and sooner or later. Government will 
have to come to their rescue. 

The second thing is that we know 
that the price of controlled cloth is 40 
per cent lower than the cost of pro- 
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duction. Even at that lower price, the 
offtake of cloth is very poor. A lew 
days back, the hon. Minister had men¬ 
tioned in the Rajya Sabha about the 
demand of this cloth. January to May 
is the best season for selling cloth be¬ 
cause of marriage and harvesting sea¬ 
sons. But in January the delivery was 
35,000 bales, in February it was 29,000 
bales, in March it was 25,000 bales and 
in May it was 19,000 bales only. Thus 
the stock is accumulating with the 
manufacturers and the hon. Minister 
knows that they have had to release 
their stock to their distributors in order 
to reduce accumulation of stock with 
them. It means that even at less 
prices, the demand is not there even 
during the season. It is a matter to be 
considered whether the pattern cannot 
be changed and the public cannot be 
given better quality of cloth. There is 
one thing which is in the minds of 
many people that when people are not 
able to pay lower prices, how can they 
pay higher prices. The reply to that 
is when public gets cloth of f heir lik¬ 
ing, of the present taste, they do not 
mind paying higher prices. .You will 
be surprised to know that the offtake 
of tery-cotton etc. which is selling at 
Rs. 14,15,16 per metre, is very good 
because that cloth is of the present-day 
taste of the public. Therefore, the 
fundamental thing is that some mea¬ 
sures are required to be taken to 
change the pattern. The hon. Minister 
is well aware of all these things and he 
is taking certain action by giving relief, 
but the relief will not help. 

A change is needed in the system of 
controlled cloth—or poor man’s cloth 
or the cloth for the weaker sections, 
by whatever name it may be called. 

I have suggested many times that the 
industry should be asked to supply 
25 per cent of their production at cost 
price, even without adding the depre¬ 
ciation value. And the cost price 
should be fixed, not by the mill 
managements, but by the Textile Com-' 
missioner. That will be a real solu¬ 
tion, and a real social obligation, be¬ 
cause the public will get doth of 
various types at concessional prices. 
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It will not harm the industry. It will 
keep the industry running; and it will 
serve the purpose. Otherwise, i£ the 
present system of controlled cloth con¬ 
tinues as it is, not only will the public 
not get any advantage, but the obli¬ 
gation will put many more mills into 
greater difficulties. There are a few 
mills at present which have put up 
nylon, rayon or chemical industries. 
They can far better. Otherwise most 
ment doe# not have the responsibility 
for taking over many more mills. 

Therefore, if you really want the 
public to get the cloth of their choice, 
there should be a change in the pattern 
of controlled cloth. With these words, 
I support the bill; and I request the 
hon. Minister to consider as to how to 
ensure, in the long run, that the indus¬ 
try does not become sick, the public 
also get the benefit and the Govern¬ 
ment does not have the responsibility 
for taking over many more .nills.

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu 
Puzha): There are only two points I 
would like to make. The first point to 
which I would like to draw the «tten- 
tion of the House is the Preambe part 
of the Bill. The closure of the Mills 
is supposed to have resulted in unem¬ 
ployment of about 5,000 workers who 
have been thrown out of their jobs but, 
going through the Preamble, I find that 
there is no mention about it at all. The 
plea on which the mills are sought to 
' be taken over is, in the first place, that 
the supply of canvas an d dosuti to the 
Defence Department has been affected 
—as if there is no other mill in this 
country which can supply these things 
to the Defence Department—and, 

secondly, that the supply of coarse and 
medium varieties of cloth needed by 
the weaker sections of the community 
is also affected'—as if there is no other 
mill for this purpose either. Except¬ 
ing for these two reasons, no other 
reason has been spelt out as to why 
the mills are sought to be taken over. 

I am not against the Bill which seeks 
to. take over these two Millfe. It 
should have been done and it should 
he done. The national apex body 


Cotton Mills (Tok. 
ovef of Manat r.) Bill 
made a recommendation about it, five 
thousand workers are out. What 1 
am streesing is that what bad influenc 
ed the Government in taking this ex¬ 
traordinary measure is not mentioned. 
Government appears to be feeling shy 
about it. In place of that. Government 
are putting up certain other leasons 
which will not click at all, which will 
not appeal to the people at all. Let js 
be fair, frank and honest when we 
prepare 'the preamble. This was one 
of the points I wanted to make. 

My second,point is this. Is it that 
there are no other mills in this country 
which are crying for takeover? There 
are quite a large number, not neces¬ 
sarily because of mismanagement but 
because of certain adverse circumst¬ 
ances.. In my own State, there is a 
coperative mill remaining closed for 
quite a long time, and workers are cut 
on the streets. There are quite a num¬ 
ber of mills like that. What I am 
emphasising is that Government must 
have, as its policy, unemployment as 
one of the motivating circumstance 
where under a mill should be taken 
over. That was the motivating cir¬ 
cumstance under which the NTC Act 
was passed, that should be the moti¬ 
vating circumstance whereunder Gov¬ 
ernment goes to take over -nills. If 
that is the motivating circumstance, 
then the cases of those mills which are 
remaining closed and which should he 
taken over and the unemployment 
wiped out must be examined in great 
detail. Let there be no discrimina¬ 
tion at all. Let the policy be even- 
handed with respect to each mill every¬ 
where, the only motivating circumst¬ 
ance being enforced unemployment for 
which the workers are not answerable. 

My third point is this. They say 
that a Custodian will be appointed. 
Here is a separate Bill for taking over 
two Mills. This would not have been 
necessary if the NTC Act had been 
properly, framesd. The NTC Act * aS 
framed limiting the number of mills 
which could be taken over by the NTC, 
the result being that, if and when Gov 
emment wants to take over a mill 
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even under compelling circumstances, 
Government is forced to come to 
Parliament moving a Bill. This is ab¬ 
solutely unnecessary. I would submit 
that this should open the eyes of ihe 
Government to the necessity of amend- 
ing the NTC Act, throwing open the 
area where the NTC can operate, where 
the NTC can go and take over the 
mills. The limiting factor of 103 mills 
or so should be taken away. Let NTC 
have she power to take over*a mill as 
and when Government so decides 
under the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act or whatever that be, 
when 'Government, after an inquiry, 
feels that the mill should be taken 
over. Let there be no necessity for 
the Government to take to the extra¬ 
ordinary course of having to move a 
Bill for that purpose every time. Gov¬ 
ernment must think over thi s and bring 
an amendment to the NTC Act. 

Finally, certain conditions in this 
country are such that unemployment 
mounts up in textile areas, not neces¬ 
sarily because of any non-productivity 
by the workers but because of rea¬ 
sons beyond their control. This is a 
social challenge which Government 
have an obligation to meet. This social 
challenge must be met. For that, 
elasticity of the take-over policy must 
be resorted to, and there should be no 
track of an impression of discrimina¬ 
tion left. The only motivating cir¬ 
cumstance should be unemployment 
which is caused to a large number of 
workers in our country. 

With these observations, I congratu¬ 
late the Government for having decid¬ 
ed to take over these mills which was 
so much asked for. My only plea is 
this. Let this policy be extended to a 
larger area, where take-over is justi¬ 
fied. let Government think of taking 
over.

I support this Bill completely and 
■wholeheartedly. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): I am 
completely in agreement with the learn¬ 
ed friend who spoke before me. I see

over of Marng.) Bill 
no reason as to why we should take 
over a management where manage¬ 
ment has ceased to exist. Why i s it 
not possible for us to take over the 
whole mills? I think, the constitu¬ 
tional amendments do provide for that. 

It is a question of principle. If you 
have a vehicle or a truck, somebody 
who drives it, is responsible for its 
proper running. In this case, the 
directors of the concerns have been 
even absconders and we are teying 
compensation or an amount for taking 
over of the management to those mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Directors who 
were outright absconders and who 
abdicated their duty. They have to 
be paid Rs. 10,000 or Rs. 8000 as has 
been laid down in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons.

The only thing about this sickness in 
which the Government is acting like a 
hospital for all the sick units is that 
here the doctor pays the patient ins¬ 
tead of the patient paying the doctor. 
We are taking over a particular piece 
of machinery and a factory and we are 
committing the Government for invest¬ 
ment of five crores of rupees. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Here, th e hospital 
is a Government hospital where public 
service is rendered. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Let the sickness 
b e cured, but you are compensating the 
sick, as if his livelihood has to be paid 
for. Laxminrattan Mill is one of them; 
about Atherton West Cotton Mill I 
have not been able to find details. Its 
total assets were two crores of rupees 
according to the figures on the 30th 
September, 1971 and what are we pay¬ 
ing for? We are going to invest only 
for the sake of margin money, the total 
bill of these mills is going to he of the 
order of 4.94 crores of rupees. And if 
we are going to invest for the sake of 
margin money, when the working capi¬ 
tal of these two mills is 184 lakhs, what 
i,, the percentage margin? It is 20 per 
cent. I have tailed tr understand the- 
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economics of these two sick mills. If 
the question of providing a guarantee 
against unemployment of 5,000 workers 
is a sort of carrying out of the Direc¬ 
tive Principles of State Policy regard¬ 
ing right to vote of these 5,000 people, 
it is a lofty principle. Even as a prin¬ 
ciple, I cannot understand that you pay 
compensation and do not proceed 
.against the management for the mis¬ 
management. Even the public finan¬ 
cial institutions have been unwilling 
to finance them. 

Let us have advantages or disadvan 
tages of one system of economy or the 
other. Here, is it not the responsibili¬ 
ty of the nationalised banks to take 
ove r the responsibility of these 
mills through a receiver? What 
stops in thi s particular case of 
a sick mill to liquidate it? Take it over 
through a receiver, take it over for 
the purpose of management, only the 
pure assets. Why should the Govern¬ 
ment guarantee their previous debts, 
previous liabilities, previous commit¬ 
ments, previous breaches of contracts 
and previous acts of omission and 
commission by its management, which 
has completely failed in its dutv? Why 
.should we do that for the purpose of 
rehabilitating these mills, or oarticul- 
arly to rehabilitate the image of the 
two managements? At a Darticular 
point of time after two years of the 
entire exercise of taking over the 
management, the assets and liabilities 
have to be evaluated. We will be 
faced with another legislation in order 
"to pay them an amount which will be 
de facto a compensation. Your princi¬ 
ple of taking over of the sick mills as 
such would be wrong, bad in business, 
bad in principle, nobody is going to in¬ 
vest this much of monev. Therefore, 
kindly liquidate the sick units and 
their management, the body corpus, 
'take over only the assets and the pro¬ 
perties of the mills and the factories, 
employ people and start it on a clean 
elate. 

With these observations, I support 
this Bill

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA). 

I must thank the hon. Members who 
have participated in the discussion 
over this piece of legislation -i taking 
over the management of these two 
mills viz., Laxmirattan Cotton Mills 
and the Atherton West Cotton Mills of 
Kanpur. 

The Laxmirattan Cotton Mills was 
closed on 10 5-1975 The number oi 
spindles installed was 57.000, capacity 
looms—1100 and No. of workers—2570. 
The Atherton West Cotton Mills was 
closed on 2-5-1975. No. of '.nindles 
installed— 42000, capacity looms—ap- 
prcx 90o and lh e number of workers 
—2660 The total number of workers 
is nearly 5500. 

It was a national wastage that these 
two mills were lying closed. We 
wanted that NTC may take over or 
some other way could he found for 
re-opening the mills. We requested 
the State Government of U.P. to take 
it over. All our efforts proved un¬ 
successful. Because of the various 
genuine difficulties it was not found 
possible for them to re-open it. So, 
under the circumstances, N.T.C, was 
left with no other option but to take 
over in the larger interests of em¬ 
ployment of workers and also re¬ 
sumption of production of coarse, 
medium varieties of cloth particularly 
for Defence production. 

So far as Laxmirattan Cotton Mills 
is concerned its annual turn-over was 
of lhe order of Rs. 3 crores. Its 
liabilities look like Rs. 1.78 crores, 


and its current assets are estimated 
to be Rs. 1 crore 5 lakhs. To. make 
it viable, it js estimated that we 
would need Rs. 3 crores and 20 lakhs. 
So far as Atherton West is concern¬ 
ed, to make it viable, we perhaps 
would need Rs. 2 crores and 70 lakhs. 
I say ‘perhaps’ because accurate, 
exact, precise calculations are not 
possible in the absence of further 
study of the available documents and 
whether all the essential documents 
will be available is not yet known. 

A point was made that in the 
preamble of the Bill we have not re¬ 
ferred t 0 the unemployment angle as 
one of the considerations for taking 
it over. The reason is that this is 
true in respect of many other mills— 
composite and spinning—which are 
also closed. But I would draw your 
kind attention to the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons where w e have 
said—‘the closure has resulted in the 
unemployment of over 5,000 workers’ 
That shows unmistakably the Govern¬ 
ment’s concern that the interest of 
the unemployed people should be 
looked after. 


I would like to make it very cleat 
in the beginning that it is not the 
Government's policy to take over the 
sick mills one after another indis¬ 
criminately without going into the 
specifics of the individual mills m 
question It ha s been rightly pointed 
out bj one hon. member that if Gov¬ 
ernment is obliged, whatever might 
bp the considerations, to take over 
the sick mills one after another, the 
resulting picture will be that the 
Government is looking after only the 
hospital or the sick sector of the in¬ 
dustries leaving the healthy units i n 
the hands of the private owners, 
some of whom are themselves res " 
ponsible for making the unit 
This is not a very ideal way of s°i v " 
ing the problem. That is why 
Government had a very new, and 1 
must say a deeper look at the ma - 
ter. The Government Committee- 
went into the whole question and t e 
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related issues whether the merger 
could be thought of, i.e . sick units 
could be taken over by the good 
.units. 

Merger may be of two types— 
group merger and merger between 
-the groups. Merger may be under 
one management or it may be bet¬ 
ween the groups under different 
groups of management. 

; So, this is another way of solving 
the problem. Ther e can’t be any 
identical or mechanical solution to 
every problem. There are various 
types of problems and different types 
of solutions have to be thought of 
If it is possible, I welcome State 
Government take over. That would 
be an ideal solution in some cases. 

In Assam in respect of tea gardens, 
they have started taking over some 
■of these units. Some other Govern¬ 
ments are thinking along these lines. 

It is a welcome thing. Central Gov¬ 
ernment take-over is not th© only 
■solution. It is not necessarily the 
best solution. I would like to make 
it clear that this government decision 
does not signify that every such mill 
willl be taken over by the NTC. be¬ 
cause, it is not Government’s general 
policy. All practical and workable 
avenues should be explored. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: What is 
the line of distinction? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADH- 
YAYA: It has to be gone into. Un¬ 
less we look into the causes we can¬ 
not look into the treatment. You 
cannot treat without diagnosis, and 
so I cannot say offhand. 

Points were made that workers’ in¬ 
terest should be looked into. The very 
fact that this is taken over reflects 
Government’s deep concern for the 
welfare cf the workers. It should be 
appreciated that this take-over is an 
interim measure, Points were raised 
that provident fund dues were not 
Paid, wageg were not paid, etc. by the 
defaulting management. These are 
very relevant issues. These will be 
gone into an the basis of facts and 
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figures. Some provisions in the Act 
are there. The Commissioner of Pay¬ 
ments will look into tham and scru¬ 
tinise them when ultimately the ques¬ 
tion of nationalisation is taken up. 
Now it is an interim measure of 
managing it well. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What 

will happen from the 17th of July, 
the day on which this has been taken 
over? After that will they be duly 
getting their salaries? 

PROF, D. P. CHATTOPADH- 
YAYA: I have already said this. We 
cannot on our own take all the res¬ 
ponsibilities for the defaulting 
management. It is a question of look¬ 
ing after a sick patient. We have to 
nurse him. We have got to bring 
him back to health. Let us do now 
what is absolutely necessary and then 
other questions will be naturally 
looked into. 

Also, it is in the interest of the 
workers not to insist on payment of 
everything which is otherwise their 
due, to which they are entitled. I do 
agree every management should give 
their dues. But here, it is an extra¬ 
ordinary situation and therefore we 
had to step into it. To make Govern¬ 
ment efforts successful, to nurse the 
units back to healthy development, 
the help and cooperation of workers 
are absolutely necessary and I request 
hon. Members, knowing the workers 
and taking interest in workers, to 
exercise their influence t 0 secur© their 
maximum cooperation so that the 
efforts of the Government meet with 
success.

Shri Damani brought in some larger 
issues in this context about the NTC 
units and their recurring loss. My 
colleague and I have on several occa¬ 
sions referred to the matter. We have 
also given facts and figures showing 
that the 103 mills with NTC are show¬ 
ing steadily and increasingly better 
and better results. I take this 
opportunity to inform you and 
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through you the hon. House that in 
1975-76, the loss of these mills was 
of the order of Rs. 61.12 crores. Subse¬ 
quently in April 1975, it was Rs. 7.60 
crores, in May 1975 it was Rs. 6.20 
crores, in April 1976 it came down to 
R. 2.85 crores, in May 1976 it was 
Rs. 2.22 crores, in June 1976 it came 
down to Rs. 1.52 crores and lest month 
the loss of NTC on account of all the 
103 mills is less than a crore—Rs. 98 
lakhs. This only shows how in the 
National Textile Corporation, a pub¬ 
lic sector unit working under so many 
constraints without so many liberties 
and, if I may say so, licences enjoyed 
by some other units in the private 
sector, our workers have been helping 
us and as a result we have come from 
annual loss of Rs. 61 crores to less 
than a crore for a month within one 
year. That shows that if we work, if 
our workers also co-operate, we can 
make our experiment successful. That 
is why I was emphasising the neces¬ 
sity of th e workers and other officers 
supporting us in this. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): This also proves that you 
will be more effective if you take over 
all the textile mills in the country. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADH¬ 
YAYA: From inadequate base, I 

cannot jump to this generalisation. It 
may be fallacious. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA-. Natio¬ 
nalisation of these mills only is not 
adequate. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADH¬ 
YAYA: Let us hope you are correct. 
A point was made that we are produc¬ 
ing only medium and coarse varieties 
and that is why we are incurring loss. 
This is one of the observations made 
by Shri Damaiii. This is not correct. 
It is not because of the variety we 
are producing that we are incurring 
loss. He said that some polyster 
fibre or blended fabrics are much in 
demand. Yes, they are, but if we 


look into figures of the total cloth 
consumed in the country and the per¬ 
centage of the highpriced varieties in 
that, you will find that the latter 
constitute a very small percentage of 
the medium and coarse varieties. High 
priced varieties are used in the towns; 
perhaps in the towns these are the 
only type of cloth in demand in a larger 
way, but 'we often forget that in the- 
rural areas the majority of the people- 
do not demand them, they cannot even 
dream of these because they have not 
the ability to pay for them. 

That brings me to the point regard¬ 
ing controlled cloth. You will agree- 
that controlled cloth which is being 
offered at below cost price sometimes 
remains unlifted. This is not entire¬ 
ly because they are not in demand. 
They are in demand. In some States, 
where the distribution systems have 
been well geared up like Kerala and 
West Bengal, these types are not only 
in demand, they are in further de¬ 
mand, but because of distribution 
bottlenecks and other problems these- 
are not lifted well. But this is no 
argument to say that the controlled 
cloth scheme should be scrapped. 

The suggestion regarding varietal 
reduction is well taken. There should 
not be so many varieties. I have 
mentioned it on the floor of the House, 
an<j I reiterate it. Government has 
taken a policy decision in pursuance 
thereof. We are gradually reducing 
the varieties. Lesser varieties are- 
what we are aiming at. 

Mr. Daga raised the question 
liabilities to which I have already 
briefly replied. We do not like to 
carry on liabilities just at the moment 
because we do not know what are the 
legal characteristics of the liabilities- 
So. the Commissioner of Payments 
will look Into it and we Will take up 1 
those questions later on. 

Several hon. members have rightly 
said that taking over sick mills is n r,t 
perhaps the right answer- and we 
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should have a signalling mechanism 
by which the causes of sickness 
should be anticipated and appropriate 
preventive measures should be taken 
in time. It is a very constructive sug¬ 
gestion. In this context, the banks 
and financial institutions which are in 
touch with these units are in a most 
advantageous position to knoto * the 
state of health, both financial and 
managerial and they should tdke upon 
themselves either individually or col¬ 
lectively the responsibility of moni¬ 
toring and evaluating the state of 
health of the units which are likely 
to fall sick. This is one of the ideas 
being considered by the government. 

think this is absolutely necessary. 

0 that the ultimate extreme measure 
>f taking over, before which for a 
long time these units remain closed re- 
iulting in national wastage and hard- 
ihip to workers, can be avoided. 

With these words, I thank the hon. 
members who have participated and 
telped in understanding and having 
1 second look at our policy matters. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I wanted 
c know whether a tentative date has 
leen fixed from which these two mills 
rill start functioning. I also reques- 
ed that a certain advance amount, 
rhatever it may be, should be paid to 
he workers immediately. He has not 
spiied to these two points. 

PROP. D. P. CHATTOPADH- 
r AYA: About the second point I 
annot say anything just at the mo- 
'ent, except that they will look into 
he matter sympathetically. About 
>e first question, he himself has seen 
tat the machines are being oiled and 

1 wildings are being painted. Efforts 
f e 'being made to reopen them as 
Jr )y as possible. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question is: 

' “That the Bill to provide for the 
taking over, in the public interest, 
I °f the management of the undertak¬ 
es of certain companies, pending 


nationalisation of such undertakings 
with a view to ensuring the supply 
of certain varieties of cloth needed 
by the weaker sections of th e com¬ 
munity as also by the Defence De¬ 
partment and for matters connected 
therewith or incidental thereto, be 
taken into consideration.” 

The motion was adopted . 

MR. CHAIRMAN; We shall take 
up clause by clause consideration. 
There are no amendments. The ques¬ 
tion is:

DHOTIES (ADDITIONAL EXCISE 
DUTY) REPEAL BILL 

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I beg to move: 

“That the Bill to repeal the 
Dhoties (Additional Excise Duty) 
Act, 1953, be taken into oonsiSera- 
tion.” 
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The Dhoties (Additional Excise 
Duty) Act, 1953, was enacted for 
protecting the interests of the hand- 
loom industry, by providing for the 
levy of an additional duty of excise 
on dhoties issued out of any mill, or 
any group of mills, in excess of the 
permissible quota under the Act. The 
K. K. Shah Study Team in its report 
to the Government has recommended 
that the dhoti quota system was 
unsatisfactory and has failed to 
confer any meaningful benefit to the 
handloom industiy. The production 
of dhoties by mills has now fallen 
much below the permissible quota 
under the Act. Besides, regulatory 
measures have been separately taken 
under the provisions of the Cotton 
Textiles Control Order, 1948, to 
restrict the quantity of dhotes pro¬ 
duced by factories using power. 

On a consideration of the various 
aspects, it is felt that the Dhoties 
(Additional Excise Duty) Act, 1953, 
has outlived its utility and it is, 
therefore, proposed 10 repeal the Act. 
Sir, I do not propose to take any 
more time of the House. I commend 
the Bill for the consideration of the 
House.

MR. CHAIRMAN; Motion moved: 

“That the Bill to repeal the 
Dhoties (Additional Excise Duty) 
Ac-t, 1953, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

SHRI GADADHAR SAHA (Bir- 
bhum) • Mr. Chairman, there is a 
steady decline in the production of 
dhoties since 1968. Moreover, a 
resirictijn nas been put on the 
quantity of dhoties produced by 
factories using power. It is, therefore, 
not unwise to say that the Dhoties 
(Additional Excise Duty) Act has not 
been in operation long before this Bill 


has been presented to the House, 
Now a Bill to repeal the Act is before 
the House for consideration. 

When we consider this Bill, 
naturally some relevant questions arise 
in our minds. Firstly, is it the think¬ 
ing that the handloom industry, which 
lequired protection so long, requires 
no more* protection? Secondly, on 
whom will the benefits of this Act 
be conferred? Who will get the bene¬ 
fits after the. repeal of this Act’ 
Thirdly, will the supply of dhoties 
require^ for the rural poor be 
guaranteed and will the dhoties be 
in conformity with the actual require¬ 
ments of the rural poor? It is 
admitted that poverty and unemploy¬ 
ment are found in the worst and 
severest form in rural India. There¬ 
fore, the question of protection from 
exploitation of the working class 
people due to price rise of dhoti and 
controlled cloth and profit of traders 
is important. 

It is admitted in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons that there Ivts 
been a steady shortfall in the produc¬ 
tion of dhoties, but no reason has been 
given as to why there is so much 
shortfall. 

In this connection, I would refer to 
the observations made in the 223id 
Report of the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee on controlled cloth at page 57: 

“Another disturbing phenomenon 
of the operation of the cent idled 
cloth scheme is that there has been 
a steady decline in the produ' , lio n 
of dhoties. Perhaps the most im- 
poitant factor which has come w 
the way of the smooth functioning 
of the scheme is that the produc¬ 
tion pattern was in conformity wiih 
the actual requirements of tbe 
people and the mills were produc¬ 
ing more long cloth and less dhoties I 
While, in 1968 the mill sector pro-1 
duced 465 million metres of dhoties. I 
the production was 440 million i n l 
1969, 242 million in 1970, 230 million! 
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in 1971, 219 million in 1972 and 
only 180 million metres in 1973. 
During 1974, while the percentage 
requirement under the controlled 
cloth scheme was assessed at 2 q per 
cent, the actual production of 
dhoties was 6.3 per cent. Apart 
from the shortfall in production, the 
dhoties produced under the con¬ 
trolled cloth scheme were of such 
poor quality and width that they 
could be of hardly any fls& to the 
poorer section of the people 
especially in the countryside. This 
is an intolerable situation and the 
Committee ask for urgent, strin¬ 
gent measures to ensure* adequate 
production of dhoties by the mill 
sector.” 

There is no mention of the extent 
to which restriction is put on the 
quantity of dhoties produced by mills 
and why such restriction is put, for 
whose benefit. 

There is no provision made, no 
guarantee or no assurance given as 
to how the interests of the poorer 
section of society are to be protected. 

*SHRI R. N. BARMAN (Balurghat): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I heartily welcome 
the Dhoties (Additional Excise Duty) 
Repeal Bill, 1976 which has been 
brought before this House today. In 
th e iast 23 years, .since 1953, our 
textile industry has undergone a lot 
of changes. In 1953 an additional 
excise duty was levied and one of its 
main objectives was to protect the 
interests of the handlobm industry and 
the handloom weavers and to erub 
the production of the mills so that 
they may not prove harmful for the 
handloom industry. A quota was 
fixed for the mills and Bn y produc¬ 
tion in excess of that quota was liable 
f®r an additional excise duty. But we 
have seen during the last 23 years 
that although the production of dhoties 
»hd sareesv by the mills had been 
regulated yet the handloom industry 
had not benefited to any great extent. 


It has only resulted in the fall in pro¬ 
duction of dhoties and sarees by the 
mills. To combat this situation the 
additional excise duty on the excess 
production is now being lifted. This 
ha s outlived its utility because the 
mills are not producing even the per¬ 
missible quota Here, Sir, I will ask 
two questions. Firstly, since when 
the present situation exists. And 
whether the same situation prevails 
in the mills controlled by the Gov¬ 
ernment? We would like to know 
whether this is willful or this has 
been created due to some unavoidable 
conditions. Where a quota has been 
fixed and that quota is not produced 
year after year, then surely there will 
be a shortfall in overall availability 
and the prices will also go up. I will 
be obliged if the hon. Minister tells 
us the extent of rise in prices due to 
shortfall in production and the 
remedial measures taken by the Gov¬ 
ernment in this regard. 


Sir, due to the ‘emergency* in the 
country today there is sufficient dis¬ 
cipline all around. The workers are 
also extending full cooperation and 
the shortage of funds is also being 
met to a considerable extent. Last 
year there ha-; been a record produc¬ 
tion of cotton. Now, in these favour¬ 
able circumstances if the full quota 
of dhoties and sarees are not produced 
by the mills, then the only conclusion 
to be drawn is that the mill owners 
are producing other varieties of cloth 
on which they can get fabulous pro- 
fits. This mentality of profiteering 
will have to be checked in the interest 
of the people. The Government may 
kindly be watchful of the situation. 
Sir, this Bill has another aspect and 
that concern s the handloom industry. 
As already stated, one of the main 
objectives of the additional excise 
duty wag to encourage the handloom 
industry. But the K. K. Shah Studv 
Team in its report has stated “the 
dhoti quota system was unsatisfactory 
and had failed to confer any. meaning¬ 
ful benefit to the handloom industry." 
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Here I would like to know whether 
any direct benefit will acrue to the 
handloom industry as a result of the 
present lagislation, ond if so, in what 
way? 

I would congratulate the hon. 
Minister because, due to his incessant 
efforts the handloom industry which 
was once in a sad plight is now in a 
much healthier state. But even then 
the miseries of the handloom industry 
have not been completely removed. 
Through this Bill, the mills will be 
benefited no doubt but the handloom 
industry is not likely to be benefited 
significantly. We will have to see 
that# the handloom industry gets 
encouragement and the people also 
get their requirements of dhoties and 
sardes, at a fair price. Now a days 
there is a considerable demand for 
handloom cloth in the foreign coun¬ 
tries and I would like to know whether 
there is a corresponding demand for 
mill products. Sir, while extending 
my full support to this Bill, I will 
again request the Minister to see that 
the handloom industry does not suffer 
in any way as a result of this legisla¬ 
tion while benefiting the mills.

THE MINISTER OP COMMERCE 
(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 
Mr Chariman, as you have certainly 
noticed, the scope of this Bill is very 
limited. There was a time when in 
the absence of restriction of competi¬ 
tion between handloom and composite- 
mills in respect of dhoties and sarees 
dhoties were at a very great dis¬ 
advantage and suffering losses. From 
1949 to 1952 if you look at the figures, 
you will find that composite mills are- 
coming up an<j up in a big way in 
producing more and more dhoties and 
sarees. In 1949 they produced 548 
million metres, in 1952, 682 million 
metres. In 1953 Government had to 
come forward with this piece of 
legislation making it difficult for the- 
composite mills to compete with the 
handlooms. Therefore, it is a pro¬ 
tective measure for the handlooms. 
As a result of that, we find that the- 
handloom mills enjoy some relative- 
advantage uis-o-vis the composite 
mills and the production of dhotis and 
saris in the mill sector gradually went 
down. In 1963, they produced 325 
million metres, in 1969 they produced 
202 million metres and in 1973 the 
figure was 125 million metres. That 
shows that these protective measures 
proved successful rendering in the 
process this piece of legslation some¬ 
what obsolete if not superfluous. 
Therefore, we have come before the- 
House with this small repealing 
measure. 

Incidentally, certain points have- 
been raised. It was suggested that 
the handloom sector’s interests should 
be adequately looked after. You 
yourself, Sir, had on several occasions 
mentioned this point. We are fully 
seized of it. As you are aware, hand¬ 
loom constitutes one of the points in 
the 20-point programme announced 
by our Prime Minister. Even in the 
sector of the controlled, cloth scheme,. 
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we have involved the handloom in¬ 
dustry. We want that a part of the 
controlled cloth production require¬ 
ment should be produced by the 
handloom sector because it is a highly 
decentralised sector and its marketing 
"trend is not quite predictable. 
Therefore, we are moving slowly in 
the matter without burdening them. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Do you not 
“have a policy of reservation for hand¬ 
loom like coloured saris etc? 

(PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA): 
These are some of the items exclusi¬ 
vely reserved for the handloom sector; 
(1) coloured saris and saris with 
certain Border restrictions, (2) yarn 
dyed dhotis, (3) low-reed pick cloth, 
(4) dusters, (5) towels or toweling 
•cloth in honeycomb weave and erazha 
thorthu (i.e. towels other than Turkish 
'type), (6) lungi, sarong and gamcha 
etc. These varieties are really reser¬ 
ved and they are somewhat safe. 

What I wa s saying is that the pur¬ 
pose of the law has been served and 
now there is no point in keeping on 
the statute book such a piece of 
legislation. We want to do away with 
it, but since we cannot do that with¬ 
out your permission, we are before 
you. 

Another point was raised about 
NIC production, whether within the 
restrictions and stipulations, there is 
improvement quality-and quantity- 
wise. My answer is yes. What is 
more, NTC has come out with a IoJc 
vastra scheme. We are selling it at 
the cost price. It has become very 
popular. 

A question was also asked whether 
in the NTC sector we have ensured 
workers’ participation, I am glad to 
report that in 75 mills out of 103-from 
today 105—we have ensured worker 
participation in shop floor manage¬ 
ment. I do not like to take more of 
your time. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: One question 
was whether in rural areas you ore 
making any arrangement for the 
supply of dhotis and saris. He said 
that hardly 10 per cent go to the 
rural areas. At least NTC could enter 
that field. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA; 
Yes. NTC are opening their own 
outlets. We are distributing controlled 
cloth thrqugh the mills’ own outlets 
and N*TC’s outlets, the co-operative 
sector and also the shops approved by 
the State Governments. In a majority 
of cases, these outlets are situated in 
the rural area s or in semiurban areas. 
But I agree there is room for more 
outlets. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He also said that 
you could utilise the auspices of 
panchayat societies at the grassroot 
level for distribution. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
It is a very good suggestion. If the 
State Governments who are closer to 
them certify that they are good 
enough for the purpose, we are ready 
to acept it.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The ex’arcise duty we are formally 
abolishing today was actually abolish¬ 
ed long before. The price at which it 
is now available is reflective of the 
abolition of excise duty. But the price 
of cloth does not depend only on 
excise duty. It depends upon price 
of cotton, conversion costs, fuel costs, 
marketing costs, distribution costs, 
etc. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question 

is: 

‘That the Bill to repeal the 
Dhoties (Additional Excise Duty) 
Act, 1953, be taken into considera- 
tion.’‘

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU

We want to give priority to 
the Bills which have to go to Rajya 
Sabha. Therefore, tomorrow the 
Labour Provident Fund Laws 
(Amendment) Bill will be put down 
first and after it is passed, we will 
resume discussion on the Essential 
Commodities Bill. Thi s is the slight 
re-adjustment which I am requesting 
the House to make. 

MR CHAIRMAN: He is praying for 
the leav e of the Hous e to give priority 
to the Labour Provident Fund Laws 
(Amendment) Bill. It will be done.

ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES 
(AMENDMENT) BILL—Contd. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, w e take 
up further consideration of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities (Amendment) Bill 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jai- 
nagar): Sir, we were expecting that 
this Bill which is before us and 
which has been passed by Rajya 
Sabha, would deal with some of the 
vital issues that are agitating the 
minds of the people and their living 
conditions also. But, unfortunately, 
it does not do so. The reality is 
that in the original Act of 1955, we 
have about 13 categories of essential 
commodities including cattle fodder, 
coal, automobile parts, cotton, wool, 
textiles, raw cotton, raw jute, drugs, 
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foodgrains, iron-ofe, petroleum and 
petroleum products, sugar and sugar¬ 
cane, bu. Hem.*, mis Bill touches only 
a few things. Here, the vital aspects 
are not even touched upon. There is 
no Statement of Objects and Reasons 
appended with the Bill so that we 
can grasp the meaning of this. As 
far as this Bill is concerned, it deals 
with some formality and technical 
matters only. 

When we touch upon this subject, 
we know that there are three as 
pects which are important—produc¬ 
tion, distribution and price. With 
regard to production, the whole 
country knows that there has been a 
bumper crop of foodgrains and we 
are patting ourselves on the back for 
that. Besides that, there have been 
huge imports. With regard to ground¬ 
nut also, the Minister, Shri George, 
has been declaring that there has been 
a bumper crop of 70 lakh tonnes and 
it comes to about 30 per cent more 
than the last year’s production. Here, 
we have just now heard that the 
National Textile Corporation is playing 
its part in stepping up production and 
making the sick and deserted units 
viable ones. In such a situation, when 
there is production on such a huge 
scale, what is the factor that is hinder¬ 
ing the proper distribution and check 
on price rise in our country?. 

With regard to production, we have 
heard the Industries Minister who has 
suggested something to watch on the 
industrial production. Here, when we 
deal with industrial production, Shri 
Pai has enumerated certain things. He 
has appointed a panel which will be 
headed by Shri S. M. Ghosh, Secretary 
to the Department. This Panel will 
deal with compilation of production 
data and production projects; decip¬ 
hering and identifying trends of signi¬ 
ficance, organising pre-emptive action 
either in the sphere of infrastructure or 
input or marketing in order to sustain 
upward trend in production, advising 
the Government in time in case of felt 
need for any policy input and orga¬ 
nising such coordination as will be 
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necessary from the stage of raw mate¬ 
rial to marketing in order to ensure 
steady availability of material and 
steady outflow of the end-product 

So, this is where the production 
policy of the government ends at 
present. £ would like to ask, in view 
of the fact that the production in the 
public sector is growing during the 
Emergency-even the NTC with six 
nubs, most of them dead mills is 
growing hs to what the role of the 
private sector is—even in the matter 
of textiles.' We have been hearing that 
the private sector is resorting to lock¬ 
outs and even retrenchment. Is the 
Government of India aware of the 
fact that the monopolists in our 
country are resorting to a policy of 
increasing profits by raising prices, 
after reducing production? So, their 
policy is antinational. They reduce 
production, and increase profit by 
raising the prices. It seems that the 
Government does not take into 
cognisance even the existence of this 
aspect of the oolicy pursued by the 
industrialists of the country. I am 
talking of big industrialists. 

In regard to production, we fear 
that we may again be in a mess. We 
have not been able to control lockouts 
etc. And in regard to the production 
of groundnuts, cotton and jute, there 
is a glut. The jute mills are groan¬ 
ing and crying that their products 
have not been taken up. In such a 
situation, this would hamper produc¬ 
tion next year. When the real pro¬ 
ducers are not getting impetus-whe- 
ther they produce foodgrains, edible 
oils, jute, cane, cotton or oilseeds— 
the danger is that they will not gel 
adequate encouragement and the pro¬ 
duction may not go on steadily in¬ 
creasing, as it did this year. As such, 
one would expect that the Government 
would consider the fact that the jute 
mills are not doing justice to jute pro¬ 
duction. its growers or even to its 
marketing. They are depending en¬ 
tirely upon the Government. They 
are not reducing the price of jute 
goods. When the price of jute has 
gone down, naturally wfe expect that 
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the prices of jule goods will be less. 
But they are not cheaper. There is a 
crisis in the jute market; but the 
prices of finished goods are where they 
were. They are also slightly costlier, 
in some respects. In such a situation, 
the production-policy of the private 
sector is not helping the cause of the 
industry itself, much less to talk of 
that of the producers or of consumers. 
And the same thing applies to sugar 
mills and to cotton mills in private 
hands. One would feel that the time 
has come when the Government 
should take up courage to nationalize 
at least jute, cotton and sugar mills, 
in order to be in a stronger position 
and to have a strong hand over pro¬ 
duction and to have a steady increase 
in production, in order to have pro¬ 
per distribution and reasonable prices. 

Then comes the question of distribu¬ 
tion. With regard to this, our govern¬ 
ment feels very helpless. I am quot¬ 
ing from “Business Standard”. I am 
quoting the Minister, Mr. George him¬ 
self. The Minister has indicated at 
Bombay: 

“that the traders were reconciled 
to the Emergency and were waiting 
on their wings to exploit the situa¬ 
tion when the opportunity arose. 
The opportunity was the delay in 
onset of the monsoon, by three 
weeks which led them to hoarding 
and black-marketring.” 

He is saying, in a helpless manner, 
that some delay in the onset of the 
monsoon allowed them to resort to 
hoarding and black-marketing.

Yet, the Minister is groaning 
and complaining about it.

HALF-AN-HOUR «*SCUSSION 

Payment of Fik.st Instalment of Im¬ 
pounded D. A. 

SHR1 1NDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
Mr. Cnairman, this Half-an-Hour Dis¬ 
cussion raised by me concerns a mat¬ 
ter which is of vital importance to 
many millions of salary earners and 
wage earners in this country. The 
Compulsory Deposit Scheme was intro¬ 
duced by the Government in the name 
of fighting inflation. Now it is regret¬ 
table to find at the end of two years, 
or rather we are being told, that large 
amounts, so far unspecified—I do not 
know whether we* will be able to get 
more precise information today—large 
amounts of these moneys, which were 
to be deducted by the employers from 
the emoluments of the employees and 
to be deposited with certain authorities, 
we are told that these people have 
defaulted in many cases, and sums of 
money running into crores of rupees 
are not available for repayment, 
rather refund. Sir, I think you will 
agree that it is an extremely serious 
matter. 

The hon. Minister is reported to 
have said in the other House only 
yesterday in reply to a question that 
not only the private sector employers— 
they are. of course, as usual the worst 
offenders—but there are cases of even * 
public sector undertakings, who are 
involved in this kind of default. He 
has specifically referred to the fact 
that an amount of Rs. 4.1 crores is yet 
to be remitted by the Coal India Limit¬ 
ed and its subsidiaries, particularly 
the Bharat Coking Coal, towards the 
additional dearness allowance deposit 
account. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): I suppose 
you have seen the latter part of my 
speech. A part of it has already been 
deposited. . . 
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kn r 

SHRI INDRA. IT GUPTA: You have This was my specific question No. 


said that instructions have been given.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: It has 
been deposited. Go through the lull 
speech. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; The first 
thipg I wish to say is that it is not as 
though the Government can plead that 
certain people have defaulted without 
the knowledge of the Government, 
without the Government being able to 
anticipate such sort of activity on 
their part and, therefore, they are now 
taken by surprise. Sufficient experi¬ 
ence was at our disposal with what 
has happened with the Workers’ Pro¬ 
vident Fund Accounts and the Emp¬ 
loyees State Insurance Scheme and so 
on. The Government themselves ad¬ 
mitted times without number here how 
moneys have been deducted from the 
workers’ wages and not deposited ac¬ 
cording to law. On account of provi¬ 
dent fund arrears and ESI arrears, 
crores of rupees have not been ac¬ 
counted for. But, regrettably, the 
defaulting employers have not been 
subjected to any penalties or punish¬ 
ment up to this day. They knew very 
well that these employers, or many 
of these employers, have this tendency 
to do this. Of course, the employers 
are encouraged by the fact that no 
punitive action was ever taken against 
them. 

I will briefly refer to the fact that 
on the 2nd May 1975 I had put a ques¬ 
tion in this House which reads; 

“Whether the Minister is aware 
that no statements of deposits have 
been made available by either the 
employers or the banks concerned 
to the wage earners, whose increased 
wages and/or dearness allowances 
are being impounded; 

(b) whether, in view of this, lakhs 
of individual accounts cannot be 
*checked up by the individual deposi¬ 
tors and the moneys involved may 
go by default as in the case of the 
employees’ provident funds.” 


8369 asked in this House on the 2nd 
May, 1975, and in his replyw— I cannot 
quote the whole of it because there is 
no time—Shri Pranab Mukherjee 
said: 

“The compulsory deposit schemes 
do not provide for the issue of pass 
books to the employees making the 
deposits. These deposits are com¬ 
pulsorily * deducted at the time of 
disbursement of emoluments by the 
employers, and at the close of 
every succeeding year every emp¬ 
loyer shall supply to every employee 
a statement of accounts in the form 
prescribed in the relevant scheme. 
Thus, the first statement of account 
has to be furnished to the employees 
only after 6th July, 1973.” 

Now we have passed 6th July, 1976 
also. 

Then the Minister concluded by say¬ 
ing: 

“In view of these safeguards, there 
are no grounds for any apprehen¬ 
sion that any individual depositor 
would not be able to check his ac¬ 
count or that the moneys involved 
might go by default in any manner 
whatsoever,” 

In spite of their attention being 
drawn to this risk which was involv¬ 
ed, this was the kind of complacent 
reply given by the Minister, that since 
the employers are obliged to make 
compulsory deductions and thereafter 
the employers are obliged to supply 
annual statements of accounts to each 
individual employee, what more do 
you want? Beautiful, fool-proof sys¬ 
tem. 

And what has the Government got 
to do with it? It is the Government’s 
scheme, it is the Government which 
got Parliament to pass this Additional 
Emoluments (Compulsory Deposit) Act 
and framed the scheme under it. 
What is the role of the Government, 
I want to know. In the name of fight¬ 
ing inflation, workers’ wages and dear- 
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ness allowance have been impounded 
but now it is discovered that the 
employers may have deducted these 
amounts—they surely did—but they 
have not deposited them. So, what 
does it mean?, It means that this 
scheme has itself become a device 
whereby money is transferred from 
the workers’ pockets to the employers’ 
pockets. 

So much for fighting inflation. Take 
away the money from the workers 
and don’t bother whether the emp¬ 
loyers are misappropriating that money 
and using it for God knows wHat pur¬ 
pose, because there is no check what¬ 
ever on it. 

So, what kind of an anti-inflationary 
measure is this? It only puts more 
money at the disposal of these emp¬ 
loyers who are behaving in this crimi¬ 
nal fashion. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The employers do 
not go to the market to buy the essen¬ 
tial commodities with thts money. 
Therefore, there is no inflation. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Yes, but 
you need not suggest to him what sort 
of reply he should give. He is quite 
capable of giving his own reply. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I am not 
going to adopt that stand. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; You bet¬ 
ter not, I think. 

Again, on 26th March this year, 1 
t^d put a question about the total 
amount which had been collected on 
account of compulsory deposit and 
whether Government had given any 
statement of accounts of these deposits 
to the workers in July, 1975. And to 
that, Shri Subramaniam’s reply iis 
given here, in which he makes it clear 
again that the authorities who have 
been nominated by the Government 
are responsible only for maintaining 
ernployer-wise accounts, they do not 
Maintain employee-wise accounts. Emp- 
l°yee-wise account* are to be main¬ 
tained only by the employers. Of 
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course, that includes private and pub¬ 
lic sector, both. Therefore, he says 
this detailed information cannot be 
given because it is not separately 
classified and so on. 

Again, it is repeated in this reply 
that under the provisions of the Act 
and the schemes the yearly statement 
of account has to be furnished to 
every employee indicating the amount 
credited to the deposit account in 
relation to th e employee by the res¬ 
pective emplover, and not by the- 
Government. 

So, Sir, the Government got a legis¬ 
lation passed; the Government pre¬ 
pared a Scheme and, thereafter, the 
Government washed its hands of the- 
whole thing and left everything to the- 
employers to do. This is the result. 

I am just asking the Minister to con¬ 
sider objectively what kind of effect 
it is going to have on the moral of 
salary earners and wage earners in 
this country. Is this the way to build 
up an atmosphere of confidence and' 
trust in the country? It is suddenly 
discovered that their money has been 
stolen, robbed, by employees. 

The Government has now come for¬ 
ward to say, when this question was 
raised the other day, that they are 
going to start or they have started, 
in some cases, criminal proceedings 
against defaulting employers and that 
they will see that the money is reco¬ 
vered from them. I do not know 
how long it will take and a’l that. 
But when it was asked, pending that, 
what happen to the due repay¬ 
ments to the workers, it was said that 
there will be no delay. I want to know 
how they can say that there will be- 
no delay. Since the statements of ac¬ 
counts have not been provided in the- 
overwhelming majority of cases to 
the individual employees, if this mat- * 
ter has to be rectified, then the ac¬ 
counts of every single employee havO 
got to be checked and re-checked to. 
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sea that they art getting back the 
■correct amounts that were deducted 
from the salary. Who is going to do 
that? If the Government has to do it, 
because the employers have not done 
it, can it be done in a few days' time? 
It is a huge task. Therefore, I want 
to know, first of all, whether he is 
prepared to give us today or to lay 
■on the Table by tomorrow the full 
list of defaulting concerns in private 
and public sectort just as they always 
give for provident fund and so on. 
We must know the names of guilty 
parties. Who are they? We must 
know how much money was due to 
be deducted and deposited by them, 
how much money was actually depo¬ 
sited and how much has actually been 
repaid upto now, since July. 

Then, I want to know, over the 
two years period, when the moneys 
were not being deposited, what were 
these nominated authorities doing. 
They are called nominated authorities 
under the Scheme. There are region¬ 
al provident fund commissioners; 
there are local-self-government au¬ 
thorities and so on. Were they sleep¬ 
ing? Were they not aware of the fact 
that over the two years period the 
moneys were not being deposited, 
that they were not receiving the de¬ 
posits? Could they not bring it to the 
notice of the Government that the 
moneys were tin coming? Did the 
Government not bother to find out 
from the nominated authorities, from 
time to time, whether the Scheme was 
working all right and the amounts 
were being deposited or being receiv¬ 
ed or not? 

The whole attitude to the working 
•class is an attitude of utter callous¬ 
ness and indifference—it does not 

matter what happens. You have pas¬ 
sed a law; you have promulgated a 
Scheme under ihe law and now you 
- go on merrily. I think, this is some¬ 
thing which is really revolting. I 
find it impossible to tolerate a th ing 
like this 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Too much of 
generalisation. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What I 
want to suggest is this. A balancing 
scheme, to shew at that time that va¬ 
rious other parties, companies, were 
being asked to sacrifice for the sake 
of fighting inflation, was the scehme 
for a compulsory restriction on distri¬ 
bution of dividends by companies. 
That scheme has now been withdrawn. 
First, it was modified. The scale of 
dividend which they could distribute 
was first increased. Now. the scheme 
has been totally withdrawn, leaving 
the companies free to distribute as 
much dividend as they can. So, 
apparently, as fai as they are con¬ 
cerned, the Government does not 
worry very much as to wnat effect 
it will have on the inflationary posi¬ 
tion. Therefore, my demand today is 
that this scheme of compulsory deposit 
must be withdrawn now. It was 
initially introduced only for two years. 
Two years ar e over. The whole 
scandal has been exposed. They have 
now withdrawn restriction on divi¬ 
dends. But here, they have said that 
they are extending the compulsory 
deposit for one year more. At the end 
of the third year they are told that 
they will not be repaid in future in 
cash and that the repayment will be 
credited only to the Provident Fund 
accounts—that is to the same account 
from which I don’t know how many 
crores of rupees have been defalcated 
by the employers. So, my humble 
submission is that, before things get 
into a worse mess and before Govern¬ 
ment gets more dis-credited (as it 
deserves to be, the way it is handling 
this thing) just as you have with¬ 
drawn the restriction on the Dividend 
schme, for God’s sake withdraw this 
scheme also. You have to pay them 
for two years. Your main object was 
that the workers should not have the 
money in cash in their pockets and 
you have achieved that—and you don’t 
bother whether the money has gone 
into the pockets of the employers by 
misappropriation—and so. now with- 
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draw this scheme and don’t keep it on 
for .another year. That is not going 
to make any difference to your 
wonderful theories about inflation. 

Secondly, in regard to the other 
dues which aie to be repaid, except in 
the case of those people who volun¬ 
tarily respond to Mr. Subramaniam’s 
appeal and are willing to keep them 
in deposits for a further period (it is 
their look-out), in the case* of those 
people who want repayment, the 
responsibility must be taken by the 
Government. They cannot say that 
they will recover the money from the 
employers by criminal proceedings 
and then repay it. It is Government 
which is responsible for th e whole 
mess and therefore the Government 
has got to pay the money and, in the 
meantime, they can go on with the 
proceedings for recovering the money 
from the employers. The workers 
have got into a frame of mind that 
their bonus hrs gone; let it be gone 
but now, in the festival season, if at 
least an instalment of the Compulsory 
Deposit is returned to us, we can use 
it for festival expenses etc. like buy¬ 
ing cloths and sweets for our children. 
Now a whole lot of festivals are 
approaching and people are waiting to 
see if they can get at least Rs. 200 or 
Rs. 300 on this account. But now 
they are bemg told that they will not 
have it til! you have recovered the 
money from the .employers. As I 
have said, this mess was created by 
Government and therefore I demand 
that the Government should take full 
responsibility for paying the workers; 
and they can recover the money as 
they please from the employers. Tf 
you want to avoid' any futher compli¬ 
cations, please scrap the scheme and 
withdraw it Just as you have with 
drawn the scheme for the employers. 

*SHRI c. SUBRAMANIAM: I fully 
®hare the concern expressed by the 
"■on. Member and, to a great extent, 
®hare his feelings also with regard *° *

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has been nus-appropriated by the 
employers and, on that ■ basis, he has 
expressed hig view that this scheme 
is a complete failure and that v/e 
have not kept the accounts and other 
things properly. But, to put the mat¬ 
ter straight, I would like to give thp 
figures with regard to what has real" 
ly happened. There are two things 
here. As far as the extra wages were 
concerned, that gcheme was only for 
one year and, after that, we did not 
extend it. As far as 50 per cent of 
the Dearness Allowance is concerned, 
It was originally for two years, anti 
we have extended it for another year; 
so it is for a period of three years. ; 

As far as the repayment of addi¬ 
tional wages is concerned, it started 
last year and Rs. 7.5 crores which was 
payable has been paid. There is ab¬ 
solutely no complaint that this amount 
has not been refunded. As far as the re¬ 
payment of Dearness Allowance ' is 
concerned, the first insta mdnt be¬ 
came repayable on th e 6 th July. 

Regarding th e point made by thd 
Hon, Member as to whether we were 
not aware that some of the people 
had not been depositing it, we were 
aware of it and, during the course of 
the year, we instituted proceedings 
against 58 Or 59 people. Now, we And 
that the total number of defaulters 
is 388 out of 76,500,. and the total sum 
involved was Rs. 7.34 crores, out of 
which Rs. 4 1 crores were payable by 
Coal India Limited; on the 23rd of 
this month, they had deposited Rs. 4 
crores; therefore, the balance whlcfij 
has to be recovered is Rs. 3 crores 
and odd. This is the amount involved. 
But I am in complete agreement with' 
the hon. Member that not depositing 
the money after, deducting it from the 
workers is a breach of trust or mis^ 
appropriation—any. ..‘word could he' 
used for characterising this aci p^ tlj^ 
employer. That is wjiy we hav n e 
provided in the Act—Parliament 
passed that Act—for a' minimum 
punishment of three xnondis , ' iinpriSpn- 
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ment to ■whosoever misappropriates 
the money without depositing it. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Are these 
figures inclusive of interest or do 
they represent only the principal? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: This is 
the principal amount. It is not the 
employer who pays the interest. It 
is the Government which pays interest. 
Therefore, the actual amount of de¬ 
fault Would be with reference to the 
principal amount. The interest, as I 
said, is payab] t by the Government. 
Therefore, that does not arise here. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: How 
much has been repaid on account of 
first instalment of D.A.? 


SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I 
give the figure.

The question is, therefore, about 
Rs. 3 crores, whose responsibility it is. 
I want to state this categorically. 
Perhaps, I would have put it in a 
different manner if I were asked to 
put it from the other side. After all. 
we ask the employers to function as 
our agents, and the principal cannot 
plead the negligence or the misfeas¬ 
ance of the agent to get away from 
his responsibility or liability. TEere- 
xure f not meiely from the moral 
background but from the legal back¬ 
ground also, it is the Government’s 
responsibility to pa y this amount. 
It they have misappropriated or if 
they have done something, it Is 
between the Government and those 
persons. As far as the workers are 
concerned, it is the responsibility of 
the Government, and I fully recognise 
that responsibility. Therefore, whether 
we collect it from them or not, 
whether there is delay or not, as far 
a* Government is concerned* they 
art bound to pay the amount to the 
according to the terms of 
the Statute, and we would do it.

interested. This depends upon 'he 
accounts being available in respect of 
each employee. That is expected to 
be kept by the employer. It is not 
as if once the money is available, it 
can be paid. It is a question of 
computing the accounts. This is not 
a matter which cannot be vertfie*, 
because, .they have got the muster 
roll, and'an amount corresponding to 
the amount that has been paid as 
dearness allowance, will have to be 
paid to him—'50 per cent will corres¬ 
pond to that. Therefore, it is a 
question of computing the accounts 
where the accounts have not been 
submitted.

Apart 
from the default by 388 employers in 
depositing the amount, which amounts 
to breach of trust, misappropriation and 
several other criminal offences, there 
ar e quite a number of undertakings 
which have not provided individual 
accounts to the workers. This is a 
malter which we are expeditiously pro¬ 
ceeding to sort out so that each worker 
would know what the actual amount 
due lo him is. 


I am not giving the figures with 
regard to the Government employees; 
I am giving the figures with regard 
to the workers only. Till now, as on 
13th August, an amount of 16.66 crores 
of rupees ha^ been paid towards 
principal along with the Interest. * 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: This is 
dearness allowance. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Yes, 
After all, it takes a little time for

the momentum to pick up and now 
that the matter has been raised in the 
Parliament also. I am sure, all those 
who are concerned in the matter will 
further quicken the process. I have 
also indicated that in any event, this 
process of payment should be com- 
p’eted by 31st October. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What is the 
total amount out of which this amount 
has been paid? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: As far 
a s the workers are concerned a total 
amount of Rs. 93.64 crores has to be 
paid and out of that Rs. 16.66 crores 
have been paid upto 13th August. And 
this is with reference to the workers, 
and not with regard to the Govern¬ 
ment servants. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: And this an 
relates to 388 employers. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: This is 
the total amount to be paid. The 
amount in respect of the 388 em¬ 
ployer® i s about seven crores, out of 
which four crores have already been 
remitted. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: And they have 
given the accounts to the workers. 

SHRI C. S1JBRAMANIAM: A large 
number of people haye not given the 
individual account. The money has 
been deposited with the Government. 
There is no question of any default. 

The money is available with the 
nominated authority. 

This is how the matter stands and 
as far as the payment is concerned. 

I have already stated that we take 
the full responsibility for the payment 
whatever might be default °r the 
offence. 


With regard to the question, as to 
how we are going to collect the 
J niount from the defaulter, w e have 
3r °vided in this Act that this could 
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be collected as land revenue through 
summary proceedings and also there 
is a provision of penal interest at the 
rate of 25 per cent on the monies 
held by them. The drive has been 
launched and the recoveries, apart 
from the prosecution, would be made 
in an expenditious manner. As I said, 
prosecution has been launched against 
59 employers. Earlier, the procedure 
was that in each case they used to 
write to us and get sanction for pro¬ 
secution. We have now given a 
general sanction that whosoever has 
defauUed, even without coming to us, 
they could launch the prosecution. 
They need not come to us for each 
case . With regard to the 388 em¬ 
ployers, general power has been given 
to the Provident. Fund Commissioner 
to launch th e prosecution. 

MR. CHAIRMAN. Do they report 
to you, what they have done? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: They 
do. For recovering the amount, the 
proceedings will have to be taken 
through the collectors for recovering 
this amount as land revenue. 

So, Ihis is the position. Therefore, 
please do not try to create an im¬ 
pression that the whole thing is a 
big fraud. If you take the total 
amount which has been collected 
under the DA, it is Rs. 1047 crores, out 
of which Rs. 3 crores are found to be 
missing. So, let us not exaggerate 
this thing. But I do not, as the same 
time, minimise the gravity of the 
offence as far as the individuals are 
concerned. But, if you take the 
totally, out of Rs. 1050 crores, only 
Rs. 3 crores are missing. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: If it |l 
Rs. 1000 crores, then one-fifth at it 
comes to Rs. 200 crores. The figures 
do not tally, 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I am 
talking about both inclusive of 
workers and Government employee*.

Therefore, this is the situation and 
I want to give the assurance to the 
hon. Member that no labour would 
be allowed to suffer because of the 
default of anybody—employer or even 
our own officers. Everybody woukl 
be gt anted and if the Government 
cannot pay, certainly then it is 0 
serious matter. I hope the solvencv 
of the Government is not doubted by 
even the hon. Members. Therefore, 
nobody need be under any apprehen¬ 
sion. We take the full responsibility 
for that and we would also see that 
it is paid as expeditiously as possible. 

In addition, the hon. Member has 
made a reference about the appeal I 
have made—‘Do not go and withdraw 
this money and consume it immedi¬ 
ately. We have given very attractive 
terms. If you again redeposit it with 
the Government, we will give you 2.5 
per cent over and above the bank rate 
which is presently 10 per cent. We 
will give 12.5 per cent if you deposit 
it for five years more. It is with the 
full backing of the Government 
guarantee and not the employer's 
guarantee. If they redeposit, then the 
money is available with the Govern¬ 
ment for investment, etc. To that 
extent, consumption need not increase 
within the country which, otherwise, 
is likely to increase the inflationary 
trend. Of course, the hon. Member’s 
point of view is that is has nothing 
to do with inflation. There we beg to 
differ. I suppose we need not argue 
that point here because in my view it 
is simply a law of demand and supply, 
lif the demand is more and the supply 
Is less ,automatically inflation ’ goes 


SHm frlDRAJIT GUPTA; But what 
about the money supply with em¬ 
ployers? Vou do not seem to be 
bothered about it 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: The 
hon. Mem be.- mentioned that while 
the workers have been called upon 
to sacrifice for another year, nothing 
has been done with regard to others.. 

SHRI TNDRA.TIT GUPTA: I did 
not say that. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: With 
regard to other income-tax payees 
which include the employers also, the 
hon. Member is aware that there is 
a compulsory deposit and that com¬ 
pulsory deposit has been in existence 
for the last two years. But now we 
have increased the percentage to be 
deposited and the corporate sector 
also has been called upon to deopsif. 
5 per cent of the profits into a com¬ 
pulsory deposit for five years. There¬ 
fore, it is not as if the corporate 
sector has been left out or the indi¬ 
viduals who are income-tax assessecs 
have been left out. They have also 
been called upon. So, as far as we 
are able to conceive, we are trying to 
hold the balance even and there is no 
question of being partial towards it 
or discriminating against the labour. 

The bon. Member seems to think 
that he is the only person or this i" 
the only Party interested in the wel¬ 
fare of the workers and that as far 
as this government is concerned, it 
is an exploiter of the workers. I 
want to disabuse him of this; kindly 
grant us our bona fldes also. We are 
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as much interested in the welfare of 
workers, if not more, as far as the 
workers are concerned and that will 
adways be our attitude and we will 
give priority to the welfare of the 
workers and also to the welfare of 
others who are even below the 
workers’ standard with regard to the 
availability of consumption money and 
the availability of essential commodi¬ 
ties. From that point of view, I 
would respectfully submit tha; while 
I do agree that perhaps all the figures 
could have been given when the 
question was put ( I am sorry I was 
not present at that time and perhaps 
my colleague also did not anticipate 
that such details would be asked for. 
We gave all the figures in the oihei 
House and row I have given all the 
figures in this House. I want to give 
an assurance that the workers interests 
will b e fully protected and the 
Government stands guarantee for it. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; What 
about the list of 388? 


SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I shall 
certainly place it on the Table of 
both the Houses. I have agreed. 1 
am told >t will be a very interesting 
list. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Shri Chandra- 
ppan may please put a question. No 
speech. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Jorhat): 
Can I put a question? 

MR. CHAIRMAN. No. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherry): The Half-an-hour discussion 
has been useful, in that an assurance 
has been given by the Minister, which 
assurance was not coming from the 
hon. Deputy Minister, that day, that the 
Government will take responsibility 
for payment. You have said that out 
°* Rs. 7.84 crores..., 


SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: You 
need not repeat the figure, you put 
the question. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Pay¬ 
ment to the extent of Rs. 4 crores 
was defaulted by the Public Sector 
undertakings. Out of 388 employers 
who have defaulted ,you have pro¬ 
ceeded against 58 only. Against the 
others you have pow given a sanction 
to proceed. 1 would like to know 
what action the Government will take 
against those who are in-charge of 
those public sector undertakings who 
did default, whether any action has 
already been taken against the people 
who are in-charge of those undertak¬ 
ings or whether the Government 
intends to do something about it soon. 
Out of Rs. S3 crores which had to be 
refunded You yourself (admitted*that 
about Rs. 1(5 crores. That means 
nearly Rs. 77 crores have to be 
refunded. You yourself admitted that 
the accounts are almost in a mess. 
How will you ensure that the accounts 
will be properly made within the 
stipulated lime, i.e. by 31st October, 
1976? What steps will the Govern 4 - 
ment be taking for ensuring that this 
large amount of accounts will be set 
right within the stipulated periods? 

SHRI S M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
The hon. Minister knows that there 
is a Joint Consultative machinery. We 
were assured that all the Central 
Government employees will be given 
a receipt so that they may know what 
amount has been deposited. In some 
of the Departments receipts have not 
been given. I would like to get an 
assurance from the hon. Minister that 
these receipts will be distributed in 
all the Departmental undertakings and 
Central Government offices so that 
they may have confidence and there 
may not b e any suspicion that the 
money will not be paid to them. 

An assurance was there to the 
effect that every depositor or every 
.Government employee whose money 
has been impounded—-D. A. or wages— 
will be given a further receipt. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: Intimation . 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: W e call 
it a receipt. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM He 
mean's an account of it. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): The 
total amount that has been deposited 
according to the figures given here 
exceeds a thousand crores of rupees. 
I hope you will kindly permit me to 
ask or to suggest about the workers’ 
sector about which we had a discus¬ 
sion in camera the other day in the 
Consultative Committee. There was 
this discussion in the consultative 
committee and the hon Minister was 
good enough to say that we will be 
given the outlines of this Workers’ 
Sector in course of time. May I 
know from the Minister that in order 
to ensure that the workers have a 
stake in the workers’ sector whether 
there will be certain advantages for 
them in belonging to the workers’ 
sector in as much as when a govern¬ 
ment employee retires or when a 
worker in a public sector retires then 
this particular workers’ sector w'ill 
give preference in regard to employ¬ 
ment to his progeny or heir? 

MR. CHAIRMAN; Where does the 
“Workers Sector’ come in this 
discussion? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: We had a 
discussion.... 

MR CHAIRMAN: Don’t enlarge 
the scope of the discussion. You can 
raise it on another occasion, not now. 
This does not arise now. Don’t con¬ 
fuse the issues; already there is 
enough confusion 1 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Kindly bear 
with me. Since the hon. Minister has 
already stated about it, may 1 know 
whether my first suggestion at least 
is acceptable? 


SHRI B. V. NAIK: This is regard- 
ing the utilisation of the money which 
is belonging to the workers. What 
better constructive use can be there? 
This will have a furutistic value and 
it will have some relevance. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You are a great 
furutist, I agree. But please choose 
some other occasion, not this one. 
Now, Dr. Ranen Sen.

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): Yes¬ 
terday th'e hon. Minister made a 
statement in the Rajya Sabha. That 
statement does not tally with the 
statement which he made here today. 
He said there: 

‘As on 13th August, 1976, an 

amount of Rs. 20.66 crores has been 

repaid towards the principal.’ 

Today he says, Rs. 16.66 crores of 
D A. has been repaid. The Minister 
will try to tally these figures but 1 
have not been able to tally them. I 
am surprised about it and that is why 
I am bringing it to his notice. My 
main question is this. In the list that 
was supplied yesterday in the Rajya 
Sabha, names of some very big em¬ 
ployers are mentioned. The Sahu- 
Jain group is there. There are names 
of Jaipur Minerals Development Syn¬ 
dicate, Jaipur Udyog, Kanpur Jute 
IJdyog, Alok Jain group and so on. 
In the jute mills category there are 
Bajorias, R. N. Goenka, Bird Group 
of Jute mills, m default of Rs. 1.56 
crores and they have gone In appeal 
to the High Court. This must be 
known to the hon. Minister. So, 
this thing is happening. My question 
is this. I can understand this in 
smaller units, though it is not per¬ 
mitted. Here you find big employers 
like Sahu-Jain, Bajorias, Goenka 
and Bird and Company. My question 
is whether the Government while 
prosecuting these companies have 
ever thought of arresting anyof them 
under MISA. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Even that does So many workers are being arrest- 

not arise. ed under MISA. Why not apply a 
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little bit of MISA to some of these 
big tycoons so that it becomes an 
object lesson to the rest of the em¬ 
ployers who are defaulting. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Why not 
COFEPOSA? It is also very relevant. 

DR. RANEN SEN; Some deterrent 
punishment is now called for. This 
is my suggestion. Have Government 
thought of it? Because they ?re go¬ 
ing to the High Court. After defal¬ 
cating the money, they are going to 
the High Court and the High Court 
is giving them certain relief in the 
form of stay order. Why not then 
taken the bull by the horns and arrest 
them under MISA? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Is it his infor¬ 
mation that they have got stay in 
some cases? 

DR. RANEN SEN: This is my in¬ 
formation. I came recently from Cal¬ 
cutta. I was astonished to find that 
the Calcutta High Court can do any¬ 
thing. So behind the back of * the 
High Court, some of these fellows 
can be arrested under MISA so that 
it becomes an object lesson. This is 
my suggestion and also question, 
whether Government have thought of 
it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; It is a sugges¬ 
tion for action. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: His sug¬ 
gestion is that both should be 
arrested-—the High Court judges and 
the employers! 

HR. RANEN SEN: No, no. I am 
making this suggestion very serious- 
iy. not in the spirit in which Shri 
Banerjee has suggested. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANI AM: The 
first question put was about the de¬ 
faulters in the public sector. We 
shall certainly examine it and try to 
find out whether there has been any 
mal a ftdea in that. If that is so, even 
if it be the public sector, we would 
not hesitate to take action. We will 
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have to look into in what circums¬ 
tances the officers made the default. 
That is quite a different thing. 

As far as compilation of accounts 
is concerned, the number of accounts 
is round about 76,500—so many em¬ 
ployers are concerned in this. Out of 
these, apart from 388 who have not 
deposited the amount, about 10,000 
employers have not given the account 
as such. So we will have to pursue 
them and get the accounts from them. 
As I have already said, it is only a 
question of compilation because it is 
bound to be in the account, muster 
roll, when money is paid. So we 
will try to deploy teams to each 
State and compile the accounts. That 
is why I am taking two months 
period so that by 31 October at least, 
it should be completed. Therefore, 
as far as that is concerned, that com¬ 
pilation will be done and we shall 
try to complete it as quickly as 
possible. 

As far as giving receipt is con¬ 
cerned, it is not the receipt that is 
given. It is a kind of statement of 
account, so much of money having 
been given. Except for the 10,000 
odd, the others have given state¬ 
ments to each individual employee. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; He says that 
some government departments have 
not done it. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; In go- 
' vernment departments, I do not think 
there is any difficulty because no¬ 
body can take away the money. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: It has 
been done in some departments. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: If it has not 
been done in some departments, it 
may be done. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: If it is 
brought to my notice, I will see that 
it is given. 
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[Shri C, Subramaniam] 

I am glad you yourself said that 
the workers’ sector does not arise 
now; it will be too wide a subject to 
be dealt with in a half hour 
discussion. 

I am glad Dr. Sen made the point 
that some of lhes e fellows have gone 
to the High Court. The High Court 
belonging to his own State has got 
its own standard. I do not want to 
say anything about it. They have 
given stay, in regard to prosecution 
and perhaps even with regard to the 
recovery of the amount I do not 
want to say in what cases stay has 
been given in the Calcutta High 
Court. But this is not the only in¬ 
stance. I am sure hon. members are 
aware of so many investigations hav¬ 
ing been held up by just giving stay. 
And once a stay is given, the petition 
for stay also does not come up for 
orders for years together. That is the 
real difficulty. 

DR. RANEN SEN: That is wny I 
am suggesting MISA. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Unfor¬ 
tunately, there are those who believe 
in the judiciary, the wisdom of the 
judiciary. But these are the facts of 
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life. So we have to take that into 
account. I do agree some people have 
obtained stay i n this matter, and it is 
rather a strange thing. What to do' 
in those cases certainly we shall take 
into consideration. We should not 
get into contempt for those very 
offences in regard to which the High 
Court has given stay, if I take action 
under MISA. It should be for some 
other reason; the same reason can 
not be* used. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; You do 
not have to give reasons under MISA 
nowadays. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; Ask any 
police officer and he will tell you 
(Interruptions). 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: In 
appropriate cases, perhaps for the 
purpose of teaching a lesson, some¬ 
thing might be done. But I am not 
giving you any assurance with regard 
to that. Certainly it is a worthy 
suggestion to be examined.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 
Mining of Bauxite 

*223. SHRI R. K. SINHA: Will the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES be 
pleased to state: 

(a) the places where bauxite de¬ 
posits of high grade have been found; 
and 

(b) whether Government propose to 
keep mining of this bauxite deposit 
in the public sector? 

THE deputy minister IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD): a) The 
deposits of high gr^jde ar.d low grade 
bauxite are usually associated to¬ 
gether. However, substantial high 
grade deposits occur in Orissa and 
Andhra Pradesh on the East Coast 
Ranges and there are some high grade 
deposits also in Madhya Pradesh, 
Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, Gujarat, Maha¬ 
rashtra and Karnataka. 

(b) To the extent such bauxite de¬ 
posits are required to feed alumina/ 
aluminium plants in the public sector, 
mining of such deposits would also be 
in the public sector. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: The Bharat 
Aluminium Company, the only public

inside the country. 


THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT 
YADAV): The hon. Member will be 
glad to know that this Bharat Alu¬ 
minium Company has started function¬ 
ing very well in the very first year of 
its production. It has reached 98 per 
cent of its utilisation capacity and the 
metal it has produced, the EC' grade 
metal, from the point of purity is one 
of the best. It has also exported some 
of this EC grade metal to countries 
like Japan where it has found wide 
acceptance as conforming to interna¬ 
tional standards. 


We are also exporting alumina to 
the Soviet Union. The only difficulty 
to-day is that the power that we re¬ 
quire for this factory is not available 
and it is causing delay in regard to 
further production. Only one pot line 
is producing and other pot lines are 
still to be commissioned. As soon a* 
we get the power, that will be done. 
We are in touch with the Madhya Pra¬ 
desh Government and every possible 
effort is being made by the Madhya 
Pradesh Government also to see that 
they Will be able to supply power to 
us at the earliest. 
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. j would also like to' ascure the hon. 
Member that we are also taking care 
that bauxite is taken, as a priority 
mineral and the GSI and MEEC have 
been instructed to go in for a crash 
programme so that we may explore 
the availability of bauxite and see to 
its possibility because aluminium is 
one metal in which there is a good 
possibility for exports as also for do¬ 
mestic use. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: I am happy to 
hear what the hon. Minister has 
said. 

I also understand that the GSI and 
the Metal Exports and Exploration 
Corporation are jointly carrying on a 
detailed survey, analysis of samples, 
etc. and the considerable success they 
have achieved raises the possibility 
that there will be sufficient growth and 
development of this industry 

I would like to know whether ,t 
will be reserved lor exploitation in 
the public si't-n only. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV. Real¬ 
ly speaking, a sea change m our bau¬ 
xite prospects has taken piace. alter 
we have located a very large quantity 
of bauxite of very high grade in east 
coast covering Orissa and Andhra 
Pradesh. The present indication is 
that we may be able to get 1,000 M. T. 
of bauxite m this range. It is a long 
range of 300 K.M. The depth of 
bauxite mineral is also quite appre¬ 
ciable. The mineral content is also 
upto the world standard, 45 per cent 
to 48 per cent. This will he one of the 
best grades available in ihe world. We 
are looking forward that this will lie 
a big deposit and that is why we are 
taking up a crash programme. So far 
as his other question is concerned, so 
far, the aluminium production has 
been in the private sector. It is only 
now that BALCO has come into 
existence. Whatever may be the 
undertaking the mining will be re¬ 
served for the public sector. But at 
this stage we cannot say what will be 
the future pattern. 


OR. RANXN SEN: A few weeks back 
there was a report in the newspapers 
that the expected bauxite deposit 
around BALCO was exaggerated in 
the earlier stage, and that that muck 
of bauxite would not be available in 
that area. This is causing misgivings 
to people working in BALCO. So I 
want to know how far this newspaper 
report is correct. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: In 
the earlier stages when mining started 
GSI mentioned in its report that there 
is erratic availability in that area. 
They also 'advised that mechanised 
mining should not take place because 
of the erratic nature of the region. 
But when mining started we found 
that the estimate given by GSI was 
not correct and almost 50 per cent 
bauxite deposits are found there. 
Therefore we have a^ked BALCO <o 
apply to Orissa Government to get 
some more leases There it a possibi¬ 
lity of getting this in Banda district 
of U.P. which is also near BALCO 
We are examining whether from that 
area they can supply bauxite. So, all 
these things are being examined. 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHATJ- 
DHARY: So far as bauxite deposit in 
the country is concerned the percent¬ 
age of alumina varies from 7 to 40 
per cent. Throughout the world there 
are very few high deposits. Govern¬ 
ments are using lower percentage of 
deposits with higher percentage de¬ 
posits. May I know whether in public 
sector undertakings these lower grade 
and highei grade bauxite would be 
mixed and used in aluminium pro¬ 
duction? If not, why not? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: Sir. 
this is a correct approach that we are 
taking. Taking the low-grade and Ihe 
high-grade alumina we should find out 
the metal-content after beneficiation. 

Really speaking, in Sarguja areata 
Madhya Pradesh, we have found* 3 
huge quantity of bauxite but that is 
of low-grade bauxite. In this respect, 
we are seeking the help of some o* 
those countries which have the techno- 
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logy of upgrading the low-grade 
bauxite to high-grade bauxite. We 
want both the lowgrade and highgrade 
bauxites available to be mixed and the 
full advantage should be taken. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Sir, alu¬ 
minium industry comes under the 
schedule of the Industrial Policy Re¬ 
solution of 1956. That is why the pri¬ 
vate sector was allowed to set up 
industries. That is how Indalco etc. 
came up. Now that the BALCO has 
come into existence, may* I know, 
whether the Government will think of 
not allowing the private sector any 
further to set up new units or to ex¬ 
pand their existing units. May I know 
what is the policy of the Government 
in this regard? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; I 
think it will not be advisable at this 
stage to do that when the private sec¬ 
tors are already in existence and are 
producing this. There are certain 
guidelines issued by Government and 
they have to function according to 
them. Therefore, when we need this 
metal, it will not be correct to say 
at this stage that we will not allow 
their expansion and also to set up new 
units. As I have said earlier, now 
that BALCO has come into existence 
in the public sector in this area, we 
will take care of that. 

Micro-Wave Network 

‘224. SHRI D. D. DESAI: Will the 
Minister of COMMUNICATIONS be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the country will be 
covered by micro-wave communica¬ 
tions network soon; and 

(b) if so, whether the country is 
producing indigenously equipment for 
the micro-wave network? 

.THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY op COMMUNICATIONS 
(SHRI JAGANNATH PIAHADIA); (a) 
(b). It has been planned to pro- 
^de broad band telecommunication 
ftedia such as Micro-wave Redio-relay 


system and/or coaxial cable system 
over the major trunk routes in the 
country. 

Some types of micro-wave radio- 
relay systems are already in produc¬ 
tion in the Indian Telephone Indus¬ 
tries at Bangalore. More types are 
being developed. Adequate capacity 
to meet the country’s requirements is 
expected to be established soon. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: Sir, the commu¬ 
nication system have, particularly, 
we are referring" to the telephones, 
requires much to be desired. Will the 
hon. Minister tell me, in that direction, 
whether it will be the Government’s 
endeavour to see that the micro-wave 
stations, the repeater antennas, are set 
up in as many localities as possible 
and would be not consider that the 
present communication does not com¬ 
pare well even to the radio communi¬ 
cation that we have or which we re¬ 
ceive and will he not do something in 
that regard?. 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (DR. SHANKER DAYAL 
SHARMA): So far as micro-wave sys¬ 
tem is concerned, we are trying to 
develop that. Last year, the micro- 
wave kilometreage was doubled—-we 
have provided 8,600 k.m. and we are 
going to provide upto 20,000 K.M. The 
hon. Member, when he talked about 
the mechanisation, seems to be a lit¬ 
tle confused between long distance 
transmission and local switching. In 
local switching, mechanisation and 
electronics arc being considered. 
Micro-wave is used for long distance 
transmission purposes. There again, 
micro-wave is not the only answer 
because in micro-wave, the capacity 
is limited. The countries are going 
with the micro-wave and co-axial 
cable at the same time. The possibi¬ 
lities in co-axial cable have gone up 
recently very much. We can carry 
many more channels and more safely 
through it. India, like other countries 
in the world, has to have both mirco- 
wave and co-axial. Similarly, the 
terrain will determine whether the 
micro-wave will be more economical 
or co-axial will be cheaper. Naturally, 
where there are hills, micro- 
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wave becomes easier and cheaper. 
When we take a large number of 
channels in co-axial cables, they are 
dropped in the way. In that way they 
are more economical. So we have 
decided that we will try to develop 
both of them. We are going about 
long distance transmission in a big 
way because the return is good. The 
STD which we are able to bring in is 
also useful. We are using both micro- 
wave and co-axia], for long distance 
transmission also. We have developed 
the capacity so far as the micro-wave 
id concerned. We are also planning 
and we are almost ready with the 
solid state micro-wave. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: When I men. 
tinned ‘mechanical device’, I meant the 
cross bar system which we are pre¬ 
sently using. Will he phase it out 
and replace it by electronic exchanges 
or not? We have available in the 
country both the Electronics Corpora¬ 
tion and the Electronics Department. 
Their assistance could be obtained in 
sensing. selecting and switching. 
When I mentioned about repeater an¬ 
tennae. this took into account the fact 
that micro-wave travels in the same 
way as light, that is in a straight line, 
and therefore, repeater antennae were 
considered necessary. I am only re¬ 
questing the hon. Minister whether he 
would get rid of the present system 
and replace it by electronic exchanges 
coupled with micro-wave. 

MR. SPEAKER; The question is too 
long and the answer will be even 
longer. You will have to explain your 
question, what you meant, what you 
did not mean. What is your question? 
You are explaining your earlier ques¬ 
tion, what you meant. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; I am saying 
this to make it easier for him to 
answer. The question is whether the 
present combination of mechanical 
and electrical devices would be rep¬ 
laced by electronic exchanges coupled 
with micro-wave. 

MR. SPEAKER; i think you are 
' giving information. 


SHRI D. D. DESAI; What steps is 
he taking to eliminate the cross bar 
system? 

MR. SPEAKER: There is no question 
in it. It is more an explanation. Shri 
Tiwary. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: After the 
introduction of the micro-wave system, 
there are still complaints that at cer¬ 
tain places the telephones are not 
working properly. May I know what 
improvements have been brought 
about on the old system after the in- 
troduction of this system, and if there 
are breakdowns or improper working, 
what steps are being taken to have it 
rectified? 

DR. SHANKER DAYAL SHARMA: 
As 1 pointed out in the beginning, 
there seems to be confusion between 
two different processes. There is 
local switching and there is long dis¬ 
tance transmission. These are two 
different processes altogether. Micro- 
wave is used for long distance trans¬ 
mission. So far as long distance 
transmission is concerned, micro-wave 
is functioning fine. We have to in¬ 
crease the number of channels. For 
micro-wave, we have repeater stations 
with tower and antennae for repeating 
micro-wave signals from one to an¬ 
other. On wide band micro-wave sys¬ 
tems. we provide 1800 telephone chan¬ 
nels to each radio bearer channel. We 
add more radio channels on any route 
depending on the circuit requirements. 

As regards the other trouble that 
you are talking about, regarding local 
switching, if the hon. Speaker permits, 
1 can explain. 

MR. SPEAKER: No more.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMI¬ 
LY PLANNING (SHRI A. K. M. 
ISHAQUE): (a) and (b). Yes, Sir. 

(c) The vaccine has offered 90-100 
per cent protection to children in the 
age group 1—4 years. .It has given 
62—77 per cent protection to all age 
groups above i year. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: In view of 
the fact that the previous cholera 
vaccine used to give partial immunity 
for only six months, we request the 
hon. Minister to clear our doubts whe¬ 
ther the new vaccine has got any ad¬ 
vantage over the previous one in giving 
immunity of a longer duration or giv¬ 
ing absolute immunity from this dread¬ 
ed disease? What is the latest re¬ 
search in regard to this matter? 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE* It is defi¬ 
nitely an improvement on the last one. 
So far as protection is concerned, in 
the age group 1—4 years it gives 100 
per cent protection and in other groups 
it gives protection upto 77 per cent 
In that respect it is definitely nn im¬ 
provement upon the previous one. 
Secondly, so far as the duration is con¬ 
cerned, by its nature it is presumed to 
be giving protection for a certain 
period; the one now under considera¬ 
tion has a period of 380 days and on 
that account also it is an improvement 
on the last one. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: What are the 
other researches that are going on to 
give fuller protection to the persons 
vaccinated and also for producing some 
type of oral vaccine so that people can 
accept it rather easily. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: I think a 
very useful drug has been manufac¬ 
tured in the country, that is known as 
corosol and it has brought about a re¬ 
volution in this respect'. It can be 
taken orally. But health education 
and personal hygiene is the best 
method of protecting people. 

DR. KAILAS: May I know, from the 
hon. Minister whether this vaccine is 
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available to areas which are endemic, 
it is known that storage facilities in 
those areas are negligible and that 
there are no adequate refrigeration 
facilities which are needed to keep its 
potentiality an<j the number cl vacci¬ 
nators are also less than needed. May 
I know further whether there is any 
definite distribution system or network 
so that this improved type of % aecir.e 
can be used effectively? 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE; There is. 
some improvement in this matter We 
have 54 districts which are endemic 
ond we could give coverage only lor ?8 
»n<stricts; we are extending this co\o- 
iage to other areas.

Colombo Summit Deliberations on

c HAVAJff) : (a) and <b). The Diego 


Garcia base came in for strong cri¬ 
ticism during the discussions on the 
item on the “Indian Ocean as a Zone 
of Peace” at the recently concluded 
5th Non-aligned Summit Conference 
in Colombo. The Conference, inter- 
alia, adopted a formulation condemn¬ 
ing “the establishment, maintenance 
and expansion of foreign and impe¬ 
rialist military bases and installations, 
such as in Diego 'Garcia, by the great 
powers in the pursuit of their strate¬ 
gic interests a s well as the continuing 
escalation of great Power military 
rivalry and tension in the Indian Oc 
can as they constitute a direct threat 
to the independence, sovereignty, ter¬ 
ritorial integrity and peaceful develop¬ 
ment of States of the region.” 

A similar paragraph also figured in 
the Resolution adopted by the Con¬ 
ference on the subject. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
It is really good news that Diego Gar¬ 
cia has been specifically mentioned 
and it has come up not only for cri¬ 
ticism but for condemnation In 
the formulation quoted by the hon 
minister it is said: 

“the establishment, maintenance 

and expansion of foreign and im¬ 
perialist military bases and installa¬ 
tions, such as in Diego GaTcia....” 

It implies that there are other has- 
es and installations by foreign im¬ 
perialist powers. In the formulation 
it is said that “it i s in pursuit of the 
Great power rivalry. So far a s the 
Soviet Union is concerned, it has cate¬ 
gorically stated, not once but several 
times, that it is interested in preserving 
the Indian Ocean as a zone of peace. 
So, there is no question of rivalry, 
so far as the Soviet Union is con¬ 
cerned. It is very well known that 
America is building~the base in Diego 
Garcia. So, will th e Government teD 
us which are the other foresign im¬ 
perial power s which are .building bas¬ 
es and putting, up installations'in the 
Indian Ocean, apart from America? 
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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
If he really wants information on 
facts, in Djibouti France has got a 
base. I am mentioning this for the 
purpose of illustration. But the basic 
question is keeping the Indian Ocean 
a zone of peace by eliminating the 
foreign bases, imperialist bases, as 
you would call it.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What is 
this “imperial and foreign”? Could 
ther e be an imperial base, which is 
not foreign? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
There cannot be, I can understand it 
But in a conference like this, to meet 
the other man’s point of view, you 
have to accommodate certain phrases. 
Really speaking, there cannot be 
an y non-imperial foreign bases. Fore¬ 
ign base is the basic thing. These 
bases are certainly imperialistic and 
•we should certainly try to contain them. 
That is my intention. The great 
powers are many, not only one ir 
two. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Which are the other great powers 
which are building up installations 
there. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Minister gave 
the information. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
The question is not who has got it. 
The question is what are the possi¬ 
bilities. We are trying to provide 
against potential possibilities. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
In view of the fact that Diego Garcia 
is so dose to our country and also in 
view of the fact that so many coun¬ 
tries have condemned this base, what 
further action do the Government pro¬ 
pose to take to mobilise public opinion 
and to see that it is eliminated? Sec¬ 
ondly, will the hon. Minister be able 
to give us information about the per- 
sent siage of the base in Diego Garcia. 
'Lastly, what has happened to the peo> 
pie who wer e there in that island? 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
So far as the first part of the questoin 
is concerned, we are participating in 
a meeting of the littoral countries to 
be convened by the Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee. I think the Chairman of 
the Ad Hoc Committee had made a 
reference to all the participating coun¬ 
tries, littoral countries, about their 
suggestions on the agenda, timing 
etc. of the Conferences. The re¬ 
commendations and suggestions from 
the different countries have been re¬ 
ceived. If at all the Conference has 
to be of any practical use, we should 
secure the participation of the Great 
Powers in the Conference. Otherwise, 
it would be Just talking at in a con¬ 
ference. So far, I do not think we 
have succeeded in getting any willing¬ 
ness on the part of the Great Pow¬ 
ers to participate in it. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Which are the Great Powers which 
were approached and which have re¬ 
fused? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
I think I will have to ask this oues- 
tion to the Chairman of the Conference 
I am giving you the information I 
have got. 

So far as the present stage of the 
base is concerned, I think it has ad¬ 
vanced quite a bit and it has become 
operative. 

So far as the population Of that area 
is concerned, I think it is well-known— 
in fact, we were also worried aoout 
this controversy—that there were some 
people and those people were evacuated 
to some other parts. 


SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: The hon. Minister has not state/ 
what step 5 the summit conference has 
taken to mobilise world ojmton, and 
whether any strong official protest has 
been sent to the United Stoles to ie ~ 
move the nuclear base Into W*t° 
Garcia, 
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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
jt is not a question of sending protests. 
We have many times stated our views 
bilaterally also to the United States 
Government. In my discussions with 
the Secretary of State I have more 
f bpn once emphasized this aspect of 
India’s point of view. Of course, we 
have not received any positive response 
to that. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNS1: 
In view of the fact that the non-nligned 
countries are strongly in favour of 
peace in the Indian Ocean and adopted 
a resolution unanimously condemning 
the nuclear base in Diego Garcia, may 
I know whether any specific direction 
was provided to the countries attend¬ 
ing the conference to persuade other 
countries which! were outside the ncn- 
alignment movement but were not 
hostile to non-alignment to mobilise 
opinion in the U.N., and whether any 
such countries outside the non-align¬ 
ment movement were present as obser¬ 
vers when this resolution was adopted 
by the conference? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Efforts will have to be made to keep 
the unity of the littoral States and see 
that they are not manipulated by 
others by introducing some extraneous 
elements in the discussions of the con¬ 
ference. That is one part that will 
have to be taken care of because at¬ 
tempts are made to introduce such ele¬ 
ments as inter se rivalry or the naval 
positions of the States in the Indian 
Ocean itself. Then, as 1 said, the 
major emphasis will have to be to call 
this conference and secure the parti¬ 
cipation of the Powers concerned. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: When I 
referred to non-imperialist bases there 
wa s some laughter in the House, but I 
had a purpose in using that phrase, 
because we read from press reports of 
the Colombo Conference that some 
allegations were made there or attempt¬ 
ed to he made by the delegation of 
Bangla Bosh to the effect that in the 
Indian Ocean security and peace are 
abo threatened by another great Power

or big Power, namely India. This is 
what they were trying to put across, 
saying that they were a small country 
while India was a big one with large 
naval power. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
They never mentioned India. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It was 
understood whom they were meaning. 
So, I would like to know the reaction 
among other countries regarding this 
question whether other people also 
really consider that India is a big 
Power in the Indian Ocean about 
which they should be careful and vigi¬ 
lant. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
As we did not make any reference to 
this statement in our statement, we 
can very well say that it was really 
speaking ignored by others as well as 
by us. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
The hon. Minister has made it clear 
that in spite of alt the protests and so 
on one great Power has established 
what is now termed an operational or 
operative base in the Indian Ocean, 
and the remedy norw sought is to hold 
another conference trying to cct the 
major Powers to attend it, but so far 
the major Powers have failed to res¬ 
pond. In case these effort continue to 
fail or the littoral States in the Indian 
Ocean are not in a position to resist 
the danger that arises from the foreign 
base, will they permit another Power 
to come into the Ocean in order - to 
counter the first Power? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
It depends upon the unity of littoral 
States concerned. This is the basic 
thing. It is not a question of now 
asking some other power not to come. 
What about the power which is ilready 
there? This is the main thrust of the 
question. These problems and these 
conceptions have to be patiently work¬ 
ed out. There cannot be any quick 
answer for it in a short time. 
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Outbreak of Influenza in the country

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

ISHAQUE): (a) No, Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI: In this connection, I would 
like to draw the attention of the hon. 
Minister to the news-item published 
in the Hindustan Times dated 19th 
June, 1976. The headline is: “Flu 
epidemic in U.P. feared”. The news- 
item reads: 

“The Uttar Pradesh Health Direc¬ 
torate has advised citizens to be 
cautious against any outbreak of in¬ 
fluenza epidemic and contact the 
nearest hospital as soon as symp¬ 
toms are noticed.” 

In view of this, may I know what 
steps the Government propose to take 
or ha s taken in this regard? 

. SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE; We 
have come across this news-item. But 
thpre is no basis for that report. 
Whenever an epidemic breaks out, 
there is the. usual pattern of assistance 
rendered. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI: This news-item is given by 
Samacbar in the Hindustan Times. 

Secondly, the news-item also men¬ 
tions: 

“The step has been taken in view 
. .Qf a warning given by the World 
, .;Health Organisation that influenza 
may spread to wide areas of the 
world* 


If that is so, may I know what steps 
are being taken to ensure sufficient 
stock of medicine for treatment of in¬ 
fluenza in this country? 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: The 

WHO has a certain function of sur¬ 
veillance whenever there is an epide¬ 
mic in certain parts of the world. We 
have developed our own system of 
surveillance. In our country, we have 
four different units who do this work. 
There is the Central Research Insti¬ 
tute, Kasauli.... 

• 

MR. SPEAKER; You need not read 
out all that. 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: W e have 
our own surveillance pattern. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether Encaflaitis is 
an acute type of influenza or not and 
what are the causes of this disease. 
Many people have died in West Ben¬ 
gal, specially in the district of Burd- 
wan. May I know how many people 
have died of this disease? 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE; At the 
moment, I do not have the informa¬ 
tion. But that is under investiga¬ 
tion. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA: Is 
the Government aware that a new 
vaccine has been invented in USA 
and they are trying to undertake mass 
vaccination to check i nfl uenza on a 
very large scale? 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: They 
are doing their own job. But we .are 
also producing a vaccine in our own 
country.... 

MR. SPEAKER: H e is not asking 
what you are producing in our coun* 
try. He is asking whether you are 
aware of this hew vaccine that has 
been developed in l£S.A.

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH; What is 
the financial and other status of the 
Pharmacy Council of India in relation 
to Government? It is their intention 
to train 20,000 pharmacists 

CHOWDHURY RAM SEWAK: I 
do not know from where the figure 
of 20,000 pharmacists has come in 
When a discussion took place with the 
Commissioner of Family Planning, 
certain proposals were made by them. 
A meeting was held in Bangalore. In 
that meeting also, a resolution was 
passed. If you permit me, I will re¬ 
produce that.... 

MR. SPEAKER; Don't reproduce 
it. You can give a gist of it. 

CHOWDHURY RAM SEWAK; If 
they are prepared to cooperate in the 


family planning programme, whatever 
finance is required will he given. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: In the 
context of the answer given to the 
second part of my question, I want to 
know, by when Government is expec¬ 
ted to draw up the scheme and whe¬ 
ther the scheme will cover the said 
20,000 pharmacists or any particular 
number.

Land Acquired for Ratnagiri Alumi¬ 
nium Plant 

*232. SHRI S. L. PEJE: Will the 
Minister of STEEL AND MINES he 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether land measuring more 
than 500 acres have been acquired for 
the Aluminium Plant to be set up at 
Ratnagiri in Maharashtra;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD): (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (c), The land has been 
acquired by the Maharashtra Govern¬ 
ment through the Maharashtra Indus¬ 
trial Development Corporation Acqui¬ 
sition of land, and payment of amount 
to the farmer owners of land are mat¬ 
ters falling within the jurisdiction of 
State Governments. The Maharashtra 
Government have informed that Rtf. 
26.30 lakhs have already been paid 
out and that only 52 claims are still 
pending. 

SHRI S. L. PEJE: Will the Minis¬ 
ter give us some idea regarding the 
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utilisation of the land for the purpose 
lor which it hag been acquired? Have 
'Government made out any definite 
plan to implement the programme? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT 
YADAV): The land has been ac¬ 
quired. The plan is to have an alumi¬ 
nium plant there. But because of 
lack of resources, progress has not 
been made. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR; The hon. 
"Minister has said just now that pro¬ 
gress is not being made. I would 
like'to know specifically whether the 
project has been dropped altogether. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; The 
project has not been dropped. It is 
very much under consideration. But 
we hav e to see our resources position 
also. The land still belongs to the 
■company. 


SHRI B. V. NAIK: Of course, this 
is about the specific case of aluminium 
project at Ratnagiri. I find that the 
payment made is fairly adequate. 
Whenever such lands are acquired for 
industrial purposes from agricultu¬ 
rists, at least when the Government 
concerned have yet to make up their 
mind, will the rights of the cultiva¬ 
tors to be in possession of, and culti¬ 
vate, their lands, be honoured? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; The 
difficu lty which the hon. Member has 
pointed out does take place. In cer¬ 
tain cases, lands have been acquired 
and because of lack of resources, lands 
have not been utilised for quite some 
time. In certain cases we have per¬ 
mitted the agriculturists, we have 
given them on lease so that the land 
may not be unutilised. For example, 
in his own State, the land which was 
acquired for the steel plant was per¬ 
mitted to be utilised hy the agricul¬ 
turists from time to time. When work 
sfarts at that time it becomes very 
dpSctdt.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Would 
the Ministry have any objection in 
case the hon.

A Special group constituted 
by the Planning Commission to go into 
the commercial viability of the Salem 
Steel Project has recently submitted 
its report which is under considera¬ 
tion. 

(c) A budget allocation of Rs. 3 
crores has been made during the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU; I want 
to know from the hon. Minister as to 
what are the recommendations of the 
Special Committee. Can the Govern¬ 
ment assure that the steel plant at 
Salem will be pushed through as ori¬ 
ginally envisaged? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRAJIT 

YADAV): At this stage it will be 
difficult for me to disclose the nature 
of the recommendations of the Special 
Group because it was a meeting held at 
a high level in which the Prime Mini¬ 
ster also was kind enough to be pre¬ 
sent. The Finance Minister, the Deputy 
Chairman of the Planning Commission 
and myself were also present at that 
meeting when a decision was taken that 
a Special Group should be formed and 
they should give their report as early 
as possible. They have submitted their 
report and it is still under considers, 
tion. Therefore, it will not be possible 
to say. 

But I would like to say that the 
Salem Steel plant is a project which 
requires Rs. 816.88 crores and, there¬ 
fore, a big problem of resources is there. 
The scheme is there and the Govem- 
ment is very keen to find resources 
for this project. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU: In the 
second part of the answer, the Mini- 
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ster has said that a budget allocation 
of Rs. 3 crores was made. I. want to. 
know whether the amount will 
transferred to the project account and 
the work stopped for want of funds 
will be resumed. 

MR. SPEAKER: The work stopped 
for want of flunds will be resumed— 
that is the question. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: The 
real question is that the Plant wants 
that instead of R's. 3 crores they should 
have about Rs. 15 crores for the current 
year. But the major part of the amount 
will have to be advanced against 
machines and equipment. Once we 
make that commitment and make the 
advance, then unless and untill wfe 
get at least the financial resources for 
the first stage, it may not be ndvise- 
abie to make advances against ma¬ 
chines and equipment. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
May I know whether the planning 
and erection of the Salem Steel Plant 
is linked up with the other steel plants 
like Visakhapatnam and Vijayanagar? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: No, 
Sir. It has nothing to "So with the 
other plants. 

SHRI K. GOPAL: I may recall the 
assurance given in this House by our 
late Shri Mohan Kumaramangalam 
that the cold rolling complex will be 
on the stream in February 1976, But it 
now seems that it will not see the- 
light of the day at aE. The Minister 
himself said that it is a Rs. 516 crores 
project and that he is allotting a sum 
of Rs. 3 crores for the project which 
is just sufficient for the staff payments 
idling there for no fault of theirs. 

Will the Minister, therefore, tell 
us whether he is serious about the 
Salem project at all and whether he 
will allot more money this year so 
that the work can start in right 
earnest?

2 The Consumer Price Index Num¬ 
bers for Industrial Workers are being 
compiled on uniform and scientific lin- 
< s. In so far as the Consumer Price In- 
lex numbers are based on the actual 
consumption pattern of the workers as 
ascertained through family budget en¬ 
quiries, and measure the changes in the 
retail prices of the goods and services 
ncludcd in the consumption basket. 
These index numbers do reflect the re- 
alifv of the exnenditure pattern at a 
given time, and the prevailing trends in 
the retail prices of the goods and ser¬ 
vices incl aded in the consumption bas¬ 
ket. The position has been explained 
to the various Bank Employees’ Asso¬ 
ciations and Unions which have sent 
representations. 
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SHRI D. K. PANDA: A s^ious 
situation has arisen now. Between 
January and March the workers have 
been affected because of the inflated 
figures relating to consumer price 
index Each one on an average has 
suffered a loss of 20 rupees per month. 
The entire working class has given 
facts and figures, especially, the Indian 
Labour Journal has given this informa¬ 
tion for January to March, 1976 saying 
that the basket of essential constitute 
60 per cent. Except groundnut oil, the 
prices of all the other co mm oditi es 
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like wheat, arhar dhal, gram dhal, 
coconut oil, sugar, kerosene etc. have 
gone up. The table shows that the 
prices are galloping. It was stated 
that it had come down from 335 to 323 
in December 1975. I want to know, 
in view of the past experience—if the 
past experience is to be any guide— 
whether, as in Gujarat, Bombay and 
also in West Bengal, several high- 
power Committees have been set up 
or the Government is going to set up 
any such highpowered Committees in 
other places also so that the bungling 
done by the persons entrusted with 
the job of collection of statistics can 
be stopped by such high-powered 
Committees? 

It is known and admitted also that 
those very persons who are collecting 
the figures are hand-in-glove with 
the employers against the interests of 
the workingciass.

(i) Circuits (channels) on a con¬ 
gested route are being augmented 
as early as feasible. 

(ii) The Telecommunication Re¬ 
search Centre has evolved a series 
of circuit improvements which are 
being incorporated to overcome 
service deficiencies such as discon¬ 
nections of calls during conversa¬ 
tion, no-tone, etc. 

(iii) A Departmental Committee 
of experts has gon e into the causes 
of the shortcomings in the working 
o? S.T.D. The Committee in its 
report submitted in July, 1976 has 
suggested several Short and long¬ 
term measures which are under 
consideration 

(iv) The readings on all meters 
are recorded every fortnight and 
any sudden spurt in the number of 
calls is investigated immediately. 
Complaints regarding excess billing 
are looked into urgently and rebate 
allowed to the subscribers wherever 
the discrepancies are found in the 
bill due to error or due to some 
technical defect in the equipment. 

Financial Assistance for Development 
Programme in Nepal 

•237. SHRI N. E. HORO: Will the 
Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state the development pro¬ 
grammes being implemented in Nepal 
with Indian financial assistance? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI BIPINPAL DAS): India has 
been giving financial and technical 
assistance to Nepal since 1951 with 
a view to contributing to the all-round 
economic development of that country. 
The main development programmes 
for which assistance is being provided 
at present are in the fields of build¬ 
ing of roads and bridges, establish¬ 
ment of telephone exchanges and 
telecommunications facilities, smalt 
scale industry, health and education. 
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Assistance given to States for Postal 
and Telecommunications Facilities 

•238. SHRI GIRDHAR GOMANGO: 
Will the Minister of COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS be pleased to state: 

(e) whether the Ministry have pre¬ 
pared the plan and provided money 
on Priority basis to the identified 
backward States and the districts for 
the development of communication 
facilities both posted and telecom¬ 
munications, soqn after the identifica¬ 
tion in the current financial year; 

(b) if so, the outlines thereof; and 

(c) the financial assistance given 
to the States for these backward areas 
for the year 1976-77? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (DR. SHANKER DAYAL 
SHARMA): (a) and (b). Telecom¬ 
munication Facilities'. During the 
current year 800 P.C.Os. and 1100 
telegraph offices are proposed to be 
opened in the country and circle-wise 
targets have been fixed. Financial 
allocations have also been made for 
every circle for telecommunication 
development in the whole circle in¬ 
cluding the backward areas in the 
circle. While telecommunication 
facilities are normally provided only 
when remunerative, but a liberal 
policy is followed in opening P.C.Os. 
and Telegraph Offices at certain 
categories of stations and are opened 
even if they involve some loss. The 
policy for category stations is placed 
on the table of the House. While a 
minimum revenue of 25 per cent of 
the annual expenditure is the criterion 
to be satisfied in ordinary areas, this 
is relaxed to 15 per cent in backward 
areas and 10 per cent in hilly areas. 

Postal Facilities: 

The Fifth Five Year Plan provides 
for opening of 7500 post offices at a 
financial outlay of Rs. 5 crores. 
Priority is given for opening post 
offices in every backward areas. For 
this purpose, the norms for opening 
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of post offices in backward areas have 
been relaxed as follows:— 

(i) the permissible limit of loss 
(PLL) for opening of post offices 
is Rs. 1000/- per annum as against 
Rs. 750/- p.a. in normal rural areas 
with population of 2000 or more, 
and Rs 500/- per annum in areas 
where the population is less than 
2000. In exceptional cases, PLL is 
allowed upto Rs. 2500/-. 

(ii) 'the minimum income re¬ 
quired is 15 per cent of the cost in 
backward areas and 10 per cent in 
hilly areas as'against 25 per cent of 
the -■'ost for normal rural areas. 

(iii) no condition regarding popu¬ 
lation is applicable in backward 
areas. 

(c) Telecommunications : 

No direct financial assistance is 
given by the P&T Department apart 
from the above concessional treat¬ 
ment. 

Postal: 

Rs. 12 lacs have been allocated to 
various postal circles in 1976-77. No 
separate allocation is made for back¬ 
ward areas. 

Statement 

Revised policy for opening of Tele¬ 
graph offices (Combined offices) and 
Public Call Offices on loss basis 
during 5th Five Year Plan. 

The policy for opening of PCOs/ 
COs on loss during the 4th Five- 
Year Plan as enunciated in letters 
No. 53-2/71-TPL dated 14-1-72 and 
9-6-72 and amended vide letters 
Nos. 53-2/71-T.P.L 31-8-72 and again 
on 31-8-72 has been reviewed. The 
P&T Board has been pleased to 
revise this policy as under for the 
5th Five Year Plan:— # 

I. Telegraph and Telephone facili¬ 
ties shall be progressively extended to 
different categories of stations as 
indicated below subject to art overall 
limit of loss not exceeding Bs. 89 
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lakhs for providing both these facili¬ 
ties during the 5 th Five Year Plan 

i.e. from 1 - 4-74 to 31 - 3 - 1979 . 

II. Telegraph ( Combined) Officers. 

Combined (Telegraphs) offices may 
be opened at the category stations 
listed at 1,2 and 3 below, without limit 
of loss and at 4 and 5 with a limit of 
loss of Rs. 2,000 per annum in each case 
in ordinary areas and Rs. 0,000 in 
each case in hilly and backward areas. 
The estimated revenue shall be at 
least 25 per cent of the Annual Recur¬ 
ring Expenditure.

Ratnagiri Aluminium Project

(b) and (c). Plan provision ofRs. 50 
crores was included in the draft Fifth 
Plan for this project, with the balance 
to spill over into the Sixth Plan. 
Initial funds were provided to. meet 
the cost of land acquisition, prepar¬ 
ation of Detailed Project Reports, 
salaries of nucleus staff etc. and a 


total expenditure of Rs. 1.89 crores 
has been incurred upto 31-3-76; the 
question of surrendering any such 
amount, thus | did not arise. 

Subsequent to the draft Fifth Plan 
document being drawn up, however, 
the general constraint of resources 
compelled re-examination of many 
projects like this one on which sub¬ 
stantial start had not yet been made 
and for which steady flow of funds- 
year to .year till completion could not 
be foreseen. 

(d) The estimated cost of this project 
now is about Rs. 105 crores based on 
1976 prices. Such increase is inescap¬ 
able in respect of projects that could 
not be financed earlier.

The total length of Na¬ 
tional Highways in Gujarat was 1088 


Kms. on 31st March, 1969. It was 
raised to 1352 Kms. in the 4th Plan. 
Owing to financial constraints, the 
Government of India are unable to 
consider any proposal for any new 
addition to the existing National 
Highways System in any State at 
present.

India’s participation in Paris talks

(b) The Commissions have held 5 
sessions so far and there wa s also a 
mid-term review of the work of 
CIEC from 8 to 10th July, 1976 at 
the level of senior officials. 

The discussions in the first phase 
of thg Conference were primarily in 
tht shape of exchange of information 
and analyses. Even the work pro¬ 
gramme for the second and action- 
oriented phase has not yet been 
finalised and the July session of the 
Commissions ended in a deadlock. 
The Government of Lidia are dis¬ 
appointed at the lack of concrete 
progress during the first phase of 
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■CIEC. They trust that the current 
deadlock will be broken and that the 
developed countries would demons- 
trate their political will by cooperat¬ 
ing in genuine efforts to create a new 
international economic order.

This project would 
create employment potential for about 
100 workers ultimately and a sale 
value of Rs. 163 66 lakhs. 

Increase in road accidents 

1620. SHRI P. GANGA REDDY: 
Will the Minister of SHIPPING AND

by Central Road Research Institute 
has revealed that there has been a 
seven per cent increase in road acci¬ 
dents annually; and

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

TRANSPORT (SHRI DALBIR 
SINGH) t (a) Yes. Acording to this 


study, the number of road accidents 
in India increased by about 7.8 per 
cent per year, on an average, between 
the years 1960 and 1972. But, over the 
same period, the rate of road acci¬ 
dents per thousand motor vehicles, 
which was 91.7 in 1960, came down 
to 55.9 in 1972. 

(b) Some of the remedial measures 
suggested by Central Road Research 
Institute are a s under:— 

(i> For the safety of pedestrians, 
various traffic engineering 
measures have been suggested, 
e.g. side-walks on both sides 
of the road, pedestrian malls in 
shopping centres, well marked 
pedestrian crossings, a separate 
green signal phase for pedes¬ 
trians in the traffic signals at 
busy inter-sections, pedestrian 
operated push button type of 
signals at mid-block pedestrian 
crossings, subways and over- 
bridges, etc. A well planned 
education programme is needed 
to persuade pedestrians to avail 
themselves of the facilities pro¬ 
vided for them. 

(ii) For the safety of cyclists, cycle 
track s of good quality on both 
sides of the road and segrega¬ 
tion of cycle traffic from vehi¬ 
cular traffic at busy intersec¬ 
tions have been suggested. 

(iii) For the safety of motor cyc¬ 
lists, scooterists, wearing ot 
safety helmets, both by drivers 
and pillion ‘riders’ has been 
recommended. 

(iv) As, majority of the fatal and 
grievous injury accidents am 
caused by driver s of heavy 
motor vehicles like trucks and 
buses, safety aspects of both 
drivers and motor vehicles 
need due consideration. 

(v) Various traffic regulations such 
as one-way streets, parking 
regulations, speed control, etc., 
which can put down the num¬ 
ber t>f accidents, have teen 
recommended to be introduce* 
ed in the cities and towns. , 
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(vi) Need to have basic uniform 
traffic laws and also supple¬ 
mentary model traffic regula- 
&t tions in the country has been 

stressed. These laws and regu¬ 
lations should be set down in 
the form of a Highway Code 
easily understood by the public. 
These should be published 
through pictures, posters, etc., 
so that even the illiterate per¬ 
sons can understand them. 

<vii) .For planning and directing 
road safety activities through- 
» out th e country constitution of 

a National Hoad Safety Council 
is recommended. There should 
also be State Hoad Safety 
Councils and District Road 
Safety Councils to co-ordinate 
the activities of various depart¬ 
ments in the States and Dis¬ 
tricts respectively.

mentioned in part (b) of the Ques¬ 
tion, and the other relating to State 
Government’s responsibility for cons¬ 
truction of parallel service roads; the 
second agreement to be given effect 
from the date of its execution.

half of the amount, subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 1.50 lakhs was ap¬ 
proved, the balance amount being met 
by the State Government from their 
own resources. The work is in pro¬ 
gress and an expenditure of 
Rs. 1,56,030 has been incurred upto 
quarter ending June, 1976. 

With regard to the further aug- 
menting/upgrading the laboratory 
facilities in the State, the State Chief 
Engineer has intimated that, he has 
sent a scheme costing Rs. 66.00 lakhs 
to his State Government suggesting 
to them to request the Government of 
India for allocating at least a sum of 
Rs. 50.00 lakhs towards this scheme 
out of the Research and Development 
provision in the Central Road Sector 
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Plan. In view of similar requests 
from other States and limitation of 
resources, a broad scheme was pre¬ 
pared and discused recently at a 
meeting wherein the Joint Director, 
Kerala Highway Research Institute, 
was also present. The proposal of 
the Kerala Government requires to 
fcjg reframed in the light of the dis¬ 
cussions at the meeting when further 
action can be taken to examine the 
matter further along with .similar 
requirements of other States on 
receipt of a reference from the State 
•Government concerned, 
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Notification of vacancies by private 
sector employers

Although employers in the private 
sector do not at present have any 
statutory obligation to make recruit¬ 
ment through Employment Exchan¬ 
ges, the Employment Exchanges spon¬ 
sor candidates against the vacancies 
notified by the private employers and 
use persuasive methods to enlist their 
cooperation in making recruitment 
from amongst the nominees of the 
Exchange.

Labour is primarily concerned with 
legislation for the welfare of agricul¬ 
tural [workers and in laying down 
guidelines. The Minimum Wages Act. 
1948 and the Trade Unions Act 1926 
are applicable to agricultural labour. 
The Agricultural Establishments are 
not excluded from the Payment of 
Bonus Act, 1965. Agricultural Farms 
run on commercial lines are also cov¬ 
ered under Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947. The Employees Provident Funds 
Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 is 
applicable to agricultural labour en¬ 
gaged in specified Plantations. Wor¬ 
kers employed in farming by tractors 
or other mechanical power or by 
electricity are already covered by 
th e Workmen's Compensation Act, 
1923. 

The Government have set up a 
Standing Committee on Agricultural 
Labour, inter-alia to review the exis¬ 
ting legislative and other provisions 
for the welfare of agricultural labour 
and to suggest a comprehensive legis¬ 
lation on the subject on the lines of 
Kerala Agricultural Workers Act, 
1874. 

The Ministry of Works and Hous¬ 
ing have formulated a country-wide 
scheme for provision of House-sites 
for landless agricultural labour in 
rural areas, free of cost. Department 
cf Agriculture has intimated that 
while distributing surplus land, 
priorities should b e given to the 
landless Agricultural Workers, parti¬ 
cularly those belonging to Scheduled 


Castes and Scheduled Tribes. De¬ 
partment of Rural Development have 
formulated country-wide schemes 
such as Small Farmers Development 
Agency and Marginal Farmers and 
Agricultural Labour Development 
Agency Projects to improve the eco¬ 
nomic conditions of the weaker sec¬ 
tions and generate employment op¬ 
portunities. Department of Banking 
has intimated that the Commercial 
Banks have been instructed to ex¬ 
tend financial assistance to landless 
agricultural labourers for productive 
purposes throughout the country.

A number of cables and 
overhead alignments were affected 
The rehabilitation efforts are in pro¬ 
gress and the situation is fast nearing 
normalcy.

These national highways, 
which are existing roads, are being 
maintained and, excepting the Na¬ 
tional Highway No. 13, the rest of 
them are being improved at an esti¬ 
mated cost of about Rs. 47.00 crores 
to meet the demand of traffic of the 
near future. The improvement works 
include widening to two-lane with or 
without strengthening and construction 
of new bridges at Kalway Kasheli 
and Malegaon on National Highway 
No. 3, across the river Panchganga 
near Kolhapur on National Highway 
No. 4, and across the river Girna near 
Jalgaon on National Highway No. 6. 
These improvement works are in vari¬ 
ous stages of progress and funds per¬ 
mitting, of which there is shortage, 
the improvement works are likely to 
be completed by the end of the Fifth 
Plan period.

I call the attention of the Minister of 
Agriculture and Irrigation to the fol¬ 
lowing matter of public importance

“The situation created in Cauvery . 
delta owing to scanty supply of „ 
water from Krishnaraja Sagar and 
other dams and poor storage in the 
M'dtur reservoir.” 

SHRI K LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
Sir. I rise on a point of order. My 
point of order is regarding the proce¬ 
dure. The scarcity conditions prevail 
not only in Madras State but In other 
States too in the country. Many 
Members hav e earlier submitted re¬ 
garding the scarcity conditions pre¬ 
vailing in their States. Scarcity 
condition is also prevailing in Kar¬ 
nataka State. That notice has not be* 
admitted. When talks are going on, 
the Minister is here making a .state¬ 
ment. ... 

MR. SPEAKER: Order, please. I 
am very sorry- There cannot bp any 
point of order against the decision ot 
the Chair. I will not allow that, 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Will you 
kindly listen to me. Sir? (Interrup¬ 
tions) 

MR. SPEAKER: You tee 
objection against that. 1 am sorry ’ I 
am not allowing feat, 
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You cannot raise any point of order 
agiinst the decision of the Chair on 
the question of admission. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: I a m not 
doing it. 

MR. SPEAKER; You have said so.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
* MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAR NATH 
SINGH); The Cauvery is an inter-state 
basin covering the States of Karna¬ 
taka, Kerala and Tamil Nadu. Mettur 
is the lower-most resarvior on the 
Cauvery in Tamil Nadu. Krishnaraja 
Sagar is the next upper reservoir on 
the Cauvery in Karnataka. Two new 
reservoirs, namely Kabini and Hema- 
vati have recently been constructed by 
Karnataka. The rainfall in the catch¬ 
ment area upstream of Krishnaraja 
Sagar has been substantially less than 
the normal during the current mon¬ 
soon. As a result, the inflow at 
Krtehnaraja Sagar was far below nor¬ 
mal, being 1 TMC in June against the 
normal *of 12 TMC, 20 TMC in July 
against the normal of 08 TMC, 'and 
25 TMC in August (upto 20th) against 
thje normal of 53 TMC. Krishnaraja 
Sagar had a carry over storage of 
about 4 TMC on 1st June while Mettur 
reservoir had a carry over storage of 
' 24.7 TMC on the same date. 

In Kabini catchment also, the 
rau^faU & inadequate and only 10 

TMCeil Kihini inflows have been im-

pounded. Owing to shortage of water, 
Tamil Nadu has thrown open 12.6 
lakh acres area to irrigation against 
16 lakhs in a normal year. Karnataka 
had released, during the first half of 
August, 15 TMC of water. Karnataka 
has given instructions o n 23rd August 
for release, of additional 10 TMC. 
About 44.5 TMC of water has been 
released below Mettur for irrigation in 
Tamil Nadu upto 24th August. 

During the current lean monsoon, 
the officers of Tamil Nadu and Kar¬ 
nataka are in constant touch with one 
another, and are working out mutually 
acceptable arrangements. Both the 
State Governments are making efforts 
to ensure that available waters are 
shared on an equitable basis. 

The above position relates to the 
situation during the current monsoon. 
However, regarding the main issue 
relating to use and development of 
Cauvery waters, discussions lasting 
six hours were held with the Chief 
Minister of Karnataka, the two Minis¬ 
ters of Kerala and the Governor of 
Tamil Nadu on 25th August. The dis¬ 
cussions are still continuing. 

SHRI K. GOPAL; First of all, 
would like to say that I was born and 
brought up in Tamil Nadu, but I spent 
the best part of my youth in Karna¬ 
taka. When I raised this, I did so in 
the national interest and you in your 
wisdom, admitted it. I do not know 
why my hon. friend, Shri Lakkappa, 
should be upset about this.. (inter¬ 
ruptions) . 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); Be¬ 
cause you called it ‘scanty supply of 
water’. 

SHRI K GOPAL; What i s wrong 
in that? Please listen to me. There 
is nothing wrong in that.. (Interrup¬ 
tions) . 

MR. SPEAKER; Order, order. 

SHRI K. GOPAL: I will five my 
arguments. The otjly thing 1 want 
to say is that when I raise this, it is 
because food production in Tamil 
Nadu suffers. 
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MR. SPEAKER; Ask your question. 

SHRi K. POPAL: Now the storage 
level in Mettur is only about 3D feet 
as against the normal 120 ft. The in¬ 
flow is only 2,000 cusecs as against 
the normal discharge on alternate 
days of 10,000 cusecs. What l want 
to say with no malice to my friends 
from Karnataka is this. I do not say 
that they are just impounding water. 
I would like to say that which is a 
fact, that there are 36 TMC of storage 
in Krishnaraja Sagar as against the 
normal of 45 TMC, and the water that 
wag let out :n the first week was 5 
TMC, which was coming. Even ac¬ 
cording to thla statement only 1.2 
million acres have been permitted to 
draw water and the rest four lakh 
acres did not get water at all. There¬ 
fore, I should like to ask the govern¬ 
ment whether they will see to it that 
there is immediate release of water so 
that thg withering crops are saved. 
Kuruvai has already gone; samba is 
coming up. Secondly, will the dispute 
be settled once for all so that pro¬ 
jects can come up quickly. For 
example, in .-nv constituency tnere is 
a project called Noyyel; it cannot be 
constructed because it is linked to 
Cauvery. Even though it is further 
up from Mettur Dam and water seeps 
down and during iainy season we can 
store some water by constructing a 
dam there, we cannot do it because it 
is linked to Cauvery dispute. I want 
to know whether lie will find a settle¬ 
ment; the 50 year agreement had ex¬ 
pired in 1974. The hon. Minister said 
that there were some discussions going 
on between the representatives of the 
three state governments. I should 
like to know the outcome of those dis¬ 
cussions. When the discussions are 
over, will the government evolve a 
national water policy. It cannot be 
done right now. Just as there is a 
southern power grid, can there be at 
least on a regional basis some such 
arrangement. Between Kerala and 
Tamilnadu official level talks are 
going on and they are going to give 
some water to Coimbatore district and 
to Hinnevelley and Ramnad districts 
also. So, at least on a regional basis 


please see some arrangement is made 
in this regard. 

SHRI KEDAH NATH SINGH: At 
this stage I can only say that the 
talks are continuing and they ara pro¬ 
gressing well. Yesterday for six hours 
the representatives of the three 
governments sat together and dis¬ 
cussed the matter. Still they are dis¬ 
cussing the matter and I am hopeful 
that they will come to an agreement 
today, and we shall be in a position to 
announce in the House either today 
or tomorrow. As regards the difficul¬ 
ties encountered by Tamil Nadu, 
everybody shares the anxiety of the 
(hon. Member and arrangements are 
being made so that the people there 
do not suffer. But. at the same time, 
there are conditions of scarcity and 
those conditions also should be shared 
by all the concerned states. On the 
23rd of this month the Chief Minister 
of Karnataka has given direction to 
release 10 TMC of water and that 
shall be enough at least for a week 
because Tamil Nadu requires 1.5 TMC 
per day; and I think today or by 
tomorrow we shall be able to come 
to an agreement about the sharing 
of water. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN (Tiruttani): 
I should like to give you a small 
background. 

MR. SPEAKER: Background for 
what? 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: For my 
question. Cauvery is one of the 
sacred rivers of India. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: All rivers 
are sacred- (Interruptions ). 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: I request 
my friend not to interrupt me. When 
we perform Sankalpam we mention 
all the sacred rivers of India and the 
shloka runs like this:

Then again river Cauvery has been 
celebrated in a very anciest Tamil

MR. SPEAKER: You should not 
look to Mr. Lakkappa. If you look 
- to the Chair, there will ,be no pro¬ 
blem. ' 

SHRI K. LAKKARPA: Rule 197 
does not say that you can refer to 
literature history, etc. 

MR. SPEAKER: I agree; you 
should not go into the background. 
Come to the present. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: The 
great Chola Emperor, Karikala Chola, 
was the first man to train the river 
Cauvery and prevent flood damages, 
in the Tanjore delta. If you refer to 
the learned book written by our ex- 
Minister for Irrigation and Power, Dr. 
K. L. Rao, you will find that the 
Grand Anicut on Cauvery was built 
to the first century A.D. In the 
middle of the last century, Sir. Arthur 
Cotton, an eminent British Engineer, 
was fascinated by the construction of 
Grand Anicut. Taking the cue from 
the Grand Anicut, he designed the 
weirs on the Godavari and Krishna 
and also the canal systems of the 
Godavari and Krishna rivers. Another 
British Officer, Proby T. Cautley... 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: British 
officers name s should not be men¬ 
tioned at all. What is the relevance? 

MR. SPEAKER: Don’t go into the 
past too much. 

'SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: He 
designed the Ganga canal system and 
the Yamuna canal system The 
irrigation system of Cauvery is as 
ancient as the first century. All other 
canal systems and irrigation systems 
are at least 18. to 19 centuries behind 


it. The Cauvery delta had been deve¬ 
loped for such a long time. So, there 
should not be any dispute that this old 
delta should be fed by the Cauvery. 
There was an agreement in 1924.... 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: It is 

irrelevant to the calling attention. 
By way of calling attention, he cannot 
bring in agreements and all that. 
( Interruptions ). 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Alagesan, 
don’t convert it into an inter-State 
dispute. Confine yourself to the 
terms of the calling attention, i.e. the 
situation created in the Cauvery delta 
on account of scanty supply of water. 
Do not go into history and all those 
things. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: The 
minister himelf has said i n his state¬ 
ment that discussions were held with 
the Chief Minister of Karnataka, the 
two Ministers of Kerala and the 
Governor of Tamil Nadu. So, this 
relates to the long-term agreement 
that they propose to arrive at. So, I 
am within my rights to refer to the 
1924 Agreement. You cannot shut me 
out like this.... (Interruptions). By 
shouting I cannot be stopped. Sir, I 
seek your protection.. ( Interruptions) 
There is reference to that. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA 
(Bangalore): Sir, May I make a 
suggestion? I agree with you that 
this kind of controversy is unseemly 
when the negotiations are going on. 
So, let there be no more discussion 
on this. Let Shri Alagesan resume 
his seat. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please do not 
refer to the inter-State disputes, 
whatever they may be. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: That is 
exactly the point here. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is not the 
point. If that is the point, I would 
not have allowed this Calling Atten¬ 
tion Notice. Shri Lakkappa’s point 
is correct. I allowed this because 
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the subject was the scarcity condi¬ 
tions in the Cauveri delta as a result 
of inadequate water. Please confine 
yourself to that. Do not go into the 
Inter-State dispute and do not go 
into the history. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Sir, I am 
grateful to you. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: Sir, I 
bow to your ruling. 

It has been admitted in the state¬ 
ment that there is not less than 36 
TMC water in Krishnaraja Sagar and 
16 TMC in Kabini. There is no men¬ 
tion about Hemavati, but we are told 
that there is 4 TMC water there. 

SHRI N. SHIVAPPA (Hassan): 
Thi s is another encroachment. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: Sir, I 
should not be interrupted like this. 
I want your protection. 

, MR. SPEAKER: I would request 
the other hon. Members to leave it 
to the Minister to reply. Why should 
they take up his role? 

SHRI O V. ALAGESAN: It comes 
to 56 TMC of water. What is the 
requirement of the ayacut in Karna¬ 
taka? It is a very relevant question. 
The hon. Minister was very kind 
enough to make a remark that when 
there are scarcity conditions, they 
should be equally shared by the States 
concerned. If any sacrifice has to be 
made because of want of rain in the 
catchment area, the sacrifice has to 
be made equally by both Karanataka 
and Tamil Nadu. This will be a very 
.reasonable proposition. Supposing 
they do not grant even that and 
Karanataka wants water for the 
irrigation of th e entire ayacut, what 
is the total water required by 
Karnataka? We are told that they 
require only 20 TMC of water. As it 
is. there is 56 TMC of water. 

. area that has to be cultivated 
in the Tanjere delta has been reduced 


from 16 lakhs to 12 lakhs of acres, 
according to the statement. This is 
the time when there is transplanta¬ 
tion of kuruvai, a short-term crop. 
That crop is going to last only for 
a few months. There used to be 
kuruvai crop over half a million acres. 
Now only a lakh of acres are trans¬ 
planted with kuruvai. Then, more 
than a million acres used to be trans¬ 
planted with samba crop, because we 
used to get that much water. Now 1 
do not want a sister State to adopt 
what is called the dog in the manger 
policy. When there is shortage of 
irrigation water, they should equally 
share it. It is a well-known principle. 
So, I would suggest: let them keep 20 
TMC of water for their requirements, 
for irrigating their ayacut. They 
have got 56 TMC of water with them. 
Why not let out the balance after 
their requirements? If, God willing, 
there are rains, we will not draw the 
full quota. There were years when 
even in September it used to rain 
and the Cauveri wa s in floods. So, it 
i s quite possible that there may be 
rains and we may not be left to 
depend on this water alone. While 
the rest of the country is being 
flooded, and in our very doorstep the 
Yamuna is swallowing chunks of 
Delhi, it is very unfortunate that the 
Kaveri is rather dry. So, let them 
keep a s much water as they want for 
irrigating their Ayacut and let them 
allow the of the water to this 
Ayacut, which is the oldest and has 
been there for 2,000 years, so that it 
may be protected. 

SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH: He 
is a very senior Member of the House 
and I am really very much educated 
by his observations, but because the 
talks are still going on, I am sure 
the hon. Members can wait for a few 
hours more and they will get the 
result, as I am very hopeful. There¬ 
fore, I would not like to go into any 
controversy as to whose share should 
be more or less. As there is shortage^ 
that should also be shared equitably. 
Therefore, at this stage Z can only 
say: let us wait for some time more, 
for the discussions to be completed. 1<; ;

LABOUR PROVIDENT FUND LAWS 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

MR. SPEAKER: We now take up 
the Bills for consideration and passing 
Shri Raghunatha Reddy. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): I 
beg t« move:* 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Coal Mines Provident Fund, 
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Family Pension and-Bonus Schemes 
Act, 1948, the Employees* Provident 
Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 
1952, the Wealth-tax Act, 1957 and 
the Income-tax Act, 1961, be taken 
into consideration.’’ 

# 

This is a simple Bill intended to 
replace an Ordinance promulgated on 
the 17th July. 1976. The provisions 
of the Bill amend the Provident Fund 
Acts, namely, the Coal Mines Provi¬ 
dent Fund, the Family Pension and 
Bonus Act, 1948 and the Employees’ 
Provident Funds and Family Pension 
Fund Act, 1952. By virtue of these 
amendments, Government are vested 
with the powers to introduce yet 
another social security scheme to the 
workers covered by the two enact¬ 
ments, numbering about 84 lakhs. The 
new Scheme is called the Deposit 
Linked Insurance Scheme. Such a 
Scheme is in operation already in case 
of Central Government servants. 
About this Scheme, th e Finance 
Minister during the course of the 
Budget Speech has already reforred 
to it. In pursuance of that, an 
Ordinance has been issued. Now, the 
Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance. 

The Deposit Linked Insurance 
Schemes provide insurance cover to 
the employees covered by the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund and the 
Employees Provident Fund Acts with¬ 
out payment of any premium by such 
employees. The insurance cover is 
linked to the amount lying in deposit 
in the provident fund to the credit 
of the employees concerned. The 
salient feature of the Scheme is that 
in the event of the death of an 
employee, his dependants would be 
entitled to receive an additional pay¬ 
ment equivalent to three years’ average 
balance at the credit of the deceased 
employee in the provident fund account. 
In order to make him eligible to these 
benefits, the condition is that his pro¬ 
vident fund balance should not be 
less than Rs. 1000. The upper limit 
of the benefit has been prescribed at 
Rs. 10,000. For determining the 
average balance of the provident fund,. 


*Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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IShri Raghunatha Reddy] 
the employees’ share as well as the 
employers’ share together with in¬ 
terest thereon shall be taken into 
account. 

For getting the insurance benefit, 
the employee will not be required to 
make any contribution to the insurance 
fund. Contributions to the fund will 
be made by the employers and the 
Central Government in the ratio of 
2:1. The two schemes will be admi¬ 
nistered by the respective Boards of 
Trustees constituted under the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund and the 
Employees Provident Funds Acts. 
The cost of aministration of these two 
schemes is also to be borne by the 
employers and the Central Govern¬ 
ment in the ratio of 2:1. 

The Deposit Linked Iterance 
Schemes have been published on 28th 
July, 1976 and they have been brought 
into force with effect from the 1st 
August, 1976. The contributions by 
the employers and Government have 
been fixed at 0.5 per cent and 0.25 
per cent respectively of the wage bill. 
The contributions towards adminis¬ 
trative charge has been fixed at 0.10 
per cent and 0.05 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

The introduction of this Scheme 
is another milestone in the progress of 
social security measures for the 
weaker sections of the society. I am 
glad to say that this has been welcomed 
by the working class. I hope that 
this Bill would be unanimously 
welcomed by this august House. 

With these words, I eommed the 
Bill for the consideration of the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved: —

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Mr. Speaker, Sir, we cer¬ 
tainly welcome this Bill. The pro¬ 
posals which have been incorporated 
in this will go some way towards 
alleviating the distress of the families 
of the deceased workmen. Here I 
would like to make one or two sug¬ 
gestion^ if I could, with regard to this 
Bill and the proposals incorporated in 
it and also about the general working 
of the Piovident Fund organization in 
this country. 

Sc far as exemption provision is 
concerned, our experience is that, in 
many cases, so far as the parent Act 
is concerned, either exemption is given 
without properly taking into considera¬ 
tion the interests of the working class 
or in many cases where the workman 
enjoy better facilities, exemption is not 
granted. This is a matter which J re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister to look into, 
because this is a grievance which is 
being made by the working class and 
the trade unions repeatedly. There¬ 
fore, the whole basis of the grant ef 
exemption requires to be studied 
properly. I do not know whether 
there are any rules or guidelines for 
granting exemptions or not. Without 
those guideline, the exemption that is 
granted in many cases may not he 
appropriate or desirable and in many 
cases exemptions which should have 
been given are not given. I would like 
the hon. Minister to tell us as to how 
this exemption is granted or grant of 
exemption is considered, whether the 
views of the trade unions are taken 
into consideration or not. 

The main provision of this Bill is 
that, in the event of death of a work¬ 
man, some life insurance money yrifl 
be paid. Certainly, it is a very jgood 
proposal and we say that this is j 
step in the right direction; we * axe 
happy that the hori. Minister has 
brought forward this measure, and we 
do not mind an Ordinance being issued 
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iot a social measure like this—but pot 
for MSA and things like that. But 
the question I would like to ask is 
this. When a fund is being created 
for providing insurance cover to tbe 
iamfly members of the deceased work¬ 
men, why should a workman not got 
the benefit of it if he retires? If the 
money is already put in that account, 
why should he not get the benefit of 
that? So far as the main Bill is con¬ 
cerned, it does not give any indication 
as to the proposed working of the 
scheme; we have to find it frofn some¬ 
where, i.e., from the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons. I would like to 
know this. If the employer has 
brought out his money and kept it in 
a fund and if the Government is mak¬ 
ing a contribution to it, why should the 
worker not get the benefit of it if, sup¬ 
pose, he c. oes not die during his em¬ 
ployment lut retires, superannuates or 
leaves the job without any blame on 
his part? The maximum amount is 
just Rs. 10,000 as it is intended to be 
provided under the scheme. This is 
my request to the hon. Minister, to 
let us know as to what is the principle 
behind it. Because, if you call it an 
insurance, it is life insurance. Survi¬ 
val does not mean forfeiture of the 
amount. I would have liked the Bill 
to indicate a little more broadly—be¬ 
cause then: is no indication in the 
main body of the Bill itself except 
J what may be pro* ided in the scheme' 
—as to what is the basis on which the 
payment i* to be made, what are the 
limits of insurance amount, what are 
the obligations with regard to that, 
entitlement and so on; I would have 
liked greater details being mentioned 
In the Bill. 

SffR T RAGHUNATHX REDDY: The 
scheme has been published in the 
Gazette. 

S$f[l SCMNATH CHATTERJE1: I 
htyf noticed that the scheme has been 
published; ,! pot contesting that 

Btpf"i t wu§ "seeing,,the body of the Bill' 
It dp&ppt contain anything. We find 
from tbe Statement of objects and 


Reason^ as to how this scheme is in. 
tended to be worked out or how the 
Act is intended to be worked out. I do 
not mind if you want to rely on sub¬ 
ordinate legislation. I do not oppose 
it but some indication of the legisla¬ 
tive intention should be there because 
the scheme is to carry out what the 
legislature intends it to do. There, 
fore, this is a very vague Bill in that 
sense. Everything is left to the 
scheme. But I take it and I am not 
<Joubting that the Government has no 
intention to really carry it out. That 
is not my intention at all. But 1 say 
that these are matters where the Act 
itself should contain the basic guide¬ 
lines for the purpose of laws like this. 

So far as Bills like this are concern¬ 
ed, these are welcome measures. But 
our rpprehension is about the imple¬ 
ment; lion of it because of our ex¬ 
perience in the Provident Fund scheme 
and the Family Pension scheme. We 
know what huge arrears are outstand- 
ing. There are serious complaints about 
the way the Act is being implemented, 
and worktii out, that the benefits are 
not being received and that the state¬ 
ments are not being supplied or pre¬ 
pared. It is very easy to say that we 
are trying to take steps. That is not 
the answer that will satisfy anybody. 

I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister what is the amount of the 
outstanding provident fund. It is a 
very unhappy state of affairs. Even in 
Government statutory corporations and 
government undertakings there are 
huge amounts of arrears. There I am 
trying to utilise the opportunity of 
finding it out from the hon Minister. Is 
he satisfied himself about the function¬ 
ing of the provident Fund organisa¬ 
tion in this country? why should there 
be such huge arrears? If I am not mis¬ 
taken, I was reading just one press 
cutting which say s “Rs. 26 crores from 
Bharat Coking Coal.” 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY; It 
has been paid. 

SBRI SOMNATH CHAT^CERJEE; 
Fortunately it has been, paid It has 
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been recently paid But that wus al¬ 
lowed to accumulate. That was an un¬ 
happy State of affairs. Certainly we 
will expect that government undertak¬ 
ings should not keep them in arrears. 

But what about the huge private 
sector in this country? You have 
allowed the private sector to grow and 
prosper at the cost of the working 
class in m»ny sectors and this is the 
one sector where the provident fund 
law is a social welfare legislation, we 
want it and we are thanking you for 
bringing such a proposal. But how do 
you implement? Is the benefit really 
reaching the person for whom it is in¬ 
tended? Therefore, merely nassing 
laws or ordinances or so many schemes 
Would not do. It requires a very serious 
approach iu the matter. Now, what are 
the steps taken for real implementa¬ 
tion? Why should the arrears be allowed 
to accumulate? There are many ways I 
know and I can tell you from my own 
experience. The other day some 
workers came to me saying that their 
employer has been fined an there is an 
order of imprisonment against him. A 
curious situation. The workers come 
to me and say, ‘If he goes to jail, the 
factory will be closed and 200 Deople 
will be out of employment.’ I do not 
know. But these are the difficulties in 
the working. The money that has been 
allowed to accumulate in arrears in 
this case was about Rs.2 lakhs. They 
say, ‘The wages that we get we would 
not get if our employer goes to perison. 
These are the difficulties. A trade union 
leader came to me and approached me 
saying, ‘kindly see if you could help 
us. If th e employer goes to jail, the 
factory will be closed and 200 people 
will be out of emplyment (they say) 
because of lack of orders We know 
that the arrears are there but because 
of lack of orders we are not function¬ 
ing properly.’ They are supplying to 
the railways and the railways are not 
placing orders. These are the diffi¬ 
culties, But, Sir, I am not here passing 
judgment whether in a particular case 
the employer is responsible or the 
working class has in any way con¬ 


tributed to that. But the question is that 
there is scope for improvement and 
the way it is being done, I do not think., 
anybody is really satisfied. Kindly tell, 
us what are the arrears. Why are the 
arrears allowed to accumulate? What 
are the deterrent steps taken ? 1 would 
like to know whether any benefit is. 
being given to these concerns where 
provident fund is allowed to accumu¬ 
late and is in arrears and whether 
any money from the Government is- 
paid to them in any matter whatso¬ 
ever. Then why not stop payment of 
government menies to such employees? 

These are matters which are troub¬ 
ling us. Is there any inaction on the 
part of the government organisations 
which have been set up to over-see the 
implementation and proper working of 
this legislation? You have brought in 
another type of scheme which is good, 
another new fund which is being 
created. That is good. But if the 
situation in regard to these funds is,, 
the same, then, the workers do not 
get any benefit. In the case of the 
death of a person, say, Rs. 10,000 is to' 
be paid; how long are his dependents 
to wait to get this money? 

SHRI M. GOPAL REDDY (Nizama- 
bad): It should not take more than 

10 days. 

SHRi SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
For once at least he is right; 1 agree 
with him. II should be paid in 10 
days. Many good proposals are scuttl¬ 
ed because of lackadaisical implemen¬ 
tation. Many good schemes are frus¬ 
trated because of improper approach. 
Many good proposals remain in paper 
because some people are allowed nof 
to be touched, who should have Been 
touched. 

I know that the hon. Minister hr 
concerned for the working people in 
spite of what he may have to do from 
time to time with regard to various 
proposals like bonus. But so far as this 
Bill is concerned we would like him to 
take the House and the country into 



confidence and tell us what are the 
arrears, what he proposes to do and 
all these things. The beneficiaries 
under the scheme should get these 
benefits. 

With these words, I support the 
principle behind this Bill.

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): Sir, 
like the previous speakers, I do not 
want to oppose the Bill. 

While supporting this, 1 must say a 
few words. The hon. Minister stated 
that this is a, simple Bill. I cannot 
agree with him that this is a simple 
Bill. The principles behind this Bill 
•'are not its simple as it appears to be. 
■Both the speakers have mentioned 


about how the Provident Fund Act has 
been implemented in our country. 

There has been a very big demand 
from the coal mine workers—the colli¬ 
ery workers—against the implementa¬ 
tion of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund Act, the pension scheme etc. 

In this House, we have several times 
discussed about the difficulties the 
workers are experiencing in regard to 
the Coal Mines Provident Fund and the 
other Provident Fund. Shri Chatterjee 
has asked for the total amount of out¬ 
standing dues. I want to make this 
clear further. Since the Provident 
Fund is a contributory fund, I want to 
know how much of the workers’ dues 
have not been paid to the Fund and 
how much of the employers’ contribu¬ 
tion has not been deposited in the 
Fund. What are the actual dues on’ 
these two counts so that we come to 
know the total outstanding dues? In 
regard to the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund also. I want that these figures 
be given to the House so that the 
House could satisfy itself that after 
the last amendment of the Provident 
Fund Act there has been some im¬ 
provement in' the situation. 

I have to say this not only because 
of our past experience with the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund and the Gene¬ 
ral Provident Fund, but also in view 
of what has happened very recently 
with regard to the Compulsory Depo¬ 
sit Scheme money. 

We arp afraid of all these Funds and 
other funds which the Government 
create. It is quite known to the Minis¬ 
ter and to the House that in regard to 
the money that was deducted on ac¬ 
count of CDS, as yet the employers 
have not got the part of the DA they 
have to get by the 15th July, an 
amount to the tune of Rs. 16 crore odd. 
Therefore, we have a very bad expe¬ 
rience of the functioning of the gov¬ 
ernment institutions, of the function¬ 
ing of the Provident B\ind organisation 
including the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund end now the latest scandal 
about the CDS. Hence I would utter 
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Then I want to say a few words 
about one or two points contained in 
the Bill. In clause 14, under 11C(1), 
exemption has been given to certain 
units. No exemption has been given 
to other organisations. By the way, I 
must state here that certain big organi. 
sations like coal had not paid the CDS 
money that they had collected i£om the 
workers two days back that was to the 
tune of more than Rs. 4 crores. Here 
it is stated in 3(a): 

“... the employer in relation to 
such Coal mine shall, in relation to 
the benefits in the nature of life 
assurance, to which any such person 
or class of persons is entitled, or any 
insurance fund, maintain such ac¬ 
counts. submit such returns, make 
such investment, provided fcr such 
facilities for inspection and pay such 
inspection charges . . . . .” 

It means that in the case of the fac¬ 
tories or mines in the exempted cate¬ 
gory, the fund they had built up 
according to their own insurance 
scheme will be kept with them 

I am opposed to this. I find that the 
three biggest business houses of the 
Jute mills like ISajorias, Goenka and 
Bird have not paid CDS money deposits 
to the tune of Rs. 1.56 crores. 

MR. SPEAKER'; The hon. member 
may continue after Lunch.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Dr. 
Ranen Sen may continue. 

DR. RANEN SEN; I was speaking 
on clause 14. 1 said that the funds 
with the employers, even though they 
may be in the exempted category, 
should vest in the government through 
a suitable agency. The latest ex¬ 
perience of C.D.S. has emboldened me 
to make this suggestion. 

In the new section 11C(3) (c), it is 
said: 

‘shall, where any such person 
leaves his employment and obtains 
re-employment in any other coal 
mine, transfer within such lane as 
may be specified in this behalf by 
the Central Government, the amount 
of accumulations to the credit of that 
persons in the insurance fund....” 
etc. 

This holds good in regard to provi¬ 
dent fund also. The idea and motive 
is very good, but I doubt whether this 
transference of the amount of accurrfU- 
lations to the credit of the person in 
the insurance fund will ever be made. 

This is my apprehension. Again, 
section 14(5) reads: 

"Where any exemption granted 
under sub- section ( 1 ) of sub-section 
( 2 ) is cancelled, the amount of ac¬ 
cumulations to the credit of every 
employee to whom such exemption 
applied, in the insurance fund of the 
Coal mine in which he is employed 
shall be transferred within such 
time and in such manner as may be 
specified in the Insurance Scheme to 
the credit of this account m the 
Insurance Fund.” 

It is not good to place too much rtf 
confidence on the employers who have 
defaulted many time in the past, very 
recently in the case of CDS. Therefore, 
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a proper agency has lo be built up and 
this may be transferred to that agency, 
or to the Provident Fund Commi¬ 
ssioner. 


Then, some provisions in the Third 
Schedule of this Bill create some 
apprehensions. Item No. 6 reads: 

“The manner in which the amount 
due to the nominee or the member 
of the family of the employee under 
the scheme is to be paid including 
a provision that the amount shall 
not be paid otherwise than in the 
form of a deposit in a savings bank 
account, in the name ot such nominee 
or member of family, in any corres¬ 
ponding new bank specified in the 
First Schedule 

This is not bad, generally speaking. 
But suppose a worker dies and his 
iamily is entitled to get this amount of 
Rs. 10,000 or a little less. Under this 
section that money will be deposited 
in a savings bank account in the name 
of his family or nominee. Suppose his 
family needs this money very badly 
for some purpose. Under this Sche¬ 
dule there is no provision to pay the 
amount immediately in case his family 
needs it urgently to meet some unavoid¬ 
able expenditure, like payment of 
house rent or grocers’ bill or a 1 reditor’s 
bill. When an earning member i s dead 
there is no income for his famdy, there 
may be many occasions when they 
would be needing monev immediately. 
If the money is deposited in the savings 
bank and it cannot be easily, with¬ 
drawn, what happens in such contin¬ 
gencies? Therefore, there should be 
eome provision whereby they could get 
the money in cash immediately, in 
•ertain specified circumstances. 

The last para of the Statement of 
•objects and Reasons says: 


Ihe Bill seeks to replace the Ore 
nance with modification that tJ 
Deposit Linked Insurance Schen 
would also apply to the employees < 
ishmenfs which were exempts 
operation of the Err 
ployees Provident Funds Scheme.” 


I am not able to understand how it 
would operate to them. 

As Shri Chatterjee said, the whole 
question is how the scheme functions, 
how it is implemented. All the schemes 
should be very simple if the workers 
are really to be the beneficiaries of such 
schemes. With these words, I support 
the Bill and I congratulate the Minister 
for bringing forward such an important 
social 'welfare legislation, 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): I 
am extremely thankful to all the 
Members who have participated in 
the debate and also extended their 
wholehearted support. It is very 
gratifying that even Mr. 'Somnatk 
Chatterjee has come forward to 
■welcome it. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
1 have always supported good legis¬ 
lation. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
Regarding the last point raised by 
Dr. Ranen Sen, paragraph 6 of the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons 
reads: 

“The Bill seeks to replace the 
Ordinance with the modification 
that the Deposit-linked Insurance 
Scheme would also apply to the 
employees of establishments which 
were exempted from the operation 
of the Employees’ Provident Funds 
Scheme”. 

As a result of certain drafting 
lacuna in the ordinance that was 
issued, it was felt that the undertak¬ 
ings whicn were exempted under 
the Provident Fund Act and Ihe 
Family Pensions Act might not be 
covered by this Deposit-linked Insu¬ 
rance Scheme. So, in order to see 
that such a doubt is removed 
, that even those categories of under¬ 
takings are covered, this has been 
specifically provided in the Bill. 

Therefore, this exemption is dif¬ 
ferent from the exemption granted - 
under the Provident Fund Act. Ex-

emption will be granted only in 
such circumstances when the autho¬ 
rities concerned are satisfied that the 
•scheme of insurance provided by the 
undertaking or company and the 
provisions thereof are much belter 
than th e scheme which is provided 
tinder this Act. The interests of the 
"trade unions will also be taken into 
consideration, and 1 think trade 
Unions would be consulted before 
any such exemption is granted. 
Wherever exemption is not granted 
under the provisions of this lav.-, the 
Insurance Fund will be like that 
contemplated under the Coal Mines 
.Act. 

As far as this insurance scheme is 
concerned, no worker need pay any 
contribution at all. It is contribu¬ 
tion paid by the employer and a ’ so 
the Government. What is required is 
that he must have at least Rs. 1,000 
as deposit money subsisting on the 
•day on which th e accident or the 
misfortunate takes place, and this 
JRs. 1,000 consists of his own contri¬ 
bution plus the employer’s contri¬ 
bution. The worker will then 
Tie entitled to an amount equal to 
the amount in his deposit subject to 
■a maximum of Rs. 10,000. 

Shri Ram Singh Bhaj raised a very 
interesting question about the suc¬ 
cessors who are entitled to this bene- 
iit of the insurance amount. I would 
like to draw his attention to Para 22 
of the Scheme published in the Ga¬ 
zette on 28th July, 1976 which deals 
with the question of the nomination 
of successors. As it is a published 
document, which must be readily 
available to hon. Members, I do not 
want to burden them with details. 

Then, this para provides the ans¬ 
wer to the question of nomina¬ 
tion; and in the absence of nomi¬ 
nation, the question of succession; 
*n . what manner the insurance 
amount will have to be divided 
w shared by the beneficiaries, all 
this is fully stated in par a 22 of the 
scheipe, I do not wish to burden you, 
Sir * the hon. Members by giving 


the details or reading out the exact 
para 22 of the Scheme itself. 

Certain general questions have 
been raised by Shri Somnath Chal- 
terjec and also by Dr. Ranen Sen 
about the general working of the 
Provident Fund organisation and 
also how the provident fund sche¬ 
mes are administered both under the 
Coal Mines Provident Fund Act as 
well as the Employees’ Provident 
Fund and Family Pension Act. Hav¬ 
ing regard to the magnitude of the 
task and th e amount involved, the 
total amount of money under the 
Employees’ Provident Fund and Fa¬ 
mily Pension Act, under the un-ex- 
empted category comes to Rs. 1357.97 
crores and under the exempted cate¬ 
gory, it comes to Rs. 1597.14 crores. 
The total amount that has now ac¬ 
crued to the credit of the fund, un¬ 
der the Provident Fund and Fami¬ 
ly Pension Act, comes to Rs. 2955.11 
crores. In this regard, th e amounts 
outstanding that are still due are of 
the order cf about Rs. 19 crores un¬ 
der the exempted category and also 
an equal amount under the un-ex- 
empted category.... 

SHRI SOMNATH CATTERJEE: 
From both the employers’ side and 
the employees’ side? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
This division is not available. It 
can be taken for the purpose of ar¬ 
gument that this amount represents 
both the contribution of the emp¬ 
loyers and the contribution of the 
employees because, once th e emp¬ 
loyer has not deposited his amount, 
natural'y he must have taken the 
entire amount in his hands. It is 
only a presumption for the sake of 
argument that I am trying to pro¬ 
vide. 

In this case, out of nearly Ks. 3000 
crores, about Rs. 40 crores are still 
to be accounted for. As against this, 
as on 30-6-76, the arrears of provi¬ 
dent fund contribution in respect of ; 
unexempted category amounted to 
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Rs. 19.22 crores. Out of this, Rs. 7.78 
crores represent the employees' share 
of contribution and Rs. 11.4 crores 
as the employers' share of contribu¬ 
tion. As many as 657 cases have 
been launched undiqr Section 406/ 
409 ‘ of the I.P.C. This information 
has already been given to the House 
this morning itself by my colleague 
while answering certain supplemen¬ 
tary questions. 

In this regard, as I submitted to 
th e House on a number of occasions, 
the National Textile Corporation 
which has taken over a number ot 
sick mills has to pay a substantia 
amount of money. I have held some 
discussions wilh the officers concern¬ 
ed. We have worked out some ar¬ 
rangement by which they v. i!: be 
able to pay the current dues and 
that they are regularly paid. With 
respect to the past dues, prior to 
take-over and after take-over but 
before nationalisation, it is in the 
realm of i legal doubt and we have 
requested the Law Minitrj to 

deal with tne matter and advise us 
in what manner we have to pro¬ 
ceed. 

With legard to the Coal Mines 
Provident Fund, I do not know the 
exact figure as on today. But two or 
three months back, a few months 
back, the amount due was Rs. 26 
crores. I am happy to tell the 
House that the coal mines have paid 
Rs, 26 crores and cleared their arrears 
upto that point of time. 

I 

Having regard to the situation and, 
specially, the point made by Mr. Som- 
nath Chatterjee, in case we take a 
criminal action against the employer, 
the trade union itself sometimes gets 
agitated on the question of any cri¬ 
minal action being taken against the 
employer. As a result of the 
criminal action being taken by the 
Government against the employer, if 
be is sent to jail, tHe trade unions 
•re afraid that the establishment itself 


may be closed resulting in unemploy¬ 
ment of hundreds of workers. This: 
is also a human aspect that will 
have to be taken into consideration. 
Especially in Calcutta, a number of 
big business houses, particularly jute 
industry and other big industries, 
which will have to pay a substantial 
amount of provident fund, have filed 
writ petitions in the High Court and 
got stay orders against any action 
being taken against, them. Sometimes, 
even though the amount involved 
may be huga, the High Court has 
allowed the money to be paid on 
instalment basis and in certain cases, 
a blank stay erder has been given. 
W e are trying our best to get the 
stay orders vacated. Mr. Chatterjee 
knows the difficulties of getting a 
stay order vacated in the Calcutta 
High Court more than I do.... 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
That is so because of lack of will on 
the part of Government lawyers. We 
do not rind them when this type of 
cases are to be heard. So, do not 
make anybody as a scapegoat. It is 
there in the whole system. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
am glad he has agreed that the 
system is bad. While I do not want 
to pay compliments to all the lawyers 
who appear on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment, it is our experience that some¬ 
times even a copy of the petition 
filed in the Calcutta High Court is 
not served on the other side for 
six or ten months. It is a very 
difficult exercise for our law officers 
to get a copy of the petition, let alone 
getting a stay order vacated. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
You have n ot been Informed correct¬ 
ly. 

DR. RANEN SEN: The Calcutta 
High Court has given stay orders in 
respect of Bajoria, Goenka and Bird 
& Co. who have failed to pay the 
CDS money to the tune of Rs. 1.56 
crores. . ? 
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SHERI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: In 
those cases, immediate steps should 
have been taken by Government law¬ 
yers to have them vacated. I am not 
saying that the High Court has right¬ 
ly done it. If you feel that a wrong 
order has been passed, you should 
take immediate steps to have them 
vacated. That is my grievance. 

SHRI RAGHTJNATHA REDDY: I 
do not want to prolong thi» contro¬ 
versy, because, Mr. Somnath Chatter¬ 
jee is an experienced lawyer. But I 
must say with great regret that our 
experience in regard to rules of pro¬ 
cedure that govern, especially service 
of copy of petition on the respon¬ 
dent, has not been so happy as my 
friend’s experience which makes 
him say these. Nevertheless, Govern¬ 
ment is taking every step, and the ar¬ 
rears are coming down; having re¬ 
gard to the magnitude of the problem, 
Rs. 3,000 crores, the arrears are very 
insignificant, though as far as the wor¬ 
kers are concerned, it is quite a sig¬ 
nificant amount Government is tak¬ 
ing every step possible^ and I can 
assure the House that every step 
would be taken in order to see that 
these arrears are collected. Mr. Som¬ 
nath Chatterjee also knows the diffi¬ 
culties involved in that. When the 
sick mills are taken over, naturally 
the paramount inte’ests of the Gov¬ 
ernment would be to see that the 
persons who are employed ther e con¬ 
tinue to be in employment rather than 
collecting the money and getting 
the undertaking closed; even after 
compensation is paid and the amount 
is recovered, if the undertaking does 
not work, it is of no immediate con¬ 
sequence as far as the workers are 
concerned because their interest is to 
continue to remain in employment. 

I do not want to take more time. 

I think, I have answered all the points 
that had been raised by my hon. fri- 
ends. I once again thank all the 
Member* for the very warm wel¬ 
come they have extended to this Bill.

DR. RANEN SEN: I had raised 
ong important point in regard to mo¬ 
ney being deposited to the Savings 
Bank Account after the death of the 
worker. What would happen to'that 
if the family wants that money imme¬ 
diately? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY; 
Clause 8 of the Thud Schedule on 
page 6 of the Bill says: 

“The manner in which the amount 
due to the nominee or the member 
of the family of the employee un¬ 
der the scheme is to be paid includ¬ 
ing a provision that the amount 
shall not be paid otherwise than in 
the form of a deposit in a savings 
bank account. ..” etc. 

This has provided the power to 
the Government to frame the scheme. 
This does not mean that, in every case 
it must be deposited in the Savings 
Bank Account. It will be done where 
it is considered necessary and in" the 
interests of the nominee; for such 
cases, the power is given to deposit 
in the Savings Bank Account. I do 
not think Dr Ranen Sen should have 
any appiehension on this.

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: For 
a person to become entitled to receive 
the benefit of the insurance scheme, 
he must have a minimum of Rs. 1000.

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: For 
a worker who is a member of the pro¬ 
vident fund scheme to have the bene¬ 
fit of the insurance scheme under 
the provisions of this Bill, he must 
have Rs. 1000 to his credit in the 
provident fund as a saving. This 
Rs. 1000 may consist of contribution 
made by the employer and also the 
employee. Then only he will be en¬ 
titled. If he does not have this much 
amount landing to his credit, then he 
will not have the benefit of the insu¬ 
rance scheme. 


As far as advances are concerned, 
these are what are called non-re- 
fundable advances. Therefore, these 
cannot be taken into account for the 
purpose of calculating Rs. 1000. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
A meeting of the Regional Provident 
Fund Commissioners was held in May 
1976 in Delhi—this is in reply to a 
question answered in the other House 
—where a decision was taking inter 
alia. . 

(1) That the Regional Commis¬ 
sioners should immediately 
evolve a time-bound prog¬ 
ramme for clearance of ar¬ 
rears of annual statements of 
accounts and provided fund 
claims. 

(2) Annual account slips should 
be issued with greater speed. 

May I know from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter whether these decisions have been 
implemented and at what stage of 
implementation are they at present? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
had a conference of the Regional Pro¬ 
vident Fund Commissioners in order 
to discuss the problem of arrears out¬ 
standing and also the problem of ac¬ 
counts which the Provident Fund 
Commissioner has to give to the mem¬ 
bers. I have appealed to all the 
Regional Provident Fund Commissio¬ 
ners that they must take a very 
active interest and enlist the co-opera¬ 
tion of the people who are working 
in the Provident Fund Commissio¬ 
ner’s office. I had also appealed to the 
trade union leaders who are re¬ 
presenting the workers and emp¬ 
loyees working in the provident 
fund organizations so that the trade 
unions’ influence can he exercised 
and the Regional Provident Fund 
Commissioners can proceed to achieve 
the result of speeding up of the ac¬ 
counts being given to the workers 
who are members of the Provident 
Fund. 
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Equally the Regional Provident 
fund Commissioners have also been 
urged to see that the arrears are re¬ 
covered as well as possible and ex¬ 
peditious action taken, I think if the 
hon. Member makes inquiries in the 
Calcutta office itself, he will notice 
that there is a considerable improve¬ 
ment and the accounts have l >een 
cleared to a large extent. Though the 
outstandings in the Calcutta office 
are of a high order, still there i s a con¬ 
siderable work that has been done 
and I must thank the employees and 
also the trade union leaders who have 
helped us in this regard. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 
question is: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund Family Pension and Bonus 
Schemes Act, 1948, the Employees, 
Provident Funds and Family Pen¬ 
sion Fund Act, 1952, the Wealth- 
tax Act, 1957 and the Income-tax 
Act, 1961, be taken into considera¬ 
tion."

SHRI K. C. Haider. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA (Jaina- 
gar): I had enquired and.. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You know 
the difficulty. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA I know. 
The earlier Bill had collapsed. . 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; No, there 
is some procedural difficulty. We 
cannot change the rules like that 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; You are 
here... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER- No, no; 
the rules cannot just be changed like 
that. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA- I have 
no grievance. I can speak after him. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER- This is 
the least I can do. I had explained 
to Mr. Chandrappan the position. 
When a Member was on his legs and 
he was called and he did not resume 
his speech, it is taken that he has 
concluded his speech. If the Member 
comes up subsequently and seeks an 
opportunity to speak on that Bill, it 
will be a second speech allowed to 
him on that Bill and it is not permitted 
by the rules. That is the position. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; Yester¬ 
day the Minister was there; I was not 
speaking; the Minister simply asked 
me: you begin now; tomorrow you 
can speak. That was his trouble 
yesterday. Mr. George was there. 

It was because of his insistence the 
BUI was taken up. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It la 
between you and Mr. George; the 
Chair does not come in. Shri Krishna 
Chandra Haider. 

♦SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, the Essential Commodities Act 
was first passed in 1955. The objective 
of the Bill was to have a State control 
on production, procurement, distri¬ 
bution of essential commodities among 
the poorer sections of the people and 
while doing so to maintain price 
stability by _ regulating trade and 
commerce of these commodities. There 
are 61 items in this list which are 
essential for mass consumption like 
foodgrains, sugar, kerosene oil, edible 
oil, textiles, etc. Unfortunately, right 
Trom the very beginning of the 
introduction of the Bill because of 
Government’s lack of intention to 
implement it rigorously the prices of 
all these essential commodities have 
been going up year after year and 
even corrupt practices continued 
unabated. In the year 1974 the Act 
of 1955 was amended on, the recom¬ 
mendations of the Law Commission. 
The Commission had suggested penal 
measures and these were incorporated 
into the Bill to strengthen the hands 
of the Government to check hoarding, 
profiteering, black marketing and 
other allied malpractices. Today we 
are amending the Act of 1974 to 
introduce provisions which! the Gov¬ 
ernment feel will further strengthen 
their hands and ensure better distri¬ 
bution of essential commodities among 
the masses. On behalf of my party, 
the CP.I. (M), I welcome this Bill 
but while doing so let me sound 
a word of caution to the Government 
that mere legislative change will not 
yield the desired result unless there 
is a fundamental change in Govern¬ 
ment’s outlook and its economic 
policies. 

Whenever we talk of distribution of 
essential commodities at reasonable 
price among the people the Govern- 
meet feel that the job [a well done 


*The original speech wag delivered in Bengali. 
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if they can be made effective in the 
metropolises of Calcutta, Delhi. 
Bombay, Madras, Kanpur, etc. But 
can we really ignore the millions of 
village folk and the vast multitude (4 
13te population 60 per cent of whom 
live under poverty line and whose 
need for these commodities deserve 
to be given priority over other sections 
of the society. 1 am afraid the 
Government have not done much in 
this direction. The Government have 
passed Acts one after the pther but 
they were not implemented t6 fulfil 
their objectives. The country is 
passing through an emergent situation. 
Two emergencies are running con¬ 
currently in the country today. The 
MISA has given unlimited powers to 
the Government to deal with! the 
hoarders, profiteers and black mar¬ 
keteers rightly and squarely to main¬ 
tain the price level and make things 
available to the common people. But 
what do we really find? Have the 
Government really succeeded in living 
up to their professed objectives of 
price control? On 25th of June, with 
great fanfare and publicity the 
Government celebrated the anniversary 
of the introduction of emergency in 
our country. While the Government 
was jubilating over the gains of 
emergency, the prices of essential 
commodities kept soaring high much 
against the publicity of successful 
implementation of the 20-point pro¬ 
gramme. It was really an irony that 
prices of some of the essential com¬ 
modities should rise when the Govern¬ 
ment claimed that there was a 
bumper crop and there was enough 
in store to keep the price line under 
check. Let us take the case of edible 
oil. It was the Government’s claim 
that there was a bumper crop of 
ground nuts and it was estimated to 
be 16.9 lakhs tons. Only a couple of 
days ago we discussed a calling 

attention motion in this House during 
the course of which It was pointed 
out that the price of ground nut oil 
had gone up in Maharashtra and 
there was a scarcity of this commodity 
in the State. Why should it happen? 
take mustered oU. It was selling for 


Rs. 5 after emergency was introduced 
but today It is selling for Rs. 7.40 per 
K.G. This year we have a record 
production of wheat* in our country 
and the estimate Is in the neighbour¬ 
hood of 114 million tons. Despite this 
good crop neither the producer nor 
the consumer has gained anything. 
There was a time when the cultivators 
of Punjab had to sell their wheat for 
Rs. 75 per quintal and it was truly 
a distress sale as there was none to 
lift their produce. Much later the 
FCI came into the picture and offered 
the cultivators Rs 105 for one quintal 
of wheat. Today the open market 
price of wheat in Delhi is between 
Rs. 165 and 180 per quintal. Where 
has the profit gone and who has 
appropriated it? The potato growers 
suffered equally in the matter. When 
the new crop came in the market in 
U.P. the price offered to the cultivators 
was between Rs. 12 and Rs. 14 per 
maund. In West Bengal the cultiva¬ 
tors got Rs. 18 per maund. But soon 
the whole procured potatoes were 
put into the cold storages and the 
price started rising high and today in 
Delhi potato is selling for Rs. 1.20 per 
K.G. In this way the cultivators are 
still being cheated and the hoarders 
and black marketeers are making 
huge profits while the Government 
keeps on harping about the gains of 
emergency. In the similar way the 
jute growers were also exploited. 
They did not get the remunerative 
price of their produce. Nasik is a very 
important centre for onions marketing. 
Today the cultivators have nearly one 
lakh quintals in their stock and they 
are not getting a remunerative price 
for their crop. The representatives 
of the onion growers had come to 
Delhi. The Deputy Leader of our 
party Shri Samar Mukerjee. had 
taken them to Mr. George, the 
Minister. I do not know what haa 

happened thereafter but it is a fact 
that the Government was earning a 
good profit through export of onion 
at the rate of Rs. 300 per quintal. 
Similarly there was a bumper crop of 

mango but the people did ntd have 
enough to eet because most at it y?as 
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exported to foreign countries te earn 
foreign exchange. Thus the Govern¬ 
ment, it seems, have embarked upon 
a policy which is export oriented. 
This is giving, no doubt, profits to 
the Government but the share of the 
profit is not perculating to the 
cultivators. Let us take pulses. In 
Delhi the price has gone up between 
30 per cent to 70 per cent during the 
last one week. In West Bengal, there 
is a great scarecity of fish because of 
lack of imports from Bangladesh and 
the prices have gone up so high, that 
it has become virtually impossible for 
the common man to afford it, Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, you also relish 
fish and know what it means to us 
and you can well realise our plight 
than anybody else. Therefore, Sir, 
without detailing the list any further 
where price rise has taken place 
during the last one year it would be 
sufficient to say that the Government 
have not been able to hold the price 
line and relieve the people of their 
difficulties. As I have already stated 
Sir, we appreciate the spirit of the 
Bill and in pursuance of this 1 would 
urge upon the Government to ensure 
that after the present Bill is passed 
they should be able to show real 
achievements in regard to procure' 
ment and distribution of the essential 
commodities to the people at a reason¬ 
able price instead of saying that they 
have succeeded in holding the price 
line in general. 

I would not like to say in detail 
about the various provisions of the 
Bill. The time is short and the bell 
has been rung. I would only deal 
with that' clause of the Bill wherein 
power is sought to be given to the 
Assistant Collector and even the 
S.D.O. for conducting searches in 
place of the Collector who alone was 
empowered to do if earlier. Another 
provision has also been made in this 
Bill whereby the action of officers 
conducting raides cannot be question¬ 
ed in the courts of law. I must say that 
-this provision of the'Bill *ig not free 
-from bring misused by an unscrupul¬ 


ous officer, who may harass the small 
cultivators for hia personal gains 
because he knows that he is immune 
from legal action. It is very necessary 
therefore that the Government should 
keep a watchful eye on such elements 
and see that this provision of the Bill 
is not misused. 

In the end I must say that while 
the Government speaks of penal 
measures, mixed economy and socialis¬ 
tic ideologies, they by their own 
actions are supporting a capitalistic 
economy in our country. In the 
Socialist States of USSR, Rumania, 
Bulgaria and even in China there has 
bpen no price rise for the last two 
decades. Today the Government is 
thinking of bringing about a thorough 
change in our Constitution. The 
preamble of the Constitution, is sought 
to be changed to include the words 
“Socialism” and “Secularism” but 
I can tell the House very honestly 
that these verbal changes can never 
introduce socialism in our country 
unless there is a sea change in the 
Government’s policy in regard to the 
economic matters. The members of 
the Congress party can flatter Mrs. 
Gandhi in hyperbolic terms, they can 
praise the 20-point programme to 
please her but these cannot bring 
down the prices unless the economic, 
and the political philosophy changes 
and the State structure is changed all 
together. While supporting the spirit 
of the Bill I must conclude by 
cautioning the Government that if 
they really want to achieve success, 
they have to change their outlook and 
philosophy. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
support the Essential Commodities 
(Amendment) Bill. Certain amend¬ 
ments to the original Act became 
necessary because of the experience 
gained during the last one and a half 
years. The original Act provided for 
the regulation production, supply 
and distribution of essential commodi¬ 
ties. The Amendment Bill proposes 
that the powers of the Collector may 
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be exercised by an Additional Collector 
or other officers, not below the rank 
Of a Sub-Divisional Officer, if so 
authorised by the Collector. Further, 
it protects the officers exercising the 
powers under the Act from malicious 
and vexatious proceedings. These 
provisions have become necessary to 
intensify the drive against hoarders, 
blackmarketeers and profiteers. 

The experience of the price rise 
during April, May and June this year 
has given us a big jolt and it has 
shown that the hoarders and profiteers 
will take advantage of any unfavour 
able situation. The monsoon was late 
this year. So, in spite of the bumper 
crop of foodgrains and the groundnuts, 
the prices were pushed up to an 
appreciable extent. Timely action by 
the Government succeeded in bringing 
about again the downward trend of 
the price level. 

15 hrs. 

I am glad that the Government has 
come forward to make the provisions 
more stringent tha n before. 

Section 3 is sought to be amended 
to provide that a levy order issued m 
relation to foodgrains, edible oil¬ 
seeds and oil may fix, on a graded 
basis, the quantity to be sold by the 
producers, having regard to the area 
held by, or under the cultivation of, 
the producers. This change was 
necessitated by the striking down of 
levy orders by the Orissa High Court. 

Finally, the Bill provides for the 
procedure and criteria for fixing the 
price in the case of levy or foodgrains, 
edible oilseeds and oiL 

The Bill is a major amendment of 
the original 4 ct, and seeks to put on 
a strong and sound basis the 
administrative structure necessary for 
Its smooth functioning, by increasing 
the powers of the Collector and other 
officers as regards levy and price 
fixation and by protecting them from 
malicious and vexatious proceedings. 
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We have been trying to build up a 
public distribution system over a large 
number of years. Recently the 
problem acquired great urgency as a 
result of tlie inflationary spiral during 
1972—74. Not only did we suffer from 
acute internal shortage of essential 
commodities, but also from raging 
inflation outside in most of the 
countries of the world. Only as a 
result of very severe and even 
draconian measures could we succeed 
in containing inflation and bringing 
down the price level. This was a 
heroic task. It was as difficult as 
lifting oneself by one's own boot 
straps. Simultaneously with credit 
control and distribution of foodgrains, 
efforts were made to raise production, 
and the result was that we had a 
bumper crop last year and prices in 
the market remained at a reasonable 
level. But during the last one week 
prices have begun to rise again. 

The object of our economic policy, 
namely growth with social justice 
cannot be achieved unless we have a 
proper public distribution system on 
a permanent basis and Government 
takes responsibility for making avail¬ 
able essential commodities and articles 
of mass consumption at reasonable 
prices. The well-being of the common 
man cannot be left to the free opera¬ 
tion of the forces of supply and 
demand. Government must develop 
proper techniques and instruments 
for making the policy effective. 
During the last 15 or 20 years we 
have often improvised a public distri¬ 
bution system and then dismantled it 
when the crops were good. This has 
happened three times. I hope this 
will not happen again. The public 
distribution system cannot be,- as the 
hon. Minister once said, a fire-fighting 
operation. If has to be on a perma¬ 
nent basis. It must also cover the 
whole gamut of operations, viz. 
procurement, transport, storage and 
distribution. Hilly and backward 
areas are at a disadvantage as they 
are relatively inaccessible and trans¬ 
port expenses are heavy. So, Govern¬ 
ment has to see that the prices of 
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these commodities are the same 
every where irrespective of the 
transport cost involved. 

Since co-operative institutions bcflomg 
to the people and are democratic, 
they should be the main agency for 
the public distribution system. It is 
true that there are some at the taluk 
and district levels which are very 
badly managed. The management is 
often corrupt and fraudulent. Severe 
action should be taken against them, 
but in general the co-operative system 
should be used. We should have no 
objection to using tbe panchayat 
authorities, local government institu¬ 
tions and even private agencies where 
necessary and convenient. 

To stabilise the prices of essential 
commodities, Government has to see 
that the prices of their inputs are 
stabilised. Since roost of the essential 
commodities are agricultural products. 
We have to see that the prices of 
fertilisers and* pesticides are stabilised. 
But in the last 1J years while the 
prices of agricultural commodities 
have come down by 40 per cent, the 
prices of fertilisers, pesticides and 
other inputs required by the farmer 
have not gone down to the same 
extent. The same applies to manu¬ 
factured commodities. Some manu¬ 
factured commodities are in demand 
and they are produced for mass con¬ 
sumption. The prices of inputs 
required for the manufacture of such 
commodities should also be stabilised. 

If we control the price® of all com¬ 
modities, then we have to have an 
ordered economic system under which 
you will have an integrated and 
regulated price structure which can be 
the only basis of stability. 

The public distribution system is, 
after all, a system of conduit pipes. 
No distribution system can by itself 
increase the supply except to the 
extent that it removes black-marketing 
and profiteering. Only to that 
extent, the public distribution system 
can improve the supply. Beyond that. 

It has no effect. Unless you make 
arrangements for feeding the' public 
distribution system properly, unless 


our economic policy emphasizes pro¬ 
duction and makes sure that 
production increases continuously at a 
reasonable level, the public distribution 
system cannot be successful. 

Lastly, I would like to say a word 
about the remark made by Mr. M. C. 
Daga, that in our recent legislation, 
we try to avoid the jurisdiction of 
the courts. Once you go to a court, 
you have to go the district court, the 
High Coprt and the Supreme Court. 
It betomes unmanageable. It takes 
years to decide a small thing. There¬ 
fore, our policy has been, in the case 
of economic offences, to remove the 
power of judicial authorities. It is 
with this object that we have vested 
powers in the Collector and his 
officers. I hope, this will be under¬ 
stood and appreciated by the hon. 
Member of the House. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMi (Gauhati): Mr. Deputy-Spea¬ 
ker, Sir, I take my stand here to sup¬ 
port this Bill which seems to have 
received almost the unanimous sup¬ 
port of the House except some com¬ 
ments from my hon. friend, Shri M. C- 
Daga. 

The amendment of the Essential 
Commodities Act, as I see it, which 
has been brought forward has been 
necessitated because of certain deci¬ 
sions of the court and also because of 
the experiences of the last few years. 
It appears, undoubtedly, that we have 
been called upon to make amendments 
to almost all our legislations in re¬ 
cent times in large numbers. But pro¬ 
bably that cannot be avoided because 
we are passing through a very diffi¬ 
cult time and also at a time when 
far-reaching changes are taking place 
all over the country. 

We cannot but appreciate the fact 
that in this country the food bill 
constitutes the major share of the 
budget of an individual. The rise is 
prices not only hits hard an individual 
,but it affects the social, economic and 
• political situation in the country. 
Therefore, it is incumbent upon the 
I Government to take all steps to sen 
[that the prices are kept at control be- 
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cause if we can keep the prices of 
essential commodities at control, we 
can not only give relief to the’ com¬ 
mon individual but we also bring 
order in the political, economic and 
social field. It is in this sense that 
any stringent measure like this will 
have to be appreciated even thou gh it 
may cause hardship to some indivi. 
duals. It is a question of the choice 
between the hardship to some indivi* 
duals, even in some stray cases injus¬ 
tice to some, and the relief to d vast 
majority of people. In such a case, 
obviously, the choice will be in favour 
of the relief to a vast majority of 
people. Even though the measure may 
have at some time or other caused 
some hardship to some individuals, 
we cannot but help in supporting this 
measure. 

The amendment to Section 3 has 
become necessary, I feel, because of 
the decision of the Orissa High Court, 
if I am correct, where the levy of 
foodgrains was successfully assailed by 
parties on the ground that Section 3 
deals only with stock in hand and not 
in the fields. The original Act, in Sec¬ 
tion 3, says that the Government will 
have the authority to hold stocks. 
That was interpreted to mean that you 
cannot procure essential commodities 
or foodgrains which are in the fields 
because those, are not in the stock. 
Obviously, to get rid of these difficul¬ 
ties, this amendment has been brought 
forward. The procurement of food- 
grains must be an essential thing of 
the whole system if we want to con¬ 
trol prices. In the circumstances, the 
Government has been called upon to 
bring this amendment. 

In fact, this amendment, to a cer¬ 
tain extent, takes away the strength 
of Mr. Daga’s argument of barring the 
jurisdiction of the court. We feel 
that, in such matters, the court need 
not have taken such a technical view 
of the matter divorced from the real¬ 
ity. Such technicalities, I feel, put the 
Government and the entire country in 
greet difficulties. Ii will be better if, 
in these matters, we can take a liberal 
interpretation. But unfortunately id 
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some courts, we have not seen that, 
and that has necessitated the change 
in section 3 . I welcome the change. 

So far as the other amendment to 
section 3 is concerned, a provision has 
been made that, if a party from whom 
books of account are seized so desires, 
he can make copies of the same. Mr. 
Daga has raised an objection to it, and 
1 feel that Government should have 
another look at it. Now the position 
is that, if books of account are seized 
from me, I can make copies of them, 
but the point is that the books of ac¬ 
count may be seized from me only for 
a particular purpose—only two or 
three pages may be necessary. Why 
can we not make it otherwise? If the 
books of account are seized, the officer 
concerned can make copies and those 
copies may be made admissible in 
evidence. Please see the difficulties of 
the party. A voluminous book of ac- 
counts will be seized from him, and 
the case involved may relate to only 
one to three or four pages. The entire 
books of account will be taken away 
by the officer concerned and the party 
has to make copies from 1 to 50 or so. 
The entire procedure can be simplified 
if a provision is made otherwise. In 
such a case, the relevant extracts may 
be made by the officer concerned and 
those may be certified and used in the 
evidence. In that case, the necessity of 
the party having to make copies of 
all the hundred pages or so will be 
done away with. That, I think, will 
also take care of the mischief which 
Government is trying to protect that 
is, that subsequently when the books 
of accounts are produced in courts, 
there is scope for interpolation and 
changes may take place in the books 
of account . . . 

AN HON. MEMBER: There is no 
provision to take certified copies. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: 1 feel an amendment of a 
different nature can remove the hard¬ 
ship or do away with lot of injustice. 
Otherwise, I support ii Today the 
position is that there is kit of scope for 
interpolation. That can be done aw ar

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with by a different amendment, not 
-by the amendment which has been pro¬ 
posed now. 

There has been an effort to ration¬ 
alise the prices. I do not know why so 
many types of prices have been fixed. 

I fell, that we can further rationalise 
because, as I see, the different kinds 
of prices will give scope to lawyers. 
Why not simplify the whole procedure? 

Now, the jurisdiction of the court 
has been barred in cases where the 
goods will be seized or confiscated. Un¬ 
der the provisions of the Essential 
Commodities Act, if goods are confis¬ 
cated, a person has the right of appeal 
to a judicial authority appointed by 
the State Government. One unfortunate 
omission in the Bill is that we have 
not at all prescribed the terms or 
conditions of the judicial authority. It 
is left to the vagaries of the State Go¬ 
vernment as to whom they can appoint 
as the judical authority. Now we hav? 
taken away the powers of the court. 
We support it. But at the same time 
we should take care to see that per- 
• sons of real integrity and independence 
are placed in the judicial authority. 
Therefore, there should be some guide¬ 
lines in the statute itself to see that 
only this type of persons will be in 
the judicial authority. 

Another thing which we have to 
notice is this. Today if a collector sei¬ 
zes and confiscates, a person can ap¬ 
peal under the provisions of section 6, 
to the judicial authority and the de¬ 
cision of the judicial authority, under 
the amending Bill, cannot be assaileo 
in a court of law. But if no order of 
^confiscation is passed but only an or¬ 
der of seizure is passed, then the per¬ 
son has no right of appeal to the judi¬ 
cial authority. Section 6 of the Act 
-says: 

“Whenever any essential commo¬ 
dity is sized in pursuance of an or¬ 
der made under Section 3 in relation 
thereto, the Collector'or, as the cdfte 
thay be, the judicial authority ap¬ 


pointed under section 6C shall have, 
and, notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in any other law 
for the time being in force, any 
other court, tribunal or anthori+v 
shall not have, jurisdiction_” 

I can understand that when you have 
given a right of appeal to a judicial' 
authority, you take away the power of 
the court in order to avoid multipli¬ 
city of forums provided you constitute 
the judicial authority with persons of 
integrity. But what about those cases 
where only orders of seizures will be 
passed and there will be no orders of 
confiscation? There I have no right 
of appeal to the judicial authority. 
There I am entirely at the mercy of 
the Collector. The Collector’s order 9 
are meant as final under this amend¬ 
ing Bill. If the order of seizure is made 
appealable to the judicial authority, I 
could have argued reasonably, ‘Look 
here. There is a forum in which you 
can go and challenge the order of the 
Collector and there is no reason why 
that forum will not act judicially.’ But, 
here, in case of seizures the Collector 
ha s been made the final arbiter of the 
whole thing and I do not welcome 
such a provision where such vast po¬ 
wers are given to the Collector. 1 hero- 
fore, I feel and I do not mind your 
taking away the powers of the court 
but when you take away the powers 
of the court, there should be an alter¬ 
native forum where an aggrieved per¬ 
son may go. It is always dangerous 
to place all the eggs in one basket. It 
is always dangerous to vest every 
power with one administrative autho¬ 
rity. Afterall, human beings as we are, 
we may make bona fide mistakes and 
we ma y make mistakes otherwise also 
and it is in the fitness of things that 
one should he given a right of appeal. 
You may not like to give it to the 
court. Even though you have given in 
case of confiscation the power to the 
judicial authority, In the case of 
seizures also such powers should be 
given. -Otherwise I feel, knowing the 
situation in this country as it is giv¬ 
ing too much power to the -Collector; 
When you have brought lit the dehnl- 
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tion of •Collector’, the Additional 
Collector and . such other officer, not 
below the rank.,: of f$ub-Qivisiojftal 
Officers, will only create a scope for 
corruption and, therefore, 1 feel that 
you should take care in that direction 
also- 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): Then, which jg the other 
authority? 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: The provision as it is uptill 
now is that in the case of a .confisca¬ 
tion of foods by Collector, orie can 
appeal to the judicial authority 
which is appointed by the State Go¬ 
vernment. Now we have said that an 
order made by the Collector or the 
judicial authority is not appealable. 
Uptill now the courts have the power. 
Speaking for myself, even if you take 
away the powers of the court, I do 
not mind provided two safeguards 
are there: ( 1 ) You must define as to 
what are the terms and conditions 
of the judicial authority so that per¬ 
sons of integrity may come and one 
may have confidence. There is no 
guideline and the States may make 
Mr. ‘A’ or Mr. ‘B’ or Mr. ‘C’ 
as the judicial authority. (2) The 
second basic objection is that I 
can appeal to the judicial autho¬ 
rity only in case of confisca¬ 
tion and not in case of seizure. In 
case of seizure the Collector’s order, 
by this amendment, has been made 
absolutely final. I have a feeling that 
this is not a welcome provision. It is 
not in the spirit in which we have 
approached the subject. Even in con¬ 
stitutional amendments, wnenever 
any power has been taken away ftom 
the courts, it has been given to a tri¬ 
bunal so that a man may reasonably 
feel that even though he may not be 
allowed to go to a court, here is a 
forum where he can go and lay his 
grievances. 

Therefore, I feel that this amend¬ 
ment is not complete and an amend¬ 
ment of a different nature should 
also come where you should fix the 
terms and conditions and criteria for 
the judicial authority as well as some 


Bill Sift, 
appellate body^ if not the cou;t, for 
appealing against the order of the 
Collector.. 

Broadly speaking, therefore, with 
these observations on this particular 
provisions of Section 6, I give broad 
support to the other provisions and 
on the whole I welcome the Bill. I 
hope tha Minister will look to the 
objections I have raised and will try 
to convince me. It maybe that I am

SHRI B. R SHUKLA (Baharaich): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I extend my 
full support to every amending pro¬ 
vision of this Bill. Mr. Daga has criti¬ 
cised the very fundamental policy be¬ 
hind this Bill. There he is miserably 
mistaken because he appears still to 
be wedded to the doctrine of laissez 
faire a policy which has been long 
abandoned not only in the socialistic 
countries but even in liberal demo¬ 
cracies, where the welfare State has 
been adopted as their policy. 

The object of the amending Bill is 
very limited. Therefore, I shall not 
try to take much time about the suc¬ 
cess or validity or relevance of the 
amending Bill. The first point is 
about the definition of collector which 
is sought to be amended. That is 
going to be changed. Collector being 
the only officer of its kind in a district 
has not got sufficient time to devote for 
the implementation of 'the provisions 
of the Essential Commodities Act. 


Therefore# Ike definition of ‘Collector* 
is being amplified seres to include thA 
Additional Collector as , well ..as any 
other officer not below the rank of the- 
S. D. O. which means Taluka t^jjds- 
trate or Hakim Pargana in' Tl&V 
Therefore, this amending provision is 
very very necessary and will go a long, 
way to relieve the burden on the Col¬ 
lector.

[Shri C. M. Stephen in the Chair]. 

The second amendment is to the 
effect that a person engaged in tie pro¬ 
duction of an essential article can be 
required to sell the whole or a speci¬ 
fied quantity of the commodity to the 
State Government or the Central Go¬ 
vernment or to an agent of either of 
these two Governments or to a cor¬ 
poration owned or controlled by either 
the Central or State Government. It 
has also been provided that the levy 
can be fixed according to the basis of 
the area held by the producer. The 
necessity for amending the Act in this 
way arose on account of a certain pro¬ 
nouncement of the High Court of Oris¬ 
sa. The cultivators were required un¬ 
der the Essential Commodities Act to 
pay levy according to the area held 
by them, it was said that since they 
were not holding the actual quantity 
of grain in stock, therefore, it was not 
within the scope of the provision of 
the Act that they should be directed 
to pay the levy according to the area* 
held by them under cultivation. In 
order to obviate this legal difficulty 
arising out of the judgment of the 
Orissa High Court, this amending pro¬ 
vision is sought to be incorporated in 1 
this Bill. This is a very salutary 
provision, otherwise, procurement of 
levy grain would be very much jeo¬ 
pardised because of this legal diffi¬ 
culty. 


Many hon. members have said that 
the court’s power is taken away in 
matters of confiscation. They are 
mistaken. Under sec. 6A of the ex¬ 
isting Act, the Collector is empowered 
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to confiscate in whole or jpait thereof 
if he is satisfied that there has been a 
contravention of any provision of the 
Essential Commodities Act. Now if 
any person aggrieved by the order 
of the Collector confiscating the 
essential commodity, he has under 
that very section a right to go in 
appeal to a judicial authority pres¬ 
cribed by the State Government. 
Therefore, the amending sec. 6E only 
provides that notwithstanding any¬ 
thing to the contrary in any law, no 
court other than the Collector acting 
under 6A o r the judicial authority 
which is the appellate • authority 
under sec. 6C, would have any 
jurisdiction in respect of the possession, 
delivery, disposal or distribution of 
the essential commodity. 

The Essential Commodities Act is 
a special Act. It has been enacted for 
the benefit of millions of consumers 
in this country. Therefore, if the 
civil and other courts are allowed to 
, interfere with the order of the 
Collector, except as limited by the 
provision of appeal, the whole machi¬ 
nery would be jeopardised. Suppose 
thousands of wagons of essential com¬ 
modity have been confiscated by the 
Collector and they need immediately 
to be distributed through fair price 
shops. Now the person aggrieved 
goes to the civil court and obtains an 
injunction or stay order of the civil 
court. It mean s that needy persons 
will have no commodity for use. 
Purposefully the jurisdiction of the 
court had been taken away. Other¬ 
wise the administration of this law 
will be paralysed and rendered in¬ 
effective. 

Objection has also been raised that 
those persons who are engaged in the 
implementation of thi g Act are not 
going to be prosecuted. Already under 
section IS of the Act there is provision 
that no suit or prosecution shall lie 
against any person purporting to act 
under the provisions of the Act pro¬ 
vided his act lias been*Uone in good 
faiWi: : 15 (A.) which i s sought to be 
added says that such a person, if he 
has committed an offence while pur- 
3648 Lg~g 


porting 1 to act in the discharge of 
his duties, shall not be prosecuted 
except with the sanction of the State 
government if h e is an employee of 
the State government or with the 
sanction of the Central government if 
he is an employee of the Central 
government. The reason is obvious. 
An officer wants procurement of 
grain which has been levied against a 
cultivator or against a hoarder. Some¬ 
thing happens in the implementation; 
and next day he is being hauled up 
before a court; a criminal complaint 
is filed against him. So this protec¬ 
tion is very salutary and it is also 
incorporated in the Criminal Procedure 
Code with reference to certain speci¬ 
fied officers. That benefit is now being 
extended to other officers. 

Now, with regard to account books, 
they are generally voluminous and 
they are necessary for the day-to-dav 
work of the shop-keeper. If the 
whole volume is taken by the inves¬ 
tigating authority, businessmen will 
suffer a lot. Therefore, the old pro¬ 
vision should be retained; a certified 
copy from the account book should be 
taken by the officer who is seizing the 
account books and the original shou d 
be returned to the businessman. 

With this suggestion I extend my 
wholehearted support to the Bill. The 
Act has been implemented so effecti¬ 
vely that we are in a position to 
control inflation, hoarding and black¬ 
marketing and we are proud of -t- 
We find that hoarding, blackmarketim; 
and the rise in prices are world 
phenomenon and India is no exception. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Before I call 
upon the next speaker, I want to 
draw the attention of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers to the time schedule; it has to 
be strictly adhered to, because there 
is a heavy load of legislative business 
to be transacted.

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): Mr. Chairman, while support¬ 
ing this Bill, I am constrained to say 
that the implementation of this Act 
during the last 21 years has been 
very tardy, with the result that we 
have not been able to achieve the 
objectives embodied in this Act. The 
Bill says; 

“In the interests of the general 
public, the Act provides for the 
control of the production, supply 
and distribution of, and trade and 
commerce in, certain commodities.” 

The essential commodities have been 
enumerated; the power is also given 
to the Government by official noti¬ 
fication to include any other article as 
an essential commodity. 

But, what have we done? We have 
not been able to build up any public 
distribution system. We are not able 
to control production in the sense we 
are not asking the agriculturists to 
produce certain commodities which are 
essential. We leave it to the free will 
of the agriculturists to produce any 
crop which, according to them, will 
give them more profit. I am glad that 
the Government is thinking of a 
national plan for production of food- 
grains. It is very good. 
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Coming to prices, there is no unifor¬ 
mity in prices. The prices go up 
during the days of plenty as well as 
during the days of scarcity. There is 
no control on prices and there no 
price tag is fixed to any article. This 
is the time for the Government to 
think of a built-in machinery, a public 
distribution system. When we talk 
of the public distribution system, the 
Government applies its mind only to 
the urban and industrial areas. 
Naturally, it i s necessary there, but 
what about the other areas, the sub- 
divisional, district, taluk or nlock 
headquarters level, where also there 
are poor people who require some 
protection? Therefore, this built-in 
machinery should extend up to the 
block level. The essential com¬ 
modities Should be procured either 
by the Government or the co-opera¬ 
tive societies and supplied at the 
reasonable prices to the people who 
are in need of them. 

There is a crisis of character in 
the country. The traders are not 
interested in the well-being of the 
people. They are avaricious. They 
indulge in hoarding, blackmarketing 
and profiteering. Th e other day the 
prices shot up only because of the 
delayed monsoon. But when the 
Government took firm action and some 
traders were detained under the 
MISA, the traders released the stocks 
and the prices came down. If this is 
going to be the pattern of our society, 

I do not think we can progress as a 
nation. Therefore, it is highly neces¬ 
sary that the Government should keep 
a watch not only on production but 
also supply, distribution and prices, I 
hope Government will now seriously 
think in this regard and, God willing, 
this new system will come into being 
very soon. 

The amendments sought to be made 
now are mostly procedural, which are 
also necessary, except for section 
3(1) (f) which is ja substantive provi¬ 
sion which is necessitated by the 
decision of the Orissa High Court. 


The Orissa High court was right in 
striking down the levy order, I knpw 
it, I come from that State, because e 
certain quantity of paddy was levied 
on a particular person without refe¬ 
rence to the crop. He was asked to 
give certain number of quintals of 
paddy though the land does not given 
him so much. Has he to go to the 
market and purchase and give it to 
the officer? So, on the ground that it 
had no relation to the land in his 
possession and the crop yield from 
that land, it was struck down. That 
defect has now been remedied, and 
this amendment is highly necessary. 

My friends were complaining that 
there is no appeal against seizures. 1 
am afraid they are wrong. If they 
read the proposed Clause 6E it says: 

“Whenever any essential com¬ 
modity is seized in pursuance of an 
order made under section 3 in rela¬ 
tion thereto, the Collector or, as the 
case may be, the judicial authority 
appointed under section 6C shall 
have, notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in any other law, jurisdic¬ 
tion. etc. etc.” 

Therefore, the jurisdiction rests with 
the Collector to review the order or 
the judicial authority constituted. 
Therefore, th e authority is there, and 
the right to complain against seizures 
is given to the aggrieved persons. So 
also, there is the right of appeal 
against confiscation. Therefore, the 
objections raised are not.valid accord¬ 
ing to me. 

I would also say that the Act should 
be a self-contained code. Code by 
itself, and no one should take 
recourse to other laws. This Bill seeks 
to restrict the rights of citizens to go 
to a court under article 226, but there 
is provision for an aggrieved person 
to complain against an order. So, if 
you view this Act in thii particular 
context, there is no room for Complaint 
from any quarter. 

Therefore, while t welcome the 
Bill, t suggest that the punishment 
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should be more stringent. Let us not 
be forced to take recourse to M1SA, 
DIR etc., against the offenders. We 
had made some provisions for sum¬ 
mary trials in 1974, but what i s the 
sentence? One year. Why don’t you 
make the punishment more stringent, 
make this Act a Code in itself, so that 
you do not have to go to any other 
law except the Criminal procedme 
Code for purposes of procedure, for 
trial of cases, because these bases have 
to be disposed of summarily. The 
luxury of litigation should not be 
allowed to an aggrieved person. He 
may have a grievance, it does not 
matter. On the ground of natural 
justice there should be some provi¬ 
sion in law to an aggrieved person to 
complain to higher authorities. That 
is there. Beyond that, he should not 
be allowed to go to the High Court 
and the Supreme Court. 

Therefore, I would request the 
Government to review this Act and 
bring a comprehensive legislation to 
achieve the objects mentioned in the 
original Act and see that e control 
production, that there is a national 
plan for production, a national plan 
for procurement, supply and distri¬ 
bution. up to the block level. 

What is the provision we have made 
for the poor people? How are we 
ensuring the availability of essential 
commodities at reasonable prices to 
them? This Bill is no improvement 
in that regard. You have curtailed 
some rights of the individuals to go 
to courts, that i s all right, but the 
desired result cannot be achieved by 
this amendment. So, while supporting 
the Bill I would appeal to the Govern _ 
ment to think seriously and bring 
forward a comprehensive legislation 
whereby we can have a permanent 
bttiit^in public distribution system 
in the country to achieve the objec¬ 
tive for which the original Act was 
tebaded.

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR (Dindi- 
gul): I welcome this Bill. I would 
like to oiler a few points: We aie 
amendding certain provisions of the 
law specifically connected with oil 
and foodgrains. Distribution system 
and price stabilisation are the two 
major points here. We should im¬ 
plement these schemes vigorously 
under the present emergency. 

Regarding poor man’s consumption 
items like coconut oil, sugar, jingih 
oil, groundnut oil, and all these things. 
Government should set up public 
sector distribution centre for distri¬ 
bution of these essential commodities. 

It is not enough caring for mban 
people alone. The rural people should 
get more benefit out of Governmental 
activities and protection. 

At present the rural population are 
unable to get these essential commodi¬ 
ties through government agencies. 
They supply to only towns and urban 
areas and not to remote rural areas 
They are really more poor than the 
urban population. There should be 
sufficient number 0 f fair-price shops 
set up by Government agencies. There 
must be one cooperative centre set up 
by the Government where thousand 
familiet or more reside in one place. 
We must set up one such cooperative 
centre to distribute all these essential 
commodities. 

Then, Sir, w® hear government's 
Saying that we are self-sufficient in 
foodgrains. For some years in the 
fast as -also in this year and recently 
the prices of essential commodities 
have considerably come down. But, 
in the last one or two months, we find 
that the price of doth has gone up. 
This Is not treated as an essential

commodity by Government. Govern¬ 
ment should be vigilant to arrest the 
rising trends in the prices of essential 
commodities. Kerosene, milo, rice etc.* 
should be supplied in every nook and 
corner of India including the jufal 
areas in order to avoid or put ait 
end to the blackmarketing in these 
commodities. I suggest that Gov¬ 
ernment should take immediate steps 
to see that they abolish the middle¬ 
men—the commission agents—as this 
affects the sales of essential commodi¬ 
ties at the controlled price. For 
example, i n the rural areas, it is these 
middlemen, the commission agents, 
who create artificial scarcity of 
essential commodities and push up 
their prices. In this process, those 
who purchase from the produce is, the 
dealers, also raise the prices. As a 
result of this the farmer in the field 
are unable to get a fair price for 
their produce. Therefore, I plead with 
the Government for the abolition of 
the middlemen or commision agency 
system. Necessaiy steps should be 
taken by Government in that direc¬ 
tion. 

I am sorry to state that cloth and 
medicines are not at all considered 
by Government of India or the State 
Governments as falling under the 
esential commodities. I am however 
happy to note that the prices of es¬ 
sential commodities are coming down. 
But, what about the cloth and medi¬ 
cines? Even in emergency—not only 
in emergency but even from 1950 till 
to-day the price® are going up and 
up. These could have come down 
like the other essential commodities. 
What action has been taken by Gov¬ 
ernment? 

Poor people cannot afford to pur¬ 
chase the costly medicines. These are 
common and essential and inevitable 
commodities used by both rural and 
urban people. Therefore, I would 
request the Govemnment to look into 
this matter and see that during emer- 
gency the prices are not allowed to go 
up. It is reported in the paper that in 
Madras, the prices of medicines are 
going up and the poor people are un- 
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able to purchase the medicines for the 
treatment of the diseases and, as a 
result of that, they are not rid of the 
disease from which they are suffering. 
Government should do something in 
the matter. 

I welcome the provisions made in 
this Bill in regard to the seizures of 
essential commodities. Stocks are seized 
from the business people, the olack- 
Marketeers by the government officials. 
Government should not pav any com¬ 
pensation to these unscrupulous busi¬ 
ness people when stocks are seized 
from them. We will have to pay the 
compensation for the essential com¬ 
modities when they are sized from the 
farmers, who are keepiing them as 
their surpluses by the dishonest 
officials. You have to make a distinc¬ 
tion between these two, when you 
seize the essential commoditiies, 
namely the pooor farmers and the 
blackmarketeers—businessmen. 

The Bill is silent with regard to 
awarding punishment to the black- 
marketeers-—offenders—on the official 
side as well as on the business side. 
Regarding the officials, it the the Gov¬ 
ernment thinks that a particular 
official is corrupt and is supporting 
the hoarders and blackmarktcers, they 
should not only be dismissed, by the 
departmental action, from service, but 
they should also be severely punished 
by taking action under the relevant 
provisions of the Indian Penal Code 
and other laws of the land. 

Now in Tamil Nadu, I am told by 
the District Collectors and Divisional 
Revenue Officers that the subordinate 
officers like revenue inspectors, teh- 
s51dar s and district officers are sup¬ 
porting the hoatarrs. They are not 
implementing the twenty-point 
programme as ordered by the Reve¬ 
nue Board members and District 
Collectors. These officials should bo 
dealt with very severely by the 
Government. ' 

Regarding the malpractices of 
hoarders and blackmarketeers, our 


Government should come forward to 
punish them with, death - sentence. 
Why are you hesitating to take strin¬ 
gent action against people who are 
playing with the lives of 65 chores 
of people? Not only MISA should 
be used, but this punishment should 
also be given to them. I read in the 
papers that in Tamil Nadu MISA 
has been applied only against 15 
blackmarketeers. This is not suffi¬ 
cient. .Thtere are hundreds of black¬ 
marketeers there. If you arrest all 
of of them. pric e s will naturally come 
down 

I would only make this request to 
the hon. Minister who is an able, 
young and efficient Minister. He 
should look into the matter very 
seriously and take action in an honest 
and straightforward manner which 
will safeguard the interest of the 
poor masses and the middle classes. 
With these words. I conclude and 
also thank the Chairman. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar): I rise to welcome 
this amending Bill which has been 
brought forward by the hon. Minis¬ 
ter after our experience with the 
original Act. Recently when the 
prices of some of the essential com¬ 
modities were showing signs of rising, 
the hon. Minister himself said that 
‘the profiteers who were reconciled to 
the emergency were waiting on, their 
wings to exploit the situation when 
the opportunity arose’. That oppor¬ 
tunity came because of the monsoon 
being delayed by 15-20 days. There¬ 
fore, they could try to raise the price s 
of certain essential commodities. 
This is the real analysis of the 
problem. 

This means that we have a market 
economy in this country and it is 
really a Herculean effort to control 
it. In the last one year we have 
succeeded in controlling the market 
economy where so many forces are 
acting ad where Government’s, . con¬ 
trol is limited. On production, on 
simply, on the wholesale system.

Government has no control; it is only 
in distribution, and that too through 
fair price shops that there is s ° me 
control. Ultimately, this is the pre¬ 
sent limited responsibility of the 
Government and Government are 
carrying on with 2k lakh fair price 
shops. This is the limitation which 
the hon. Minister has pointed out. 

In the limited time at piy dispo¬ 
sal, I would like to make three or 
four suggestions for the consideration 
of the hon. Minister. In view of our 
past experience, a$ w 6 have pressed 
in this House many times, in so far 
as essential consumer items are 
concerned, why not Government step 
in and take over their production in 
the public sector—I mean production 
of all those essential commodities 
which are needed by the poorer sec¬ 
tions, the weaker sections? I could 
see from this Bill and from the situa¬ 
tion in the country that perhaps for 
many years to come, if we want to 
deal with the market economy, we 
have to be more stringent in our 
drive against profiteers, hoarders and 
blackmarketeers, which of course 
Government are, and are sincerely 
doing it. Perhaps it is a unique ellort 
on our part that we have been able 
to control and bring down the prices 
during the last one year. Thanks to 
the Minister, the Ministry and the 
Government of India. 

Essential commodities constitute 
the first point of the twenty-point 
economic programme. Here I would 
like to submit one thing. An impres¬ 
sion is gaining ground in the country¬ 
side, or in the villages, that there is a 
disparity between the prices of in¬ 
dustrial products which the villagers 
are getting and the prices of the 
agricultural commodities which they 
axe producing, which have been 
slashed down. I do not know why 
this impression should be there. The 
rural people are getting the products 
,, or esSd commodities which are 
produce# fey the industrial sector, and 
their prices are not coming down. 


The prices of agricultural commodi¬ 
ties, things such as coconut oil, rice, 
wheat, etc. are going down and the 
government has to come out with 
support prices. I think there ought 
to be si ringent control on industrial 
products also which are sold in the 
rural areas. 


In regard to collection and levy, 

I want to mention this. I have my 
personal experience jn Orissa. The 
levy was made on the basis of land 
records of very old times; the re¬ 
cords were in the names of fore 
fathers, three generations ago. First 
generation has gone; second genera¬ 
tion has gone; the third and fourth 
generations are there in 1975 and 
1976 but the basis of levy was those 
very old records. Naturally the High 
Court struck it down. It is good that 
it was done and you brought in this 
amendment. I know how much the 
small producers and small farmers 
were harassed. One point in the 20 
point economic programme is that 
the land records should be corrected. 
In the absence of this thing, the teh- 
sildar and the revenue inspector go 
and say to a small farmer; you shall 
have to pay forty bags. The poor 
farmer, how can he do that? He 
says: Can I pay you something so 
that it could be reduced and they 
will say: yes; and it will be reduc¬ 
ed to ten bags. Is this the way it 
should be done? How can people 
have faith in government or adminis¬ 
trative machinery? When a levy is 
made on a farmer one has to look 
into relevant factors such as whether 
it is dry land or irrigated land, wet 
land or dry land, whether it is cap¬ 
able of production of 30 much and 
so on. Suppose you want to collect 
thirty lakhs of tonnes in one state, , 
you can have a fair idea of how to 
collect that quantity; it should be a 
rational method and it should leave 
no scope for the whims and fancies 
of particular officials being brought 
into play which will lead to a lot of 
harassment of the poor and illiterate 
peasants. 
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I now come to the public distribu¬ 
tion system. We cannot solve the 
problem unless we build self-reliant 
village economics; take a group of 
50 or 100 villages and plan accord¬ 
ingly so that you can produce many 
of those things needed in the villa¬ 
ges; that will also be in keeping with 
the Gandhian ideal, so that they may 
not have to depend upon Bombay 
or Ahmedabad and if Mr. George 
cannot get two wagons to send clothes 
the price of cloth in some for cor¬ 
ner of the country will shoot up. 
We shall have to build ip an effi¬ 
cient public distribution system. I 
know there are 2.31 lakh fair price 
shops to give essential items and 
three thousand hostels are being 
supplied with things for the benefit 
of students. Inspite of those good 
things which the government has 
done, the public distribution system 
is not adequate and it is not going 
to meet all the rising demands of 
consumption of our 'people in the 
countryside. Therefore, every place 
must have <a consumer store where 
you can store some of those items; 
then you will be able to control the 
market economy. W e are going to¬ 
wards socialist ideals; let us try to 
give up the kind of mafket economy 
which is also difficult to ‘control 
fully. 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore); Mr. Chairman, 
I support the Bill w T ith all my heart 
because I say that there is a realistic 
appraisal of the whole situation. The 
Prime Minister has stated times with¬ 
out number that “Special care should 
be taken to ensure that there is no 
shortage of essential commodities.'* 
There is no denying the fact that the 
the hoarders, blackmarketeers and 
racketeers! and 'those who want to 
undermine the economic progress of 
our country are our worst ene¬ 
mies and if there is any sec¬ 
tion of the people who are try¬ 
ing to subvert our economic pro¬ 
gress by taking advantage of the 
situation of Hood or drought or short¬ 


age of commodities, it i s only the 
economic offenders who ar® doing it.

[Mr. Deputy-Speaker in the Chair] 

I am sure this Bill will strengthen the 
hands of the Collectors, Additional 
Collectors, S.D.Os. etc. to tackle the 
situation within the ambit of law. But 
I havp a note of caution for the gov¬ 
ernment. Sometimes bureaucrats act 
with high-handedness, regardless of 
the fact that the opinion is something 
different. They will be very much 
strengthened by the powers entrusted 
to them by the minister, in my con¬ 
stituency of Balasore, there is a 
place oiled Soro. Last year, the 
Coilector, Mr. R. N. Senapati, arrested 
about 15 people, as they were found 
to be acting in a manner prejudicial 
to the interest of the community. 
They were trading in esenlial com¬ 
modities and involved in smuggling 
across the border to West Bengal. It 
so happened that within a month, 
there was so much pressure on him 
from various sections of the sec¬ 
retariat at Bhuvaneswar and be had 
no alternative but to release those 15 
people. This is hyperbolic non-sense. 
On the one side v/e say we must 
strengthen the hands of the Collector, 
but if there is a good Collector trying 
to do some good to the community 
by brining to book economic offenders, 
you put presure on him 8nd compel 
him to release the culprits. Simul¬ 
taneously, there are police officers who 
will take advantage of the situation. 
In my State, there are Police Super¬ 
intendents who will take advantage of 
the situation and put people behind 
the bar under DIR, MISA Or some 
other Act. The minister should be 
very cautious to see that this is 
implemented in a way so that the 
people are happy. After all, what is 
the summum bonwnf The people 
should be happy, the country should 
progress and all sections of the society 
must proceed to a stage of egalitaria¬ 
nism. But the worst enemies today 
are the economic offenders who Ore 
hand hi glove wfth the pfflcer class 
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and the minister should be cautious 
about them. 

Inflation ig going down in the 
country. In 1973-74, according to Mr. 
George, inflation was riding at u speed 
of 2 per cent per month and it 
continued for several months. By the 
end of 1975, it came to almost 
minimum inflation. Today th e country 
is making good progress. Mr. 
George said two months ago that 
there was a rise in the prices of com¬ 
modities between April and ‘June to 
the extent of 4.7 per cent. Why was 
it so? In July, Mr. Om Mehta, the 
Minister of State In the Ministry of 
Homo Affairs, had to advise all the 
State Governments to use MISA and 
other measures drastically against 
economic offenders, because even 
during the emergency, the economic 
offenders, racketeers, hoarders and 
b’ackmarketeers somehow or other 
think that the emergency has become 
normalised and they can take advan¬ 
tage of the situation. In every section 
of the people, wa 'and today a climate 
of normalisation. So, the government 
should be still more vigilant to tee 
that MISA, DIR and other provisions 
are used ruthlessly against economic 
offenders and anti-national elements. 

Production is going up and there is 
no recession today, as Mr. Pni, the 
Minister of Industry, said. I must 
congratulate Mr. Pai on this. The 
industrialists have been giving a false 
conception to the people that there is 
not much of production, that there is 
recession, that there is no scope 
for export of our goods to foreign 
countries, etc. They create such 
a climate through the news¬ 
papers owned by them. It is 
very good that the Minister has 
come forward strongly, saying that 
there is no recession. India is not an 
under-developed country. Mr. Pai 
■said on the floor of the House that 
India is » developed country and we 
are able to export industrial goods 
and technical know-how to foreign 
countries. As Mr. Panigrahi rightly 
said, the government must be vigilant 
ajbptd the prices of not only consumer 
fam also industrial goods. An 


hon. member on the other side said 
that the prices of medicines are in¬ 
creasing. I read an article where found 
that Vitamine C, B Complex and 
elixirs are available in foreign 
countries, UK and Europe at a price 
which is 10 per cent less than what we 
are paying in India. It appeared ' in 
the newspapers only a weet back. It 
was written by a correspondent who 
was based at London. I want to know 
whether this is a fact. If so, Shri 
George should ba more vigilant and 
see that the medicines come under the 
essential commodities. 

It is true that this Bill will not only 
strengthen the hands of the Collector 
but will also deprive the economic 
offenders the right to go to the court 
a s often as they .like. But it will ail 
depend upon the attitude of the 
bureaucracy, of the Government. We 
should see to it th a t people are not 
unnecessarily harassed. If we take 
away from the person concerned the 
original and ask him to have recourse 
to a photastat copy, how is it possible 
t 0 function? It is not possible; it is 
difficult. He cannot go to a court. So, 
these things should not be lost sight 
of. Everything depends upon the 
attitude of the Government and the 
way you want to deliver the goods. 

If you strengthen the hands of the 
Collector, ADM, RDO and police in 
a proper way, things will run well. 
But if they try to take advantage of 
the situation, it will be autocracy, 
sometimes it will Tend to become even 
mobocracy. When we are striving to 
build an egalitarian society, let us not 
strengthen the hands of the bureau¬ 
cracy. Lat us function in the interests 
of the common man and let us 
accelerate the 20-Point Programme, 
which is the sumrnum bonum of our 
economic progress, as outlined by our 
Prime Minister. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I think every¬ 
thing that is worthwhile that has to 
be said about this Bill has already 
been mentioned. 
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One of the provisions of the Bill 
says: 

“to sell the whole or a specified 
part of the quantity held in stock, 
or produced or received by him.” 

Suppose a farmer has one or two 
acres of land and produces 10 or 15 
quintals of a crop, is h e expected to 
sell the whole of it, if it is found 
necessary in the eyes of the ordering 
authority to take over the whole pro¬ 
duce? In other words, what has been 
evolved as a system of levy, cun it be 
made applicable to the entire gross 
produce, on the holding of a farmer? 
According to this law, which ought to 
reflect the intention of the legislator 
as to how he intends to administer 
this law, a farmer can be asked to 
part with the whole of it. Why is it 
that you want to have such overall or 
such sweeping powers in the hands of 
the levying authority? I think it is 
time that the Government itself modi¬ 
fies this when it comes to the agricul¬ 
tural produce. Suppose I produce 
cloth, or edible oils, or if I am a fac¬ 
tory owner. Government should have 
the right to requisition the entire 
quantity. But when the producer con¬ 
sumes as of necessity some of his 
produce, it has got to be delinked. I 
think this sort of power should not be 
there, either from the point of view 
of the farmer, or from the point of the 
view of even the Government. 

I think today in our country the 
Food Corporation of India, the State 
Food Corporations which have been 
started by the various State Govern¬ 
ments and all the public storage sys¬ 
tems put together are holding nearly 
10 million tonnes of foodgrains. 1 had 
put the figure at 16 million, it could 
be more. So, we have got the highest 
amount of stock of foodgrains, but 
has the Government, through the State 
Governments and the Food Corpora¬ 
tion of India, tried to evaluate the 
storage of these foodgrains obtained 
from the cultivator af the levy price 
which is considered to be a fair price 


from all other points of view, but 
which is not necessarily the market 
price? On the basis of the limited 
personal intimate knowledge which I 
have, I can say that one-fourth of the 
foodgrains stored by the Karnataka 
State Food Corporation is not in a 
good condition. The hon. Minister can 
sand a study team. 

Therefore, you have on the one side 
deprived the farmer of a fair price 
which he could have got by making 
his own arrangements even with the 
usurious man in between, or at least 
used it to feejl some people or cattle, 
but you have held it under the system 
of control, and you are not able to 
sell it, This, that and the other or¬ 
ders are to come, I understand the 
handicaps of the system under which 
Government functions, but then you 
have deprived the farmer for the ex¬ 
plicit purpose of helping the consu¬ 
mer, and actually you are destroying 
it in your storage. Will the hon. Min¬ 
ister kindly depute a study team, at 
least to those areas where specific re¬ 
corded complaints have emerged, to 
see the condition of the foodgrains' 
stored there? Considering the nature 
of the distributing apparatus, I feel 
that there are a number of issues in¬ 
volved in this. So, I hope the neces¬ 
sary exercise will be undertaken by 
Government.

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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF CIVIL SUP¬ 
PLIES AND COOPERATION (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE): Mr. Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, during the long debate on this 
vital amendment to an important Act, 
I must confess that the hon. Members 
were extremely cooperative and I am 
thankful for the unanimous support 
which was offered by this august 
HOus e to this amending Bill. 

The general tenor of the debate was 
that even when all the hon. Members 
unanimously appreciated the intention 
behind this move, quite a few of them 
cautioned the Government that the 
implementation has to be careful. 
There were apprehensions that it may 
be misused; there was a feeling that 
perhaps the entire success depends 
not only on the wording of the Act 
or the amendment but on the spirit in 
which it is implemented, specially as 
many of my learned friends pointed 
out, we are handing over powers from 
Parliament to State Governments and 
State Governments to district autho¬ 
rities. Government do take note of 
this word of caution; it is a well- 
intentioned warning, and we do take 
note of the various other suggestions 
also given by the hon. Members. 

About the different provisions of 
thi s legislation, some genuine doubts 
have been expressed by some hon. 
friends. I will start with Mr. Naik, 
who spoke towards the end of the de¬ 
bate. He has expressed his own fears 
as to how it affects the farmer; he 
was talking about ‘the whole or part 
of it’. I may bring it to his notice 
that this is only an enabling provi¬ 
sion. In the case of a rice mill, say, 
in Punjab, the extent - of levy is as 
high as 80 per cent, but in the case of 
small cultivators—I am sure the hon. 


Member is aware of this—they are 
normally exempted from the levy. 
That is why, we use the term 'graded 
system of levy’ because, after a par¬ 
ticular ceiling, graded levy operates. 
All the same, we do take note of what 
was mentioned by Mr. Naik. As I 
have said, this is only an enabling 
clause—‘where the whole or part. 
Being an enabling clause—and we 
take note of all the fears and appre¬ 
hensions expressed by him—it will be 
implemented and executed as per'the 
provisions of the other clauses. Our 
intention is not to harass the farmers, 
especially the smallest amongst them; 
it is our intention that the levy is 
taken from the big farmer. Even In 
implementation, I ca n assure the 
House, we will be considerate when 
we tackle matters connected with poor 
farmers who may not be aware of 
every legislation and all other rules 
and regulations. 

As has been pointed out, we do 
want to handle the trade and indus¬ 
try when they show signs of going in 
the wrong way. We take pride—and 
even the worst critics concede this— 
that in this country we have been able 
to contain the inflation and bring 
down prices and stabilise them at a 
reasonable level. In October, 1974 
when we were having an inflationary 
rate of nearly 30 per cent and the 
whole sale price index was nearly 332, 
we had certain very rigid enforce¬ 
ment measures taken by the Home 
Ministry and the Finance Ministry, 
and some positive measures were 
taken for streamlining the public dis¬ 
tribution system. On 26th June, 
Emergency was declared, and on that 
day the wholesale price index was 
312. During the past one year, we 
have been able to bring down the 
prices to a reasonable level. In this 
House, on more than two or three 
occasions, I have expressed the view 
that it is not the intention of the 
Government, especially when we 
deal with agricultural commodities, to 
bring about a crash in prices. I do 
not want to tell the House every day 
that yesterday the price was 20* to-, 
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day It is 19 and tomorrow it will be 
18 and all that. That is not our in¬ 
tention. Our intention is not to bring 
down the prices every day; we do not 
want to bring about a crash in pri¬ 
ces. Our intention is to bring down 
(prices to a reasonable level and see 
that prices are stabilised at that level. 
The basic purpose is to see that the 
consumer gets at a reasonable price 
and the farmer gets a remunerative 
and encouraging price; it should be 
remunerative so that he may go in 
for the next cultivation. Otherwise, 
we may be happy with low prices this 
year, but the farmers will not have 
the incentive for producing more, and 
next year we may have to pay 
ftr it. (Interruptions) 

AN HON. MEMBER: Only the con¬ 
sumers are being looted. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I thought the 
hon. Members would appreciate our 
basic intentions which I was mention¬ 
ing. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How¬ 
rah): Intentions are good. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: That is pre¬ 
cisely why I said that we take note 
of the caution given by the members 
in respect of Implementation. I was 
explaining the intention and I was 
accepting th e warning given by the 
Members that implementation is the 
most important thing. 

Up to March and April we were able 
to bring down the prices rather steadi¬ 
ly and bring it down to a particular 
level when the wholesale price index 
which was 332 in September 1974, .H2 
on the eve of the Emergency, was 
brought down to 283 which was the 
.price level existing exactly 24 months 
prior to that. This is a unique record. 
But there was some feeling that in 
some items the farmer was not getting 
a remunerative price. I might bring it 
to the notice of this august House that 
at that time there was a criticism and 
a hue end cry was raised lhat in some 
ot the farming and producing areas 
like Gujarat, Tamil Nadu and even

Maharashtra in one Hem, that is 
groundnut, since the prices came 
down to a level of Rs. 3.75 
per kg. for the groundnut oil, 
the groundnut price was not re¬ 
munerative, that we must give a sup¬ 
port price, we must export, we must 
take remedial measures and that we 
must remove the glut. Well-inten¬ 
tioned suggestions. Then certain reme¬ 
dial measures had to be taken. Even 
to-day in the basic items of wheat, rice 
and other foodgrains, 1 am sure hon. 
Members will agree with me that it is 
almost on a plateau, rather steady and 
stable There may be a small fluctua¬ 
tion this side and that side. but. by 
and large, the reports trom all over the 
country are that at least in ioodgrains 
the prices are rather stable. Mr Naik 
was pointing out that we have a super 
burper crop. W e have a comfortable 
situation and if there is any particular 
pocket of scarcity or difficult area, it 
it is brought to the notice of the go¬ 
vernment, I am sure—some members 
are saying that there may be a few 
pockets or areas where ihere may be 
some difficulties—we are m a very 
comfortable position and we need not 
be apolegetic and we need not take 
any alibi. If there is any pocket of 
scarcity, the government is in a posi¬ 
tion to remedy the situation.... 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasntj. Why 
then the pru'« s are rising when there 
is no scarcity 7 

SHRI A. C GEORGE: If you could 
specifically point out one item—I am 
not saying that in this vast country 
everywhere it is a paradise, there may 
be, due to transportation difficulties 
or flood situation or some other bottle¬ 
necks some areas where there may be 
difficulties. But if it is brought to the 
notice of the government, we have a 
very comfortable stock oosition and 
naturally we can take remedial 
measures. 

During the past twom months, there 
was some difficulty felt about euible 
oils. As I explained in the House 
yesterday and on quite a few occa- 
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sions, we are taking some measures 
to see that lor the next two weeks 
when we expect the new crop to come 
in, the supply position is kept at an 
even level and even ad hoc measures 
are taken to see that till the new 
crop arrives, till the 15th September or 
so, we are quite alert and alive to this 
problem. 

There was a point expressed by my 
friend, Mr. Goswami, that in this 
amendment, the provision regarding 
original and copying the documents 
will cause hardship. Sir, Ihere are 
quite a few instances when our trade— 
some of these people when they are 
•caught, are very clever—were tamper¬ 
ing with the records. In a meeting of 
the different States, the Civil Supply 
Commissioners, Food Department offi¬ 
cials and the Ministers were very 
emphatic and there was a unanimous 
request from all the States that some 
changes were necessary and that there 
were quite a few cases when even 
guilty people went scotfree. So, in this 
context and because, according to the 
Indian Evidence Act, the original has 
to be given the weightage, and only in 
that context we have made a provision 
that the original may be retained by 
the prosecution and copies be given. 
I had said that there might be some 
difficulties but in the matter of im¬ 
plementation we will see that this type 
of hardship does not occur and the 
cases are disposed of as quickly as 
possible. If the person is innocent, we 
will see to it that his case is proved 
but, till that time, since various ins¬ 
tances are there where the originals 
were tampered with, we may be con¬ 
strained to retain the originals. But, 
as I said, in the implementation, not 
only this point but every other point 
mentioned by the hon. Members have 
been taken note of and we will see 
that the hardship is minimised to peo¬ 
ple who are genuinely by s ome chance 
innocent.

Just because. the. monsoon happens to 
to be delayed or a bit late, some at 
the traders were just waiting on the 
wings to get hold of the earliest op¬ 
portunity when they could exploit 
the situation. If there is slight delay 
in the monsoon, they think, this is the 
best time to do hoarding and cause 
artificial scarcity. On this occasion, 
when we are passing an important 
legislation, I request trade and indus¬ 
try to reconcile themselves to the 
spirit of democracy instead of trying 
to ipdulge in guerilla warfare or 
skirmishes thinking that opportunities 
will come when they can exploit the 
situation. . t

Certain points were made about 
prices of articles going up. I am not 
trying to impress this House with 
statistics. But what I say is that let 
us not be panciky. I will give figures 
of the latest wholesale price index. 
The latest figure of 14th August is 
309. At this time last year this was 
311.1. While saving this I am not 
saying that we could in any way be 
complacent, but what I say is that this 
phenomenon should not make us 
panicky at all. Also the fact that 
prices have been brought out and we 
have brought down inflation should 
not also make us complacent. So, 
in our approach towards these essen¬ 
tial commodities we are trying to be 
more vigilant, . more alert and more 
stringent, in dealing with trade and 
industry throughout. 

This brings us to a certain line of 
thinking, namely, the consumer pro¬ 
tection movement. The consumer 
protection movement has to be more 
elaborate, more comprehensive and 
more effective. Even this legislation 
is only a part of this consumer pro¬ 
tection movement. When we see this 
in the international context even this 
Consumer Protection Movement it¬ 
self is a movement of fairly recent 
origin. It is a comparatively new 
phenomenon. Even in western coun¬ 
tries this movement is only recently 
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developing. Sometime back Z had an 
opportunity to visit some of the 
countries where consumer protection 
movement was gaining strengthen and 
momentum. In Sweden they have got 
consumer ombudsman where there is 
constant vigil over the quality, qan- 
tity and price charged to the consu¬ 
mers. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Tel- 
licherry): Here in Delhi we had a 
big consumer protection ’movement 
which resulted in the formation of a 
Coffee House in Connaugt place. Now 
this has been smashed and nodbody 
1ms cared to afford an alternative site 
for them. Is this the way of pro¬ 
tecting consumer movement, I don't 
know. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Smashing of 
a building which perhaps wa3 in an 
unauthorised area cannot be pointed 
■out as an anti-consumer measure. I 
also share the feeling for coffee just 
as Mr. Chandrappan and all facilities 
to be provided in this regard will only 
be appreciated by me and encouraged 
by me. In Denmark, the consumer 
ombudsman during the last three or 
four years has made a real impact. 

In U.K. it is very interesting to note 
that for any item, if a manufacturer 
wants to increase the price even by 
the slightest ldvel, he has to take the 
permission from the Prices Commis¬ 
sion. In the U.S.A., the Consumer 
Productivity Council and the Federal 
Trade Commission are making effec¬ 
tive efforts in the matter of consumer 
protection. 

You are aware of the movement of 
the consumer awareness that has 
happened in this country. I shall 
spend two or three minutes on the 
movement to tell you how the move¬ 
ment could be built up in a country. 
That can only be done by the Con¬ 
sumer awareness. In March and 
April, tiie prices came down to a 
comparatively low level. There were 
nearly JSl 5 lakhs public distribution 
centres. timt- were mentioned which, 
I concede, are not enough in a normal 


situation. We are havnig a very very 
disappointing experience with our 
villagers who have stopped patronis¬ 
ing the public distribution outlet— 
may be 2.5 lakhs public distribution 
centres are not adequate or may be, 
these 2.5 lakhs public distribution 
points were not properly patronised 
by the consumers. 

This is understandable because in 
our village the system of trading is 
by our retailer s who are also in a 
way small bankers giving credit and 
getting the payment at the end of a 
week and all that. The public distri¬ 
bution system can grow to a level of 
normalcy and be sustained and be 
an effective service to the country 
only if there is consumer awareness 
to see that this is patronised also. R 
is a long process. I was only men¬ 
tioning that any consumer movement 
can only come from the consumer 
awareness and the consumer resis¬ 
tance. In a country like ours, this 
is a congenial atmosphere where 
different measures can really be 
effective, where we cannot quarrel 
with the instruments and the mea¬ 
sures that are available. 

This is the time which is best suited 
to biuld up the public distribution 
system as well as the consumer 
movement. We are thinking of, at 
some hon. Members pointed out here, 
bringing in a comprehensive legisla¬ 
tion to take care.of the various con¬ 
sumer protection measures. Regard¬ 
ing adulteration, there were so many 
complaints. Also there were so many 
complaints regarding underweigh- 
ment, undermeasurement and cheat¬ 
ing in weights. Also there were lota 
of complaints during the past one 
year. By the Packaging Commodities 
Regulation Order, to some extent, it 
has been checked. But, I do not 
think that it is completely satisfac¬ 
tory. About the cheating to publicity 
and claiming a lot of exaggerated 
claims or trying to cheat or deciye 
the consumers by wrong advertiser 
ments and wrong publicity campaign, 
I would say that these are all differ 
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rent defects in our trading systems. 
About the distribution costs, We are 
absolutely clear in our minds. (In¬ 
terruptions). In order to bring down 
the prices at the consumers level, 
the cost of manufacture, we do find 
an interesting phenomenon where 
even after this passes on from the 
bands of the manufacturer, there are 
various tiers of distribution, the dis¬ 
tribution agents, about which Mr. 
Mayathevan was saying—the e x i stent < 
non-existent and imaginary and yet- 
to-be-born sole selling agents—which 
do not serve any social purpose. 
There may perhaps be some arrange¬ 
ment between them and their brother- 
in-law. That is why I say that sole 
selling agents do not serve any social 
purpose. They will serve only the 
wholesalers, the retailers and so on 
an<j so forth but the time it passes 
from the different existent and non¬ 
existent, different required and not 
required tiers of distribution and, ul¬ 
timately, when it comes into the 
hands of the consumers, the prices 
may not have any relevance at all as 
to what gain has gone to the manu¬ 
facturer—the company. We have also 
identified a few items of essential 
commodities and we shall watch their 
distribution right from the manufac¬ 
turing level to the consumer level to 
take care of the prices. Our inten¬ 
tion is to closely examine how far the 
existing sole selling agencies serve 
the purpose relevant to the social 
situation. 

As regards the sccalled commission 
agents, the retailers, in a big country 
like ours, from the manufacturing 
points there is a long haulage running 
to 1500 to 2000 to miles or so. I do 
concede that certain tiers of distribu¬ 
tion points may be needed. But, if it 
does not serve any purpose at all 
other than passing of a certain com¬ 
mission back to the consumer or for 
sharing it by a certain arrangement, 
we shall closely scrutinise the distri¬ 
bution agencies of the major essential 
Items and shall take up the remedial 
measures. 


I am thankful to the House for 
giving very encouraging comments 
as well as suggestions for this opera¬ 
tion which is of topmost and of vital 
importance because in the 20-Point 
Economic Programme presented by 
our prime Minister before the people,, 
the very first items is how best to see 1 
that at least the bare essential mini¬ 
mum consumption items by the- 
masses are given at a reasonable price 
and they a re assured of their required 
quantity. 

A s the topmost item of topmost 
priority for the common man, I hope 
the spirit behind this legislation which' 
is only a humble attempt, will be ap¬ 
preciated and hon. members will co¬ 
operate and help in building up a 
movement which will ultimately 
serve the country. 

DR. RANEN SEN: He was speak¬ 
ing about delayed monsoon and 
scarcity pockets. Is it n ot a fact 
that prices started rising in March 
when there was no question of mon¬ 
soon and no question of scarcity?' 
There was abundance in the country 
then. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The position 
is very clear. The prices of the items 
which we are speaking of started 
going up only in May. 

DR. RANEN SEN: No, no. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE; I cannot 
agree to it. The figures are very 
telling. The lowest figure of the- 
wholesale price index was during the 
last week of March and the first week: 
of April. It stood there till 15 April. 
Subsequently slowly certain items 
went up. Even when it was going 
up, in regard to one item which hat 
been long debated, groundnut, the 
price s started going up only towards 
the end of May, because I distinctly 
remember a telegram from Gujarat 
saying that we may have to offer sup¬ 
port price. This was in the first week: 
of May. V 
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SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: In the case of seizure, you 
have given the entire power to the 
Collector whereas in the case of con¬ 
fiscation, there is a right of appeal to 
a judicial authority. The former may 
lead in many cases to corruption. 
Would you have fresh thinking on 
having an appellate authority or some 
other body to scrutinise the Collec¬ 
tor’s order and see that it is proper? 

Then as regards documehts, evidence 
is based always on the original. You 
can always ask the other party to 
produce the original in a court of law 
and the court will draw an adverst 
inference against the party if the 
original is not produced. 


■SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I do appre¬ 
ciate the spirit of the hon. Member’s 
suggestion. Seizure is only the first 
stage of the confiscation proceeding. 
All cases of seizure may not end in 
confiscation. The Collector may de¬ 
cide that the seizure was not valid 
or necessary or there was no infringe¬ 
ment of the Act when the proceedings 
started. Though I find it difficult to 
accept the changes suggested by the 
hon. member, I can assure the House 
that proper care will be taken to see 
that the powers that are handed over 
through the State to the district 
authorities 'are exercised carefully. 
Even in the matter of enlarging the 
•definition of ‘Collector’ it is not below 
the rank of Sub-Divisional Officer. 
But extreme care will be taken to see 
that these powers are not misused. 

SHRI M. C. DAGA; From Delhi, 
you will administer the Sub-Divi- 
•sional Officer in a district! 

ME. CHAIRMAN; Please cooperate. 
The question is: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
. the Essential Commodities Act, 
1958, a$ passes by Rajya Sabha. be 
taken into consideration”. 

The motion teas adopted. 


MR. CHAIRMAN; We shall now 
take up clause by clause considera¬ 
tion. The question is: 

“That clause 2 stand part of the 
Bill”. 

The motion was adopted. 

Clause 2 was added to the Bill. 

Clause 3 —(Amendment of Section j) 

MR. CHAIRMAN: We shall now 
take up clause 3. There are two 
amendments by Shri Bhogendra Jha 
and one by Shri B. V. Naik. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Sir, I 
am moving my amendment No. 1 
which reads as follows. I - beg to 
move: 

Page 2. line 8,— 

for “person or class of persons” 

substitute “public persons or class 
of public persons”. (1) 

Sir, the relevant portion in clause 3 
reads as follows: 

“in the case of any such commo¬ 
dity Which is likely to be produced 
or received by him, to sell the 
whole or a specified part of such 
commodity when produced or 
received by him, to the Central 
Government or a State Government 
or to an officer or agent of such 
Government or to a Corporation 
owned or controlled by such Gov¬ 
ernment or to such other person 
or class of persons....” 

I request the hon. Minister to accept 
my amendment which will make it 
read “such other public person or 
class of public persons”. I have not 
understood what “the class of per¬ 
sons" in this clause means. When I 
say a *public person’, 1 mean this. We 
have a large number of people who 
have grown up, individual private 
enterprises, who have grown up in 
this country on the fringe of our 
public sector, on the fringe of the 
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public works department and forest 
department, public sector enterprise 
in the food trade. In the case of a 
corporation they have their accounts 
and records and they are accountable 
ultimately to the corporation, accoun¬ 
tant general and controller general. 
In the case of a firm, private limited 
or some other concern, it is also 
auditable and accountable to some¬ 
body at least. But in the case of a 
private being, I am dealing with food 
and such other essential commodities 
handed over to me. The collector 
takes about 100 tonnes and hands 
it over to Mr. X. What does he do 
with that commodity? What is the 
measure of the control of your de¬ 
partment? 

What is the private person’s 
accountability? Have I registered 
my point? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You have made 
your point. Than you. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I beg 
to move: 

Page 2, line 42,— 

a jter “edible oils,” insert— 

“drugs, raw cotton, cotton or 
wollen textiles, sugar” (2) 

Page 3,— 

omit line 1. (3) 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: This deals 
with food items. Please read 3(A). 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: I have 
my reservations about what you say. 
Here it is with reference to the 
person whose goods are seized. One 
thing is that controlled price shall be 
taken into consideration. The other 
thing is the reasonable price to the 
consumers. You have said here 
‘general crop prospects’. The crop 
prospects vary from week to week; 
it may be very good today but be¬ 
cause of untimely rains or drought, St 


may be different, say after a week 
hence. It will be impossible. You 
cannot get hold of any officer and 
none will be accountable. So, this 
should be deleted. It will defeat the 
whole purpose of the Bill. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I am sorry 
1 cannot accept any of these amend¬ 
ments. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I will now put 
amendments Nos. 1, 2 and 3 to the 
vote oi the House. 

Amendments Nos. 1 to 3 were put and 
negatived. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The question is; 

“That clause 3 stand part of the 

Bill.” 

The motion mas adopted. 

Clause 3 was added to the BiB. 

Clauses 4 to 9, clause 1. the Enacting 
Formula and the Title were added te 
the Bill. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I beg to 
move: 

“That the Bill be passed.” 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill be passed.” 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Sir, the 
minister has talked about the public 
distribution system. But here we have 
got the whole power complex of the 
wholesalers. Even during emergency, 
they have been given huge amounts 
by the public financial institutions 
to comer stocks and create artificial 
scarcity. I am quoting the minister 
himself who had narrated at Bombay 
that hoarding and blackmarketing 
have caused the rise in prices. When, 
the wholesale traders are given money 
by the State, how can they allow the* 
small cooperatives to function. This 
government does not give money to- 
the Cotton Corporation of India to 
purchase raw jute from the produ- 
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cers. Here you cannot blame nature 
or weather. The minister himself 
said that there is a bumper crop in 
ground nuts, other oil seeds and food- 
grains. The government should pick 
up courage and nationalise the whole¬ 
sale trade in essential commodities, 
particularly in foodgrains. People are 
not able to understand the position 
where the producers get for below 
the procurement price. I had been to 
several places and the peopje are 
saying, “Please see that we get the 
procurement price.’’ Wheat is selling 
at Rs. 90 or 85 per quintal in Har¬ 
yana, Punjab and Rajasthan, but here 
the prices have risen. I have got the 
latest figures supplied to me on 24th 
August. In Bihar, the wholesale price 
of paddy on 7th August was Rs. 115 
per quintal wherea s the procurement 
price was Rs. 74. In Maharashtra, 
wheat was selling at Rs. 125 to 135 
per quintal on 14th August. In U.P. 
it was Rs. 127. In Western UP, the 
people were crying that they should 
be given at least the procurement 
price of Rs 105. The worst case is in 
respect of cotton. In Andhra Pradesh 
the price was Rs. 365 and the latest 
price on 13th August was Rs. 472, a 

■b of Rs. 107 per candy. 

The other day the Minister was 
disputing my statements. I am pur¬ 
chasing from the public distribution 
system. With your permission, I 
would like to lay on the Table a copy 
of the cash memo which shows that 
four kilos of mustard oil costs 
Rs. 34.65 at the Super Bazar. It is 
difficult ( for us to understand this. 
There is abundance of production and 
still this is the position. Their 
strategy is larger import of edible 
oils and limitation on consumption, 
larger import of cotton and larger 
release of sugar. 

Is not there a total failure of the 
Government? Someone should be held 
accountable for this. Someone must 
have to pay for this. There should 
be a national policy. Now both the 
peasants and the consumers are looted. 
The present policy of the Government 
la harming the consumers, the pro* 


ducers and also the nation. There¬ 
fore, even now the Government should 
pick up courage to nationalise sugar, 
textile and jute industry and also the 
wholesale trade in foodgrains and 
other essential commodities. 

I welcome this Bill, because it will 
strengthen the hands of the officers 
in dealing with certain essential 
commodities. But this is not the rth* 
remedy. More effective steps should 
be taken.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I shall 
be very brief. I have heard a few 
speeches in this debate, and I want to- 
add a few significant points. 

The whole difficulty is that Govern¬ 
ment think that merely by legisla¬ 
tion they can control or solve the 
problem. If mere legislation were to 
bring about solutions, I am sure the 
hon. Minister and his colleague* 
would have brought many more Bills: 
of this nature. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: If there is no 
legislation, you will say they have no 
powers. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; I am 
thinking of legislation which cannot 
be implemented honestly and tally. 
Moreover, my e mp h as is is on the 
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word “mere”. We must consider whe¬ 
ther and where and when mere legis¬ 
lation is sufficient. 


AN HON. MEMBER: What c lse? 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: There 
must be a will to implement what¬ 
ever you have already legislated. I 
can understand th e amendment if it 
means plugging of certain loopholes, 
if it means improvements in the ?ight 
direction, but it will not help if you 
merely increase the powers of the 
bureaucracy, as this particular legis¬ 
lation seeks to do, as we have seen 
in the last 14 months. In fact, today, 
26th August, it i s exactly 14 months 
since the Government of India de¬ 
clared an emergency in this country. 
By this, they are not only extending 
the powers of the executive, but what 
is more important and much worse, 
they are increasing the powers of 
bureaucracy at all levels. There is 
no appeal; there is no justice any¬ 
where. In this atmosphere, are they 
going to get the consumers’ interests 
protected merely by adding to the 
powers of bureaucracy and the ad¬ 
ministration? That is the point which, 
1 think, the Minister will have to 
answer, if not to us, at least to his 
conscience. I am sure, he has one. 
That is one aspect of the matter. 


The other thing is about the price 
rise. No matter what Government 
claim or say, the propaganda is one 
thing but the truth is another. Liking 
a thing to happen is one thing but the 
reality is another. The reality is that 
price rise in our country, in most of 
the things, has not been going down 
but in some cases, the price rise has 
been showing an upward tendency. 
Not only that. Accompanied with 
that, there are also inadequacies of 
supplies. I am coming from Gujarat. 
I know how : people are suffering for 
want of oiL Oil has suddenly dis- 
; appeared. You will be surprised that 
only -two months back, we were told 
; the g^windtemt crop in Gujarat 
waa fan^Btic, phenomenal and un¬ 


precedented and, within two months 
with Id, Puja and Diwali, a li these 
festivals coming very near, we are 
told that oil has suddenly gone some¬ 
where else. I do not know where it 
has gone. The whole point is this. 
Where is you system? Where i s the 
implementation of your system? 


distribution system. After all, it is 
meant main„y fo r the weaker sections 
of the community. Only yesterday, I 
attended a meeting i n Ahmedabad ’in 
the Collector's office, the monthly meet¬ 
ing of the MPs and the MLAs from 
h e District, and I said, the same thing 
there that not enough is being done to 
care for the economically weaker 
sections of the community. When it 
comes to talking i n terms of propa¬ 
ganda on radio or television, the Gov¬ 
ernment goes out massively in terms 
of justice for the weaker sections of 

the community but, when it comes to 
the implementation part of it, not even 
an ounce of that is done, i agree with 
my hon. friend, S hri Sambhali, that we 
must awaken our people tc the need 
for doing something for the weaker 
sections of the community. The 
propaganda is necessary. But if you 
on.y go on doing propaganda, not im¬ 
plementing what you say, then you 
are creating a very bad situation 
which will recoil not only on you but 
on ourselves, on Parliament, on Gov¬ 
ernment, o n the entire country and 
everywhere. 


That is why I am requesting the 
Government, if they really want the 
interests of weaker sections of the 
community to be looked after, they 
should see that the weaker sections of 
the community are not cheated, on 
one hand, by the merchants and. on 
the other hand, by artificial scarcity 
of goods, essential commodities sudden, 
ly vanishing somewhere. You must 
also control the practice of profiteer¬ 
ing. All this will have to be done by 
a careful, systematic and planned ap¬ 
proach by the Government There¬ 
fore, in veiw of these approaching 
festivals, something has to be 
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'But it is not only a question of festivals. 
Do you want everv day of 385 days a 
festival day? Only then you will give 
us some relief? Then, we must pray 
for everyone of the 365 days to he a 
festival day. But that will be reduc¬ 
ing the whole thing to absurdity. 

The Government will have to be 
careful in seeing that essential com¬ 
modities do not go out oi stock and 
.circulation or out of supply that 
.weaker sections of the community are 
properly helped; that the price rise is 
.controlled, and that, in spite of Emer¬ 
gency, and Emergency or no Emer¬ 
gency, the bureaucracy and the admi¬ 
nistration do not get an upper had over 
the consumers and that they do not 
. act in a way which is both arbitrary 
and limitless. 

These are my points. 1 am net real¬ 
ly opposing the Bill in substance. But 
1 am mentioning these points to say 
that unless you look after all these 
things, it will be only adding to more 
difficulties rather than solving some 
„of the difficulties. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE JN THE 
MINISTRY OF CIVIL SUPPLIES AND 
COOPERATION (SHRI A.C. GEORGE): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, even at the third 
reading of the Bill, I am glad that dis¬ 
tinguished Members came forward 
with not only important suggestions 
.but excellent spirit of cooperation As 
Shri Sambhali pointed out, this is one 
point of discussion which must go be¬ 
yond narrow barriers of the party 
politics because what we are discus¬ 
sing or what we are trying to do is to 
facilitate distribution of essential 
items of mass consumption even to the 
poorest man, at least to the extent of 
the barest limit at the most reasonable 
price. So, if this is the approach to 
the whole problem, there cannot be 
any division based on party politics. 
That is precisely why I say that I take 
note of.all the suggestions in the best 
, spirit. 


I would refer to Mr. Mavalankar’a 
point regarding festival season. If you 
analyse the price Situation that had 
obtained during the past 28 or 29 years, 
you will find that, almost every year, 
from the end of May upto the middle 
of October, the prices had started go¬ 
ing up because this is normally known 
as the lean season, before the arrival 
of the kharif crop.... 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Does the 
lean season add something to the 
value of the article? 

SHRjf A. C. GEORGE; This year, 
learning from the experience of the 
past years, we have been extremely 
oaulious. As I have said, during the 
festival season, there is a tendency on 
the part of the traders to exploit the 
situation. This is a five-week season. 
For example, we have, in the south, on 
the 6 th September Onam festival, then 
then Ganesh Chaturthi, then Diwali, 
then Puja in Bengal and then Id and 
so on. What I am saying is that, dur¬ 
ing this five-week period, we have so 
many important national festivals. 
Every year, during this period, we see 
an attempt on the part of the traders 
to jack up the prices, especially of 
sugar, edible oils, foodgrains and cloth 
—these are the three or four items 
according to our analysis—>and it is 
also common knowledge—where the 
traders make best efforts to exploit the 
situation. We are taking pre-emptive 
action, advance action. 

Wherever there are pockets of scar¬ 
city, we are trying to see with the help 
of the State Governments that most of 
the items are reached there in time, 
that there are no transport bottlenecks. 
Especially after 16th July when the 
Finance Minister held a meeting 1 — when 
prices showed signs of going up—, 
more than 2,240 raids have taken place; 
l need not say how many arrests have 
taken place. The trade and indds^, 
try now know that Government is not 
relaxing and is maintaining the spirit 
of Emergency which is mainly to take 
care of the interests of consumers. I 
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can assure the House again when you 
are uttering this cooperation by way 
of unanimous support to this Bill, that 
the Government • will not relax in 
* taking measures for consumer protec¬ 
tion. 

MR, CHAIRMAN: The question is: 

“That the Bill be passed.’’

FACTORIES (AMENDMENT) BILL 

MR. CHAIRMAN: We new take up 
the Factories (Amendment) Bill. 
Mr. Raghunatha Reddy. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR (SHRI 
RAGHUNATHA REDDY); Sir, I beg 
to move*: 

"That the Bill further to amend 
the Factories Act, 1948, as passed by 
Rajva Sabha, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.” 

The health and happiness of the 
working class are the very foundations 
of production, productivity and pro¬ 
gress. These essentials are not mere¬ 
ly Confined to thf narrow precincts of 
the shop-floor but extend beyond the 
walls of the workshop, into the very 
life and living of the labour force. The 
main purpose of havfng a Faclories 
Act is to regulate the management in 
the interest of the workforce. Unless 
the hands of the working class are 
safe and secure from hazards of 
disease and disablement, the process of 
manufacture can be neither perfect 
nor efficient. The hands that shape the 
'production processes gradually shape 
and direct the destinies of a nation. 

The present Factories Act was pass¬ 
ed in 1948 and came into effect from 


Act was discussed at the Annual Con¬ 
ference of the Chief Inspectors of 
Factories. The various amendments 
proposed at the Conference and the 
suggestions made at the 16th Session 
of the Labour Ministers’ Conference 
for appointment of safety officers and 
for enquiry into fatal accidents, etc.,, 
have been examined by the Govern¬ 
ment in consultation with the State 
Governments and all-India organiza¬ 
tions of workers and employers. The 
Bill, which is before this august House, 
incorporates amendments in respect of 
which there is a fairly large measure 
of agreeent amongst the various 
interests. 

I now proceed to explain briefly the- 
nature and scope of some oi the im¬ 
portant amendments: — 

(a) It is proposed to widen the 
scope of the existing definition, 
of the term ‘worker* in the 
Factories Act so as to cover 
certain categories of persons- 
employed in factories but so 
far taken to be outside the 
protective clauses of the Fac¬ 
tories Act. Contract labour of. 
all employed directly or 
through any agency wi'h or 
without the knowledge of the 
principal employer will be 
covered by this Bill before the 
House. 

It is proposed to insert an ‘explana¬ 
tion’ to clause (m.) of section 2 of the- 
Act so as to include all the workers in; 
different relays in: a day for the pur¬ 
pose of bringing such factories within, 
coverage of the Act. 

In certain exceptional, circumstances, 
workers may have to work near uu- 
fenced machinery. The present provi¬ 
sions concerning this type of work are 
proposed to be amended so as to clear¬ 
ly define these circumstances and to 
spell out the precautions to be adopted 
in such cases; 

Experience has clearly indicated the 
advantages in assigning the staff func- 


the 1st April, 1949. The Act was last 
amended in 1984. The working of the 
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[Shri Raghunatha Reddy] 
tion s relating to safety to a competent 
safety specialist. It is proposed to in¬ 
sert a new section requiring the ap¬ 
pointment of safety officers in factories 
wherein one thousand or more workers 
are employed or where any manufac¬ 
turing process or operation is carried 
on, which exposes the workers to a 
serious risk of bodily injury, poisoning 
or disease. 

Additional powers are proposed to 
be given to Inspectors to issue oiders in 

■ certain circumstances where the con¬ 
dition of the building or part of the 
building of the factory may be detri¬ 
mental to the health and welfare of 
the workers. 

It is essential that fatal accidents 
receive top priority in the matter of 
making investigations and initiating 
.control measures by the Inspectors. 
Investigations of all fatal accidents 
within a month of their occurrence 
would be required by an amendment 
which has been suggested. 

Similarly, in the case of fatal and 
serious accidents involving contraven¬ 
tion of any of the provisions of Chapter 
VI or rules framed thereunder or un¬ 
der Section 87, a minimum penalty is 
being proposed. 

The minimum number of women 
. employees is proposed to be reduced to 
thirty from the existing limit of tifty 
so as to require the occupier to pro¬ 
vide for the facilities of creches. 

■* 

The entire nation is at present 
geared up towards a single objective of 
securing uninterrupted process of pro- 

■ duction. We have, therefore, to take 
measures for making the work places 
safe and humane, so that the worker 
. can give his best without any sense of 

fear or insecurity. 

1 may quote our beloved Rashtra- 
patiji who observed on the occasion 
ol‘ the last National Safety Awards 
•function: 

“Industrial safety 1 * is not only an 
important aspect of the process of 


production but also the measure of 
the intrinsic worth of our industrial 
civilisation. We must keep this in 
mind while transforming our 
economy into a modern and indus¬ 
trialised one.” 

The productive forces that technology 
can generate depend not only on the 
machines but also on the skill and 
psychology of the men who work with 
the machines. A worker suffering 
from a feeling of insecurity cannot 
contribute his best. There is some¬ 
times an erroneous notion that safety 
measures are not compatible with 
higher productivity. As a matter of 
fact, quite the contrary is the ease. An 
unprotected work-place is an unpro¬ 
ductive work-place. The fruits of all 
development of industrial prosperity 
and of industrial peace, promoted pri¬ 
marily by the safety and health of the 
working class, are ultimately shared 
by a grateful nation. I need not take 
more time of the House by elaborating 
all the detailed amendments covered 
by the Bill. Enough is to mention 
here that every amendment proposed 
here goes to strengthen the hands of 
labour, speed up the wheels of indus¬ 
try and smoothen the relations bet¬ 
ween the management and their men. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the Factories Act, 1948, as passed by 

Rajya Sabha, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.” 

Shri Samar Mukherjee. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): The Bill which has been 
introduced here has a background and 
that background is to have more pro¬ 
duction. We know from a deep study 
of various Acts and amendments that 
either there is some objective compul¬ 
sion behind these amendments or Bills 
or Acts or there is some background 
of conflict of interests or struggle bet' 
ween interests or, in other words, a 
struggle between various classes. The 
Hon. Minister has stated that now the 
whole nation is engaged in more pro¬ 
duction. So, in. order to, facilitate that, 
some conditions have become necessary 
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-for the safety of the workers so that 
they can contribute to the further pro¬ 
duction with some Sense of safety and 
-security. Behind these amendments, 
-he has stated, there are recommenda¬ 
tions of the conferences of inspectors 
On safety measures. But what he did 
not tell us is that the measure brought 
in here in the form of these amend- 
.ments really do not bring about any 
basic change in the condition of safety 
end security in the factories. 

The Hon. Minister said that the 
'-workers should feel that the.whole 
nation is concerned in their safety and 
: security. But, Sir, the recommenda- 

• tions or the amendments ..brought in by 
this Bill are just slight variations in 

'the old Act. What are the factors that 
contribute to the large s cale accidents 
in factories? It is due to the utter 
negligence on the part of the employers 

• and the management for the safety and 
-security of the workers. It is due to 
'their utter negligence in maintaining 

proper conditions of work, which 
various organisations and trade unions 
have suggested. It has been our ex- 

• perience that despite various Acts and 
provisions, despite demands and 

■ recommendations, the management 
■generally refuse to follow those rules 
and regulations and thereby the safety 
■and security of the workers get utterly 
"neglected. 

■Some months back we discussed the 
■Chasnala tragedy. That incident re¬ 
vealed before the whole country how 
“safety and security provisions had been 
■utterly neglected. Even after Chasnala 
tragedy, when the entire national con¬ 
sciousness was roused, when there was 
universal demand thaf government 
’-Should be very strict in the observance 
'«f these safety measures, nothing has 
happened and there has been no 
‘change. There has been a second 
Chasnala incident after that. I have 
got another report that there is a 
third Chasnala incident. We now un¬ 
derstand, that the Chasnala coalmine 
'"has completely stopped working. Al- 
most daily we come across io the news¬ 
papers, incidents of this nature, 
deaths involved, etc. It is a fact that 
r Phr rate of accidents is the highest in 


the world, when we compare our coun¬ 
try with the other countries of the 
world. India occupies a leading place 
in regard to the number of such acci¬ 
dents. 

I am not comparing with the socia¬ 
list countries where the entire system 
is totally different. There, the work¬ 
ing classes are the masters of the en¬ 
tire society; they are the masters of 
production and the entire management. 
So, in socialist countries, these types 
of accidents are almost eliminated 
though occasionally there may be some 
accidents. The State uses its power 
to take quick measures not only to 
attend to the accidents but they also 
take remedial measures to remove the 
factors permanently. 

I am not comparing with the socialist 
countries now here because we are far 
away from socialism. Even in com¬ 
parison with the other capitalist coun¬ 
tries, the percentage of accidents is 
much less in highly developed capita¬ 
list countries. This point wu 3 raised 
in the other House by some hon. Mem¬ 
bers. And a reply was given by the 
Minister. He tried to give explanation 
on some technological grounds because 
there the technology is sophisticated, 
that is why there is less accident. But, 
here, in our country too, we have very 
much advanced in technology but there 
has not been so much reduction in the 
accidents. The main thing is the atti¬ 
tude of the employer as well as Gov¬ 
ernment. Here we are under a capita¬ 
list system which is based on the ex¬ 
ploitation and here the employers,* the 
capitalists, are interested in cheap 
labour. In America, some months be¬ 
fore the leader of one Indian Delega¬ 
tion, an industrialist, has publicly 
told that in India, now the climate 
for investment is most favourable be¬ 
cause there is cheap labour and 
no working class movement, be¬ 
cause of emergency, the protests of 
the workers against this type of total 
negligence are completely suppressed 
and there is no opposition and here 
labour is the cheapest. I read one 
report in the Hindustan Times some 
days before thaf Birla has told the 
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Press that he had a tour in Western 
countries and there all big business 
houses including the multi-national 
corporations had admitted that in 
India, now the time for investment was 
the best. Now, I say that this emer¬ 
gency is being used against the work¬ 
ing class for defending the interests of 
the capitalists. 

That is why the interest in safety 
measures is a far cry on the part of 
employers from what the Government 
measures are as advocated in this 
amending legislation. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You would like to 
take some more time. 

SllRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE Yes. 
Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You may continue 
for another minute. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE. The 
amendment has suggested that the fine 
will be increased from R's. 1,000 to 
2,000. What is the ditference 1o a big 
mill-owner? If you increase the fine 
for violation of the safety rules for a 
serious accident, where one worker 
dies or he is crippled for the whole of 
his life, for the serious accident, if the 


rate of fine has been increased only 
from Rs. 1,000 to 2 , 090 , what difference 
does it make to theih? I am not here- 
talking about the man but about the 
attitude this Government is taking by- 
bringing in the measure; for the fatal 
accidents. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The hon. Member 
may continue his speech tomorrow.

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SHRI D. D. DESAI: The hon. Min-, 
ister has seen that exports have gone 
up by nearly 400 per cent during the 
last two years. I would request him 
to say whether the industries ere being 
provided with tin plates, banking faci¬ 
lities and credit facilities in respect of 
which the Export Promotion Council 
has already written to the Ministry 
and to the Reserve Bank, and also 
shipping accommodation for transport 
of fresh fruits and vegetables as also 
processed fruits and vegetables in res¬ 
pect of which there has been Eome 
hesitation on the part of certa’n liners 
in accepting cargo. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: Regarding tin plates for the 
industry, as part of the replenishment, 
we allow packing material to be im¬ 
ported. As mentioned by the hon. 
member, due to the sudden spurt in 
our exports, there was a shprtage of 
this tin material for packaging, be¬ 
cause SAIL is the canalising agency. 
The matter has been taken un with 
SAIL, 

With regard to shipping and bank¬ 
ing, we on our part are in consultation 
with the shipping ministry. There are 
sometimes difficulties for perishable 
goods to be exported. This matter :s 
under constant review and 'jovernment 
will take a decision on merits. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; Acute shortage 
of water and drought conditions exist 
in many countries and so the supply in 
many of the countries is scarce. India 
has plenty of water. Would not the 
ministry consider taking steps to see 
that the grand opportunity offered to 
this country to enter in a big way is 
utilised by the provision of the need¬ 
ed facilities? I want to know whether 
specific arrangements woifitl be made 
to cater to the large requirements. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: It is true that due to shortage 
of certain edible items, we had an 
opening in the market and steps were 
taken by the government to take ad¬ 
vantage of the situation; a sales team 
was sent m May 1976 to the gulf 
. countries. For canned items for which 


sugar is required, sugar is provided at 
levy price. Other facilities such as 
railway freight concession, cash com¬ 
pensatory support to take care of duty 
imposed are given. The hon. Member 
is aware of various items on which 
these are given. Quotas for sheep and 
goats have been increased consider¬ 
ably; last year it was 30,000 and now 
it is two or four lakhs, it is in lakhs; 
buffaloes which were not exported till 
now have been allowed to be exported 
from 31 5 1976, 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; We are hav¬ 
ing a flourishing market in the Gulf 
countries so far as processed fruits and 
vegetables are concerned. But infra¬ 
structure has to be developed for grow¬ 
ing more vegetables and processing 
them in places like Bangalore in south¬ 
ern India. Difficulties are felt due to 
lack of transport facilities and other 
infra structure for export; fruits and 
vegetables have been stagnating. What 
steps have been taken by the Minis¬ 
try to see that those facilities are pro¬ 
vided. especially in places like Banga¬ 
lore in Karnataka state? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: We did receive reports regard¬ 
ing accumulation of handloom gar¬ 
ments and requesting help in air 
freight and facilities for transport by 
air. We have not received any report 
of accumulation of fruits and veget¬ 
ables due to lack of transport. 

SHRI RAM GOPAL REDDY: May I 
know whether while the transporting 
animals, any death occurred during 
transit? Secondly the value has gone 
up to Rs. 1.88 crores. Is it because the 
price has gone up or is it because we 
have exported more quantities? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: We have no confirmed reports 
about death of livestock. It may be 
seen that compared to last year, there 
is a growth of 13 times this year— 
from Rs. 1.04 lakhs in 1974-75 to ft* 
13.71 lakhs during April-December thi» 
year. 
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SHRI CHAMANKAR: May I know 
whether the government is aware of 
the fact that huge stocks of onion are 
lying and they are getting spoiled, par¬ 
ticularly in Nasik district of Maha¬ 
rashtra, dug 1 to want of proper facili¬ 
ties and encouragement for export? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The question relates* to* pre¬ 
served and processed food and veget¬ 
ables. So far as dehydrated onion ex¬ 
ports are concerned, they increased 
from Rs. 16 lakhs in 1973-74 to Rs. 84 
lakhs in 1974-75. However, there has 
been a little fall in 1975-76.

(c) Since 1960-61 Tea Board is ope¬ 
rating a number of financial assistance 
schemes for the development of tea 
industry all over India. The Schemes 
include Plantation Finance, Tea Ma- 
* 4 k Irrigation Equipment Hire 
subsidy and 

the recently introduced rejuvenation 


subsidy scheme which is applicable to 
billy areas only. The Tea Board also 
looks after supply of inputs like ferti¬ 
liser, pesticides, weedicides, coa^ fur¬ 
nace oil etc. in required quantities to 
tea . gardens. Training facilities are 
available at the Tea Research’ Station 
to which *the Tea Board makes annual 
grant The Beard also gives financial 
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assistance to the Assam Agricultural 
University to run a special course on 
tea. 

(d) and (e). The Tea Act, 1953 has 
been amended to enable the Govern¬ 
ment to take measures with a view to 
rehabilitating sick and closed tea gar¬ 
dens. The process of identification 
and -collection of information in res¬ 
pect of tea estate which can be consi¬ 
dered for investigation/take-over has 
been initiated and the action for re¬ 
habilitation as necessary will be deter¬ 
mined in terms of relevant provisions 
of the Tea (Amendment) Act, 1976. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Before putting my 
supplementaries, I would draw your 
attention to part (d) of my question, 
namely, whether Government have 
given any financial aid to sick tea gar¬ 
dens etc. The reply is, “The Tea Act 
has been amended to enable the Gov¬ 
ernment to take measures..” etc. I 
want to know what steps they have 
taken to help the sick gardens. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The Tea Board is operating several 
development schemes and all things 
being equal, the more deserving units, 
i.e. sick units, are entitled lo lea plan¬ 
tation finance scheme, replantation 
subsidy scheme, modernisation of the 
factories and also for improving the 
service quality of the existing factories. 
We also give assistance for rejuvena¬ 
tion, pruning, etc. From the tea plan¬ 
tation finance scheme, we have given 
Rs. 635 lakhs assistance to 148 units in 
Assam and Rs. 246 lakhs to 68 units 
in West Bengal. Under the tea' machi¬ 
nery and irrigation equipment hire 
purchase schemes, we have given as¬ 
sistance to the tune of Rs. 650 lakhs 
to 324 units in Assam. We have given 
Rs. 420 lakhs to 220 units in West Ben¬ 
gal. lender Replantation Subsidy 
Scheme, 964 assistance applications 
have been cleared in Assam. That 
shows that we are giving help. All 
the help does not necessarily go to the 
sick units, but as X said, sick units de¬ 
serve there and their claims are taken 
* care <>f. 


DR. RANEN SEN: We find from the 
statement that since 1973 onwards, the 
quantity of export Is growing, the 
value is growing and the. unit price is 
also increasing, but still many gardens 
in West Bengal and Assam have fallen 
sick. Has the government gone into 
the reasons for this? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
As 1 have already said, and as the hon. 
Member has also pointed out. our 
quantity of export has gone up from 
205 million kg in 1974 to 218 million 
kg in 1975, our export earnings from 
Rs. 188 crores in 1974 to Rs. 244 crores 
in 1975 and unit value realisation from 
Rs. 9.17 per kg in 1974 to Rs. 11.22 per 
kg in 1975. The question is why even 
then some gardens have fallen sick. I 
would like to say that all gardens are 
obviously not sick. When a survey 
was carried out by the Tea Board in 
July 1972, about 125 units claimed 
themselves to be sick. Sometimes they 
claim to be sick in order to become 
eligible for some assistance. Though 
they all claim to be sick, ail of them 
are not necessarily sick. A subsequent 
enquiry, carried out at our initiative 
in 1975, indicates that 43 utvts. and not 
125 as claimed by the industry, are 
either sick or closed, 17 in Assam and 
26 in West Bengal. The mam reasons 
are: over-capitalisation, poor labour 
management relations, misapplication 
ot funds, unscientific agricultural 
practices etc. 

DR. RANEN SEN; The production of 
tea has increased and the price has, 
gone up very high, in the Calcutta 
auctions very recently one kilogram of 
of Darjeeling tea was sold at Rs. 299. 
In spite of that, the Darjeeling tea- 
gardens are the worst sick or in the 
worst position. Taking advantage of 
this boom in the tea industry, certain 
unscrupulous people are trying to 
capture the tea plantations. For exam - 
pie, the Assam Frontier Tea Estate, 
Which is a Sterling Company, has ten 
tea garment Now certain corniianles 
are trytag to grab these tea gardens, 
and the Assam Teel Gcrtrfeorettesr, '' mn 
' « ot 
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allowed to take over these tea garden*. 
Many such examples can be given in 
West Bengal also. May I know whe¬ 
ther the Government are aware of 
these transactions in the tea Uanta- 
tions by which the smaller guys are 
eaten by the bigger guys? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I have myself stated that one' of the 
reasons for the sickness evident in the 
tea plantation industry is mismanage¬ 
ment. We have to see how to prevent 
or minimise the sickness in the in¬ 
dustry. Regarding smaller and bigger 
guys, if managerial competence, finan¬ 
cial capability and other things are 
equal, we always have preference for 
smaller guys. If a public rector cor¬ 
poration or a co-operative society is 
interested to purchase some tea gar¬ 
dens, other things being equal, prefer¬ 
ence would be given to it. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: The Minister in his reply has 
stated that more and more tea gar¬ 
dens are becoming sick due to mis¬ 
management etc. Tea is one of the 
best foreign exchange earners in the 
country. So, 1 would like to know 
whether Government is going to take 
over or nationalise these tea gardens. 


occasion before the House that these 
gardens will never be given back to 
the people who are found to be res¬ 
ponsible for making them sick. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: So 
many measures have been taken by 
the Commerce Ministry and the Tea 
Board, but the evils of the tea gardens 
and plantations are not being removed, 
with particular reference to Darjeeling 
tea. Darjeeling tea is a prestigeous 
tea in the world, but the tea planta¬ 
tions in Darjeeling are the worst 
sufferers in the world. I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
it is a iact that the Darjeeling tea la¬ 
bourers are getting lesser in compari¬ 
son with the tea garden labourers of 
other areas and whether it is also a 
fact that the production per hectare in 
the Darjeeling plantation areas is 
much less? In view of this, may I 
know what further incentive the hon. 
Minister is going to contemplate for 
improvement of the tea plantations in 
the Darjeeling area? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I find that the yield per hectare is 
going up in Assam and in West Ben¬ 
gal. 


MR. SPEAKER: I think that should 
not be raised during the Question 
Hour. It is a question of policy. You 
know the answer. You can ask for in¬ 
formation. 


SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: In 
Darjeeling?

Recruitment Rales In Banks 

*247. SHRI P. R. SHENOY: Will the

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN

NAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): (a) and 
(b). A statement is laid on the 1 able 
of the House. 

Statement 


The Banking Commission which 
among other things was asked to re¬ 
view the existing arrangements relat¬ 
ing to recruitment and manpower 
planning in the banking industry has 
in its report recommended the setting 
up of a statutory common recruitment 
agency to be called the “National 
Banking Service Commission’ with 
membership, functions, etc. on the 
lines of the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission for recruitment of staff in 
public sector banks both at the clerical 
and junior officers level. It has also 
recommended the adoption of certain 
uniform procedures relating to the 
sources of recruitment, qualification 
including age and other eligibility cri¬ 
teria and the selection process. 

In pursuance of the recommendation 
of the Banking Commission, the Bank¬ 
ing Service Commission Act has al¬ 
ready been enacted. After the setting 
up of the Banking Service Commis¬ 
sion shortly, standardised procedures 
for recruitment in public sector banks 
will be introduced. 


(a) and (b). The staff in the Natio¬ 
nalised Banks in broadly of b catego¬ 
ries—Officers, clerical and subordinate. 
The recruitment for officer staff is 
done in the banks on an ail India 
basis, after calling for applications 
through advertisements in newspapers 
and candidates are selected after a 
written test and an interview. Cleri¬ 
cal recruitment is generally done on a 
regional basis after notifying the va¬ 
cancies to the Employment Exchange 
and also simultaneously issuing local 
advertisements for the recruitment. 
The selection of candidates for clerical 
posts is made after a written test fol¬ 
lowed by an interview of the candi¬ 
dates who qualify in the written test. 
Recruitment to the subordinate staff is 
through the Employment Exchanges. 
While recruitment procedure in broad 
terms are similar, there are varia¬ 
tions in rules among the banks re¬ 
garding the age,, qualification and 
qualifying standards as well as the 
selection process prescribed for re* 
cruitment. ’ 


SHRI P. R. SHENOY: In some of 
the nationalised banks vacancies are 
filled up without any advertisements, 
and in some others there are adver¬ 
tisements but the vacancies are filled 
up ignoring the advertisements made 
by them. In view of this, may I know 
whether there is any proposal to give 
suitable directions to the Banks to 
make proper advertisements before 
filling up the vacancies? 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: So far as the direction and the 
general guideline is concerned, it is al¬ 
ready there. But if any particular 
Bank is at fault, we shall have to look 
into it. In fact, in this connection, I 
would like to mention that some of the 
*on. Members have drawn our atten 
tion to certain irregularities in respect 
of some Banks. We are already look¬ 
ing intp the matter.

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Prior to nationalisation, various 
Banks had their own recruitment rules 
and procedures and they laid down 
various qualifications for different ca¬ 
tegories of posts. In order to tnng 
uniformity, we have already proposed 
the Banking Service Commission 
which is going to be established short¬ 
ly. J do hope that the Banking Ser¬ 
vice Commission will take care of 
bringing uniformity in regard to re¬ 
cruitment of clerical and officers posts. 

In the meantime, whatever instruc¬ 
tions are necessary, they are already 
there. As I said, if any particular 
Bank does not comply with the ins¬ 
tructions, that will be looked into.

Guidelines issued by the Bureau 
of Public Enterprises supply only to 
Central Public Enterprises and not to 
departmental undertakings like Tara¬ 
pur Atomic Power Station, Nor baa 
any direction been issued by the 
Mhdgtry of Finance in respect of ney~

•Jhwnitt SMHCf < i Cnaunjcabm 
have Md down the policy* far pay¬ 
ment of bonus** to jh employees, cart— 
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igistent with Government's general

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: It is 
-good that th« Minister has made it 
«lear that the Finance Ministry has 
.not issued any directive to the Tara- 
pur Atomic Power Station to revise 
the existing scheme of incentive 
bonus. But the fact remains that the 
authorities have taken a step unila¬ 
terally for which the blame is put on 
the Finance Ministry. 

I am connected with it as an adviser 
•of that Union. There are thousands 
of employees. There is a productivity 
'bonus scheme. There is no profit- 
.-sharing bonus scheme. There was an 
• agreement which expired on the 31st 
March 1976. On 1st April Presidential 
declaration came announcing a uni¬ 
lateral scheme for downward revision 
of thte productivity bonus as well as 
•changing the concept of even ‘pay’ 
•under bonus. 

Now I would like to know whether 
the action taken by the Tarapur Ato¬ 
mic Power Station management is 
consistent with the policy of the Fin¬ 
ance Ministry and if it is not consis¬ 
tent, will the Finance Ministry kindly 
inquire into it and issue a broad ad¬ 
vice to them that this is not consistent 
with the policy of rationalisation of 
-emoluments? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I am 
not conversant with the affairs of the 
Atomic Entergy Commission. They 
function on their own and they do not 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
' Finance Ministry as far as these mat¬ 
ters are concerned. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: Since 
the Burteau is under the Finance 
Ministry, it is responsible for any 
•changes in the service conditions that 
’take place. The Ministry has called 
it a Departmental undertaking and not 
-a public sector undertaking. 

May. we know if the employees of 
v» departmental undertaking who are

(d) It is not proposed to import 
coconut oil for the present 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE: The hon. 
Minister has stated that hie has deceiv¬ 
ed representation from the govern¬ 
ment of Kerala requesting **!* Central 
Go venunent not to 
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ties of coconut oil. The treason for 
such a request from Kerala Govern¬ 
ment is mainly due to a news item 
which has appeared recently saying 
that the Government is going to im¬ 
port large quantities of coconut oil 
from Sri Lanka with the result that 
the prices of coconut in Kerala have 
fallen sharply. May I know whether 
such a news item has been brought to 
the attention of the hon. Minister? If 
so, why such a false statement has 
not befen contradicted by the hon. 
Minister? 


SHRI VISHWANATH FRATAP 
SINGH: The prices prevailing now 
for the past three months are higher 
than last year’s prices. Cochin Ready 
price in last year August was 793; now 
it is 875. This is on 13-8-76, Regard¬ 
ing Kozhikode Millclean, during last 
year August the price was 795. Now 
it is 885. Regarding Bombay white, 
the respective figures are 850 and 960, 
Regarding Calcutta-Cochin Centre, 
the price last year was 950. Now it is 
1020. So, I cannot subscribe to the 
hon. Member’s view that prices have 
crashed. About import, I have al¬ 
ready made a statement. 

SHRI VARKEY GEbRGE: Even 

though comparatively this year prices 
are slightly higher, due to the high 
cost of production, the prices prevail¬ 
ing at the moment are not adequate 
to the growers. Therefore, may I 
know from the Minister what steps 
are being taken to streamline prices 
for coconuts so that the growers can 
meet the present high cost of pioduc- 
tion? 

SHRI VISHWANATH FRATAP 
SINGR: We have to take on the one 
side the growers’ interest and on the 
other side the consumers’ interest and 
between the two Government has to 
strike a balance. 

MR. SPEAKER: His question is

Lowering of Interest Rate on Bank 
and other Credits

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB, KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 
(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) In view of the current economic 
situation, no reduction in lending rates 
is considered necessary at present. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: What rate 
of interest is being charged by Re¬ 
serve Bank from Central Cooperative 
Banks and what rate Central Co¬ 
operative Banks charge from primary 
credit societies? 

SHRt PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: It varies from 7 to 9 per cent. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Is it not 
true that Central Cooperative Bank 
is charging from poor agriculturists 
14 per cent in some States? 

SHRJ PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE; This point has come to our 
notice but it is to be kept in mind 
various States are there and the 
Reserve Bank advised the 1 coopera¬ 
tive bank* to reduce the overhead 
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cost. On the one hand we are ex¬ 
pecting the cooperative movement to 
expand and whether we could put in 
restriction by way of expansion is 
another matter. But as I said, this 
point has come to our notice. Reserve 
Bank is in touch with cooperative 
financial institutions. Beyond that at 
the moment it is not possible for me 
to indicate anytliing. 

SHRI BISHWANATH BOY: May 

I know whether at the present rate 
of interest, there is much demand for 
loan from the banks? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Naturally, a huge demand is 
there. Usually, the banks are com¬ 
plaining that .they are not in a posi¬ 
tion to meet the requirements. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
Sir, May I draw the hon. Minister's 
attention to th e fact that the present 
rate of interest charged, especially, 
from the small farmers and medium 
types farmers on term-lending loans 
and loan s for crop raising is prohi¬ 
bitive—in some banks it is upto 14 
per cent, leave alone the Cooperative 
Central Bank who is charging only 

II per cent, and, in some cases, they 
charge 9 per cent—with the result, 
there is a great credit gap ana, be¬ 
cause of the private money-lenders, 
the small farmers and the artisans 
are put to a let of difficulties. The 
interest rate being too high, the 
small farmers and the marginal far- 
mer s as also the artisans are not able 
to take advantage of the credits ad¬ 
vanced by the nationalised banks as 
well as the Cooperative Central 
Bank. 

In that case, may I also draw the 
attention of the hon. Minister to the 
sharing of this margin of interest 
rate. 

- MR.' SPEAKER* Mr. Yenkatasub- 
baiahv.tbi* question relate*.:; to Ihe 
representation by the Federation of 
Indian Chambers of Commerce and 


Industry and there is a reaction of 
the Government. Now, you are go¬ 
ing into the entir e gamut of it. I 
cannot, therefore, allow this. Mr. 
Joarder. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER: Sir, I 
want to know from the hon. Minister 
whether .the Members of the F.I.C.C.I. 
have * demanded or claimed a series, 
of relaxations and concessions and 
reduction in the bank rate this being 
one of their‘demands. They have 
also demanded reduction in excise 
duty and export duty and they have 
also demanded various other conces¬ 
sions and they have achieved most of 
their demands in the form of conces¬ 
sions or relaxations. 

The hon. Minister just now said 
that he was not going to reduce the 
bank rate at present. I want to know 
whether these concessions are there 
in other ways also. By not giving 
the reduction in the bank rate but 
by giving other concessions of reduc¬ 
tions in rates in other items, to com¬ 
pensate their demand, are you going 
to consider the other items also for 
giving the concessions? 

MR. SPEAKER: His only point is 
-are vou going to consider this in 
future also—of course, it is perhaps 
not there presently?

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MVKHER- 
JEE: We are presently concerned 
with their demand for reducing the 
lending rate bnd my answer is *No’; 
we are not going to reduce the 
lending rate. 

Price Stamping Scheme on Cloth

*29. SHRI D. K. PANDA; 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: 

Will the Minister of COMMERCE 
be pleased to state: . ' ' 

(a) whether the doth price Itawtyr

THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE 
(PROF. D P. CHATTOPADHYA- 

YA): (a) Yes, Sir.

(b) and (c). There are Press re¬ 
ports that maximum retail prices 
stamped by the mills are higher than 
the levels of prices at which cloth 
was sold earlier. The matter is be¬ 
ing looked into m detail. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA; Sir, before 
I put my supplementary, I feel that 
this is something exceptional because 
I have never come across such an 
answer, 

MR. SPEAKER: You ask your 
supplementary. Do not go into 
details. Otherwise you will take 
away the chances of your other col¬ 
leagues. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: Sir, the 
answer is just like acknowledging 
the receipt of a question; the matler 
is being Looked ii(to. This! is the 
first reply we get from the hon. 
Minister. It is a serious one. This 
relates to the weaker section of the 
society who are going to purchase 
the cloth. Tnough a regular stamping 
system was introduced, on 15th July, 
the report came out only on 24th July, 
1976. 

Now there is an admission with 
regard to the reported news as far 
as the stamping is concerned. The 
price fixed by stamping is far higher 
than what it was prevailing prior to 
13th of July. 

So I want it to put it to the hon. 
Minister, that not only has it come 
In th« press, but they have taken 
"tb«* steps. to fleece the consumer. 


The price stamped in February was 
Rs. 1.70 per metre of standard cloth; 
then it went up to Rs. 2.18 in June, 
and then because of the stamping 
system, they put the stamp at Rs. 
4.15. so they have increased the 
price by 93 per cent. Hence I want 
to know whether, prior to introduc¬ 
ing this system, Government had 
taken care at least to make a note or 
to find some means so as to record 
the existing rates of different quali¬ 
ties of cloth so that we could have 
prevented this over-stamping or easi¬ 
ly detected it and punished the 
offenders. 


PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
As the hon member himself indi¬ 
cated, the stamping system was in¬ 
troduced only on 15-7-76, a little 
over a month ago. Therefore, as 
regards the information about correct 
stamping or incorrect stamping, if 
incorrect, to what extent incorrect, 
we cannot, officially speaking, say 
without ascertaining and verifying 
the data Even then, anticipating 
the possibility. Government have 
issued notifications forbidding trad¬ 
ers, wholesalers and retailers from 
selling cloth at "prices higher than 
the stamped prices. Secondly, I 
would like to mention that stamping 
of these varieties of cloth is some¬ 
what different from that of other 
varieties like controlled cloth where 
a definite price ha§ been fixed irres¬ 
pective of the cost of production. 
These are the varieties not covered 
by the controlled cloth scheme. 
Therefore, it depends upon the con¬ 
version charge and freight charge 
because the price stamped for retail 
sale of cloth produced in Bombay for 
sale in Bombay.... 

MR. SPEAKER; The main burden 
of his question is whether ft is a 
fact that prices have been increased 
from Rs. 1.70 to Rs. 4.15, whether the 
variation (hat beten of that- large 
order. 
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PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
That is why right at the beginning, 
1 said that we have received certain 
informations and we are looking into 
it. But in anticipation, we have 
issued some notifications. The Min¬ 
istry of Civil Supplies and Coopera¬ 
tion have also issued stern orders 
that anybody found indulging in 
these practices will be sternly dealt 
with. What I submit is that because 
of the freight differential, cloth pro¬ 
duced in Bombay and sold in Mani¬ 
pur, for instance, will be somewhat 
differently price-stamped than cloth 
produced in Bombay and sold in 
Bombay. These are the considera¬ 
tions I think I should place before 
the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri Panda. Kind¬ 
ly ask a straight question. You are 
asking a relevant question, but you 
go into a long rigmarole. 


SHRI D. K. PANDA: Because it is 
being ‘looked into’. The asnwer to 
my first question is not at all an 
answer, because I asked what pre¬ 
cautionary measures have been taken 
to record the previous rates.... 

MR. SPEAKER: He will look into 
it 

SHRI D. K. PANDA; Have Gov¬ 
ernment! issued (specific instructions 
to stamp o n the cloth not only the 
retail price, but also the ex-mill 
price, because then it would have 
been possible to detect malpractices? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
I have already said in answer to the 
first question that because of the raw 
material price changes and conver¬ 
sion price changes, it is possible to 
stamp uniformly a price over a 
period. It changes. And these are 
varieties not covered by the control¬ 
led cloth scheme. Therefore the in¬ 
dustry has some flexibility here for 
.profit because they are incurring loss 
on others. The Textile Commissioner

has discussed this matter with the' 
industry end has come to an under¬ 
standing that between the ex-factory 
prices and the last level of the re¬ 
tail price the difference will not bt 
more tha n 30 per cent. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: My specific 
question was whether ex-mill prices 
will bp printed. 

TROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Ex-factory prices change sometimes.

Statement 

(a) and (b). The banks are direc¬ 
tly concerned with 12 points out of 
the 20-Point Economic Programme. 
The question of providing increased 
credit under th e 20-Point Economic 
Programme was considered at a meet¬ 
ing of Chief Executives of public 
sector banks convened by Minister of 
Revenue & Banking on the 24th 
February, 1976 in New Delhi where 
it was emphasised that banks have 
to take speedy action for implement¬ 
ing this Programme. Banks have 
been advised to instruct all their 
branches to remain hi touch with the

formers and other weaker sections of 
the society. Keeping the importance 


of the Programme in mind, it has 
been suggested that the follow-up 
action m each bank shbyld be over¬ 
seen by a special Implementation 
Cell at the Head Office of the bank. 
Banks have also been advised that 
adequate delegation should be made* 
of loan sanctioning powers and en¬ 
couragement given to Branch Mana¬ 
gers, particularly in rural and semi- 
urban areas in order to substantially 
step up the quantum of rural credit. 
They have also been asked to carry 
out a qualitative and quantitative 
assessment of the work done in the 
implementation of this Programme. 

(c) in terms of Section 23 0 f the 
Banking Regulation Act, 1949, the 
Banking Company has to obtain prior 
permission of the Reserve Bank of 
India for opening of a new place 
of business in India. The Reserve 
Bank of India has introduced a pro¬ 
cedure of calling for rolling plans 
for branch expansion for three years 
and detailed plans for each year so 
that these plans may be considered 
together. While drawing up their 
plans, needs of unbanked rural and 
semi-urban centres are given higher 
priority. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO: Ac¬ 
cording t 0 the statement in 12 out of 
2o points, the banks are concerned to 
help the weaker sections. For con¬ 
sumption loans, the banks are not pre¬ 
pared to give money to the weaker 
setions; they cover only farmers, 
house sites to the homeless and others. 

I should like to know whether the 
Ministry will introduce a scheme and 
give directions to the banks so that 
consumption loans can be given to tjie 
weaker sections? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE: So far as consumption loan is 
concerned, we have discussed the* 
procedures and I have mentioned 
earlier on the floor of the House In 
order to taka care of the lowest 
strata of society, we would requlrer 
Rs. 170 crores as per recommendations 
of the Sivaraman Committee and ve 
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have made arrangement that out of 
this Rs. 170 crores, two-thirds would 
come from co-operatives and one- 
*third will have to be channelled 
through certain organisations which 
will have to be evolved in consulta¬ 
tion with the state governments. 

SHRI GIR1DHAR GOMANGO: May 
I know whether the Ministry is pre¬ 
pared to open regional rural tanks in 
the state of Orissa so the unbanked 
■area will be covered by banking 
loans? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE; We have already some- re¬ 
gional banks there.

Smuggling of Gold

(a) Available information shows that 
there is hardly any increase in gold 
smuggling through the Indo-Bangla- 
desh and Indo-Nepal borders with 
tha steep fall in the international 
gold prices. However, intelligence 
reports indicate that smuggling of 
gold from Pakistan to India has of 
late started picking up, the reason 
primarily being the high margin of 
profit involved in gold smuggling. 

(b) A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House.

STEPS GOVERNMENT HAVE TAK- 
EN TO CHECK GOLD SMUGGLING

1. The Border Security Force which 
mans the Indo-Pakistan border and is 
the principal anti-smuggling force 
armed with powers of search, seizure, 
and arrest under the Customs Act, 
1962, has intensified its patrolling, 
ambushes and general surveillance.

2. Smugglers, their associates ® nd 
accomplices have been detained, under 
Conservation of Foreign Exchange & 
Prevention of Smuggling. Activities 
A^t, Defence of IpdiaRules anfi the 
l&^iengnce of IrttefiiaJ Eboarlty Act 
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3. The Customs. Preventive machi¬ 
nery has been strengthened and intel¬ 
ligence set-up also geared up for 
better results. 

4. A wireless network has recently 
been installed by the Customs Depart¬ 
ment for instant communication about 
the movement of suspects. 

5. Officers engaged in anti-smuggl¬ 
ing work are being imparted .'-pedal 
training. 

6 . Patrols have been organised along 
the rail track from border to Attari 
and other vulnerable areas. 

7. Rummaging of the trains and 
road vehicles and other traffic checks 
are being carried out. 

8 . Frequent meetings a re held at 
high level between officers of customs, 
State Police and the Border Security 
Force for mutual exchange of infor¬ 
mation and devising of effective means 
for prevention. of smuggling. 

9. Preventive activities on Indo- 
Bangladesh border have been intensi¬ 
fied and border stations alerted to 
combat smuggling. The border is be¬ 
ing manned by the Border Security 
Force. A close Vigil is being main¬ 
tained by the Border Security Force 
and Customs to chock smuggling. 
Preventive Detention under COFE- 
POSA Act has also been made against 
smugglers. 

10. A separate Collectorate of Cus¬ 
toms (Preventive) exists for th e en¬ 
tire Indo-Nepal border. Regular meet¬ 
ings of officers posted in the Indian 
land Customs Stations on Indo-Nepal 
border are being held with their 
counterparts in Nepal. The Collector 
of Customs, Patna, has periodical 
meetings with Director of Customs, 
His Majesty’s Government, Nepal. 
Mobile Preventive parties patrol the 
border. Ex-army sepoys have been 
rperuited in large numbers in the rank 
of sepoys for preventive duties. Jeeps 
have been provided to the supervisory 


officers in the preventive formations. 
Preventive detentions of smugglers 
have also been made under the 
COFEPOSA Act, 

SI-IRI VASANT SATHE: May I 
know whether it is a fact that in 
Gujarat certain T/ILAs are involved in 
this smuggling racket? They were 
arrested under MISA for this very 
offence and they have been released 
on parole Ts the Minister aware of 
these activities where even political 
persons including independent MLAs 
are involved? What is the govern¬ 
ment doing to prevent smuggling? It 
is profitable, true, but is it profitable 
for the country? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKH- 
ERJEE; I do not know about this 
specific case, I will have to look into 
it.

Reduction in Exports of Jute and 
Cotton products 

*244. SFPl SAF.JOO MUKIIER-

(a) The latest commodity-wise official 
data for the current financial year 
(1976-77) pertaining to a single 


month of April 1976 indicated a fall of 
about 27 per cent in the value of 
exports of jute manufactures as com¬ 
pared to the corresponding month of 
the previous year. The decline in 
exports may be attributed mainly to 
competition from synthetics and other 
producers of jute goods as well as re¬ 
cession .in the building construction 

r 

industry, ’ 

Exports of cotton textiles however 
showed an encouraging performance 
during April 1976. The major products 
of this group like cotton piecegoods, 
millmade during the month increased 
by 126 per cent and the cotton apparel 
by about 340 pei cent. 

(b) During April—June 1975, India’s, 
total imports from U.S.S.R. amounting 
to Rs. 69.15 crores showed a decline of 
about 54 per cent when compared with 
the imports in the corresponding 
quarter of the, previous year. Imports 
from U.S.A. during the same period at 
Rs. 219.22 crores were higher by about 
326 per cent. The large variations in 
imports were mostly on account of 
supplies of wheat from the two sour¬ 
ces. in the previous year 1974-75 
wheat was procured from U.S.S.R. on 
loan-term basis, but there were no 
such imports 1975-76. As against 
this substantial imports of wheat (and 
also fertilisers) Ware made from 
U.S.A. in 1975-76. 

However, excluding wheat the total 
imports from U.S.S.R. during April— 
June 1975 as compared to April—June 
1974 were higher by 14 per cent, and 
those from U.S.A. about 47 per cent. 
The relevant figures of imports for the 
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period April—June 1975 are given below:—

(c) The trad© with USSR is con¬ 
ducted within the frame work of long¬ 
term trade agreement, under which 
annual trade protocols are prepared on 
calendar year, at a particular period, 
there may be a variation in imports 
or exports. Moreover, India’s foreign 
trade figures undergo considerable ad¬ 
justment at the close of the year, the 
distribution of export and import fig¬ 
ures by different quarters and half 
yearly periods does not give a fair 
picture. However, the position of

To start with 
JCI had requested the Reserve Bank 
of India to raise its present credit 
limit from Rs. 24 crores to Rs. 35 
crores.

Their out¬ 
standing advances to neglected sec¬ 
tors of Agriculture, Small Industry, 
Road and Water Transport, Self-em¬ 
ployment ventures etc. have increased 
from Us. 441 crores involving 2.6 
lakhs borrowal accounts as at the end 
of Jane,; 196$, to Rs. 2821 crores in- 
volving 4l la3kh8 borrowal accounts 


as at the end of December, 1975. 
Banks have also extended credit to 
export trade, the outstanding credit 
to this sector by all scheduled com¬ 
mercial banks being over Rs. 900 
crores as at the end of April, 1976. 
Public sector undertakings are also 
being financed by the banks in an in¬ 
creasing measure. As at the end of 
April, 1976, the Scheduled commer¬ 
cial banks had extended outstanding 
advances of Rs. 1617 crores to the 
public food procurement agcncie s and 
over Rs. 1200 crores to other public 
sector undertakings/organisations. 

Public Sector banks have register¬ 
ed significant progress in channelising 
credit into Agriculture. Their aggre¬ 
gate credit to this sector has increas¬ 
ed from Rs. 162 crores Involving 1.64 
lakhs borrowal accounts in June, 1969 
to Rs. 936 crores involving over 30 
lakhs borrowal accounts as at the end 
of December, 1975. Banks are conti¬ 
nuing their efforts to enlarge their 
coverage in the rural areas and in¬ 
crease fl°w of credit into Agricultural 
sector through adoption of villages,, 
financing of Primary Cooperative So¬

Liberalisation of rules for issue of 
bonus shares

THE MINISTER OF TINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) to 
(c). No. Sir. Government have not 
made any statutory rules relating to 
issue of bonus shares by companies but 
have only prescribed certain adminis¬ 
trative guidelines for examining bonus 
issue applications. These guidelines 
are published in the form of Press 
Notes for information of the pqblic. 
During the period from January, 1974 
to April, 1976. bonus guidelines were 
relaxed on two occasions. In July 
1975 Government issued a Press Note 
relaxing guideline No. 18 in regard to 
the issue of bonus shares which inter 
alia envisages that at any one time 
the total amount permitted to the capi¬ 
talised for the issue of bonus shares 
out of free reserve shall not exceed 
the total amount of paid up capital of 
a company. A relaxation from this 
guideline could be considered on merits 
in respect of companies which want to 
raise capital from Indian residents:— 

(i) to finance approved schemes 
of expansion or diversification; 
or 

(ii) Which are required to bring 
down the foreign sharehold¬ 
ings under Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act, 1973 for conti¬ 
nuance of existing business 
activities. 

In November, 1975 another Press 
Note was issued announcing relaxa¬ 
tion of guidelines Nos. 13 and 14 as * 
result of which the time lag between 
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two successive announcements of 
bonus issues was reduced from 40 
months to 24 months and the time lag 
for making applications for bonus 
issues was reduced from 36 months to 
12 months. These relaxations were 
made to tone up the capital market. 


According to the Companies (Trans¬ 
fer of Profits to Reserves) Rules, 1975 
where a dividend is declared by a 
company in a financial year a minimum 
distribution sufficient for the mainte¬ 
nance of dividends to shareholders at 
a .rate equal to the average of the i ates 
at which dividends declared by it over 
the three years immediately preceding 
the financial year was to se ensured. 
This rule was, however, amended by 
the Department of Company Affairs 
on the 23rd July, 1976 in ,juch a way 
that instead of the rate of dividend 
being maintained an amount equal to 
the average amount (quantum) of divi¬ 
dend declared over the 'hree years 
immediately preceding the financial 
year, need be ensured in cases where 
bonus shares have been issued in the 
financial year in which the dividend is 
declared.

In addition to that, during the 
Fourth and Fifth Five Year Plans the 
Department of Tourism has launched 
a scheme of setting up inexpensive ac¬ 
commodation in the form of youth 
hostels, tourist bungalows and camp¬ 
ing sites with a view to catering to the 
needs of middle and low income group 
tourists both foreign and domestic. 
Within the frame work of this scheme, 
14 Youth Hostels and seven Tourist 
Bungalows are already functioning. 
One Youth Hostel and four Tourist 
Bungalows are expected to be complet¬ 
ed shortly. 

(b) to (e). The Department of Tou¬ 
rism approves only hotels from the 
point of view of their suitability for 
foreign tourists and such hotels, along 
with the tariff approved in each case, 
are listed in the Hotel Guide which is 
brought out by the Department of 
Tourism annually. Such approved 
hotels are mentioned in the relevant 
tourist publicity literature also. The 
room rent in a Youth Hostel is Rs. 4/- 
per head per night. In a Tourist 
Bungalow, it is Rs. 25/- to Rs. 35/- 
Per day for double occupancy and 
Bs- 20/- to Rs. 25/- per day for single 
occupancy. Ip a 1-Star category hotel 
which can be used by low-income 
Broup toutisls, it ranges from Rs. 25/- 
to Rs. 50/. for single occupancy and 
from Rs. 45/1 to Rs. 80/- for double 
occupancy approximately.

How¬ 
ever, a search by the Central Bureau 
of Investigation of the residential 
premises of an Income-tax Officer in 
Calcutta on the 19th June, 1976 led 
to recovery of cash and documents re¬ 
vealing the existence of bank ac¬ 
counts, fixed deposits, shares, and 
other assets, of substantial value. The 
existence of a bank locker was also 
revealed; 

(b) The Central Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation is still conducting investigation 
of the case. 

Cc> Constant vigilance is maintain¬ 
ed to detect such cases for appropri¬ 
ate action after due investigation.

Broad¬ 
ly, the main factors taken into ac¬ 
count in effecting a substantial in¬ 
crease in investment in priority sec¬ 
tors are, a highly satisfactory level of 
buffer stock of foodgrains, substantial 
accretions to foreign exchange re¬ 
serves, better availability of agricul¬ 
tural and industrial inputs and the 
existence of unutilised capacity ir* 
certain private sector industries. In 
view of these favourable factors and’ 
the Government’s policy to continue 
strict monetary and fiscal discipline,, 
it was considered that a significant, 
step-up in investment outlay would 
not impair price stability. 

(c) and (d). As the investment out¬ 
lay contemplated for 1976-77 is; 
spread over the whole fiscal year it 
would be difficult to assess its econo¬ 
mic impact as of now. However, its- 
beneficial effects have been unfolding 
gradually in the form of increased in¬ 
dustrial production and improved 
sentiment on stock exchanges, etc. 
Output increases generally have a 
sobering effect on prices and there¬ 
fore, it is possible to expect this trend 
to manifest itself in due course.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

Under Section 28 of the L.I.C. Ad 
1956, 95 per cent of such surplus or 
such higher percentage thereof aS 
m a y be approved by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment is to be allocated to or re¬ 
served for the life insurance policy¬ 
holders of the Corporation and the 
balance after any further adjustments; 
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is to be paid to the Central Govern¬ 
ment. The Corporation has been al¬ 
locating to its life insurance policy¬ 
holders 95 per cent of the surpluses 
emerging at the various valuations 
and the balance of 5 per cent of the 
surplus disclose^ by the various valu¬ 
ations upto and including the one as 
at 31st March, 1973 amounted to 
Rs. 3(1.6 crores. 


(b) A cardinal principle for the in¬ 
vestments of a life insurance com¬ 
pany is to earn the maximum possible 
yield consistent with the safety of 
capital and that the investments 
should meet socially desirable ends. 
Guidelines for the LIC’s investments 
have been devised with this principle 
in view and are broadly similar to 
the statutory pattern which applied 
to the investments of the erstwhile 
life insurers before nationalisation. 
According to these guidelines, the 
LIC is required to invest not less 
than 75 per cent of the annual accrual 
to its controlled fund in socially- 
oriented sector, of which not less 
than 50 per cent should be in Central 
and State Governments securities. The 
relatively low yield o n these invest¬ 
ments has to be judged in the con¬ 
text of the social purpose which they 
serve. ' 


(c) The LIC’s bonus has gradually 
increased from Rs, 12.80 and Rs. 16.00 
per thousand sum assured per annum 
on Endowment Assurances and Whole 
Life Assurances respectively in 1957 
to Rs. 17.60 and Rs. 22.00 respectively. 
No further increase has been possible 
since 1969 owing to the adverse effect 
of inflation on its expenses. Also the 
gains in improvement in mortality 
experience are being passed on to the 
insuring public, in that the Corpora¬ 
tion is now insuring those lives that 
were previously not insurable or were 
insurable subject to restrictions. The 
LIC has also reduced, after detailed 
review, the premium rates under cer-

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Though the Life Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration has experienced improvement 
over the years both in mortality and 
in the return on investments, it has 
not been possible to reduce the pre¬ 
mium rates under with profit plans 
or to increase the bonus rates because 
this favourable development has been 
off-set, inter-alia, by a steep list in 
its expenses of management due to 
inflation. In the wake of Emergency 
there has been stabilisation of the 
economy and general toning up of 
discipline and productivity in the LIC, 
but this trend for improvement must 
get established on a long term basis 
before credit therefor can be taken 
by the valuing Actuary. It was, 
therefore, decided by the LIC to defer 
consideration of any revision' of pre¬ 
mium rates under with-prolit plans 
till such time as expenses have stabi¬ 
lised. Government hopes that this 
matter will be considered by the LIC 
as soon as it finds it feasible to do so.

(r) India has adequate expertise in 
th e held of tea blending. Government 
is taking steps to improve exports of 
processed and finished products of 
tea like packet tea, tea bags and 
instant tea with a view to augment¬ 
ing the overall export earnings from 
tea. M/s. Tea Trading Corporation 
of India, a public sector corporation, 
has already been set up with this ob¬ 
jective. Government has classified 
these items as ‘non-traditional’ and 
different types of incentives like cash 
compensatory support, rebate on ex¬ 
cise duty, drawback of duties on 
packing materials, import replenish¬ 
ment, permission for import of ma¬ 
chineries and materials etc. have been 
granted to the exporters of these 
items. These facilities will, no doubt, 
help encuurage new firms to enter 
this field.

STATEMENT RE. USE AND DEVE¬ 
LOPMENT OF CAUVERY WATERS 

THE MINISTER OF AGRICUL¬ 
TURE AND IRRIGATION (SHRI 
JAGJIWAN RAM): As the Uouse is 
aware the waters of the Cauveiy are 
at present being fully utilised. There 
have been differences amongst the 
three States viz., Karnataka, Kerala 
and Tamil Nadu, regarding its use ana 
further development. A number of 
meetings have been held with the 
Chief Ministers/Ministers of the 
States since 1970. 

I convened a meeting of the Chief 
Ministers of the three States in 
November, 1974. This was followed 
by another meeting in February, I97 r >. 
Mutually acceptable settlement, how¬ 
ever, could not be reached at those 
meetings. The matter was further 
discussed with the officers of the three 
States and studied in the light of the 
views expressed by the States. 

I held a meeting with the Governor 
of Tamil Nadu, the Chief Minister of 
Karnataka and Irrigation and Electri¬ 
city Ministers of Kerala on 25th 
August, 1976. The meeting lasted for 
r °ver six hours and the discussions 
continued on 26th August also. All 
aspects of this complex matter were 
"discussed. The discussions were 
frank. Fach State expressed its view 
points which were appreciated by the 
others in a spirit of mutual accommo¬ 
dation, The t alks led to an under¬ 
standing which can be regarded as a 
*and .mark towards settlement of, 


some of the most complex issues. I 
shall now give the salient features of 
the understanding reached amongst 
the three States. 

The existing utilisation of Cauvery 
waters is 671 TMC comprising 489 
TMC by Tamil Nadu, 177 TMC by 
Karnataka and 5 TMC by Kerala. 
There is scope for effecting economies 
in the present use without detriment 
to the existing ayacuts. Maximum 
possible economies in the present use 
would have to be effected so that 
waters thus saved, can be used to pro¬ 
vide additional multipurpose benefits. 
There is need for integrated operation 
of reservoirs in the basin and for re¬ 
gulation of supplies to ensure opti¬ 
mum use and equitable distribution of 
waters. In a normal year, the exist¬ 
ing areas under irrigation would have 
to be fully protected. A committee of 
the representatives of the Central and 
State Governments shall be constitut¬ 
ed immediately to work out the man¬ 
ner of sharing the available waters in 
lean years. This committee will also 
work out quantities of surplus waters 
that may be presently available for 
use. The report of the committee will 
be submitted within three months for 
consideration at the next meeting of 
the Chief Ministers. 

A Cauvery Valley Authority shall 
be constituted. It will comprise one 
irrigation engineer from each of the 
three States and will be presided over 
by an irrigation engineer nominated 
by the Centre. The functions and 
rules of procedure , of the Cauvery 
Valley Authority will he drafted by a 
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committee of the Secretaries of the 
three States, and these will be consi¬ 
dered at the next meeting of the Chief 
Ministers. 

The above understanding provides 
the basis for cooperation and further 
development of Cauvery waters in the 
most efficient manner.

Sixty-fourth Report 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND' 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRF K: RAGHU RAMA-

The motion was adopted. 
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FACTORIES (AMENDMENT) BILL— 
contd. 

MR. SPEAKER; The House will 
now' take up further consideration of 
ihe Factories (Amendment) Bill. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How¬ 
rah); Yesterday I spoke generally on 
the approach to the question of safety 
and the health hazards of the.workers. 
Now I shall refer to some facts and 
■how this problem is being seriously 
neglected not only by the employers, 
but also by the Government. 

This amendment proposes to amend 
•section 12 of the old Act Here it is 
stated that effective arrangements 
shall be made in every factory for the 
treatment of wastes and effluents due 
to the manufacturing process carried 
on therein so as to render them inno¬ 
cuous and for their disposal. Th;s 
amendment will in no way act as a 
deterrent to the factory owners. 

The Gwalior Rayon and Silk Mills, 
Naga, is an example whare the Birla 
management is ignoring all provisions 
of factory safety. The Chief Inspector 
has actually studied in Depth the 
question of safety in the rayon indus¬ 
try and found that the health of the 
workers is seriously affected due to 
the poisonous gas, carbon disulp¬ 
hide emitted while the viscose rayon 
was being manufactured. More than 
15 years have passed after the publi¬ 
cation of the report, but the manage¬ 
ment has refused to implement most 
of . the recommendations. The Labour 
Ministry is just sleeping over these 
recommendations and Birlas continue 
to violate all these safety measures. 
The union there made several repre¬ 
sentations, but all these representa¬ 
tions were kept In file. 

, The Report of the Chief Inspector 
mentions serious cases of T.B,, impo- 
tenesy* etc., hut no action has been 
taken fo prevent the recurrence,, Of 


these occupational diseases. The Min¬ 
ister takes pleasure in quoting Marx 
against monopolists, but this is the 
behaviour of the monopolists, and he 
has been sleeping over the report for 
the last 15 years. 

What is the result? It is having a 
ruinous effect on the health of the 
workers. I hope at least after this re¬ 
ference the Minister will see the tile 
and the recommendations of the Chief 
Inspector and take some measures at 
least to stop this. 

The Birlas in Nagda are letting out 
all poisonous effluents into the near 
by river. Some local leader from 
Nagda met me. The whole town is 
now vitiated by this poisonous 
atmosphere causing serious damage to 
the health of the town’s population. 
The question was raised on several 
occasions, but the discharge of these 
effluents has not yet stopped. I hope 
the Government will act at least in 
this case. 

Now, on the question of the Safety 
Committee, I may cite the example Of 
the steel plants. The Steel Safety 
Committee is there, but it has four 
members nominated from the workers, 
while there are 20 on behalf of the 
management. 

You can understand that the 
workers have no voice in the Com¬ 
mittee. The workers and the trade 
unions who are more concerned with 
safety have the least voice in the com¬ 
mittee, The Committee rarely meets 
and the meeting is a formal affair. 
Recently, the CITU representatives 
represented on the committee wrote to 
the authorities about the lack of func¬ 
tioning of the committee. But no 
action has been taken in the matter, 

Then, the accidents In the steel 
plants have increased considerably 
after the proclamation of Emergency. 
I think, the Minister will look into the 
matter. In Durgapur Steel plant 
alone, during the last two months, 
several major acfcide^tg have occurred. 
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But when the recognised union 
tile Hindustan Steel Employees' Union, 
brought the matter to the notice of 
the management, the union represen¬ 
tatives were charge-sheeted on false 
pretext. I have heard a report that 
when one worker was killed in the 
plant and the management did not 
send anybody to remove the dead 
body, there was discontent amongst 
the workers and the workers started 
gathering and, when they approached 
the superior officers in a deputation 
demanding immediate removal of the 
dead body, they were charge-sheeted- 

Every suggestion of the union to 
improve the safety measures in the 
plant is considered as a step to in¬ 
crease the production. This Bill has 
provided increase in hours of work, 
from 10 hours to 12 hours. This is a 
big concession to capitalists and em¬ 
ployers. It is an imposition of in¬ 
creased workload on the wodsprs. The 
employers have related the question 
of safety with a step to increase pro¬ 
duction. This is the feature of this 
Bill also. 

The officers who are responsible for 
the safety of the workers behave in a 
callous manner. They should be 
severely punished. Unless there are 
some stringent measures of punish¬ 
ment against this callousness on the 
part of the officers, this will not stop. 
This should be severely punished. In 
practice, the workers are victimised 
for demanding proper safety measures. 

Further, this Bill does not provide 
strong penal measures, including 
arrest and imprisonment. In West 
Bengal, the incidence of accidents m 
jute industry is extremely high. The 
management’s imposition of increased 
workload is primarily responsible for 
it, This is evident from the official 
figures of accidents. The hon Min¬ 
ister can see them. Why is this being 
tolerated? in or3er to bring down the 
number of accidents in the record, a 
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new practice has been introduced. 
This is a device to report only serious 
accidents. The practice that they have 
introduced is that accidents which are 
not serious should not be reported. 
Only serious accidents are reported. 
So, in the records, it can be shown 
that the number of accidents is de¬ 
creasing. Only the other day, in the 
other House, the Minister replied that? 
from 1971 on wards, the incidence of 
accidents has come down by 25 oer 
cent. 1 do not know. I hope, he will 
corroborate it By using this device, 
you can show further reduction in the 
number of accidents. So, this device 
to show reduction in the nlimber of 
accidents must be stopped. All acci¬ 
dents must be reported. All accidents 
must be recorded. Otherwise, these 
employers will get scope to suppress 
all these facts regarding increase in 
the number of accidents. For this 
purpose, a concept of reporting only 
serious accidents is being evolved. I 
demand that all accidents should be 
reported and a method should be 
evolved to inquire into all the acci¬ 
dents. All accidents must be inquired 
into. Stringent measures of punish¬ 
ment should also be there. 


The inspection machinery of the Go¬ 
vernment is only formal. This is an¬ 
other serious matter. I have got some 
figures here. I have got these figures 
from the speeches in the other House: 
m Maharashtra, there are 49 inspec¬ 
tors for 12,000 factories. In'such a 
situation, how can the inspectors visit 
so many factories, how can they re¬ 
port regarding so many accidents and 
how can accidents be checked? In 
West Bengal, there is one inspector for 
every 300 factories. So, this is only 
an eye-wash and nothing else. This 
should be completely changed, and the 
number of inspectors and, in fact, the 
whole inspection machinery should be 
strengthened to such an extent that 
the inspectors can visit the factories 
regularly and see that the safety rules 
and regulations are followed by the 
management, and ih cage of viblatibns, 
Severe punishment should be given. 
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Apart from the fact' that the staff of 
the Chief Inspector of Factories is 
totally inadequate and many factories 
are. not visited in a year, the factory 
inspectors, in many cases, are un¬ 
officially treated as guests of the fac¬ 
tory management. This is another 
basic weakness. These inspectors can¬ 
not give reports against the manage¬ 
ment, because, they are entertained by 
the management as their guests. 
Sometimes they stay in factory guest 
houses. One can imagine the fate of 
factory inspections under such cir¬ 
cumstances. 


The proceedings of investigation of 
cases are extremely dilatory, and 
punishment is so nominal that the 
employers do not care. This is the 
position. If Government is at all seri¬ 
ous about safety of the workers and 
are anxious to prevent the health 
hazards, more stringent measures are 
necqpsary. This Bill is too inadequate 
lo deal with the situation. The 
punishment is very nominal. I would 
request the Labour Minister to give 
some more thought to the dangerous 
working conditions and take expedi¬ 
tious steps to ensure safety in factories 
which alone will protect the lives of 
the workers. If these measures are 
not taken and the present situation is 
allowed to continue, the factories 
would soon become the slaughter¬ 
houses of workers. The employers are 
tmng to push up production ignoring 
all safety rules; they are profiteering, 
they want to intensify the exploita¬ 
tion. and in conditions of to<.ay when 
Ibis capitalist system is faced with a 
serious crisis, the entire burden of the 
crisis is being imposed on the workers 
as well as the common man There 
is no protection for them from the Go¬ 
vernment because the workers’ voices 
arp how throttled under the Emer- 
sency. They cannot launch even or¬ 
dinary protests. The Emergency is 
n °w being used by the employers to 
intensify their exploitation and profit 
at1f * to thrpttle the protests of the 
w °rkers. Under these circumstances, 
8 bigger responsibility rests on the 


Government to come to the defence of 
the workers, by ensuring their health, 
life, safety and security, in that res¬ 
pect, the Bill is too inadequate, though 
there are some good provisions, name¬ 
ly, tnat the definition of worker has 
been enlarged to cover some more 
sections of the workers. But if this 
neglect is not checked, if this callous 
attitude towards the lives of the work¬ 
ers is not changed, then no good re¬ 
sults will be produced; the employers 
will only get a free hand to continue 
their exploitation. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): The Minister told us while 
introducing the Bill as also while 
seeking the leave of the House for 
consideration of the Bill, that this is 
a result of a series of recommenda¬ 
tions made at different forums And 
with a view to improve the function¬ 
ing of the factories and the safety 
measures m the factories. To the ex¬ 
tent the c-fTori is made by the Govern¬ 
ment to improve the provisions in 
the Bill, I do take this opportunity to 
congratulate the Government. 

But, while doing so, there are cer¬ 
tain provisions which the Government 
are now seeking to bring in, on an 
examination of which, I feel that 
those steps are somewhat retrograde 
from the workers’ point of view. I 
will just point out what, according to 
me, those provisions are— 

(1) In the niattei of the definition of 
a ‘factory', certain sections of the 
establishment which so far were ac¬ 
cepted as factories are now sought by 
the Government to be exempted from 
the definition. By a ruling of the 
Andhra High Court it had been deci¬ 
ded that hotels and eating places, if 
they employ a specific number of 
workers, should be treated as a ‘fac¬ 
tory’. Now, this benefit which the 
workers got with respect to those 
establishments is now sought to be 
taken away by the hem. Minister. 
There is this exemption provision 
whereby the Bill says that hotelf and 
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eating places will not be treated as 
factories. I was just now saying that 
the Minister was reading something 
e.se. Under the ruling of the Andhra 
High Court it had been decided that 
hotels are factories. I would like to 
know fiom the Government an ex¬ 
planation as to why, after this rul¬ 
ing— this took place a few years 
ago—the Government thought it abso¬ 
lutely necessary to specifically men¬ 
tion that hotels and eating places Will 
not be factories. I mean, after all. 
there are workers there. They have 
got certain benefits under the Factories 
Act, certain protective provisions and 
the hotels which are now developing 
are not of the types which were in 
existence in the olden days. They have 
got pold storages. They have got cer¬ 
tain machines working there. There 
are fumes end fumigation taking place 
there. There are poisonous substances 
there in the matter of cooking and all 
that. These are the conditions under 
which thtey have got to be protected.... 

THE- MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAG1IUNATHA RADDY): I 
hope poison is not used for cooking. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; At a parti¬ 
cular stage these things are there. 
But what I am saying is that the 
Minister may kindly explain as to 
why the Government thought it 
absolutely necessary in the public 
interest that hotels should no longei 
be treated as factories. 

Now, there is another provision 
which has now been brought in, 
amendment to Section 10. Section 10 
speaks about ‘Certifying Surgeons’, 
that the Government under Section 
10 as it is now, can declare and 
appoint Surgeons with competency 
to certify with respect to matters 
covered by the .Bill These Certify¬ 
ing Surgeons have got the authority 
to appoint other persons also as 
‘Authorised Certifying Agents’. And 
there is another provision in the ex¬ 


isting pru vision which says .that. if 
any person is connected with any 
factory either as an employee or as 
a share-holder or is having a finan¬ 
cial interest with respect to that 
factory, he shall not be entitled to be 
a Certifying Surgeon with respect to 
the workers in that factory. Now, an 
amendment i s being brought in to 
say that 1h e Government shall have 
the power, by a notification in the 
Gazette, to say that in spite of any 
person being connected with a fact¬ 
ory, he can still be a ‘Certifying 
Surgeon' with respect to the workers 
in that factory. Do you really believe 
that the workers who are affected will 


get a certificate from the surgeon 
who is financially connected with the 
factory, in favour of that worker? 
Here again 1 am requesting the 
Government to explain why it i s and 
on the basis of which report the 
Government found it absolutely 
necessary that a Certifying Surgeon 
though he may be a manager of that 
factory, can still be a ‘Certifying 
Surgeon’ with respect to that factory 
to certify whethei there is an illness 
with respect to the workers under 
him. Is he to protect the worker? 
What exact:;.? arc the circumstances 
under which the Government found 


amendmant ,) Then section 64 says 
about persons occupying confidential 
positions. The section gives power to 
Government to frame rules, regula¬ 
tions etc. which would define who are 
the persons who would come under 
the category of confidential persons If 
they come under the category of 
confidential persons then none of the 
provisions of this Act except one or 
two sect]oiis win be relevant to them 
and wi’l <pp] y to them. An extra¬ 
ordinary step is being taken by, the 
Government here A n extraordinary 
power is sought to be conferred on 
the Chief Inspector of Factories. To 
say that although a person may not 
be occupying confidential position yet. 
by virtue of the application cf tha 
definition spelt out by the rules of 

G °T ni ? nt ’ A 0r B or C persons 
will be treated a s persons occhpjring 
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confidential position, is not correct. We 
know the type of persons the Chief 
Inspector of Factories are made of- 
Various complaints against the factory 
inspectorates are there. The comp¬ 
laints are of inefficient func¬ 
tioning, partiality in favour of 
employers, amenability to corruption 
and al] sorts of bad influence, etc. 
This is one of the graveman of the 
charge which any trade union brings 
against Inspectorate of Factories. Here 
is a law which has come down from 
the period of the British Government. 
That la"- says that the State Govern¬ 
ment alone wiJi have the power to 
define who the persons occupying 
confidential positions are. Thus far 
the delegating authority is the State. 
Now you are giving an unbridled 
authority and unguided authority to 
an offiear here. To say that although 
£w a matter of law a person may not 
come within the classification of con¬ 
fidential person, yet, nevertheless, the 
Chief Inspector may declare that a 
I particular person can be treated as a 
[Person occupying confidential position 
is not correct. I want to know 
whether this delegated power is neces¬ 
sary, whefhe» it is justified and if 
so under what circumstances. How 
can you say that this extraordinary 
power over the head of the Govern¬ 
ment conferred on the Chief Inspector 
of Factories will not be misused? This 
is a matter on which I would like to 
have clarification from the Minister. 


In Section 64 large numbers of 
exemptions are given. There are two 
types of exemptions to which these 
amendments apply, one, the exempted 
oases who are sought to be exempted 
«om a larger number of clauses. I 
ho Pe I am being understood. There 
art> a particular class of persons ex¬ 
empted from Section 52. Now this 
■a use says that Clauses 51, 54, 58 
' will not apply to them. That is 
o say, persons exempted already, are 
w sought to be exempted from a 
Z ger ***&& of Clauses which were' 
0t originally in existence in the 
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Factories Act. Number two, new types 
of persons are now being brought in 
to be exempted from the provisions 
of the Act. I take serious objection 
to the amendment whereby trucks and 
lorry services are sought to be ex¬ 
empted and those workers are sought 
to be exempted. Now the Govern¬ 
ment has come forward saying that 
establishments operating trucks and 
lorries wi'l also come under Section 
64 and will be exempted from these 
respective previsions. 

Look at Sec. (j) excluding the work¬ 
ers em; rnd in the work of loading 
and unloading of railway wagons from 
the provisions of Secs. 51, 52, 54, 55 
and 56. This is regarding the period 
of work. That is all right. There 
are also qu’te v number of other pro¬ 
visions. We know the truck services 
o r lorry services are developing as a 
very large industrial enterprise em¬ 
ploying a large number of workers. 
The railways were the on’y area 
where the exemption is not given, in 
this period of great socialist motiva¬ 
tion, we. have decided that in this 
sector a'so they must get the benefit 
of the extension of the refused leave 
provision under the Factories Act. 
Why this benign approach to the 
workers in the Lorry Service is a 
matter an which I would seek of. the 
Government their explanation. 

Now. another thing is that ther e is 
Sec. 65 which is sought to be amended. 
Section 65 says that although all 
these exemptions are there, there are 
certain limits. The limits will b e as 
prescribed under Sec. 54. That is, the 
maximum period for which the work-, 
ers should be allowd the leave is 12 
days, the maximum period for which 
the workers should be allowed in a 
period of a week must be such and 
such. 

Sec. 65 seeks to raise this limit. If 
it was 10 hours so far this is ought to 
be raised to 12 hours; if jt was 50 
l^urs, it is now sought 4o” be raised, 
tp 60 hours. Thy is the new benefit , 
that a worker is going to get. why 
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then, Ls this section sought to be 
amended in this manner? I do not 
know this. Tins is a new provision 
that is being brought in, a disastrously 
injurious, damaging and retrograde 
provision which is injurious to the 
workers by taking away the benefit 
which the worker has so far been en¬ 
joying and giving the N.T.R. the 
power to operate such things. 

Now, with respect to leave wages, 
there ara certain good thmgs. I am 
thankful to Government for haring 
brought in the indirect workers. 1 am 
happy about this. There is now a 
new amendment which is sought to be 
introduced. I am unable to under¬ 
stand the purpose of this. In place of 
unavailed leave, it is sought to replace 
it by the words ‘leave refused’. I 
would like to know what purpose this 
will serve. The purpose may be good, 
with my capacity of thinking about 
t'he leave refused it is beyond my com¬ 
prehension. What is the motive 
behind this new amendment? There 
is one danger I can possibly see. Why 
-should it not be continuous? Suppose 
to-day I have got some earned leave 
to my credit. There is a scheme in 
operation. I ask for leave but the 
employer refuses me that leave. As 
it is to-day the unavailed leave can be 
carried forward to the next year, to 
the succeeding year. You have now 
brought about a new clause of 'refused 
leave’. What do you mean by that? 
I ask for leave, say, for 10 day s and 
the leave is refused. Is it that the 
leave refused is carried forward to 
the next year or is it that in respect 
of the leave refused, I should still be 
asking for it again? If I ask for leave, 
would it be with respect to the 
same day s of leave which was asked 
for and refused? The whole complica¬ 
tion arises because of this. That is 
what I feel. If it comes to leave 
refused, that leave should be allowed 
to be carried forward to the next 
year. Suppose I do not avail of it in 
the next year. Is it to be carried 
forward—is the leave refused allowed 
to ha accumulated until th« date of 


my retirement? What exactly will be 
the implication of this amendment? 
This is a matter which passes my 
comprehension. I would like to get 
the explanation from the hon. 
Minister. Let me put it this way. 

The employer is bound to grant me 
the leave—earned leave. When I am 
asking for it under the provisions of 
the scheme and if the employer 
refuses to give me the leave, then I 
should not be put to the necessity of 
seeking again and again my chance for 
the leave. Whatever leave is rema¬ 
ining unavailed, that must be given 
to me under the present provisions. 
Why should this operate as a penal 
provision? This should operate 
against the cantankerous employers? 
The employer refuses the leave stand¬ 
ing to my credit. He is refusing the 
leave. The penalty that he has to pay 
Is that I should be allowed my leave 
being accumulated in my favour, 
not merely refused leave, but unavail¬ 
ed leave. My argument is this. I go 
to the employer and ask for leave. 
He refuses it, although I am entitled 
to it. I know the employer, the type 
he is; 1 know he will be refusing it to 
me. That being so, I should not have 
any liability to go to him again with 
another application, still another 
application, yet another applicaion. 
It should rather be that the moment 
he refuses, I get the right to have it 
accumulated in my favour and this 
must continue as in the present pro¬ 
vision. By taking it away and creat¬ 
ing a new class of leave refused leave, 
you are taking away this benefit under 
the law I am now having. You are 
leaving it completely in favour of the 
cantankerous employer. I would like 
to know why this change aeught to' 
be made has been thought necessary. 
This is a matter on which I would 
ask for a clarification. 


Having said this by way of criticises* 
I should certainly highlight pertain 
provisions which are in favour of the 
worker. You have expanded the 
definition of ‘worker’. It is a very 
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good change.—I am sorry there is 
another matter to which I wanted to 
refer before this. You hava put in 
a new section, s. 40B suggesting the 
appointment of Safety Officers. Here 
I want to emphasise one thing. Today 
there is provision for "Welfare Officers. 
Government can direct the employer 
to appoint a Welfare Officer. He is 
to be appointed by the employer. The 
employer appoints, the employer pays. 
To whom ’he is answerable? To the 
employer. You now want a Safetv 
Officer to be appointed. Your jurisdic¬ 
tion is only to say to the employer, 
to direct him, to appoint a Safety 
Officer. That is, his pay bill may be 
increased—that is all. The Safety 
Officer will be his employee. He is 
answerable to the employer. Dis¬ 
ciplinary action will lie with the 
employer. He will certainly b« sub¬ 
ject to the direction of the employer. 
This is what we are experiencing today 
with respect of Welfare Officers If 
it is for the protection of workers, 
why not Government appoint the 
Welfare Officer and the Safety Officer 
and ask the employer to pay the bill 
for that? In that case, appointment 
will lie with Government end dis¬ 
ciplinary jurisdiction will be with 
Government. We know he who pays 
the piper calls the turie. He pays the 
Welfare Officer and the Safety Officer 
He will call the tune and these fellows 
will have to dance to it. So if it js 
for the purpose of protecting the 
worker, let there be no illusion that 
by this you are going to further the 
interests of the worker by an inch 
On the other hand, you are giving 
the employer a sort of approval to 
say that everything that lias been 
done is oil right although it is 
injurious to the worker which he is 
experiencing with respect to the 
Welfare officer. 

One more observation and I will be 
closing. You have brought in a new 
definition public emergency, I went 
through it; it is exactly the same as 
the dete ct i on of an "emergency* as 
'detgtfbe* in the Constitution of Ihdia 
ttirsato*. What exa«V are 


you meaning thereby? Kindly look 
at the meaning of it. This is a very 
important matter which I would 
plead with Government to consider. 
For what purpose it fs put in, I do not 
know. Under article 358, there is a 
provision for declaration of emergency 
under certain conditions—war and 
other things. Exactly the sjme 
phraseology you have taken and put 
it m the Factories Act, Is it that 
although in thi s country a declara¬ 
tion of emergency can be made only 
by the President, your officer can make 
a declaration that there is a condition 
of emergency in this country because 
of the factory? If that is not the 
purpose, would it not be enough for 
you to say that when a declaration of 
emergency is in existence, factories 
can be exempted? Who is the autho¬ 
rity to decide whether there is a con¬ 
dition of emeigency? I am putting 
this question because the phraseology 
you have adopted is exactly the same 
as in art. 358, exactly the same. 
While the President has to determine 
under the Constitution and decide 
about a condition of emergency, you 
are now giving power to your officer 
to decide that there is a condition of 
emergency. Are you going to equate 
the president of India with a factory 
inspector in this country? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
Mercifully he is not subordinated* 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: I do not 
know. I can understand if there is a 
condition of emergency. My question 
is: who is to determine it? The con¬ 
dition of emergency has to be deter¬ 
mined by the President of India. The 
wording of the section is such here. 
It might have been enough If you say 
here: if there i s declaration of emer¬ 
gency in existence, the exemptions 
can be allowed. That would have 
been enough rather than equating the 
President of India with the factory- 
inspector; it rather stinks ih my 
nostrils. I am complimenting the 
government for the good amendments 
ffiat they have brought In ana t am 
criticising them ter amendments 16 
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the extent, to which they appear to be 
retrograde or against the interest of 
the workers and I seek an explana¬ 
tion from the hon. Minister in respect 
of them. With these words, I support 
the motion. 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): I 
must refer to the criticism made by 
Mr. Stephen, with which I completely 
agree; in fact his criticism has made 
my position a little simpler and I will 
not go into all those points. But a°. 
he said, there has been some lmpiove- 
ment also, a little wider coverage and 
some more steps which might go to 
some extent to serve the interest of 
the workers pertaining to safety in 
their work. 

I am constrained to say that inspite 
of many safety conferences, many 
seminars and discussions, the safety 
iconditions in our factories remain 
unsatisfactoi y. In the National Com¬ 
mission on Labour they considered 
this matter and they recommended 
that there should be one inspector for 
every 150 factories and their recom¬ 
mendations have by and large been 
accepted by the government. I want 
to know whether our hon. Minister 
could tell us whether this particular 
recommendation had been imple¬ 
mented in our country. I know there 
are places where there are 300 or 
even more than that number, factories 
but only one labour inspector. That 
means that he is unable to his job 
even though he may be an honest and 
hardworking person. One inspector 
for 150 factories is in fact on the 
lower side: inspite of that this recom¬ 
mendation has not been accepted and 
implemented. 

It i s known that according to the 
Factories Act of 1948 the management 
was enjoined to take certain precau¬ 
tionary steps. I want to know how 
many cases have been launched against 
employers or managers for violating 
the meagre safety rules that were 
prescribed in the Factories Act. I 
**y meager, because they do not go 
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far enough; even this amending Bill 1 
does not go far enough. With indus¬ 
trial expansion, a large number of 
young persons are entering the 
factories and wrokshops from the 
rural areas; they are untrained 
workers. There was a suggestion in 
the National Labour Commission that 
such persons who enter hazardous 
jobs should be given some training, 
about safety measures and about the 
safety steps that they should take. 
All these recommendations have 
been violated. Employers have been, 
running riot and the number of 
accidents has not fallen appreciably. 
In M.P., for instance, thou' were* 
10,000 accidents recorded in the Re¬ 
gister of the Labour Department in 
1965. It went up to more than 25,000' 
in 1975. The live s of the workers, 
particularly those doing nazardous. 
work, have been unsafe and this Bill 
does not go far enough tt safeguard 
their lives or protect their limbs. 


Now I come to the clauses. I agree 
with the criticism made by Mr. 
Stephen and I will not dilate upon it, 
Clau,e 6(c) says: 

“in sub-section (7) for the words 
“Every Chief Inspector and Inspec¬ 
tor”, the words “Every Chief Ins¬ 
pector, Additional Chief Inspector* 
Joint Chief Inspector, Deputy Chief 
Inspector, Inspector and every 
other officer appointed under this 
section” shall be substitued.” 

So, it appears that the administration 
will be made top-heavy with so many 
officials. We know from experience 
how these inspectors behave. This 
top-heavy administration will not 
improve the situation. The mam 
thing whether th e number of ins¬ 
pectors has increased or not for 
each inspector how many factories 
are allotted. I have referred to the 
recommendation of the National 
Commission on Lobour. I cannot 
speak obout all inspectors, but there 
are some who are absolutely untrained 
“hi innocent of any knowledge of 
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safety measures which th e employers 
must take. Is there anything in this 
Bill to make it incumbent on the State 
Governments, who will be imple¬ 
menting this, to see that only trained 
people with good knowledge of the 
safety measures are appointed as in¬ 
spectors. I have found factories 
Arhere the employers should have in¬ 
stalled protective glasses for the 
safety of the workers, but these have 
not been installed. The factory in¬ 
spector goes round and does not make 
any comment about it! 

Clause 9 is just a pious declaration. 
It says: 

“Effective arrangements shall be 
made in every factory for treat¬ 
ment of wastes and effluents due to 
the manufacturing process carried 
on therein, so as to render them 
innocuous, and for their disposal.” 

It is a very good wish, but it is known 
that .the two metropolitan cities of 
Bombay and Calcutta are the worst 
; in this respect. In Bihar in Dhanbad 
area, the factories are so constructed 
I and run in such a manner that this 
aspect is the first casualty. The whole 
atmosphere is polluted, the water 
system is polluted, so much so that 
nMently an examination of the Cal¬ 
cutta city “water supply was found 
to be heavily polluted. In Bombay 
a few years ago an enquiry revealed 
that even the sea ‘Water has been 
polluted because of the waste from the 
factories. Therefore, it is only a pious 
wish. What is the machinery through 
which this particular clause will be 
enforced in our coutry 7 


Clause 19 reads: 

"If it appears to the Inspector that 
any building or pprt of a building in 
a factory is in such a state of dis- 
repaid a$ is likely to lead to con¬ 
ditions detrimental to the health and 
welfare of the workers, he may 
serve on the occupier or manager 
or both of the factory an order In 


writing specifying the measure.? 
which in his opinion should be taken 
and requiring the same to be carried 
out before such date a s is specified 
in the order.*’ 

What will happen if that order is not 
complied with? That is nit mentioned 
here. Suppose the Inspector tell.s a 
factory manager or proprietor that a 
particular building is hazardous to the 
health or safety of the workers, but 
no remedial action is taken, then what 
happens? That is not specified here. 

Again, the latter portion jf clause 
36 says: 

. with a view to removing con¬ 
ditions dangerous to the health of 
the workers, or to suspend any 
process, where such process consti¬ 
tutes, in the opinion of the Inspector 
or the Chief Inspector, as the case 
may be, imminent danger of poison¬ 
ing or toxicity.*’ 

If it is not complied with what hap¬ 
pen? Clause 40 says: 

“Provided that where contraven¬ 
tion of any of the provisions of 
Chapter IV or any rub made there¬ 
under or under section 87 lias re¬ 
sulted in a n accident causing death 
or serious bodily injury, the fine 
shall not be less than one thousand 
rupees in the case of an accident 
causing death, and five hundred 
rupees in the case of an accident 
causing serious bodily injury.” 

Suppose a factory ownar contravenes 
this law and the rules and as a result 
of which a worker dies. Then the fine 
shall not be less than Rs. 1,000. So, 
that is the price of a worker’s life. A 
worker's life costs only Rs. 1,000. In 
the case of serious bodily injury the 
fine is only Rs. 500. Here “serious 
bodily injury" according to the Expla¬ 
nation “means an injury which Invol¬ 
ves, or in all probability will involve, 
the permanent loss of the use of, or* 
permanent loss injury to, any limb or 
the permanent loss of, or injury to,, 
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J2 II

sight or hearing, or the fracture of any 
bone—That means tb© man is 
finished permanently and for that he 
.gets Rs. 500, even though for his in¬ 
jury the employer is totally responsi¬ 
ble due to violating all these provi¬ 
sions of the Factories Act, including 
this amendment.

FACTORIES (AMENDMENT) BILL- 
conid. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Di. 

Ranen Sen to continue his speech. 

DR. RANEN SEN; 1 was speaking 
• on Clause 40 of the amending Bill. I 
have covered that. 

Now I come to Clause 41. Mere it 
is said that section 94 of the principal 
Act shall be renumbered, etc. I do 
not understand why this change has 
been made here. Let us see what this 
change is for. Section 94 of the prin¬ 
cipal Act reads; 

“If any person who has been con¬ 
victed of any oiTence punishable 
under section 92-’’ 

Section 92 deals with general penalty 
■for offences. 

“-is again guilty of an offence 

involving a contravention of the 
•samp provision, be shall be punish¬ 
able on a subsequent conviction 
with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to six fnonths or with 
fine which may extend to one 
{thousand rupees or with both,* 


The change here may be, instead of 
“or with fine which may extend to one 
thousand rupees” it will be “or 
with fine which shall not be 
less than two hundred rupees but 
which may extend to five thousand 
rupdas”. I have got two criticisms to 
make here. There are always loop¬ 
holes for violation of the provisions of 
the law. First, it is stated here that 
there may be imprisonment for a cer¬ 
tain period ° r fine. We know how 
judiciary behaves. They generally 
say that the imprisonment i s still the 
rising of the court—‘imprisonment’ 
m'^ans T.R.C. The punishment they 
give is very meagre. The explana¬ 
tion that would be given by the Min¬ 
ister would be—I can anticipate that— 
that now the fine cannot be less than 
Rs. 200 whereas under the provisions 
of the original Act it could be even 
one rupee. I can understand that. 
But what I say is we could have said 
‘which will not be less than one 
thousand rupees’. That cculd have 
been very well done. A sum of 
Rs. 1,000 is not a very big sum. Also 
instead of ‘or’ in section 94. he could 
hava said ‘and’. It is time that all 
those employers who with impunity 
contravene the provisions of the law 
were taught object lessons. Here I 
find, somehow or other, the soft atti¬ 
tude continues. Yesterday, in the 
course of discussion on another Blil» 
Mr. Somnath Chatterjee had said that, 
• if certain rigidity was observed, then 
the employer might go to jail and the 
factory might go into liquidation. 
Well, there might be ten or twenty 
such cases. But that becomes 
object for the employer’s lesson. Tha 
is good for the employees in the long 
run. We should not merely see what 
is before our nose; we have to l° oK 
far ahead. Therefore, I do not under 
stand this sort of softness for the em¬ 
ployers.

have understood this point 
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ing the fine to Rs. 20.1 Otherwise, 
this is a loophole, and with the help 
of judiciary, the guilty employers will 
get out. In section 04 of the principal 
Act there is a proviso: 

"Provided that for the purjuscs 
of this section no cognizance shall 
be taken of any conviction made 
more than two years before* the 
commission of the offence which is 
being punished." 

This proviso should have been abso¬ 
lutely done away with. Suppose an 
employer has committed such an 
offence two years before. Then what 
happens? He goes scot-ftec. Thi-. 
proviso should have been completely 
done away with. Therefore, with this 
Clause 41—the way section 94 of the 
principal Act has been renumbered 
and amended—I am not at all happy; 
I do not agree with the Minister 

As I have said in the beginning, 
Mr. Stephen had made certain valid 
criticisms, I have not referred to 
them. I completely agree with him. 
I have made certain other criticisms. 

As I said earlier, I cannot oppose 
this Bill because there has been some 
improvement here and* there. There¬ 
fore, I have to support it; opposing the 
Bill would mean that I reject even 
whatever good is there. When I was 
reading the amending Bill, I thought 
that It would have been better if the 
Government had referred it to a Joint 
Select Committee, so that they could 
have gone into it thoroughly. Instead 
of doing that, he has brought forward 
this Bill very hurriedly, all of a sud¬ 
den. I am very sorry for it. But, on 
the whole, I have to support the Bill; 
I have no other go, 

MB. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I want 
to mention the time in relation to this 
Bill. When we started, we had a 
balgpce qt 55 minutes. We still have 
six Mtejmberg to speak, and 1 em told 
that they have important contributions 
to make.

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA iGiridih); So, I am the 
residuary legatee. 

Sir, I welcome the Bill The Lab¬ 
our Minister has many things to his 
credit. His intentions are good. He 
wants to give the labour a good deal. 
But my approach to the Bill to amend 
the Factory Act by the Minister of 
Labour is: though his intentions are 
good, he wants to give the labour a 
good deal and a fair deal, but some¬ 
how some of the provisions may prove 
counter-productive. My submission is 
very simple. I would like that we 
have Factories Act with minimum but 
I with large rule-making powers so 
I that the entire wide spectrum of the 
factories in the country may be cov¬ 
ered and to each factory the rules can 
he tailored according to particular 
situation Or requirements of the units 
if I may illustrate, the safety provi¬ 
sions required to govern a blast 
furnace or a steel melting shop or a 
nine metre high coke oven battery 
need not be the same as for a 4 - 5 metre 
coke oven battery or a bell-metal fac¬ 
tory where no power whatsoever is 
'used. The approach should have been 


different than what we have. I wel¬ 
come that in section 23 for the words 
‘5ft women workers’ ‘30 women wor¬ 
kers’ shall be substituted. The task 
of managaing human nature must 
never be confused with the task of 
transmuting it. If you had made the 
number still lower, the women would 
have found themselves out of work. 

I know the position in the coal-mines 
for which I have tabled a question and 
probably the letter will be reaching 
him shortly. 

As regards uniforms 1 urge it parti¬ 
cularly for women workers as a mea¬ 
sure of safety. 

But, Sir, the spread over of 12 
hours, I think, is a retrograde step. In 
the interest of increasing productivity 
we may think of complementary shifts 
as are being thought of in coal mines. 
This matter should have been looked 
into in depth. 

I would have welcomed that in the 
matter of ‘occupational diseases* the 
Bill should have included neurosis as 
an occupational hazard through speed¬ 
ing up of machines. There have been 
large cases of growth of neuresls and 
split personalities. In fact what 
Charlie Chaplin portrayed in Modem 
times in 1837 is now catching up with 
us' in the industrial establisraents. So, 
that should have been included. 

The Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation, as a matter of policy, 
should havte done regular periodical 
checkup of these factory workers re¬ 
garding their general health. There 
are cases about the incentives in which 
we found that some of the workers 
had literaly worked themselves to 
death. In copper mines in Mosabani 
the footage bonus depending upon the 
footage of drilling induced the wor¬ 
kers to work hard and bring about 
silicosis and T.B. to themselves. In 
many factories some of the workers 
are working at 105 to 115 per cent of 
the installed caoacity depending upon 
incentives. Although we must go in 
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for higher productivity as a desidera¬ 
tum of national policy, crude inten¬ 
sification of labour and workload 
should not be permitted, because it 
will lead to higher stress, and strain 
and higher incidence of disease and ill 
health. The Factories Acts should 
have provided for a sharing of the 
fruits of higher productivity. 

The appointment of Safety Officers 
—the repetition of Parkinson’s Law— 
will not make the factories safer. The 
safety has to be sought in the workers’ 
day to day active participation in 
management and the continued dia¬ 
logue between tha management and 
the workers at shop floor level alone 
will make the factories a safer place 
to work in. 

With these words I welcome the 
Bill and I support it. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(IrHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): 
Sir, I am. extremely thankful to all 

* he hon. xdembers who had partici¬ 
pated in th» debate expressing appre¬ 
ciation to some of the provisions and 
giso giving their views. 

with regard to their criticisms about 
some id the. provisions of the Bill be¬ 
fore the House, while I do not want 
to take much time of the House in 
dealing elaborately with all the points 
that had been made by the hon. Mem¬ 
bers, I would seek their indulgence 
and I may point out with regard to 
the arguments advanced by Shri 
Stephen for the purpose of comparing 
the developing and undeveloped coun¬ 
tries with all the developed countries 
and also I may satisfy my friend, Shri 
Samar Mukherjee by stating that the 
average investment of capital per 
worker in 26 similar undertakings or 
industries in India and the U.S.A. 
while India’s per capita investment on 
a worker iB 2,924 in U.S.A. It is about 
12,979. 

• That is why iwte have to go through 
a difficult process and for that hard 
work is necessary, Industrial develop-

ment cannot take place without some 
sacrifices too. 

As far as the accident rate is con¬ 
cerned-, it is -quite gratifying to note 
that in steel.Industry, especially, it 
has come down fbr one million man 
power in 1964, it is 30; 5, in 1967 It is 
12.45, in 1970 it is 8.5, 1973 it is *6.68 
and in 1974 it is 6.18. I do not want 
to burden you and the House with 
further details about this. 

Most of the criticism that had been 
offered and agreed to by the Members 
arise out of the speech, of my hon. 
friend Shri Stephen, While I am 
thankful for the elaborate speech that 
has been made by Shri Raroji Bfaai 
and other friends, I can assure them 
that i have noted down the points and 
when a situation arises, those points 
would be attended to. Even though 
they cannot be sanctified into the law 
by way of inspection, I may assure the 
the House and the hon. Members here 
that their intentions would be carried 
out to the best of my ability. 

Shri Stephen mentioned about the 
public emergency. As you see, the 
existing provisions of law, they only 
deal with the public emergency which 
the State can declare in order to pro¬ 
vide the necessary guidance to the 
State. In any conditions, the Public 
emergency can be declared for the 
purpose of granting exemption from 
the provisions of this Act. Certain 
guidelines had been given by way °*, 
a proviso. Otherwise, the State itself 
can declared this. It is not the Chief 
Inspector or any other officer who can 
declare the public emergency. The 
public emergency is already there i n 
the provisions of the existing Act- 
There is nothing new that T have add¬ 
ed. In order to give a proper conno¬ 
tation for this expression Public Em¬ 
ergency’, I have to provide some eX ' 
planation for it. That is why a° 
explanation has been added and th e 
explanation lias not. given any greater 
power than what had * alrted? be€ 
.there. . 
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Another point has been raised by 
Shri Stephen. That j g about Sec. 32 
of the Act relating to Clause 32 of the 
amending Bill relating to Sec. 79 of the 
Principal Act. The first Proviso to 
sub-section 5 of Sec. 79 limits the 
carry-over of the period of unavailed 
leave to 30 days for the workers and 
40 days for the others. The Second 
provio relates to the cases where the 
worker applites for leave and who has 
been refused. So, I feel that the sec¬ 
ond proviso to the principal Act is 
slightly anomalous. The workers have 
not availed of the leave because it was 
refused. The fact is that ho has ap¬ 
plied for the leave. Hence, to make 
the matter straight and to remove the 
anomaly, the word ‘unavailed’ has 
been substituted by the word ‘refused’. 
There is no limit to the caryover of 
such lefave It does not therefore come 
in any way against the interests of the 
worker. In order to correct the mis¬ 
take and make it clear the language of 
thh principal Act had been changed. 
My hon. friend has also referred to 
the other aspects and it i<? common 
knowledge that the carryover as such 
is not commensurate with the task 
that they perform. Shri Stephen has 
referred to the appointment of certi¬ 
fying surgeons and allowing certain 
categories also to come within this Act. 

I hayejsgid that, the; available number 
is very small. Considerable difficulty 
is being experienced all over the coun¬ 
try in the matter of examining thf 
persons engaged in the dangerous and 
hazardous places. There are a number 
of mpdjpal officers attached ■ to .the 
Central and State governments wliose 
services can easily bo utilised for the 
purpose. With this end in view this 
exemption ha* been inserted and I 
have no hesitation to assure the House 
that tfvery care Would be taken to re¬ 
quest the State Government to apply 
the principle in the interest of the em- 
ployae or the workers Of the Factories. 
Therefore, with all the emphasis at 
*ny command, the State Governments 
would be requested to apply this prin¬ 
ciple especially in the private sectors. 
There e&piOt be any possibility of de- 
featihg the very purpose of the legis- 
lation that has been passed or is sought 


to be passed just now. 


Another interesting point that bad' 
been raised by Shri Stephen is with 
regard to the amendments to original 
sec. 65. If we read only the amend¬ 
ments there is likely to be, if not con— 
siderable, at least some, misunder¬ 
standing. The amendments proposed 
to sec. 65 will have to be read in con¬ 
junction with sec. 51 of the principal 
Act, sec. 54 of the principal Act and 
also sec. 64 so that the the intention 
of the amendments sought to be made 
to sec. 65 can be fully appreciated. 
Under sec. 51, there is no change, 
there is no amendment sought—48' 
hours a week remains unchanged. 
Under sec. 54. the 9-hcur limit is also 
unchanged. Under 64, we had con¬ 
templated 10 hours and under 65, we 
increase it to 12 hours. The purpose 
of this is this, with the development of 
modern technology and technological 
processes, specially in the chemical in. 
dustry, it has been found that the 
chemical technological processes are 
continuous processes which cannot be 
stopped. So we thought that in some 
emergency when certain additional 
persons qualified for doing that parti¬ 
cular job are not immediately avail¬ 
able for reasons beyond our control, 
in such cases, the persons who are 
already there, who are qualified but 
have nevertheless already done their 
duty, should be requested to work. In 
such cases, some exemption will have 
to be given in order to see that the 
continuity of the technological pro¬ 
cesses is not interrupted so that there 
is no hin drance to production. There 
is n o othdr intention behind this 
except to satisfy the needs of modem 
technological development and techno¬ 
logical processes. 


Since we have not amended sec. 41 
or sec. 51, there is no harm caused. 
Whatever extra time is put to as a 
result of the amendment sought to ; be 
made, would be treated as overtime 
and they will be amply rewarded. 
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But it must be admitted that a con¬ 
tinuous technological process cannot 
‘ be stopped and in such cases the ser¬ 
vices of qualified persons would %e 
^necessary. 

With this, I think I have answered 
all the points made by Shri Stephen 
• and other friends who had agreed with 
.'his criticism. 

. MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; The ques¬ 
tion is: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Factories Act, 1948, as passed 
by Rajya Sabtaa, be taken into con¬ 
sideration”. 

The motion was adopted. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We now 
take up clause by clause considera¬ 
tion. I see there is only one hon. 
•member who has given notice of a 
very large number of amendments. If 
'he is going to fight every inch of the 
•way, we would not be able to dispose 
•of this business before 3.30 So I would 
like to ascertain from him whether he 
is going to move these amendments 
nr not. If he is not, then the matter 
becomes simple.

SHRl DINESH JOARDAR (Malda) 
Mr. Chairman, sir, I congraulate and 
thank my hon. friend, Shn Chinta- 
mam Pamgrahi for giving us th® 
opportunity of at least discussing this 
problem of the auditing firms, that 
there are only a few auditing firms 
which are getting all the opportunities 
oi auditing the assets of the nation as 
well as the public sector companies 
and private sector companies. Only a 
few auditing firms have monopolised 
this auditing business throughout tho 
country and have created an atmos¬ 
phere where in the matter of actual 
auditing of profit or loss or fixation 
of rates for taxation and other pur¬ 
poses, immense difficulties are being 
created because all these auditing 
firms audit the balance-sheets of the 
companies, the private limited com¬ 
panies, the public limited companies* 
the private sector companies and the 
public sector companies, in a tradi¬ 
tional manner. That has already been 
discussed in detail by the mover et 
the Bill. I would like to point out 
that now not only this evasion of 
taxes and accumulation of black money 
and other things is one aspect of this 
sort of auditing business in our coun¬ 
try—that is one outcome of this pro¬ 
blem—but the other factor is that the 
cost structure of any production or 
manufacture and also fixation of the 
price and other matters concerning 
manufacture and production of thS 
manufacturing unit can never ho asst 
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sed properly either by the govern¬ 
ment or any civil supplies or distribu¬ 
tion organization. Now we are talk¬ 
ing about minimising the cost of pro¬ 
duction and how to bring down the 
prices of essential commodities and 
other manufactured and produced 
^commodities in our country. Unless 
■we get all the factual figures of the 
manufacturing costs, that is not possi¬ 
ble and only by a true and sincere 
.auditing that can come about. 

We know in our country all the 
manufacturing concerns in the private 
sector particularly manipulate their 

accounts is such a way that always 

the employees are being deprived m 
the context of their rising costs. They 
are telling every time that the prices 
are rising. So, to keep down the 
prices the employees should suffer, 
thejy should forego their increment, 
their bonus, DA and other things! 
These things are also coming in 
because the audit firms do not sincere¬ 
ly perform their duties. What 
should they do as Chartered Accoun¬ 
tants? What is the obligatory duty 
of a Chartered Accountant? Is ii 
simply giving the balance-sheet with a 
rubber stamp on it and their signa¬ 
ture for the purpose of tax assess¬ 
ment and other purposes? These 
things have come up now. This prac¬ 
tice is going on very well throughout 
the country. So, assessment of the 
actual cost of * a unit of production or 
manufacture of a commodity should 
also be a duty of the Chartered 
Accountant—to assess th e actual cost 
of unit of production. Also there is a 
‘social concept. Now, the social con¬ 
cept has changed that profit alone is 
not the consideration for any concern, 
whether it be manufacturing, produc¬ 
tion or otherwise. This social concept 
should also be introduced in auditing 
'which a Chartered Accountant has got 
to discharge. 

Now, not only the' costs but how 
wastes, sometimes wastes of the assets 
*n4 raw materials and other things, 
'“the avoidable wastes can be eliminated 


from the production and manufactur- 
- ing losses—that should also be con¬ 
sidered and that also should be a res¬ 
ponsibility on the part of a Chartered 
Accountant and to procure and pre¬ 
sent a clear picture of these things. 
Aiso there should be a provision that 
a report on these aspects as have 
been found by the audit firms or the 
Chartered Accountants should be sent 
to the Government. This should be 
sent not only to income-tax authorities, 
direct tax authorities and other offi¬ 
cers, but this should be sent to State 
Government authorities, Central Gov¬ 
ernment authorities, etc to assess 
what the actual position of the factory 
or the manufacturing unit is, what are 
the avoidable wastes, how much money 
is spent by way of transport, by way 
of salaries, by dividends and other 
things for the proprietors and owners 
of these manufacturing units. They 
take away a large portion of the value 
of production and manufactured arti¬ 
cles. Therefore it is my plea that 
this Audit Report has to be made 
available to State and Central Govern¬ 
ments. That will help them in asses¬ 
sing the price at which a particular 
article should be sold in the market 
and what will be the profit which 
could be there. That will be an obli¬ 
gation on the part of the chartered 
accountant

SHRI D1NESH JOARDER: What is 
be condition prevailing in the coun- 
ry? As regards trade, commerce, 
nunufacture, production, everything, 
verything seems to be a secret adair!

von their profits are secret. Unless 
lis outlook is changed. unless this 
jcrecy part is done away with, no 
nprovement could take place.

sincere and true picture is revealed 
y the chartered accountants. Parti- 
ilars regarding technical know-how 
re to be made available to the public 
t large. These chartered accountants 
lould go into the details of these 
:atters. Those who are engaged in 
uditing these firms have to have some 
iea and practical experience how a 
usiness can be run, how a trade can 
e run, how a manufacturing unit can 
e installed and effectively run and 
■) on. 


This huge fleet of chartered accoun¬ 
ts and other people get ideas and 
>cy can start their own business, 
ade and commerce and they can 
aurish. Their number can be in¬ 
cased and many people can get em- 
■oyment opportunities and that should 
■so be part and parcel of the audit 
•isiness. 


Lastly, I would like to mention one- 
lin g regarding the Chartered Accoun¬ 
ts Examination and the results. It 
n °w found—I won’t mention the 
*nies—that in the last few years only 
Particular class of people are able 
’ Pass this examination. Year after 
* ftr others who have got capabilities, 
3 Pear in the examinations but they 
to not able to qualify in it whereas 
And that these big business houses 
S! ki their children and their relations 


to the examination and they have 
been able to pass this examination. 
In the auditing business, they are keep¬ 
ing everything secret. Their accoun- 
tanis only audit the accounts of th® 
audit firms. In the Examination, only 
the big business people and their re¬ 
lations are getting better opportunities 
and the results are good. That aspect 
should also be taken into considera¬ 
tion *»y the Minister. Lastly, I request 
that the audit firm itself should not be 
audited by themselves but by some 
outsider—the chartered accountant of 
the other firms. If this is done, then 
we will get an idea or true picture of 
the audit firm as to how they are 
doing their business. I congra'ulate 
our hon. friend Mr. Panigrahi who has 
come forward with his Bill thereby 
giving me an opportunity to take part 
in the debate. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): Mr. Chairman, Sir, while I 
appreciate the intention of the hon. 
Member in bringing forward this Blit 
which he did on the 2nd of July, 197L 
I am afraid, if is a bit out of date. 
Much water has flown down the bridge 
of Yamuna between 1971 and 1974. 
The problems of the company audit, 
the difficulties experienced by the 
junior auditors and the complaints of 
the audit profession in relation to 
these companies are before the Govern¬ 
ment and a comprehensive amending 
Bill was introduced in this Bouse in 
1972 which was referred to the Select 
Committee of both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment in which I happened to be a 
Member where elaborate evidence was 
recorded not only from the Chambers 
of Commerce and Industry but also 
from the Chartered Accountants and 
also others who had the special know¬ 
ledge of the working of the Companies.

All these aspects were considered 
and the Committee came to the conclu¬ 
sion nf flvinr» ♦».** number of companies 
an auditor personally or a firm of 
auditors could audit at 20. Therefore,, 
the Mover could have withdrawn this 
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Bill and introduced another after the 
amendments to the Company law came 
into force. 

One of the reasons advanced by the 
.Mover is that the social concept should 
be introduced into auditing, by which 
perhaps he means that there should be 
dispersal uf auuii, work among me 
thousands of members of ihe audit 
profession. I respectfully submit this is 
not possible. No work can be distri¬ 
buted because some auditors have little 
work or are starving and some work 
should be given to them. This is not 
possible. An auditor like a lawyer or 
a doctor should have a reputation 
which would enable him to get the 
work of audit of a company. Natu¬ 
rally companies would select nudilors 
or firms of auditors who have a re¬ 
putation i n their profession. There¬ 
fore, it is not possible to introduce 
the s ocial concept in auditing in fixing 
the number of companies a firm of 
auditor^ should be allowed to audit 
under the Act. 

His second point is that monopoly 
should be broken. The cry against 
monopoly is common nowadays— 
there should be no monopoly houses, 
there should be no monopoly and all 
that. Where is the question of mono¬ 
poly?. If an auditor has attracted the 
audit work of a number of companies 
to himself, how can you say it is a 
monopoly? When an auditor has no 
work because he has not earned a 
reputation in the field, how can there 
be a complaint that he is not occupied? 
This happens in every profession. 
Only a few lawyers get the work. 
Work is concentrated among a few 
doctors. How can the others in the 
profession complain? A person who 
needs the services of a technical man 
goes to the person who is really 
eminent, from whom he can get the 
work done efficiently. He should have 
confidence in him "so that he can em¬ 
ploy him: 

Then there is the cry for nationalisa¬ 
tion of audit. The Mover mentioned 
it white moving the , Bill. How can 


there be nationalisation of a profes¬ 
sion? Have we thought of nationalisa¬ 
tion of the legal profession or the 
medical profession?, It is not possible. 
Can the State maintain a panel of law¬ 
yers? The State do appoinl lawyers 
in cases where a client is not able to 
engage a lawyer. But no Government, 
no Slate i can maintain a panel of 
lawyers, doctors and so on to look to 
the needy. It is not a workable pro¬ 
position. Nationalisation may be a 
good slogan, but it does not work in 
1 elation to certain professions in 
which the success of an individual 
depends on his own merit. 

Another point urged by the Mover 
was that an auditor should be changed 
every two or three years. His main 
complaint is that an auditor or firm of 
auditors auditing the accounts of a 
particular company for a number of 
.years may act in collusion with the 
firm and may not do the auditing 
faithfully or correctly, that he may be 
hand in glove with the company an 3 
its directors. In such cases where a 
chartered accountant is found to be 
guilty of misconduct, there are provi¬ 
sions in the Chartered Accountants 
Act under which action can be taken 
against him. It takes two to three 
ypars for an auditor to understand the 
working of a company. 

All these questions were gone into 
in the Joint Committee in great detail 
and then it was found that no limit 
could be put. Though the number of 
companies an auditor could audit 
could be limited, the period during 
which he should be allowed to audit a 
company was not found to be capable 
of limitation as feasible, and that was 
why it was rejected. 

Another objection taken by the 
Mover was that all the'auditors are in 
the - metropolitan areas. Necesarily 
they should be. from the metropolitan 
areas. They should know the working 
of companies. How can an .auditor 
residing in a swap town whnpn .pniy 
business is to audit the accounts 
small businessmen for sale$-tax pun* 
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poses or for the purpose of other 
commercial taxes b e entrusted with 
the work of auditing a company’s 
accounts? It is a complicated affair, 
it is not possible. It is only in metro¬ 
politan cities that the auditors could 
carry on their profession, they get the 
experience of wholetime accounts of 
the companies. 

About costing also, I think the com¬ 
pany law board can order an enquiry 
into the cost of production in a com¬ 
pany. I think all those provisions 
have been made after elaborate discus¬ 
sion and some formula was arrived at 
and section 224 and explanation to 
section 224(1) (c) were enacted. It 
also specifies the number of companies 
that an auditor or audit firm can 
audit, taking into account the difficul¬ 
ties of various auditors who are brief¬ 
less and also the fact that audit work 
waS generally concentrated in a few 
hands and also the desirability of 
spreading audit work by taking away 
work from a very few hands and 
giving it to others. All this was given 
careful consideration and thought and 
tjie number, twenty, was fixed in the 
Companies Act amendment of 1974, To 
lifftit it to five companies I am afraid 
is not practicable and no audit firm 
can subsist on audit work with only five 
companies, of which at least two 
sficiuld be public limited companies. 
That is what it says. While I appre¬ 
ciate the intention of the hon. Mover. 
I feel it is not practicable to enforce 
the! provision. Perhaps there would 
have been different thinking on the 
subject had he introduced the Bill after 
the amendment of the company law in 
1974, perhaps it would not have come 
in the form in which it was originally 
introduced in 1971. Therefore, I feel 
thdt this Bill cannot be accepted, it is 
a retrograde step. Section 224 was 
amended in 1974 and that section 
should stand. I am not in favour of 
UBS? Bill.

Panigrahiji. Subsequent changes in 
the statutes of company law have by 
and large let the question of audit of 
companies uruouched, with due defer¬ 
ence to the select committee which 
went into those details. The reason 
why 1 share particularly the sentiments 
oi Suri Panigrahiji to have a greater 
amount of control over our chartered 
accountants and the auditors is this. 
Audit as it is done today is only vou- 
chering, there are limitations, an 
auditor cannot go beyond a particular 
voucher; he cannot go behind a parti¬ 
cular transaction, whether there had 
been dishonest practices, unfair trade 
practices or personal gratification by 
company executives or dealings which 
were not in the interest of the com¬ 
pany or society as a whole. It is none 
of the business of the auditor today. 
The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating. One single instance will 
prove this. The recent drive by the 
Finance Ministry for unearthing black 
money yielded a Total concealed income 
of Rs. 1500 crores. A very substantial 
portion of this belong to the organised 
sector of our economy, i.e., the corpor¬ 
ate sector. If the auditors and char¬ 
tered accountants in this country had 
done their job properly by plugging 
the loopholes and seeing that whatever 
one takes out of the concern is exactly 
what is due to him either by way of 
remuneration, salary, Director’s fees, 
profits, dividends, etc., where did this 
amount of Rs. 1,500 crores come from? 
Did not come from the private sector, 
the tycoons and such other people con¬ 
nected with the private sector like 
Directors, proprietors, Managers, 
Managing Directors, etc.? What were 
our auditors doing? Does this give 
any good certificate to them for having 
done their job well?. I wonder what 
the Companies (Amendment) BUI has 
been able to do except touch the fringe 
of the problem. The hard core of the 
companies administration, the watch 
dogs of the private sector, have not 
done their job properly. That is why 
even today we hgve generation of black 
money. Will the Mnister kindly took 
into It?, During the last four or five 
years, may I know how many‘charter* 
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ed accountants have been unchartered 
or dechartered for the malpractices 
committed by them. If at all there is 
some figure, it will be a drop in the 
ocean. 

Shri Chintamani Panigrahi has to be 
complimented for bringing forward 
this Bill because much thought has 
not been given to the vital aspect of 
the external management of the cor¬ 
porate sector. If the minister feels in 
the present context it is not possible 
to accept this Bill in toto, he may 
kindly assure the House that in the 
most immediate future, government 
will bring forward an alternative in 
the form of a regulation of this very 
vital aspect of our economy, namely, 
auditors functioning in our mixed 
economy.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI BEDA- 
BRATA BARUA): Mr. Chairman, I 
thank Shri Panigrahi and the rest of 
the members who have spoken in the 
debate and who have raised many im¬ 
portant points on the functioning of 
the nation’s economy and on the vital 
aspect played by accounting in the 
nation’s economy. Within the short 
time at my disposal, I will try to 
reply ,io all the points that were rais¬ 
ed. 

To begin with, I would like to dispel 
some of the misconceptions that might 
have arisen^ Since it is a mattsr con¬ 
cerning an important profefl&op |n our 
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country, even at the cost of differing 
from my dear friends, I would like to 
put the records straight in regard to 
certain figures, i might concede that 
many of the points that have been 
raised have got some validity and 
should cause a national debate on the 
importance of and the improvements 
required in the standard of accounting 
in the country as a whole. First of 
all, I would like to say that whatever 
figures Shri Panigrahi gave, though 
they are no doubt published figures, 
they are a few years’ behind. It is 
possible that a very great change 
might have come over the figures that 
he has mentioned. I do not think 
anybody has really gone into the state 
of affairs today after the amendments 
were passed. And, as Shri Rao has 
mentioned, these amendments were 
passed after a great deal of delibera¬ 
tions in the Joint Committee and repre¬ 
sentations were heard by members in¬ 
dividually and in the Committee. 
Because it affected an important pro. 
fession and its employees. Government 
had to go through an intense sort of 
discussion with all the persons concern¬ 
ed before coming to certain conclu¬ 
sions. and that too after achieving the 
maximum amount of unanimity not 
only in the Committee but also among 
the auditors of all colours and of all 
States. 


So far as concentration is concerned, 

I would like to put it this way. Sup¬ 
pose there are 100 sugar factories. 
Even if some of them may not be very 
big, If one auditor gets only one com¬ 
pany there are bound to be a hundred 
auditors. In comparision to 8000 
Chartered Accountants, it will look like 
a very small percentage. I am not 
trying to be little the importance of the 
figures. Possibly there remains even 
today some concentration, although we 
have not gone into it. There have 
been big and small auditors, this is a 
fact of life. But this word “monopoly 14 
1 would not like to use In this context 
because it applies only when a person 
hat control and others cannot come In. 
That Is not the situation here. 


The bigger audit firms can have only 
400 audits today, if there are 20 part¬ 
ners, because there is a ceiling of 20 
on the number of partners in an audit 
firm. So. however big a firm, it can 
have only 400 audits at the most, and 
then there is a sub-ceiling, and that is 
that out of the 400 audits, not more 
than 200 will be oi companies with 
Rs. 2f> lakhs of paid up capital or 
more. This conceals a lot more, because 
there can be big firms like Hindus¬ 
tan Steel Ltd. Of course, Hindustan 
Steel Ltd., is not going to be audited 
by one firm, but the point is that this 
ceiling has been put, and so I would 
not like to use the word “monopoly" 
in this conteSxt. 

I would like to dispeal another im¬ 
pression, that the Government is 
nominating or has nominated Members 
of the Institute of Chartered Accoun¬ 
tants from monopoly audit firms. In 
fact, Government appoints only six 
nominees out of 30 Members, the rest 
are elected. And these nominees are 
representatives of the Finance Minis¬ 
try. Company Affairs, Labour Ministry 
etc. and one nominee only is nominat¬ 
ed by FICCI ASSOCHAM because we 
thought they should also be given a 
hearing. We have developed a con¬ 
vention that not one of them will be 
Chartered Accountant. Therefore, 
there is no possibility of big audit 
firms coming in through nomination. 

Regarding unemployment of Charter- 
ed Accountants, I would like to say 
that possibly there is no such thing. 
The Council itself has an Employment 
Bureau and they have found that there 
is nobody really unemployed, nobody 
really wanting to be employed. It is 
another matter that a person may like 
to set up his own business and may 
face difficulties. There may be under¬ 
employment, but if he likes to go in 
for a job, jobs are ready waiting for 
him today. I am told that a Chartered 
Accountant who has just passed can 
today get at least Rs. 1000 or Rs. 1300 
to start with. , 

1 do not know, Mr. Salve will be 
able to say, " * 
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SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: He gets 
much more. 


SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: I 
am only trying to eliminate negative¬ 
ly some of the misconceptions in the 
interests of the profession which has 
got a high degree of professional 
competence. I have moved with 
Chartered Accountants for the last 
five years and more and I have no 
hesitation in saying that as a profes¬ 
sion they have shown a high degree 
of integrity and competence. There 
can be a sort of understanding with 
big houses, I am not so simple as to 
deny that, they may have some sort 
of slant about the house that they 
audit, but the point is that as a pro¬ 
fession they have maintained certain 
ethics and a certain amount of moral 
standards. I would concede that 
sometimes they might have ignored 
certain points As to what Govern¬ 
ment has done in regard to that, I 
shall specifically state in a short time. 


A Chartered Accountant does not 
sign blindly, he would not be allow¬ 
ed to sign blindly, he has not done 
it, because there 5 S criminal liability 
for negligence, a nd there i s also the 
disciplinary jurisdiction of the Ins¬ 
titute. So, for all these reasons, he 
cannot simply sign blindly. But when 
he finds that the law allows him not 
to go deliberately into certain un¬ 
pleasant aspects of the firms’ func¬ 
tioning, he can possibly avoid it. But 
today we have taken certain steps 
which do not allow him to do that. 
Of course, the steps were taken only 
in January, this year. We cannot, 
therefore, really assess exactly as 
to how it has worked out. 


I would also say, regarding black¬ 
marketing or black money or tax 
evasion, actually, fthe chartered ac¬ 
countant does not very much come 
,u*to this aspect. The Government 


has already taken other measures. If 
a company is selling a particular 'raw 
material or half-finished product at 
a particular price and then, it. takes 
something under the table, there $fll 
be nothing mentioned in the books 
that the firm has taken someth&f! 
under the table. It is not something 
which an auditor can possibly go 
into. But still we have put a certain 
responsibility On him. 


Then, :I would like to say that 
today we do not uphold the theory 
that share-holders appoint or elect 
the auditor. The fact is that, by and 
large, the auditor gets appointed by 
the management. So, this itself cir¬ 
cumscribes his authority to some ex¬ 
tent. The law allows this type of a 
situation. The hon. Member who were 
in the joint Committee know that 
the law was amended. The Govern¬ 
ment has been taking a number of 
steps to see that this nexus, this 
authority, of the shareholders over 
the auditor is reduced. The Act 
provides independence and autonomy 
for him. We have taken some other 
steps also. There is an ever-present 
danger of collusion, n ot collusion 
directly, a sort of meeting him day 
to riav. working for him and giving 
him other nervices. This matter has 
been raised by hon. Members. I am 
not able to find out what to do about 
it. Something has been done. Even 
today, we have issued an order that 
if an auditor takes the internal audit 
of the company, he will not be audit¬ 
ing the company. We have just issu¬ 
ed a n order today. 


We have to separate possibly.fhe 
other services. Now, in the name 
of “other services”, if a n Auditor gets 
paid from the same company, possi¬ 
bly, Kb wauM be tempted to ignore 
certain aspects of the firm’s function¬ 
ing. Bot .we d© not propose to do 
immediately, anything because • we 
have taken acertiin mhnber - of 
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measures which are very Jar-reach¬ 
ing, measures. We would like to 
examine those steps... ■ 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneshwar): Please let us know 
the measures. 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: 
First of all, as I said earlier, a ceiling 
has been put. Th e ceiling is, 20 
audits per auditor. Now, all auditors 
usually form a firm. Even if I am 
a sole auditor, I call myself “Barua & 
Co.” or something like that so that 
I get a status. Usually, a firm ap¬ 
points a number of auditors. There 
are 6 or 7 auditors in big firms, like, 
Fc-rgusan and all that. Because we 
have put a ceiling ( they have increas¬ 
ed the number to 20 audits if they 
want to retain auditing. They ap¬ 
point a number of auditors who are 
usually in big companies well-paid. 


\ T ow, the Chartered Accountants’ 
Council has taken a decision and has 
j::ven a directive—they also want to 
ko a sort of action—that those 

members who are in full time ser¬ 
vice in practising firms of Chartered 
Accountants should not be, counted 
for the purpose of determining the 
number of audits. The All-India 
Institute of Chartered Accountants 
been feeling concerned about the 
idevelopments taking place. They 
I'iave adopted a self-regulatory mea¬ 
gre. This does not go far enough 
in every case. But they have taken 
a certain self-regulatory measure. 

example, they have said that 
senior chartered accountants will not 
l ake audit of companies where the 
audit fee is less •than Rs. 2,500. These 
Ve the decisions they have taken. 
|They have told the senior chartered 
[accountants and, by And large, they 
T r e sticking to it They have got 
[ he h o^r n snjethods to pressurise 'the 
P“ditors t f»(du>.,go against this type of 
1 thing,,. Anpther aspect, is that while 
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SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
Before the hon. Minister goes to the 
next point, may I crave your indulg¬ 
ence to ask him a query on this very 
important change that was made in 
the Company Law with a view to 
bring about a certain ceiling of audits 
in the hands of different Chartered 
Accountants. The law has been 
amended to provide that per Charter¬ 
ed Accountant an audit of 20 com¬ 
panies, out of which ten audits alone 
could be of companies having a paid 
up capital of more than Rs. 25 lakhs. 
If you have 20 partners in a firm, 
then you can have 400 audits. 400 
audits is an empire by itself. 


May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether, after this enactment, his 
Ministry has made any study as to 
whether any of these larger firms 
of Chartered Accountants which held 
amongst, themselves nearly 90 per 
cent of the audit have really been 
affected by it? Have they examined 
the income-tax return nf any one of 
these partners of these large firms to 
find out whether he has been ad¬ 
versely affected because that alone 
car be the criteria? There may be 
several kinds of combinations and 
permutations. 


Then this R? 25 lakhs paid up 
capital i$ something un-understand- 
able because a company with Rs. 25 
lakhs paid up capital may have a 
real capital 0 f several crores of 
rupees and a company which has a 
lessor capital may have the entire 
capital wiped out. But, leaving that 
apart, what I would like to know is: 
since it was a. change-or amendment 
made in the Company law with very 
good intentions, whether they have 
followed it up to determine not .mere¬ 
ly with reference to statistics of 
audits but to find .out whetjaer.# lias 
made any difference to, those large 
monopoly firms of auditors with 
reference to their income. 
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SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: 

I quite concede some of the ooints. 
However, it is possibly too early to 
make an assessment. Mr. Salve him 
self will concede, but, that apart, 
whnf has happened is that 1 have in¬ 
dividually met a number of Auditors 
and they have told me that whereas 
previously they had seven partners, 
now they have to engage more part¬ 
ners or employ more Chartered Ac¬ 
countants. They are giving up some 
audit. I cannot vouch for with a 
certainty that it is correct but many 
of them have said that they have to 
give up some audit. I have already 
conceded, to start with—that was be¬ 
fore Mr. Salve came—that concen¬ 
tration possibly has not >een very 
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SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: 
This is an obligatory section. Unless 
a special resolution is passed, it can- v 
not be done. That means...,. 


SHRI N. K- P. SALVE: Perhaps I 
have not made myself cle§r,* Auditors 
are continuing for several years. 
They will pass a spedal resolution 
where the State Government, Central 
Government, public financial institu¬ 
tions and banks are holding 25 per 
cent shares and without your consent * 
it i s impossible to pass a Special Re¬ 
solution. So, I want to know whe- - 
ther they have acquiesced in it. What 
I mean is: in how many cases you 
have exercised this option? 


much affected. 

But what has happened to-day? 
Apart from the ceiling, the new 
amendment has also provided as Mr. 
Jagannatha Rao has pointed out, that 
lo-dny in companies where govern¬ 
ment, financial institutions and banks 
have 01 per cent share, government 
will directly appoint the auditors. So, 
Government has come in a big way 
in the appointment of auditors. While 
nationalisation has not been done and 
may not be done to-day, Government 
is appointing auditors also in regard 
to other companies, which is a vast 
area, where 25 per cent shares arc 
held by public financial institutions, 
banks & Government. Now, there 
are very few large companies where 
25 per cent shares are not held by 
financial institutions, banks, govern¬ 
ment—State or the centre. I think 
now r most of the big public compa¬ 
nies may possibly come under this 
category and most companies have 
to pass a special resolution to get 
the consent of the government insti¬ 
tutions to appoint the auditor. This 
is another step that has been taken 
by the amendment 

SHRI N. YL. P. SALVE: But in how 
many cases have you followed up 
this section? 


SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: 

Tn fact the option is with the finan¬ 
cial institutions. 

SHRI N, K. P. SALVE; To the 
extent the Central Government holds. 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: 

I will not be able to answer that 
question straightaway. 

Then we have also introduced cost 
audit, the effect of which will be 
that government c an order auditing 
the cost of the company, which 
covers the point made about social 
audit. We have got an order popu¬ 
larly called the Company Social , 
Audit Order. By virtue of that 
order now, while the Auditor could 
have possibly ignored some of the 
points, he is now required from the 
1st of January, to report specifically, 
certify that the records have been 
kept, that he has seen that the 
management is doing this and that. 

1 will do no better than read out 
a few sentences from there/ 

By virtue of this order, the Audi- 
torn' Report on the accounts of a ' 
company to which the relevant pro¬ 
visions contained in the Order apply 
shall have to include a statement 
whether the company is maintaining 
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proper records of fixed assets, whe¬ 
ther physical verification of fixed 
assets, 4 finished goods, stores, spare 
parts and raw material has been done 
by the management, and discrepan¬ 
cies dealt with in the books of ac¬ 
counts, and whether the valuation of 
closing stock is fair and proper. In 
case the company has taken any 
loans secured or unsecured, he will 
hav e to state whether the rate of in¬ 
terest and terms and conditions of 
loan a re prejudicial to the interest 
of the company 


I would not like to take the time 
of the House and read out the whole 
thing. As a consequence of this 
order, any Auditor has to go into a 
number of aspects. He should cer¬ 
tify, this loan was taken, but was 
not returned; this money was taken, 
but this was not credited, etc. For- 
mereiy also he possibly was morally 
bound to look into this but former¬ 
ly the requirement was not mainly 
so stated and he could possibly not 
look into it. But how he has to 
certify that he has gone into it. This 
is a very important provision which 
has really introduced social audit. 
Although it will take one or two 
years to. know the outcome of this, 

I would like to say that Government 
is confident that this would certainly 
create a very important change in 
the auditing system in the country. 

I have already covered most of the 
grounds. Ceiling 0 n five would be 
very difficult. Even on the ceiling 
on twenty, I have found this hurt 
small Chartered Accountants in 
backward States. I have found that 
this ceiling had hurt them of all per¬ 
sons. I have asked the President of 
the Institute as to what he is doing 
for them because we have to think 
about it as a small audit may pay 
him Rs. 500 or Rs. 200 and now if 
the ceiling is twenty, he may not get 
Rs. 8000 or Rs. 4000 in the year. In 
fact, to, bring down the ceiling to 
five, there may be redistribution at 
the top but it will not touch the 


bottom. It is no argument for n< 
re-distributing but I am saying aboi 
the practical difficulties. Otherwis 
we would not have taken time 1 
the committee for nearly Q ne yes 
and yet w e could not come to 
decision. Ultimately the Institute i 
self came forward with certa 
suggestions and s ome leadership w 
given by the Institute and we s 
came to the conclusion that this w: 
the best way out. 

Regarding rotation, it was cons 
dered and it was not found possib 
ultimately. I am not discussing 11 
House concept today because in tl 
House a company could change fro 
one place to the other, Birlas cou 
take a man from Texmaco to Jiya; 
rao Cotton Mills or a man fro 
Keshaoram Mills could go to Centu 
Mills and we would be able to do not 
ing about it. So, rotation is not tl 
answer. 

As I have stated, Government h 
taken a number of steps. Gover. 
ment would not like to disturb tk 
profession unduly. As I have a 
ready said, this is a profession whk 
has been contributing a lot to tl 
industrial system. They require su 
port. They require at the same tin 
some regulation. We would not li' 
to believe that they are doing ever 
thing right. At the same time * 
would like to encourage them to 
ahead and we have made a number 
regulations. We are persuading the 
even coaxing them, to take measur 
something which they did not wa 
to take or may not have liked 
take. In regard to the position 
the Chartered Accountants, Gove 
ment would like to stop specula! 
in this matter and T would like c 
gorically to state that there wiT 
no nationalisation of this protes 
This idea itself is nebulous s 
whether Government would apj 
all the auditors, whether by app 
ing the auditors Government w 
really gain anything, etc. bee 
that may lead to Only Govern! 
officers auditing the thing and 
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does not prevent anything that is now 
supposed to have taken place be¬ 
cause Government officers going and 
auditing could be no better than any 
other person auditing. We would 
like to have on e or two years to 
consider all the developments. In 
the meantime the problem has been 
sufficiently discussed in the country 
already and I thank again Mr. Pani- 
grahi for raising this debate which 
has been a very very interesting 
debate. 

Mr. Panigrahi himself has raised 
the standard of the debate by bring¬ 
ing in every aspect of the matter 
before the House on the subject 
under discussion. I hope Mr. Pani¬ 
grahi, after the discussion, will with¬ 
draw his Bill in view of the Gov¬ 
ernment's position and 1h<? explana¬ 
tion that I have given. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneshwar): Mr. Chairman. Sir, 
first of all, I thank all the Members 
who have participated in this debate, 
especially for the strong support 
given by Shri Salve and Naik. But, 
in view of t.h e present economic 
circumstances that is prevailing. I 
feel, that this Bill is relevant. When 
thi s Bill was discussed in this House 
on 13th, one important member of 
the Institute of Chartered Account¬ 
ants was meeting many of the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament—perhaps he was 
more hectic than Government—and 
I was wondering whether he had 
been able to influence them. Perhaps 
one hon. Member had been affected. 
A vast section of thi s House has 
given strong support to this Bill. 

While discussing this Bill, I said 
that this Bill was introduced in 1971. 
One bon. Member said that between 
1971 and 1974 much water has flowed 
under the bridge of the Yamuna 
I should say that between 1974 and 
1926 not only much water has flowed 
ip the Yamuna but in the Gangland 
-the Saraswati also. AH the rivers 
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in India are overflown. The Minis¬ 
ter has to declare an emergency and 
now the 20-Point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme is before us. That is for 
checking' the profiteering, hoarding, 
blaekmarketing etc. This 20-Point 
programme asks us to Check the 
price rise. We shall also have to 
look to the cost aspect of the pro¬ 
ducts of the industries so that the 
prices are controlled. Auditing is 
the only profession which is there 
to assist the Government in carrying 
out its responsibility. 


The Minister, in his reply, said that 
Government has issued a fresh ofder 
enforcing a social audit in the cor¬ 
porate sector. The auditors are re¬ 
quired to conform to thi$ n ew order. 
And it will be in tune with the 
20-Point Economic Programme so as 
to keep control over the auditing of 
these big business companies and 
their management. 


I would like again to put this be¬ 
fore the hon Minister. I am very 
happy that he has given some sug¬ 
gestions There wa s no aim to dis¬ 
turb the chartered accountants. There 
are today more than 11.000 chartered 
accountants in the country and 8,000 
auditing firms. There was an order 
even by the Finance Ministry that 
even in the public sector and the 
various Ministries and departments, 
there is capacity to absorb 2,800 
chartered accountants. But it has 
been found that in the public sector 
only 7-8 per cent of the estimated 
figure is absorbed. So can we not 
ask the public sector and government 
departments to disperse the audit? 
That is the point. Audit should be 
dispersed so that the minimum num¬ 
ber which was calculated can easily 
find their jobs in 'the public sector 
corporations and government depart¬ 
ments. Why can ft not be done? It 
should "Mso fee done. I TMfUgst the 
ho n . Minister to look into It. 
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Then it was said that the jaudit 
profession should sot be nationalised, 

I am not an astrologer or a professor. 

'I {do not {know whether the hon. 
Minister thinks that what he says 
today will hold good for all time; I 
cairnot say what will happen tomor¬ 
row. If a situation arises, if the 
situation calls for such a thing, it 
has to be considered. The Prime 
Minister takes only two minutes to 
-decide a thing. If we really want to 
do it, if such a problem comes, any 
moment it can be taken up. I hope 
Government will go by the directive 
» when such a situation arises. I did 
not say that you nationalise here 
•and now. What I said was that if 
the situation demands, it should be 
taken up for consideration. If we 
want to check this blackmarketing— 
Shri B. V. Naik referred to the un¬ 
earthing of Rs. 1500 crores of black 
money—this audit should be fully 
under the control of Government, be¬ 
cause this is the only apparatus 
which can check everything at the 
source. If you want to save Ganga, 
no use going to Hooghlv where a^ 
the way it has been polluted; it is 
better to go to the source. Gangotri. 
This is what I said. Let us check 
it at Gangotri, at the source where 
all the corruption emanates That 
was my aim and that was what I 
was submitting for the consideration 
of Government. 

I am very glad that the hon. Min- 
1 ister. though not in a very dear and 
straightforward way, did give many 
, hints that things ar e not so good, 
they are not as good as they should 
be. 1 am happy he has given suffi¬ 
cient indication that things will be 
taken , seripusly into consideration by 
Government.

Prime Minister is all the time say¬ 
ing that technology should go to the 
villages. What is the me .„f ng of all 

this high technology if a t least one 
per cent oi the 60 per cent who are 
living below the poverty line do not 
get the benefit of it? Today 8000 
auditors are there. We have such 
good expertise, lit jeannot be said 
We have 120 monopoly houses. Giv e 
us another 20 monopoly houses; we 
will help this country'. This is no 
answer to our problems. Expertise 
should not be exploited; it should 
not be used «n abettor in the 
creation of black money, profiteering 
They c annot do like that. 

So I am very happy that this 
matter was sufficiently discussed. 1 
am also happy that after the twenty- 
point economic programme and the 
Company Amendment Act, so far as 
the audit profession is concerned, it 
needs further consideration. I am 
happy to note that the hon. Minister 
has said that strict order s have gone 
forth f or a kind of social audit so 
that various things would be checked, 
inventories and other things will be 
looked into. Let the audit firms be 
conscious oi the new responsibility 
that has come to this country after 
the emergency and the twenty-point 
economic programme. i hope in 
view of the changes that have come 
about, they should not go on can¬ 
vassing; let no one from the Insti¬ 
tute of Chartered Accountants try to 
canvass and convince members that 
we have had discussion in 1974 and 
there is no need for discussion in 
1974. That should not be. Let them 
be careful of themselves. I n view 
of what the hon. Minister has stated 
and, also being a party Member I 
should go by the directive, I beg to 
withdraw my Bill.

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CONSTITUTION /AMENDMENT) 
BILL 

(Amendment of articles 74 and Its:> 
by Shri C. K. Chandra upon) 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(Tellicherry); Sir, I beg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Constitution of India, be taken 
into consideration " 


This Bill seeks to provide a ceiling 
on the number in the council of 
ministers in Parliament as well as in 
State assemblies 1 think the whole 
House will agree that there js need 
for such a ceiling On the number of 
ihe council of ministers. On 8 De¬ 
cember 1967 a resolution was unani¬ 
mously passed jn this House: “This 
House is of opinion that a high level 
committee consisting of representa¬ 
tives of political parties, constitu¬ 
tional experts be set up immedi¬ 
ately by the government to consider 
the problem of legislators changing 
their allegiance from one party to 
another and their frequent crossing 
of the floor in all its aspects and 
make recommendations in this re¬ 
gard.” After that a committee was 
appointed and it included eminent 
constitutionalists, representatives of 
various political parties and other 
public men. There was a lawyers 
group. The Committee of Defection 
produced e. report and that report 
has been placed before us. In that 
report several important aspects of 
our political life are discussed, as¬ 
pects which polluted the atmosphere 
and created a situation by which 
democratic institutions could be 
weakened. The question of defection 
was one of the veyy important as¬ 
pects that the committee discussed. 
They recommended that there should 
Be a ceiling on the size of the 
council of ministers 


It is not only because the country 
could not afford to pay unnecessarily, 
when cabinets are expanded but also' 
because cabinet expansions were used 
as instruments for defection. Cabinet 
expansion in many cases had been 
used as an exercise in political cor¬ 
ruption. So, if we want to weed out 
that kind of corrupt political atmos¬ 
phere from our country and create 
healthy traditions to strengthen the 
democratic institutions, various ac¬ 
tions have to b e taken. A ceiling on 
the number of ministers at the Centre 
and the States is one of the steps 
required. 

Rome lime ago, I had an opportu¬ 
nity to move another Bill regarding 
the right to recall, but unfortunately 
the government was not ready to 
accept that. Coming to the magni¬ 
tude of the problem we are facing 
today, in the introduction to this 
report, it is said: 

“Out of the 542 defections which 
look place; from the first to the 
fourth general elections, 116 defec¬ 
tors were accommodated in the 
Cabinets of various States.” 

That means, nearly one-fourth of the 
total defectors were lured to the 
Cabinet. That is a case of political 
corruption. You tell them, “Please 
come to this side. We will give you 
a seat in the Cabinet." There are J 
people ready to cross the floor. That 
happened in our country in a big 
way. That is one of the reasons 
which prompted me to move this Bill. 
This kind of floor-crossing, defecting 
from one party to another and multi¬ 
ple defections are another symptom 
of political instability. Some persons 
defect from one party to another to¬ 
day. The next day they detect from 
that party to a third party. The 
third day, they come back to the 
original party, and so on. Haryana 
is notorious tor that, which provoked 
Mr. Chavan to say, “Gaya Bams and 
Aya Bams”. This does not do credit 
to any country. That does not show . 
the ‘growing maturity of democrecy 
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t in our country. This kind of tendency 
finds expression when there is politi¬ 
cal instability in any State. 

This committee says: 

“That lure of office played a 
dominant part in the decision of 
legislators to defect was obvious 
from the fact that out of 210 defect¬ 
ing legislators of the Stales of 
Bihar, Haryana, M.P., Punjab, 
Rajasthan, U.P. ana West Bengal 
116 were included in the council of 
ministers—“ 

So, my earlier figure was wrong. Out 
of 210 defectors, 116 found a berth in 
the council of ministers!

It is very difficult t 0 study vvliat 
happened in all States, but I macie a 
sample study of four States. In Bihar, 
there were ministries which nad only 
'3 members. They could manage. 
But there were Ministries with 37 
members. Whal was the rationale 
behind it? Whenever there was poli¬ 
tical instability in a State, when the 
•Chief Minister thought that his chair 
was not very safe, he tried to attract 
members from the opposition and 
offered them seats in the Council of 
Ministers. For example, when Shri 
B. P. Mandal of the Soshit Dal was 
the Chief Minister, he had a cabinet 
of 34 members. He was out-done 
by Shri Kedar Pandey, who had a 
Cabinet of 35 members, which was 
later raised to 37. Shri Ghafoor of 
the Congress Party had a Cabinet of 
46 members. How. can this be justi¬ 
fied ? The object should be to have 
a compact small Cabinet to run the 
administration efficiently. I am sure, 
Comrade Ramavatar Shastri will refer 
to all the trick 8 played by the Chief 
Ministers. In fact, there were occa¬ 
sions when, in some parties there 
were no followers because all were 
Ministers. This happened in Bihar. 


Then, take a small State like Mani¬ 
pur. They also indulged in this very 
brilliant trick of Cabinet-making. 
The smallest Ministry in that State 
had only three members. I have tried 
to study the position there from 1981 
to 1975. When Shri Raj Kumar 
Dorendra Singh was the leader of the 
Democratic Legislative Party, his 
Council of Ministers consisted of 19 
members. If h e had added a few 
more members, 50 per cent of the 
Assembly Members would have been 
in the Council of Ministers. How 
could this be justified? In the case of 
a poor and small State like Manipur, 
whose requirement is very small, the 
strength of the Council of Ministers 
had gone to this fantastic figure of 
19. 

It is the same story in the case of 
UP when the SVD Ministry was in 
power. They did the same exercise. 

In Punjab this was done by Shri 
Prakash Singh Badal, who belonged 
to the Akalis, when he was the 
Chief Minister. His Ministry had 26 
members, and the smallest Ministry 
in that State had only two members. 
These are some of the exercises done 
by Chief Ministers for remaining in 
office.

[Shri Vasant Sathe in the Chair] 

Now, the question is how we can 
overcome this situation. If we have 
to overcome this situation, then, first 
of all. there should be a great politi¬ 
cal awareness created among the 
people. Giving them the right of 
recalling the Members who are 
defecting is the only answer. If a 
Member defects, those who elected 
him must have the right to recall 
him. This is an enabling provision 
by which we can see that at least 
some political morality is imposed on 
the Chief Ministers because they 
cannot go beyond a certain limit be¬ 
cause of the coiwtiutiomal limitation 
binding their Hands from indulging 
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rShri C. K. Chandrappan] 

in the exercise of political corrup¬ 
tion. 

The Committee on Defections, after 
discussions, reached a consensus 
which was mor e 0 r less oppressed in 
their Report thus; 

“The formula before the Com¬ 
mittee was that the size of the 
Council of Ministers should not 
' exceed ten per cent of the strength 
of the Lower House in the case of 
unicameral and 11 per cent of the 
strength of the Lower House in 
the case of a bicameral Legislature. 

In regard to the States and Union 
Territories where the srength of the 
Legislatures was below 100, the 
siz e of the Council should be fixed 
so as not to exceed 15 per cent of 
the strength of the Lower House.” 

Various parties expressed their posi¬ 
tions very clearly in regard to this 
problem. For example, our party, 
the Communist Party, took the posi¬ 
tion as under: 

“The size of the Council of Minis¬ 
ters shall be restricted to ten per 
cent of the total membership of the 
Lower House or 30, whichever is 
, less.” 

Shri Jaiprakash Narain said that m 
regard to the numerical strength, the 
consensus would be that 50 should be 
the maximum to which a State can 
go in making the Council of Ministers. 
But the unfortunate thing is that many 
years have passed and the Govern¬ 
ment has not come forward with any 
legislation to create a healthy atmos¬ 
phere in strengthening our demo¬ 
cracy. That is the reason why I 
thought this kind of a Bill should be 
introduced in this House. 

My request would be that the Gov¬ 
ernment should accept that there la 
need to create an atmosphere by 
which the democratic institutions will 
he strengthened, the polities of our 
country will be cleaned and all those 
factors which are leading to political 
corruption will be fully eliminated. , 


For that there is bold and decisive 
action required from the Govern¬ 
ment, but I am sorry to say that the 
Government is not forthcoming with 
any suggestions. Their actions are. 
still more disappointing. 

Only today we read in papers that 
the Congress party has adopted six 
Members from this side to that side 
of the House, three Members from 
this House and three Members from 
the other House. Mr. Stephen will 
say *hat at the time of Gujarat dis¬ 
cussion, we discussed the same point. 
He said that the people might change 
genuinely and, when they change 
genuinely, they may take a new poli¬ 
tical position and that new political 
position might find itself in the ex¬ 
pression of their joining a new party. 
I am not against it. If you ask me, 
whether it is a good thing, I would 
say. if a person with a reactionary 
idea changes to a progressive idea, to- 
a better idea, it is a good thing. But 
there is a problem. In a parliamen¬ 
tary democracy, in terms of member¬ 
ship of the Legislature or the Parlia¬ 
ment, if you exercise this practice, it 
becomes very difficult. 


I do not mind a political party can¬ 
vassing for its politics, projecting its 
philosophy, projecting its programme, 
before the people and attracting the 
people towards it. It is a good thing. 
But here the Members of the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly, the Members of 
Parliament, are the elected people. 
They are not just individuals. The 
Members of Parliament are elected 
by nearly a niillion people. We a^e 
responsible to them. They vote for 
me; they vote for .Mr. .Stephen or for 
Mr. Mavalanlcar, not- just as indivi¬ 
duals. You symbolise a certain pro¬ 
gramme, a certain political party, a 
certain political ideology. You sym¬ 
bolise certain goals which the people- 
cherish and vote for you. In the 
House, you are representing a certain 
philosophy, a certain programme, a 
certain ideology, certain goals 
your voters cherish and vote M 
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I have no business, after coming to 
this place, to betray my voters and 
pass on to this side or that side of the 
House. I can do it in my individual 
capacity but not as a Member of Par¬ 
liament. not as a legislator. That is 
an immoral political action. It is a 
corrupt political practice. This is 
being done on a large scale. 

Now, if I am not to be misunder¬ 
stood, I may tell you. in all seriousness 
that a Jana Sangh Member overnight 
joined the party on that side under 
the shadow of Emergency, under the 
shadow of MISA. It does not streng¬ 
then the content of the Congress 
party. Of course, I am nobody to 
advise the Congress party. But I am 
more concerned about the future of 
democracy in this country. If the 
reactionary forces are to be fought 
and defeated, then you have to tight 
against them, against their ideology 
and politics not merely by putting 
them under MISA for 10 days, black¬ 
mailing them and taking them to your 
party. That will lead to a position 
where you will create political ins¬ 
tability in your own ranks. Then, the 
game of disruption, de-stabilisation, 
in your party which was done from 
outside will be played from within. 
That will be the danger. The disrup¬ 
tion will be from within. 


That is not going to strengthen the 
democratic elements in our country. 
That will weaken the democratic 
institution in our country. That will 
create cynicism in the minds of the 
people; that will create despair; that 
will create frustration in the minds of 
the people. Those parties and those 
individuals who plead or who believe 
seriously that this country should 
go on the path of democracy, that this 
country should attain its goal, that 
the democratic institution gets stren¬ 
gthened, let us Resolve that we will 
dp everything possible to make the 
democratic institution strong by 
hondstly working for it and sincerely 
working for it In that case, I am not 
saying this is ftp mid in itself—this Bill 
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or this thing. There are series of re¬ 
medial measures suggested. A right to 
recall moans that you are accepting 
the right of the people as the masters 
and here you are enabling and you 
are restricting the Chief Ministers as 
also the Prime Minister in regard to 
indulging in politically corrupt prac¬ 
tices. ... 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): Om Shanti. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I am 
only saying that in that spirit the 
Minister should approach this matter 
and I also request my friend that no 
bitterness is meant. It ig all an effort, 
to come to a good result and a right 
conclusion which will strengthen the 
democracy. 

I am commending this Bill for the 
approval of the House. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): As far 
as the marshalling of facts and figures 
is concerned, the contemporary and 
the recent past history of India is 
concerned and that of the various 
States, various Ministries irrespective 
of the parties which were in power, 

I could not add anything more to 
what the hon. and learned friend and 
the mover of this Bill, Shri C. K. 
Chandrappan has said. 

But, while his diagnosis of the 
malaise or the malady of the body- 
politic of this country is understand¬ 
able, while he has gone with a per¬ 
fectly analytical mind which is evi¬ 
denced by the facts and figures he has 
adduced, I wonder whether the solu¬ 
tion that he has put forward or he 
has offered, that the total number or. 
the size of the Council of Ministers 
should not exceed 10 per cent of the 
total strength of the Lok Sabha or the 
competent legislature to which the 
respective Council of Ministers is 
accountable—whether this solution or 
this remedy is the remedy is the, 
thing which this august House should 
apply its mjnd to. 
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[Shri B. V. Naik] 

It has been said and it is well- 
known in the field and in the arena 
-of human management and govern¬ 
mental administration that thinking 
as an individual is invariably less 
effective. In the agonies of a genius 
and the ecstasy of the fulfilment of 
his work, it is true that acts of genius 
have never been done by groups of 
people but, in the governance of the 
affairs of men, it has always been 
held that group activity has always 
been found superior to individual 
activity. That is the reason why 
among most of the competent leaders 
in the world in whorn the decision¬ 
making is concentrated, not an indivi¬ 
dual has ever succeeded over a long 
period of time. It is the group which 
has always been considered superior 
to the individual, however talented or 
capable the individual may be. Simi¬ 
larly, the group who,] it tends l 0 in¬ 
crease in size, goes to the slags of 
becoming a mob. That has been cal¬ 
culated by socialogists to range any¬ 
where between 30 and 50. Anything 
which transcends this limit for our 
species of human being?, above 50 ... 
The decision-making naturally dege¬ 
nerates because it becomes a decision 
of the mob. Under the circumstances, 
it can be a sort of group activity like 
sports, like games, crickc: or hockey 
or football, or like the activities of 
many earlier political groups, the ear¬ 
liest Christian cells after Jesus, even 
the size of a communist cell, and now, 
for example, in contemporary times, 
the size of the shalca of the RSS. All 
these groups hav*© bee R well-defined. 
Take the size of the platoon or that of 
a rank of 11 people in the army, the 
way in which they are organised and 
so on. Under the circumstances, the 
group has to be homogeneous. The 
group should be like-minded. The 
group should be of reasonable size. 
But no group will be in a position to 
deliver the goods particularly in the 
extremely sophisticated field i n which 
everybody thinks he has the skills of 
governing a people, but which he 
really does not have. This is one 
field where anybody thinks he is 
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qualified but most of the people are 
disqualified. And therefore, even a 
group does not become effective until 
and unless it ha s that catalytic agent. 
Some like-minded groups have failed 
because they lacked one thing—the 
catalytic agent—in the form of the 
group leadership or a single person to 
make the whole eii-cle complete, I 
would therefore suggest that there 
should be discretion The mere fact 
that there will he a cabinet upto tan 
per cent will make it like some of 
the bureaucratic end systematic order 
wh< re people would keep on hanging 
at the doors of the leader of the ruling 
party or whoever it is or the Chief 
Minister or the Prime Minister saying 
that there are still three more vacan¬ 
cies, kindly fill them up, although 
there might be no need for it at all. 

Under the circumstances, quantify¬ 
ing a basic political problem would 
be a solution which would be much 
worse than the problem that we have 
on hand. Therefore, while I welcome 
the spirit of the Bill which the hon. 
Member Shri Chandrappan bss 
brought forward, I would like to say 
that the form in which it has been 
presented may present obstacles in the 
mattei of actual governance of the 
people. Therefore, while supporting 
the spirit of the Bill, I have to Taise 
m\ voice of objection to th» form of 
it. 

SHRI S, P. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Uluberia): I support the proposals. 
As the present system is going on for 
some year s in this country, this is one 
of the steps to check tb© Parliament 
or State Assemblies from becoming 
playgrounds of political manoeuvring 
and getting into the position of minis¬ 
ters not for the solution of people’s 
problems but for their own individual 
interests. If the cabinet is fixed, then, 
the party in power or newly elected 
powerful party will fix the cabinet 
according to their best personality and 
the other parties will not be able to 
make power politics to enter into the 
cabinet for their personal interests 
and thus create instability, 
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This is one of the solutions for hav- 
' ing a good Government in our coun¬ 
try. And this i s part of it. But, the 
problems are too many in our count ry. 
In our country, from the very begin¬ 
ning, elections were manoeuvred by the 
vested interests; they squeeze the 
voters to support their own and in¬ 
terested persons and to have their 
own persons represented. 

There is illiteracy in our country 
where the innocent—ordinary—people 
. can be fooled and these sdlf-interested 
people by taking advantage of this 
might fulfil their personal interests by 
cheating the people. These things 
are going on in our country. I do not 
know how long it will go on. If you 
want our country to have the demo¬ 
cratic system as an ideal thing, being 
a non-aligned country surrounded by 
the socialist countries, we have to try 
to have this democratic system. By 
this system, we shall be able to solve 
the problems of the people. We are 
all here to make a good democratic 
system functioning in this country. 
For that purpose, we will have to have 
a stable democracy. For that, playing 
of football in Parliament or in Assem¬ 
blies must first of all be stopped. A 
serious, sincere, political struggle may 
be there. UnMss the full problems 
are solved, no individual’s satisfaction 
should be allowed to come in the way 
of the nation’s interest. If, for one’s 
own interest, one supports one party 
or the other which can fulfil the in¬ 
terests of thaf| ^individual, and for 
that purpose, pressure is exerted 
within Parliament or in the States 
that corrupts the whole system. 

So, to check that, this is one of the 
steps suggested by my hon. friend, 
Shri Chandrappan by his amendment. 

I support his amendment without 
going into the merits of it. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, at the outset, by 
the very nature of tbe Bill brought by 
Shri Chandrappan, though there i$ a 
cer tain justification for it, this is an 
infructucus thing. 


SHRI M. C. DAGA: How can these 
two things go together ir. one sen¬ 
tence? 


SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Because of 
this one reason that we cannot take 
advantage of this Bill and castigate 
or cast any aspersion on the present 
Government. 

The reason is that our Government 
has brought about a certain revolu¬ 
tionary change by the constitutional 
amendments. I think Mr. Doga and 
also all the other Members of the 
party are also represented. It is not 
the problem of the present Govern¬ 
ment or the previous Government. 
The Parliamentary Democracy in 
India is undergoing a change; many 
experiments have been tried in this 
country. I hope that in your State 
a lot of experiment has been taking 
place. I think we have seen many of 
the Governments operating in our 
country. I think the Governments of 
all character, Governments with all 
ideologies and Governments of all poli¬ 
tical philosophies are there. They 
could not bring about the changes 
needed in the country which Mr. 
Chandrappan is dreaming, namely, to 
change the character of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

In all humility I say that we have 
to function under a Parliamentary 
Democracy. In doing so we must also 
see that India is a big country where 
many experiments have been taking 
place and many development^ also 
have been taking place and many 
political operations and manipulations 
are there. Even if such a system 
is being sustained for a long time, 
you know thtere is some one to scuttle 
the entire system of our Parliamentary 
Democracy in each State in this coun¬ 
try. And so, our Government Leader 
has taken care to sex* that Parliamen¬ 
tary Democracy is strengthened and 
it functions well. We must therefore 
see that democracy in the real sense 
of- the term is defended. I hope that 
you will all agree with me on this. 
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[Shri K. Lakkappa] 

There are in India many big States, 
medium States and small States. 
Parliamentary democracy means 
stability of government. I do not say 
the size of the Ministry should be 
abnormal, that all sorts of people 
should be there in the Ministry, 
people without any character and so 
on. But we should also see that the 
Ministry must be a good one and 
there is stability. But the Mover is 
questioning the veiy basis of demo¬ 
cracy. It is the prerogative of the 
Minister/Chief Minister to choose 
Ministers, ensure stability, to decide 
what should be the size of the “Minis¬ 
try. That does not mean that there 
should not be homogeneity, cohesive¬ 
ness or collective responsibility or 
stability. There have been many 
governments i n various States. For 
the last so many years before the 
emergency, this was the position in 
Kerala or elsewhere. That is why all 
prudence and intelligence has been 
used by this Government. We have 
taken stock of the situation and 
developments. Certain measures 
have been taken which are of far- 
reaching importance. There is a Joint 
Committee which is going into the 
question of defections and trying to 
suggest suitable changes. I have 
seen all experts, constitutional think¬ 
ers, jurists, lawyers, people of all 
shades of opinion, representatives of 
all political parties giving evidence. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Is 
it coming? 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Discussions 
are going on. Even day before yes¬ 
terday, I attended a meeting. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
What ar e we discussing for five 
years? 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: You can¬ 
not immediately jump to a conclu¬ 
sion and” say that everything is 
Wrong. I bays seen that even your 
party leaders could not offer the 
correct or best solution. It is not 


enough for you to say ‘cut the size of 
th e Ministry’. It is not enough to 
talk merely of stability. These are 
not the only elements in a construc¬ 
tive democracy. Parliamentary 
democracy presupposes so many other 
things. You must create an atmos¬ 
phere, you must have economic free¬ 
dom, you must have all-round deve¬ 
lopment. 

The Mover could have brought 
forward a comprehensive Bill or he 
could have waited till the completion 
of the deliberations of th e Commit¬ 
tee which is looking into the matter 
and their Report is before the House. 
I think he has been hasty. I do not 
know what has happened. Generally 
he is very progressive and pragmatic. 

Therefore, I do not think any use¬ 
ful purpose has been served except 
for passing certain remarks. It may 
have served an educative purpose. 
Though I appreciate that Shri Chan- 
drappan always puts forward pro¬ 
gressive and pragmatic ideas, this is 
one instance where he has brought 
forward something which is really 
infructuous and very perverse. The 
way it has been drafted is also not 
very. . . 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: Why do you 
say ‘perverse’? 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Because he 
was making a scathing attack against 
my party. Defections have taken 
place in almost all the parties. In a 
small party like the CPI, th e size of 
the defection is small; the CPI CM) 
is a small party, therefore, the defec¬ 
tion is small. In the States, there 
are small parties; therefore, the 
defections have been small, 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
bigger the party the bigger the defec¬ 
tion. 

* 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: In that way, 
we are all having an experiment. 
Therefore, let us all dt htfether twj 
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think together. What best we can 
do, we must do; we must have a col¬ 
lective idea how to strengthen par¬ 
liamentary democracy. Therefore, I 
hope and trust that Shri Chandrappan 
will withdraw his Bill. 


SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvathu 
puzha): Mr. Chairman, if I may be 
permitted to say what I actually feel 
about the Bill, my honest reaction is 
that this is a purposeless Bill. I feel 
interested more in the reason spelt 
out by the Mover rather than the Bill 
itself. I am unable to discover any 
connection between the two. By 
this Bill he seeks a remedy to what 
he considers to be the basic defect 
in the body-politic of this country. 
I do not see how this Bill could 
remedy that. I have befor e me the 
report on which he has placed so 
much reliance. That report contains 
a dissenting note by his leader, Shri 
Bhupesh Gupta and his comment is 
that those recommendations do not 
even touch the fringe of the problem 
and so it is like running after mirage. 
The point is this. Why exactly arc 
defections taking place? Are defec¬ 
tions really as bad as they are sought 
to be made? ■■ Or is it a symptom of 
certain developments in the body- 
politic? I am not one who magnifies 
what is known as defection. Our 
Constitution is not a party based 
constitution. In our Constitution 
there is no mention of political par¬ 
ties at all. There is no constitutional 
recognition of political party by our 
Constitution. It is only the Repre¬ 
sentation of the Peoples Act that 
acknowledges the party concept. We 
reckon only the peopld in our Cons¬ 
titution. A person contests, may be 
on his own strength or on the strength 
of a platform or on the backing of 
a political party or a combination of 
political parties. People make their 
choice and send the person to Par¬ 
liament and Parliament is supposed to 
reflect the totality of the changes in 
the body-politic and that change 
wild reflect on different political 


parties. A party may cease to re¬ 
present the sense of the people; a 
party may start disintegrating and the 
members of that party may feel that 
their nariy is disintegrating and 
people have withdrawn their man¬ 
date; the members of a party may 
feel that their party has committed 
a breach of faith with the people 
with respect to the platform on 
which the election was contested. 
When developments take place like 
this, a member may .feel that the 
party’s fidelity tc the electorate had 
been broken and therefore he should 
not conlinue in that political party 
any longer. Then would it be pro¬ 
per to insist that he should not leave 
that party? That is the main quetstion. 
Party whips are there to a certain 
extent, in the British and American 
political systems the party whips do 
not operate to that extent; members 
of the party have certain freedom 
in the matter of taking up positions; 
they can even go and vote against a 
Bill in Parliament, against their own 
party. There is the dignity of the 
individual, and all that is conceded. 
A person is selected by a party, 
that person is projected by the party 
before the electorate as a perfectly 
acceptable person and people accept 
that person. All proceed from the 
basis that that particular candidate 
as an individual is a fairly acceptable 
person. The question is, on political 
issues coming up before the Parlia¬ 
ment or legislatures, whether or not 
he should have a certain measure of 
freedom to take up a position. There 
is an interesting passage in the 
minute of dissent of Mr. Bhupesh 
Gupta which 1 quote: 

“Defection in the sense of the 
crossing of the floor of the House 
is no new occurrence in bourgeois 
parliamentary democracy, especial¬ 
ly under a multi-party system. 
This essentially reflects the fluidity 
of a country’s political life and 
often the polarisation of its poti* 
tieal forces, More fundamental 
contradictions and conflicts Ja 
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society including those within the 
ruling class itself lie at the root 
of political fluctuations at parlia¬ 
mentary level. The process is 
liable to become all the more pro¬ 
nounced when the ruling class and 
the parties variously representing 
it are in crisis and disintegrating. 
We are passing precisely through 
such a phase of crisis of bourgeois 
rule as well as of the rapid disinte¬ 
gration of its principal party—the 
Indian National Congress.” 

Thig is his assessment. The Indian 
National Congress is in a very disin¬ 
tegrated situation today. That is a 
different matter altogether. One 
truth i s spelt out, namely, this will 
happen when destabilisation of the 
entire political structure takes place 
and persons re-assess their positions 
«s to where they should be. To casti¬ 
gate this as a basic curse, I don’t 
think is a correct approach. Our 
Constitution is not based on this at 
all. Therefore, any restriction which 
is placed on the freedom of operation 
will not be conducive to the stability 
of the parliamentary democratic sys¬ 
tem. 

Look at the Central Ministry. Out 
of the 770 members of Parliament in 
both Houses, even without Mr. Chan- 
drappan’s amendment to the Consti¬ 
tution, the number in the Council of 
Ministers, including Deputy Ministers, 
is only around 60. Some members 
have come over to cur party, but is 
for induction into the ministry? Why 
should you presume that something 
dishonest is behind their coming over 
to our party? Why can’t you concede 
to him the contention that persons 
who are still sticking to a certain 
political party in spite of the manifest 
position that the people are not in 
lin e with that party, are either moral 
cowards or insincer people? Why 
should you assume "that people who 
have jumped from,a sinking boat are 
•dishonest? Let there be no assump¬ 
tion* that way. We are here,as in- 
dividual*. We may move this side or 


that side, but the moment you move, 
it does not mean you are a dishonest 
person. If a person sincerely feels 
that his party had committed a breach 
of faith with the people, should be 
only alternatives open to him be either 
to sink, be an accomplice in the com¬ 
mission of breach of faith or quit 
Parliament, undergo the anguish of 
another exercise of going through an 
election and be in the wilderness? 
Should these be the only alternatives 
before him? If Mr. Bhupesh Gupta’s 
dictum is accepted, that is to say, 
changes and fluctuations are taking 
place in accordance with the changes 
i n what he calls the bourgeois parlia¬ 
mentary system, should not our laws 
be framed in such a manner as to 
make it possible for those fluctuations 
to be taking place? To make it rigid 
in structure would have the effect of 
breaking the entire system and it 
would not facilitate the democratic 
process, or revolutionary process 
through democratic functioning. 

With respect to defection, although 
a magnificent committee was set up 
and although all the great men and 
all the big men were placed m it, the 
only solitary recommendation which 
they could make was to restrict the 
size of the Cabinet to 10 per cent. 
Even with respect to the limit, the 
question was whether it should be 10 
per cent or 12 per cent. This shows 
how limited, short-sighted, circums¬ 
cribed and fettered Were these great 
men in their approach to a basic pro¬ 
blem. 

I must agree with Shri Bhupesh 
Gupta that they failed to understand 
the modalities and the dynamism and 
the irresistible logic of certain political 
changes and political fluctuations that 
are inevitable in a changing society. 
If this is to be reflected in an elected 
representative, then he must have a 
certain freedom to move this way or 
that way. 

You will not find a person getting 
away from the Congress today. Why? 
Because, contrary to your anticipa* 
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tions, the Congress is not a disintegrat¬ 
ing party. It represtents the will of 
the people. Therefore, the persons 
who are in it are the representatives 
of the people. Thinking is taking 
place for a change in other parties, 
because they feel that their boat is 
sinking and that they are not reflect¬ 
ing the will of the people. This is 
the way that you have to approach 
this problem. 


Coming to the limit of 10 per cent, 
I would say that it is absolutely 
artificial. Why do you not concede 
that a person who is elected to be 
the leader of a State, or the country, 
by the elected Sovereign Parliament, 
or the .Legislature which is sovereign 
in its own sphere, has got a certain 
sense of responsibility? If you do not 
concede that, then democracy comes 
to an end. If you concede that, then 
there is no relevance for putting any 
artificial limit, saying that it should be 
either 10 per cent or 12 per cent. Now 
you start with the assumption that a 
man wlm comes here is not a perfect 
man, he does not have a sense of res¬ 
ponsibility, he is corruptible, suscepti¬ 
ble to corruption and other things. 
The moment you proceed on this 
assumption, then you proceed to the 
further assumption that the men who 
elected him are also imperfect. If you 
proceed to that assumption, then you 
are digging at the very root of demo¬ 
cracy. Why do you not accept the 
political wisdom of the man who is 
elected, why do you not concede that 
he is a person with a sufficient sense 
of responsibility? If you do not con¬ 
cede that, then democracy collapses. 
If you concedfa that, then this rigidity 
will have no place because this artifi¬ 
ciality Will mean the destruction of 
the democratic structure. 


Therefore^ the very approach is 
wrong, because it is born out of a 
wrong conception of the society be¬ 
cause it is born out of a wrong ap¬ 
preciation' of the solution. The solu¬ 
tion i$ more dangerous than the 
disease. As the solution is indicative 


of a lack of faith in democracy, this 
Bill is undemocratic. So, I oppose 
this Bill.

* 262 . DR. RANEN SEN; 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI 
KRISHNAN: 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION be pleased to 
state: 

(a) what steps Government have 
taken to establish Public Warehousing 
Corporations to hold stocks for the 
farmers; and 

(b) whether Central Government 
have directed States to treat this issue 
on priority basis? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNA- 
SAHEB P. SHINDE): ( a ) and (b). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
Sabha. 

Statbment 

Under the provisions -of the Ware¬ 
housing Corporations Act, 1962 , a 
Central Warehousing Corporation and 
16 State Warehousing Corporations

have been set up. These Warehousing 
Corporations acquire and build go- 
downs/warehouses at suitable places 
and run them for storage of agricul¬ 
tural produce, seeds, manure, fertili¬ 
sers, agricultural implements and no¬ 
tified commodities offered by indivi¬ 
duals, cooperative societies and other 
institutions. The warehouses are utilis¬ 
ed by various depositors including 
farmers. 

2 . In the present context of the 
need to have additional storage space, 
concerted efforts are being made by 
the Central and State Governments 
to increase the storage capacity. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Sir, in this 
statement it is stated that a Central 
Warehousing Corporation and sixteen 
State Warehousing Corporations have 
been set up. It is known that nearly 
five million tonnes of foodgrains are 
wasted annually in our country due 
to various reasons. Foodgrains and 
other crops are produced in lakhs of 
villages in this country. What is the 
function of the State Warehousing 
Corporations? How do they propose 
to manage that? Or has afay State be¬ 
gun to manage them in huge number 
of villages? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
First of all, one should be very clear 
because there are three types of or¬ 
ganisations—one is the Central Ware¬ 
housing Corporation; the second tier 
is the State Warehousing Corporation 
and the third is the cooperative mar¬ 
keting organisation. They should pro¬ 
vide storage facility at the village and 
taluka levels. 

As far as the functions are concern¬ 
ed, the Central Warehousing Corpo¬ 
ration has a very clearly earmarked 
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function of locating the storages at 
the places of all-India importance— 
from the point of view of communica,, 
tion, from the point of view of prb- J 
viding food and other commodities; 
the States Warehousing Corporation 
• are supposed to provide warehousing 
facilities at district level and also at 
places of importance from the State 
angle. The cooperatives are suppos¬ 
ed to provide storage facilities at the 
village and taluk levels. This is a 
broad division for establishment of 
storage facilities. 

DR. RANEN SEN: In our vil¬ 
lages—I do not know whether present¬ 
ly in villages of other States there is 
this such a system—there is a system 
of graingola where peasants keep their 
stocks—only the village surpluses are 
stored here. There is a newspaper 
report about the proposal and Mr. 
Agarwal has made a statement that 
bins will be provided to the farmers. 
But, the statement made by the Mi¬ 
nister is something quite different 
from the statement made by Shri 
Agarwal in regard to providing bins 
to the villagers where they can keep 
their foodgrains cereals and other 
things.

SHRIMAT 1 PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; Sir, In view of the bumper 
crop we have and in view of the tar¬ 
gets that are there before us, the 
Minister has only stated about the 
machinery that he has. Even there it 
seems to be supposition* because be 
said that they are supposed to do. 1 
would like to know e xac tly in what 
manner these warehousing Corpora¬ 
tions are going to provide storage fa¬ 
cilities to the farmers. Even t,h e reply 
does not relate only to foodgraias. 
What about the other crops such as 
cotton, groundnut etc. What is being 
visualised in this set up of the ware¬ 
housing corporations to give these 
small farmers and th e rura? population 
the facilities so that they can store 
their things there. The storage is a 
biggest pj ob em and sometimes they 
sell the crops at distress prices be¬ 
cause thev do not have these facilities. 

Is that the conception that is there 
or is a plan worked out for it or is 
it still i n the air of supposition. This 
is what 1 would like to know from 

him. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE. 
Naturally, the statement is with re¬ 
ference to the question put and not 
with reference to what Mr. Agarwal 
or somebody else said in public 
Therefore, 1 have tried t 0 reply to 
the question that has been put to me. 
As far as the point raised by the hon 
Member is concerned, it is the policy 
of the Government of India that sto¬ 
rage bins must be provided to farmers. 
They should be moisture proof. There 
ar e now manufacturers both in the 
private sector r.s well as in public sec¬ 
tor. The Government of India has 
now taken up the matter with the 
Reserve Bank that the bank credit 
should be made available to the far¬ 
mers. We have a policy for this 
purpose. It is a question of imple¬ 
mentation of it. i appreciate the 
non. Member’s concern that we have 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE- 
I am very sorry that th c hon. Mem¬ 
ber has misunderstood me. The Gov¬ 
ernment’s policy is very clear Of 
late w c have not been encouraging 
holding of stocks by the farmeis. This 
is being done deliberately to check 
inflation, etc. What We are going ,* 
to encourage the public sector or¬ 
ganisations to make purchase® and this 
facility which is being provided by 
the warehousing corporations is being 
mostly utilised by the public sector 
undertakings. Eighty one per cent of 
the capacity being made available by 
these corporations is utilising by the 
Government sponsored agencies. For 
the time being the emphasis j s more 
on this aspect but when our produc¬ 
tion increases further, w e shall have 
to strengthen the ararngements at tne 
farmers’ level. 
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SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL¬ 
DER; I want to know the total sto- 
* rage capacity and this total agricul¬ 
tural produce. What percentage of the 
total produce is covered by the ware¬ 
housing corporations storage capa¬ 
city which is already in existence? 
Secondly, what percentage would be 
covered by the year 1978?

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SH1NDE. 
Ther e is a total storage capacity of 
19.8 million tonnes available with 
these three agencies, namely, FCI, 
Central Warehousing Corporation and 
State Warehousing Corporations. This 
is excluding cooperatives. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Sir, 
the problems of plenty have arisen 
.in our country following the bumper 
crop that we had last year. In Kora- 
put district of Orissa there is a bumper 
rice crop and the tribal peasants 
“take their paddy to the weekly mar¬ 
ket because the FCI has not enough 
■storage capacity and these tribal pea¬ 
sants are forced to sell their paddy 
at distress price. May I know whe¬ 
ther the Central Government has 
issued any directions to the State 
Government to see that they increase 
the storage capacity? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

We have taken up this matter with 
„the Planning Commission. The Plan¬ 
ning Commission has placed Rs. 40 
crores at our disposal for this pur¬ 
pose for lh e next years in addition to 
Rs. 20 crores made available for this 
year. We hope there will be addi¬ 
tional storage capacity to the extent 
«f one to one and a half millions ton¬ 
nes yearly with thes e agencies.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

It is not a question of directive. We 
request the Slate Government. I ap¬ 
preciate the concern felt by the hon. 
member. In fact, during the last one 
decade, one major development in this 
sphere has been in regard to storage 
facilities. We are trying to develop 
modern storage facilities which are 
rodent-proof, damp-proof, moisture- 
proof etc. Though the total quan¬ 
tity of space availably is inadequate 
to our requirements, we have created 
very large storage facilities all over 
the country. The losses so far have 
been, by and large, less than one per 
cent, thought I cannot say what would 
be the current position. 
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Shortage of Cotton 

• 263 . SHRI NAWAL KISHORE 
SINHA: Will the Minister of AGRI¬ 
CULTURAL AND IRRIGATION be 
pfeagad to state; 

(a) the reasons for the shortage of 
cotton in the country; and 

(b) the steps taken in this regard? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNA- 
SAHEB P. SHINDE): (a> and (b). 
A statement is placed on the table 
of the Sabha. 

Statement 

(a) Two main factors responsible 
for the current shortage of cotton in 
the country ere (i) shortfall in cotton 
production during the 1975-76 season 
and (ii) an increase of about 4 lakh 
bales m the consumption of cotton 
by mills over the previous season. 

(b) To meet the requirements of 
Industry efforts are being made to 
increase cotton production during the 
current season by implementation of 
Centrally Sponsored Scheme of Inten¬ 
sive Cotton District Programme in the 
major cotton growing States in addi¬ 
tion to launching of Integrated World 
Bank Cotton Project in the States of 
Punjab, Haryana and Maharashtra Be¬ 
sides this, there is an immediate pro¬ 
gramme for the import of 2 lakh bales 
of cotton. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
I have gone through the statement. 
With reference to part (a) thereof, 
what are the reasons for shortfall in 
cotton production in 1975 - 76 ? Are 
they climatic conditions, inadequate 
price paid to growers or inadequate 
implementation of policy. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
It is a combination of various factors. 
First of all, there was excessive rain 


in Gujarat and Maharashtra and 
thereby cotton production suffered in 
those regions. Then as far as long- „ 
staple cotton is concerned, marketing 
facilities were found to be adequate. 
Priciafe at one stage went very much 
below the expectations of farmers, and: 
that was why the acreage alsrn got re¬ 
duced. It was a combination- of vari¬ 
ous factors because, of which the 
production last year went down margi¬ 
nally. > 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
With reference to part (b) of the 
statement, may I know the names of 
the countries from where cotton is. 
likely to be imported, and also the- 
period by which we can reasonably 
he expected to be self-sufficient im 
long and short-staple cotton? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as the countries are concerned, 
at the moment, we import from Su¬ 
dan and Egypt. But compared to 
our total requirement, it is a very 
negligible quantity; for instance, our 
textile industry's requirement is 75 
lakh bales and we are importing 
about 2 lakh bales. As for the other 
part of the Question, this country has 
the capacity to produce enough to 
meet our requirements. Had it not. 
been for th e climatic conditions I re¬ 
ferred to a-id some weaknesses in the 
marketing structure, we could possi¬ 
bly have produced enough to meet 
our requirements, particularly in res-, 
pect of long-staple cotton. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: The target 
for cot+on production in the Fifth 
Plan was 80 lakh bales per year. But 
actually production has not gone be¬ 
yond 72 lakh bales. How was the 
production calculated at 80 lakli 
bales? What are the reasons for the 
shortfall and what efforts have been 
made to achieve the target? Secondly, ^ 
the yield per acie in our country is " 
lower than in other countries. What 
steps have been taken to increase the 
per acre yield of cotton in the coun¬ 
try? 
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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
*The Fifth Plan target was 80 lakh 
bales. If conditions are favourable, 
possibly we may come very close to 
that. As far as the per acre yield 
is concerned, in many parts of our 
country where climatic and moisture 
conditions are favourable, the per 
acre yield is evert a little mor e than 
in other countries. But the yield, 
particularly in areas like Vidarbha, 
from where Shii Sathe comes, which 
are rain-fed, is low. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Because 
of him! 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I am not prepared to say that. It is 
rain-fed cotton. Under irrigated con¬ 
ditions, our cotton yield and quality 
favourably compare with those of 
.any cotton in the world. 

r SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJI: May 
I know whether last year there was 
a lot of wastage of cotton in Gujarat 
and some.portions of Maharashtra due 
to lack of proper storage? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB - P. SHINDE: 
The hon. Member is not well informed 
on this matter. Iti the case of Maha¬ 
rashtra there were some reports of 
fire; the monopoly procurement sche¬ 
me was operating there; some people 
say that some efforts at sabotage were 
’there; there were reports to that 
■effect. It has not come to our 
Ttnowledge that ther e is any difficulty 
about storage. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBIAH: In 
order to avoid imports, and also in 
vriew of the fact that the hon. Minis¬ 
ter says that our country is favourably 
placed compared to other countries in 
respect of cotton production, would 
jthe government consider giving a 
sense of security to the grower? Would 
the government declare a floor price 
for the long staple and short staple 
cotton so that the growers could con¬ 
fidently grow cotton in this country 
and achieve self-sufficiency? 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I cannot pay what the decision of the 
government would be but it is a long 
term measure and I should agree with 
the hon. Member that two aspects are 
very important, just an foodgrains. 
Government will have to come to a 
conclusion regarding the procurement 
prices of cotton which are reasonable 
prices, which are remunerative to 
the farmers. The Cotton Corporation 
will have lo play a more important 
role in marketing it. 

L.I.C. to construct Houses for Low 

and Middle Income Groups in the 
Country 

* 265 . SHRI VEKARIA: 

SHRI ARVIND M. PATEL: 

Will the Minister of WORKS AND 
HOUSING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the L.I.C. have agreed 
to construct houses for the low and 
middle income groups in different 
parts of the country; 

(b) whether any land has been al¬ 
lotted by the Government to L.I.C. for 
the construction of houses in the Union 
Territory of Delhi; and 

(c) the number of houses proposed 
to be constructed by the L.I.C. in 
Delhi and the time by which the house* 
are to bo completed? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING (SHRI H. K. L. BHA- 
GAT): (a) The Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration have on their own decided 
to construct about 11.100 tenements ire 
different parts of the country. 

(b) Delhi Development Authority 
has recently allotted 38 hectares of 
land to Life Insurance Corporation 
in Patparganj area south of National 
Bye-pass fn the Union Territory of 
Delhi, for construction of houses. 

(c) Life Insurance Corporation have 
proposed to construct about $809 tene¬ 
ments and the project is jikely to be 
completed by stages in about § ^egrs. 
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SHRI VEKARIA: From the ans¬ 
wer it seems that out of 11,100 tene¬ 
ments, the biggest share of 5000 tene¬ 
ments will be in Delhi. I should like 
to know the state-wise figures for 
the rest May I also know whether 
government propose to give them on 
rent or to sell them on hire purchase 
basis? 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: 
They have proposals to construct 
tenements in Bombay, Bangalore, Kan¬ 
pur, Hyderabad, Ahmcdabnd and 
Delhi. We are keen that LIC 
should play a more and more useful 
role. If he wants that I should give 
the figures for various towns, l can 
giv e but as I said we are keen that 
they should play more ^nd more use¬ 
ful role in this matter. The tenements 
will be allotted on hire purchase 
basis. 

SHRI VEKARIA:, Do Government 
propose to give certain guidelines to 
the LIC about giving loans to poor, 
homeless people in the villages for 
whom State Governments are allot¬ 
ting land to construct houses? Will 
that be at a nominal rate of interest? 

SHRI H K. L. BHAGAT: 

So far ns LIC is concerned, their 
housing funds are utilised in two 
ways, they have now devised a sche¬ 
me to build them own houses for 
public pui poses. Their funds are allo¬ 
cated to State Governments in the 
share of blocK grants and it is for 
the State Governments to give loans 
for housing purchases, to the housing 
boards or ether agencies on such 
terms and conditions as they deem 
fit. LIC funds are also given to apex 
co-operative societies; LIC does not 
give any individual loan as such for 
building purposes. 

SHRI VEKARIA: My question Has 
not been answered, whether govern¬ 
ment will give guidelines to LIC that 
UC should give loans to poor home¬ 
less people. 


SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: 
I said that UC loans are given either 
to State Governments or to coopera¬ 
tive societies. It is for the State Gov¬ 
ernments to distribute those loans.

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: 
This number of 11,100 tenements are 
those which they are going to cons¬ 
truct on their own. Otherwise, LIC 
have given upto 1976-77 a sum of 
Rs. 235 crores to the State Govern¬ 
ments, including Rs. 17.75 crores for 
1976-77. This is apart from the mo¬ 
ney which they give to the various 
apex cooperative societies. I did not 
say that these 11,100 tenements hav» 
already been constr u cted. 
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DR. KAILAS: May I know whe¬ 
ther after the passing of the Urban 
Land Ceiling Act, funds have not 
been released in respect of loans which 
LIC has sanctioned to cooperative so¬ 
ciety buildings under M.I.G. Will 
the Government give this guideline to 
LIC that it should release these funds 
for which men'hers of the cooperative 
societies ore waiting since long as 
th e buildings were ready long back? 


MR. SPEAKER: Are they low 
and middle income-group buildings? 

DR. KAILAS- Yes, in Chembur 
area of Bombay they are for low 
and middle income groups. 


SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: 
The hon. member is asking about 
certain projection Bombay. If ho 
gives m e mor e precise information. I 
will look into it.

Report of Gujral Committee on Urdn

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION, 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (c). The questions of im- 
plemnting the recommendations, and 
laying the Report on the Table of the 
House will arise after the Report has 
been considered and decisions on its 
recommendations taken. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: May I 
know when this report was submitted 
by Mr. Gujral. what are its salient 
features and when the Government is 
likely to accept it? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: The 
report was submitted on 8th May 75 . 
About the recommendations, I have 
already said that I will be able to 
place the report before the House 
after the Government have considered 
it. 

MR. SPEAKER: Along with their 
decision. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE- This watf 
published in May 1975 , more than a 
year ago. 

MR. SPEAKER; Published? 

SHRI s. M. BANERJEE; It ha* 
been submitted by Shri Gujral. This 
Committee was appointed after heated: 
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exchanges had taken place in the 
House that Urdu should be given the 
proper place. We all fought for it, 
irrespective of party affiliations. Now 
that th e report has been submitted, 
irrespective of whether the Govern¬ 
ment accept it or not, let it be circu¬ 
lated to the members. 

MR. SPEAKER: Would the Gov¬ 
ernment take a decision very soon or 
will it take a long time? 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: This 
report involves extensive consulta¬ 
tions between the Ministries of the 
Government of India as well as with 
the State Governments, I cannot give 
any deadline here; it will take some 
time to hold these consultations. 
These are very important matters. 
Government have already said that 
they want to provide full protection 
and support to the Urdu-speaking 
people. 

MR. SPEAKER: But the members 
are anxious to know what the report 
is. You say that you will lay it on 
the Table after a decision is taken. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: My 
request was very limited. The Gov¬ 
ernment may or may not accept the 
report after detailed consideration. 
My submission is that the report 
should see the light of day. So, it 
should be circulated to Members. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is precisely 
what I am suggesting for the con¬ 
sideration of the Minister. If the 
consideration of the report is going 
to take more time, unless it is not 
in the public interest, which of course 
can be decided only by the Govern¬ 
ment, the Minister may consider 
sharing the report with the House. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: Sir, 
may I draw your kind attention, to a 
reply that I gave on the 18 th Novem¬ 
ber 1974 , before the Committee bad 
submitted its report, when I said: 

“When the Committee submits 

its report, and after it has been 


considered by the Government, the 
report will be placed on the Table 
of the House, according to the 
normal procedure.” 

So, Government have considered it. 
There are some delicate matters in¬ 
volved. It was, therefore, decided to 
go into them.... 

MR. SPEAKER: W e have to wait 
for full consideration and final deci¬ 
sion. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I would 
like to know whether it is a fact that 
the Gujral Committee consulted 
almost all the organisations and also 
whether some of the recommendations 
have been accepted by the Govern¬ 
ment, but certain State Governments 
are raising objections, and that is why 
jt is not published, and that is why 
the recommendations are not being 
implemented. 

PROF. S. NURUL HASAN: Sir, I 
seek your protection. Inter- minis¬ 
terial and inter-governmental con¬ 
sultations cannot be disclosed. 

MR. SPEAKER:: I entirely agree.

Housing Boards in the States 

• 287 . SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: 
Will the Minister of WORKS AND 
HOUSING be pleased to state: 

(a) bow many States have Housing 
Boards to construct and give guide¬ 
lines for housing; 

(b) what is Central Government’s 
assistance to this Scheme to States; 
and 

(c) how many Housing Estates were 
constructed, in the main cities of the 
country? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUS¬ 
ING (SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT): 

(a) 16 States and 3 Union Territories. 

(b) The Ministry of Works and 
Housing do not provide financial 
assistance direct to the State Housing 
Boards. However, Housing and Urban 
Development Corporation, an Under¬ 
taking of thi s Ministry, have sanction¬ 
ed loan assistance of about Rs. 118.10 
crorcs to the various Housing Boards 
for 261 housing schemes. 

(c) No such data are maintained 
by the Ministry. According to the 
progress reports received from the 
State Governments, 6 , 77,638 houses 
have been built so far under the 
various social housing scheme*. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I find 
from the Estimates Commit ee’s 97 th 
Report presented to the House in 
April, 1976 , a recommendaion that 
though the formulation of housing 
plans wag primarily the responsibility 
of State Governments, it was for the 
Central Government to take the 
leadership in this matter, give guide¬ 
lines and also to formulate, for national 
purposes, a national policy in regard 
to housing. In view of this recom¬ 
mendation and in view of the desirabi¬ 
lity of such a code, may I know how 
it is that the Government of India, 
in regard to housing, seems to be 
almost entirely relying on whatever 
little is done or not done on a State 
basis? 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: Tho 
question of formulating a national 
housing policy as such is under the 
consideration of the Government, and 
the matter is being looked into by a 
study group in the Ministry, but some 
aspects of national housing have 
already been evolved. For example, 
in the Urban Lang Ceiling Act itself 
the plinth areas have been fixed, 
ceilings on certain types x»f construc¬ 
tions have been fixed, and Then the 
houses are allotted on a certain basis. 
So, some principles havealready been 
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.evolved, but the formulation of a 
notional housing policy as such, as I 
said, is under the consideration of 
the Government. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I find 
from the Estimates Committee Report, 
to which I referred a little while 
earlier, also that the Ministry had 
perhaps sought to introduce some 
ten social housing schemes to meet 
the housing needs of the economically 
weaker sections of society, the low 
income group of people, industrial and 
plantation workers etc. May 1 know 
what progress has been achieved in 
this regard and also in regard to 
housing in the regions which do not 
come within the ambit of urban 
planning? 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: As the 
hon. Member has very rightly poited 
out. all these social schemes were 
enunciated some time ago and they 
are progressing. As I submitted in 
reply to an earlier question today in 
this House, a sum .of Rs. 235 crores 
was given to the various State Gov¬ 
ernments for the implementation of 
these schemes, and I have given the 
figure of 677,638 houses which have 
been constructed in implementation 
of these schemes. If he is interested 
in the State-wise figures, I have them 
with me and I can give them. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN: The Minis¬ 
ter deserves congratulations on the 
fact that already over 7 lakhs of 
houses have come up all over the 
country, but I do believe that if the 
Ministry can give a better direction, 
the unutilised labour, particularly in 
the rural sector can be mobilised and 
more houses can be constructed. I 
would like to draw his attention to 
the significant achievement in this 
regard by the Kerala Government. 
They have been able to construct one 
lakh houses largely by mobilising 
unutilised labour, particularly those 
of the studerfts, rural youth and other 
people. When so much unemployed, 
unutilised, labour is available, why 
should we wait for a national policy 


to be formulated? We can straight¬ 
way. without wasting a single minute, 
go forward to utilise the rural labour, 
construct house s and provide shelter 
to millions of people who have no roof 
over their heads. I would like to 
know whether Ministry has any 
scheme before it to intensify the acti¬ 
vities of house-building by utilising 
unutilised labour, particularly, the 
rutal labour. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: I would 
like to submit that it is not only 
6 , 77,000 and odd houses which have 
been eonsructed all over the country. 
This is from a particular fund. Apart 
from this, the LIC give# funds to 
cooperative societies and a very large 
number of houses other than the 
figure given by me have come up. 

A s far as the suggestion given by 
the hon. Member is concerned, that 
unutilised labour in the rural areas 
should be utilised for the construction 
of houses, as the hon. Member knows, 
the housing is a State subject and 
some of the State Governments have 
utilised the rural labour for con¬ 
struction of houses. In some cases, 
they have also said that the labour 
part of it should be done by the 
people themselves for whom the 
houseg are meant so that the cost of 
labour component in the construction 
of houses is reduced and thereby the 
prices of houses are reduced. That 
is a very good suggestion. I hope the 
State Governments will follow that. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I would like to 
join Dr. Henry Austin in compliment¬ 
ing the Ministry of Housing but for 
the fact that in the area from where 
I come, north Kanara .in Karnataka 
State, 100 housing board tenements 
have been constructed at a cost of 
not less than Rs. 2 millions because of 
faulty planning and these have 
remained unoccupied- 

MR. SPEAKER: Is the construction 
done by the Housing -Board in 
Karnataka State? „ ’ ? 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK: It i s with 
Rs. 118 crones which the Central 
Government has provided as finance 
to various housing boards. May I, 
therefore, know from the hon. 
Minister.... 

MR. SPEAKER: Where is the 
relevancy here? You should ask a 
question which has an all-India 
relevance. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Is there any 
evaluation of th e utilisation of these 
houses done by any Central team? 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: I will 
answer the last part of the question. 
There is an evaluation done. These 
housing boards get allocations in two 
ways. They get allocations from the 
State Government funds which are 
allotted to he State Governments. 
There, it is for the State Governments 
to do the evaluation. If these funds 
are given by the HUDCO for a parti¬ 
cular scheme, the HUDCO does make 
some kind' of an evaluation. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER: As is known, the Estimates 
Committee has recommended tnat in 
industrial and plantation areas, the 
Government should come forward to 
solve the housing problem. In Durga- 
pur and Asansol, there are many in¬ 
dustrial plants and public sector 
undertakings. Coal, iron and steel 
are very important for developing ou:* 
economy. The workers and the 
employees have to come to Durgapur 
and Asansol from 80 to 70 miles by 
train. I want to know what the 
Central Government propose to do to 
solve the housing problem of Durga¬ 
pur and Asansol industrial workers. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: So far 
as the industrial workers’ housing is 
concerned, that again is with the 
State Governments and they have 
made some progress in that. Here, I 
would like to submit for the cdh- 
sideration of the hon. Member and 
the House that housing is a stupendous 
problem and we tbave to think in 


terms of the mobilistation of national 
resources. Mere Government re¬ 
sources will not suffice. Everybody 
will have to contribute to housing.

SHRI D. D. DESAI: The produc¬ 
tion of sugar has declined from 48 
lakh tonnes to 42 lakh tonnes, and 
the export also has been affected to 
some extent.

It 
is obtained from an interspecific cross 
(Triticum durum X Triticum polo, 
nicum) X (N 59 X F 183) and hence 
is expected to carry different factors 
for disease resistance.

They have been formulated 
mostly on the basis of research data 
obtained from the All India Coordi¬ 
nated research project on dryland 
agriculture, implemented by the 
Indian Council of Agricultural Re¬ 
search, since the Fourth Five Year 
Plan period. For further refinement 
of the dryland technology in meeting 
the challenges of aberrant weather, 
the research project is continuing dur¬ 
ing the current plan period at 23 cen¬ 
tres, located in different parts of the 
country. In developing the compre¬ 
hensive packages of dryland techno- 
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lo«y, research information on (i) soil 
and water conservation, (ii) efficient 
crops and varieties, (iii) crop sequen¬ 
ces and crop mixture, (iv) appropriate 
crop husbandry including plant popu¬ 
lation, fertiliser use and weed control, 
(v) water harvesting and crop life¬ 
saving irrigation have been used. 
Crop production strategy and steps for 
abnormal season in different regions 
have been recommended to meet the 
challenges of aberrant weather situa¬ 
tions like (a) normal onset of mon¬ 
soon followed by long gaps in rain¬ 
fall. or (b) delayed onset of monsoon 
or (c) early stoppage of rains towards 
the end of the season. 

For wider publicity, a special issue 
of ‘Indian Farming’ on dryland farm¬ 
ing in June, ‘74 and two publications 
entitled “Crop production strategy in 
rainfed areas under different weather 
conditions during 1974-75” and “Crop 
Life Saving Research” have been 
issued. These packages of dryland 
farming technology are being demon¬ 
strated in farmers’ fields under dry¬ 
land operational pilot projects. They 
have also been sent for adoption in the 
districts under Drought Prone Area 
Programme (DPAP) in the country.

The- 
recommendations of the Export C< m- 
mittee on Consumption Credit (Siva¬ 
raman Committee) are under Govern¬ 
ment's consideration. The Committee 
has estimated that the funds needed 
for meeting pure consumption credit 
of the rural poor having ‘nil’ holdings 
or holdings measuring between .01 
acre to .5 acres will bp of the ordter 
of Rs. 170 crores for the first year cf 
opeiation, and those for the class of 
rural people having lan<j holdings 
above 0 50 acres but not above 5 
acres, will be of the order of Rs. 125 
crores. The Committee has recom¬ 
mended that out of the sum of Rs. 170* 
crores required for the first category 
of people, Rs. 70 crores will be financ¬ 
ed through th e Cooperatives aft*r they 
are duly strengthened and *°r financ¬ 
ing the balance Rs. 100 crores required 
for meeting the consumption needs of 
the ‘grey areas’, the State Govern¬ 
ments will have to find resources 
either through special taxation or re- 
atmropriation.

The Department of Rural Develop¬ 
ment in the Ministry <jf Agriculture 
and Irrigation has been given the 
overall responsibility for coordinating 
the programme. 

During the preparatory phase, (he 
Department of Agricultural Research 
and Education (DARE) with the help 
of the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research (ICAR) has undertaken to 
prepare resource inventories and ac- 
tion plans for the following districts:— 

Mehboobnagar, Kamrup, Rohtas, 
Kutch, Hissar, Kangra, Anant Nag, 
Cannanore, Tumkur, Bastar, Chandra¬ 
pur, Garo Hills, Puri, Hoshiarpur, 
Banswara, Dharmapuri, Mirzapur, 
Tehri Garhwal and Bankura.

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The programme will have a built-in 
bias in favour of the rural poor, it 
involves inputs of science and techno¬ 
logy in preparing action plans for 
making optimum use of existing local 
resources and finally, it involves edu¬ 
cators, scientists and young persons 
drawn from the local community in 
vetting draft plans and in translating 
these plans into action. It will have 
no rigid structure and each plan will 
be tailored to suit local conditions and 
possibilities. 

A financial provision of Rs. 15 
crores has been made in the budget of 
the Ministry of Finance for 1976-77. 

fc) No funds have been earmarked 
to different State programmes so far, 
since the action plans are yet to be 
finalised.

The purchase price of-wheat (naked 
grain) is Rs. 105 per quintal and the 
ex-mill purchase price of coarse rice 
ranges between Rs. 117 to 127 per 
quinta] in different States. After tak¬ 
ing into account procurement and 
distribution incidentals of the Food 
Corporation of Lidia, the Central issue 
price for wheat and coarse rice has 
been fixed at Rs. 125 and Rs. 185 per 
quintal respectively and these already 
involve an element of subsidy. 
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The consumer issue prices are 
Axed by the State Government after 
adding to the Central issue price the 
incidental charges on distribution, re¬ 
tailer’s margin and the States admi¬ 
nistrative charges. The price so 
worked out by the West Bengal Gov¬ 
ernment comes to Rs. 140 per quintal 
for wheat and Rs. 154 quintal for 
coarse rice. 

Apart from retailers' margin, no 
other profit element is involved, as 
the Central issue prices are subsidis¬ 
ed. 

(c) Out of the rice internally pro¬ 
cured and that allocated from the 
Central pool, it is for the State Gov¬ 
ernment to decide as to which of the 
rice should be allocated to Calcutta 
or to the other areas. However, cut 
of the Central pool allocations given 
to West Bengal Government, every 
effort is made to give the maximum 
possible quantity of per-boiled rice.

The changes 
in costs of inputs and other relevant 
factors are taken into account in fix¬ 
ing the administered prices The pri¬ 
ces received by farmers from the sale 
of sugarcane and cotton are generally 
higher than the minimum prices fixed 
by the Government. In the case of 
cereals, procurement operations have 
helped prevent the market prices: 
from falling below the procurement 
prices.

2. A special Reception Centre has 
been set up at Goregaon a Suburb of 
Greater Bombay Two courts of spe¬ 
cial Judicial Magistrates have been 
set up for trial of arrested beggars. 

3. The disabled, diseased or old and 
infirm beggars are detained in a Gov¬ 
ernment Institution and provided with 
maintenance and Medical care. The 
Juvenile Beggars are accommodated 
in a Remand Home in Central Bom¬ 
bay where they are given not only 
necessary maintenance but also train¬ 
ing m craft and certain basic elemen¬ 
tary education 

4. In order to enlist wide public 
support for this operation, a State 
Level Committee has been set up 
with the Chief Minister as the Chair¬ 
man. The members include indivi¬ 
duals who have had a distinguished 
record of public service. This State 
Level Committee is further assisted 
by a small Executive Committee with 
the Minister of State for Social Wel¬ 
fare as Chairman and a few members 
of the StaVLevtl Committee as 
members. 
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5. A separate fund under the Chief 
Minister's Relief Fund, called the 
Chief Ministers Relief Fund (Distress¬ 
ed Persons' Relief) has been set up. 
The proceeds of the Fund will be 
utilised for rehabilitation and welfare 
schemes of not only beggars but also 
of other distressed sections of the so¬ 
ciety e.g., orphan, destitute children, 
women in distress, physically handi¬ 
capped. 

6. An intensive publicity campaign 
highlighting the message of anti-beg¬ 
gary is also under way. 

7. As on August 20, 1976, 9900 be¬ 
ggars have been arrested of which

ployment on daily wage basis. 4215 
beggars classified as disabled, old and 
Infirm have been detained in existing 
Beggar Homes and 250 Juvenile Beg¬ 
gars have been kept in Remand Home.

(ii) Scholarships—Students study¬ 
ing in the Shastri and Acharya or 
their equivalent classes in the tradi¬ 
tional Sanskrit Pathshalas are given 
scholarships on merit basis at the rate 
of Rs. 60 and Rs. 100 respectively per 
mensem. Post-Matric scholarships to 
Sanskrit students in the Intermediate, 
B.A., M.A. and Ph.D. courses in the 
modern universities are given at the 
rate of Rs. 40, Rs. 50, Rs. 100 and 
Rs. 200 respectively. There is also 1 
a scheme for award of research 
scholarships to products of Sanskrit 
Pathshalas. This is meant to en¬ 
courage the students who pass out 
of the Acharya elasses, to engage in 
Research in Sanskrit. Under this 
scheme a scholar is paid Rs. 200 per 
month for a period of two years 
normally. 

(iii) Publication—Government of' 
India gives grants for publishing 
original works in Sanskrit by authors 
and publishers. It also encourages 
the printing and publication of criti¬ 
cal editions of rare manuscripts- 
sponsored by established institutions 
and libraries; it enables manuscript 
libraries to produce descriptive cata¬ 
logues of manuscripta available with? 
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them; it also purchases in bulk, pub¬ 
lications brought out in and concern¬ 
ing (Sanskrit literature and gives 
regular grant-in-aid to Sanskrit 
.journals with a view to improve their 
quality and content. 

(iv) Government of India also 
assist State Governments in the 
latter’ s programmes for promotion of 
Sanskrit. This assistance is given 
under a Centrally sponsored scheme. 
Eminent Sanskrit scholars who are 
in indigent circumstances arc given 
financial assistance up to Rs. 1800 per 
year keeping in view their other 
sources of income. The State Gov¬ 
ernments are also given cent per cent 

'assistance towards modernisation of 
Sanskrit Pathshalas and for provid¬ 
ing facilities for teaching Sanskrit in 
High and Higher Secondary schools 
wherever such facilities are not 
available. 

(v) (The Government (has estab¬ 
lished an autonomous organisation 

-called the Rashtriya Sanskrit Sans- 
than which controls and administers 
five Sanskrit Vidyapeeths which are 
being developed as centres of higher 
learning and research in the field of 
Sanskrit. 

(vi) The Government has also been 
«encouraging oratorial talents among 

the products of Sanskrit Pathshalas 
by organising an all-India Sanskrit 
Elocution Contest in various branches 
of Sanskrit learning. 

Apart from the above schemes 
which have been in operation for 
some time, the Government has in¬ 
troduced a new scheme during the 
current y ear - This scheme provides 
for establishment of Adarsh Sanskrit 
Pathshalas by developing selected 
institutions in each State as ideal 
institutions among the traditional 
Pathshalas. Such selected institu¬ 
tions will be eligibl* for 90 pfer cent 
maintenance grant and 50 to 60 per 
cent grant for non-recurring pur¬ 
poses.

Phulbani, 
Balasore and Dhcnkanal have 
been indentified as backward areas, 
industrially backward districts of the 
State. The Commission is cosinder- 
ing proposals for assistance for im¬ 
provement and expansion of educa¬ 
tional facilities received from the 
colleges of these areas/districts in 
relaxation of the usual eligibility 
conditions for assistance to such co 1 - 
leges. The Commission has further 
decided that, keeping in view the 
special position of Orissa and some 
other similar States, the question of 
development of few selected colleges 
may be discussed with the State Gov¬ 
ernment to do planning at district 
level and indicate which of th e col¬ 
leges should be developed from the 
point of vie w of meeting the needs 
of students in the backward areas 
and tribal areas. This decision was 
communicated to the State Govern¬ 
ment in January, 1976. No commu¬ 
nication has been received from the 
State Government in reply to this 
suggestion. The Commission has also 
recently suggested to the Vice-Chan¬ 
cellors of all the Universities to 
select one or two colleges in each 
district for purposes of qualitative 
development.

(b) An outlay of Rs. 71 crores has 
been tentatively provided for Major 
and Medium irrigation Programme 
in Orissa during Fifth Plan, out of 
which Rs. 49.21 crores is for ongoing 
schemes and Rs. 19.06 crores for new 
schemes, the balance being for In¬ 
vestigation and Research. 

An expenditure of Rs. 22.51 crores 
was incurred in the first two years 
of V Plan. For 1976-77, an outlay 
of Rs. 19.90 crores has been approved. 

Central assistance is given in the 
form of block loans and grants and is 
not related to any head of account, 
group of schemes or individual pro¬ 
jects.

However it is felt 
that with the introduction of new 
high yielding varieties of crops in the 
State it would be necesasry to build 
up an infrastructure for plant pro¬ 
tection failing which there would be 
an increase in the incidence of pests 
and diseases.

When the staff of the 
depot discovered this damage they 
segregated the affected bags, 
opened them and salvaged the 
foodgrains as far as possible.

Instead of following the 
prescribed procedure of informing 
the higher authorities, when the 
damaged grains started giving foul 
smell, the depot staff dumped it in 
pits which they dug out in the pre¬ 
mises. The net quantity of damaged 
wheat .has been assessed by the Cor¬ 
poration at about 80 quintals. On

five other officials of the depot have 
been suspended.

(1) Additional storage capacity 
has beesn/ig being built by FCI as 
well as CWC.

Brahmaputra Flood Control Commis¬ 
sion

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI KEDAR NATH 
SINGH): (a) and (c). The Govern¬ 
ment of Assam set up the Brahma¬ 
putra Flood Control Commission as a 
department of the State Government 
in June, 1970, for preparation of a 
comprehensive plan of the flood con¬ 
trol in the Brahmaputra valley and for 
execution of works. The Brahma¬ 
putra river, which is one of the major 
rivers of the world has thirty tribu¬ 
taries joining from the north and 
twenty tributaries joining from the 
South and presents gigantic and high¬ 
ly complex problems in planning its 
control including those of siesmicity 
of the area, high silt charge of the 
rivers, their steep slopes, etc. Pre¬ 
paration of the master-plan necessi¬ 
tates collection and compilation of ex¬ 
tensive and long-term data carrying 
out hydrological, topographical and 
geological surveys and seismological 
observations, followed by extensive 
studies and preparation of plan etc. 
The Brahmaputra Flood Control Com¬ 
mission has reported that action' has 
been initiated for the preparation cf 
comprehensive plan for five tributa¬ 
ries, of which the comprehensive plan 
On Pagladiya is complete and that on 
Futhimari and Kopilli is under pre¬ 
paration. Investigations have been 
taken' up for multi-purpose projects 
on Subansiri and Dehang rivers. 

Pending the preparation of the com¬ 
prehensive plan for the main river and 
tributaries, the Commission has been 
planning and implementing works 
wherever the flood problem is serious, 
the works being planned so as to form 


part of the over-all plan. The schemes 
include those for raising and streng¬ 
thening of existing embankments, 
closing of breaches, construction of re¬ 
tired bunds, whenever it become 
necessary during the floods which 
goes a long way in stabilising the 
benefits, of the works already imple¬ 
mented. These works are being taken 
up after requisite technical scrutiny 
by a Board of Consultants and ap¬ 
proval by the Brahmaputra Flood 
Control Board. 

Adequate funds for the implementa¬ 
tion of work which are of immediate 
nature and which cannot, wait the for¬ 
mulation of the comprehensive plan, 
are bojng financed by the Govern¬ 
ment oi India by providing assistance 
to the Brahmaputra Flood Control 
Commission by way of loans. The 
assistance includes the requirement of 
funds for carrying out necessary in¬ 
vestigations programmed by the State 
Governments for the preparation of 
the comprehensive plan.

(2) It possesses wide adaptability, 
and stability yield arid matu¬ 
rity 
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* (3) It possesses field resistance to 
major diseases (except blast) 
and insect pests (except gall 

midge). 

'(4) It is suitable for direct seed¬ 
ing, water stress conditions to 
some extent, and late sowing. 

'(5) It has a good cooking and 
nulling quality in spite of the 
presence of white belly. 

( 6 ) It is suitable for fitting into 
various multiple cropping se¬ 
quences that require short 
duration varieties. This is 
one of the main reasons for jts 
wide adoption in multi-crop¬ 
ping system. It should how¬ 
ever not be grown where- 
ever blast is a problem.

The 
National Service Scheme lor involving 
students on a voluntary and selective 
basis in various items of social service 
and national development has made 
steady progress since its inception in 
1969. The response from the col¬ 
leges/universities has been good add 
the enrolment of students participat¬ 
ing in the scheme has increased froth 
about 40,000 in 1989-70 to nearly 2.59 
lakhs for 1976-77. ’ 

j * 7 
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Social Service rendered by the uni¬ 
versity students has covered many as¬ 
pects like adoption of Villages for in¬ 
tensive social uplift work, carrying 
out medico-social survey, imparting 
training to rural women' in sewing, 
embroidery an<j knitting, work 5 n ur- 
Ijan areas, including social service to 
slum dwellers, mass immunisation, 
sanitation drives, running of welfare 
centres and adult education program¬ 
mes for the poorer sections of the 
community, blood donation and small 
savings campaigns etc. The students 
of N.S.S. have also been rendering as¬ 
sistance to patients in hospitals and 
inmates of orphanages and welfare 
institutions for the physically handi¬ 
capped. An important field of activi¬ 
ty during 1971-72 was Central Refu¬ 
gees Camps set up for refugees from 
Bangladesh. 

As part of the constructive involve¬ 
ment of students during their vaca¬ 
tions, large scale camping program¬ 
mes have been organised under the 
National Service Scheme. In the 
course of these, some aspects of rural 
needs are being covered. During 1973 
a “Youth Against Famine” campaign 
was launched in which the students 
worked in camps to mitigate hardships 
in drought effected and drought prone 
areas. 745 camps involving 65,000 
youths were held. The evaluation of 
the campaign by the Delhi School of 
Social Work, Delhi warranted organ¬ 
isation of similar campaigns in subse¬ 
quent years. Thus the camps were 
continued under the theme, “Youth 
Against Dirt and Disease” and “Youth 
for Afforestation and Tree Planta¬ 
tion”. From 1976-77, the theme has 
been broadened to include various as¬ 
pects of rural development under the 
general theme “Youth for Rural Re¬ 
construction”, The students have al¬ 
so been assisting in the campaign for 
creating public awareness for preser¬ 
vation of monuments. It is expected 
that 1,25,000 students will participate 
in the special camping programme 
during the current year. These pro¬ 
grammes are evaluated by independ¬ 
ent institutions every year and im¬ 
provements effected, where necessary. 


The N.S.S. programmes have also 
been evaluated by an informal group 
headed by Lt. (Sen. K. P. Candeth. 
They have also been favourably com¬ 
mented upon by the Estimate's Com¬ 
mittee and the Central Advisory 
Board of Education. 

National Service Scheme Is basical¬ 
ly an educational programme and is 
only one of the steps for involvement 
of students and teachers in under¬ 
standing and appreciating the condi¬ 
tions and problems of the community 
and work towards their solution and 
for increasing the relevance of higher 
education to the various problems con¬ 
fronting the country. The University 
Grants Commission is also examining 
the question of integration of social 
service with the curricula of as many 
disciplines as possible in the context 
of up-dating and restructuring the syl¬ 
labi.

at the last National Confer¬ 
ence of Educationists. The 
new textbooks in Social Sci¬ 
ences will high-light the cul¬ 
tural traditions of India and 
the contributions of India to 
the World civils. The text¬ 
books in language subjects 
will also be based on lheme9 
suitable to the development 
of basic values of the compo¬ 
site culture of India. 

(3) By organising programmes of 
Social Service and co-curricu- 
lar activities such as Scout¬ 
ing, Guiding, N.C.C., physi¬ 
cal education, games and 
sports, it is sought to deve¬ 
lop qualities such as team 
spirit and loyalty, devotion to 
duty, truthfulness, tolerance 
and respect for others and de¬ 
cision-making. 

(4) The Government of India is 
assisting State Governments 
and Union Territories towards 
a re-orientation of teacher 
training so that the teachers 
can implement the new curri¬ 
culum and use effectively the 
new textbooks being prepared 
by the National Council of 
Educational Research and 
Training.

National Physical Efficiency Drive 


2051, SARDAR S WAR AN SINGH

inception in 1959-60 and upto 1975-76, 
over 1.3 crore persons have participat¬ 
ed in the National Physical Efficiency 
Drive. In 1975-76, there was the all 
time record participation of over 18 
lakhs in the Drive. 

(b) and (c). All States and Union 
Territories except Haryana, Orissa, 
Sikkim and Pondicherry participated 
in the Drive during 1975-76. Haryana, 
Orissa and Pondicherry could not 
participate in the Drive due to the 
lack of financial resources or adequate 
staff. 
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Population in cities living in slums 

2052. SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI: Will the Minister of WORKS 
AND HOUSING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether 30 per cent of the 
population in the cities in India lives 
in slums; 

(b) whether in Delhi alone more 
than one million people lived in clus¬ 
ters of slums, and at what rate the 
squatter population is growing;

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): (a) No accurate statis¬ 
tics regarding popu.ation of slums in 
cities in India are available. However, 
a Working Group appointed by the 
Planning Commission in 1972 had, 
on the basis of assessment of slum 
growth obtained from some of the 
Metropolitan and major cities with 
a population of above five lakhs, 
made an estimate that about 20 to 25 
per cent of the population in cities 
may be living in slums. 

(b) A survey conducted by the 
Town and Country Planning Organi¬ 
sation on the growth of squatter set¬ 
tlements in Delhi indicated that n Rar “ 
ly 1,41,755 squatter settlements were 
in existance in 1973. The survey also 
revealed that between the years 1971- 
73 the squatter settlements had in¬ 
creased by about 23 per cent. 

(c) and (el. There are two schemes 
in relation to slums which are being 
implemented. The first is th e Scheme 
of Slum Clearance/Improvement 
which was started in 1956. Under this 
Scheme open developed plots or ten¬ 
ements are provided to slum dwellers 


who are dis~housed as a result of 
clearance operation. The Scheme 
also contemplates improvement of 
slum dwellings so as to make them 
habitable. The second Scheme is that 
of Environmental Improvement of 
Slum Areas which was started in 1972. 
Under this Scheme, slum areas which 
are not required for clearance for at 
least 10 years are taken up for provi¬ 
sion of basic amenities like water 
supply, inducing water taps, drainage 
facilities, widening and paving of 
lanes, etc. In the draft Fifth Five 
Year Plan, it is proposed to cover 
slum areas in all cities with a popu¬ 
lation of three lakhs and above under 
the Scheme or at least one cty in such 
of those States which do not have any 
city with a population of three lakhs 
or above. These Schemes are in the 
State sector and are being imple¬ 
mented by the State Governments. 

In Delhi, in addition to the Scheme 
of Environmental Improvement of 
Slum Areas, under the Jhuggi Jhon- 
pri Removal Scheme, squatters on 
public land arc resettled in new re¬ 
settlement colonies developed for the 
purpose. During the preceding year, 
about 1,07,000 squatter families were 
resettled ir; newly developed reset¬ 
tlement colonies. 

Houses for the persons registered with 
D.D.A. under M.I.G. scheme 

2053. SIIRI RAM PRAKASH: Will

housing till 1972-73, 9,634 persons have 
been allotted houses so far. 476 per¬ 
sons have withdrawn their registration. 

(b) About 3700 persons registered 
with Delhi Development Authority 
under Middle Income Group are wait¬ 
ing allotment of flats because these 
persons wanted allotment in localities 
of their choice only. This figure Uffes 
not include demand from persons re¬ 
gistered under the fresh registration 
of 1976, who will be considered only 
after meeting demand of persons re¬ 
gistered earlier. 


Demand by F.C.I. to procure Wheat 
from Haryana Mandis

State procuring agencies had adequate 
staff and other arrangements to handle 
the wheat procurement. The question 
of F.C.I. making any renewed demand 
at this stage, when the bulk of the 
wheat procurement is over, does not 
arise.

World Bank loan for ground water in 
Orissa

sistance for Ground Water Survey and 
Monitoring and demonstration re¬ 
search on filler points. Groundwater 
development projects will be financed 
by the Agricultural Refinance Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation who will be re¬ 
imbursed under the general line of 
credit to the tune of 55 per cent of the 
disbursement by the International De¬ 
velopment Association of the World 
Bank.

Indian Council of Agricultural Re¬ 
search, Department of Agricultural 
Research and Education and the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture in the Minis¬ 
try of Agriculture and Irrigation are 
coordinated at the following two 
forums:— 

1. Research and Development Co¬ 
ordination Committee, and 

2. Central Poultry Development 

Advisory Council. 
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In addition specialists in the I.C.A.R. 
are members of Advisory Councils, 
Conferences, Committees/Seminars 
and other Forums where development 
programmes and progress of develop¬ 
ment programmes are discussed and 
the specialists of the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture participate fully in all-group 
discussions in the I.C.A.R. through 
membership in Scientific Panels, Com¬ 
mittees, Seminars and as invitees at 
the Workshops and other group dis¬ 
cussions.

(c) With a view to reducing the 
effect of droughts in the chronically 
drought affected areas of the coun¬ 
try, Government initiated Drought 
Prone Areas Programme in 1970-71. 
Government have identified 74 dis¬ 
tricts wholly or partly in 13 States 
as chronically drought prone. To 
start with, thi? programme was 
focussed on execution of rural works 
and employment generation. Subse¬ 
quently thc programme was re-orien¬ 
ted on the basis of an area develop¬ 
ment approach. The strategy is to 
improv e the economy of these areas 
through a package of infra-structural 
and on-farm development activities 
with the objective of optimal utilisa¬ 
tion of land, water, human resources 
of the area covered. As at present, 
the programme will continue during 
the Fifth Plan. The position will be 
reviewed in due course. Similarly 
a National Hood Control Programme 
was launched in 1954 for affording 
reasonable flood protection measures 
to the flood prone areas. Since then, 
nearly one third of the flood prone 
area has been afforded reasonable 
protection. In order to conduct a 


study in depth of the approach and 
programmes of flood control measures 
and aspects like Soil Conservation, 
afforestation; Government have re¬ 
cently decided to set up the Rashtriya 
Barh Ayog so as to evolve a coordi¬ 
nated, integrated and scientific ap¬ 
proach to the Flood control problem 
and draw out a National Plan, flxing 
priorities which could be implement¬ 
ed in the near future.

CONSTITUTION (FOURTY-THIRD

THE MINISTER 07 STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS, 
DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL 
AND ADMINISTRATIVE REFORMS 
AND DEPARTMENT OF PARLIA¬

MEHTA): Sir, I beg to move; 

That the Bill further to amend 

the Constitution of India, be taken 

into consideration.” 

Sir, under Article 316(2) of the 
Constitution, the Chairman and 
Member of a State Public Service 
Commission or a Joint Commission 
shall retire at the age of sixty yeaas 
or hold office for a term of six years 
from the date on which they enter 
office, whichever is earlier. This has 
been the position ever since the Con¬ 
stitution came into force. 

As Hon Members are aware, in view 
of the status and functions assigned 
to Public Service Commissions under 
the Constitution, these Commissions 
have to be manned by persons of high 
calibre and integrity. To a great 
extent, this is possible only if tha 
conditions of service of the members 
are made sufficiently attractive. One 
of these conditions is that persons who 
are offered the posts should have an 
opportunity to serve for reasonably 
long periods. 

It is obligatory under the Constitu¬ 
tion to appoint on these Public Service 
Commissions, to the extent of one- 
half of the members, persons who have 
served under the Government of India 
or the Government of a State. 
Eminent persons belonging to tha 
academic sphere have also to be takea 
on the Commissions. 

In this context it is pertinent to 
note that the age of retirement of 
Government officers both at the Centre 
and in many States, has been raised 
from 86 to 88 years. Thus, the Gov¬ 
ernment aervants appointed on Hbtm 
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{Public Service Commissions would 
have only a tenure of two years after 
their retirement. Similarly, the age 
of retirement of University Professors 
etc., hug been raised to 60 years and 
it is difficult to attract them for being 
appointed as Members of the Public 
Service Commissions. Article 319 of 
the Constitution prohibits Members 
of Public Service Commissions from 
any employment under Government 
after retirement. This is a factor 
which renders the office somewhat 
unattractive unless one can hold the 
office up to a reasonable age. In 
order, therefore, to attract eminent 
persons both from Government service 
us well as academicians, it is proposed 
that the age of retirement of the 
Chairman and Members of the State 
Public Service Commissions may be 
raised from 60 to 62 years. The Bill 
seeks to provide for this by an amend¬ 
ment of Article 316(2) of the Constitu¬ 
tion.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Speaker, this is a Bill, which Is 
not very controversial, except what 
the hon. Minister, Shri Om Mehta, 
said while introducing the Bill. He 
said that an extension of two years 
has been given to get more matured 
persons. But the age is not the decid¬ 
ing factor, so far as maturity is con¬ 
cerned. We have seen people of 80 
years who are not mature, while 
there are people of 40 or 45 who are 
very.mature. Normally, we accept it 
that people become more experienced 
because, of their age and maturity 
cornea after a particular age. But, in 
this case, the extension is only by 
two years from 60 to 61 What fs 
the difference between 80 and 62? I 
can understand it, if you gay that 


you want to’give the Chairman and 
Members of the State Service Commis¬ 
sion two more years of service. But 
if you start increasing the age from 
58 to 60, from 60 to 62 and from 62 
to 65, there will hardly be a chance 
for the younger generation. The 
slogan that is now correctly given Is 
that the old men should retire In 
favour of the young. I welcome this 
slogan, even though I am old. It is 
not correct that every post should be 
held by old men, some of whom have 
reached even senility. I know that in 
this country there are people who 
are at the age of 90 and still very 
clear in their minds, but such eases 
are very few. Such exceptions should 
not make us decide on a policy. 

Para 2 of the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons says: 

‘The same article provides that 
one-half of the members of every 
Public Service Commission shall be 
employees of the Government of 
India or the Government of a State. 
The age of retirement of Govern¬ 
ment employees was 55 originally 
but was later raised to 58 in the case 
of All-India Services, Central Gov¬ 
ernment servants and the Govern¬ 
ment servants of several States. 
Membership of the Commission is 
no attraction, therefore, to them, 
as they will have only two year* 
to serve on the Commission which 
position is not desirable from the 
point of view of the efficient 
functioning of the Commission.** 

In that case, why not make it 65? 
Why raise it only to 62? Why not 
make it uniform at 65 for both the 
State and Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission? Why should there be any 
discrimination? I cannot understand 
this logic behind 62. 

While raising the age limit, we 
should expect more of efficiency from 
those persons. I do not want to < 
attribute any motives to those people, 
who are excellent men. Iu fhct, „4$te 
asnbers 1 of" tto ’ State and -tJNftMiV ’■ 
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Public Service Commission could not 
be criticised. 

We cannot say anything about them, 

but I still say that the °* t 

Members of the UPSC and the State 
Commissions is going down say by 
day. We want that these Members 
should not be influenced by any one, 
but I am surprised that people com 
to us sometimes asking us to approach 
the Chairman or Members of the 
UPSC. I tell them they are not 
approachable Suppose 1 want to in- 
fluence « Member, I wm be put behind 
bars, they can report against me. 
But they think that it can be done 
If there is an iota of truth in it, i 
should be properly investigated by 
Government, because formerly, 
■whether in the State or the Union 
Public Service Commission, nobody 
could touch them. People were 
virtually afraid Only those boys 
could succeed who were in the merit 
list. But if this impression goes about 
in the country that without having 
any merit, if the boy can possibly 
approach an MP. or a Minister, he can 
get selected by the UPSC or the State 
Commission, then the question of com¬ 
petition will not arise, and that will 
Se a very sad day for this county 
because efficiency will suffer at fee 
hands of nepotism and favouritism. 

I say this without casting any asper¬ 
sion on or imputing ajiy motive to 
the Members, that such things have 
come to light. 

A man retiring from a particular 
job is made a Member of a 
Commission, the UPSC or the State 
Commission. What happens is that 
the gentleman was serving in a parti¬ 
cular department or Ministry and he 
has e link wife that department or 
Ministry, with the result that some 
sort of favouritism might be shown. 


We have got an excellent Chair- 
nun her., Md it Is tie <tat th *‘ 
the Goverment realised that a 
technocrat, not actually * *«*«“«”*• 
should be the head ofthaCommissjon 
and in the States a 1 *® A, 
a*** public men with integrity, 


knowledge and intellect should be 
brought as Members of these C©«®Bfa®“ 
sions, and those who retire should not 
be generally accepted unless there 
a r e exceptional circumstances. There 
'may be a scientific officer having a 
very good record of service. If ha 
retires and he is known for his 
integrity and ability, his services may 
be used, but normally immediately 
after a person retires, he should not 
be made a Member of the Commission, 
either at the Centre or in the States. 

I feel that raising the age to 62 
should not mean that only the aged 
persons are the most efficient ones. 
That impression must be removed. I 
plead for th e younger generation 
because I feel that they are comig up 
very well. We find in this House that 
the young Ministers are so very 
efficient. Do we want the old men to 
continue? I should not be so. 

While supporting the Bill, I request 
that the basis for the difference in the 
age limits of fee Members of fee UPSC 
and the State Commissions must be 
clarified. There should be no difference 
between the one and the other.

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Malda): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, this Bill has been 
brought forward to extend the age of 
retirement of the Chairman and Mem¬ 
bers of a State Public Service Commis¬ 
sion from 60 to 62 years. We do not 
actually understand what i s the policy 
of the Government in regard to the 
fixation of the retirement age for the 
different categories of employees in the 
Central Government as well as in the 
State Government, in Public under¬ 
takings, in various other organizations 
of the States and the Union and also 
for the Members of the Public Service 
Commission. Now-a-day s very often 
w e hear that the age of retirement of 
the employees of the Union Govern¬ 
ment or State Government will be 55 
years or 58 years. During the early 
months of the Emergency, we were 
told that the age limit for the retire¬ 
ment of the government employees 
would be revised. Even a few days 
back in West Bengal we have heard 
that the age limit for the retirement 
of the employees of the Municipality 
will b e 50 years; after 50 years; it 
will be left to the discretion of the 
State Government or the Municipal 
Board to retire any employee or 
group of employees from the Mu¬ 
nicipality. Here again we have 
heard that the age of retirement 
of the Central Government employees 
will be 58 years and sometimes we hear 
that it will be revised to 55 years. The 
Ministers say in the Houses in different 
languages about the age of retirement 
of the government employees, and we 
hear something else in the newspaper, 
Every time these anomalies are coming 
up. 86, we want that the Ministry of 


Home Affairs and the Administrative 
Reforms unit should declare a policy 
as to the retirement age of the 
employees as a whole, the government 
employees, the judges, the Members of 
the Public Service Commission and 
also the other people engaged in. 
employment. 

This is also a policy that we fail to 
understand that a particular person, if 
found efficient, should be kept in 
employment till he has the capability 
to work or to live on, i.e., till the last 
day of his life. Actually we do not like 
to support this policy. Once a person 
having the opportunity and facility of 
getting better edcuation because of his 
family environment and the privileges 
that his parents were enjoying at his 
early age, is able to get into a good 
job through the Public Service Com¬ 
mission, he is considered a very 
efficient person. That seems to be 
the measurement of efficiency, 
now-a-days, of the people, i.e., whether 
a person has the facility and the 
opportunity at the early age to get 
better education and to appear in the 
competitive examination, and once 
he has entered that privileged section 
of the few people getting chances 
here and there and holding good 
offices in the Government, he is 
declared as efficient, and these people 
belonging to this privileged section 
are declared as th e only efficient 
persons and they are to hold office 
for the whole of their life. 

This is not actually a policy which 
would encourage other people and 
the students, those who have not had 
that facility or opportunity to exhibit 
or demonstrate their intelligence and 
efficiency. There should be a decen¬ 
tralisation of this sort of system of 
recruitment. Only a few persons have 
their influence or enjoy the facility 
of holding high offices and good offices 
in the government and they are de¬ 
clared as the only efficient persons. 
This cannot go on for long. Because 
he has earned that efficiency this way 
or that way, he should be kept In the 
employment for,the whole of Us lifer 
He will no^fece the realities of the* 
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life when out of employment, what 
other people are facing and how they 
are facing the keen competition of 
existence for their life in the open 
market, and these people will go on 
tn hold office for the whole of their 
lives? From 62 to 65 and then even 
after 65 years, they will be given 
opportunities here and there, to help 
this commission or that commission 
drawing honorarium. Though it has 
been stated that after retirement, 
they will not be eligible for any other 
office or employment, still we find 
that in the name of drawing only an 
honorarium they have been sent to 
many commissions. 

This monopoly of enjoying facilities, 
opportunities and benefits only by a 
particular few persons of a privileged 
class should go for ever and efficiency 
and merit should be judged from 
among the young people. Give them 
a chance. There may be some mis¬ 
takes r»! there may be some default 
on their part, but let them become 
experts also Let them acquire effi¬ 
ciency by their practice, by their 
struggle every day. They should also 
be given a chance of holding these 
offices. Only young people should be 
recruited for this purpose. 

The other thing is; with regard to 
recruitment and employment under 
the Public Service Commissions, row- 
a-days we find that a large number 
of employees, even in government 
departments as also In semi-govern¬ 
ment organizations, are being re¬ 
cruited by the organizations them¬ 
selves and their recruitment has been 
kept outside the purview of the Pub¬ 
lic Service Commissions. In most of 
the public undertakings we find that 
the individual public undertakings 
recruit their own personnel and the 
Public Service Commissions make re¬ 
cruitment only for a few selected 
posts for employment in the govern¬ 
ment service. So, there should be a 
standard of measurement and a 
standard of recruitment policy whe¬ 
ther it be in government service or 


in public sector undertakings. There 
are several institutions for,recruit¬ 
ment of the employees. For the Gov¬ 
ernment only a few posts are being 
recruited through the Public Service 
Commissions and a large number of 
them are recruited either departmen¬ 
tal^ o r through other machinery. 
The different undertakings make 
their own recruitment, and various 
other organizations, independently 
and individually go on recruiting 
their employees. So, I would suggest 
that there should be one co-ordinated 
body that will go on and verify the 
lists available from the Employment 
Exchanges and that co-ordinated or¬ 
ganization should make' recruitment 
both for the central services as well 
as for the State services. They can 
assess from the lists ag to what are 
the resources and merits available 
throughout the country from amongst 
those who are still unemployed. They 
can have an assessment of that and 
from amongst them, they may pre¬ 
pare a Panel for employment. And 
from that Panel, they cgn send the 
person s of merit and efficiency re¬ 
quired for the P 03 * to different orga¬ 
nisations. In that way, I think a 
larger number of people will get the 
opportunities and justice in the 
matter of employment or recruitment 
to posts. 

So, I would request the Department 
of Administrative Reforms Com¬ 
mission and tba Minister of Home 
Affairs to consider this aspect also 
for having a coordinated body for the 
recruitment of employees throughout 
the country for all organisations 
either in Central Government or in 
the public undertakings and other 
institutions. A panel may be pre¬ 
pared and the vacancies should be 
filled up from that panel 

In that way, I think the large num¬ 
ber of boys and those who are watt¬ 
ing for getting employment will get 
justice. 

With these words, I request the 
hon. Minister that while e p lmndng 
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the age limit of a Member, he keeps 
in mind the opportunity for getting 
it for the younger generation also. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): Mr. Speaker. Sir, I welcome 
this Bill. In doing so, I wish to offer 
a few remarks about Art. 316 of the 
Constitution. Originally, a s it stood, 
a Member of the Public Service Com¬ 
mission has to retire at the age of 60 
or on completion of six years’ term 
whichever is earlier. 

Now, the age-limit is being extend¬ 
ed to 62 to bring it in line with the 
retirement age of the high court 
judges. Their age-limit was raised 
to 62 by the Fifteenth amendment of 
the Constitution in 1963. Since then 
the Members of the P.S.Cs. have 
been naturally wanting that their 
age-limit too should be raised to 62 
Government, after a lapse of years, 
have agreed to that. I do not think 
that it will serve any purpose if a 
Member is appointed at the age of 54 
or so a s a Member because they have 
to retire after the six year term And 
so the enhancement of age limit will 
not help them at all. It will help 
only those officers who are appointed 
on the eve of retirement. That is, if 
an officer, at the age of 58, is appoint¬ 
ed, he will get four years. Therefore, 
T would suggest that since the age 
limit is raised to 62, the term 6 years 
or at the age of 62, whichever is earli¬ 
er may not be there and that may be 
removed. Every Member should re¬ 
tire at the age of 62. Suppose a per¬ 
son is considered to be very good and 
he is appointed at the age of 52 or 54. 
After six years, he should retire. He 
cannot have the benefit of enhance¬ 
ment of the age-limit for them. My 
submission is this. The High Court 
judges, on retirement, can practise— 
not in the same high court—In other 
high courts. Similarly, a Supreme 
Court judge cannot practise in the 
Supreme Court. But he can be ap¬ 
pointed as a Chairman of the Com¬ 
mission. 

He mat also become an arbitrator, 
wherate the Members of the PJS.C. 


after having accepted the member¬ 
ship of the Commission, is debarred 
and cannot serve anywhere either in 
the States or in the Union Govern¬ 
ment. Therefore, this condition of 
six years should be removed. 

I agree with the hon. Member when 
he said that there should not be any 
disparity as between members of the 
P.S.Cs. and the U.P.S.C. Sixty-two is 
the limit fixed for the Mcmbei = of 
the P.S.C and sixty-five for the Mem¬ 
bers of U.P.S.C. Why not you fix 65 
for everybody? After all, a Member 
of the P.S.C. can be promoted or 
transferred to the UPSC as a Mem¬ 
ber Another submission of mine on 
this Bill is this. 

Article 316 says:— 

"Provided that as nearly as may 
be one-half of the members of 
every Public Service Commission 
shall be persons who at the dates of 
their respective appointments have 
held office for at least ten years..” 

That means if there ar e three Mem¬ 
bers in P.S.C., one at least should be 
a Government officer of not less than 
ten years. The qualification of the 
two other Members is not laid down. 

I think nothing is said about the 
academicians. Therefore, I submit 
that of the other two Members, one 
member should be either from the 
Scheduled Castes or from the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes. 

If you read Art. 164 of the Consti¬ 
tution, you will find that in the States 
of Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and Orissa, 
there should be a Minister separately 
in charge of tribal welfare who will 
also look after the welfare of the 
scheduled castes and other backward 
classes. Like that, why not we think 
of having one Member where the tri¬ 
bal population is preponderant front 
the scheduled tribes and from the 
scheduled castes where the scheduled 
castes are preponderant—in the other 
states? This will allay the fears of 
the weaker sections and the member 
can also keep a watch over the re¬ 
cruitment. 
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In Orissa, we got a Member from 
the scheduled tribes. He is a Law 
Graduate. He was a member of this 
House for 10 years and then he was 
the Minister in the State for five 
years. He was appointed as a Mem¬ 
ber of Orissa Public Service Commis¬ 
sion two or three years ago. The 
Chairman of the Orissa Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission died. But, this 
member, who is a S.T., war not ap¬ 
pointed as Chairman but <,ome one 
else was appointed as Chairman. I am 
not holding a brief for him. I am 
only stating the facts as to how the 
weaker sections’ claim is being Ig¬ 
nored. 

It is for the consideration of the 
Government. I do not expect the Mi¬ 
nister to reply off-hand but I have 
placed these suggestions to be consi¬ 
dered by the Government at an app¬ 
ropriate time. 

Sir, I would also like to suggest 
that one member out of the three 
members of a Public Service Com¬ 
mission should be from another State. 
This will bring a certain amount of 
objectivity in appointments and se¬ 
lections. 

Sir, Railways have their own Ser¬ 
vice Commission. Now, the nationa¬ 
lised banks ar e asking for a separate 
Service Commission. This duplica¬ 
tion of commissions, in my view, will 
not add to the efficiency of the re¬ 
cruitment policy. In the reports sub¬ 
mitted by the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Committee we find 
certain grievances having been men¬ 
tioned about the recruitment of weak¬ 
er sections. The Government should 
have an integrated outlook on all 
these matters. With these suggestions, 
X support this Bill, 

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR (Dindl- 
gul): Mr. Speaker, Sir, although 1 
support this Bill yet 1 want to make 
pertain suggestions to be considered 


by the Government and the hon. Mi¬ 
nister before the passing of this Bill. 

Now we are raising the age of these 
members from 60 to 62. The Central 
and State Government servants were 
allowed to work up to 55 years of age 
previously. Now, the age has been 
raised to 58 years. Similarly, the 
High Court judges’ age has been rais¬ 
ed from 60 to 62. As such, it is better 
to have an identical rise in the re¬ 
tirement age of these public service 
commission members. But, Sir, in 
the recent years we are talking much 
for younger generations. So far as 
my personal opinion is concerned, the 
directly appointed or selected IAS, 
IPS and IFS officers are more efficient 
in serving the public without fear and 
favour. I do not blame the elderly 
people. They may be more wise and 
experienced but we must not cut the 
opportunities to be provided to the 
younger generations. Take for ins¬ 
tance, the younger Ministers are more 
efficient and energetic. I do not say 
the elder Ministers are not working 
but the younger Ministers can afford 
to work more and more. They have 
the energy to work. Sir, we must 
consider that more chances and op¬ 
portunities should be provided to 
younger generations but I do not ob¬ 
ject to this raising of age. 

Then I want to say a few 
words about the Tamil Nadu Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission. I do not 
blame any member presently func¬ 
tioning there; I do not blame any¬ 
body directly, because we are not at 
all aware whether these things are 
going on. even now. As the hon. Mi¬ 
nister knows fully, under the previ¬ 
ous regime, Group I posts, Deputy 
Collector, Deputy Superintendent etc,, 
were sold in th e open market for 
Rs, 25,000 each, Group H for Rs. 15,000 
each, Group III for Rs, 10,000 each 
and Group IV—clerical posts—were 
sold for Rs. 5,000 each. The present 
Chairman and members were serving 
under the previous regime. I do not 
bring any charge against them. They 
were dancing and acting to the tube 
of the previous regime, Thar tear* 
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not at all allowed to function inde¬ 
pendently. The previous regime was 
directing the Tamil Nadu Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission Chairman' and mem- 
bars to select their own people not on 
merits, not on the basis of education, 
not On the consideration of the can¬ 
didates being of the Backward Class¬ 
es or Scheduled Castes, but on the 
basis of some consideration. I would 
ask the Minister to verify how many 
Scheduled Caste people were selected 
for Group I, II, III and IV in Tamil 
Nadu from 1969 to 1976. They were 
.selected not on merit but on some 
other consideration we all know what 
that consideration was. So, I would 
request the hon. Minister to look into 
the matter and see whether the pre¬ 
sent Commission is working indepen¬ 
dently, honestly, purely and in a 
straightforward manner without in¬ 
terference from any political party 
Including our parties, the ADMK, 
Congress Party or the Communist 
Party. Politicians should not over¬ 
power them by recommending un¬ 
qualified persons to be selected for 
responsible services like Group 1, 
Group II and other posts. 

So far as the present state of affairs 
is concerned, we do not know what is 
happening. But the people of Tamil 
Nadu strongly, reasonably and reliab¬ 
ly suspect that the old thing may 
continue and educated people cannot 
get chance as they did not get chance 
from 1969 to 1976. I would, there¬ 
fore, request th e Minister to verify 
from the present Chairman and mem¬ 
bers whether they are making their 
selections purely on the ground of 
merits of the applicants and candi¬ 
dates or otherwise. 

One word more about the Tamil 
Nadu Public .Service Commission. 
They are doing the work mechanical¬ 
ly and very slowly. They held writt¬ 
en test or- examination three years 
ago. Students and candidates had 
appeared long ago. They have passed 
the examination and results are an¬ 
nounced. But the appointments are 
made after five years, three years or 


two years. Appointments are made 
on the basis of payment of money to 
so many people inside and outride. 

So I request the Minister to see 
that corruption and corrupt practices 
in Tamil Nadu are completely rooted 
out at least at this stage. 

I also request the hon. Minister, 
who is very famous in Tamil Nadu, 
who is a very appreciated personality 
in Tamil Nadu, to look into these 
matters and take remedial steps and 
also to purify the Public Service 
Commission. With these words, I 
support the Bill. 

SHE! B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
1 extend my support to this Constitu¬ 
tion Amendment Bill. Many of the 
melnbers ar e perhaps under the 
mistaken belief that this Amendment 
Bill will debar or discourage the 
recruitment of young, talented 
persons from becoming members of 
the Public Service Commission. There 
is nothing either in the amendment 
or in the original Constitution which 
prevents the Governor or the Presi¬ 
dent from recruiting younger persons. 
What it says is that half of the 
strength of the Public Service Com¬ 
mission shall be of those persons who 
have served at least for ten years 
either under the State Service or 
under the Central Service. 

Shri Daga today has suddenly 
emerged as a new advocate of 
socialist pattern and equality. In all 
the other spheres he has been advo¬ 
cating th e cause of class interest. 
Now, complete equality is impossible 
not only in governmental structure 
which Is based on mixed economy. 
It is also not possible in socialist 
countries. The limited object of this 
Bill is only one; the age of chairmen 
and members of the public service 
commission should be raised from 60 
to 62, that is the age of retirement. 
The reason is that when they cease to 
hold the office i n the public service 
commission according to the constitu¬ 
tion they are ineligible to be employed 
on any governmental posts. AJftar 
retirement other categories of gov- 
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ernment servants can be appointed to 
various jobs. A district judge can be 
re-employed as a judge of an indust¬ 
rial tribunal or a labour tribunal. A 
High Court judge is eligible to 
practise in the Supreme Court after 
retirement; he can also be made a 
judge of *he Supreme Court. Those 
who retire as members of the public 
service commission will not gc; nny 
job. In order to attract talented 
people, it is thought necessary to raise 
the age from 60 to 62. I think it is 
a salutary provision; it should have 
been provided much earlier. However, 
better late than never. I therefore 
welcome this provision. 

This occasion has been utilised for 
criticising the functioning of the state 
public service commissions. I am in 
a position neither to refute nor to 
affirm what they had said. It must 
be said to the credit of the Public 
Service Commission of India that it 
has stood the test of time and if lapses 
Or deviations or deflections from the 
right typo of conduct have occurred 
our share in the matter is none 
the less because if the state 
governments themselves have in¬ 
dulged In indiscriminate jobbery and 
nepotism without caring for public 
interest what else could be expected 
of the members of the public service 
commission who are nobody else than 
the creature of the government itself? 
Therefore, all should combine—the 
politicians, ministers, members of the 
legislature, to ensure fair and efficient 
functioning of the public service com¬ 
missions. 

Smooth, efficient and impartial 
running of government does require 
maintenance of independent, impar¬ 
tial and efficient service cadres and 
that can be ensured only when we 
ensure the right type of persons to 
be included as members of the public 
service commission. This is a limited 
Bill and I do not want to take more 
of your time; I finish by extending 
once more my wholehearted support 
to this Bill.

SHRI B. V. NAJX (Kanara): I feel 
that the Constitution (Amendment) 
Bill extends by two more years the 
age limit of the Members of the 
State Service Commissions, as has 
been said, to make the post more at¬ 
tractive, but I think that the hon. 
Minister should kindly see that the 
Members of the Public Service Com¬ 
mission must also be attractive enough 
for adorning that post, then only will 
they be in a position to deserve it. 

One of the things that the public 
service commissions have got to be 
made more effective, because they 
control the vital services, is that, at 
present, the functioning of most of the 
public service commissions at the 
State level has been having very many 
things to be desired. It is a fact that 
when it cornea to the consideration of 
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merit, leaving aside other considera¬ 
tions, even within the reserved seats, 
there has got to be the consideration 
of merit. If you want to find out me¬ 
ritorious candidates amongs the can¬ 
didates who have to select a group 
of persons for a number of jobs, it 
means that the most meritorious peo¬ 
ple should be there and they should 
constitute the public service commis¬ 
sions. We are not at all certain that 
in selecting the selectors, the various 
State Govemmentr have done their 
job. So, until and unless, the com¬ 
position of the public service com¬ 
mission is improved mere making the 
service conditions for these members 
more attractive is not going to serve 
the purpose. 

The time has come when it is not 
a question whether merit alone is con¬ 
cerned, all other factors being equal. It 
is now the percentage of merit of the 
c’mdi'Wes, how many of the candi¬ 
dates who have been selected are 
selected on the basis of merit and how 
many of them on considerations other 
than merit. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER- Which 
candidates? Candidates for the mem¬ 
bership of the public service commis¬ 
sion? 

SHRI B V NAIK: I am saying 
about the candidates who are selected 
for the various services. 

MR DEPUTY SPEAKER: We are 
talking of the extension of age of tha 
members of the public service commis¬ 
sion. W e are not talking of other 
services. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: All these 
things come up on account of the fact 
that public service commissions at 
the various levels have not been per¬ 
forming according to the desires of the 
Constitution makers. It is in order to 
improve their functioning that we are 
•eying today that the people who are 


once tu.’o should be in a position to 
be there till the age of 62 or six years 
of service, whichever is less. 

When w e come to the functioning 
of various service commissions, as 
was suggested by some of the hon. 
Members, there is the railway service 
commission; there is the banking ser¬ 
vice commission and there are separate 
recruitments for various posts. As 
long as our requirements for the 
governance of our country are limited, 
we can welcome a measure of non¬ 
specialisation in regard to the services. 
Now, the requirements of banking are 
different; the requirements of public 
sector agencies are different, the re¬ 
quirements of the railways are dif- 
feient So, under the circumstances, 
even in spite of the fact of the inte¬ 
gration and such other lofty ideals, 
the clubbing together of the functions 
in one singular agency, might, at 
the present juncture, create more of 
difficulties in as much as the specialis¬ 
ed requirements of the varoius sec¬ 
tors are not looked into 

In brief in the management termi¬ 
nology, the recruitment is a function 
essentially of the management. In the 
management of the government, there¬ 
fore, to have recruitment in the hands 
of a group of people who are ulti¬ 
mately not responsible for the manage 
ment of the government may be called 
actually as bad managem n nt. I would 
say, in the broader perspective and 
in the historical persnective, the 
public sei-.ice commissions both St 
the Centre and in the States are the 
left-over and the hangover of the 
colonial tvpe of administration and, 
for the current needs of the public, 
private and other sectors of our eco¬ 
nomy as well as the service, the func¬ 
tions of the service commissions per 
se would be extremely limited. 

X hope at the time when we take up 
modernisation of the Government and 
the services, some more thought will 
be applied in regard to the Service 
Commissions and their composition. 
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SHRI OM MEHTA: Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, I am thankful to the hon. 
Members on both tides of the House 
-who have supported this Bill. 

A few points have been raised. Mr. 
Sokhl said that it should be made more 
attractive or something like that. I 
must tell him that we are raising the 
retirement age of the Members of the 
Public Service Commission from 60 
years to 62 years, only to make the 
job more attractive. We have found 
that in the Universities they have 
raised the retirement age to 60 years 
and, therefore, it is very difficult to 
get academicians from Universities 
for appointment to the Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission, and when we do not 
get them, it becomes difficult to get 
proper persons for the proper job. It 
was only keeping that in view that 
we thought that the retirement age 
of the Members of the Public Service 
Commission should be raised to 62 
years, so that we can get more and 
more people from the academic circle 
and these appointments are made 
more and more attractive. 

It has been asked as to why we 
ahould not taise it to 65 years equiva¬ 
lent to the age of retirement of the 
Members of the Union Public Service 
Commission. I must say here that the 
judges of the State High Courts re¬ 
tire at the age of 62 years, and when 
we come to the Supreme Court, we 
find that the retirement age of the 
Supreme Court judges is 65 years. This 
has been kept only for this purpose; 
when toe judges are in the State 
High Courts, they get some experience 
of trying cases, and if some of them 
prove themselves to be very good, 
they can tie selected for the Supreme 
Court. Like that, in the case of state 
public service Commission Members 
also, when they retire at the age of 
62 years—with the passing of this Con¬ 
stitution Amendment Bill—if Govern¬ 
ment find that sente of them have 
done exceptionally good work, they 
nan lie taken in toe Unteh Service 
Commission wm* they cam go trpto 
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65 years. So, this difference in the re¬ 
tirement age is there between the 
judges of the High Courts end toe 
judges of the Supreme Court Simi¬ 
larly, we have kept this difference in 
the retirement age between the Mem¬ 
bers of the State public service Cam- 
mission and the Members of the U. 
P. S. C. 

It has been said that some younger 
people should be attracted to it. There 
are two difficulties in the younger 
people coming to this. One is that 
the Constitution has put a bar that 
those who enter the public Service 
Commission and the Union Public 
Service Commission cannot take any 
other service after that, if a younger 
person comes there, the condition is 
that he has to retire either after com¬ 
pleting six years so that he does not 
monopolise it or when he has com¬ 
pleted the age of 62 years in the case 
of PSC—if this Constitution Amend¬ 
ment Bill is passed. Article 319 of the 
Constitution prohibits Members of 
the Public Service Commissions from 
taking up any employment under 
Government after their retirement. 
This provision has been made to 
ensure impartiality and independence 
of Members of PSCs. This restriction 
being there, it is very difficult to.... 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Can a professor not go back in the 
University after working in the Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission? 

SHRI OM MEHTA; The age of re¬ 
tirement there is 60 years. Naturally 
if he retired at the age of 62 or 65 
here ... 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (Banner): 
If you take a young professor in the 
Commission, after working in to# 
Commission, can he go back <o to# 
university? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: We shall ex- 
mine that; I am not definite whether 
He can go Hack to that service «r not 
But h# cannot take up any adfvfoe 
under the CtovetaaMfct 
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A suggestion has been mad e by Mr. 
Banerjee: why not give extension of 
one or two years if we find that a 
particular person is doing his job very 
Well. 1 would like to point out that 
this is a Constitutional provision. 
Government cannot giv e extension of 
one or two years after 62 years—after 
the House decides that the age of re¬ 
tirement will be raised to 62 years. 

Shri Jaganatha Rao suggested that 
a Scheduled Caste and Scheduled 
Tribe Member should also be on the 
Service Commissions. I have got the 
figures which have been given by the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Commissioner in his report, 
that upto 1973-74, the total number 
of Public Service Commission Mem¬ 
bers is 80 out of which 9 belong to 
Scheduled Castes and 9 belong to 
Scheduled Tribes. That comes to 
22.25 per cent. And in the Union 
Public Service Commission also we 
are keeping this in view so that at 
any time there is a member from the 
Scheduled Castes and one from the 
Scheduled Tribes. .... 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN 
(Madurai): Mr Singaravelu is a 
Scheduled Caste man. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: Until recently 
Shri A. K. Dhan had been a member. 
He comes from Scheduled Tribes. 
Therefore, we ar e keeping this in 
view that our friends from Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes get due 
representation. 

Another matter has been raised 
about the Banking Service Com¬ 
mission apd the Railways Services 
Commission. I think there is some 
misapprehension and I must make it 
clear that through the Railway Ser¬ 
vice Commission only'recruitment to 
Class Hi posts Is done. For I 
and U posts in the railways it is the 
UPSC which makes the recruitment. 


About the Banking Service Com¬ 
mission, because the jobs are of ft 
technical nature, recently the House 
has passed a BUI that there should 
he a separate Banking Services Com¬ 
mission. So, naturally being a service 
of specialised nature, it is kept out 
of the purview of the UPSC. 

«• 

A point has been raised about 
recruitment in the public undertak¬ 
ings also. This was one of the recom¬ 
mendations of the Administrative Re¬ 
forms Commission false but earlier 
the Government did not accept it. As 
there has been a demand raised that 
the UPSC should recruit for public 
sector also, we will examine it and 
find out wnether it is possible to make 
recruitment through the Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission and take the pro¬ 
posal to the Cabinet. 

Shri Maya Thevar has raised a very 
important point and that is that in. 
Tamil Nadu the Members of the Pub¬ 
lic Service Ccmmision who are there, 
are recruiting persons by getting 
bribes and taking money and other 
things. We do not know the veracity 
of this charge but this charge has 
been made on the floor of the House 
that the people recruited are not the 
best people or the fittest people but 
people who can pay more. Our Con¬ 
stitution-makers kept such conting¬ 
encies in view and they have said that 
corrupt practices and irregularities 
amongst the Public Service Com¬ 
mission Members shall be dealt with 
under Article 317. Under Art 317“ 
there is a provision for the President 
to remove the Chairman and Mem¬ 
bers of the UPSC as well as the 
State Service Commissions after mak¬ 
ing a reference to the Supreme Court 
or holding a n inquiry and sending 
its report Specific allegations against 
individual Chairmen and Members 
can be processed in this manner. In 
the Constitution there is a provision— 
Art 317 which says: 

1 t 

"<!) Subject to the provisions of 

clause (8), the Chairman or any 
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other member of a Public Service 
Commission shall only be removed 
from his office by order of the 
President on the ground of misbe¬ 
haviour after the Supreme Court, 
on reference being made to 
it by the President, has, on inquiry 
held in accordance with the pro¬ 
cedure prescribed in that behalf 
under aiticle 145, reported that the 
Chairman or such other member, 
as the case may be, ought on any 
such ground to be removed. 

* • * 

(3) Notwithstanding anything in 
clause (1), the President may by 
order remov e from office the Chair¬ 
man or any other member of a 
Public Service Commission if the 
Chairman or such other member, 
as the case may be¬ 
ta) is adjudged an insolvent; or 

(b) engages during his term of 
office in any paid employment 
outside the duties of his office; 
or 

(c) is, in the opinion of the 
President, unfit to continue in 
office by reason of infirmity of 
mind or body." 

So, Sir, our Constitution makers, 
the founding fathers of our Constitu¬ 
tion, have already kept a provision 
in the Constitution. If there are speci¬ 
fic charges, those charges are brought 
before the President who refers them 
to the Supreme Court. Then, on the 
advice of the Supreme Court, the 
Member of the UPSC or PSC can 
be removed from office. 

These are the few points which 
have been raised. 1 think I have tried 
to cover all the points. The other mat¬ 
ter which has been raised is why not 
retire everyone at the age of 62. It 
is not feasible. When we have fixed 
the age at 63 for UPSC members, 
how can we bring it down to 62. This 
sixtyfive has been fixed under the 
Constitution-! 


SHRi VASANT SATHE; By amend¬ 
ing the Constitution, this can be done. 

SHRI OM METHA: Why should it 
be brought down? I have already said 
that if Mr. Satb e is experienced and 
if he is appointed in the Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission, he may continue 
there till he attains the age of 62. 
There is no question of making any 
provision of half the members from 
the service and half from the ex¬ 
perts in the field. The Member of 
Parliament has a right to be a mem¬ 
ber of the P. S. C. if he is selected 
by the State Governments or by the 
Union Government. There is no ques¬ 
tion that he is debarred from being 
appointed The only thing is that up 
to the ag e of 62, he can remain in 
Public Service Commission of the 
State; if he proves that he is com¬ 
petent «nd very intelligent, then he 
can be taken in th e U. P. S. C. and he 
can remain there and retire at the 
age of 65. There is no bar for a Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament to be a Member of 
the U P. S. C. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: In our 
country younger people are now 
demanding that the age should be 
lowered down. Older people must 
retire and make room for younger 
people. You are making room for the 
older people. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: There is a 
provision that he can continue in the 
Public Service Commission only for 
a period of six years. If a younger 
person is taken at the age of forty, 
he can continue upto forty-six and 
then he will retire from the Public 
Service Commission. Younger people 
won’t like to go to Public Service 
Commission because they won’t be 
able to take any other job 'after 46. 
It would be difficult for the people 
to retire from service at the 6ge of 
forty-six. (Interruptions). At least 
they cannot go and join any govern¬ 
ment service. 

Shri Hari Singh said that all*"'gazet¬ 
ted officers should be rortitted through 
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the U.P.S.C. That is being, done. In 
all services, whether it is in the IAS 
or IPS Indian Forest Service, or other 
Central Services, they are being rec¬ 
ruited through the U.P.S.C. Similar¬ 
ly, in the States also, all the gazet¬ 
ted officers are being recruited through 
their respective Public Service Com¬ 
missions. 


About selecting the selectors, Mr. 
Naik said that we have to be careful 
about selecting the selectors. I can 
assure him that to the best of our 
ability, we are trying to select the 
most competent people.

We do not take 
the percentage of an individual state 
but w e go by the percentage of the 
population of the whole country.

SHRI OM MEHTA: There is not 
an agreed principle but it is by con¬ 
vention. 

SHRIMATI SAVITRI SHYAM 
(Aonla): Is there any lady member 
in these commissions? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: Sir, nobody 
raised this point when the debate was 
going on. I will have to find out 
about this. The other day some pub¬ 
lic service commission member met 
me and tol<| me that in the Punjab 
Public Service Commission there is a 
lady member and also a scheduled 
caste member. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN: Sir, 
the hon. Minister mentioned in his 
reply that one hon. Member, Shri 
Mayathevar made a remark that the 
Chairman and the members of the 
Madras Public Service Commission are 
taking bribes. This is an unfor¬ 
tunate remark. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You are 
not to make a speech. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Sir, the 
point made by Savittt jl is very rele¬ 
vant because member alter member 
has suggested that the term of the 
member in the Public Service Com¬ 
mission should b e made more attrac¬ 
tive. I believe ft is from that point 

of view that she suggested that in

very important and its importance has 
been enshrined in the Constitution by 
making them independent through a 
constitutional provision. Therefore it 
is important that thpse who are mem¬ 
bers of the public service commissions 
are attracted not only in terras 61 wait¬ 
ing to be there for two years more but 
also in terms of wanting to be there 
to serve and do one of the highest 
duties. The role of the state is in¬ 
creasing rapidly; we are in a welfare 
state situation all over the world, and 
those of us who believe in the right 
kind of socialist order, just and egalita¬ 
rian order, feel that the state’s role 
will have to be more active and more 
assertive. That means that the ad¬ 
ministration has to be expanded and it 
is to be manned by people who are 
competent. Any administration has 
four hall-marks; integrity, impartiality, 
incorruptibility and anonymity, these 
are four pillars of any administration.

Then, Sir, I do not know why the 
Minister hag not made it unifor mly 05 
years of age for all. Why should the 
state Public Service Commissions' 
Memhers retire at what is now propos¬ 
ed at 62 years and the Union Public 
Service Commission’s Members at 65? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He hag al¬ 
ready explained it. You were not pre¬ 
sent then. You know the scope of the 
third reading. No new point should 
be brought in at this time. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: My last 
point is that service conditions must 
be made more honourable and the at¬ 
mosphere of their work should be 
made more independent. If that hap¬ 
pens, the job will be more attractive, 
not merely by lengthening it by 2 
more years. 

SHRI OM MEHTA; Sir, I have re¬ 
plied to most of the points he raised.

FIFTH SCHEDULE TO THE CONS¬ 
TITUTION (AMENDMENT) BILL 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; We now 
take up the Fifth Schedule to the 
Constitution (Amendment) BUI. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS, DE¬ 
PARTMENT OF PERSONNEL \ND 
ADMINISTRATIVE REFORMS AND 
DEPARTMENT OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI OM MEHTA): I beg 
to move: 

-That the Bill further to amend 
.the Fifth Schedule to the Constitu¬ 
tion of India, be taken into conside¬ 
ration.” 

I may invite the attention of the House 
to the fact that the founding fathers 
of our Constitution made very special 
provision for the tribal areas and the 
tribal communities. It has been our 
■endeavour to enable these simple peo¬ 
ple to join the mainstream of national 
life. But, at the same time, we have 
-considered it essential to ensure that 
they develop according to their own 
genius and retaip their distintive cul¬ 
ture and way of life. 

Tt was clear that the general laws 
meant for advanced areas may not suit 
the simple tribals. The flexibility of 
the administration may become a big 
burden to them. These were the prin¬ 
ciples enunciated by the greatest 
humanist of our age, Pandit Jawahar- 
lai Nehru. These have been the guid¬ 
ing light of our policy. The framers 
of the Constitution were also aware of 
the fact that sometimes vested inte¬ 
rests manoeuvre within the foimal 
legal frames; they take advantage of 
•uncertainties and indecisions. The 
Instrument of protection itself, theie- 
■fore, should be equally flexible. 

These requirements wer e given the 
legal form in the Fifth Schedule, 
•which provided for framing of special 
regulations, These Regulations have 
the force of law passed by Parlia¬ 


ment or the State Legislatures. The 
Regulations can amend the existing 
laws, they can make the existing laws 
inapplicable in any part of the Sche¬ 
duled Areas. The basic objective of 
this arrangement is quite clear. In¬ 
stead of simple people adjusting to 
the complex laws, let the laws be 
adapted to their needs. 

Two Orders under the Schedule, 
were issued by the President in 1950. 
Certain area<? in the erstwhile Part A 
and Part B States were scheduled. 
These Schedules continued to be sche¬ 
duled practically unchanged. It is only 
recently, in November last year, that 
some new areas have been scheduled 
in Himachal Fradesh. 

The Hous e is well aware about our 
new effort for tribal development un¬ 
der the inspiring leadership of our 
Prime Minister. This is the new 
strategy adopted in the Fifth Plan for 
developing these areas in an integrat¬ 
ed manner through the process of 
sub-planning. Our review shows 
that the existing Scheduled Areas 
covered about 2.42 lakh sq. km. The 
tribal population in these areas is 
about 1.34 crores, or about 44 per cent 
of cur total tribal population. The 
sub-plans will now embrace all tri¬ 
bal majority areas and will cover 
about 3.3 lakh sq. km. a tribal popu¬ 
lation of about 2.50 crores, i.e., about 
two-thirds of the total tribal popu¬ 
lation. These figures would show 
that in th e States where scheduled 
areas were scheduled already, the 
Sub-Plan area is larger, than the 
scheduled area. In other words, some 
portions of the area under the Sub- 
Plan are not at present covered By 
th e Fifth Schedule in such States. 
For effective implementation of the 
economic programmes and for pro¬ 
tecting the tribals during the transi¬ 
tional period, it is necessary that the 
benefits of the arrangements under 
the Fifth Plan are extended to that 
portion of the Sub-Plan area in such 
States which is outside the sche¬ 
duled area. Not only this. The 
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benefits o t integrated development 
u nder the new strategy would not be 
there unless the entire Sub-Plan in 
States is scheduled. The pur¬ 
pose of bringing forward this legisla¬ 
tion is to achieve this basic objec¬ 
tive. 

The Fifth Schedule enjoins spe¬ 
cial responsibility on the Central 
Government. There is a provision 
for giving of directions for the good 
adminish-atiop of these areas. The 
Governor also assumes special res¬ 
ponsibility. He is required to make 
an annual assessment of the deve¬ 
lopment of oil these areas and report 
to Parliament. Thus, the progress in 
the field i s constantly watched and 
regulated. The amendment of the 
Fifth Schedule will enable us to 
rationalise the situation according 
to the new icquirements It will help 
us in laying a strong foundation for 
the faster development of the simple 
tribal people. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Motion 
moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Fifth Schedule to the Consti¬ 
tution of India, be taken into con¬ 
sideration”. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East): I generally support this 
Fifth Schedule (Amendment) Bill, 
hut I do not consider it to be com¬ 
prehensive, because it has been 
brought here in view of the Tribal 
Sub-Plan only. After the formulation 
of the Tribal Sub-Plan they wanted 
to extend those facilities to certain 
areas and they wanted to see the new 
areas brought under the Fifth Sche¬ 
dule. But if the Government is 
sincere in looking after the interests 
of the tribal people, their first and 
foremost duty would be to see what 
tribal atcas are to be brought under 
the Fifth Schedule of the Constitu¬ 
tion. • After defining the areas in 
all the States, which is absolutely 


necessary, the Government should 
plan and. allocate 1 money according: 
to the needs of the particular situa¬ 
tion of the tribal people, but here 
it is done haphazardly, because Mr. 
Om Mehta himself says that the tri¬ 
bal area which is outside the Fifth 
Schedule of the Constitution is lar¬ 
ger than the tribal population which 
used to live m the Fifth Schedule 
areas. Our demand has always been, 
that the areas where there is a* 
preponderence of tribal population 
should be brought under TfTe FifCh 
Schedule of the Constitution. He 
gave us the information that very re¬ 
cently certain areas of Himachal 
Pradesh have beer, brought under the 
Fifth Schedule. Three or four yeaTg- 
before, the Himachal Pradesh As¬ 
sembly adopted a Resolution request¬ 
ing the Central Government to ac¬ 
cept it, but the> have delayed the- 
matter. 

Then there are so many places in 
India—take my own State of Tripura- 
—where the tribal population cons¬ 
titutes even now 30 per cent, after 
the heavy influx of refugees. But 
before 1947, the tribal population 
constituted 80 per cent of the total 
population. Still now, it is 30 per 
cent 

15.00 hrs. 

There are areas where the tribal, 
populations are very much concen¬ 
trated. Taking advantage of the con¬ 
stitutional provision, the areas where' 
there is 5o per cent or more tribal 
population, those areas can be decla¬ 
red as scheduled areas. Now, in many 
States what the administration has 
done is that hexause the tribal people 
generally are cancentrated in the hill 
regions and almost all the hill regions 
are divided by high hills, they have 
divided and sub-divided the districts 
or the divisions in that way. What 
they did in my State was that they 
difurcaled a pert of the sub-division 
of Khowai and a part of the sub¬ 
division of Sadar which are tribal 
areas and they were taken, along with:

other areas with the result that the 
tribal population in those areas be¬ 
came less than 50 per cent and, there¬ 
fore, those areas could not be decla¬ 
red as scheduled areas. Why should 
the tribal areas be bifurcated like 
that? If ther e is a concentration of 
tribal population in an area, that 
entire tribal area should be taken as 
a unit and declared as a scheduled 
area. If you follow this principle, I 
can give you a guarantee that no 
many tribal areas in so many States 
consisting of 30,000 or 40,00o or 1 
lakh tribals can be declared as 
-scheduled areas according to the pro¬ 
vision of the constitution, according 
to the principle you are following 
now. But you are not following 
that principle. 

Now, by bringing forward this 
Bill, when you are going to extend 
the Fifth Schedule, when you are 
going to bring certain areas in the 
Fifth Schedule, I want the hon. 
Minister to clarify the position whe¬ 
ther he is going to form more schedu. 
led areas or he is going to include 
certain areas in the existing Fifth 
Schedule. When he replies, let him 
clarify this point. 

Apart from that, even if you ex¬ 
tend the Fifth Schedule to other 
areas, I do not think only by that 
provision, the tribal people will be 
benefited. There is hardly any scope 
for the tribal people to take part 
actively iq the developmental work 
of that particular area. It is because 
in the Fifth Schedule, there are cer¬ 
tain regulations, certain restrictions, 
on the transfer of land of such like 
things. There is no provision for the 
tribal people to actively participate 
in the developmental work there. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: There is the 
* Council. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: The 
Council is under the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee and tile Advisory Committee 
ban nothing to do with It. 


SHRI OM MEHTA: You cannot say 
that there is no provision. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: If you 
want to give better scope for the 
tribal people to take, active part in 
the developmental work, you have 
to extend the Sixth Schedule of the 
Constitution. The Sixth Schedule of 
the Constitution is applicable to only 
some areas. It was applicable to 
Assam earlier. Now # they have ail 
become States. So, you have to ex¬ 
tend the Sixth Schedule to all the 
tribal belts where there is a concen¬ 
tration of tribal people. Then only 
the tribal people can take part acti¬ 
vely in the developmental work. 
You might have some advisory com¬ 
mittee; you might have some expert 
committee and things like that. The 
tribal people may be invited to take 
some part. But actually what will be 
their function? Their function will be 
to ditto what the official says. They 
have no voice at all. So, in these sub¬ 
plans also, the real participation of 
the tribal people will not be there. 
These sub-plans will be executed 
through the officials, through the 
bureaucratic machinery. 

Some individuals may be essociated 
as advisers or associate members 
with some Committees here and there, 
but actually I do not call it a full 
participation of the tribal people in 
their developmental work. You have 
to change the entir e attitude. Your 
approach towards the tribal areas Has 
been absolutely wrong, according to 
my understanding. The tribal people 
should not be treated like that. In 
a limited way you are going to give 
some benefit to the tribal people. That 
is why I support the Bill, but I want 
the Government to come forward 
with a more comprehensive Bill if 
they want to giv e real benefit to the 
tribal people. 

I know, there ere certain restric¬ 
tions on tranter of land... 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I must inform 
the hon. Member that Mr. Kattik 
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Oraon, a Member of this House, is the 
Deputy Chairman of the Ranchi 
Board which we have constituted for 
the tribals. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: What 
about my State. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: In your Stale, 
there is dispersed population. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: It is not 
a dispersed population, i invite any 
expert from the Central Government; 
I will be physically present and 1 
will show that the areas are com¬ 
pletely concentrated. You divided 
them. Khowai and Sadar Sub-divi¬ 
sions are divided by Barmore hills, 
and in the plains, the non-tribal peo¬ 
ple are in majority. You cut out one 
area and say, here is less tribal popu¬ 
lation. Another part was joined with 
plain areas and you formed a tehsil 
and say that in most tehsils non- 
tribals are in majority. But that is 
not the position. 

When you demarcated the boundaries 
of these districts and tehsils, there 
was some defective method followed, 
there wer e some motives behind it, 
just to show to people that there was 
no concentrated tribal areas in our 
State. 

Now, there is a Land Reforms 
Act, and there is restriction on the 
transfer of tiibal lands to non-tribal 
people. According to the 20-point pro¬ 
gramme, certain lands were supposed 
to have been restor^d-lands which 
were illegally transferred from tribals 
in my State. But I know what has 
happened. If you go there, you will 
find that the tribal people did not set 
physical possession of those lands. 
The District Magistrate and some 
police officers went to the spot and 
declared that the lands wer e being 
restored to the tribal people and that 
those people who were illegally in 
possession of those lands must quit 
fhe place; he made some announce¬ 


ment there and handed over some: 
record to the tribal people. The next- 
day when the tribals went to culti¬ 
vate the land, the non-tribal people,, 
came in a gang and got them evicted, 
and when these people approached the.- 
Governor the reply of the Tripura 
Government was this: ‘If. those people 
prevented you, then you must go to- 
the court’... 

SHRI OM MEHTA.' Can. you give 
specific instances? 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: Yes: I. 
can give you hundreds of cases. L 
am sending you a note. This restora¬ 
tion of lands to the tribal would be 
meaningless unless you put your own 
police officers there and enable these? 
tribal people to cultivate their land for 
six months or three months or 
whatever period is necessary, so that, 
nobody disturbs them. Otherwise, 
giving land to the tribal people is 
meaningless; they will not be able to 
cultivate unless strict measures are 
taken by the Government. You know, 
the tribal people are helpless people; 
they are weak people, they can be 
evicted by the non-tribals. 

So, this is my point. That is why I 
say that unless this comprehensive and 
entire trible belt is declared as the 
Fifth Schedule area, it is no use. Not 
only the Fifth Schedule but you have 
to change the Constitution and on the 
pattern of the Sixth Schedule you have 
to include the entire tribal area and 
the maximum scope must be given to 
the tribal people to participate in their 
developmental work. This guardian¬ 
ship—some body said that the tribal 
people are weak people, ‘We are the 
guardians, we have to look after you- 
this attitude is absolutely wrong. What 
is wrong if you hand/ over all this 
power to the elected Tribal Council 
there go that they ca n participate with 
full swing, with full vigour and deve¬ 
lop their own areas? You, cannot allow 
teem to develop their imagination even. 
Ydu just draw a certain plan and . ask 
the people to go there and like teat, - 
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You did not allow them to develop 
their imagination to develop their own 
area, not to speak of physical parti¬ 
cipation in their developmental work. 
So you have to change your attitude. 
Otherwise, these tribal people feel that 
they are being treated as a second 
class citizen in India whatever ycur 
claim may be or whatever may be the 
privileges and other things enshrined 
in the Constitution. It will be mean¬ 
ingless if the Bill does not really pro¬ 
vide these facilities. Please do not rely 
on your bureaucratic machinery. Please 
do not rely on certain experts alone. 
I need experts* help. I need it and 
all assistance, but at the same time. I 
know that the tribal people must be 
given full responsibility to develop 
their own area and for that, you have 
to take certain measures and I suggest 
that on the pattern of the Sixth Sche¬ 
dule of the Constitution, certain District 
Councils must be there with full power 
to develop the tribal area and then you 
appoint experts to assist this Council. 
In that way if you crovide, then 1 
think you can give more benefit to the 
tribal people and more and more 
tribal areas might be developed. 
Otherwise, this would be a pious 
wish. . 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI (Roles a- 
jharl: While I rise to support this Bill, 
I find it is very, difficult for me what 
to say or what not to say: really, I dc 
not understand after taking the step 
to remove the area restriction, what 
the effect of this Bill would be to 
bring in certain areas. You know die 
Constitution. Please read and also 
contemplate in your mind before you 
bring a Bill of this kind. We also want 
that we should so forward. In a matter 
like this when a legislation is con¬ 
templated and when you bring a Bill 
of this nature, please take us also into 
confidence. Now, we are thinking how 
to remove the area restriction. You 
know that. Mr. Deputy Speaker, you 
come from a Sixth Schedule area. 
There are Fifth Schedule areas other 
than Assgm. We have been telling 
them that the Sixth Schedule tribes— 
Your tribes and my tribes a r e not 


recognised as tribals in the hill and 
in the plains, that is to say, You 
cannot be recognized as such in the 
plains. It is only in Assam. Other 
than Assam, there are Fifth Sche¬ 
dule. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This is a 
different issue. 

SHRi D. BASUMATAR'I • Other than 
in Assam. Sixth Schedule has been 
promulgated.... 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO ^Chatra- 
pur); This is Fifth Schedule. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: Flease do 
not disturb me. I know very well. I 
am not a lawyer but I was one of the 
founding fathers of the Constitution. 

So, with regard to this Sixth Sche¬ 
dule, Mr. Deb is right in saying that 
there is no power given to the tribal 
people in the Fifth Schedule as it is 
given in the Sixth Schedule. 

Now, this Advisory Council is an 
advisory body alone. Tney meet once 
a year, sit and discuss and advise the 
Governor who advises the Rashtrapati. 

Governor advise? the President. This 
is a lone channel. There is no time at 
all. In our Assamese there is a saying:- 

“Dhanpoke mane tunir maran”. 

The meaning is that if the birds are 
to wait till the time when the rice be¬ 
comes ripe, the poor birds will only die. 
Like that, in this long channel, the tri¬ 
bals cannot be developed at all. That 
is why we have been telling all fftese 
years in the House that those areas 
restiction should be taken up... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is a 
different question. This has nothing to 
do with the present Bill. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, Sir, in this Bill, the provision 
is extended only to the fifty per cent 
of the population. What is the fate of 
the other fifty per cent of the people 
in the areas outside the Fifth Sche¬ 
dule? As far as Madhya Pradesh is

concerned, half of the tribal popula- 
tion are kept outside the Fifth Sche¬ 
dule. They are not taken into consi¬ 
deration in any way for the purpose 
of development. In the name of tri¬ 
bal development, you only take fifty 
per cent of the population in the 
I. T. D. P. areas. What will be the fate 
of the rest?, What is the use of having 
the Fifth Schedule at all? We do not 
grudge if others enjoy the facilities 
given to the tribals in the tribal 
areas. We do not grudge the non-tri- 
bals going to schools and colleges set 
up in the tribal areas. Let them go 
there. Our objective is to develop the 
tribals in the tribal areas. 

It is for the benefit of tribals that 
the Fifth Schedule has been incor¬ 
porated in our Constitution. I have 
seen the tribal blocks. I have also 
been telling that in this House how 
development takes place in the tribal 
areas. There the land belongs to the 
tribal. After making improvements 
like roads etc. the people go there and 
take away their lands. How to protect 
them from this? That is my ques¬ 
tion. 

I am not against this. Before doing 
so, we should have at least been con¬ 
sulted how the development of areas by 
way of sub-plans can be made effective? 
You are going to extend the area in 
the sub-plan areas where the tribal 
population exceeds fifty percent. But 
what about the tribal people who are 
outside the Fifth Schedule? You are 
giving money for the development of 
tribal areas under the sub-plans ba¬ 
sed on the population. If it is effec¬ 
tive, I can give my support to it. But, 

I do not see any meaning in passing 
this Bill like this. Before you have 
done it,, we should have been consul¬ 
ted. That is my point. Why were we 
not taken into confidence as to how 
to develop those areas. We know 
better than these .officials. That is 
why I am asking the Government to 
take us into confidence. 


SHRI OM MEHTA: Sir, he w«« the 
Chairman of the Committee on the 
Welfare of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. How can he say 
that he was not taken into confidence? 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI; That is 
why I claim to know better and I am 
glad and thankful that you appointed 
me as a Chairman of that Committee. 
Whenever you want to do something, 
it would be better if it were discus¬ 
sed. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: Whatever is 
said in the report, that is before the 
House. We are in fact benefited by 
his ideas. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI; Lastly, 
Sii, after having a full-fledged State 
in the sixth schedule area, I do not 
see any reason to continue the sixth 
schedule. In place of sixth schedule 
panchayat raj should be established. 
There is no point in giving them bene¬ 
fits in two wavs. With these words. 

I support the Bill.

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SHRl SUBODH HANSDA (MIDNA- 
PORE); I do not object to the Bill for 
increasing the coverage of the area 
under Fifth Schedule. But 1 should 
like to know certain things from the 
Home Minister. Concessions have 
been granted to the Fifth Schedule 
areas and special provisions have 
been made for the development of 
those areas. I want to know whether 
you have made any survey of those 
areas about the economic develop¬ 
ment of those people. If you look to 
Elwyn committee report or the Dhe- 
bar Commission report, the same ad¬ 
verse remarks have been made, that 
whatever developments have been 
made, whatever amounts had been 
set apart for the development of 
those areas, a major part of those 
things had gone to others and not to 
those persons for whom those provi¬ 
sions had been made; those people 
have enjoyed little the benefits which 
were meant for them. Now those are¬ 
as are going to be expanded, it is 
nice to hear that two-thirds of the 
total tribal population are going to 
be covered under the present Bill. 
But the criteria fixed for covering 
areas under fifth Schedule do not 
satisfy states like West Bengal. The 
population in West Bengal is nearly 
1200-1300 per sq. km. In states like 
M. P. it ma f y be 200 and the tribal 
population may be 150 which will 
certainly be covered by your criteria. 
But in West Bengal, even the density 
of tribal population may be more 
than the density of population in 
M, P.; yet it may not; be covered be¬ 
cause the tribal population may not 
be fifty per cent. What is going to 
happen to those areas?, You are going 
to formulate tribal development 
schemes? What are the provisions 
that you are going to make for the 
development of those areas which 
I mentioned? What are the amounts 
that you are going to sanction for 
those areas for their development, 
when the density of population is so 
high. You are covering areas where 
the density is low. You are not going 
to cover areas where the density of 
tribal population is very high. There¬ 
fore, tfie government must be careful 


in allotting funds. You have allotted 
Rs. 200 crores for development of tri¬ 
bal areas during the fifth plan. But 
how much are you going to allot for 
those areas which will not satisfy the 
present criteria? Government must 
see that equal justice is done to the- 
areas which are not covered under 
the fifth schedule. 

It is nice to hear that you have- 
allotted Rs. 200 crores. In the past 
also, huge amounts were allotted for 
development of these areas. But 
what is the pace of progress? Apart. 
from areas where the Christian mis¬ 
sionaries have done good work, what 
about other areas?, In M. P. for 
example there are areas where the- 
Adimjathi Sewak Sangh is working. 

I have seen some of the institutions, 
run by them. Side by side the Chris¬ 
tian missionaries are working. If 
you compare them, you will find that 
the Christian institutions are far 
better organised than institutions., 
run by Bharat Sewak Sangh or other 
institutions which are assisted by the 
Government of India. All these 
things must be looked into. You are 
increasing the area and you say that 
two-thirds of the tribal population 
will be covered. I have my doubt 
whether, by only covering the areas. 
you are going to achieve the very 
objective for which this BUI ;r being 
brought. 

With these words, I support the 
Bill. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur): Sir, this is a non-controversial 
Bill in the sense that it seeks to 
authorise the President to issue an 
order extending the areas under the 
fifth schedule. The existing para 
6 ( 2 ) only authorises the President to 
take out a part of the area or to alter 
or rectify the boundaries of a sche¬ 
duled area. This Bill enables the 
President in future to extend it to 
certain other areas, the criteria being 
50 per cent of the population of tri- 
bals. it is good so far as it goes. 
But what are the areas suggested by 
each State where sub-plants have- 
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been prepared by them for economic 
development in the fifth plan? Every 
State Government must have sent its 
proposals. It would have been much 
better if those proposals had been 
circulated to us for our information, 
so that if we feel that some more 
areas have to be included, we may 
Suggest them. But now we are only 
:groping in the dark. 

Before the Constitution came into 
being, under the Government of 
India Act, we had the excluded areas 
and partially excluded areas, which 
were the special responsibility of the 
Governor who used to administer 
them through the Collector of the 
district as his agent. In the old 
Madras Presidency, there was a re¬ 
gulation of 1933 under which the 
Collector was called the agent to the 
Governor and the areas came to be 
known as the Agency Areas. That 
momenclature is not there now. 
They are called scheduled areas. 
Nevertheless, the Governor has a 
-special responsibility in the matter 
of administration of these areas not 
only in the ordinary sense of the 
term but for the development of 
the tribal people. I agree with 
the previous speaker that the develop¬ 
ment in tribal areas is not as it should 
be. Much needs to be done. We are 
half way through the fifth plan. We 
do not know what is the amount each 
State has got under the sub-plans pre¬ 
pared by them, out of the Rs. 200 
crores that the Centre has given. We 
do not know that. For inctance, in 
Orissa I would like to know what are 
the arelas suggested by the Orissa 
Government. I should be in a posi¬ 
tion to know which are the areas 
which have been included and which 
are the areas which have been ex¬ 
cluded so that I could come forward 
with concrete suggestions. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Minister says 
that this information has already been 
given. 


SHRI OM MEHTA; I will reply to 
these points in the reply to the gene¬ 
ral debate. But I may inform him now 
that only those areas where there is a 
concentrated population of 50 per cent 
or more are taken in the ITDP. This 
is the criteria fixed by us. AH those 
areas which have a tribal population 
of 50 per cent or more are included in 
Ihe tribal development plans. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; I would 
like to know, for instance, what way 
areas have been taken up for inclu¬ 
sion or exclusion in particular areas, 
while applying these criteria. I want 
to know how the areas have been 
carved out by the State Government. 
I am not suggesting that areas with 
30 per cent tribal population should 
be included as Scheduled areas. 
That is not my point. Even applying 
the criteria of 50 per cent, what are 
the areas suggested by the State 
Government? 

Now we are half way through the 
Fifth Plan. Which are the sub-plans 
which have been approved and what 
Is the amount allocated to each 
State? The other day tbe Minister 
was saying that in Orissa out of 32 
projects only 8 have been approved. 
Under para 2 the executive power of 
the Union extends to the Scheduled 
areas. So, simply saying on the 
floor of the House that out of 32 
projects only 8 have been approved 
by the State Government does not 
give us any satisfaction. I want all 
of them to be finalized and imple¬ 
mented. Otherwise, the money will 
lapse when the Fifth Plan is over. 

Tile development of the tribal areas 
is very tardy. Nobody takes the 
interest which he should in this 
matter. I come from the Koraput 
area, which is a tribal area, .There 
80 per cent of the people are tribal*. 
In 1938 the Orissa Government 
appointed the Partially Excluded 
Areas Enquiry Committee under the 
chairmanship of Shri Thakkax Bapa. 
The Committee submitted * repeat te 
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the State Government and it was im¬ 
plemented partly. The State Govern- 
merit imposed regulation on money- 
lending and restriction on transfer of 
land from tribals to non-tribals. But 
the • administration of those Acts has 
been very tardy. 

Now the 20-Point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme has drawn attention’ to this 
vitaj problem. I am greateful to the 
Prime Minister for formulating the 
20-Point Economic Programme, 
which has given some impetus, 
though not that impetus which is 
required, to this problem. The Home 
Minister should take this as his own 
child an dnot as an unwanted child. 
He must exercise his executive 
power over these areas. Instead of 
waiting for the annual reports of the 
Governor, the President has a right 
to Insist on the Governor for a report 
on this subject. It is high time that 
the Government of India pay special 
attention to the development of 
these areas, because while there is 
development elsewhere, there is no 
development in th e tribal areas. One 
will feel as if one is going from 
light to darkness. 

Shri Dasaratha Deb referred to the 
Tribal Advisory Council and expres¬ 
sed his view that enough power is 
not given to them. I think he is not 
correct there.* T^he Tribal Advisory 
Council has the right to go into all 
the development plans, discuss what 
type of development is required and 
prescribe priorities. The Governor 
is bound by the advice of the Tribal 
Advisory Council. 

My hon. friend Shri Basumatari 
was talking about area restriction. I 
think he is is a bit confused, he is 
mixing up two things. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI; After 
removing the area restrictions, what 
is the use of this legislation? 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: There 
he Is wrong. I will disabuse my hon. 
friend of this notion. Suppose a 
tribal lives in a particular area, he 


will not be considered, a tribal hi; 
another area. But under the amend¬ 
ment he will continue to be a tribal 
wherever he goes. That is the am¬ 
endment we are bringing forward id 
the Bill which is coming up tomorrow. 
But the fifth Schedule relates to 
areas where the proportion of the- 
tribal population to the general 
population is 50 per cent or above. 

Secondly, how are you going to- 
see that areas where the tribal popu¬ 
lation is below 50 per cent are also 
developed? Some provision should 
also be mad e for the development of 
those tribal people. Again, under 
article 339, the executive power of 
the Union extends to the welfare of 
the tribal people. Therefore, my 
humble submission is that the Home 
Ministry which has taken charge of 
this department of tribal welfare,, 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
and backward classes, should bestow 
its attention and take follow-up 
action to see whether each project is- 
going ahead according to schedule, 
what are the bottlenecks, what are- 
the shortfalls etc., so that develop¬ 
ment in the tribal areas can proceed. 
Otherwise, I am afraid it will be a* 
far cry.

SHUT ,'P. VENKATASUBBAIAH 
(Nandyal): Mr. Chairman, - Sir, I 
whole-heartedly welcome and support 
the amendment to the Filth Schedule 
of. the Constitution, that ha s been 
brought forward by hon. Minister, 
Shri Om Mehta. 

. The Planning Commission in the 
Fifth Plan has alloted Rs. 200 crores 
for the all round development of 
^'scheduled areas. But I want to rake 
it clear to my hon. friend, Shri R. S. 
Fapdey, that this is in addition to the 
investment made by the various State 
Governments for development of 
tribal areas. 1 This amendment is 
sought -to give a greater sense of 
involvement .and also greater econo¬ 
mic betterment to the scheduled 
tribes people 'who ‘were hitherto 
neglected. 

It is intended to cover more than 
2 crores of tribal in this country 
The sub-plan idea is an idea which 
is not recently made. It was there 
previously. It ha.? taken some time 
for the Planning Comm'is'-'ion and the 
State Governments 1o realise the *m- 
portance of the tribal areas and also 
to work for their social and economic 
development. 

I shall tell you about Andhra 
Pradesh Though, comparatively, in 
Andhra Pradesh there are Jess tribals, 
the area is so strategically important 
that the long-neglected areas have 
become a rendezvous for the anti¬ 
social elements and the Nexalite ele¬ 
ments who created terror and violence 
and used the tribal people as cannon- 
fodder to foster their nefarious activi¬ 
ties and also indulge in subversive 
activities. The Andhra Pradesh State 
Government has realised this danger 
and they have started giving massive 


aid in order to develop this area. The 
necessary infra-structure has been 
laid and many institutions have been 
set up there exclusively for the 
socio-economic betterment of the 
tribal people. A Tribal Development 
Corporation has been set up in order 
to save these people from the ;xploi- 
tation oi the plains people, particu¬ 
larly in the pui chase of forest 
produce Th e tilba] people have been 
exploited to the maximum; their 
lands were occupied and whatever 
forest produce was thne used to be 
taken for nothing: the plains people, 
the money-lenders and the vested 
inteiests used to exploit these people. 
In ordci to give them a sense of 
equalit? and also to better their 
economic condition, the Tribal Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation has been set up, 
and it working well. 

Anothci impoilant thing which *he 
Andhra Pradesh State Government 
have done in this area is setting up 
of Land Development Bank exclu¬ 
sively for the tribal people. The Land 
Development Bank advances loans to 
the people for development of their 
land. It has been set up exclusively 
foi the tribal people. This has not 
been done in other States. 1 hope, 
the othoi States and the hon. Minister 
also will see that institutions of this 
sort art slated exclusively for the 
tribal people for land development 
and othei activities. 

The t’jbal area in Andhia Pradesh 
provides vast potentialities for deve¬ 
lopment even coffee plantations ore 
there— notebly, the Araqu Valley an' 
other places Bv and large, tilt 
tribal people are being drawn to the 
mainstream of national life. Unless 
these people form an important part 
or segment of our national life, un¬ 
less they are brought to the main¬ 
stream of our national life, the 
significance of the 20-point Economic 
Programme will not be fully realised. 

The worst type of bonded labour 
existed in this area: they had been 
taken for domestic purposes and they 
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had been kept under surveillance for 
many years This is now being re¬ 
medied, and vigorous steps are being 
taken that free them from the bonded 
labour. 

Another important aspect is their 
education Education w BS 'not there 
at all Now schools are being started 
under the tribal plan; education is 
being imparted to these people. 

Another important thing is about 
their cultivation. There was podu 
cultivation in that area; they could 
not Cultivate the land continuously; 
only for one year they would culti¬ 
vate and then they would go to other 
areas. Even that land that is assigned 
to them is being appropriated by the 
other people; they cultivate in their 
name. Now an Act has been passed 
that nobody can cultivate the land 
which has been assigned to the tribal 
people. These measures are being 
taken, and the sum of Rs. 200 crores 
which has been sanctioned by the 
Planning Commission, to be spent for 
these notified areas, will go a long 
way in improving their lot 

1600 hrs. 

Though it may not be that sufficient 
as to bring them up to the level of 
the development of the other parts 
of the country, it is a good beginning 
made and I congratulate the Govern¬ 
ment of India. I congratulate and 
thank the Prime Minister for having 
thought of bringing these people who 
have been neglected for centuries 
into the mainstream of the nation, 
for the»r socio-economic betterment. 

The provision of Rs. 200 crores is 
not much, but a beginning has been 
made and I feel confident that more 
and more money will come. And 
also there will be a sort of an income 
to the Government, not only income 
to the tribal people. Government 
will get revenues from these tribal 
development activities and I hope the 
revent es they would get will be 


ploughed back tor the betterment of 
these people. With these few words 
I welcome this Bill ahd I hope » 
beginning has be*d made afid ftflher 
funds will be pumped in into the 
economy of the tribal people far their 
economic development.

SHRT GIRIDHAR GOMANGO 
(Koraput): Mr. Chairman, sir, I 

rise to support the Fifth Schedule- 
to the Constitution (Amendment) 
Bill, 1976. The objects and reasons 
have been given in the Bill. The 
hon. Minister also has made his 
view point while introducing this 
Bill. 

Sir, thi s Bill is very simple. When 
we proposed the sub-plan area con¬ 
sisting of 50 per cent tribal popula¬ 
tion, it became necessary for the- 
Government to include these areas in 
the Fifth Schedule so that there will 
be no discremination between the- 
Fifth Schedule area and the sub-plan- 
area. 

Sir. the most important Doint that 
has been made in this Bill is regard¬ 
ing raising the standard of adminis¬ 
tration in the tribal areas and this- 
responsibility has been entrusted to- 
the Centre and the States. Under 
Article 275(1) the Centre and the- 
States have been given responsibi¬ 
lity to allocate money for the develop¬ 
ment and administration of scheduled- 
areas. Ther e . are a number of pro¬ 
visions in the Constitution for the-* 
tribals. The law which is given in the 
Fifth Schedule wiU be covered undgr 
the sub-plan areas also. So far we 
have achieved very little in gome areas 
and something- more in other areas- 
The reason, being the level of adminis¬ 
trative structure that an area la* 
possessing! Where the administrative* 
structure is* Better there we* 
achieved something- mi where? Hap- 
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administrative structure is not good 
there we have achieved- nothing. 

Sir, I would like to make a query 
front the hon. Minister. The new Plan 
which is a sub-plan in the Plan— 
according to the policy decision—the 
States should earmark the money for 
the tribal areas from the State sector. 

I want to know the names of the 
States who have ear-marked tentative 
allocation in their State plans for the 
tribal areas. I would also like to know 
the names of the Ministries at the 
Centres who have earmarked money 
for the sub-plan areas. The financial 
institutions should be integrated in 
the sub-plan areas. For the achieve¬ 
ment of the goal which is proposed 
under the sub-plan, integration of 
different developmental departments 
is necessary both at the Centre and 
the States. 

At present, power has been given 
to the Centre under art. 239(2). But 
under this, only direction can be given, 
not directive. That is why after com¬ 
pletion of two years of the Plan Ihe 
Centre is asking the States for the 
preparation of ITDP project. They 
are not listening to the Centre, j am 
not accusing the States. Power has 
been delineated in the Constitution. 
According to art. 275(1), it is the 
responsibility of the Centre and the 
States, specially the States, where the 
execution of the projects i s going on. 
There is a TD project spensored by the 
Ministry of Agriculture. The adminis¬ 
trative setup is different. The money 
is sent from the Centre direct to the 
project area. But here in the sub¬ 
plan area, what will happen? The 
States will not have the money. The 
Centre will definitely give the money. 
We have nearly Rs. 200 crores and 
Rs. 65 crores will be spent up to the 
end of the financial year, and the 
rest of the money will be spent when 
Hie plan will be submitted to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs.. 

I make an earnest request to the 
Minister. If thfe Statfes do not agree 
with 1 the principle and policies 


underlying the decision, if they do not 
give the money, if they will give the 
money which they ar e proposing to 
be spent to the Centre, the Centre 
can combine the special assistnee 
money and State money here and send 
it direct to the project authorities. 

There is another point. Here the 
budget session meets in the month of 
March. The working season in the 
tribal area i s generally upto June. 

I am not arguing that the time of the 
budget session should be shifted to 
the end of fhe rainy season. I am 
only saying that the money which is 
released to the tribal area should be 
up to the end of June, not up to the 
end of March. 

In the administration, there is the 
ladder system. I want, and the tribal 
areas require, a single-line adminis¬ 
trative set-up by the Centre. The 
Planning Commission had a Study 
Group to study the administrative 
setup in tribal areas. Thev have 
adopted a certain pattern for this. 
Has this been sent to fhe different 
States asking them to adopt this admi¬ 
nistrative setup? It has not been done. 

I am not accusing the Minister, 
Though I belong to Orissa, I am not 
referring to the problem of that State 
only, because thi s is a tribal sub¬ 
plan for the whole country. We 
represent the whole of the tribal 
people in the country. We want to 
make use of the opportunity provided 
by the Constitution for our develop¬ 
ment. If we cannot at least achieve 
in the tribal areas the tempo of 
development going on in the country 
as a whole, we cannot achieve our 
objective after this period is over. 

We are very much obliged to the 
Prime Minister for the keen interest 
she has taken in finalising this scheme. 
The Home Minister and the Home 
Ministry have also taken the decision 
to prepare a plan and send it from 
the Centre to fhe concerned authori¬ 
ties and States. 

The purpose of tills legislation is 
not allocation only. I would request 
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the hon. Minister to discuss with the 
Chief Ministers/State Governments 
the question of raising the standard 
of administration. The problem of 
money will not be there because that 
is ensured by art. 275. But the money 
given should be properly spent. There 
lies the importance of the quality of 
the administrative setup. With the 
hope that the proper administrative 
setup will be ensured, I conclude.

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 

CHARYYTA ,Giridih): Sir ) I welcome 
the Bill for the simple reason that it 
rationalises the arrangement and the 
sub-plan area now becomes coter¬ 
minous with the scheduled area. This 
is really clearing the deck for action, 
so that no procedural difficulties 
should arise 

Rs. 200 crores allotment is all right, 
but these 26 years which have gone 
by have been years eaten by locusts. 
The adivasis, .through a series of chain 
reations, living in forests, with forest 
laws preventing them from cutting 
down trees, have been driven to 
usury, mahajans and land alienation 
and later on, as it happened in my 
area in Pixtand, Tunde, Gonde and 
Dumri, it led to confrontation. This 
process which took place in our area 
in 1973-74 is the underlying process. 
We have to reverse the trend. The 
Planning Commission’s macro and 
anchal or block-wise approaeh will 
not serve the purpose. Shri Om Mehta 
said in his opening speech that while 
the previous arrangment covered only 
H per cent of the population, now it 
will be 66 per cent. Kindly make 
the gram panchayat the base of your 
effort, not anchal. If you cannot do 
that, the'least you can do is to make 
tier capita allotment to tbe anchals 
Which have 20 per cent adivasi popula¬ 


tion to be spent on the advasi areas or 
adivasi villages, so that the leeway can 
be made up very soon. 

The adivasis live on a particular 
belt stretching from Bakura to 
Bombay, full of forests and full of 
minerals. The farest laws prevent 
them from cutting down the trees and 
the metalliferous mines regulations 
prevent them from even doing the 
prospecting. I know many of them are 
home-grown geologists.. They can 
find ground water and minerals by 
their own techniques. We have not 
been able to take advantage of their 
knowledge and their instinct. There¬ 
fore, if we have to make a real attack 
for reversing ihe_ process of regional 
variation of growth through macro 
planning, we have to make it a broad 
front. It will also require follow-up 
action in amending the Mineral Con¬ 
cession Rules and Metalliferous Mines 
Regulations. I know mineral-bearing 
areas have been ploughed up by the 
adivasis. They say, “We cannot work 
it. So, we are growing one crop.” 
Because it has been macro planning, 
the entire approach has passed these 
areas by and things have gone from 
bad to worse year by year. We have 
made a break in the Chotanagpur 
Development Autonomous Authority. 
The Vice-Chairman is sitting there. 
He is dissatisfied and I am also not 
satisfied with the pace of growth. We 
have to develop an effetive, alert, 
organisational apparatus to give 
effect to the policies decided by the 
Government of India, so eloquently 
outlined in the new economic pro¬ 
gramme. 

Sir, I thank the Home Ministry for 
bringing out this suit-plan as a com¬ 
ponent of the larger Five year Plan. 
It should have been there from the 
First Plan itself. Then these varia¬ 
tions would not have taken place. 

In spite of the Chot&nagpur Tenancy 
Act being there, the Home Minister 
has to enquire as to how is it, when 
the HEC came up, when the DVC 

built their demands, the Adivasis lost 
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their land. They did not get any jobs; 
the jobs went to the smart, not to 
the needy, not to the people who really 
deserved them. 

There are many development 
devices, there are many apparatus of 
development like irrigation, crop 
pattern, electricity, small dams etc. 
1 need not elaborate them. I only urge 
that Rs. 200 crores is insufficient to 
make up for the lag, which has grown 
over the last 25 years. There must 
be effective integration in the allot¬ 
ment; the anchal-wise allocation 
ishould be either reduced to gram 
panchayat-wise allocation^ or those 
anchals which have less than 50 per 
cent population of adibasis should be 
allocated per capita so that the 
adivasi villages m those anchals 
should also come to join th e mains¬ 
tream. 

After all, it is e process of national 
integration, and India can never reach 
its destiny unless we take these 
millions of adivasis along with us 
into the broad and expansive future 
which is opening before us. I support 
the Bill.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Chairman. Sir, 1 welcome this Bill 
and. with due deference to our hon. 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs, 
I am not moving my amendment. So, 
what I wou d have spoken in regard 
to my amendment, I am speaking. 

The scheduled areas are the limit¬ 
ed amendments under consideration. I 
hope, the hon. Minister of Home 
Affairs will be receptive to the sug¬ 
gestions fiom the Governors which 
are going to come even though he is 
not very receptive to our suggstions 
because he is busy in his conversation 
and we cannot object to that. 

Article 342 lays down that scheduled 
tribes have to be notified by the 
President. In this behalf, I must ad¬ 
mit that the Scheduled Area Part A 
States Order is an order of the year, 
I860, when the States of Maharashtra, 
Karnataka and Gujarat were called 


as the Slate of Bombay, There have 
been such huge gaps in regard to the 
location of scheduled tribes. I do not 
know when these gaps are going to 
be made up. First of all, 1 would 
say, as this is a very important sub¬ 
ject and the scheduled tribes, far 
the first time, have become aware 
that our Prime Minister is basically 
interested in their welfare, that by 
doing justice to the scheduled tribes- 
as a whole, some missing links may 
not feel that greater amount of injus¬ 
tice lias been done to them. 

Even though the alien rulers of 
this country made a very good con¬ 
tribution to tiie administration, in 
the Survey of India which was car- * 
ried out with meticulous care, I think, 
we are going by the rule of the 
thumb when it comes to the identifi¬ 
cation and location of these tribes. A. 
thorougn, scientific and masterful 
survey of the anthropological tribes 
in this country has never been done. 

I would request the Government of 
India to kindly appoint a high-power¬ 
ed body called as the Anthropologic¬ 
al Survey of India. Then, I will find 
in my own district nearly 1 lakh of 
people who are tribals. If I may say 
so, their costumes are different. So, 
if only the Home Ministry were to 
appoint such a survey of man to 
man, +hen only you will be able to 
identify what are the scheduled 
tribe areas. 

We are today identifying the sche¬ 
duled tribe areas. Some of us, defi¬ 
nitely, know that while some part of 
the country have been over-served 
by the tribal orders and the benefits 
that go to them, we know, right 
under our nose, that there are tribes 
living in our areas who are not being 
treated as scheduled castes or sche¬ 
duled tribes, who, till recently, woe 
not being treated as backward classes 
A population of one lakh does not 
even have thre e graduates; Who is 
backward? Shall I say that our eac- 
Chairman of the Committee on Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribeq, 
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Mr. Basumatari, is backward? Shall 
I say that our bon. Deputy-Speaker 
of this House, a very talented and 
able Deputy-Speaker, Mr. Swell, is 
backward? While these people have 
produced one lakh of population, 
they do not have even three gradu¬ 
ates. Under these circumstances, un¬ 
less and until the Government of 
India 'does a thorough survey of these 
things, all thes e marginal improve¬ 
ments and amendments will serve the 
purpose of cn’.y those who ar e al¬ 
ready getting the benefits and will 
not serve the purpose of those who 
directly need the benefits of th e Sche¬ 
duled Areas. I hope, Government 
will apply its mind to this aspect. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I ain thanful to 
all the hon. Members of this House 
who nave supported this Bill. 

In the policy, there have been some 
drawbacks. I agree. If those draw¬ 
backs had not been there, then there 
would not have been any need to 
change the policy for tribal develop¬ 
ment. 

It is for the first time that this con¬ 
cept of integrated tribal development 
block has been introduced in the 
Fifth Five-Year Plan. It is known to 
the House an<f to everybody that the 
tribal people whc live in the most 
undeveloped and backward pockets 
of our country have been exploited 
for centuries; they have been ex¬ 
ploited by the money-lenders; they 
were exploited by the foreigners who 
came to this country; so, they re¬ 
mained backward. We brought the 
concept of tribal development blocks. 
More than 500 tribal development 
blocks were there. Central assist¬ 
ance was given to the States, so that 
they could develop, but unfortunately 
the exploitation has remained there; 
the States, instead of spending some 
money from their own State Plans, 
spent only that money which was 
given by the Centre. So, seeing their 
plight, seeing that, after 29 years of 
independence, they hav e not come up 
to the standard, our Prime Minister 


was kind enough to pay a special 
attention to the development of tri- 
bals, and it is for the first time that 
this concept has been introduced. 
This concept has been that we‘must 
protect them from exploitation and. 
we must raise their standard ’ of: 
living and their educational level. 

When the subject cam e to the Home 
Ministry—it was, earlier, being dealt, 
with by tne Ministry of Social Wel¬ 
fare—we immediately called a Con¬ 
ference cf the State Ministers and 
Chief Ministers responsible for tri¬ 
bal development, and there certain 
hard decisions were taken. The first, 
decision we took was to change the 
excise policy; we said that vending 
of liquor through contractor should 
not be there in the tribal areas. I 
plead guilty that, in spite of our 
calling the Conference and advising 
the Chief Ministers, all the Chief 
Ministers have not done it; but in the 
majority of the States, it is being 
done; in seme States in tribal areas: 
the new excise policy is in operation 
and vending of liquor through con¬ 
tractor has been stopped. 

Then there was the question of 
review of land laws and restoration 
of alienated lands which were taken, 
away from the tribals by hook or by 
crook by the money-lenders and' 
other exploiters. We brought some 
laws that these lands should be res¬ 
tored to the tribals. 

In many States—Mr. Uikey acknow¬ 
ledged it also—when the 20 -point 
programme was launched after the- 
emergency, it was for the first time- 
that action is being taken on that and 
most of the States have passed Jaws, 
under which alienated lands which 
are there are being restored to the- 
tribals. 

Then comes the forest policy. Sir, 

I also come from a forest area and! 

I know bow in many forest produces 
things, are happening. It is. the tribal 
who knows how to get it and them 
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<come the contractor who need to ex¬ 
ploit these poor tribals and take the 
minor lerest produce at very cheap 
prices and sell it to government or 
other agencies at a very high price, 
making a lot of profit. We have ad¬ 
vised the State Governments that this 
should be put an end to, that the 
co-operatives should purchase these 
minor forest produces from the tri- 
bals or the State Government itself 
should directly purchase these minor 
forest produces from the tribals so 
that all the benefits can go to the 
tribals rather than going to the mid¬ 
dlemen. 

Then in the field of marketing 
policy, there also we are taking steps 
so that exploitation of the tribals by 
these monej-lenders can be stopped. 
Nowadays what happens particularly 
in Madhya Pradesh and Orissa and 
Bihar 13 that if a money-lender gives 
a few rupees to a tribal, he makes 
him bonded labour for life The tribal 
people are simple people and they do 
not know the calculation and other 
things. A few hundred rupees are 
given to them and for their whole 
life they have to serve that man 
because he will say that it is the 
interest that has been paid and the 
original itill remains. So he becomes 
a bonded labouier to the money¬ 
lender. To end that exploitation also 
laws have been passed and you know 
liquidalion of indebtedness is one 
item of the 20-point programme. An 
alternative system of credit is also 
being provided and particularly in 
the tribal areas we are seeing to it 
that when they need comsumption 
loans there also some arrangement 
Should be made so that they have not 
to go 10 those very money-lenders 
who will now exploit 'them with 
redoubled vigour. 

About administration also.... 

SHH1 R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
fgaon): You should also collect iKe 


information about the land distribut¬ 
ed to these Adivasis, whether infra¬ 
structure has been provided, whether 
any money has been provided or not ** 
and whether any house construction 
material has been provided to them 
or not. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I have listened 
to Mr. Ram Sahai Pandey who spoke 
in a very very able manner and ex¬ 
pounded the cause of the tribals of 
his area. I will reply to the points 
raised by him when I come to that. 

I know Mr. Ram Sahai Pandey has 
worked hard for the tribal uplift 
because there is a heavy concentra¬ 
tion of tribals in his constituency He 
has always been coming to me for one 
thing or the other and I always tried 
to help. 

I will tell him that we are provid¬ 
ing for forest administration also. A 
single line of administration has been 
provided with effective delegation. 
Previously, postings in tribal areas 
were considered as punishment post¬ 
ings. Whenever any officer was 
found unfit in urban areas, he used 
to be posted in the tribal areas. We 
have asked the State Governments 
that this should be totally discarded 
and only abl e and honest officers 
should be ported there. We have also 
told them that unless you make it 
more attractive, efficient officers may 
not be fortneoming to go and serve 
in the tiibal areas. But we have ap¬ 
pointed some efficient officers and 
given them incentives in the form of 
money and lacililies so that those 
who are posted in the tribal areas— 
they must also be given more allow¬ 
ances—can live in that area. Most of 
the States have agreed to that (In¬ 
terruptions). Those officers who art 
posted in the tribal areas are given 
some mor e money because they might 
often find some hardships because 
they will not get the same facilities 
which they enjoyed in the city and 
they have to keep their children in 
some schools. Whenever we are giv¬ 
ing this incentives to the officers, it is 
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only because they may not think that 
their posting there is a sort of punish¬ 
ment. lake this, a lot of things have 
been done. 

The other point that has been raised 
is that only Rs. 200 crores have been 
allocated m the Fifth Fiv e Year Plan. 
That is not much. We should give 
more money for the purpose. I must 
say that money is no constraint and 
I can assure the hon. Member that if 
the Administration wants to spend 
money, there will b e no constraint on 
our side. It is not that Rs. 200 crores 
only have been provided for. Under 
the new policy, in the Fifth Five Year 
Plan, we are planning to spend 
Rs. 1400 crores in the tribal areas. 
146 integrated Tribal Development 
Blocks are there. I shall give the list 
of the States o n how many integrated 
Tribal Development Projects have 
been submitted by the States. Rs 1400 
crores will be spent in the areas. For 
"this purpose, the allocations have 
been divided into four parts—share 
from the State Plan, benefit from the 
Centrally sponsored Schemes, Special 
Central Assistance and Institutional 
Finances. 

Out of Rs. 1400 crores. Rs. 952 crores 
■will flow from State Plans, Rs. 200 
crores will be from the Central Special 
Assistance and the balance will flow 
from other sources. Of the Central 
Assistance, in 1974-75, Rs. 5 crores 
"were released; ir 1975-76 we increas¬ 
ed it to four times, that is, Rs. 20 
erores were released and in 1976-77 
Rs. 40 crores have been released. It 
comes to Rs. 65 crores. Two years 
•after the Plan remains we expect to 
■release Rs. 135 crores of the balance 
from the Central subsidy. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: May I 
know the amount spent on the Ad- 
, ministration from out of Rs. 1400 
crores? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I do not re¬ 
member specifically. Wh»n I was 
replying to a question in. this House, 


some time back. I said that in no case 
the administrative expenditure from 
the State Exchequer had to be more 
than 20 per cent and from the Central 
Exchequer, more than 2 per cent of 
the whole amount which has been al¬ 
located. I gave the figures. I do not re¬ 
member the exact figures. But, from my 
memory, what ever I can remember, 

I can say that in no case it has to be 
more than 2 per cent from the Cen¬ 
tral sector. It is not that most of the 
money is being spent on th e adminis¬ 
tration. But, considerably more 
amount is spent on the development 
of more areas. It has been said that 
the State’s allocation should be fold 
and how much we are allocating them 
I have got a long list of States—Mr. 
Daga, Mr Jagannath Rao and others 
who are not here now wanted the 
figures. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You better lay it 
on the Table of the House. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I shall place it 
on the Table. Some Members also 
wanted to know the number of tribal 
development hlocks. As far as Andhra 
Pradesh is concerned, the number of 
integrated tribal projects that have 
been provided for is seven but they 
have prepared three and all the three 
projects have been approved: from 
Assam, net a single project had come 
out of seven provided for approval, 
for Bihar 13 have been provided out 
of which they have sent nine. It is 
very good that they have prepared 
projects for nine out of 13. 

In Gujarat out of 9 which are to 
be allocated 7 have been prepared. 
In Kerala out of 2 IDTPs 2 have been 
prepared. In Karnataka one has been 
allocated but none hag been prepared. 
In Madhya Pradesh 32 were allocat¬ 
ed and only 7 have been prepared. 
Unfortunately, not a single one has 
been approved because some com¬ 
ments were asked. As regards Mani¬ 
pur ouf °f five only two have been 
submitted- .to Hhjtowahtra IB have 
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been a'.locateri but no IDTP has come 
from that State. In Orissa out 
of 19, 4 have been prepared and ap¬ 
proved also. Ir Rajasthan they were 
allocated four. They have prepared 
and got approved all the four. In 
Uttar Pradesh one was allocated and 
they have prepared one. As regards 
West Bengal 34 hav e been allocated 
but only 3 have been received. 

17.00 hrs. 

Sir, out of 146 integrated tribal 
development projects only 41 have 
been received. We are taking up with 
the States that only two years of the 
Fifth Five Year Plan remain and if 
they do not accelerate the completion 
of these tribal development p ans 
they would not be able to spend the 
money. The mein thing that we have 
done is that we have made the alloca¬ 
tion for these projects as non-diver- 
sionable. Previously most of this 
money used to be diverted but now 
the money which will be allocated for 
the integrated tribal development 
projects cannot be diverted. Special 
instructions in this respect have been 
given to the Accountants General in 
the States. Now. if they do not spend 
the money they will lose that amount. 
So, it is urgent for the States that 
they should gear up the machinery 
for spending the money which has 
been allocated to them for this pur¬ 
pose. 

Now, I come to specific points rais¬ 
ed by the hon. Members. About Tri¬ 
pura, Mr. Deb said that the tribal 
areas in Tripura can be scheduled by 
a Presidential Order. This Bill is for 
States where scheduled areas are 
already there but these are to be ex¬ 
tended or extension cannot b e done 
by Presidential Order. As has been 
made clear by me in my opening 
speech, previously President could 
only alter the boundaries. If he 
Wanted to bring some new areas as 
scheduled areas he could not do it. 
Now, wit> this Bill he can bring some 


new areas. In the States where no 
area has been declared a scheduled 
area he can declare it and there is no 
restriction on it. In States like Tri¬ 
pura, U.P., Karnataka the tribal areas 
can be brought under Fifth Schedule 
by a Presidential Order. The sche¬ 
duling in the States of Tripura^ 
Kerala, Karnataka, Tamil Nadu and 
West Bengal through a Presidential 
Order is separately under examina¬ 
tion. As no area has been brought as 
a scheduled area in these States, so 
it is under the consideration of the 
Government to bring areas in the 
Fifth Schedule. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Until and unless, 
there are tribes you cannot declare 
it as a scheduled area and you cannot 
have tribes until and unless there 
are notifications about it. So, it is a 
vicious circle. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: If there is tri¬ 
bal popu’afion, as in the cas e of 
Karnataka we have declared one 
block as IDTP and there are some 
areas where there is concentration, 
of tribal population. That area can 
be made as a scheduled area. 

So far as Manipur is concerned, it 
is goverend by a separate provision of 
the Constitution. 

Shri Madhukar raised the question 
of scheduling of Tharus in Bihar, 
scheduling the areas where the 
Tharus live. Tharus are not includ¬ 
ed in the list of Scheduled Tribes in 
Bihar. Their inclusion in the Sche¬ 
dule can be considered at the appro¬ 
priate stage. Scheduling of an area 
can be taken up only after the com¬ 
munity has been scheduled.

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SHRI OM MEHTA: If a community 
is not included in a Scheduled Tribe 
or in a Scheduled Area, it does not 
mean that they are neg ected. Under 
"the Backward Classes scheme, what¬ 
ever money is there, generally we 
.spend it for the problems of other 
communities also which are not at 
present included. 

SHRI K. M. ‘MADHUKAR’: There 
is no backward scheduled tribe.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You may take it 
up with the bon. Minister later. 

SHRI OM MEHTA: Our experience 
of the past two years is that resources 
are not a constraint. In fact, many 
States have not been able even to 
-spend the budgeted amount. Last year 
the State 3 spent Rs. 102 crores plus 
Rs. 20 chores from Central Assist¬ 
ance. This year, 1976-77, the figure :s 
Rs. 20o crores including Central as¬ 
sistance. Raising allocations alone, 
therefore, will not help. W e have lo 
■strengthen the administrative set up 
and the institutions to absorb more 
funds first. 

Shri Basumatari and Shri Madhu- 
kar raised some more points. It was 
contended that participation of tri- 
bals in deve bpment was not being 
■secured in the 5th Schedule areas 
whereas this was so in the 6 th Sche¬ 
dule areas. People’s participation in 
developmental programmes is the 
-accepted policy of Government, but 
the level and form of participation 
■will vary from one area to another. 

In Maharashtra and Gujarat, we have 
strong local institutions entrusted 
with development tasks. Tribals also 
have due representation in these 
areas. Elsewhere participation is on 
"the increase in various forms. 

The Sixth Schedule areas, namely 
Caro Hills, Jaintia and Khasi Hills 
district, however, had a special set up 
"Of Fanekayats and District Councils 
right from the early days of the 
British Taj, and historically these 


areas have been allowed to retain that 
setup through the provisions of the 
Sixth Schedule. ' We cannot talk in 
terms of having the same thing every 
where. Our endeavour should be to 
give other tribal areas even a better 
setup. 

Shri Jagannath Rao said that these 
areas should be included in the sub¬ 
plan so that they could be taken care 
of that way. Sub-plans have been 
finalised in respect of 11 States. I 
have said that the criterion for in¬ 
clusion in the sub-plan is that they 
should have 50 per cent concentra¬ 
tion of tribal population. 

Shri Subodh Hansda raised the 
point that since the tribal population 
is dispersed in his State, not many 
people will get benefit from this pro¬ 
gramme. Th e problems of West 
Bengal have been specially taken care 
of. In West Bengal, they have got a 
dispersed tribal population. They do 
not have a concentration of such 
population. For that reason, much 
attention could not be paid to them 
in the past. Now the new policy, for 
the first time, is that 10 lakhs out of 
25 lakh tribals—which is about 40 
per cent—will be covered by tKe 
special programme of the sub-plan. 
So integrated tribal development 
plans have been introduced there 
also. This has been done for the first 
time, because unfortunately, the 
population there is dispersed.’ 

Shri Daga in his wisdom raised the 
point that his area has not been in¬ 
cluded in a scheduled area. I must 
tell him that the smallest unit for 
inclusion m the sub-pla n is a block. 
The tribal area of Pali and Sirohi 
does not satisfy this criterion. There¬ 
fore, it could not be included. 

The problems of tribals in areas 
where they &r P a dispersed popula¬ 
tion will be taken care through 
schemes in the sub plan, I thin k I 
have tried to cover all points which 
have been raised and I again say that 
this has been done so that the, sub 
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plan areas would be made co¬ 
terminus with scheduled areas. I 
commend the Bill for acceptance of 
the House.

who go there in the garb of vendors, 
liquor vendors, and I still remember 
what he said clearly. 

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South): The 
Member is talking about forest and 
other govt, officers who are working 
as money-lenders. 

SHRI CM MEHTA: I think I under¬ 
stand Shri Uikey better than any 
other Member. He has been taking 
part in a number of meetings and he 
is a Member of the Home Advisory 
Committee and he has been raising 
those questions persistently; He re¬ 
ferred mainly to the exploitation of 
the contractors end some small offi¬ 
cers also. In regard to officers also, 
recruitment in that level, class IV, it 
should be done mostly from that area 
so that they know the problems of 
tribals.

KERALA LEGISLATIVE ASSEM¬ 
BLY (EXTENSION OF DURATION) 
SECOND AMENDMENT BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS l DR. 
V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD): I beg 
to move: 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
further extension of the duration 
of the present Legislative Assem¬ 
bly of the State of Kerala, be 
taken into consideration." 

As the Hous e is aware, the dura¬ 
tion of the Kerala Legislative Assem¬ 
bly was first extended by Parlia¬ 
ment for a period of six months by 
the Kerala Legislative Assembly 
(Extension of Duration) Act, 1975 
(33 of 1975), as the Proclamation of 
Emergency issued by the President 
under clause (1) of article 352 of 
the Constitution on the 3rd December, 
1971 and the 25th June, 1975 were 
both in operation when the normal 
> five year term of the said Assembly 
was due to expire. It was also con¬ 
sidered at that time that it might be 
possible to synchronise the general 
election to t»n Kerala Legislative 
Assembly with the general election 


When the extended period of dura¬ 
tion of the Kerala Legislative As¬ 
sembly was about to expire, it be¬ 
came clear that the proclamations 
of Emergency would continue in 
operation beyond the last date of the 
extended term of that Assembly, 
namely, the 21st April, 1976. Mean¬ 
while, the duration of the House of 
the People has also been extended 
for a period of one year with effect 
from the 19th March, 1976 by the 
House of the People (Extension of 
Duration) Act, 1976. In these cir¬ 
cumstances, it was considered neces¬ 
sary to extend the duration of the 
Kerala Legislative Assembly for a 
further period of 'six months. The 
duration of that Assembly was accord¬ 
ingly extended for a further period of 
six months by the Kerala Legislative 
Assembly (Extension of Duration) 
Amendment Act, 1976 (46 of 1976). 

The circumstances in which the 
duration of the Kerala Legislative 
Assembly was extended for a period 
of six months for the second time 
(from the 22nd April, 1976 to the 
21st October, 1976) continue to pre¬ 
vail. Both the Proclamations of 
Emergency continue to be in opera¬ 
tion. It is, therfore, felt that it is 
not desirable to hold the elections 
now. It is proposed that the dura¬ 
tion of the existing Legislative As¬ 
sembly of Kerala may be extended 
for a further period of six months 
with effect from the 22nd October, 
1976. The present Bill seeks to give 
effect to this proposal. 

Witlf these remarks, 1 commend 
the Bill for the consideration of the 
House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill to provide for the 1 
further extension of the duration 
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of the present Legislative Assem¬ 
bly of the State of Kerala, be 

taken into consideration.” 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): Sir, this is the third time 
the life of the Kerala Assembly is 
being extended. The arguments 
give n now are the same as were ad¬ 
vanced last time when the Bill was 
brought in the March session. So, 
it appears that even today the argu¬ 
ment is, because the emergency r 
continuing, there should be no elec¬ 
tion. If that is the position, it should 
be made clear that &o long as there 
is emergency, there should not be 
any election. But it was common 
talk at least before 'this Bill was 
introduced, that “Kerala election is 
coming either in October or in Nov- 
* ember.”

SHRT VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil): Do not worry about it. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERTEE 
them, it will have it- all-India r n - 
pei-cussions, and then the ruling party 
will be in a v°rv difficult and pre¬ 
carious position That w as the r' 4 ' 1 - 
son why thorp was some afterthought 
and this Bill has been brought again 
At one time the talk of the election 
was so R+rong that the opposition 
parties in Kerala submitted ona joint 
memorandum to the State Govern¬ 
ment. demanding that oefore the 
election the cm°rgencv should b° 
withdrawn, normal civil liberties 
should be restored the fundamental 
rights should be restored the right 
tn bold meetmvs and exoress fr*»° 
opinions should he granted ^nd all 
’the political prisoners should be re¬ 
leased, because without these IMngs 


the election becomes a farce. The 
opposition parties further decided to 
hold one joint convention on the 12th 
September in Cochin, called the Free 
and Fair Election Convention. They 
wdre also preparing to hold similar 
conventions in each constituency and, 
ultimately, on a village basis. Now, 
suddenly, this decision has come. 
Also, there is still a rumour that 
keeping the opposition completely 
unguarded, there may be a sudden 
announcement of elections. The 
ruling party is capable of it, and it 
can do this There is no doubt in our 
mind about the role played by the 
ruling party. When the election will 
come or will not come will depend 
absolutely upon the advantage the 
situation will give to the ruling 
party It will select a suitable time 
which will give it a favourable posi¬ 
tion So, no principle is involved in 
thi s argument which is being ad¬ 
vanced that because there is emer¬ 
gency and the old conditions are still 
prevailing so this Bill has com* that 
there will be no elections 


Why is it that the opposition is 
demanding elections La t time, Shri 
A K Gopalan declared that after th a 
r ix months are over, the elections 
wdl not b* hell but the ruling party 
will rnme with .ab'-ther giR to ex¬ 
tend the existing Legislature by still 
another six months His forecas* h a s 
non. com® true. Because of bis il 1 - 
l,n aUh, ho is riot able to be present 
h«re Otherwise he would have 
spoken on this Bill. 

The role played fav the ruling partv 
m relation to holding or pot holding 
elections now known to us. In 
Tamil Nadu they could not wait even 
for two months to hold the elections. 
They dismissed the Assembly be¬ 
cause, according to them, the situa¬ 
tion was so bad and so President's 
rule had to be clamped down. But 
so far as Kerala is concerned, the 
longevity of the Assembly is being 
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increased by six months, and again 
by six months and no elections. Why? 
The reason is the same, namely, that 
the ruling party is not prepared to 
face the electorate. 

Whenever we make this charge, 
they deny it, and their argument is 
that the people are rallying in large 
masses behind them under the 20- 
point programme under emergency. 
If that is the reality, then why is 
the fear in calling for elections? If 
people are rallying behind you on a 
large scale, you declare elections, you 
will get elected. Then your projec¬ 
tion of being democratic you will be 
honestly able to establish. But, what 
is the method adopted here? Because 
the Opposition took the initiative and 
held an election convention and 
organised campaigns at the lowest 
level, tiie ruling party thought that 
it might go against them, that the 
time was not appropriate for elec¬ 
tions, though the talk was so strong 
that everybody thought that elections 
were coming in Kerala. Why are we 
demanding elections? Because the 
conditions in Kerala are guch that 
the life of those who ere not with 
the ruling coalition is almost 9 hell. 

SHRI ff. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon): What about West Bengal? 

SHRt SAMAR MUKHERJEE: In 
West Bengal we cannot hold any 
meeting. Even if there is election, 
we cannot. 

SHRI P. M SAYEED (Laradive, 
Minicoy and Amindivi Islands)- 
Why? People are not supporting 
you? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Peo¬ 
ple know, we are not allowed to 
meet people. I have submitted a 
large number of banning orders issued 
by the District Magistrates and Sub- 
divisional Officers everywhere. Even 
today 1 have submitted to Mr. Om 
Mehta the orders of District Magis¬ 
trates end Sub-divisional Officers ban¬ 
ning meeting held by CFM and their 


allies ever on issues of constitutional 
amendment. Physically we are being 
murdered wherever we go. Some of 
the areas we call occupied areas. 
Scimi-Fasciat elements are ruling in 
West Bengal Whatever news you are 
served by the bourgeois press is dis¬ 
torted news. That is why you do 
not know the real position in West 
Bengal. So, I invite all Members to 
go there personally and see what is 
happening, now we are boycotting 
the Assembly since the 1972 election, 
and why the sixty days absence 
clause has not beejn applied in our 
case, because there the ruling party 
knows that it !» guilty. They have 
a guilty conscience, they are not fill¬ 
ing those seats. But, unfortunately, 
because of machinations and propa¬ 
ganda, a wrong distorted image of 
West Bengal is being created. I say 
publicly that if there is immediate 
election in West Bengal, there is no 
question of our taking part in it be¬ 
cause we will not be allowed to hold 
public meetings. Gangsters will 
attack us and murder us with the 
full protection of the police and the 
administration. 

SHRI P. M SAYEED: What about 
Kerala? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
Kerala murders, 1 ahi coming to 
that. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I think the way 
Mr. Mukherjee is proceeding in this 
debat e looks as if it is a full-scale 
debate for the whole country. I have 
nnlv one hour at my disposal. There 
are 8 Members to speak. I win give 
five minutes each to the Congress 
Members, and the same for the three 
opposition Members, and for Mr. 
Mukherjee 15 minutes. He ha 3 taken 
ten, I will give him another five, 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
I have to place some fads. 

MR. CHAIRMAN# No qhestion of 
facts. ' 
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SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
My time was taken because I was 
provoked. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You have taken 
ten minutes. Please do not provoke 
him any more. For provocation, he 
will get two minutes more, total six 
minutes. He will finish by 5.35. 

. SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
Murders have started in Kerala, still 
we are demanding elections in 
Kerala, but in West Bengal, the 
situation is different. 

This is a letter written by a Rajya 
Sabha M.P. to Shri Brahmananda 
Reddy on 24th Julv. 1976: 

“I write this to bring to your 
attention tho tragic circumstances 
which led to the sudden and un¬ 
timely death of Comrade A. N. 
Abdullah, a well-known trade 
union leader of Kerala while he 
was in detention under MISA in 
the Cannanore Central Prison.” 

Last time Shri Gopalan gave three 
examples of persons being beaten to 
death in the police lock-up and in 
jail. As the time at my di^oosal is 
short, I do not want to go into details. 
Tho doctor recommended Shri 
Abdullah to shift to the hospital. But 
that was refused, so, ho was forced 
to die. 

Then, here is the letter of a father. 
He is the ex-Professor of the Calicut 
Government Arts College. He is 
writing to the hon. Home Minister. 
Government of India. It reads: 

“I have been informed by the 
Principal, Regional Engineering 
College, Calicut, that my only son, 
P. Rajan, final year student 0 f the 
College has been arrested by the 
police on 1-3-.76. Ever since. I 
tried by level best to know his 
whereabouts but all my efforts so 
far have been futile.” 


The pitiable appeals of thlk aged 
father to the State Government 
authorities were only a cry in the 
wilderness. The father doubts that 
the boy has been murdered. 

I want to remind you of the earlier 
incident of the police seizing all 
copies of our party’s document on 
constitutional reforms. Our party 
published one pamphlet on constitu¬ 
tional reforms. Five thousand copies 
have been completely seized and 
confiscated. I do not know whether 
all these copies have keen destroyed 
or not. But this complaint has beejn 
made by Mr. E. M. R. Namboodiripad 
to the Home Minister, Mr. Brahma¬ 
nanda Reddy and even to the Prime 
Minister. But no reply. The Home 
Minister there said that they have 
taken these copies of tha pamphlet 
only to see whether it violates the 
law. But it is more than two months 
now. This is a letter written by 
Mr E. M. S. Namboodiripad to 
Mr Brahmananda Reddy dated 1-6-76. 
It reads: 

“I may inform you that after I 
met and discussed with the Collec¬ 
tor and the S. P. of the district 
on May 1, the district authorities 
of Cannanore made s ome efforts to 
bring the- situation back to nor¬ 
malcy.” 

There was gangsterism. 

Then, it says: ■. : > ■ 

"Encouraged by this double 
standard by Shri Karunakaran and 
his friends in Cannanore district, 
the Congress goondas are having a 
field day. A large number of 
libraries Jiave been attacked ’ end 
completely destroyed along with 
the offices of our party, trait 
unions, Harshalta, Sanghams and 
other mass organisations:; A pa$al 
list of such offices, libraries, etc. 
attacked and destroyed till the end 
of April was supplied to you along 
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■ with the copy of our district party’s 
letter to the Chief Minister. The 
process Unfortunately, is going on. 
There is, in fact, a diabolical plan 
to physically destroy all those who 
oppose the ruling party, as our 
party is undoubtedly doing. 

As I had made it clear in my 
earlier communications, I would 
not complain," as I have no right to 
complain, if action is taken against 
any of our (people who in such 
disturbed conditions had behaved 
in such a way as to attract the due 
processes of law. My complaint is 
that on the one hand, the police 
' is giving active protection to those 
who belong to the ruling party and 
without* any regard even to the 
elementary norms of observing the 
law, while false cases are foisted 
on our people and the police tor¬ 
ture them. All this is done for n° 
other reason than the fact that they 
are egged on to do so by the Presi¬ 
dent of the D.C C. who in turn 
gets the active encouragement and 
help of the Home Minister.” 

These are the conditions under which 
our supporters are living there. Natu¬ 
rally they will demand elections; they 
will demand change of Government. 
Life is hell r there. There are so 
many other things. I can tell you 
how the cooperatives ar e being force, 
fully captured from the supporters 
of our party or our allies. There 
are details.... 

MR CHAIRMAN: Please trv to 
conclude. You have quoted enough. 

AN HON. MEMBER: He can write 
td the Home Minister. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
All these have been written to the 
Home Minister. 

MR, CHAIRMAN: They have been 
written to the Prime Minister also. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 

Only the Prime Minister and the 


Home Minister know. The Members 
do not know. When there is a 
debate, we want to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the whole House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The time allot¬ 
ted for this Bill is one hour, and 1 
have already allowed you 15 minutes. 
Please conclude in two minutes. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
Then, there is the ore-censorship. 
The Prime Minister told in Colombo 
that there was no pre-censorship. 
But, in Kerala, there is pre-censor¬ 
ship in respect of our party paper, 
Desabimani: now it has been extend¬ 
ed to our weekly, Chintha, also. 
Meetings are not allowed; even if 
meetings ar e allowed inside a hall, 
mikes are not allowed. There is no 
scope for expressing 0 ur opinions 
freely. Organized goonda gangs arc 
attacking our meetings. Under these 
circumstances, naturally, we want 
that there must be elections as early 
as possible; w c want that all these 
restrictions must be withdrawn, all 
the prisoners must be released and a 
fair and free election must be held. 

Sir we oppose this Bill. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernaku- 
lam): Mr. Chairman, Sir, Kerala has 
been enjoying, ( tfor the last nearly 
six years, a certain political stability, 
unheard of in it s history. The bane 
of Kerala politics, since the evolu¬ 
tion of democratic process, has been 
lack of stability and it had a very 
deleterious effect on the development 
at the economic and social levels. 
But today thanks to the general 
awareness among the people, learning 
from past experiences of how politi¬ 
cal parties also vied with one an¬ 
other to create conditions for this 
kind of sorry state of affairs, people 
have come to realise that stability is 
basic to all development and to the. 
prim«> necessity of the State. Today, 
if you make an assessment of the 
socio-economic transformation that 
has already taken place in Kerala, 
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I am sure objective observers will 
hold the view that Kerala is in a 
vanguard position in the matter of 
socio-economic development. I have 
heard myi good friend, jMr. Samar 
Mukherjee. I have great regards for 
some leader B of the Marxist Party; 
I respect Opposition parties. But it 
is an irony of fate, perhaps, that the 
Marxist Party, of all the parties, is 
saying that a reign of violence and 
terror has been let loose in Kerala 
The people of Kerala do recall the 
sort of violence and the sort of des¬ 
tructive activities carried on by the 
Marxist Party 'when they were in 
power and also otherwise.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Even today. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN: I know of 
the difficult Marxist party situation 
in Kerala; I do not want to embar¬ 
rass my distinguished colleague any 
further. 

Now, the least I would say is 
that even to-day if you go to areas 
where Marxist party has some influ¬ 
ence—they have some hold in some 
isolated pockets—some misguided 
youngmen and others are gtill hold¬ 
ing on pathetically to the belief that 
by resorting to violence they can 
bring about « revolution. But the 
more sober elements who have sup¬ 
ported the Maxist Party to-day 
realise that the best way for the 
salvation of our State, a State which 
is an integral part of our great coun¬ 
try, is to take to more sober means 
for 1 socio-economic transformation. 
And I am sure that my distinguished 
friend is not unaware of the sad ex¬ 
perience the Marxist Party leaders 
there are having in terms of deple¬ 
tion of their rank and flle. Sir, 1 
do not want to dwell much on this 
point because every Party has its 
own vicissitudes. 

To-day 1 would like to say that 
when this Bill is being brought here. 


though I personally feel that the 
State should go through democratic 
processes as often as possible parti¬ 
cularly in Kerala, nobody would 
regret if the life of the Assembly is 
extended for another y€|ar or so. i 
recall my own experience. Sir, I 
successfully contested the Assembly 
elections in 1965. I was able to 
defeat rival candidate of powerful 
parties. But then I was not able to 
sit in the Assembly even for one 
day because the Assembly was dis¬ 
solved even before it was summoned. 
So, i n a State like that; naturally 
when it is extended by one year, 
nobody would shed tears because we 
have lost several years of normal 
tenure of Assemblies became of 
frequent dissolution of Assemblies. 
So, when our State for the first time 
has achieved a sort of political stabi¬ 
lity for five years and more, then when 
it is extended by another six months, 
naturally people would only feel 
happy that the period of stability, 
the era of stability has been further 
extended. Sir, if you had r®ed the 
newspapers of Kerala or even natio¬ 
nal newspapers, last year when the 
Assembly completed its normal five 
year term, you would have noted the 
general jubilation in the State; peo¬ 
ple celebrated the event with much 
eclat. Public meetings, mammoth 
meetings were organized, seminars 
were hel^ and there was general 
satisfaction that the Ministry com¬ 
pleted five years. This only shows 
how the people liked a government. 


Sir, how did we reach this kind of 
stability. As an experience it would 
throw some light to Mr. Mukherjee 
It was the Marxist Party, of all the 
parties, which innovated jjr introduc¬ 
ed into our body politic the practice 
of encouraging mushroom, efceta 
parties. They would say from plat¬ 
forms and them housetops. *We want 
revolutionary parties. We want ideo¬ 
logically pure parties.' But, on the 
other hand, in actual practice what

did they do? They encouraged com¬ 
munal forces in the garb of some 
high-sounding political nomencla¬ 
ture. Tor the sake of anti-Congress- 
ism, they encouraged small, insigni¬ 
ficant mushroom parties. Their sole 
aim was to defeat the Congress. One 
of the reasons why Mr. E. M, S. 
Namboodiripad could not continue 
even for two years during his second 
term was that for the purpose of 
winning the election, they put up 
those party candidates and s uccccdcd 
largely by exploiting limited loyal¬ 
ties nr encouraging communal and 
other forces. But, after winning the 
election, those small parties started 
to act according to their own moorings 
and so they could not carry on.... 
(Interruptions). Your united front 
was there in 1952. What happened 
wag the United Front could not con¬ 
tinue. There was great bickering, 
within the front by those disperete 
groups and Mr. E. M. S. Namboodiri¬ 
pad could not continue. Therefore, 
Mr. Namboodiripad, even when he 
had the majority, could not simply 
carry on. But the sort of United 
Front to-day ruling there is a united 
front which i s committed to stabi¬ 
lity, a united front which believes 
that the urgent need of Kerala and 
the urgent need of Karelites is 
political stability. 

You know that, in' spite of the 
political consciousness of the people 
In Kerala from the point of view of 
their economic condition, they are 
way down. Over 40 per cent of our 
people are living below poverty line. 
We want political stability for im¬ 
proving their lo!t. At this stage, peo¬ 
ple cannot be rallied for destructive 
purposes. We have had enough of 
destruction; and this Government has 
been able to give a very good image; 
mm have been able to achieve very 
much on the socio-economic fronts. 

Our Government has implemented 
two -or three projects which have 
* caught the imagination not only of 
the people of our State but also that 
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of the whole nation. For instance, 
we have been able to achieve a mira¬ 
cle in the held of public health. 
Every Panchayat in our State has 
now got a Public Health Centre. 
This indeed is an achievement of 
which the State can be proud of; 
elsewhere in the country. I told, 
that at least in some areas, people 
have to walk 20 to 25 miles to get to 
the nearest public health centre. 
Even in the remotest village, we have 
some kind of medical facilities. This 
was achieved, no doubt, largely by 
Central aid but the direction and 
leadership of the Ministry was basic. 
Everyone knows about the one lakh 
housing scheme. In every Panchayat, 
about 1,000 houses have been cons¬ 
tructed. This programme has been, 
by and large, implemented by the 
voluntary cooperation of the people. 
There was a tremendous people’s in¬ 
volvement, in this big housing scheme. 
Housing was one of the more impor¬ 
tant and acute problems faced by 
our people. Lakhs of people parti¬ 
cularly in the coastal areas are living 
without a roof over their heads. So 
the people trusted the Government 
and responded to the call of the Gov¬ 
ernment: when the housing scheme 
was started, the people came forward 
voluntarily to make the scheme a 
success. The rapid strides Kerala has 
made in the matter of land reforms 
is well known. To-day every tenant 
in Kerala has ten cents of land. This 
is no mean achievement. Today 
Kerala is in the vanguard of the 
agrarian reform. After the present 
Government came to power, agrarian 
reforms continued to change our social 
fabric to social progress. The agra¬ 
rian revolution has ignited a sense of 
euphoria in our State even among 
the lower echelon of our society. 
These are two or three more signi¬ 
ficant achievements to the credit of 
our government. 

For instance, we have expanded to 
new horizon in exploiting new re¬ 
sources. During the lest few years, 
as everybody knows, a blue revolu¬ 
tion has set in in Kerala/ We have 
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exported—it was zero in 1953—marine 
products worth over 150 crores in the 
last year. Today, we have a leading 
position in the world in the sea-food 
export. In the same way, our plan¬ 
tation products also have a good place 
in world market. We are to-day 
having an international market. 
These could not have been achieved 
had it not been for the fact that we 
have a Government committed to the 
welfare of the people. 

Again, one more word. Sir. The 
weaker sections of our s odety, who 
are the main victims of exploitation 
,by the gullible propaganda by the 
Marxists Party, are deserting them, 
tt is the weaker sections of our socie¬ 
ty, the vulnerable sections of our 
society, who have benefited from very 
many nation-building activities. 1 
have catalogued earlier, carried on by 
our Govt. From the social and eco¬ 
nomic angles as well as from the poli¬ 
tical angle, our State has achieved 
much in recent years. In the wake 
of these significant achievements, this 
Bill for extension is welcome and the 
people will only be happy. 

However, the ruling United Front, 
much less the Congress Party, is 
ready to fight the elections any time. 
You know, Sir, that ours is the single 
party in the State. In any election to 
come, the Congress and its allies 
who have succeeded in giving our 
people leadership, stability and eco¬ 
nomic progress will be returned with 
overwhelming majorities. 

Therefore, Sir, I welcome this Bill. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
(Tellicherry): Sir, this is the third time 
that Government is coming forward 
with the Bill to seek extension of the 
life of the Kerala Legislature. 

I stand to support this Bill. But, 1 
am not .so jubilant in supporting this 
extension as Mr. Henry Austin has. 


And also I am not so diffident , as Mr, 
Samar Mukherjee is about the situa¬ 
tion in Kerala. Why is it so! Because 
during the last six months after the 
last extension was sought in this House 
it would have been possible for the 
Central Government to arrange for 
the Kerala elections and there was a 
congenial condition existing in that 
State. The President of the Congress 
Party and the leaders of the Congress 
Party in Kerala said on more than one 
occasion that they are ready to face 
the electorate. The Chief Minister of 
Kerala spoke on behalf of the coalition 
that the coalition is also ready to face 
the electorate in Kerala. 


Then, Sir, the Government says the 
situation in the country remains as it 
was before and, as such, they are seek¬ 
ing extension of the life of Government 
in Kerala. If I remember in this 
House itself ministers after ministers 
were coming and telling that they are 
trying to relax the emergency and they 
are releasing prisoners. They are 
trying to bring about condition under 
which the harshness of emergency will 
be felt little. While speaking to 
foreign press in Colombo the Prime 
Minister herself said that the Gov¬ 
ernment’s aim is to relax the emer¬ 
gency. If that is the situation and the 
Government is going in for relaxation 
of emergency then I think it would 
have been very appropriate for the 
Government to go in for election* in 
Kerala. 


When I say this I would like to make 
it very clear that Shri Samar Mukher¬ 
jee and his party need not indulge in 
day-dreaming that in the elections 
they will again com** back victorious 
tn Kerala. I think ffeat is a closed 
chapter. They cannot. They will be 
badly defeated. It is not that they 
have no freedom to work among. the 
people or do their propaganda—I have 
not any quarrel, with the Marxist party, 
when they say they are harassaed— 
but they are rather exposed before flat 
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people. Mr. Henry Austin narrated 
the various socio-economic measures 
that the Kerala Government had taken 
up during the last several years. 1 
need not repeat the same. Now. to all 
these schemes what was the attitude of 
the Marxist party? Absolutely nega¬ 
tive and cynical attitude was taken by 
the Marxist parly So, they are expos¬ 
ed. They are thoroughly isolated from 
the people. Their rank and file is 
running away from the leadership. 

Six, the main point is, today in 
Kerala the United Front is ready to go 
in for election as has been made clear 
by Mr. Achuta Menon and all the 
parties to the coalition. That being 
the case—while supporting the Bill—1 
would request the Government that 
they should not come 1o this House 
again, the fourth time, for an exten¬ 
sion. I will support this Bill but they 
should not come again and say that the 
situation is the same. Situation in 
Kerala is good for holding elections. 

In this context, I have certain ques¬ 
tions to ask. While speaking about 
this. Dr. Austin said that the Govern¬ 
ment had done well and political stabi¬ 
lity had been given to the State. But 
is it an argument? If a Government 
is doing good' and it is providing politi¬ 
cal stability, can you say that that 
Government can continue with one ex¬ 
tension after another without election? 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN: I said ihat 
the current political stability is admir¬ 
ed by the people and so this extension 
will not be resented by them. 

SHRl SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Make 
it a permanent thing! 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 1 did 
not say that Dr. Austin said it- 
But is that an argument for not having 
election or for postponing election? 

In this context, I would like the hon. 
Minister to enlighten us as to what the 
attitude of this Government is towards 
holding elections in the country, for 


Parliament as well as the State Assem¬ 
blies. The same argument can be ex¬ 
tended. Alter emergency has been 
imposed, after the 20 -point economic 
piogramme has been implemented, 
there are good things happening: 
political stability is ensured, reaction 
is pushed back. But can you say that 
we will seek more extension for 
Parliament and will go ahead 

without election? 

The Minister who was answering a 
question in the other House said that 
it is the prerogative of the Prime 
Minister to decide about the election. 

I agree with him. It is the prerogative 
of I he Prime Minister, but this House 
has the right to know from this 
Minister when he is seeking an exten¬ 
sion of Ihe life of the Kerala legisla¬ 
ture at least an indication as to when 
we are going to face the electorate. I 
ihink the Congress Party today can 
face the electorate. They will ask. 
Who are you to say that? Well, that 
is my view. This country ean go in 
for an ejection now; it cannot seek 
tefuge under any pretext that we will 
go on extending and extending without 
election. 


There are certain strange arguments 
being advanced like these. Under 
socialism there is no election neces¬ 
sary. This is a very strange theory, a 
reactionary theory. Then another 
theory is advanced that when a Gov¬ 
ernment is doing good for the people, 
no election is necessary. I say this will 
eat away the vitals of parliamentary 
democracy. So when you speak of 
parliamentary democracy, when we 
are living under a Constitution which 
provides for parliamentary democracy, 
there is no escape from facing the 
electorate. 


We supported the emergency; we are 
still supporting it. We supported ex¬ 
tension of the hfc of Lok Sabha. We 
supported the extension of the Kerala 
legislature; We are gqlng to suppdrt it 
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again. But we are entitled to know 
from the Government what is their 
attitude m relation to the problems I 
am raising. Will you fac t the electo¬ 
rate in the near future and go in for 
elections, parliamentary as well as 
Assembly? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE Keep¬ 
ing the emergency intact! 

SHRI C. K CHANDRAPPAN Shri 
Samar Mukherjee may have his view 

MR. CHAIRMAN Forget the pro¬ 
vocation. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN State¬ 
ments made by official spokesmen 
many times suggested that emergency 
and election need not be counterposed 
I am also saying: do not counterpose 
elecion and emergency But give 
an assurance .. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE With 
the Opposition m jail. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
when we are going in for elections. 
This will lay to rest the prophets ol 
doom here and m the western press 
that democracy m India is doomed. 
Democracy m India need not be doom¬ 
ed. For that I think the Government 
should adopt a positive attitude to¬ 
wards the problem. They should say 
that they are ready to face the electo¬ 
rate and that they will not come 
before the House for seeking another 
extension for the Kerala Legislature. 
Then, there is rason to suDport that; 
otherwise unwittingly you will be 
contributing to the enemies of the 
country, enemies of the policies of the 
government who would say that in 


India democracy has been doomed. I 
think they will not do that. 

When you are extending the life of 
the Kerala Legislature, certain demands 
oi the Kerala government should be 
conceded also. There is the Kerala 
Labour Welfare Fund Bill awaiting 
President’s assent for one year or ao; 
it is a good Bill providing so many 
good things for the poor people. The 
Marxist Party never did it; the Coali¬ 
tion did it. That assent should be 
given. A draft Ordinance for nationa¬ 
lisation of foreign plantations has been 
pending assent for the last five long 
years. What will happen to that? 
There is the Medical Practitioners’ Bill 
which was sent back without assent; 
it provided facilities for those who gpt 
their degrees m integrated medical 
courses, those who were ayurvedic as 
well as allopathic. The Kerala govern¬ 
ment wanted some facilities to be pro¬ 
vided but the Central Government sent 
it back. Lastly, tomorrow the Central 
Sales Tax Bill is coming up and 1 
should request the hon Law Minister 
to consider the point raised by the 
Kerala Government Because out of 
Kerala’s total revenue of Rs. 127 crores, 
Rs. 23 crores will be knocked off if 
that Bill is enacted as it is proposed 
without agreeing to the amendment 
that is proposed by the Kerala govern¬ 
ment 1 think those good things should 
be favourably considered by the gov¬ 
ernment when the extension of tbe 
life of the Kerala Legislature is sought. 
With these words I support the Bill 
but I again request them not to come 
here again for a similar extension.

OBITUARY REFERENCE 

MR. SPEAKER: Hon. Members. I 
have to inform the House of the said 
demise of Kazi Nazrul Islam, the 
famous poet, who passed away at 
Dacca on the 29th August, 1976 at 
the age of 77. 

Born at Cburlia village in Burd- 
wan district of West Bengal, Kazi 
Nazrul Islam attained proficiency in 
Persian, Sanskrit and Urdu at an 
early age and he started composing 
songs for a village folk-song party, 
which gave expression to his poetic 
caRbre and patriotic spirit. Inbued 
with revolutionary ideas and love for 
the Liberation of his country, Kazi 
Ngznil Islam joined the 49th Bengali 
Regiment in which he served for a 
brief period till the disbandment of 
this regiment in 1920. Later, he de¬ 
voted himself completely to the writ¬ 
ing of short stories, dramas and no¬ 
vels which carried the stamp of his 
revolutionery spirit and ideas and 
his powerful poetry earned him 
praise of all. He served as an editor 
of “Naba Yug”, a Bengali daily, for 
some time and later he worked for 
“Sevak”. Subsequently he started 
his own weekly ‘Dhumketu” wherein 
he wrote his editorials in verse to 
arouse the spirit of the masses for 
liberty and independence. He was 
prosecuted and sent to jail on charges 
of sedition where he went on a hun¬ 
ger strike lasting 41 days, Ultimate¬ 
ly, poet Rabindranath Tagore persu¬ 
aded him to give up the fast on the 
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ground “our literature claims you”. 
Typically secular in his oullook and 
actions, Kazi Nazrul Islam married a 
Hindu lady but did not compel her to 
change her religion. He also used 
to worship Goddess Kali. After his 
marriage he took interest in politics 
and helped forming the “Labour Swa¬ 
raj Party” which was subsequently 
known as “Workers and Peasants’ 
Party”. 

A great poet of his times, Kazi Naz¬ 
rul Islam was a pioneer of martial 
songs which infused national spirit 
by turning the Bengali language into 
a vibrant and roaring torrent of ex¬ 
pression. 

We deeply mourn the loss of this 
great poet whose writings and poems 
will keep his name and fame alive for 
generation to come. I am sure the 
House will join me in conveying our 
condolences to the bereaved family. 

The House may stand in silence for 
a short while to express its sorrow.

Decision on holding General Elections 

*282. SHRI M. KALYANASUNDA- 
RAM: 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTER- 
JEE : 

Will the Minister of I,AW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state whether Government have • 
taken a decision to hold general elec¬ 
tions in 1977? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE): No decision about 
the holding of general elections due in 
1977 has been taken so far by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 
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SJIRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
The answer implies that the election is 
due in 1977. It is reported in the 
press that in the other House, the 
Minister of State in the Ministry of 
Law, Justice and Company Affairs, 
said that the elections will not be post¬ 
poned further. Will the hon. minis¬ 
ter lake this House intq confidence 
and tell us whether the elections will 
be held as early as possible? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The hon. 
member said that the answer implies 
that elections are due in 1977. That is 
only the constitutional provision. With 
regard to the statement made by my 
colleague, Dr. Seyid Muhammad, I do 
not think that he said that elections 
will not be postponed. All that he said 
as far as I could read from the script of 
his speech in the Rajya Sabha, was 
that they will be held early. But 
sometimes such an innocent statement 
also is taken advantage of by unde¬ 
sirable elements to the country. I do 
not think my colleague committed 
himself to one position or the other. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Now in His answer to my supplemen¬ 
tary he is wriggling out. I think in 
the original answer there was some 
sort of commitment. Now he is getting 
out of the commitment. I want to 
know whether there is any proposal 
under the consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment to postpone the elections beyond 
the due date? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: As I said 
just now, there is no proposal at the 
moment under consideration, either to 
hold the elections or to postpone the 
elections. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether the decision to hold the elec¬ 
tions depends on the question of con¬ 
tinuation or revocation of the emer¬ 
gency and if the emergency continues 
whether the elections will be held 
only later. I know it is the Prime 


Minister’s prerogative, but does it 
depend on the continuation of the 
emergency or not? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Various 
factors are to be taken into account 
before a decision is taken on the ques¬ 
tion whether the elections should be 
held or not. As the hon. Member 
knows, in the past also elections had 
been held in emergencies. The exis¬ 
tence of the emeregency is only one of 
the factors which is taken into account.

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER; In the statement of the Minister 
in the first list there is item No. 5, Rail 
link to Haldia port. But in the second 
list there is no specific reference to 
Mejia, so far as survey work is con¬ 


cerned. We know that the Geological 
survey of India had reported lax go 
deposits of coal there. It is a backward 
area. I want to know whether the 
Government has any proposal to link 
Haldia Port viz Bankara and Mejia 
with Raniganj, whether any survey is 
going on or whether there is any pro¬ 
posal to construct such a rail link, 

SITRI BUTA SINGII: As given out in. 
the first list, the rail link to Haldia 
Port in West Bengal Stale has been 
taken as one of the lines in the back¬ 
ward areas, but as I stated, unfortu¬ 
nately the funds placed at the disposal 
of the railways are not even sufficient 
to complete the works that are already 
taken up by the railways. 

SHRI SYED AHMED AGA: I want 
to know why Govermenl is persisting 
in ignoring the Kashmir valley. It is 
truly backward, there is no doubt 
about it. We do not have any industry 
in Kashmir because we do not have 
any railway line. We cannot integrate 
that part of the country with the rest 
of the country because there is no 
railway line. Railway line is the first 
thing that is necessary. So, I want to 
understand why the Government is 
persisting in ignoring our demand for 
a railway line. There was a survey 
long ago during the British regime for 
a railway line via Riasi. What are 
they doing about it? It only involves 
a tunnel of 8 miles. It is not difficult. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: I agree with 
the hon. Member ahoul the importance 
of the Srinagar valley being linked 
with the rest of the country, and there 
is a proposal, if you read the list for 
the backward areas, to link Jammu 
and Udhampur. This is about 56.10 
k.m. in length, and the estimated cost 
is about Rs. 40.65 crores. If the funds 
are given, we are more anxious than 
the hon. Member to take it up. 

MR. SPEAKER; I see a large num¬ 
ber u£ hen. Members standing up. I 
think we cannot deal with this in the 
Question Hour. I would suggest that 
the hon. Minister invite all the Mem- 
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bers who want to put questions, and 
discuss this matter with them. 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI KAMLAPATI TRIPATHI): 
Your instructions will be carried out, 
but may I tell you that all these ques¬ 
tions were raised in the Consultative 
Committee and replies have been 
given? 

MR. SPEAKER: The hon. Minister 
has kindly agreed to invite all of you. 

SJIRI D’TNEN BI1ATTACHARYYA: I 
want a clarification. Items 18 and 2d 
in the list have been hanging lire lor a 
long time. Several assurances were 
given, but nothin” has been done.

(b) if so, salient features thereof; 
and 

(c) how far this would affect the 
companies which are set up with 
foreign collaboration? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY • AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKIIALE): (a) No, Sir. While 
sub-section (2A) 6f Section 205 intro¬ 
duced by the Companies (Amendment) 


Act, 1974, requires that a company, be¬ 
fore declaring or paying dividends for 
any financial year, must transfer to its 
reserves a percentage of its profits for 
the year, not exceeding 10 per cent, as 
may be prescribed, the proviso to this 
sub-section allows the voluntary trans¬ 
fer of a higher percentage of its profits 
1 o reserves, in accordance with the 
rules to be made in this behalf. These 
rule: have already been notified by the 
Central Government on 26th July, 1975 
and were subsequently amended on 
24th July, 1976. The rules and the 
subsequent amendments were laid on 
the table of the House on 6th August, 
1975 ami 17th August, 1976 respective¬ 
ly- 

(b) and (c). Do not arise, 

SHRI C. K. CHANDAPPAN: The 
answer given by the hon. Minister is 
a highly technical one. It is very diffi¬ 
cult to understand what exactly it 
means because it quotes so many rules 
and all that. I would like the hon. 
Minister to explain to the House. 
According to 1974 enactment, an 
amount not exceeding 10 per cent from 
the profit is directed to be ploughed 
back into the reserve fund. Would the 
Government explain to us as to for 
what purposes this money will be uti¬ 
lised, whether the company has a right 
to utilise that amount for anything or 
it is a kind of blocking that amount 
from circulation?, 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I appreciate 
the hon. Member’s difficulty about 
knowing exactly what the provision of 
law is because the question itself 
seems to indicate that there is a limit 
on profits when there is none. Actual¬ 
ly, what happens is that when the pro¬ 
fits are made, there has been a ten- 
cy in 0 e past to distiibute all the pro¬ 
fits as dividends. In the Joint Com¬ 
mittee which was constituted, before 
the Bill was passed, this question was 
considered exhaustively and it was of 
the view that it was in the interest of 
the company and. therefore, ultimately 
in the interest of the shareholders 
themselves that the company should 
build up certain reserves. 
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Now. all that the provision in the 
law is that before profits are distribut¬ 
ed as dividends, a certain percentage 
of profits shall be transferred to the 
reserves but not exceeding 10 per cent. 
The maximum that will be required 
to be transferred to the reserves will 
be 10 per cent. But I may indicate to 
the hon. Member that now, under the 
rules, the percentages for various 
levels of transference to reserves have 
already been indicated. If the dividend 
proposed is above JO per cent but not 
exceeding 12.5 pe r cent, they must 
transfer to the reserve not less than 

2.5 per cent; if the dividend is above 

12.5 per cent but not exceeding 15 per 
cent, they must transfer 5 per cent; if 
it is 15 per cent but not exceeding 20 
per cent, they must transfer 7.5 per 
cent and if it is exceeding 20 per cent, 
they must transfer the maximum, that 
is, 10 per cent, 

As to for what purposes the reserves 
can be used, the reserves can be used 
foi various purposes. They can be 
used for modernisation, for rehabi¬ 
litation, for research and development 
and for various other purposes. They 
can also be used in appropriate and 
legitimate cases for issue of bonus 
shares. 

SHRI C. K. CIIANDRAPPAN: While 
discussing the question of compulsory 
deposit scheme, the Government was 
saying that it was also asking the in¬ 
dustry to sacrifice for the benefit of the 
country to contain inflation. In this 
context, may I know whether there is 
any proposal under consideration by 
which the Government will ask the 
companies to deposit a certain per¬ 
centage of their profits with the Gov¬ 
ernment as they have asked the wor¬ 
kers to do it. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: No, Sir. 

DR. RANEN SEN; In his reply, the 
hon, Minister has said that this reserve 
fund way be utilised by the companies 
lor research and development, for 
modernisation and all that. May I 


know whether the Government has got 
any mechanism to check up whether 
the reserve fund is properly utilised 
for ibe purpose for which the* fund has 
been developed? Because our experi¬ 
ence has been that, in many industries 
like jute and cotton textiles, instead 
o? utilLin^ the reserve fund feu moder¬ 
nisation or some such thine, the fund 
has been mis-utilised or e. tcn up. 

SHRI II. R. GOKHALE- It may have 
been there to a certain extent before 
the passing of the Amendment Act in 
1!>71. But there arc enough regula¬ 
tions and restrictions now under the 
Act which can cent ml fhc actions of 
the company in this regard, 

SHRI SOMNATtl CHATTERJEE: 
Ma;. I know from the hon. Minister 
whether, in view of the proposed law 
permitting donations by companies to 
political parties, there will be recon¬ 
sideration or refixing of Ibe guidelines 
and limits as in the Company Rules 
and in the companies Act, so far as 
maintenance of general reserves is 
concerned? 

SIIRI II. R. GOKHALE: I do not 
think that this question has any rele¬ 
vance to the question of limiting the 
i eserves. 

SHRI SOMNAT1I CHATTERJEE: 
Donations may be paid from general 
rserves. 

SHRI H, R. GOKHALE: Not neces¬ 
sarily, they can be made from out of 
profits also. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: A 
portion of the profits goes to the re¬ 
serves. 

MR. SPEAKER; Has the Companies 
(Amendment) Bill been passed? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Not yet. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; It 
was circulated, it was there in the 
agenda, but now it has been removed 
from the order paper. 
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SHRI II. R. GOKHALE: It has not 
been removed. It has not come 
because there are other urgent items. 


All India Judicial Service 

*286. SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: Will 
the Minister of LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government have de¬ 
cided to constitute an All India Judi¬ 
cial Service; and 

(b) if so, what steps Government 
propose to take in this direction? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE); (a) Not yet, Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH: The answer 
to the first part of my question, name¬ 
ly, ‘Not yet. Sir', indicates that the 
proposal is there in the cooking stage. 
If so, may 1 know when we can expect 
its materialisation?. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: First of all, 
the question of making the necessary 
provision in the Constitution for this 
purpose will be discussed by the House 
when the Constitution Amendment 
comes for consideration. If that pro¬ 
vision is carried in Parliament, then, 
of course, the necessary further steps 
lor the constitution of All India Judi¬ 
cial Service will be taken. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDDY: 
Already the Minister has taken steps 
to transfer judges from one place to 
another. Then what is the difficulty 
in introducing the All India Judicial 
Service for judicial officers? 

SHRI II. R. GOKHALE: I did not 
say that there was any difficulty. 


Pesticide Formulating Units 

*287. SHRI N. E. HORO: Will the 
Miniser of CHEMICALS AND FERTI¬ 
LIZERS be pleased to state; 

(a) whether there is any proposal 
under consideration to locate new 
pesticide formulating units especially 
in potential areas of consumption and 
in backward areas; and 

(b) if so, the main features thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS (SHRI G. P. MAJHI): 
(a) and (b). As there is excessive in¬ 
stalled capacity for pesticidal formula¬ 
tion, the present Government policy is 
not to allow additional formulation 
capacity unless supported by a time 
hound programme for manufacture of 
technical pesticides. 

The question of relaxing this policy 
in favour of backward areas and State 
public undertakings will receive Gov¬ 
ernment's attention at appropriate 
time. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: It is a well- 
known fact that pesticides are not 
easily available and in adequate 
quantities in areas where there is a 
huge consumption of the same and 
also in backward areas. Is it not a 
fact that it is not due to excess capa¬ 
city as the Minister has said, but 
because some of the firms which are 
producing pesticides have monopoly 
interests, they are not willing for the 
opening up of new units in these 
areas? Pesticides should be made 
available to the backward areas and 
also to the areas where there is a 
large consumption of the same. I 
would like to know whether, in 
view of this, Government will re¬ 
consider its policy and arrange to 
open new units in such areas for the > 
benefit of the consumers, for the 
benefit of the agriculturists. Let 
Government not consider this only 
from the point of view of producers; 
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they should consider it from the point 
of view of benefits for the agricul¬ 
turists. 


THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILISERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): For th e consumption of pes¬ 
ticides it is not possible to have for¬ 
mulations made out in each and every 
State because it depends upon most 
of the private parties and th e loca¬ 
tions are decided mostly by them. But 
it has been cur policy to make pesti¬ 
cides available in each and every 
State to the extent necessary and in 
terms of their requirements. 


SHRI N. E. HORO: I would like to 
know whethei they will reconsider 
the question of encouraging a public 
sector undertaking towards manufac¬ 
turing pesticides. Will they recon¬ 
sider 0 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: Consideration 
and reconsideration is always our 
policy. (Interruptions).

DR. HENRY AUSTIN: I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether the Ministry is aware of the 
fact that pesticides have deleterious 
effects on birds. For instance, over 
three lakhs ot ducks have died in 
my Stab* and a large number of them 
in my constituency and the result of 
a study made on that shows that it 
was the pesticides that were responsi¬ 
ble for the large-scale deaths of the 
bird. 

So, formally when new pesticides 
are formulated or efforts made to start 
units for the formulation of pestici¬ 
des, will the hon. Minister see or give 
necessry directions to officers to see 
that harmful effects, if any, of the 
pesticides are voided or are not there? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: There is already 
in force the Insecticides Act from 
1969 and all insecticides are required 
to be approved under this Act by the 
Insecticides Board. Therefore, before 
any insecticide is used in the field, 
it has to get the clearance which is 
given after verifying as to its efficacy, 
toxicity and if it is in conformity 
with the specifications. 

With regard to the instance he has 
cited where a large number of birds 
died, if the hon. Member gives me 
full details, I will certainly hold in¬ 
quiries. 1

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: From the statement it ap¬ 
pears that these concessions are only 
available to a group which should be 
normally 60 persons in the case of 
M. G. and 75 persons in the case of 
B. G. Am I correct in understanding 
from the statement that if the num¬ 
ber of persons is less than GO or 75, 
say 59 or 74, this concession will not 
be available? 

My second question is that in the 
statement, in the list of the stations 
on the termination of journey upon 
which a group is entitled to conces¬ 
sion, the name of Gauhati is not there, 
though it is both a capital and a place 
of extreme historical importance. So 
I would like to know whether the 
Government has any proposal to re¬ 


medy this defect and include the name 
of Gauhati so that people travelling 
from Jammu and Kashmir and such 
othe r places to Gauhati and even to 
Shillong may get the benefit of such 
concessions? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
The earlier pattern of hill concession 
was that the concession was given 
to non-hill stations so that the peo¬ 
ple could from plains to hill stations. 
Nov/ a scheme has been devised by 
the Railway Ministry whereby the 
hill people get the concession to visit 
the plains. Accordingly this scheme 
was put into effect from 1st of July, 
1976 and the system laid down is that 
they will have a concession of 33-1/3 
per cent, of the ticket which is taken 
by the normal passengers. The mi¬ 
nimum number i s 60 in the case of 
M. G. and 75 in the case of broad- 
gauge. 

But if there are lesser number of 
people and the State Government cer¬ 
tifies that they could not get more 
number of people, that matter can 
b c considered. As far as Gauhati is 
concerned, I can assure the hon. Mem¬ 
ber that Gauhati will be included in 
the list. 

SHRI T. GANGADEB: In view 
of balancing the railway concession 
tickets for the students in relation 
to the air-fare concessions, I would 
like to know from the Minister whe¬ 
ther the present second-class railway 
concession to students will be consi¬ 
dered for revision to make it a first- 
class concession ticket in comparison 
to air-fare concessions and facilities 
which rhow a big difference between 
the two. 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHT; 
We are not going to compare the 
concession given by the Airways. We 
ar e having our own system of con¬ 
cession which is working very Well 
and the students have accepted jti 
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Provision of one Seat for one passenger

SHRI N. E. HORO:

(a) whether any study has been 
made about the number of coaches re¬ 
quired for different routes to ensure 
one seat for every passenger in trains;

(b) if so, the outcome thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
BIJTA SINGH); (a) and (b). Sir, 
However, periodical census of occupa¬ 
tion of all non-suburban passenger 
carrying trains is taken on the Rail¬ 
ways iwrca a year to assess the ex¬ 
tent of occupation in each train and 
on the basis of results of these census 
and having regard to the availability 
of requisite resources, steps are 
taken to intrc duce additional trains 
as also to exient the runs and aug¬ 
ment the loads of existing trains to 
meet the requirements of traffic on 
different routes. 

DR. K. L. RAO: In view of 
the overcrowding in the Indian Rail¬ 
way system, 'is it not desirable that 
there should be a regular survey of 
the percentage of overcrowding in 
different trains and at different times? 

I would like to know whether the 
hon. Minister is going to do this. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: I take the 
suggestion 'from the hon. Member. 
But, as I informed, twice a year 
there is regular survey done on the 
occupancy of the trains, rush of pas¬ 
sengers, etc. It is almost a regular fea¬ 
ture in the Indjan Railways, and we 
have been able to know the extent 
of overcrowding on all the major 
routes of the Indian Railways. 

-DR. K. L, RAO: Is the hon. Mi¬ 
nister thinking of introducing some 
short-term measures like establishing 


point to point service, design of seats 
of coaches and addition of mor e coa¬ 
ches? Overcrowding is a bad thing 
and notwithstanding the overcrowd¬ 
ing a person always pays for Kis seat. 
So, will the hon. Minister think of 
s-ime such steps to reduce overcrowd¬ 
ing in Indian railways? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: Wo are tak¬ 
ing se /oral stops. The one .suggested 
by the hon. Member is also a verv 
important stop that will decrease the 
rush on thp trains, that is, point to 
point sendee. Already we have identi¬ 
fied th e pioblcon. We have introduced 
‘i-gc number of trains to cov'ej* short 
distances to reduce the rush on major 
trams. W c have also augment of 
the capacity of the trains by dicselis- 
mg and by electrifying most of the 
major routes.

Rail Link with Iran 

*200. SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Will the 
Minister of RAILWAYS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether there is any proposal to 
have rail link with Iran in the near 
future; and 

(b) if so, the salient features there¬ 
of? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): (a) and 
(b). Proposals for the construction of 
new rail link between Kerman and 
Zaheden in Iran, are under considera- 
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tion of that Government. These pro¬ 
posals, if and when implemented, will 
provide rail-link with the Indian Rail¬ 
ways through the Pakistani Railways. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Sir, today in 
the newspapers a news item has ap¬ 
peared that India has been awarded 
Rs. 200 crore contract from Iran. I 
would like to know whether it is true. 
If so, what are the details? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: Sir, 
whatever the news, the news agency 
has indulged in wild guessing. It has 
no foundation. 

SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO: Sir, I 
am sure the hon. Minister is aware to¬ 
day a lot of time is taken for travel¬ 
ling to middle-east countries and Iran. 
With this background will the Minis¬ 
ter think seriously of starting alterna¬ 
tive route not only to Iran but to mid¬ 
dle-east countries by giving priority to 
establish rail link as quickly as pos¬ 
sible? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
This can be done on bilateral basis 
between the two governments. As and 
when any Government desires to dis¬ 
cuss the matter with the Indian rail¬ 
ways, we are ready. We have already 
started discussing with Iran and Iraq 
governments and the discussions are 
going on. 

SHRI BIBHUTI MISHRA: Sir, the 
Minister has used the words ‘if and 
when’. May I know the definition or 
duration of ‘if and when’?

DR. RANEN SEN: Sir, when there 
are many parts of India without rail 
link on account of which trade and 
industry cannot develop, why is it 
found necessary by the Government of 
India to spend money for rail link 
with Iran and Iraq where we can go 
by ship? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: 
Sir, it is part of our industrial and 
economic development that we have 
to establish links with other coun¬ 
tries. Afterall we cannot trade 
within ourselves. We have to trade 
with other countries. There is also 
a proposal of the United Nations for 
an Asian Railway System. 

Arrest of Cooking Gas Dealers 

*292. SHRI R. K. SINHA: Will the 
Minister of PETROLEUM be pleased 
to stale: 

(a) whether some cooking gas 
dealers in Delhi and other parts of 
the country have recently been ar¬ 
rested for selling gas cylinders with 
less quantity of gas; and 

(b) if so, the action proposed to 
be taken against such gas dealers? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) and 
(b). Checking of 57 Liquefied Petro¬ 
leum Gas dealers was done by the 
Civil Supplies Department of the Delhi 
Administration on the 2nd and 3rd 
August, 1976. Irregularities such as 
discrepancies in the daily stock regis¬ 
ter and non-display of prices and 
stocks were found in 12 cases against 
whom F.I.Rs. were lodged under the 
Defence of India Rules. In one case, 
one gas cylinder was found to be hav¬ 
ing 7 Kgs. less. According to the in¬ 
formation available with the oil com¬ 
panies, no arrests ol LPG dealers for 
the supply of underfilled cylinders 
have been made In other States. 
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SHRI R. K. SINHA: Sir, the press 
report says that there have been ex¬ 
tensive shortage of weight in the gas 
cylinders supplied to the people. Shri 
O, P. Behl, Executive Councillor said 
in a press statement that the cylinders 
would be required to be sealed before 
being issued because in one case the 
weight was less by f> kgs. This hap¬ 
pened in 55 case.'.. What steps the 
Minister proposes to take to remove 
this mal-practicc which has been 
found in a few cases? This mai-prae- 
tiee might be prevalent on a big scale 
as well. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: Our at- 
tension was drawn by Mr. Bahl as well 
as by reports received from some 
other parts of the country that there 
were case s here and there of under¬ 
weight filling. These underfillings 
were brought to our notice, but they 
arc not. as large in numbers as has 
been made out. Government are try¬ 
ing to find out ways and means to 
slop it. One of the methods is to 
formulate a sealing method or device 
which cannot be opened by anybody 
unless the whole gas is exhausted. 
As soon as this system is formulated 
and finalised, I suppose this under¬ 
filling will be stopped. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: One of the 
ways to stop this, which the Minister 
may example, is to award exemplary 
punishment to such people who in¬ 
dulge in this practice. This is one of 
Ihe ways of fiilling the gas cylinder. 
What is the Minister’s reaction to this? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: We have 
been trying to repress and suppress 
such abuses. Strict action has been 
taken. We are vigilant towards the 
whole matter. I agree that whenever 
such cases are found out. very drastic 
action should be taken, and it is 
taken.

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DR. H. P. SHARMA: May I submit 
that the pilferage is on a much wider 
scale than the Minister has accepted? 
So till you evolve a seal design, will 
you make it mandatory that they 
should have scales to weigh the cylin¬ 
der? That is one method by which 
you can prevent pilferage. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: We have 
notified the specified weight of both 
the cylinder and gas. 

DR. H. F. SHARMA: Where? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: To every 
consumer. They know it. But the 
difficulty is that this evil practice has 
spread. We hope very soon we will 
be able to find out a seal and then 
this would stop. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI; With less 
quantity in the cylinder, the question 
arises; who fills in the cylinder? Ac¬ 
cording to my information dealers are 
not concerned with filling the cylinder 
and if there is less quantity, it shows 
lack of supervision in the refineries 
where the cylinders are filled. Will the 
hon. Minister explain whether the 
dealers are not connected with less 


quantity of gas in the cylinder and 
whether it is due to lack of proper 
supervision at the refinery that this is 
happening? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I totally 
deny this charge because whenever 
cylinders are filled, they are checked. 
What happens is that the distributor 
quickly exchanges it informally; it 
is given to somebody informally ana 
then some gas is consumed. This evil 
practice is known to us and a good 
part of it has been suppressed. As 
soon as a new seal is discovered, this 
evil practice would top completely. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER: Apart 
from less quantity of gas being sup¬ 
plied, in cities like Calcutta, there is 
non availability of gas and customers 
do not get, after sending in a requisi¬ 
tion, for ten or twelve days. Dealers 
are distributed in such a way that a 
large part of the area is to be covered 
by one single dealer and thus he is not 
able to supply gas to so many custo¬ 
mers at a time. Apart from that, 
would the government adopt the 
policy of expanding the supply of gas 
to district headquarters and semi- 
urban and rural areas also because 
the cost of coal is going up and peo¬ 
ple are not able to get coal in the 
district headquarters? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: First of 
all I must submit to the House that 
LP gas is in shortage; there is a short¬ 
age of production of this gas; it will 
be only proportionate to the quantity 
of crude oil that we could get and 
refine in our refineries. In West 
Bengal there was shortage of LPG. 
Over and above that there is shortage 
of cylinders also. Recently Haldia has 
started producing some more quantity 
of LPG and we hope the situation in 
Bengal would improve as a result of 
the greater supply of LPG. We are 
also trying to hasten the supply of 
cylinders from Bombay and elsewhere 
where it is manufactured but the total 
manufacturing capacity of cylinders 
is not quite adequate.

Firms

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAJHI): 
(a) to (C). Keeping in view the recom¬ 
mendations of the Committee on Drugs 
and Pharmaceuticals a new drug policy, 
to achieve a systematic and balanced 
growth of the drugs industry, is being 
evolved. In the meantime, two of the 
important recommendations of the 
Committee relating to the production 
programme— viz., (i) identification of 
bulk drugs required for production of 
117 essential formulations listed by the 
Committee, and (ii) assigning relevant 
lines of production for the public sec¬ 
tor, Indian sector and open to aU, in¬ 
cluding the foreign sector has been 
drawn up and made known to the in¬ 
dustry. Government expects good res¬ 
ponse from all the sectors of the drugs 
industry after the total drug policy has 
been announced. From 1-4-1975, as 
many as 126 applications, including 22 
applications from foreign companies 
with foreign equity exceeding 40 per 
cent, have been received. 

DR. RANEN SEN; In view of the 
fact that the government does not ap¬ 
pear to accept one of the main recom¬ 
mendations of that committee, namely, 
taking over of multi-national corpora¬ 
tions in the drugs and pharmaceutical 
industry, may I know whether any 


pressure or persuasion is being exer¬ 
cised on the multinational corporations 
who up till now were only producing 
low tonnage high value medicines, neg¬ 
lecting the development of medicines 
for certain types of tropical diseases 
which are not found all over the world? 
May I know whether this is being done 
so that the multi-national corporations 
may go into diversification of produc¬ 
tion of such medicines which are re¬ 
quired for leprosy, etc.? 

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILISERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): The hon. member was a mem¬ 
ber of the Hathi Committee. I cong¬ 
ratulate him and the Hathi Committee 
for the good work they have done in 
analysing the problems. But while 
suggesting remedies, you have mixed 
up many things and created more con¬ 
fusion than was prevailing beiore. 
Therefore, please do not think that it 
was a court award. It was a commit¬ 
tee appointed for our guidance. You 
have submitted the report and we are 
examining it. Please do not jump to 
any far-reaching conclusion. The re¬ 
port of the committee is yet to be 
taken up for consideration by the Cabi¬ 
net sub-committee. 

DR. RANEN SEN: I never asked 
whether the recommendations are 
being implemented or not. I wanted 
to know whether the foreign companies 
are being persuaded or pressurised to 
go into the research of drugs which are 
necessary for our tropical diseases 
like leprosy. That was my simple 
question. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: The hon. member 
did make a remark that it is presumed 
that government is not going to accept 
the recommendations of nationalisation 
of multi-nationals. Hence I had to 
give that preamble to my answer. As 
far as leukoderma and leprosy arc 
concerned, 1 would like the hon. mem¬ 
ber to visit the Hamdard Dawakhana 
where they have found a complete cure 
for these diseases. They have progres¬ 
sed very well and I had occasion to 
visit it a couple of days ago. So far 
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as foreign companies are concerned, 
we have already chalked out a pro¬ 
gramme of dilution. We have made 
thtee lists. One list is open for all, one 
list is meant for public sector only and 
one list is for the Indian sector.

This 
public sector agency distributes not 
only their own production of these 
items but also imported material. 
Imports arc arranged only when their 
indigenous production is not adequate. 
These are arranged by State Chemicals 
and Pharmaceuticals Corporation of 
India Ltd. and are handed over to 
IDPL for distribution to actual users 
against release orders issued by the 
sponsoring authorities. 

Present availability i s adequate for 
5 drug iten* s out of 11 items in the 
distribution range of IDPL. For the 
remaining six drug items indigenous 
availability is supplemented through 
imports to the extent of shortfall in 
the total demand. Pooled prices are 
in operation for thes e six items and 
are fixed on the basis of the weighted 
average of imported price and indi¬ 
genous price both of which are fixed 
by the BICP. If any surplus or 
deficit arises because of changes in the 
quantum of import or quantum of 
Indigenous production, such surpluses 
or deficits are adjusted in the follow¬ 
ing year. For the period 1974-75 and 
1975-76, IDPL has 'reported a deficit 
of Rs. 29 lakhs on the total pool 
operation.

These cases were finalised 
with the approval of Licensing Com¬ 
mittee taking into consideration the 
essentiality of the formulations, 
foreign exchange requirement for raw 
materials and existing production 
facilities with the companies. During 
the same period, applications of 19 
Indian companies for production of* 
formulations were rejected by the 
Licensing Committee as they djd not 
satisfy the conditions for grant of 
approvals. 
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(c) According to the latest proce¬ 
dure followed, the foreign companies 
are not given fresh formulation 
capacities without its linkage with 
bulk drug production.

On 7th 
May, 1974, one R.P.F. Rakshak ap¬ 
prehended 7 women carrying railway 
material stolen from railway yard at 
Miraj while he was on special duty of 
crime prevention. While he was tak¬ 
ing the criminals to Railway Protec¬ 
tion Force Office, he was obstructed 
by a receiver of stolen railway pro¬ 
perty and the arrested accused per¬ 
sons were rescued. 

A case under Section 353/225 and 
224/44 IPC was registered with the 
Police and investigated simultaniously 
along with thn case under Railway 
Property (Unlawful Possession) Act, 
1966. Both cases were prosecuted be¬ 
fore the Judicial Magistrate at Miraj. 
The Court disbelived the prosecution 
story and passed certain strictures 
against some members of the force and 
the accused parsons were acquitted. 

Departmental action is in progress 
against all the members of the Force 
against whom the strictures have beer 
passed by the Trial Court.

Manufacture of bulk drugs by small 
scale sector

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI); (a) and <b). There are over 
2500 small-scale units manufacturing 
drugs and pharmaceuticals, including 
bulk drugs. The bulk drugs being 
produced by thesis units are indicated 
in Annexure H to Chapter IX of the 
Report of the Committee bn Drugs-end 
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Pharmaceuticals. Para 18 of Chap¬ 
ter Xl of this Report indicates that, 
although authenticated data are not 
available, the production of small- 
scale units is estimated to be about 
20 per cent of the over-all turn-over 
.of the drugs industry. 

It is difficult to quantify the amount 
of foreign exchange saved annually 
through the efforts of the small Scale 
Section. However, some of the bulk 
drugs produced by them could be 
categorised as drugs of import substi¬ 
tution.

The current allocation 
of crude to the Refinery is at the 
annual rate of 3.75 million tonnes as 
compared with the total of 3.53 million 
tonnes processed in 1975. The pro¬ 
duction of petroleum products is cor¬ 
respondingly higher this year. 

However, the level of crude intake 
and the pattern of production at each 
refinery are determined by Govern¬ 
ment in the light of the country’s de¬ 
mand and the regional requirements. 

Unmanned Railway Level Cijosstagsr 
In Punjab

unmanned level crossings (including, 
cattle crossings) in the State of 
Punjab. 

(b) Five train accidents took place af 
these unmanned level crossings during 
1975-76. 
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(c) To reduce the number of un¬ 
manned level crossings, the Railways 
carry out periodical census of road 
and rail traffic to review the need for 
their manning. Based on this, certain, 
unmanned level crossings are ear¬ 
marked for manning in consultation 
with the State Government taking 
into account various factors such as 
density of traffic, visibility, accident 
proneness, etc. as also the availability 
of funds. During the period from 
1st April, 1973 to 31st March, 1978, 
39 unmanned level crossings in Pun¬ 
jab State have been manned. 


Production of Concrete Sleepers 

2085. SHRI ARVIND M. PATEL: 

SHRI VEKARIA: 

(a) Will the Minister of RAILWAY 
be pleased to state whether concrete 
sleepers have been found to be more 
durable and economical in comparison 
to the wooden sleepers;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
BUTA SINGH): (a) Yes. Concrete sle¬ 
epers are more durable and economi¬ 
cal than wooden sleepers in the long 
run. 

(b) .The present day cost of concre¬ 
te Sleepers is about Rs. 250/- each. Its 
anticipated life is 50 years. It has got 
an additional advantage that it can be 
used with long welded rails, which, by 
Itself, prolongs the life of rails and 
also minimises w*or and tear of 
rolling stock. A wooden sleeper 
without fastenings costs Rs. 75/. I* 


it has to be used in ordinary track,, 
the cost with fittings will be about 
Rs. 100. If this sleeper has to be 
used with long welded rails and 
elastic fittings, the cost will be nearly 
Rs. 175/. The normal life of wooden 
sleepers is only 12 to 15 years. 

(c) At present, we are able to pro¬ 
cure about two lakhs concrete sleepers 
in a year. We shall like to get more. 
Our normal demand for track renewals, 
of concrete sleepers is about eight lakh 
numbers. 

(d) Six factories are already enaged 
in the production of concrete sleepers, 
and these would be increasing their 
production capacities. More firms are 
being inducted. The Ministry of Rail¬ 
ways are setting up a factory at Allaha¬ 
bad for the purpose.

There has been 
no further repons e from the State 
Government. South Eastern Railway 
are however again reviewing their 
total requirements of land at Raya¬ 
gada and if after this appraisal any 
land is found surplus to their require¬ 
ments the same could be relinquished 
to the State Government if they are 
still interested.

(b) Representations ar e received 
from the staff in regard to sanitary 
conditions, whitewashing and repairs 
to staff quarters, improvements such 
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as providing individual taps, indivi¬ 
dual latrines and baths to Quarters of 
Class IV staff, improvement to 
drainage and roads etc. It is the con¬ 
stant endeavour of the Railway 
Administration to keep Railway 
premises, including Railway quarters 
and colonies, neat and tidy. White¬ 
washing of staff quarters is done once 
in 2/2| years except in the case 
of quarters for class IV staff where 
this is done annually. Repairs to 
quarters like replacement of broken 
doors and windows, repairs to floors, 
drains etc. are carried out as and 
when required and every effort is 
made to keep the quarters in good 
state of maintenance. 

Complaints have also been received 
regarding inadequate facilities in the 
old type railway quarters built in the 
pre-Independtnce days. The Railway 
administration is aware of the pro¬ 
blem. Basic facilities lacking in some 
of these quarters will be provided on 
a programmed basis according to the 
availability of funds. Quarters which 
have outlived their normal life and 
are beyond economic repairs are pro¬ 
gressively replaced by new quarters. 
While the old type I quarters (for 
low paid staff) were one room tene¬ 
ments, newly built typ e I quarers 
are two-roomed. 

Sanitising of dry type latrines and 
provision of individual latrines and 
bath rooms where community latrines 
exist at present are also being done 
according to the availability of re¬ 
sources.

Accord¬ 
ingly Government of India itself will 
not be able to claim the damages 
suffered by the individual citizen of 
the country in making the purchases 
of drugs from defendants. The judge¬ 
ment, however, doe s not restrict the 
Government of India from claiming 
the losses suffered by it in making 
direct purchases. The claim for the 
Government damage is being pursued 
in U.S. Courts. 

(b) Based upon an enquiry by a 
Senate Committee (USA) it was found 
that the five U.S. firms viz. Pfizer, 
'Gyanamide, Bristol Squib and Upjohn 
had been over charging foreign pur¬ 
chasers by supplying certain drugs 
(Broad Spectrum Antibiotics) under 
US aid or by way of other purchases 
by fixing their prices in collusion, thus 
violating the Shermen Anti-trust laws 
in force in USA.

Representations were received 
from dealers and their associations for 
modification oi the rates of commis¬ 
sion on motor spirit and high speed 
diesel oil introduced from 1-7-76. The 
Chairman & Members of the Oil Prices 
Committee held detailed discussions 
with the representatives of the Dealers’ 
Associations and the All India Fede¬ 
ration of Petroleum Traders on the 
14th July, 1976, The points made by 
the Associations are being looked into 
by the Oil Prices Committee, whose 
final report is awaited. The Associa¬ 
tions have been informed accordingly.

rial, etc. runs into thousands. A state¬ 
ment furnishing the names of these 
firm s and the value of formulations 
produced by them during 1973, 1974 
and 1975 is laid on the Table of the 
House.

The source of raw materials is (i) 
their own production of bulk drugs; 
(ii) procuring of bulk drugs from 
other bulk drug producers; (iii) 
imported/canalised bulk drugs obtain¬ 
ed from State Chemicals & Phar¬ 
maceuticals Corpn. (CAPCO) and 
Indian Drugs & Pharmaceuticals

The amount of dues realised have 
shown an increase of about 38 per 
cent. As a result of the steps taken 
to eliminate ticketless travel, sale of 
tickets at booking windows and -warn¬ 
ings has also increased appreciably. 
Thus against the average earnings of 
about Rs. 34 crores per month in 
1974-75, the average monthly earnings 
during the period from April to June 
1976 is of the order of about Rs. 50 
crores. 

(b) A vigorous claims prevention 
drive has been launched on Indian 
Railways with a view to bringing 
down the incidence of claims due to 
theft,, pilferage anil other causes. As 
a result of the drive the number of 
claims registered during the period 1st 
July 1975 to 30th June, 1976 was 
5,78,175 as against 6,93,044 during 1st 
July 1974 to 30th June 1975 repre¬ 
senting a reduction in new claims by 
16.5 percent.

July, 1976 for locating technologies 
for certain drugs. Secretary (Chemi¬ 
cals and Fertilizers) who attended 
FAO Commission on Fertilizers meet¬ 
ings in Rome, was also present during 
Indian Drugs and Pharmaceuticals 
Limited Delegation’s visit to som© of 
the plants. 

(b) Indian Drugs and Pharmaceu¬ 
ticals Limited .Delegation was able* to- 
conclude agreement for technical 
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know-how lor the manufacture of 
Nicotinamide, Nicotinic Ad<j and 
Methyl Ethyl Pyridine and also held 
negotiations lor technical know-how 
for certain synthetic drugs and anti¬ 
biotics.

SETHI): (at During 1973, 1974 and 
1975, 44 industrial licences lor manu¬ 
facture of bulk drugs were issued 
with the condition of parting with 
som e percentage of actual production 
to non-associated formulators. 

(b) The information is being col¬ 
lected and will be laid on the Table 
of the House. 

(c) and (d). The Hathi Committee 
has gone into the question of excess 
production of drugs by the drug ma¬ 
nufacturers. The particulars of ex¬ 
cess production of bulk drugs are 
indicated in Annexure 9, Chapter V 
of the Hathi Committee’s Report, 
which was laid on the Table of the 
House on 6th May, 1975. The reawn- 
mendations of the Committee on the 
subject are under active considera¬ 
tion of the Government.

Ltd. have been licensed to manufac¬ 
ture, the Company is already in pro¬ 
duction in respect of 37. For the re¬ 
maining 10 items tor which the pro¬ 
duction is yet to commence, industrial 
licences in respect of 9 items were 
issued recently i.e. between 20th 
November, 1975 and 27th July, 1976* 
However, technologies for ell these 
items are available with the Com¬ 
pany. In respect of one item, Indian 
Drugs and Pharmaceuticals Ltd. have 
not taken up its production as they 
find the same uneconomical and also 
in view of the fact that a number of 
companies in the small scale rector 
are already manufacturing this bulk 
drug. Hindustan Antibiotics Limited 
have been licensed to manufacture 7 
bulk drugs ,(Antibiotics and Vitamin 
■‘C’) of which they are already in 
production in respect of 6. In respect 
of the 7th item viz. Neomycin Sul¬ 
phate which is based on the techno¬ 
logy developed indigenously by the 
Research and Development Unit of 
Hindustan Antibiotics Limited, the 
company i s facing certain technologi¬ 
cal problems relating to quality, Re¬ 
search and Development unit of the 
company is examining the problems 
and the company expects to com¬ 
mence commercial production in the 
near future. 


, . <Q) Yes, Sir- The import of techno¬ 
logy is allowed only when indigenous 
technology is not available. 
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Recommendations of Damle Committee 

regarding Supply of L.F.G. 

2159. SHRI N. K. SANGHI; Will the 
Minister of PETROLEUM be pleased 
to state; 

(a) whether the Damle Committee 
in its report submitted recently has 
suggested early steps to fully meet 
the needs of LPG in cities where it 
has already been introduced before 
seeking new pastures;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM (SHRI 
ZIAUR RAHMAN ANSARI) : (a) 

The Damle Committee has, in its re¬ 
port, expressed the view that it is 
better to fully satisfy the needs of the 
cities and towns where the sale of 
liquefied petroleum gas has already 
been introduced before an entry is 
made into new markets. 

(b) No accurate assessment of de¬ 
mand for liquefied petroleum gas has 
been possible because of other alter¬ 
native fuels such as coal, soft coke, 
charcoal, firewood, kerosene, etc., also 
being used as domestic fuels. How¬ 
ever, the present demand for new 
LPG connections is far in excess of 
the current LPG production in the 
refineries. 

(c) Besides what is indicated In (a) 
above, the Committee has suggested 
the following measures to effect sav¬ 
ings in the cost of supply of LPG: 
(i) by installing the optimum possible 
number of bottling plants at upcoun- 
try locations; (ii) by reduction id the 
customer-cylinder ratjo by fygnspOrt- 
ing LPG in bulk to bottling plants 
located near consuming centres; and 
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(iff) extension of sale of LPG being 
confined to the markets in close pro¬ 
ximity to the existing ones.

essential and priority needs continue 
to be met. 

(3) To pool information available 
with the field stall of all the Oil 
Companies in regard to trade prac¬ 
tices and particularly in regard to 
malpractices, if any, So that when¬ 
ever necessary the assistance of the 
appropriate State authorities can be 
obtained. In this regard, even while 
the administering of the Essential 
Commodities Act is the responsibili¬ 
ty of the State Government, the Oil 
Companies should, in view of the 
peculiar characteristics of the Oil 
Industry, give all possible assistance 
to the State Government and their 
agencies in eliminating malpractices 
like under-wefghment, adulteration, 
over-charging, cornering of stocks 
of any other form of harrassment to 
the customers.

There has been no commitment that

SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES OF 
MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT 
(AMENDMENT) BILL* 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RAM- 
AIAH): I beg to move for leave to 
introduce a Bill further to amend the 
Salaries and Allowances of Members 
of Parliament Act, 1854. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved: 

“That leave be granted to intro¬ 
duce a Bill further to amend the 
Salaries and Allowances of Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament Act, 1954." 

Extraordinary Part II, section 2, dated 
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SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
fHowrah): Sir, I stand to oppose 
the introduction of this Bill. This 
proposal was mooted more than two 
years ago and it was discussed in the 
Joint Committee several times. We 
have consistently opposed this. Why 
have we done so? I know that mem¬ 
bers who are eligible to get pension 
will be glad when this provision is 
made. But we must remember that 
we represent millions and millions of 
people and more than 50 per cent of 
the population are now below the 
poverty level. 

Whenever we think of an assurance or 
a guarantee of our own future... 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): On a point of order. The 
hon. Member said that whenever the 
question of pension came up before 
the Joint Committee, his party oppos¬ 
ed it. The Joint Committee passed 
it long ago. Later on it was revived. 
When it was revived, I was the Chair¬ 
man, and I can tell you that the deci¬ 
sion was unanimous without any 
opposition by any party. 

MR. SPEAKER: There is no point 
of order. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; The 
Joint Committee held a meeting at a 
lime when our Member was to speak 
on a particular motion here. He re¬ 
quested the Committee to change the 
time, but taking advantage of his ab¬ 
sence, the Committee passed the mo¬ 
tion. I want that it should be record¬ 
ed that taking advantage of his ab¬ 
sence, it has been declared to be 
unanimous. It is not so. 

SHRI SAROJ MUKHERJEE 
(Katwa); The proceedings are here. 
It is recorded that the CPM was not 
in favour of pension. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; That 
does not moan that we have no sym¬ 
pathy for those ex-MPs. who have 
to source of income after retirement 
But we are the representatives of the 
people, and more than 50 per cent of 
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the people are now living under the 
poverty line. Wie are bringing this 
Bill at a time when several lakhs 'of 
workers have been thrown out of 
their jobs, when we are getting daily 
reports of starvation deaths of wor¬ 
kers from those factories which are 
now closed °r laid off. So, does not 
our conscience prick? This is the 
point we raise. 

We thought that som? conscience 
was roused because privately some 
M.Ps, tried to argue with us as to why 
we were objecting. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola); 
On these grounds you should not take 
any salary at all. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; Let 
me explain our position. 

We were told that because we were 
objecting, the Bill wa s not coming. 
We tried to argue with them. It is 
not a personal question. It is a 
question of the image and stature of 
M.Ps. By adopting this Bill, will you 
heighten the stature of the M.Ps. be¬ 
fore the toiling masses, those who are 
starving, those who are dying of star¬ 
vation, or will it reduce your stature? 
That is the question which jg involv¬ 
ed. 

When you are taking away the 
bonus of the workers, when you are 
impounding their wage increases, you 
are bringing this Bill here for pension 
to the ©x-M.Ps. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Let all 
those who do nqt agree, take the pen¬ 
sion and distribute it to those below 
the poverty line. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; Un¬ 
fortunately, these Members are taking 
it as a personal question. I am not 
talking in terms of a personal ques¬ 
tion. That is why we have opposed 
it. Because of that I thought the 
Congress Members were .considering 
it, were waiting, but t see that it has 
been brought now despite our opposi- 
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tion. So, I think there might be some 
compulsion from below. In order to 
solve a crisis inside your party, you 
are now bringing this. So, do what¬ 
ever you like, but we register our 
protest, we register our objection. 
That is why I am opposed to the 
introduction of the Bill. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: If 
the hon. Member had confined himself 
to constitutional issues, I would not 
have said anything, but he has gone 
beyond what h® should have said 0 t 
this stage. However, it is my duty to 
reply. 

In the first place. I must tell him, 
if he is so unaware of it, that this 
is not the only country where pension 
is provided to Members. In fact, we 
are too late on the scene, it is a 
normal feature of most of the demo¬ 
cracies to giva pension to ex-M.Ps„ 
and I was looking forward to cite the 
names of the countries while I move 
the Bill for consideration. But I may 
say, generally, we ara not the first 
but the one of last in this matter. 
There is nothing abnormal about it. 
It has become a cheap fashion all over 
the world, whenever MPs. are being 
provided something, that one goes on 
attacking and comparing them with 
this sector or that sector of the com¬ 
munity. MPs. are a class by them¬ 
selves. They have to be respectable 
and they have to discharge their duty 
in no less an efficient manner than 
any other sector of the community 
whom we all represent and they have 
to be reasonably looked after. 

My hon. friend has said that this 
should not be done and that this is 
something very undesirable. May I 
say, if he is really sincere about it, 
he and his party which he represents 
could by all means refuse the pension. 
That will be the standard by which 
they will be judged. (Interruptions). 


SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: 
Whenever the Salaries and Allowances 
of the Members of Parliament were 
raised, we objected. That is on prin¬ 
ciple. We represent the poorest sec¬ 
tions of the people. Whether I taka 
or not take, that does not change our 
basic stand that you are giving prio¬ 
rity to your own selves than to the 
common people, the starving millions 
of people, whom we represent. 

MR. SPEAKER; The question is:

MR. SPEAKER; All right. I will 
extend the time. We can spend half 
an hour more on this. So, 45 minutes 
are there. .We should finish it before 
lunch. If the hon. Members are brief, 
we can accommodate more Member* 
who want to speak on this, Shri B. 
R. Shukla. 


tintroduced with the recommendation of the President, 
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SHRI.B, R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, from the speech of 
the hon. Member of the Marxist 
' group, it appears that there is an ap- 
’ parent welcome change in the shift of 
‘ attitude of his party towards elections 
' and parliamentary institutions. Up 
till now, they were believing in the 
cult of violence, in the cult of direct 
action and in the cult of gherao, This 
was what they practised when they 

• formed the ULF Government in West 
- Bengal and also in Kerala. But they 

have been completely routed at the 
polls. Therefore, they realise that 

* there is no way out even for their 
survival except to follow the path of 
democracy. We welcome this change 
in their attitude. 


They are still under a mistaken be¬ 
lief that the people of this country 
and, particularly, the people of Kerala 
are with them and that, if they 6 ° 
to the polls, they will be returned in 
a majority. My submission is that 
they are wholly disillusioned if they 
entertain this belief. 

The question of the extension of the 
duration of the Kerala Assembly 
should be viewed in a broader national 
perspective. The situation which was 
brought about by the direct action 
and the behaviour of the irresponsible 
elements in political life in the coun¬ 
try has not wholly disappeared. They 
still persist. Although Government is 
relaxing gradually the conditions of 
Emergency, still there i s no marked 
change in the attitude of these forces. 
They have simply gone underground, 
they still want to adopt such activi¬ 
ties as will result in toppling down 
the Parliamentary institution. 

After all, the life of the present 
Lok Sabha was extended by one year 
In January 1976. The el ec ^ ons t° 
Lok Sabha are to take place by the 
end of March, 1977. Th e term of the 
present Kerala Assembly is to expire 
in the month of October, and if the 
term is not extended, it means that 
elections should take place after one 


or two months, after the expiry of the 
term of the present Assembly; there 
wold be elections to the Kerala 
Assembly before elections to the Lok 
Sabha. This means that the State 
will have to go to polls twice in an 
interval of two or three months. This 
point has not been considered by the 
opposition. 

Secondly, the gains of Emergency 
are still to be consolidated. The 
forces which were responsible for the 
imposition of the Emergency still 
continue in some form or the other in 
Kerala and in other parts of the coun¬ 
try. Also this House has not yet 
finally decided as to when elections to 
Lok Sabha will taka place. 

Another factor is this. If elections 
to the Kerala Assembly are to take 
place within a few months from today, 
then it means that some of the leaders 
who, by their objectionable activities, 
brought about a situation in which 
there was no option but to impose 
internal Emergency, have to be re¬ 
leased, not necessarily because the 
law may require their release, but it 
would be in fairness to the Opposition 
that they should have the opportunity 
to participate in the elections. Other¬ 
wise, when they are defeated at the 
polls—I am sure they will be defea¬ 
ted—they will raise a hue and cry 
saying that their leaders were in jail, 
they were not allowed to say all irres¬ 
ponsible things on the platform, they 
were not given a fair opportunity to 
participate in the elections, the elec¬ 
tions were manipulated, they were not 
fair and that is why they were defea¬ 
ted and all that. Therefore, my sub¬ 
mission is this. In order to satisfy 
their aspirations and in order to re¬ 
move their misgivings, it is necessary 
that, first, things should be normalis¬ 
ed. so that there ir.ay be a calm and 
quiet atmosphere for holding elec¬ 
tions, not only to the Kerala Assem¬ 
bly but also to the Lok Sabha. 

So far as economic gains are con¬ 
cerned, it has been conceded by Mr, 
Chandrappen, who is a member (ft 
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the CPI, that there is rapid economic 
transformation not only in Kerala but 
throughout the length and breadth of 
this country. A better awareness of 
discipline has coma in the ranks of the 
student population, in the ranks of 
the industrial workers, in government 
services. Everybody is welcoming 
the continuance of the Emergency and 
the various laws which have been 
passed for the benefit of the masses. 
But we do not share this view that, 
because we have been able to achieve 
something very tangible, something 
Very important, something very 
essential in the interest of the coun¬ 
try, the elections are being avoided. 
Elections are being postponed not be¬ 
cause of any fear of defeat at the polls 
but in. the larger interests of the 
..cpuntry and in the larger interests of 
the nation. Therefore, my friend 
should not- make a grievance if the 
election to the Kerala Assembly is ex¬ 
tended for a few months more. They 
should welcome it. They have better 
opportunities by calmly pondering over 
the follies which they have been com¬ 
mitting in this country. Now it is 
good that they are gradually and quite 
apparently returning to the path of 
sanity, to the path of non-violence and 
to ihe path of democratic behaviour 
and we will certainly welcome a 
change that a responsible opposition 
wedded to the concept of democracy 
should be firmly established in this 
country. 


With these words 1 support this 
Amendment Bill 


SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR (Qui- 
lon): Yesterday, the Speaker said that 
1 was one of the speakers from the 
Opposition. Technically it is true. I am 
a Member of the Opposition in this 
House. But, in Kerala, I am the leader 
of the RSP which is a constituent of 
the United Fr6nt. Therefore, I am one 
who is actively involved in this ques¬ 
tion. 


I do admit that in Kerala this go- 
. vernment has the unique distinction 
of running the term of five years and 
also an additional extra-constitutional 
term of one year. I also admit that the^ 
achievements of the government are 
not small. About 25 lakhs of 'tenants 
who were originally Riling the soil have 
now become proprietors of the farms, 
big and small. About three lakhs of 
hutment dwellers have received ten 
cents of land around their huts. About 
one lakh of destitute people have re¬ 
ceived free gift of houses from the one 
lakh scheme. The surplus land has al¬ 
most been completely distributed where 
■ it is not in dispute. Therefore, the ac¬ 
hievements are great. Yet, I feel that 
to extend the life, of the legislature 
will not be in the best interests of the 
people of Kerala and the political par¬ 
ties who are now in the coalition. They 
have already run out six years. -The 
programmes chalked out, the schemes 
they had, have almost run not and 
now there is a void before them. And, 
if you extend the term for some time 
more, the good name they have earned, 

I fear, may be lost. Therefore, in the 
interests 0 f the parties who are in the 
Government. I would plead with the 
government and the hon. Minister that 
the legislature be prorogued. I do not 
want immediate elections. It cannot be, 
but 1 want elections to be held as early 
as possible. 

Secondly, by proroguing the legisla¬ 
ture and bringing in Presidential rule, 
a strengthening of the administrative 
machinery can be achieved. It is an 
undoubted fact that with 14 Ministers 
belonging to six various political par¬ 
ties the co-ordination and cohesion of 
the Government is not as good as it 
should be I can understand that Mini¬ 
sters from different political parties do 
not coordinate their activities. But 
Ministers of the same Party do not 
co-ordinate their activities and, there¬ 
fore, as a matter of fact, the govern¬ 
ment of Kerala is 14 s ma!l govern¬ 
ments or Ministries occasionally 
be : ng co-ordinated by the Cabi¬ 
net meeting. This has to be 
borne in mind. I do not want so 
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many parties in the coalition to con¬ 
tinue indefinitely to run at each other 
in the administration of the State. 

The normal term of five years as 
prescribed by the democratic constitu¬ 
tions is just and fair for any legisla¬ 
ture to show’ its mettle. When it is 
extended further and further, the na¬ 
tural result will be that there will be 
cliques and groups around Ministers, 
whether they are officials or non-offi- 
cials. When there are cliques and grou¬ 
ps, naturally, free, fair and just admi¬ 
nistration will be hampered. Six years 
we had. Therefore, I would urge upon 
the Minister that if he cannot proro¬ 
gue the Assembly, to at least suspend 
It. bring in President’s rule, let there 
be a small spell of rigid administration 
under the President so that the bure- 
, aucrats can be liberated! Now they are 
compelled to dance to the tunes of this 
Minister or that Minister so much so 
the bureaucratic control, even if it is 
bad, the bureaucratic functioning, even 
if it is not completely democratic, has 
been ^riously tampered.with. 

I urge upon the Government to bripg 
in President’s rule with or without pro¬ 
rogation of the legislature. If it is not 
pqpsible or if they don’t want to do 
it, at least let them conduct the elec¬ 
tions as early as possible. Let there not 
be another extension like this. It may 
be that the Congress party, being the 
largest party can bring in new align¬ 
ments and form its own Government 
Under its own aegis. Instead of Achu- 
tha Menon Ministry, it can be some 
other Ministry, under some other Con¬ 
gress leader. What I feel is that it is 
better to have a short spell of Presi¬ 
dent’s rule. I strongly plead that the 
legislatare may be prorogued or sus¬ 
pended and President’s rule imposed 
in the State. 

8HR1 G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash): This is the third extension for 
the Kerala Legislative Assembly which 
file House is perhaps going to give. No 
doubt In principle we are not for ex¬ 
tending the term of the assemblies. But 
the .condition being as-it is, the coun¬ 


try is now under emergency. And so 
far as the Kerala is concerned, 1 think, 
most cf us would deel that the Achutha 
Menon Ministry has done a very good 
job. First of all, it is the only Ministry 
which has completed its full term 
without being disturbed. There are 
some ministries which live shorter 
lives than even 0 ne year, 10 months, 
6 months, end so on. In the political' 
history of Kerala this bas heen the 
only stable ministry so far. As far as 
I know this is probably among the 
few Ministries against which there 
are not many charges. 

So far as the Chief Minister is con¬ 
cerned, we must be proud of him, that 
he is a model Chief Minister as far a» 
our country is concerned. He Is the 
only person who really talks less and 
works more. Wifh a coalition of six 
parties in the Cabinet he is able to 
bring them all together with all the 
pressures inside the party and outside 
the party. Of course there may be diffi¬ 
culties and deficiencies in any coalition 
government. But we must give it its 
credit which must go solely to Mr. 
Achutha Menon and his colleagues in 
his Ministry. 

Now. the question is this: If we do- 
not extend the life of the As¬ 
sembly. what will happen? There will 
be President’s rule. I don’t agree with 
Mr, Sreekantan Nair. He pleaded for 
President’s rule. After having experi¬ 
enced President’s rule for 6 or 7 months 
in our State I can say that at any time 
a popular government administration 
is belter than administration under 
President’s rule. Since you say that the 
tim e is not ripe for election, let this 
Assembly be continued for another 6 
months. The other Kerala coalition par¬ 
ties sav that they are ready for elec¬ 
tions but th-at only the Centre is not 
ready for holding elections, if that is 
the case they can hold elections to the 
local bodies which are pending for 
some 14 or 15 years. I think this de¬ 
mand is legitimate. It will be easier for 
the State Government to know the 
mood of the people also, what they feel 
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■and the Centre is not going to inter¬ 
vene, i suppose. The Law Minister 
may not be against holding elections 
under ,»mergency. I do not know this. 
He must be knowing the legal posi¬ 
tion. 1 think he will reply whether we 
can hold the elections for the local 
bodies under an emergency. If it is 
possible, then the elections can be 
held fer the local bodies. 

As far as the Assembly is concerned, 
if elections are not going to be held. 1 
am dellnitely not. for the President’s 
rule in Kerala. They have experienced 
many times. Let this Government and 
the Assembly continue for a few more 
months—five or six months more— 
'even if it is a third time. As I told you 
already there must be some Govern¬ 
ment responsive to the people’s de¬ 
mands because when a Government is 
there or when the Administration is 
there under the President’s rule, I 
think definitely there is a handicap to 
the people because their demands or 
their grievances cannot be redressed as 
it happens in a popular Government 
whatever may be the party ruling in 
a particular State. 

Hence, I support this Bill. 

SHR] C. H. MOHAMED KOYA 
(Manjuri): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
support this Bill. There is no other 
way but to extend the life of the 
Kerala Assembly since the Govern¬ 
ment is not ready for the elections 

But, .1 hope that this will be the last 
extension to the extended Assembly 
and Government will not come to the 
House again asking for another exten¬ 
sion because all the political parties 
there ir,i the Kerala State are now rea¬ 
dy for the election. Who is not ready 
then? I cannot understand this. Any¬ 
how i do not support Shri Sreekantan 
Nair’s demand for Presidents rule in 
Kerala because he has the experience 
of President’s rule in the past; it will 
be a t bureaucratic rule and the people 


will be put to innumerable sufferings. 
How, at least we hav e got a popular 
(government there even though its life 
is extended twice or thrice. May I 
therefore hope that Government, will 
not come up again before the House 
asking for a further extension? I think 
there would be no justification for tliat 
because the Minister is saying that 
there is no difficulty in holding the 
election even during emergency;, he 
has told that even during emergency. 
Parliament elections can be held. 

If that is so and when both the Op¬ 
position and the ruling parties in 
Kerala are ready for fhe election, 
I do not find any justification for a fur¬ 
ther extension to the life of the Assem¬ 
bly. Anyhow, there is no other go; no¬ 
body is ready and Government has not 
made preparations for the election. By 
the time the life of the Assembly is ex¬ 
tended by Parliament, there will be a 
vacuum and hence, I support this 
Bill. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSME AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (Dlf^V. A. 
SEYID MUHAMMAD): Mr Speaker, 
Sir, I am thankful to all the lion. 
Members who have participated in the 
debate. 

With your permission, Sir, I shall try 
to answer some of the points raised by 
different hou. Members before \he Hou¬ 
se. Shri Samar Mukherjee said, «s a 
complaint or as an allegation or as an 
attack against this Bill that this time 
also we have come before the House 
saying that the same conditions exist. 

Factually it is so. And, if factually, 
the same conditions exist, just to plea¬ 
se Shri Mukherjee, we cannot find fic¬ 
titious facts and place before him. It 
may be that he is a person who likes 
variety. By twisting the facts and mak¬ 
ing a wrong statement here, we do not 
propose to entertain him or satisfy his 
desire for this. It has become an Oc¬ 
cupational disease with the Marxists 
Party to make allegations that Govern¬ 
ment is beating his partymen. But. the 
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fact is this that when they got the rare 
opportunity in Kerala, West Bengal an 
for a short time again in Kerala, it Is 
well-known how their Ministry had to 
go because of the unleashing of the 
lawlessness with the help of the police 
and their partymen throughout the 
States. 

SHR3 SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How- 
xah): You do not know about West 
Bengal. That is the propaganda of the 
bourgeois press. We know better than 
you, 

DR. V. A. SEYlD MUHAMMAD: 
flow when they are out of power and 
nobody wants them, they are being 
isolated from the people, they come up 
with the old slogan of beating up their 
partymen. Figures can be quoted. It has 
been quoted by the Home Minister in 
Kerala. (Interruption^) Sir, 1 seek 
your protection from the interruption. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; I have 
given you all the facts. How can he 
call it a slogan? 

MR. SPEAKER:You will please hear 
him. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
Details have been given by the Home 
Minister c£ Kerala as to how his party- 
men, even though they are not in 
power, go round and large, large num¬ 
bers of beating up and assaults are tak¬ 
ing place everyday in the countryside 
and occasionally in the towns also. 
These are the people who accuse us of 
beating them up. It is only an occupa¬ 
tional d’sease. The remedy lies in hav¬ 
ing some sort of occupational therapy 
•or consulting a psychiatrist. 

Mr. Chandrappan and Mr. Koya 
wanted to get an assurance from the 
Government that Government will not 
come next time asking for an exten¬ 
sion. Sir, the extension is sought oh 
justifiable facts. Certainly we cannot 
anticipate as to whether those facts will 
continue and, as such, say that we will 
1TO2 &S-4 : 


not come for extension. That is a sort 
of pre-elmptive action which nobody 
can take. What 1 dan assure is if the 
conditions change and new conditions 
become available at the time whe tl the 
six months* period expires, certainly 
' we will not come and ask for exten¬ 
sion but to give a blanket assurance 
that in no circumstances the Govern¬ 
ment will come and ask for extension 
is too much to be expected from any 
Government. 

Mr. Chandrappen also said that it 
is an opportune time for holding elec¬ 
tions and why does not the Govern¬ 
ment and the Congress Party have 
elections at this time. He also 
said that if the Congress goes 
in for elections, it will return with 
an overwhelming majority. I agree 
with him. ’* 

The Prime Minister has also made 
it clear as to why we are not going in 
for elections. The Prime Minister has 
also said that if we go in for elections 
we will certainly come back with great 
majority but it is not merely a ques¬ 
tion of getting elected and getting 
a majority. There are innumerable 
factors which have to be taken into 
consideration. In the governance of a 
country it is not merely a question of 
getting elected. It is a political de¬ 
cision. So, the mere fact that we will 
be elected and sent back in majority is 
no reason that we should immediate¬ 
ly go in for elections, 

Mr. Sreekantan Nair spoke about 
the necessity of introducing President’s 
rule in Kerala. He put forward his 
point of view with his obvious sincerity 
and patent good intentions. But he 
knows—I am sure—sufficiently well 

as to when the President’s rule can be 
introduced in any State. It is not at 
the will of party or government or 
some parties that President’s rule can 
be imposed. The condition for impos¬ 
ing President’s rule is that there must 
be breakdown of constitutional 
machinery and the President on ,the 
report of the , Governor becomes 
convinced that the constitutional gov¬ 
ernment cannot be carried on in the. 
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State in the circumstances that exist. 
That being the position, howsoever 
much respect I may have towards Mr. 
Sreekantan Nair’s statement and 
sincerity, simply because certain point 
of view is raised and certain people 
want—including Mr. Sreekantan 
Nair—it cannot be done because there 
are not the necessary conditions. 

Some time ago—you know it much 
better than me—the Government was 
existing by a narow majonty of two. 
Now there Is a difference of 31—81 
and 49 or so. When it has become so 
well established and when for the 
first time for five years, there is a 
very stable, very effective and very 
useful Government operating, and 
continuing to operate, under what 
ground can we say that there is a 
breakdown of the constitutional 
machinery? It is an essential 
condition precedent for the intro¬ 
duction of Presidents rule that 
there must be a breakdown of the 
constitutional machinery and the 
existence of circumstances which make 
it impossible to carry on the normal 
constitutional government. We are 
far from it. In these circumstances, in 
spite of the good intentions and 
sincerity of Shri Sreekantan Nair, it 
cannot just be done. 

Shri C. H. Mohamed Koya wanted 
an assurance that election would be 
held when the term of six months 
expires. 1 have already replied to 
that point, 

I submit we have brought the Bill 
because circumstances justify bringing 
such a Hill giving extension for various 
reasons which I need not repeat. Sven 
though very good suggestions were 
made in all earnestness and sincerity, 
in the circumstances explained, I am 
not in a position to accept them. I 
thank all the members who have parti¬ 
cipated and for giving us very 
valuable suggestions which have very 
fundamental significance. Thanking 
them, I commend the motion for 
acceptance.

CENTRAL SALES TAX (AMEND¬ 
MENT) BILL 

MR SPEAKER: We will now take 
up the next item, the Central Sales 
Tax (Amendment) BilL Shri Pranab 
Kumar Mukherjee. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon): On a point of order. This 
Bill is against art. 286 of the Consti¬ 
tution. Article 286(1) says: 

“No law of a State shall impose* 
or authorise the imposition of • 
tax on the sale or purchase of good* 
where such sale Of purchase takes 
place—(a) outside the State; or .(*»> 
in the course of the import of the 
goodg into or export of the gfode. 
exit of, the territory of India*’. 
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Clause (2) of article 286 says that 
Parliament may be law formulate 
principles for determining when a 
sale or purchase <51 goods takes place. 
In other words Parliament is em¬ 
powered only to lay down norm which 
we should comply with. Article 286 
is meant for that purpose. This 
legislation is intended to deny to the 
state government the right to formu¬ 
late its law regarding sales tax: It is 
not laying down norms; it is in fact 
negating them. That is not the 
purpose of that article and the purpose 
of the Constitution is defeated by 
bringing m this bill, further all the 
state governments are seriously 
affected by thei restriction intended 
to be imposed and this would also 
go against the twenty-point program¬ 
me of the Prime Minister because 
the prices will shoot up when multi¬ 
point sales tax is realised in place of 
a single point tax. The Supreme 
Court has also given a ruling that the 
state governments are empowered to 
levy tax on goods sold within the 
State before they are sent outside. 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OP THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB 'KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 
This is only an amending Bill to the 
Central Sales Tax Act which has 
already been passed by this Parlia¬ 
ment. Secondly this relates to sales 
tax relating to export items on which 
Parliament has exclusive competence 
and the state governments have no 
authority. We are just trying to 
extend those provisions which have 
already got the approval of Parlia¬ 
ment. This is not a new piece of 
legislation. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR: You 
ar« denying the states; the constitu¬ 
tion says that you can lay down cer¬ 
tain norma; but you are denying the 
states, their revenues. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MTTKHER- 
JEE: We are laying down a principle 


in respect of exports and Parliament 
has this authority; it Is laid down in 
article 286 ( 2). 

MR. SPEAKER; So, let us proceed 
with the Bill in view of this. Besides 
we are not determining the constitu¬ 
tionality or otherwise of the provi¬ 
sions. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR; I 
am also not an expert on constitu¬ 
tion but I know that this Bill harms 
the interests of states. 

MR. SPEAKER. We shall take up 
this Bill now. Two hours have been 
allotted. The hon. Minister. 

THE’ MINISTER OF STATE IN 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): I 
beg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the Central Sales Tax Act, 1956, be 

taken into consideration.” 

Sir, under Section 5(1) of the Cen¬ 
tral Sales Tax Act, 1956, a sale or 
purchase of goods is regarded as a 
sale in the course of export of those 
gpods out of the territory of India 
only if such sale or purchase has eit¬ 
her occasioned such export or is 
effected by a transfer of documents 
of title to the goods after the goods 
have crossed the customs frontiers of 
India. In the case of Md. Serajuddin 
Vs. State of Orissa, the Supreme 
Court held in April, 1975 that under 
this section, the sale by an Indian 
exporter from India to the foreign 
importer alone qualifies as a sale in 
the course of export. 

According to the Export Control 
Orders, exports of certain goods can 
be made only by specified agencies such 
as the State Trading Corporation. In 
other cases also manufacturer^. parti* 
cularly, in. the small scale and mt*r 
dium sectors, have to depend upon 
export houses for exporting the goods 
because of the special expertise 
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needed for carrying the export trade. 
A sale of goods made to the canalis¬ 
ing agency like the State Trading 
Corporation or to an export house for 
the purposes of export of those goods, 
in compliance with an existing con¬ 
tract Or order, is inextricably con¬ 
nected with the export of the goods. 
In view of tho restricted interpreta¬ 
tion placed by the Supreme Court 
in the aforesaid judgment, sales' of 
the above nature to such canalising 
agency or the export house do not 
qualify as sales in the course of ex¬ 
port and aie thus liable to sales tax. 
This would lesult in a corresponding 
increase in the pricei of the goods 
and would make our exports uncom¬ 
petitive in the fiercely competitive in¬ 
ternational market. It is, therefore, 
proposed to amend the Act retrospecti¬ 
vely from 1st April, 1976 to provide 
that th e last sale or purchase of 
any goods preceding the sale or pur¬ 
chase occasioning export of those 
goods out of the territory of India 
shall also be deemed to be in the 
course of such export if such sale or 
purchase tock place after, and was 
for the purpose of complying with, 
the agreement or order for or in re¬ 
lation to such export. 

Sir, sub-section (2) of Section 9 of 
the Act empowers the sales tax 
authorities of th e States to assess 
re-assess, collect and enforce pay¬ 
ment of Central sales tax. The said 
authorities under the exercise of all 
the powers which they have under 
these laws. State sales tax laws in¬ 
cluding, inter alia } the powers to 
impose penalties, for the purposes of 
the Central Sales Tax Act. In the 
case of Khemka and Co. (Agencies) 
Private Ltd. Vs. State of Mahara¬ 
shtra, the Supreme Court in its maj¬ 
ority judgement ruled that the pro¬ 
visions of the State sales tax laws 
as to penalties do not apply for the 
purposes of the Central sales tax. In 
view of thbf judgement, the State 
Governments ere faced with the pro¬ 


blem of having to refund the amounts 
collected by them in the past by way 
of penalties. The judgment has also 
resulted in a vacuum being created 
in regard to levy of penalties for 
breaches under the Central Sales Tax 
Act. It is, therefore, proposed to 
amend Section 9 of the Central Sales 
Tax Act to provide expressly that 
the provisions relating to offences and 
penalties under the general sales tax 
law of each State shall, with neces¬ 
sary modifications, apply in relation 
to the assessment re-sasessment, col¬ 
lection and the enforcement of pay¬ 
ment of tax under the Central Sales 
Tax Act. The penalties which have 
been levied in the past for the pur¬ 
poses of Central Sales Tax Act, on the 
basis of the provisions of the general 
sales tax laws of the State are also 
sought to be validated. 

The opportunity of amending the 
Act in the above respects is also pro¬ 
posed to be utlised for making the 
following other amendments: — 

(i) Crude oil and certain cereals 
and pulses are proposed to be 
included in the list of goo’ds 
declared to be of special 
importance m inter-state trade 
or commerce. The result of 
surh inclusion in the list of 
declared goods would be that 
the rate of sales tax on these 
commodities cannot exceed 
4 per cent. It is also porposed 
to be made clear by amend¬ 
ing Section 15 of the Act 
that paddy and rice wil not be 
treated as separate items for 
the purposes of levy of sales 
tax and that there would be 
no double taxation once at 
the paddy stage and again at 
the rice stage. It is also pro¬ 
posed to be clarified that the 
pulses included in the list of 
declared goods, whether 
whole or separated, and 
whether with or without 
husk, shall be treated as a 
single commodity for the 
purposes of levy of sales lax. 
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(ii) Two new definitions of the 
expressions “business” and 
“crossing the customs fron¬ 
tiers of India” are sought to 
be inserted in the Act. The 
definition of “business” is to 
make dear that dealer carry¬ 
ing on a business would be 
liable to tax under the Act 
whether he carries on such 
business with or without 
profit motive. “Crossing the 
customs frontiers of India” is 
sought to be defined as cros¬ 
sing tha limits of the area of 
a customs station in which 
imported goods or export 
goods are ordinarily kept be¬ 
fore clearance by customs 
authorities. In the absence of 
a definition “customs fron¬ 
tiers” in Section 5 has been 
interpreted to be co-ter¬ 
minus with the extent of the 
territorial waters and this 
gives rise to practical difficul¬ 
ties to determine the question 
whether at the time of sale 
or purchase, the goods have 
entered or crossed the terri¬ 
torial waters. 

(iii) The existing definition of the 
term ‘dealer’ is proposed to 
be substituted by a new com¬ 
prehensive definition. 

(iv) Section 7 of the Act is sought 
to be amended to enable the 
amount of security to be 
demanded, being computed in 
the case of a dealer who 

, applies for voluntary regis¬ 
tration under the Act. The 
amount of security in such 
a case shall not exceed the 
sum equal to the tax which 
could hav e been levied on 
sales to such dealer in the 
course of inter-state trade or 
commerce, if such dealer had 
not been registered under 
the Act. The security cannot 
be demanded unless the dea¬ 
ler has been given an oppor¬ 
tunity of being heard. 
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(v) It is proposed, to plug a 
lacuna in subsection ( 1 ) of 
Section 9 of the Act to pro¬ 
vide for collection of tax in 
respect of subsequent sale, 
not exempt from tax under 
the Act, which is made by 
an unregistered dealer, in the 
State from which such sub¬ 
sequent sale is effected. 

Sir. the amendments proposed in the 
Bill with respect to the definition of 
‘sale in the course of export’ is with 
a view to give fillip to our export trade. 
The amendments with regard to crude 
oil and certain cereals and pulses are 
for the purposes of restricting the 
incidence of sales tax on these items. 
The other amendments are with a 
view to tightening up the adminis¬ 
tration of the law. 

Sir, I trust the House will unani¬ 
mously accept the Bill. 

Sir, I move. 

MR SPEAKER: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Central Sales Tax Act, 1956, be 
taken into consideration.” 

SHRI C. II. MOHAMED KOYA 
(Manjeri): Sir, I oppose this Bill, 
moved by Shri Pranab Kumar 
Mukherjee. The Amendment Bill, 
among other things, tries to amend 
section 5 of the Act, which deals with 
the exemption of sales and purchases 
of goods taking place in the course 
of export and import. If this amend¬ 
ment is passed into law, purchases of 
goods by exporting agencies will be 
exempt from sales tax. 

The State Government of Kerala 
have written to the Government of 
India as late as on 26-7-76, stating 
that this Bill will affect their finances 
very heavily. The proposed amend¬ 
ment will have very serious impact 
on the State's finances. 



[Shri C. H. Mohamed Koya] 

Each State has its own scheme In 
the levy of sales tax. The pattern 
adopted by a large State, which has 
advanced industrial and manufactur¬ 
ing activities, like West Bengal and 
Maharashtra, is different from that of 
a small State which has no such 
advantages. In that background, the 
scheme adopted by the Kerala State, 
in the State Sales Tax law, is largely 
a single point levy to enable it to 
tax goods effectively at an identifiable 
point and with an identifiable dealer, 
with lesser chances of evasion. In 
this scheme, many small dealers are 
left out of the group. The peculiar 
problems the State Government will 
have to face do not seem to have 
been fully appreciated while drafting 
the amendment, or even when the 
Kerala State Minister pointed it out 
in person to the Minister of State for 
Finance. Most of the exports from 
Kerala are plantation crops like pep¬ 
per, ginger, cardamom, cashew and 
marine products, which have no com¬ 
petition m the export market. At 
present these items are liable to sales 
tax at the last point of purchase in 
the State, that is, purchase by ex¬ 
ports. They are the best identifiable 
persons and the levy will be effec¬ 
tive. The State Government is getting 
an annual revenue of Rs.23 crores 
from the above levy. This levy, based 
on past experience, has been m ex¬ 
istence for the last twenty years, 
and it did not have any adverse im¬ 
pact on th e export trade, mainly be¬ 
cause we are having a near monopoly, 
and the demand is not responsive to 
slight variations in prices. 

The anxiety of the State Govern¬ 
ment about the adverse effects of the 
proposed amendment had been 
brought to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, as stated by me earlier, 
as back as 26/7/76 in the D.O. letter of 
the State Finance Minister. Then the 
State Minister took the trouble of 
coming to Delhi and explaining the 
position to the Central Minister in 
person. 


The proposed amendment will have 
very serious impact on the State’s 
finances. To fund the current .year’s 
plan, we are raising additional re¬ 
sources of the order of Rs. 20 crores, 
and we have also agreed to improve 
the financial position by another Rs. 10 
crores by way of economy in expendi¬ 
ture and arrear collections. Even then 
there will be a sizable uncovered gap. 
For financing the Plan in the coming 
two years, the State Government 
stand committed to raise nearly Rs. 47 
crores over and above this year’s com¬ 
mitment. The further erosion of our 
revenue by the proposed amendment 
by Rs. 23 crores will make it impos¬ 
sible to finance the Plan, which even 
at the present level does not meet our 
reasonable requirements. 

Therefore, I would request the 
Minister to accept the amendment 
moved by some hon. Members from 
Kerala, belonging t 0 all parties, or 
at least accept the amendment of Shri 
Stephen, which is an enabling provi¬ 
sion. 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri Stephen. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): rose:- 

MR SPEAKER: He is in posses¬ 
sion of the House.

SHRI RAM IIEDAOO : * * 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvat- 
tupuzha): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, while 
I rise to speak on this Bill, I must con¬ 
fess a feeling of dismay and consi¬ 
derable mental disturbance when I 
think of the consequences after the 
Bill is matured into law. In my view, 
it runs agaifist the basic principles 
which should govern the Government 
of a federal structure. It runs against 
the basic concept that, when Parlia¬ 
ment defines a particular thing, the 
definition must be truthfully done. 
The consequences of this will be that 
the economy of the different States in 
the country will be shattered on the 


one hand, and a large circle of the so- 
called exporters besides the public sec¬ 
tor exporting houses will have consi¬ 
derable benefit at the expense of the 
exchequer of the different States. 
These are the three implications of 
this Bill as far as I could see it 

Now I am concerned mostly with 
Clause 3 of this Bill which seeks to 
define what exactly is a transaction in 
the course of export trade. This de¬ 
finition is sought to be incorporated 
into the Bill in exercise of the autho¬ 
rity vested in Parliament under arti¬ 
cle 286(2). Article 286 prohibits im¬ 
position of any tax on sale in the 
course of export and import, and sub¬ 
article (2) gives the power to Parlia¬ 
ment to formulate the principles for 
determining when a sale or purchase 
of goods takes place in any of the 
ways mentioned in the said sub¬ 
clause. 

This has been a controversial point 
for quite a long time ever since the 
Constitution was enacted as to what 
exactly would constitute a sale in the 
course of export or import, and there 
have been umpteen rulings, quite a 
large number, and given in quick suc¬ 
cession by the Supreme Court of India 
defining what exactly is a sale in the 
course of export or import. I should 
say that this is one of the items on 
which the view of the Supreme Court 
has been consistent right through, and 
this definition given by the Supreme 
Court was accepted by Parliament 
when Parliament enacted the Central 
Sales Tax Act. The definition was 
given by Parliament by section 5 of 
the Central Sales Tax Act. Sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) and sub-section (2) in the 
original Act are now being retained, 
besides what exactly should be deem¬ 
ed to be a sale in export and import- 
Now, a third sub-section is sought to 
be incorporated. I can understand if 
you say that section S is deleted and 
another principle is being brought in. 
Sub-section (1) and sub-section (2) of 
section 5 are being retained. And this 
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section says that a sale or purchase of 
goods shall be deemed to take place 
in the course of export of goods out 
of the territory of India only if the 
sale or purchase either occasions such 
export or is effected by transfer of 
documents of title to the goods, etc. 
etc. That is being retained. What is 
in the course of a sale across the bor¬ 
ders of a State, what exactly should 
be deemed to be an inter-State sale, is 
pointed out in section 3, and section 3 
is being retained. Section 5 is also 
retained. These sections are in con¬ 
sonance with the dictums spelt out by 
the Supreme Court of India they are 
not at all taken away. Now, a third 
sub-clause says that, even if your sale 
does not occasion the movement of 
goods across the borders of India, 
across the customs borders of India, 
even if your sale does not occasion a 
sale in the course of export and im¬ 
port factually, your sale, although it 
is to a person in this country, can 
still be deemed to be a sale in the 
course of export and import. It is 
true that this Parliament has got the 
power to define, but my humble plea 
is that the definition that this Parlia¬ 
ment gives, must be consistent with 
commonsense, must be consistent with 
the legal dictum formally accepted 
must be consistent with what I jouid 
call legal proof and legal honesty. A 
deeming provision should not be such 
as to commit an act of intellectual d - 
honesty. A deeming P ro ^si°n sliould 

not be a defining principle snouM not 
be such as would run counter against 
what really everybody knows to be the 

fact. 


If I sell my goods to you or to Mr 
Pranab Mukherjee, knowing well that 
Z the sale of the goods to Mr. Pranab 
Mukherjee, the goods do not gb across 
the frontiers of the State, no deeming 
provision can convert my sale into 
sale across the border.... 


ME. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
only in execution of an existing 
Agreement. 


SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: That I aS* 
coming to. 

But what I am submitting is: re¬ 
taining both, retaining on the one 
hand and saying that only when this 
happens, it will be this—that is what 
is stated: “a sale or purchase in the 
course of export out of the territory 
of India only when the sale or pur¬ 
chase has occasioned such exports.” 
That section is retained. You say. 
Your sale can be deemed to be a sale 
across the border in tEe course of ex¬ 
port, only if that sale occasions the 
transfer of goods. Only that. That is 
retained. After retaining that, you 
say that in spite of that, a sale which 
has taken place prior to that shall also 
be deemed to be a sale in furtherance 
of the export sale. That is what I say 
is a conjecture which baffles all 
understanding. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I think 
they have Qualified that. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: That I am 
coming to. The point is whether it 
occasions Or not. That is the only 
thing I vant to say about'. 

Now, there are two principles spelt 
out. As far as inter-State sale is con¬ 
cerned. the sam e principle must 
govern inter-State trade. I, in Kerala, 
sell my goods to somebody in confor¬ 
mity with an agreement to sell it 
across to somebody else. Would that 
also come under the same principle? 
That does not come under the same 
principle. If "this is the principle that 
a sale which not only occasions the 
transfer of goods or movement of 
goods but a sale which is in confor¬ 
mity or in fulfilment of an agreement 
for export can also be deemed to be 
a sale in the course of exports, then, 
applying the same principle we will 
have to concede that a sale within the 
State in fulfilment of an agreement or 
a sale occasioning the movement of 
goods across the State can also be 
covered by the same principle. There 
cannot be two standards. That is why 
I say, you keep one standard ben* and 
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you take another Standard some- 
whereelse. One is in the course of 
exports and imports between two 
States and another is in the course of 
exports and imports between India and 
countries outside. If a sale happens 
to be in the course of exports you 
apply one principle. Then by apply¬ 
ing the .same principle, sale across the 
State must also be a sale which is in 
fulfilment of an agreement and putting 
the goods across the States must also 
be in the course Of the inter-State 
transaction. That is not being done. 
The other one is kept. For this the 
original, is kept. Then the third one 
comes saying that the new principle 
is impoitant. This is highly baffling. 
That is what I want to submit. 

I have got my own doubt about the 
constitutionality of this definition. It 
is true that the Parliament has got the 
power to define a principle, but the 
principle must be a principle. What is 
the principle defined? You have 
applied two standards. That is not a 
principle. I have got my own doubts 
against the constitutional validity of 
it. It may be that the Government does 
not care whether it is legal or not. 
But certainly it revolts against my 
sense of propriety as a legislator. 
That is all I have to say about it. 

i 

Here it says that it is not only the 
final »Ue but the sale preceding the 
final sale will also be a sale for execu¬ 
tion of an export contract. I, residing 
in Kerala, sell to somebody in Cochin 
in Kerala, something, on the basis of a 
document which is produced, saying, 
this is in fulfilment of an export con¬ 
tract. I sell it without realising sales- 
tax. That man shows the contract to 
hundreds of other people. He repre¬ 
sents to them that this is in fulfilment 
of export contract. This person sells 
it to somebody else. He sells it across 
the border of Kerala. He escapes 
from the sales-tax from Kerala and 
sells it to somebody in Madras, in the 
course of inter-State sales. What, hap¬ 
pens, h^re? You cannot collect the tax 
here, because, here is a sale which is 
claimed to 1% for a sale which will 


^fc- 

directly occasion export. Two parties 
are not the only ones involved in it. 
A third party comes in; an interme¬ 
diary comes in. I hang on to a parti¬ 
cular agreement which he has got I 
believe it. I sell it without collecting 
the tax. He shows the same thing to 
different people. He sends it round 
the country to different States. He 
escapes sales-tax. He escapes sales-tax 
in the other State, saying this is> 
finally for export. Every State is thus 
deprived of the tax. The dishonest 
man will thrive; the treasury will 
suffer; nobody will benefit by this- 
You may consider the disastrous con¬ 
sequences. There is no security for 
anybody. I can’t demand the tax. I 
can’t collect the tax. This is thes 
position here. 


As far as my State is concerned, 
tax revenue under sales-tax is Rs. 118 
crores. Out of thaf, goods which 
would be affected would come to 
Rs. 23 crores. A poor State is thus 
robbed of this amount of Rs. 23 crores. 
They will not be able to collect the 
tax. So much of its revenue ’S 
denuded. My friend will say, we 
will make some adjustment and give- 
the money tc you. It may be that 
you may give in the next five-year 
plan but what about the future?' 
After some days somebody else will 
come and this will become a part of 
Indian statute and this will become a 
part of history; everything would be 
forgotten! 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You are 
unduly pessimistic. 


SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: This is the 
position we are coming to. This is 
where I say that the federal principle * 
is violently violated: this fs an area-' 
where I have got the jurisdiction— 
that area is sales-tax. Under Item 
92A of List No. I, you got the juris¬ 
diction to collect your Central Sales- 
tax. There, you are converting the 
sale which is factually b sale within- 
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the State by a deeming definition into 
n inter-State transaction and you 
lire taking away my right to collect 
that tax and to^ give it in my own 
State. That is merely because sub¬ 
rule (2) gives you the power to make 
a definition and using that, we are 
being denuded tor the whole thing 
that is laking dace. 

Finally, one more point and I have 
done. What is the justification? 
They have specifically stated that, as 
far as the S.T.C., the M.MT.C. and 
t 'ome export houses are concerned, 
they are not able to compete in the 
international market because of this 
additional charge, the levy. That is 
he plea given. Therefore, to save 
out the S.T.C. or lather to facilitate 
the business transactions by the 
ST.C. and by the chosen export 
houses, you are bringing in the entire 
circle of exporters witnin the protect¬ 
ing provision. Is it necessary for you 
to see the atom bomb to kill an ant? 
Is it necessary to build a China wall 
to protect a squirrel? Is it necessary 
for you to protect your ST.C., to 
protect your selected export houses? 
You could have made some other 
provision about it. Immediately you 
will now come out and say ‘I cannot 
make an exemption because mj 
authority is only to spell out the 
principle, under the Consti¬ 
tution’. My good Heaven, are we 
not amending the Constitution when 
ever it is necessary’ If sub-article 2 
of Art. 198 would stand in the way 
an<j if we can amend so many 
Articles, why not we amend that 
Articles also and take the power and 
devise it in such a manner that the 
economy of the country and of the 
States may not suffer. Therefore, for 
Heaven’s sake, don’t throw sub- 
Article 2 at us and say that *we are 
powerless’. But, the fact remains 
that the finances of the different 
States will crash; they will become 
despente. That is the only source °f 
their revenue and it is on that source 
that you are laying your hands and 
you are depriving the States of their 


inherent revenue in order to prbffert 
these two sources. The effect of it will 
be that the protection will not be 
for these public sectors but the pro¬ 
tection will be for these undertakings 
in the trade. Protection will be for the 
black-money makers in this country. 
Protection will be for these exporters. 
With this cover, what will happen is 
a complete anarchy in the matter of 
sales-tax collection. Any dealer will 
say he is protected. I have collected 
it. Another dealer will say that he 
does not believe in this agreement 
and tb at w iU collect and finally 
he will say that he will not pay be¬ 
cause this ha s been proved to be the 
export trade. And so he will not pay 
whatever he has collected. Finally 
that boot will go to the export with 
a sale-tax charged on it. Your pur¬ 
pose will be even defeated. There¬ 
fore, I say that this deeming provi¬ 
sion is constitutionally irregular, 
factually incorrect and it is violative of 
the basic concept of certain legal 
dictum, it is a misuse of an appellate 
jurisdiction placed on this Parlia¬ 
ment and it will be disastrous 
as far as Stale’s autonomy is con¬ 
cerned. That is why we should 
develop this mutual faith in our federal 
economy. It is for this reason that I 
started my speech by saying that I 
was completely and mentally disturb¬ 
ed. I would still plead with the hon. 
Minister to consider the amendments; 
I have given to him end under the 
enabling provision there is sufficient 
flexibility whereby the States could 
be protected; the S.TC. also could be 
protected; and so do not be firm about 
this position. I request you to con¬ 
sider this. 

With these words, I conclude my 
speech. 

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Malda): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, while sharing 
the views expressed by my friend Mr. 
Stephen as regards the revenue, it is 
going to be affected so far as all States 
are concerned. It is not only going to 
affect the revenue of Kerala but it will 
affect most of the. States in our country. 

I would like to draw the attention 
of the hon. Minister to one thing. 



Earlier, lA the year 1972 there was 
fur grtwr amendment to the Central 
5 ilt| Tax Lnp and at that time men¬ 
tion was made about the arrears of the 
Central Sales Tax that have "already 
been assessed but not collected. Sir, 
-though black-money to the tune of 
Its. 1500 crores has been unearthed by 
the Central Government yet, J think, 
the tax evasion has not been stopx»ed 
and the arrears have not been collect¬ 
ed still. Huge unrecovered arrears are 
still lying on the Central Sales Tax 
account. By amending this Act, 
certain exemptions to certain categories 
of people are being given and they are 
those big business houses who are in 
the habit of evading taxes and huge 
arrears have still not been recovered 
from them. 

Sir, in respect of mter-State sales 
the evasion of Central Sales Tax is 
there. The big business houses like 
Bata and Colgate have their manu¬ 
facturing and purchasing centres in 
different parts of the country. In the 
case of Bata Shoe Company though 
there was strike in their various fac¬ 
tories for about three to four months 
yet their overall sales did not 
hamper. The reason behind this is 
that Bata Shoe Company makes 
purchases from small manufacturing 
units at Kanpur, Agra, Calcutta. 
Madras, etc. These small private 
manufacturing units put the Bata 
company laberon the shoes manufac¬ 
tured by them. These small manufac¬ 
turers have to surrender their goods tci 
the big monopoly houses. Likewise is 
‘ the case with Colgate. This company 
makes the purchases of paste from 
small manufacturers and get affixed 
the label of their own company. Now. 
they are evading the Central Sales tax 
by saying that these are their manu¬ 
factured goods. They actually pur¬ 
chase from the small manufacturers. 
They pay them a very meagre amount. 
These small units are not able to 
maintain themselves and they are sell¬ 
ing their products to the big monopoly 
Rouses. Thereby, the Government is 
h being cheated and the small manu¬ 


facturers are also being cheated. In 
this process of inter-State Mies, they 
purchase it from Agra and take it to 
Calcutta and they simply put the label 
saying ‘it ig our own manufacture*. 
The label is of the Bata Shoe Company. 
The small manufacturer puts the label 
also lor them ‘Bata Shoe Company’, 
‘Colgate Tooth Paste' and so on and 
send them to the headquarters of these 
big monopoly houses. I n this and 
various other ways, there'is evasion of 
tax. There should he certain machi¬ 
nery to take care of this and see that 
the evasion is stopped and arrears are 
also recovered. 


As a result of the inclusion of these 
cereals, pulses and other agricultural 
produce in clauses 7 and 8 of the BUI, 
there is an indirect encouragement to 
impose Central Sales tax and State 
sales tax on certain essential commodi¬ 
ties and food products, where at pre¬ 
sent in many cases they have not im¬ 
posed or do not impose and collect any 
tax. Central sales tax or State sales 
tax. 


You are going to exempt export 
goods from tax. Today the Central 
taxes and State taxes on certain items 
are also responsible for the high prices 
of those items. On account of the ex¬ 
cise duty, customs duty and other taxes, 
sales tax and other taxes, on account 
of the enhancement of the rates of 
thc^e taxes, prices are going up. 
There has been a rise of 33 per cent 
or 35 per cent on prices of cloth and 
other garments. Similarly, Central 
and State taxes are responsible for the 
rise in price of other essential commo¬ 
dities. You are imposing taxes on 
these essential items and you are going 
to exempt sales for export purposes 
from tax, only to give the benefit to 
certain classes of traders, manufactu¬ 
rers or businessmen. You are not ex¬ 
empting the basic and essential com¬ 
modities from taxation. So I would 
request that you specify in this con¬ 
nection what are the essential com¬ 
modities which ace totally exempt. 
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Regarding security deposit, it is as 
well that the provision has been liber- 
alised. W e are glad that certain con¬ 
cessions have been given to the small 
trader. This Question of security 
deposit was raised on the earlier oeca- - 
sion also. Now it is only on the basis 
of an approximate assessment that 
would be made that the amount of 
security deposit will be fixed. 

Regarding harassment by certain 
gencies while crossing inter-State 
orders, by the railways or the trucks 
or other means of transport, whether 
you possess the sales tax certificate or 
other documents, at certain checking 
posts during inter-State traffic, this is 
there. We also discussed it when we 
were considering the inter-State route 
permits. I know of a certain bona 
fide consignor who had consigned a 
wagon load of certain articles from 
U.P. to West Bengal. He had valid 
documents, sales tax certificate and 
other documenis for such tranship, 
ments. Even then the local authority 
would harass them saying ‘Produce 
this, produce that’. They examine 
whether it is a genuine certificate or 
a forged certificate. Due to the delay 
caused in such operations, the con¬ 
signee has to pay demurrage to the 
railways and so on. The other harass¬ 
ment is there. Therefore, I request 
the hon. Minister to see that in the 
course of inter-state sale and tranship¬ 
ment, on the central sales tax account, 
no party is harassed unduly; that point 
should be looked into. 

Here, another definition has been 
given. It is for the purpose of central 
sales tax. This will create confusion. 
•Business has been defined ‘any trade, 
commerce or manufacture or any ad¬ 
venture or concern in the nature of 
trade, commerce or manufacture even 
for their own personal, individual pur¬ 
pose’. Even if a person manufactures 
some thing for his own consumption, 
it is covered. In rural areas bricfcs 
are manufactured by the ' individual 
for eonstructidn of his own house. If 
you treat that as adventure or manu¬ 
facture and if you do not take the 
fact that it is being manufactured fpr 


his own individual use, it comes with¬ 
in the meaning of this, clause. Then 
it says ‘any transaction in connection' 
with, or incidental or ancillary to., 
such trade, commerce, manufacture 
adventure or concern’—My district is 
bordering on Bihar; certain persons 
live on this side of the border. They 
manufacture bricks in Bihar and carry 
it to this side, to West Bengal; then 
they are compelled to pay sales tax. 
They hav e lands on that side and 
residences on this side; even if they 
manufacture bricks for their own in¬ 
dividual consumption, they have got 
to pay sales tax for crossing the 
border. This will confuse the mean¬ 
ing. I have also expressed my view 
about exemption. That will reduce - 
the revenue of the states concerned; 
this will exclude sales in general for 
export purposes. That point should' 
be reviewed and reconsidered. I have 
already mentioned about exemption 
being granted to essential commodities 
because prices rise because of taxation 
on the part of the centre as well dk 
states. Duties on essential articles 
required for students for their educa¬ 
tion and by the poor villagers and 
other lower strata of society should be 
exempted; they cannot afford to pay 
duty on such articles which are needed 
for their livelihood; and they should 
be exempt from tax.

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar)r 
Sir, as far as this Bill is concerned, 
there is nothing new. The parent Act 
is being amended as has been done in 
the past. But it affects many State* 
and their Revenues. These questions 
have been raised long ago, prior to the 
last Sales Tax (Amendment) Bill which 
was referred |o a Select Committee ift 
1972. At. that time it wa§ proclaimed 
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to the world, including the Select Com¬ 
mittee, that it is a very comprehensive 
sales tax law under which the poor 
people will not be affected, the essen¬ 
tial commodities will be supplied to 
people who are at the subsistence 
level, such commodities will be exem¬ 
pted from tax and that a huge amount 
will be collected as sales tax from the 
big traders and monopoly houses. 

When the Sales Tax Act came into 
force, there was a case in which the 
Orissa High Court gave a judgment 
which was appealed against m the 
Supreme Court by Sarajuddin. It is 
pending for the last ten years. Gov¬ 
ernment should take into consideration 
these aspects when they, are goihg to 
amend the law. At least in the Select 
Committee stage m 1972 they could 
have done something, but nothing was 
done. The judgment of the Supreme 
Court was delivered on 16th April, 
1975 and this Bill is being brought 
before the House on 26th August, 1976, 
that is. after a delay of one year, 4 
months and 10 days. Why was there 
such a big lapse? This shows the 
seriousness which Government attach 
to these cases in spite of all what they 
say. 

There may be many such Serajud- 
dms, big traders and monopoly houses, 
which take matter to the Supreme 
Court and succeed. Here I am one 
with Shri Stephen. Only Shylocks and 
big traders are getting the benefit, not 
even the State, what to speak of the 
ordinary people. The State is not 
going to be benefited. 

Take, for example, Orissa. Minerals 
like manganese and ferro-vanadium are 
being exported. It is done mostly by 
private traders, private mine-owners, 
some export houses, and they can sell 
it even to some individual. Th'ey may 
or may not sell it in a foreign country. 
Yet those big traders, mine-owners 
and export houses are going to be ex¬ 
empted Cram aaies tax. 


The arument given is that because 
we want to earn fore foreign exchange 
and because there is fierce competition 
in the international market, we want 
to give more concessions, more incen¬ 
tives to the big traders. If at all you 
want to give some incentive, it should 
be to some selective items, and* that 
also when dealt with by the public 
sector. Unless the State is going to be 
benefited no such exemption should be 
given, and certainly not to the big 
traders That is my first submission. 

Secondly, I want to point out that 
three points were reused in that very 
judgment. It says: 


“The contract in each case between 
the appellant and the Corporation is 
inextricably bound up with the ex¬ 
port. The sale between the appel¬ 
lant and the Corporation and #ie 
export by the Corporation to the 
foreign buyer constituted one inte¬ 
grated transaction. Second, the Cor¬ 
poration has been interposed by the 
statute for a limited purpose*between 
the appellant and the foreign buyer. 
Export cannot be made except by the 
Corporation. The Corporation could 
not have diverted the goods to a 
buyer in India without violating 
export and import control order. 
Therefore, the sale is in the course 
of export. Third, the contract 
between the appellant and the Cor¬ 
poration being on f.o.b. basis, the 
property m the goods passed only on 
shipment when the goods were in 
the stream of export There is 
thus no sale in the taxable terri¬ 
tory.” 


We know how these people are re¬ 
sorting to under invoicing and over¬ 
invoicing. If they had given the 
articles to some other person and rfct 
to the foreign buyer, they would have 
violated the law, but who Is going to 
catch them. We are not able tA catch 
everybody, and they violate the law at 
every point. 
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Therefore, this is the argument 
placed by Sirajuddin in this Orissa 
. High Court case, and now we are going 
to Uphold the contention of the Siraj- 
uddins. So, Sirajuddins and others 
like him are now going to be benefited 
by this Bill. I am confident that the 
Government will definitely not be in a 
position to state categorically that this 
is the foreign exchange we are going 
to earn, this will be the national bene¬ 
fit, this will help the development of 
our national income in this way. De. 
finitely not. If the hon. Minister can 
place to show in what way we are go¬ 
ing to be benefited, let there be a table 
or some statement, but there is nothing 
to show how we are going to be bene¬ 
fited. As I have said, it is Sirajuddin 
who is going to be benefited and so 
many others like him. 

As Mr. Stephen has pointed out, 
there will be absolute anarchy. There¬ 
fore, firstly there must be sales tax 
levied on those traders who are selling 
to dome export houses. Secondly, 
different items should be selected 
whereby the State would not be put 
to any loss of revenue. Thirdly, the 
time has now come for having a fresh 
look at this Act and bringing forward 
comprehensive amendments to it. 

I want to poir>t out how these big 
traders are cheating. The foreign 
companies, multi-national corporations 
like Hindustan Lever Ltd., have evaded 
sales tax through various dubious 
means. I will give only one instance. 
Recently the Branch Manager and 
Branch Accountant of Hindustan Lever 
were arrested for certain irregularities 
and misappropriation of sales tax. 
They were released on a bail of 
Rs. 50,000 and Rs. 25,000 respectively. 
Ho press published this news. So, 

there are so'many loopholes in the 
present Act, arid they are taking the 
maximum benefit of them. They not 
only evhlde tax', But they also mi sap- 
Iropriate moneys, Therefore, ray 
Suggestion is that there should be a 
comprehensive Bill and, spiedally/ 

assential commodities should not be 
brought within the purview of this 
Bill 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, this 
is obviousSy a very important Bill 
Mr. Stephen has raised very important 
and valuable questions supported by 
other Members. But we have allotted 
just two hours for this Bill. We have 
nearly finished one hour out of that 
I still have about 10 more speakers on 
my list. I am shure, they all wiU 
make important points and the Minis¬ 
ter has also to answer all these points. 
I really do not know how we are going, 
to do that within the next remaining 
one hour. 1 do not want to fight every 
Member, giving him just five minutes 
because this is an important Bill. I am 
just putting it to the House. 1 will 
give each Member the minimum of 19' 
minutes because I really do not believe 
that he can make effective points in 
less than that much time.

the morning f raised a point of order 
fcntagiag out the uncontitdtlOn'ality of 
the amendment, especially amendment 
•f section 5. In the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons, Government 
says: 

"This would make our exports un¬ 
competitive in the fiercely compe¬ 
titive international markets." 

That is given as the reason for amend¬ 
ing section 5. But there is one as¬ 
pect of this question. There are the 
conventional items of export which 
have existed there all along and which 
cdatlhufe to exist without any help nr 
any additional incentive from the Gov¬ 
ernment of India. Such articles do not 
face any competition because they are 
virtually monopolistic. Why shouIJ 
Government bring them in here? The 
bon. Minister says that, it he excludes 
them, he will have to exclude the 
others alio. That is not a fair ap¬ 
proach to the problem. If it is only a 
question of increasing the possibilities 
of'export or the quantum of export, 
those items whose export would not 
be affected by the sales-tax should not 
be Included. This is my first point. 

My second point is this. The state, 
ment Of objects and Reasons says that 
this would ; result in enhanced exports 
by bringing down prices. Is this 
enactment going to serve that purpose? 
What he is now doing is, he is prevent* 
ing the State from levying a Single - 
point duty and is driving the State to 
levy a multi-point duty, which would 
raise it ten-fold. And you will have 
either to scrap the Constitution or do 
away With the States in order to pre¬ 
vent the States from levying a multi¬ 
point duty. Instead of at one point it 
the State Government raise it at 4 or 
5 points, begiiiing with the cultivation. 
Then where will the price tie at the 
final stags? The system of levying a 
tax at the final point has beep intro¬ 
duced because we did not want any 
harassment yA the poor producer. We 
will hfvp to appoint so jiMtfy ofj&cers, 
an of officers that would be necessary 
to collect tiie tax. So, the State Gov. 
1702 LS—7. 
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ernments decided to have it id the 
final point. If the bon. Minister says, 
Don’t do it* of course, our people in the 
State will be benefited. Thousands of 
officers will be appointed tb collect the 
tax. But there will be harassment of 
tens of thousands of small traders 
Above all, both the export price as 
well as the price of consumption arti¬ 
cles inside India will also shoot up. 
So, the very object of this enactment, 
of this amendment will be defeated at 
least in the case of clause 5. 

There is another aspect to the ques¬ 
tion also. It is going just counter to 
the 30 point programme which says 
that prices will be controlled. They 
are allowing by this indirect method a 
levy of an indirect tax which would 
make the prices of essential commodi¬ 
ties go up and naturally, poor people 
will suffer. At least, therefore, in the 
case of Clause 5, the traditional arti¬ 
cles of exports which do not face Mich 
a competition in the international mar¬ 
kets may be excluded. Or else, at least 
the Government should take the power 
to exempt such articles as are very 
necessary from the point of view of 
the State. The Government shpuld 
take the power to exempt them so that 
at a Tater stage they may discuss with 
the Sate Governments to find out 
whether it is reasonable or not to ex¬ 
empt such goods from (he provisions 
of section &(3>,

197 CentraI Sales Tax BHADRA 9, 1898 (SARA) ( Arndt ,) Bill 


SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana): 
Mr, Deputy Speaker, Sir, the Central 
Sales Tax Act, 1966, came into force 
on 7th January 1967, with the excep¬ 
tion of section 15 which was introduc¬ 
ed from October, 1968. It was enacted 
under Article 286 of the Constitution. 
It provides for the levy, assessment 
and collection of tax on sale of goods 
in the course of inter-State com¬ 
merce and trade. The proceeds of the 
tax have to be assigned to the States 
under Article 269(g) of the Constitu¬ 
tion. They are retained by the States 
from which goods move as a conse¬ 
quence of trade. This Act has prov¬ 
ed to be a source of increasing re¬ 
venue. The yield of the tax in 1960- 
61 was about Rs. 23 crores; in 1970- 
71 it was about Rs. 137 crores; and it 
is rising rapidly. 

The Central Sales tax Amendment 
Bill seeks to make important changes 
in Sec. 2 to 9 and Sec. 14 and 15 of 
the original Act. The definitions of 
terms such as dealer, business and 
customs frontiers of India have been 
clarified and elaborated or re-drafted 
aud made comprehensive so as to 
avoid difficulties experienced in the 
operation of the Act. For instance, a 
Government whether or not, in the 
course of business, buys, sells sup¬ 
plies or distiibutes goods for cash, 
commission, remuneration or other 
valuable consideration shall be deem¬ 
ed to be a dealer for the purposes of 
this Act, except in relation to any 
sale, supply or distribution of sur¬ 
plus, unserviceable or old stores Or 
materials. The word Customs Station 
which is now used i n the amending 
Bill shall, in future, have the same 
meaning as in the Customs Act of 
1962. The old expression Customs 
frontiers of India was interpreted to 
be coterminous with the extent of the 
territorial waters. 

Exported or imported goods are 
checked in the customs station and not 
st the edge of the territorial Waters. 
The interpretation put on the old ex¬ 
pression gave rise to practical difficul¬ 
ties. And therefore the new definition 
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gets over the awkward situation. 
Section 3 of the amending Bill is very 
important because it enables you to 
get over a very serious difficulty 
created by the judgement of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Mofad. 
Serajuddin versus State of Orissa. 
( Interruptions ) The Supreme Court 
held there that the sale of an Indian 
exporter from India to the foreign 
importer alone qualifies as a sale 
under the Inter-States Sales tax 
Act. 

Now, according to Section 5 of the 
original Act, the sale or purchase of 
goods can qualify as a sale or purchase 
in the export of goods out of the 
territory of India and get exemption 
from the sales tax only if the sale cr 
purchase has either occasioned such 
exporters or is by a transfer of docu¬ 
ments or title to the goods which have 
crossed the customs frontiers of India. 

The Supreme Court held otherwise. 
The export business requires a lot of 
very specialised knowledge. It re¬ 
quires knowledge, for instance, not 
only of the detailed conditions of trade 
obtaining in foreign countries but also 
knowledge of laws regarding transport 
of goods by land, sea, air, insurance 
and sale of goods. Therefore, very 
few people are able to conduct the 
export trade of the country, in spite 
of the fact that in our country we have 
the Institute of Foreign Trade for 
training the people to carry on this 
export trade. It tends to be concen¬ 
trated in the hands of agencies like 
the STC or export houses. In the case 
of small scale industries and medium 
type industries; they are completely 
dependent on such agencies, since they 
cannot afford to keep in touch with 
the foreign dealer which is beyond 
their means or employ experts in the 
field. 

To export goods you have first to 
arrange for sale to a canalising agency 
such as the STC or an export house 
which in turn arranges lor their export 
to the foreign importer in compliance 
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with an existing contract or order. 
Hence both the transactions l.e., first, 
the sale to the S.T.C. or export house, 
ahd second, the sale by the S.T.C. or 
export house to a foreigner, have to 
be considered as inextricably connect¬ 
ed with or In the course of the export 
of such goods. Both the transactions 
have to be exempted as we want to 
boost our exports. 

This point has been clarified by 
Section 4 of the amending Bill. These 
two sections, that is, three and four 
are to be given retrospective effect 
from 1st April, 1976 and Win thus have 
the effect of slightly lowering the 
prices of export goods by the amount 
Of the tax. 

Sir, some of the hon. Members have 
preceded me, if I may say so, have 
spoken from the provincial point of 
view. It is the Centre which has to 
look after commerce, that is, the 
imports and exports position. Due to 
foir-fcAd increase in oil prices We were 
dealt with a severe blow and our 
balance of trade position became criti¬ 
cal. In spite of tremendous efforts to 
boost exports the year 1975-76 closed 
with a deficit of more than Rs. 1050 
crores. If the deficit continues at this 
rate the country cannot remain in a 
Solvent condition. It is, therefore, 
from this point of view that both 
the transactions should be exempted 
from the sales tax. The amendments 
that are proposed will in my view 
reduce the cost of exports, make them 
more competitive in the international 
market and have an appreciable effect 
oa closing the gap in our balance of 
trade which l s always a factor of 
crucial importance in the growth of an 
under-developed economy. 


Clause 6 of the amending Bill ha 
also been necessitated by the judge 
ment of the Supreme Court in fdtemk 
5°- pvt - Wd. versus th£‘ State < 
Orfifea. The court held that the prevj 
siobs of the State sales-tax laws a 


to penalties did not apply far the 
purposes of Central Sales Tax. The 
original Sales Tax Act had ih 
fact empowered the State sales-tax - 
authorities to assess, re-assess, collect 
and enforce payment of the Central 
Sales Tax law and authorised them to 
exercise all the powers which they bad 
under these laws in their respective 
States. 

Lastly, Section 14 of the Central 
Sales Tax declares certain goods to be 
of special importance. It provides that 
if they are taxed in any State die 
rate of tax shall not exceed 4 per cent 
of die sale or purchase price of the 
goods, secondly it shall not be levied 
at more than one stage and thirdly 
if such declared goods are sold in the 
inter-State trade or commerce the tak 
so levied shall be refunded to such 
person in Such manner and subject 
to such conditions as may be provided 
in any law enforced in that State, it 
is a good thing that clause 7 of the 
Bill declares certain cereals and pulses 
to be such goods of special importance 
m the inter-State commerce but they 
have included crude oil also. I artt 
doubtful about the utility of including 
this item. 

Our Deputy Leader raised so many 
objections to the Bill. As regards the 
constitutional validity, it can be look¬ 
ed after by the Supreme Court. But 
he said that the result of this Bill 
will be that the finances of State 
Governments would collapse. This is 
an absolutely wrong statement. The 
finances of States depend on the 
yield from State sales taxes rad not 
the Central sales tax. (Interrup¬ 
tions). I know what I am talking 
about The yield from the Central 
sales tax Is divided between States, 
but the main income of the States is 
from the State sales tax. , 

SHRI SH1VAJI RAO a DESK- , 
MUSK (Parabhabi): Central sales tax 
is not divided among States. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN: It is. 
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There is one more point I would 
like to raise and that la whether it is 
advisable for the Central Government 
to impose an Inter-State sales tax 
because, I think, it offends against the 
tenet of free trade within a feder¬ 
ation. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI (Bom¬ 
bay-North-East) ; Mr. Deputy-Spea¬ 
ker, the Central Sales Tax (Amend¬ 
ment) Bil while trying to remove the 
anomalies or difficulties arising out 
of different judicial pronouncements 
has created, or is likely to create, cer¬ 
tain strains in Centre-State relation¬ 
ship due to the financial earnings of 
the States being affected. There is 
no doubt about it. I am not going to 
go into the details of such strained 
relations that might be caused. 1 am 
sure the Minister in charge of the De¬ 
partment of Revenue and Banking will 
take care of it, but there should have 
been more thought given, and more 
consultations held with the State Gov¬ 
ernments concerned who are likely to 
be affected. 

I am aware that the views of cer¬ 
tain Governments were invited and 
there were detailed discussions in 
respect of certain goods which are of 
special importance, special crude, to 
which I am going to refer. There are 
certain States which are likely to be 
affected because crude oil is now to be 
categorised as a declared good. Now, 
What will be the result of it? So far 
as imported crude is concerned, it 
has been exempted and the problem 
will not arise even in future. But as 
regards indigenous crude, whether it 
is in Assam, Gujarat or Maharashtra 
now, because of Bombay High, these 
States arc likely to be affected. Now 
SO per cent of the crude produced is 
traced, 4* thf State sales tax rate of 8 
per cent. How when this is going to 
cat$goris*d as * ‘doctored, good’ 
under this legislation, it will be 4 per 
cent and so these States, specially 
Maharashtra where within the next 
three or four years the production to 


against S or 6 million tonnes la 
Gujarat and 4 or 8 million tonnes in 
Assam, am likely to be affected. Me 
would like that they a re compensate* 
for this in some way or other. The 
Minister should take care of this and 
at least assure the State Governments 
on account of the loss likely to be 
caused to their exchequer.

The other point is about sales 
which go into export and the exempt¬ 
ion given to them under cl. 3 It to 
true that now whether there are two 
transactions or three transactions or 
one transaction, from the manufac¬ 
turer to the wholesaler, from the 
Wholesaler to the exporter, whether 
the tost exporter is the State Trading 
Corporation or the export house, all 
these transactions are now to be ex¬ 
empt from payment of sales tax. Yet, 
it would have been better if there 
had heen a further qualification to it 
that even for the last exporter there 
should be a timelimit. Such a time¬ 
limit is there in the Bombay Sales 
Tax Act also. If the tost transaction 
does not take place occasioning ex¬ 
ports, if experts do not take place 
Within nine months of sales, it is sub¬ 
ject to sales tax. So if exports take 
/toce within 9 months, they are ex¬ 
empt even under the Bombay Sales 
Tax Act. W e should like that such 
calculations should be ronairW ^ 
The Maharashtra Government had 
given their suggestions that their pro¬ 
vision should have been accepted. 
Brea at this late hour, the hon. Minis¬ 
ter should consider the suggestion that 
there should he a time limit and then 
elope it should be exempt.

|Mnt of the central government to 
consult the Chief Ministers of the 
State Governments in the proper form 
before making an amendment which 
seriously affects the economy of the 
States. I regret that the Central Gov¬ 
ernment has not done this: this Bill 
has come before us one fine morning 
as a bombshell and this is going to 
affect the States adversely; especially 
my state will be affected very severe¬ 
ly. Mr. Stephen has pointed out that 
out of a total revenue of Rs. 119 crores, 
at one snatch Rs. 23 crores are being 
taken by the Central Government and 
given back to the exporters and ex¬ 
port houses in this country. The state¬ 
ment of objects and reasons says: 

“In other cases also, manufacturers 
of goods, particularly in the small 
scale and medium sectors, have to 
depend upon some experienced ex¬ 
port house for exporting the goods 
because special expertise is needed 
for carrying on export trade. A 
sale of goods made to an export 
canalising agency such as the 
STC or to an export house to 
enable such agency or export house 
to export those goods in compliance 
with an existing contract or order is 
inextricably connected with the ex¬ 
port of the goods. Further, if such 
Mies do not qualify as sales in 
the course of export, they would 
be liable to State sales tax 
and there would be a cor¬ 
responding increase i n the price of 
the goods. This would make our 
exports uncompetitive in the fiercely 
competitive international markets." 

I am prepared to accept their argu¬ 
ment. Could be point out which are 
the items which are going to be bene¬ 
fited by this? Which items will suffer 
in* international market today be¬ 
cause of sales tax. One fine morn¬ 
ing by this Bill Rs. 400 crores are 
being taken away from different States 
and given—-to whom?—to private 
exporters in the name of STC. Then 
M-s is being given effect to retros- 
poetivoly from 1952 Onwards. How 
much will be the savings for STC? 


Which are export items today in in¬ 
ternational market? Pepper and car¬ 
damom are monopoly items. Only two 
countries produce pepper; it is almost 
an Indian monopoly. Cardamom 
also—only India and Guatemala; it is 
also almost a monopoly of India. We 
were exporting marine products worth 
Rs. 80 crores; our export of marine 
products jumped from 80 crores to 
Rs. 118 crores with sales tax. Tamil 
Nadu, Kerala and Andhra have in¬ 
troduced sales tax. With a sales tax of 
five per cent, to marine products ex¬ 
ports have registered an increase from 
Rs. 86 crores to Rs. 118 crores. Did 
they suffer because of sales tax? Have 
they suffered because of sales tax? 
No. CCI is importing cashew from 
African countries paying Rs. 250 per 
tonne. CCI is making a profit of 
30 per cent and selling it to the Indian 
exporters. Yet, the export is going 
up. They are objecting to the Kerala 
Government taking 5 per cent sales 
tax! Is the minister against any tax 
on any raw material which is con¬ 
verted into exportable commodity? 
Suppose there is two point sales. 
Then sales tax will come. You are 
objecting to one point sale, saying the 
price has to be controlled. But what 
about two point sales? So, the argu¬ 
ment is not convincing. 

It is blatantly admitted that this is 
to boost exports. But the fact re¬ 
mains that it is only the monopoly ex¬ 
port houses who are going to benefit 
to the tune of Rs. 400 crores, apart 
from the other benefits they are en¬ 
joying. In the Serajuddin case, the 
Supreme Court never said that there 
is anything wrong with the Constitu¬ 
tion. Article 28 says: 

"(1) No law of a .State shall Im¬ 
pose, or authorise the imposition of, 
a tax on the sale or purchase of 
goods where such sale or purchase 
takes place— 

(a) outside the {State; or 

(b) in'‘the course of th# import of 
the goods into, or export of the 
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goods out of, the territory of 
India. 

(2) Parliament may by law for¬ 
mulate principles for determining 
when a sale or purchase of goods 
takes place in any of the ways men¬ 
tioned in clause (1)." , 

It says, you should not tax something 
which is exported. But it does not 
prohibit a State from imposing sales 
tax before that. This Bill is being 
brought to defeat the whole interpre¬ 
tation given by the Supreme Court. 
To protect whom? On the pretext of 
helping STC, it is monopoly export 
houses who are going to get the bene¬ 
fit. It is to them that the government 
is showing sympathy. The Bill says 
this is to help the small and medium 
entrepreneurs. Where are they? I 
saw an advertisement in the Times of 
India where an export house is invit¬ 
ing everybody to export through 
them. We know what is happening in 
the fishing industry today. The big 
monopoly houses are eating up the 
small entrepreneurs, by saying “You 
export in my name”. As Mr. Stephen 

pointed out, this is being done at the 
cost of the State revenue. My State 
is suffering today. We produce agri¬ 
cultural commodities. But the mono¬ 
poly houses arc clever enough'to evade 

taxes. Big companies like Good Year, 
Firestone, Dunlop, etc., are not making 
any sales in Kerala; their sales are all 
outside Kerala. So, my State is los¬ 
ing 40 per cent of the total sale of 
rubber and we are not getting any 
taxes. So. they know how to evade 
the tax. By introducing this law, the 
hands of the State Governments are 
being tied. It is not merely a ques¬ 
tion of Kerala. Maharashtra, Gujarat 
and even poor Assam will be affected, 
because it exports tea.

f I can $ay that this is not going to 
boost ’Kf.tSiej. exports. During the last 

e years”'the pcices have gopie up 
:he quantum has gohe down, so 
w «s our exports are concerned. It 
is not because of recession in industry, 


but due to other reasons. Will the 
minister come forward next year and 
say, 'Because of this concession, our 
exports have gone up by this much.’ r ? 
Can he identify the items whict are 
going to be benefited by this? 

So, I would appeal to the bon. Min¬ 
ister that instead of rushing through 
this Bill in the name of the STC and 
the public sector, he should have pati¬ 
ence enough to consult the State Gov¬ 
ernments, because they are being ad¬ 
versely affected by this measure. Of 
course. Parliament can enact law 
on this subject. On the one hand, 
the Central Government are writ¬ 
ing to the States to raise fin¬ 
ances for the Plan; on the other hand, 
you are taking away the entire reve¬ 
nue of the State. For a poor State 
like the Kerala, sales tax is a big re¬ 
venue, and if you take away that re¬ 
venue, it will be very difficult even to 
sustain. So, finally. I would appeal to 
the Minister to postpone consideration 
of this measure pending consultation 
with the Chief Ministers, rather than 
trying to help the monopoly houses 
at the cost of the State revenue. 

SHRI K. P ? UNNIKR1SHNAN (Ba- 
dagara): Mr. Chairman, I speak more 
in sorrow than In anger, because of 
the act that my esteemed friend, Shri 
Pranab Kumar Mukherjee, for whom 
I have great affection' and high re¬ 
gard, had thought it fit to bring for¬ 
ward such a Bill. I have nothing 
against the principles of the Bill, but 
he has chosen to rush through this 
Bill without due consultation with the 
State Governments and, if I may be 
permitted to say so, without even 
giving due time to this House. 

I do not want to get involved in a 
legal battle, the issue has been very 
ably argued by the 1 Deputy Leader of 
my party, Shri C. M. Stephen, and 
others. But I think it involves many 
more fundamental considerations than 
the\mere T le^l questions, iqvolved- 
^eCMie,, admittedly' it tt inoposes * 
cripiM; bloW 1 fihfhce* 

In general, and to mystate in parti¬ 
cular * , 
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So, while- I would not argue on the 
point of it being unconstitutional or 
otherwise, X would undoubtedly say 
that this was certainly not the as¬ 
sumption underlying the Constitution 
of the Union-State relationship, of 
the Union-State financial relationship. 
Whether it was contemplated under 
the Government of India Act, 1935, or 
not, historically speaking and politi¬ 
cally speaking; there were certain va¬ 
lid assumptions behind our Constitu¬ 
tion, when we called it a Union of 
States, when we demarcated the func¬ 
tions between the Union and the States 
and also divided the finances of the 
Union and the States. So, it would 
be wrong to say or proceed under the 
assumption that this is a unitary 
State. In spite of some legislation 
here and there, I would say that it 
would be historically untrue to say 
that this has ever been a unitary 
State' If it comes to that, I can say 
there is no State known as India. 
What k the concept of India? There 
is no State known as India from Bad- 
rinath to Cape Comorin, from Dwa- 
raka to Manipur. This vast country 
of ours has been historically condi¬ 
tioned as an assemblage of regions, 
as a quasi-federation. Whether po¬ 
litically and constitutionally it is a 
federation or not, what the federal 
features are, that is an entirely dif¬ 
ferent question. So, I am unhappy, 
extremely unhappy, that this bill 
strikes at the very root of such heal¬ 
thy relationship between toe Centre 
and the States. I will come to that 
later on. 

I do not want to get involved in 
the Serajuddin case, the legal impli¬ 
cations of it and sp on. But, apart 
from the Supreme Court judgment, 
one of the main considerations men¬ 
tioned in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons is that it would pro¬ 
mote exports. I hav«- nothing against 
it, I am ah for It. ti there is an ele¬ 
ment of subsidy ip> OUr. Exports, 'if 
will certainly have an ' infli$ 9 nery 
impact, and aU ‘sorts of pee^iT'WiU 


try to take advantage of the subsidy. 
We should try to avoid it. It is said 
that we have to make our goods com¬ 
petitive in the wprld go that we can 
meet our requirements of foreign 
exchange for industrialisation, main¬ 
tenance imports and so On. 

I do have certain objections and 
reservations to the kind of strategy 
of export-led growth that is being 
tom-tommed by some of the officials 
ol the Commerce Ministry, with in¬ 
built import content, because that 
will ultimately lead only to erosion 
of our own foreign exchange re¬ 
serves! This was also done by the 
Ministry of Petroleum and Chemi¬ 
cals at one time. At that time no¬ 
body paid attention to what was be¬ 
ing said in Parliament, but now it is 
realised that petroleum was not such 
a thing to be wasted or burnt away. 
I do not want to go into that. 

I accept the promise that our ex¬ 
port goods must be made competitive 
in the international market. Probab¬ 
ly it has relevance to steel, engi¬ 
neering goods, textiles, man-made 
fibres and any number of manufac¬ 
tured goods which we are trying to 
push through in the international 
market, but I cannot say that it is 
true of our traditional exports. I 
cannot say that it is true of goods 
which have been exported since 
time immemorial, goods which have 
undoubtely been on the interna¬ 
tional market with an Indian stamp. 
There, if we suffer, if we na- 
npt compete the causes must be trac¬ 
ed elsewhere, whether it is cpir nr 
pepper. Take pepper, 99 per cent erf 
the pepper in India is produced, In 
Kerala. India ranks with Indonesia 
as the only producer of pepper, qnrf if 
ye lOf* not because 

of the con advantage or 41mdyarg- 
age, it is because of other reMone. 
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coir. Or take ginger or cardamom 
where we compete only with guate- 
mala* or lemon gnus oil or marine 
food exports. Is it only because of 
the price factor? If you withdraw 
thip item and deprive the State Gov¬ 
ernment of this revenue, are they so 
elastic that exports will go up im¬ 
mediately? I think no case has over 
been made out hereby the Commerce 
Minister at any time that an advant¬ 
age of this kind as is being contem¬ 
plated in this dill is going to help 
the exports of this country for push¬ 
ing forward the exports of these 
types of commodities. I would like 
the hon. Minister, if he has any facts, 
to share them with the House and 
tell the States and the House whe¬ 
ther this is true or not. Otherwise, 
I would say no case has been made 
out and these claims are fallacious. 

Now, it has been stated that it will 
help export houses. Well, if that is 
the strategy of the Government, if 
they want to help the export houses, 
I have no quarrel, if they want to 
make Birlas grow bigger! We know 
where we began, with an investiga¬ 
tion' of the Dutt Policy Committee, 
and we know where we are today. If 
that is the policy, I have no quarrel, 
but I do not know whether that Is 
the policy. If it is the policy to push 
in DCM, Unjon Carbide and other in¬ 
ternational cartels into the marine 
food exports and allow the pioneers, 
all those who have struggled on the 
Kerala coast, to be eaten up by these 
big sharks, if that is the policy of 
Shri Pranab Kumar Mukherjee, of 
this Government, I have no quarrel, 
but the facts should be taken as facts. 

I am immediately concerned more 
with the consequences for my own 
State. Virtually, out of a revenue of 
Its. 200 or ores for 1976-77, Ra. 23 cro- 
res are going to be directly affected 
with the passage of this Bill. We 
Jos? Ra. 22 crores out of it* 
straightway, and several crores by 
**y Qf refund. There might be other 
States who might lose mdre or lets. 
BqUom bare tg say w$ will lose 
Ka, 23 cruras. 


Are we going to be penalised for 
our topography, because we produce 
the kind of agricultural commodifies 
which are primarily exported, be¬ 
cause the high ranges of Kerala pro¬ 
duce plantation crops, because the 
middle lands of Kerala produce other 
cash crops and because our coastal 
area provides marine products? Are 
we going to he penalised for that? 

That is why, as 1 said earlier, the 
basis of Centre-State relations is to 
b? clearly understood. We must try 
to promote the cause of the Union 
and assumptions underlying the con¬ 
cept of the Union, rather than trying 
to strike at the roots of the Centre- 
State financial relationship. Now, 
this wil] only result in depriving the 
State coffers of their revenues and 
affect their financial solvency. The 
States have been exhorted by the 
Centre, by Minister after Minister of 
the Centre, to mobilise the resources 
and, rightly, so. The Planning Com¬ 
mission has been lecturing to them 
about the need for mobilising resour¬ 
ces. Under the present constitution¬ 
al arrangements, whatever might be 
the pattern tomorrow, there is a large 
area of responsibility, like, agricul¬ 
ture, education, forestry and minor 
irrigation vesting with the States. 
Today, I am sad to say that this Bill 
will only promote uneven develop¬ 
ment because we in Kerala have con¬ 
centrated on education and social 
services, I do not know whether it is 
the intention of the Centre or the 
Minister that we should be walking 
on the crutches provided by him in¬ 
stead of mobilising our own resour¬ 
ces. 

The most important point that 1 
would like to male* before I con¬ 
clude is this. One °* the most im¬ 
portant factors in slow growth *• 
well as a vary serious malady of tha 
Indian economic development has 
been the regional imbalances. £ ana 
sure, the Minister has teed a small 
hook written about 'bis. own State 
me Agony eg Bit Bengnr v wnfif 
tew by i joarvkttti

Ranajit Roy. I do not want to go 
into the details as to how industrial 
licences have been distributed and 
how certain States or certain pockets 
have cornered industrial licences 
and, consequently, growth has taken 
place in certain pockets, trade and 
industry has developed in certain 
pockets, and consequently employ¬ 
ment opportunities have come up in 
certain pockets and, also, there has 
been a marked increase in the State 
revenues in respect uf certain States. 

Is it the policy of the Union Gov¬ 
ernment to promote regional imbal¬ 
ances because, ultimately, this kind of 
a legislation is only going to promote 
regional imbalances; instead of try¬ 
ing to make the States more solvent 
so that they can mobilise more re¬ 
sources? This kind of- a legislation 
will only lead to under-development 
of a kind and also transfer of in¬ 
comes which will strike at the very 
roots of the present Centre-State re¬ 
lationship. It will also lead to such 
distortions and their long-range im¬ 
plications have not been studied or 
probably understood. So, I would 
urge upon the Minister to exempt 
such agricultural commodities as are 
necessary, as are exported, so that it 
will bring in these revenues to the 
State Governments even if it calls 
for an amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion later. Also, if Parliament is em¬ 
powered under article 286 to frame 
principles, I do not understand how 
it cannot provide exemptions. If 

Parliament has the power to frame 
such principles as are necessary under 
article 286, I do not understand 
why necessary exemptions cannot 
be provided. Of course, I am not 
a lawyer. Mr. Somnoth Chatterjee, 
Ur- Seyid Muhammad, Mr. Tri- 
vedi and a large number of other 
legal luminaries are here. It is 
for them to discuss and decide. I 
cannot understand how exemptions 
cannot be provided. It should have 
been better if it had gene to « Select 
Committee end if proper consulta¬ 
tions had been held earlier. At least, 


at this stage, I would request him to 
listen to the agony of the States. U 
we want to re-structure the Centre- 
State relationship, particularly, tor 
the economic sphere, greater thought 
will have to be given to such legis¬ 
lation at least in the future. I hope, 
he will at least agree in principle 
that the States are going to lose.

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESH- 
MUKH (Parabhani): While rising to 
congratulate the hon. Finance Minis¬ 
ter for bringing forward a Bill which 
claims to plug so many loopholes, 
simultaneously 1 would like to draw 
your attention that it ha$ left so 
many holes free through which the 
revenues can leak on a much largei 
scale than he proposes to stop the 
leakage 

It is frue that the export trade of 
this country has to be encouraged, 
the foreign earnings and foreign ex¬ 
change accumulation have to in¬ 
crease, but it does not mean that the 
earnings of forei gn exchange by the 
Centres should necessarily be at the 
cost of the States because we cannot 
take a position in a Union and parti¬ 
cularly a federation' like ours that 
those States who produce goods 
which lire only meant for domestic 
market are free to levy any amount 
of sales tax which they wish and 
those States who, in order to help 
the patriotic cause of exports, in¬ 
dulge in the luxury of manufacturing 
the export promotion goods are de¬ 
eded tile baste advantage and bade 



narily be given. Therefore, if there 
are any means of ixomoting foreign 
exports, this Bill, in fact, if 1 mgy 
*ay so—the hon. Minister will please 
excuse me—is the most unfair cut 
and it is the unkiodest cut on the 
practically precarious balance of pay¬ 
ments position of the States and Will 
go a long way in denying the under- 
developed States their rightful claim. 

Besides this, when I started my 
speech, I said that it leaves so many 
loops with so many holes. One of 
the basic holes is; 


When you think of sale for export 
there is no end to It and nobody 
knows where this will stop. This is 
left undecided, undefined and if 1 
may say so, it is in a mess of confu¬ 
sion because there is no means to 
find out whether the sale is meant 
for export or for domestic use or for 
self-consumption and so on. The 
Bombay Sales Tax Act says that if 
you fail to export within a specified 
time then you will be liable to State 
sales-tax. You are liable to pay 
sales-tax at a fixed rate which is fix¬ 
ed by the State. But here this basic 
element is being denied under the 
spacious plea of foreign exchange ac¬ 
cumulation, foreign trade promotion 
and so on. 1 don’t know whether it 


will promote foreign trade or accumu¬ 
late foreign exchange, but I know that 
it will accumulate greed, tax-evasion 
and mischievousness. It will remit 
in denial of rightful revenue by the 
State Government. So, the Minister 
should do some re-thinking about it. 
Heavens are not going to fall if we 
don’t pass the Bill today. All the 
loopholes should be plugged. The 
provision relating to sale for export 
should be redrafted properly with 
great care to see that this does not 
lead to tax evasion. Any federation 
has to promote inter-Stgte trade. St 
is the duty of the august House to 
hold the balance eflwg. On*. Gov¬ 
ernment and our Finaufet l^frfeter 
cannot do himself in the proverbial 
role of a aonlpy .trying' to hpld fb«

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tier from the other! That sort of role 
is not expected of a federal govern¬ 
ment. You cannot use this goarb to 
deny certain rightful revenue to the 
State Government. 


Assam,‘Gujarat and Maharashtra are 
the three oil producing States. Maha¬ 
rashtra trails third because of Bombay 
High. We have recently passed a 
legislation to &ty that all the territo¬ 
rial Waters constitute Union. Territory. 
Oil is taken from the Union Territory 
of Ihdla and not from the territory of 
Maharashtra. There is no question of 
payment of royalty to Maharashtra as 
such. Therefore I beg to differ from 
itiy friend Mr. Kailas when he said 
tint dnion government will give 
royalty to the State of Maharashtra 
for crude taken out from Bombay 
High. 


DR. KAILAS: I said that the Minis, 
ter might say so. That i s what I said. 

SftRI SHIVAJIRAO S. DESH- 
MtJKH; What Is the use of Minister 
assuring you something which he can¬ 
not enforce later? Millions of tonnes 
or barrels of crude coming out from 
Bombay High will help us earn any 
amount of foreign exchange. It will 
make Ug independent of crude imports 
but it will not add a farthing to the 
coffers of the State Treasury of Maha¬ 
rashtra! The ONGC sells crude to re¬ 
fineries or manufacturers. Therefore, 
the State Government of Maharashtra 
is entitled to levy local sales tax on 
siich sales hut under Central Sales 
Tax even that right will he restricted 
to the Central Rates. The sale by 
OtfGC is at 6 to 7 dollars. So, there is 
already the element of subsidy in the 
tax-tevy because of the lowering of 
sale price. On top of it, the State 
GovehuhOnt of Maharashtra ig denied 
ltd right to lev* thh sales-tax at their 
dfofc rites. Thfey may include it In the

I have given notice of an amendment 


that even if it is declared as an essen¬ 
tial commodity and scheduled under 
the Central Sales Tax Act, the levy 
Of tax should remain at the same level 
a$ at present. 

On commencement of the Act, what¬ 
ever, rates of sales tax may be there, 
it should be the same. And that is the 
purpose of the amendment which f 
have moved. This is a most innocent 
one. I think it may not cause any 
serious damage to the reputation and, 
mare SO, may not cause any damage 
to our hon. friend sitting here and who 
is in charge of this Bill!. 

The question is: whether the Bill 
proposes to plug the loophole relating 
to the protection of the State Govern¬ 
ments. The enforcement of this sim¬ 
ple Act—federal legislation—of Cen¬ 
tral Sales Tax was supposed to be 
done by the State Governments. In 
the enforcement of the act, the State 
Government levies a certain penalty 
or a certain compounding fine or cer¬ 
tain fee. The Supreme Court judg¬ 
ment came in the way to say that the 
State Government, while administer¬ 
ing the States Sales Tax cannot levy 
the penalty and cannot order com¬ 
pounding the fine and all that. In this 
respect the States have been protect¬ 
ed So far so good. 

But, Sir, the other factor is relating 
to the dealer’s right to demand the 
deposits from them. This has not been 
correctly put as it ought to have been 
done ordinarily. I would broadly di¬ 
vide this Bill into three aspects name¬ 
ly the foreign trade and foreign ex¬ 
change promotion, inter-State trade 
promotions by means of declaring cer¬ 
tain commodities as essential commo¬ 
dities and the third is the erode oiL I 
feel and I would urge upon the bott. 
Finance Minister to wait and see that 
this Bill is referred to the Joint Com¬ 
mittee to Jive their valuable sugges¬ 
tion* after deliberations and oh the 
bells of their suggestions, the 
estif of the iState Governments and the 
Federal Goveridnent ahd *3*0 the 1U“ 
terfekt* di! the international trade can 
be better safeguarded. 
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This reminds me that our hon. Fin¬ 
ance Minister, whose name appears to 
be Shri Pranab Kumar, at present, in 
charge of this Bill, unfortunately ex¬ 
poses himself to the charge of p ranay 
kumar by this sort of lawmaking 
which is to the detriment of the State 
Government. I think this will not 
serve the purpose though the objective 
of the Bill may be laudable. 

Therefore, I would earnestly urge 
upon the Minister again to see that the 
consideration of this Bill is postponed 
and is referred to the Joint Committee 
and after deliberations therein and 
after such amendments as the Joint 
Committee may have to suggest, this 
Bill might be taken up at the next 
session. Only then, I think, this House 
will, in all probality, be entitled to 
pass this Bill. 

With these words, I reluctantly sup¬ 
port this Bill with a hope that it will 
be referred to the Joint Committee. 

PR. HENRY AUSTIN (Ernakulam): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, the changes con¬ 
templated in the Bill are by and large 
consequential in nature following cer¬ 
tain recent judicial pronouncements. 

It is also a fact that this great country, 
if it is to piosper and progress, has to 
accelerate its exports. 

This consideration had prompted the 
finance Minister to introduce this 
amending Bill. To that extent, the 
bill js most welcome and 1 support 
this. But, when one analyses the 
various clauses, one finds that suffici¬ 
ent exchange of views has not been 
made chi this issue, it affects first the 
States and Centre relations. It affects 
also the inter-State relations. In that 
way, it also affects the totality of in¬ 
terests concerning the Union and the 
State Governments. The country be¬ 
ing so diverse in nature with all its 
complexities in taxation, it affects the 
relations of States, Take for instance 
my own Stpte. We had a taxation 
•scheme known as multi-point levy 
system. But we found that a large 
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number of small traders have been 
affected by that, we found that it 
was almost impossible to identify the 
real points of sales and purchase and 
also the real dealer. It was in thi$ 
context that we thought in terms of a 
single point levy system as the basic 
scheme of our Sales Tax Act and by 
this we have been able to realy 
Identify the real point at which the 
transaction takes place. It was this 
broad identification that enabled the 
State Government to mop up resources 
to the tune of Rs. 23 crores. Now, if 
this whole scheme is upset, I am sure, 
the entire scheme of the State Sales 
Tax will be affected. 

Sir, several members seem to be of 
the opinion that the considerations of 
the States arising from the complexity 
of the situation have not been taken 
into account when this Bill was for¬ 
mulated and that this Bill has been 
hastily rushed through. It i s impor¬ 
tant that preparatory to bringing a 
Bill of this nature, we had adequate 
exchange of views From the criti¬ 
cism and the cross-section of opinions 
that have been expresed, it is evident 
that that process has not been under¬ 
gone. 

Lastly, Sir, in my own State if this 
Bill becomes a law the monopoly in¬ 
terests will have an upper hand. I 
have no doubt that a large number of 
export companies will declare or will 
manipulate their records in such a way 
as to make every intermediary of 
theirs an employee. After the passing 
of this Bill they will become em¬ 
ployees of the exporting companies 
and, as such, their transactions will be 
exempted from the operation of this 
Act. This will deprive the State of so 
much of revenue and tax evasion will 
become easy. This will only enrich 
the coffers of the monopoly sector. L 
therefore, request thaf the Finance 
Minister takes a second look at the 
Bill. This, I understand, is the gene¬ 
ral feeling of the House. However, 
as the Minister feeds that it is impor¬ 
tant that the Bify should he taken into 
consideration, I suggest, he finds out 
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game viable alternative so that he may 
satisfy the various points of view rais¬ 
ed in this House. 

With these suggestions, i suport the

SHRI VA8ANT SATHE (Akola): 
Although 1 have such esteem, re¬ 
gard and appreciation and admira¬ 
tion tot my hem. friend Shri Pranab 
Kumar Mukherjee, Mr. Oeshmukh 
claimed him to be Pranay; I do not 
Understand why he tola so tnttch en¬ 
amoured of pranay—today he is emer¬ 


ging as Pralay Mukherjee for the 
States. You are going to spell pralay 
for their tax structure. 1 have not 
been able to understand this urgency. 
Why are you rushing through this 
Bill? I shall come to my points short¬ 
ly. But I have to register a funda¬ 
mental objection to this. This is an 
important Bill which affects the re¬ 
venues of Spates aiid a large number 
of Members feel about this Bill. I 
am not saying any secret; it has been 
stated even by the Leader that Bills 
like this must be discussed at least 
in our party meetings. Day before 
yesterday you circulate the Bill and 
today you are bringing it. We have 
had absolutely no opportunity to 
study the Bill and discuss the conse¬ 
quences with you. Except clause 9 
which is being amended to give re¬ 
trospective effect to certain provisions 
which were being made difficult due 
to certain legal decisions and probab¬ 
ly clauses 5 and 6, I do not see any 
benefit in this Bill. 

Take the provision about declaring 
certain goods as being in the category 
of declared goods. I shall take only 
two points. First, crude oil. I can un¬ 
derstand very well if you say: as a 
nation we are going to benefit by 
depriving the State of its right. Then 
I can understand; it goes into the 
same kittv. If the nation benefits we 
can say that from that benefit the 
States also will share. ID million ton¬ 
nes of crude will be produced from 
Bombay High and it is being distri¬ 
buted all over. How is it going to 
benefit the centre by reducing the 
sales tax? By reducing sales tax from 
8 per cent to 4 per cent, will pro¬ 
duction increase? What is the logic 
of this? t can appreciate that in 
Assam the Increase from 2 to 4 per 
cent will benefit. But why should 
Gujarat and Maharashtra to deprived? 
Maharashtra is going to be deprived 
&t nearly Its. 24 crores. Bombay High 
crude «B production is going to be 
about 10 million tonnes per year from 
tOTD •onwards. At a price of $ 10 pfer 
barreL the value of 7.5 million bar- 
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rels of erode oil is going to be about 
Rs. 600 crores. This 4 per cent reduc¬ 
tion will deprive Maharashtra of a 
' potential revenue of Rs. 24 crores per 
year. What is the rationale in this 
and how are you going to compensate 
the States? We are one of the lowest 
irrigated States in the country and 
we want to have more irrigation, but 
we have no resources. For cotton pur¬ 
chase, even as a commercial proposi¬ 
tion, the Reserve Bank was not al¬ 
lowed to give us money. Our farmers 
starve. Cotton production last year 
cam e down from 17 lakh bales to 8 
lakhs. What is the policy of the Cen¬ 
tre? Do you want to help the poor 
States by giving them some assis¬ 
tance or to deprive them of even the 
little they can raise by themselves? 
In energy production, we will be short 
by the end of the fifth plan to the ex¬ 
tent of 1600 MW, We do not have mo¬ 
ney and you do not give us money. 
If We try to raise some money, you 
want to snatch it away. 


Take the second point of encour¬ 
aging exports. This is on e of the 
weakest statement of objects and re¬ 
asons I have seen. I sympathise with 
the minister, but I am sure he is car- 
r yi n g somebody else’s baby, although 
he is very good at carrying babies, I 
know. This is going to b e like a hot 
ball in your hands. After referring 
the STC. the statement of objects 
and reasons says—there comes the cat 
out of the bag: 

“In other cases, manufacturers of 
goods, particularly in the small 
and medium sector, have to depend 
upon some experienced export 
bouse for exporting the goods, be¬ 
cause special expertise is needed 
for carrying on export trade. Fur¬ 
ther, if such sales do not quality as 
sales in the course of export, they 
would be liable to State sales tax 
and there would be a corresponding 
increase In the price of goods. This 
would make our exports uncom- 
1702 LS—8 


petitive in the fiercely competitive 
international market.” 

Will the minister give some statistics 
as to how many items have become 
uncompetitive in international mak- 
ket because of sales tax? Now our 
exports are going up in spite of the 
sales tax. So, could you say that our 
exports would go up by this much 
percentage, if the sales tax is not 
there, in tile ease of traditional items 
and manufactured goods like engine¬ 
ering goods, electronic and other 
sophisticated items or even in gar¬ 
ments? I can understand it if you say 
that our sales tax is depriving us of 
the earning of foreign exchange anil 
if it is reduced or abolished, our ex¬ 
port earnings will go up in the case of 
some particular items. In that case, 
we will agree to it because it is in 
the national interest to earn foreign 
exchange. At the same time, we 
should bear in mind that there is the 
normal annual increase in tx’ade. For 
instance, 18 per cent may become 
20 per cent. For heaven’s sake, do not 
take credit for it by saying that this 
normal increase is due to the aboli¬ 
tion of the sales tax. You have to 
show substantial increase in trade 
and foreign exchange earnings in re¬ 
spect of some particular items on 
account of the abolition of sales tax. 

After all, who is going to get the 
benefit of this measure? After some 
years, if the increase in the earning 
of foreign exchange is not commen¬ 
surate with the loss suffered on ac¬ 
count of the deprival of sales tax, 
you will come forward and say “we 
tried; what could we do; our exports 
did not pick up; therefore, we could 
not help it.” 

If you give an assurance that you 
will compensate or make good the 
loss that the States are going to 
suffer from the reduction of sales tax 
from the increased export earnings, 
I can understand it. Otherwise, who 
is gping to get the benefit of ttfls 
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measure? It will mostly be the so- 
called experienced export houses, in¬ 
cluding your STC. I do not want to 
say too much about the STC. Al¬ 
though in terms of amount the export 
through STC has gone up, if you 
closely scrutinise it quantitatively, it 
has not gone up substantially. So, I 
do not want to give too much of 
credit to the STC, which in some 
cases is the sole canalising agent. Of 
course, in some fields it has done 
well and ail kudos to it. 

So far as this limited question is 
concerned, you have to satisfy us how 
this measure is going to benefit the 
States and the nation as a whole. 
Unless that is done, I am afraid rush¬ 
ing a Bill like this will only land us 
is difficulties and will result in all¬ 
round dissatisfaction. 

Perhaps* somebody sitting some¬ 
where in the STC. wanted to push 
through this measure through the 
Finance Minister, and he has become 
a tool, and allowed himself to be 
used, without studying its implica¬ 
tions, without taking his own col¬ 
leagues into confidence. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTER JF.E 
(Burdwan): So, you now unwillingly 
support it! 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Therefore, 
I must honestly submit that I cannot 
support the Bill in its present form, 
except section 9. 

I would plead with the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to postpone consideration of this 
Bill Heavens are not going to fall if 
it is taken up in the next session. After 
all, by section 9 you are giving retro- 
pective effect. Therefore, whether it is 
done today or one month hence, noth¬ 
ing is going to be lost. Therefore, as 
far as other matters are concerned, 
please see the consensus here. It is 


practically a unanimous view expres¬ 
sed in this House by State after 
State that this Bill needs a second 
look a closer consideration. And you., 
being such an open-minded person, 
as we have known always, open to 
reason and consideration always, I 
am sure you can appreciate this 
appeal from us. Kindly agree to have 
a second look, nothing will be lost. 
There is no prestige involved. It is 
not a constitutional amendment or 
any such thing. Therefore, I would 
beg of you to put this off for some ■ 
days and let us consider it coolly so j 
that we can have the mistaken therein , 
corrected, so that the States may not 
feel that their interests are not be¬ 
ing properly safeguarded or looked 
after by the Centre. 

SHRI SOMNATH ' CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): I am thankful to you for 
giving me this opportunity. 

I must come to the resure of the 
hon. Minister whether he likes it or 
not, because I feel that hon. Members, 
in their espousal of a right cause, 
have somewhat deviated from the 
scope of this Bill. When I say “espou¬ 
sal of a right cause’’ i mean that the 
States must be given greater and 
greater revenues and sources of re¬ 
venue. We know and realise that 
sales tax is th e best source of re¬ 
venue, as our former Finance Minister 
sitting here will admit, and I believe 
that at least excise has been keeping 
pace with sales tax. Therefore, we 
want that there must be additional 
sources of revenue. 

Now, the difficulty lies, so far as 
the Central Sales Tax is concerned, 
because of the constitutional provi¬ 
sion. The Central Sales Tax, not 
primarily but actually, deals with 
sales in the course of interstate 
trade and sales in the course of ex¬ 
port or import. Under the Constitu¬ 
tion, the States ar« debarred from 
imposing sales tax on such sales. There 
fore, even if you want on behalf of 
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the States larger revenues in respect 
at sales, can you get it in respect of 
such transactions? That is the point. 

My hon. friends there are now so 
much enthusiastic about changing the 
Constitution. Mr. Sathe is a Member 
of that Committee which is bringing 
about “revolutionary” changes in the 
Constitution. Therefore, why don’t 
you think of amending article 286 of 
the Constitution and give powers to 
the State Governments to impose 
sales tax in respect of such sales? 1 
would support you there. No. you are 
not thinking of that f you are think¬ 
ing of catching hold of those res¬ 
ponsible for so-called anti-national 
activities, that is the point. 

Therefore, the object of this Bill, 
as I said is <o do certain things_ 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESH- 
MUKH: We are talking of scheduling 
of goods, not canalisation of goods, 
and therefore the question of sales 
tax does not arise. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
am not the author of the Constitu¬ 
tion. It says: 

“No idw of a State shall impose, 
or authorise the imposition of, a 
tax On the sale or purchase of goods 
where such sal c or purchase takes 
place- 

fa) outside the State; or 

(b) in the course of the import 
of the goods into, or export of 
the goods out of, the territory 
of India.” 

The position is this. In view of the 
system of canalising of exports which 
hag been evolved in this country, 
every exporter, big or small, has to 
go to an export house. So, instead of 
amending the Central Sales Tax Act, 
they could have done away with the 
canalisation, system. 


If I want to export to a party in 
England or America, whereVer it 
may be, previously, I could do it 
directly. This would have been a 
direct sals and that would have been 
exempted from the sales tax. The 
State would not have been able to 
levy any tax because of the Constitu¬ 
tion of India. 

What happens is that the Com¬ 
merce Ministry brings in this system 
of canalisation. One has to go to the 

S. T. C. or the M. M. T C. or any 
such of the organisations. Previously, 
it was held to be not a taxable trans¬ 
action becween the M. M. T. C. and 
the exporter although the exporter 
enters into a contract with the foreign 
importer. The M. M. T. C. just comes 
in between and takes a commission. 
Whether it is doing good to the ex¬ 
port trade of the country is not the 
scope of discussion. Therefore, when 
you are maintaining the canalisation 
system ) you are bound to come with 
a law like this. The constitutional 
mandate i* that those sales should 
not be subject to taxation. That con¬ 
stitutional mandate was being frus- 
strated because of an interpretation 
put by the Supreme Court that when 
you are giving the goods to the M. M. 

T. C. or the S. T. C., as at that time 
the custom frontiers have not been 
crossed, it is an inter-State sale and, 
therefore, the Slate is entitled to levy 
tax. If you say, you do not mind the 
export prices being increased and al¬ 
low the State authorities to levy tax 
and, if you feel that yon have re¬ 
duced the prices of goods exported by 
States, you have to bring such a 
legislation. 

What the hon. Members feel and I 
also feel in principle is that in a 
proper federal structure there have 
to be greater and greater powers given 
to the States for their improvement. 
That is my fundamental belie! We 
do not want an all-powerful, all- 
pervading Genre, including the power 
to send the C. R, P. and para-mili- 
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tary Tlbrces to the States. We want 
that the States should have greater 
and greater capacity to develop on 
their own, on their own resouices 
Now, the resouices of the States <11 e 
being dried up I quite see it I am as 
much agitated as the other hon Mem¬ 
bers For espousing that cause you 
will not have to get lull suppoit fiom 
us So far as the principle behind d 
’ is concerned, the question i*- how to 
do it By amending the Centi il Pa es 
Tax Act or not amending it \ m 
cannot achieve it That is the joint 
Therefore, when the Supienv Ccurt

I am not an expeit on that I can¬ 
not say whethei the hon Ministet 'us 
made anv study 01 mv hon f i°uds 
hav e made anv Mudv with rtgi 1 4 o 
the actual position logarding tht x- 
port of goods, how fai the\ ca 1 beai 
additional tax then whether this ro lot 
be passed or the actual foreign 
importer 01 the M M T C should 
bear a poi tio 1 out of its commission 
All these ar t matters to be woiked 
out But I should have thought that 
this law has to be brought about for 
the purpose of keeping the object of 
the Constitution in view I am not 
trying to give an impression noi that 
is my view that I do not want the 
State revenues to be increased The* 
must be increased But ways and 
means must be found out lawftiUy *0 
do it. 

The other aspect of the Bi’l is about 
the goods of national importance 
What is the position? That is also 


according to the Constitution. The 
Constitution says that once certain 
goods are declared to be of national 
importance, the State has to carry out 
the laws made by Parliament with 
regard to those goods so far as the 
imposition of sales tax is concerned. 
The Central Sales Tax Act, 1958, sub¬ 
ject to subsequent amendment provides 
that the State can impose the maxi¬ 
mum 4 per cent, the present rate of 
sales tax r hnt is an intcr-State tax 
As wc ui df rstand, the principle is that

There is not a single proposal in your 
Constitution Amendment Bill to in¬ 
crease a single power of the States, 
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either politically or in any other 
sphere. You aie not thinking of 
States’ power because you think 
that the power is entitled to remain 
only in Delhi. 

The position being so, I would re¬ 
quest the lion. Minister to take the 
sense of the House into consideration 
and see that th e Stales’ resources are 
substantially increased, that power is 
given to the State so that it can in¬ 
crease its revenue lawfully, and for 
that reason, if you may have to 
amend th e Constitution, you should 
not hesitate to do so. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF REVENUE AND BANKING 
(SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE): Mr. Chairman Sir, I am thank¬ 
ful to the non. Members for making 
their observations, though they have 
not supported the Bill. But I would 
like to make one thing clear at the 
very beginning. What Mr. Stephen 
wanted lo point out was about the 
special and particular problem of 
Kerala. From that, some hon. Mem¬ 
bers came to the conclusion that these 
provisions of the amending Bill would 
debar the State Government from 
imposing sales-tax on each and every 
item at each an<?, every stage. Kerala, 
because of its peculiar character, 
because of its single-point taxation 
nature, the point of identification 
where they are imposing taxes, will 
be debarred by the provision of sec¬ 
tion 3. There is no denial of that fact. 
But the Sales-Tax Act of Maharash¬ 
tra, the State from where hon. Mem¬ 
ber Mr. Vasant Sathe comes and who 
is championing the cause of State re¬ 
venue, provides much more incentive 
to the exporters: any sale taking 
place for a period of nine months 
Prior to the actual export and at 
whatever point it may be is entitled to 
®Bjoy exemption from the sales-tax. 
Many other State Governments have 
multi-points where they are impos¬ 
ing taxes. Therefore. this is not 


a fact that we are debarring the 
States, by bringing this piece of 
legislation, from imposing tax even, 
on the exportable items at all 
points... 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Why don’t 
you follow Maharashtra?

[Sum Isiuqok S \MbUAi,r in the Chair] 

SHRI J'RANAR KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE- You were talking about giv¬ 
ing concession to the monopoly 
houses and exporters. We are giving 
them much less concession. The last 
sale prior to export would be de¬ 
barred and the Slate would not have 
the right to impose sales-tax. That 
right originates from article 286 as 
has been poinled out by Mr. Som- 
nath Charter joe. We are not debar¬ 
ring States from imposing sales-tax. 
We are only exercising the rights 
given to the Central Government, to 
the Government of India, under arti¬ 
cle 286 and that too in th e context 
of a judgement given by the Supreme 
Court. The Supreme Court has 
said that the transaction which is 
taking place between the buyer in 
the foreign country and the exporter 
in the country, except that transac¬ 
tion, any other transaction would be 
subjected to the sales tax. To my 
understanding, and I would explain 
in detail how, it would affect the ex¬ 
ports. We are demanding more and 
more canalisation of items through 
STC. If wo leave the position as it 
is, after the interpretation of the 
Supreme Court, the construction 
which they have mad e is that even 
if the STC purchases a particular 
item for exports to parties in foreign 
countries, they will have to pay sales 
tax as per the interpretation of the 
Suprem e Court in the Serajuddin 
case. We are saying that when STC 
is purchasing or any other exporter 
is purchasing from a person, by es- > 
tablishing the nexus that this is 
meant for export and that an agree¬ 
ment and order has already been en¬ 
tered into earlier, by 'establishing" 
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that, when the exporter will purchase 
from a party, j n that transaction, in 
that last sale, he will be exempted 
from th e sale? tax This is the provi¬ 
sion of clause 3.. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Later 
on, if it is not exported? 

SHRI PHANAB KUMAR MU¬ 
KHERJEE. If it is not exported, he 
is violating the contract, he is violat¬ 
ing the law and it will have to be 
taken into account 

In this connection, Mr. Stephen 
raised the question as to what about 
a transaction which is taking place 
In inter-State forum. Clause 4 is 
taking care of that. When some¬ 
body is soiling and selling on the 
bona fide faith that this is for export 
and seeing to the document either 
the contract or order, whatever it 
may be and if it is an inter-State 
sale, it will be covered by clause 4 
which reads: 

“Provided that a dealer shall 
not be liable to pay tax under this 
Act on any sale of goods which, in 
accordance with the provisions of 
sub-section (3) of section 5, is a 
sale in the course of export of 
those goods out of the territory 01 
India.” 

Therefore, the question of sales tax 
does not arise because it is an inter¬ 
state sale and he is selling it on the 
bona fide belief that it is for export. 
Therefore, the question that arises 
at a subsequent stage, as pointed out 
by Mr. Stephen, would not arise and 
it will be protected under clause 4 
of the Bill. 

The whole question came out: why 
should we have it and whether we 
can make some exception in respect 
of certain particular items. My sub¬ 
mission is that so far as the present 
provision of the law is concerned, as 
it has been interpreted by the Law 


Minister in an eariier case in 1974, 
we have no power. It is for the 
Parliament to determine the prin¬ 
ciple governing the sale or pur¬ 
chase and it is for the Parliament to 
determine what should be the prin¬ 
ciple and not for Government by 
issuing orders or notifications. I 
would quote the observations of the 
Law Minister in this connection. It 
is slightly lengthy. Because this 
particular point has come and it 
would come subsequently in the form 
of amendment, I want to quote it. 
This is the view of the Law Minis¬ 
ter given on 24th April, 1974 when 
a particular item in the form of 
aviation fuel was drawn to their 
attention.... 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Is it the 
Law Minister or the Law Ministry? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU¬ 
KHERJEE: The Law Minister, Mr. 
H. R. Gokhale. If you want to see 
the signature, I can show it. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: We believe 
it. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU¬ 
KHERJEE: It is 24th April, 1D74. t 
quote: 

“The proposed amendment to 
the Central Sales Tax Act is reli¬ 
able to the power conferred on 
Parliament by Article 286 (2) of 
the Constitution. This enables 
Parliament by law to formulate 
principles for determining when a 
sale or purchase of goods takes 
place outside the State or in the 
course of the import of goods into 
or export of goods out of the terri¬ 
tory of India. Thus, Parliament 
can formulate general principles 
which would b* applicable to aB 
sales and purchases. But it would 
not be open to it to lay down a 
principle applicable only to one 
commodity or a class of commodi¬ 
ties. 
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8 Consequently, any legislation 
cannot relate only to aviation fuel. 
It would have to be general in its 
t terms and would necessarily relate 
to transactions relating to all 
goods. The object underlying the 
proposed amendment is to exempt 
aviation fuel from the high level 
of ad valorem sales tax which is 
being levied in two States. But, 
once an amendment is made, since 
it can only be general in its terms, 
it would apply, when it comes into 
force, to all fuels, lubricants, stores 
and all other commodities taken 
on board an international carrier, 
whether operating by air, land or 
sea.” 

Somebody suggested whether tra¬ 
ditional items of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts like ginger or pepper could be 
exempted from the operation by 
making some enabling provision in 
the Act itself and whether the State 
Government would be allowed to 
impose sales-tax. As per the inter¬ 
pretation of the Law Minister, Gov¬ 
ernment has no such power. Parlia¬ 
ment will have to determine the 
principle. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; Am I to 
take it that if the law permits, the 
Government will have no objection 
to assume tile power for exempting 
articles? If an amendment is 
[brought forward and if the law per¬ 
mits as a matter of Government po¬ 
licy, am I to take it that Government 
(will have no objection to assume 
>ower so that certain articles or cer¬ 
tain class of articles may be exempt¬ 
ed from this provision? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
UERJEE: That is a separate issue. 

.• have myself asked my colleague in 
phe Law Ministry, Dr. Seyid Muha- 
nmad to examine this. Therefore, 
are not having a closed mind on 
his aspect. But, as it stands, so far 
the advice of the Law Minister is 
Concerned, jt does not allow me to 
pring any amendment in this Act to 


enable a particular class of commo¬ 
dity to be kept outside the purview 
of the provision of the Act. 

Various points were raised about 
federal structure and so on. I am 
sorry to say that the scope of the 
Bill had been enlarged because some¬ 
body thought that we are denying 
the right of the State to impose 
sales-tax. In the multiple stage of 
taxation you will find this in no 
stage except the last preceding stage 
and even in Kerala it should be 
applicable in case of cashew; when 
cashew is crushed, for getting it pro¬ 
cessed, at that time, at that process¬ 
ing stage, you could have the power 
to impose sales tax on it or purchase 
tax or any other tax if you like to 
impose on it, but difficulties are 
there and I had discussion with some 
Members of Kerala also. 

Then the question arose as to what 
happens whe n the exporters would 
purchase directly and treat the pur¬ 
chasers as their agents. How to take 
care of that? But, I do feel that the 
Stat e Governments can find out the 
modality by which these people 
could be brought within the purview 
of the law. That is an area which 
we can consider. (Interruptions ). 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESH- 
MUKH: Why can’t we do it our¬ 
selves? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE: The Central Sales-tax 
Act itself is administered by the 
States and not by us. The proceeds 
are appropriated by them. We simp¬ 
ly pass the law. In the name of 
Parliament this piece of legislation 
has come. Therefore, it is for the 
States to administer. 

In this connection, somebody rais¬ 
ed a question of the rationality of 
bringing in their the declared goods. 

It also provides that by Clause (c) 
of Art. 288, such .article® 
brought under declared floods. 1 1 
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would not like to mention the names 
of the States. The hon. Members 
would appreciate if I quote some 
figures on how distortion on sensitive 
items like paddy and rice are taking 
place. In one State, the purchase tax 
from paddy is 7 per cent; the pur¬ 
chase tax from rice is 4 per cent. In* 
another State the purchase tax from 
paddy is 7 per cent while the sales 
tax from rice is 4 per cent. I would 
not like to mention the name of the 
State. The question has come when 
we are bringing in this piece of le¬ 
gislation without consulting the State 
Governments. This was a matter 
which had been taken up with the 
State Governments at least for the 
last fi‘ve or six years. At least half 
a dozen meetings had taken place. 
Not merely me—I myself had a 
meeting with the Chief Ministers and 
—Babuji himself had a meeting with 
the Chief Minister and the Agricul¬ 
ture Minister. Simply they did not 
agree. The hon. Member will agree 
vit-h me that we wanted to sort out 
the issue of the Delhi Sales tax with 
the neighbouring States. We could 
not arrive at any conclusions. It is 
quit e desirable to say, why don’t we 
have discussions? But, after all. at 
some point of time, we will have to 
come to some decision. Discussion 
is all right; exchange of views should 
be there. But, if in regard to the 
rice or paddy or pulses which are of 
sensitive nature and which are con¬ 
sumed all over the country we v. ant 
to bring som e sort of uniformity and 
w ft bring them under the category 
of declared goods, then I find there is 
no objection. But, one hon. Member 
has raised an objection to that even. 

( Interruptions) 

My hon. friends from Kerala have 
conveniently forgotten that this will 
give some advantage to them because 
it is a deficit State. All deficit States 
will get the advantage of it. All sur¬ 
plus States producing rice ,an<j paddy 
.will be at a disadvantage. They can 
get more revenue. Take for instance 


Punjab and Haryana. They will 
suffer. 

Similarly, the question arises. We 
took up this point with the State 
Governments. It is not that we do 
not take up the matter. It is known 
to all the hon. Members that regard¬ 
ing the crude, an award has been 
given regarding the royalty by no 
less a person than our Prime Minis¬ 
ter herself. This was also taken up 
with Gujarat a nd Assam. Gujarat 
is having its crude oil processed in 
the refinery of its own. But Assam 
is in a disadvantageous position be¬ 
cause the crude of Assam has to 
come to Barauni and, as a result, it 
becomes a commodity of inter-State 
importance. 

So, they cannot impose more than 
4 per cent as sales tax. Because of 
the fact that refineries are establish¬ 
ed within the State itself, certain 
State Governments want to make 
good of both ends. If we want to 
bring some sort of uniformity in that 
respect, I do not see that there is 
anything wrong in it. 

As a result of bringing in unifor¬ 
mity of 4 per cent, each and every 
State will get the benefit. Otherwise 
it may happen that in certain com¬ 
modities it has happened in one State 
the sales tax is 15 per cent and in 
another Stale it is 10 per cent and 
in yet another State it is 12 per cent. 
Therefore, the commodity which 
affects the life of all-India, should be 
treated as a commodity of sensitive 
nature and that should be brought 
under declared goods. Otherwise 
there should be some kind of unifor¬ 
mity. If a particular commodity is 
taken in many areas, you will find 
that some distortion takes place at 
some place or the other 

Sir, another question’ has been 
raised why we did not take into ac¬ 
count and what would be the effect 
on export. Here I would like to sub¬ 
mit for the information of hon. Mem¬ 
bers the figures which I hay^ re- 
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ceived from my colleague in the 
Commerce Ministry. One hon. Mem¬ 
ber said that these are monopoly 
items and we are enjoying mono¬ 
poly in the world market. The fact 
is not like that. 

A s regards cashew kernel during 
the year 1974-75 ouv export was to 
the extent of 65,000 tonnes whereas 
in the year 1975-76 it has come 
down. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPFAN (Te- 
Uicherry): The Minister is deli¬ 
berately trying to mislead the House. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; The Min¬ 
ister will kindly understand that this 
is a re-export item, 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE; Sir, the lion. Members 
have made their observations. I have 
listened to them. I want protection 
from the Chair. I am not yielding. 
This is the figure which has been 
given to me by the Commerce Min¬ 
istry. In all fairness I must place it 
before hon. Members on the floor of 
the House. The other item is Pepper. 
In 1974-75 its total export was 26,000 
tonnes. In 1975-76 it came down to 
24,000 tonnes. Similarly, in the case 
of Coir it has come down from 42,000 
tonne s to '36,000 tonnes. My only 
contention is that it is not a fact that 
as you have enjoyed monopoly for 
some time, so for all time to come 
you ca n enjoy that monopoly. You 
will hav e to take stock of the inter¬ 
national situation and you will have 
to adjust your strategy accordingly. 

Now, the question is to what ex¬ 
tent the benefit of exemption from 
sales-tax would give you relief. It 
would give relief to the extent as 
per the interpretation of the Supreme 
Court in the Serajuddin case. The 
STC if it purchases will have to pass 
on the sales-tax to the consumer. If 
any exporter purchases then also he 
will have to pass it on to the consu- 
meiv-whatever may be the element 
of tax, maybe 4 or 5 per cent. Today 
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you are talking of five per cent. But 
if you make an analysis of the sales- 
tax in various States, you will find 
the State Governments went even 
beyond the elastic limit to increase 
the sales-tax so as to mop up addi¬ 
tional resources. I n some States 
they had gone up to as high as 15 
per cent. Today there is no guarantee 
that it would remain confined to five 
or six per cent. There are previous 
instarccs. If th e hon. Members make 
an analysis of the enhancement of 
sales-tax i n various States over the 
last ten years they will find that it 
has increased by almost 100 per 
cent. That point will have to be 
taken into consideration. 


SHRI VASANT SATHE; But the- 
Minister will realise that the remedy 
lies somewhere else. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MIT- 
KHERJEE: This is a provision which- 
w e are making not to justify the 
past action' but what would happen 
in future if I do not take these mea¬ 
sures. If I do not protect the orga¬ 
nisations like STC or other exporter 
today and if I do not provide them 
the facility it would be difficult for 
them to compete in the international 
market. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: You have 
not explained what is the nexus bet¬ 
ween that and this. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE: They will have to esta¬ 
blish the nexus when' you are de¬ 
manding exemption that this is a, 
sale.... 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: For ex¬ 
ample, if you said that the cashew 
nut export has come down so much 
because of the sales tax, I could- 
understand it. 

’i 1 , 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE; I have not yet brought 
that piece- of legislation. How could 
I tell it? Still it is taxed. 
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SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(Badagara) ; He has only been given 
figures by the Commerce Ministry. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE; Th e position is that still 
they are charging the taxes. As I 
have already explained, many of the 
State Governments will have the op¬ 
tion to readjust their own sales tax 
laws in such a way that at certain 
points they would be in a position to 
identify this. I do agree Kerala has 
a particular point here because it is 
single-point taxation, but you can¬ 
not equate this case of Kerala with 
all India. There are certain other 
States; export items are coming from 
other areas. Therefore, if there be 
any particular difficulty with regard 
to a particular State, would you like 
.that to be an all-India feature? 

Therefore, the problem of Kerala, 
its ways and means problem, the 
problem of its deficit in revenue, 
• cannot be sorted out in this way. It 
could be taken care of when the 
Finance Commission lakes into ac¬ 
count the amount State Governments 
are losing on account of this. They 
will have to take account of that. 
The way grant-in-aid has been ex¬ 
tended is there... ( Interruptions ). 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please do not 
interrupt him. Mr. Mukherjee, 
please address the Chair. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU¬ 
KHERJEE: On the question of ways 
and means, if you permit me, if a 
State is having a deficit of, say, 
'Rs. 46 crores, we shall take that into 
.account. There is no denial of that 
fact. I have already taken it up with 
State Governments. This is not the 
•only exception; there are many 
States whose ways and means are 
not good. The Government of India 
are to take care of it. We shall have 
■*to see in' what way they can meet 
their ways and means position, how 
We can provide them adequate assist- 
.ance to maintain the tempo of their 


plans. Therefore, on that count, I 
can assure hon. members, particularly 
those from Kerala, that they are los¬ 
ing, there is no denial of it; as a re¬ 
sult of this enactment, Kerala will 
lose some revenue, but in what way 
wc could make good or what would 
be the alternative agencies, that we 
shall have to look into. 

With these words, otner points 
having been supported by hon. Mem¬ 
bers . .. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; One 
point remains. I had referred to that 
good thing which you said Maha¬ 
rashtra had of putting a limit of 9 
months. As you know, 9 months is a 
very good period. Therefore, if in 9 
months they do not deliver by ex¬ 
porting, then you should allow, as in 
Maharashtra, the State to put a tax. 
Why don’t you accept this as a uni¬ 
versal proposition for all, as you 
yourself had said it is a praiseworthy 
thing? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU¬ 
KHERJEE: In my scheme, the time 
limit will be much shorter. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Where is 
the scheme at all? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU-. 
KHERJEE; In between 9 months, I 
identify only one particular stage. In 
the 9 months-scheme of Maharashtra, 
there may be many more intermedi¬ 
ate stages. I would not like to ex¬ 
tend the benefit to other stages; I 
would like to pinpoint it only to the 
sale preceding export. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; My point 
is: If export does not take place, 
what happens? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU¬ 
KHERJEE: If some hon. members 
have an apprehension and feel that 
some time schedule should be there, 
that is a matter which could be con¬ 
sidered. But I would not like any 
other stages to come in between. 
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Regarding another point made by 
one hon. member that while prepar¬ 
ing the draft, we bad not taken into 
* account the judgment, hon. members 
should be interested to know that 
even' the Supreme Court Judges were 
sharply divided, two to two. Regard¬ 
ing the 5th Judge, he decided, be¬ 
cause the Chief Justice was there, ‘I 
shall agree with the Chief Justice’. 
Therefore, there are certain lacunae 
somewhere; there is no denial of it. 
Sometimes in law, it happens. In this 
particular case, even the Judges were 
sharply divided. Bui I do agree we 
should take care of the point in the 
drafting stage.

Rather than 
depending on what Mr. Gokhale said 
some year s back, I would request the 
minister to examine the legal aspect 
of it, so that the Central Government 
can exercise their discretion in this 
particular matter. 

He spelt out certain fall in export 
trade. As far as cashew is concerned, 
this is a case of manufacturers selling 
siiaight in the course of export. So, 
the cashew kernel does not collect 
any sales tax even under the present 
laiv. About other commodities, he 
says. Government can evolve some 
machinery whereby at a prior stage, 
they can collect the tax. You should 
see the nature of the commodities. 
You are dealing with. The agricul¬ 
turists bring them to the markets 
wherefrom the sale takes place 
straightway on the import-export 
basis. So, there is only one inter¬ 
mediary stage between the exporter 
and the final seller: The result is 
there will be no Intermediary Stage 
at which the government can collect 
any tax.

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE; I have covered most of 
the points in my reply to the debate.

'apparently it appear 3 that there ronv 
not be any stage where the tax 
could be levied. We would like to 
have some detailed studies made 
about this. Let us go through that 
exercise in consultation with the 
.Kerala Government. Regarding the 
constitutional point and legal com¬ 
petence, I have already said that I 
have asked the Law Minister to re¬ 
examine it afresh. 

About Mr. Chandrappan's point, I 
have said, when a State is losing 
certain revenue on account ol a certain 
measure this is a matter to be taken 
into account by the Planning Com¬ 
mission, Finance Ministry, etc. while 
looking into the ways and means 
position of the State Government. 
We are aware., of it When the Finance 
Commission will go into it, this point 
will also be taken up by them so that 
a permanent solution could be sorted 
out. That is why those matters will 
have to be looked into.

MUKH: About the scheduling of 
commodities, I nobody denies that 
cercalss and pulses are commodities 
of all India importance and any 
steep variation in the levels of 
sales tax from State to State will 
add to the hardship of the consumer 
and, therefore, there should be certain 
uniformity. But the same cannot be 
said in the case of crude. I do not 
think in the near future India is likely 
to have crude in all the States. Crude 
happens to be available only in two 
States. It is available either off¬ 
shore or on-shore. If it is off-shore, 
under the Constitution the State is 
not entitled to any royalty. Under 
this Bill the right of a particular 
State to levy sales tax according to 
the old rate will be denied under the 
specious garb of declaring a commo¬ 
dity as an essential commodity. 
Therefore, my amendment says, let 
• the Government have the fullest 
liberty in the case of all-India com¬ 
modities for inter-State trade, but 
the level of taxation, instead of being 
4 per cent as under the Sales-tax Act, 
should be at the prevailing rates of 
taxes in the different States. As the 
hon. Minister himself stated, Assam 
is entitled to levy sales tax at 4 per 
cent, but contents itself with levying 
only 2 per cent, because it gives it the 
right to plead with the Prime Minis¬ 
ter that it should be given royalty at 
the rate Rs. 45 per tonne, which is 
disproportionate, but since that bene¬ 
fit is denied to the State of Maharash¬ 
tra, and the loss of revenue will be 
'Be. 24 crores if the estimate of crude 
from Bombay High is taken at 10 


million tonnes per annum, this amend¬ 
ment is most necessary to avoid that 
substantial loss. Let it be fixed once 
and for all at the existing level of 
sales tax so that the commodity can 
be declared a commodity of national 
importance and yet the Government 
of Maharashtra will have the light to 
levy the tax at the existing rate and 
will have no option to increase the 
rate subsequently. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: So far a s the present Sales Tax 
law is concerned, they can impose tax 
only at the rate of 4 per cent.

STATUTORY RESOLUTION RE: 
CONTINUANCE IN FORCE OF PRO¬ 
CLAMATION IN RELATION TO THE 
STATE OF GUJARAT 

THE MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMA- 
NANDA REDDY): I beg to move: 

“That this House approves the 
continuance in force of the Procla¬ 
mation issued by the President on 
the 12th March, 1976, under article 
356 of the Constitution, in relation 
to the State of Gujarat, for a further 
period of six months with effect 
from the* 24th September, 1976.” 

As Hon. Members would recall, the 
Proclamation under article 356 of the 
Constitution was issued by the Presi¬ 
dent in relation to the State of Guja¬ 
rat on 12th March, 1976, after careful 
consideration of the report of the 
Governor and other information 
received in this regard by the Gov¬ 
ernment. This Proclamation was 
approved by the Rajya Sabha on 22nd 
March, 1976 and by the Lok Sabha on 
24th March, 1976, and will expire on 
23rd September, 1976. 

The Gujarat Assembly was, how¬ 
ever, kept in suspended animation and 
it was hoped that the political situa¬ 
tion in the State would get stabilised 
during the short spell of President’s 
< Buie lasting for six months but it has 


not materialised so far to the extent 
so as to ensure formation of a stable 
Ministry. 

A number of steps have been taken 
by the Gujarat Government to tone 
up the administrative machinery in 
the wake of President’s rule. The 
drive to weed out inefficient and 
corrupt officials from the public- 
services has been intensified. Since the 
inception of President's Rule, 238 
Government servants have been retir¬ 
ed, including 16 Class I and 15 Class- 
II officers. Task forces have been 
constituted to look into specific aspects 
of administration so that the adminis— 
tative machinery is geared to meet 
the challenging task of development. 
Some of the departments at the Sec¬ 
retariat level have been reorganised 
to make them into viable units. Con¬ 
crete steps have been taken to ensure 
that the grievances of the public are 
attended to expeditiously and effec¬ 
tively. 

The implementation of the 20-point 
programme has been assigned the 
highest priority and in that context 
the gearing up of administrative 
machinery for fulfilling the objectives 
of the new economic programme has 
assumed special importance. A High- 
Power Committee headed by the’ 
Governor and backed up by depart¬ 
mental and inter-departmental Com¬ 
mittees has been set up to monitor 
the execution of the different facets- 
of the programme. The Panchayati 
Raj Institutions at all levels have 
been fully associated with the im¬ 
plementation of the programme. 

The State Government have been 
keeping a close watch over the price 
trends. A number of steps were 
taken to streamline the public dis¬ 
tribution system. Simultaneously,, 
raids and inspections were intensified 
which enabled the Government ta- 
hold the price line. The total number 
of raid s conducted during the Presi¬ 
dent's Rule is 3,762 and til traders 
who were found indulging ip malprac¬ 
tices, black-marketeering and pro¬ 
fiteering were arrested under JdlSUL 
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All this had a very salutary effect and 
the prices of essential commodities 
which had shown some upward trend 
in earlier months, registered a positive 
Jail by mid-August, 1976. 

The administrative arrangements 
for implementation of the Land Ceiling 
Act have been completed and all the 
surplus lands are expected to be taken 
over by June, 1977. A Working Group 
has been constituted to examine the 
question of development and disposal 
of urban vacant lands vesting in 
Government. The State Government 
have also proposed to provide land¬ 
less labourers with financial assistance 
to enable them to purchase agricul¬ 
tural implements and start cultivation. 
A comprehensive scheme in this re¬ 
gard has been formulated by the State 
Government. The disposal of Gov¬ 
ernment waste land has been inten¬ 
sified. The earlier law providing for 
moratorium on rural debts has been 
supplemented by a new Presidential 
law enacted on 15th August, 197G, 
which provides for liquidation end 
scaling down of debts of specified 
categories of small farmers, rural 
labourers and rural artisans. With a 
view to provide alternative sources of 
credit to the weaker sections, efforts 
have been made to strengthen the 
primary cooperatives in the state. 

It will, therefore, be obvious that 
the measures taken by the State Gov¬ 
ernment for implementing the econo¬ 
mic programme have been significant 
and this programme has laid a firm 
foundation for purposeful future 
action to hold aloft the spirit of new 
economic programme. 

The lav/ and order situation in the 
State showed significant improve¬ 
ment since the promulgation of the 
President’s Rule. The crime situation 
has shown a downward trend after 
March, 1976. This was attributable to 
effective measures taken against the 
anti-social elements under MISA and 
nopnel law. The State Government 


have also taken prompt and effective 
measures against newspapers and 
other publications which indulged in 
printing of objectionable matters and 
propaganda prejudicial to tbe interest 
of the country. 

Gujarat was hit by a severe cyclone 
followed by heavy rains in June, 1976. 
The State again cam e under the grip 
of floods and heavy rains during July 
and the first week of August also. 
Immediate relief measures were un¬ 
dertaken. With a view to lessen the 
adverse impact of cyclone end floods 
on agricultural production, arrange¬ 
ments have been made for the supply 
of necessary inputs like seeds, ferti¬ 
lisers and pesticide' and to ensure 
that no shortage is experienced. 
Government has also given a total 
block guarantee to the extent of 
Rs. 60 lakhs to all the cooperative 
banks in affected districts in order to 
enable them to provide credit facilities 
to cultivators for purchase of seeds 
and fertilisers. 

The present Presidential Proclama¬ 
tion fur Guiara! will expire on 23rd 
September, 1976. Government is now 
fully engaged in giving a boost to the 
economic programme and implement¬ 
ing the measures aimed at increasing 
the efficiency and effectiveness of the 
State administration. It will be desir¬ 
able to maintain the current tempo 
and speed up development and welfare 
measures in the State for some time 
more. Government, therefore is of 
the view that President’s rule in 
Gujarat should be continued fear 
another period of six months with 
effect from 24th September, 1976. 

With these words, I commend the 
Resolution for the approval of this 
House.

Sir, I rise to oppose this resolution 
brought forward by hon. Shri Brah- 
manand Reddy for the extension of 
the President’s rule in Gujarat by six 
months. I oppose it because I find 
that the policy of the Government is 
different for different places. The life 
of the coalition Ministry in Kerala is 
being extended again and again. On 
the other hand in Tamilnadu the Min¬ 
istry was dissolved even when the elec- 
tions were only two months away, be¬ 
cause the Congress failed to machi¬ 
nate defections in that State, and 
President’s rule was clamped there. 
In Gujarat again the Congress was 
defeated. Even after spending colos¬ 
sal amount of money and utilising of 
the publicity media like radio etc., the 
Congress failed to gain a majority in 
Gujarat. Various opposition parties, 
joined together and contested the elec¬ 
tions successfully and the Congress 
were reduced to a minority. Various 
rightist parties formed the Janata 
front there, We have of course our 
basic differences with rightist parties, 
the Congress reluctantly allowed the 
opposition parties to form a Govern¬ 
ment as they themselves were reduced 
to a minority. But ever since the for¬ 
mation of the opposition Government 
in Gujarat, Congress efforls were 
afoot to engineer defect* ons of the 
MLA’s. The Ayarams-Gyarams were 
bribed and tempted in various other 
ways to defect and support the Con¬ 
gress. As I have said the Tamilnadu 
Ministry which commanded a brute 
majority was dissolved, the life of 
their own coalition Government in 
Kerala is being extended again and 
again and in Gujarat after the Con¬ 
gress was defeated and duly elected 
opposition Government came in power

constant plans were being hatched to 
effect the defections and topple that 
Government. In the international 
field our Government always propa¬ 
gate the philosophy of co-existence 
among various systems of Government 
like capitalism, socialism etc. but in 
our internal politics the noble philo¬ 
sophy of co-existence is totally absent.

Since the declaration of 
the emergency the Prime Minister her¬ 
self and various other Ministers of the 
Congress are continuing unilateral pro¬ 
paganda against the opposition par¬ 
ties. and they have the cheek to speak 
about democracy!

Since the imposition 
of the President’s rule vigorous 
efiorts were afoot to effect defections 
and purchasing of MLA’s etc. since 
the beginning of August 1976 we are 
getting hints in the press that elections 
are likely in Gujarat now and m tlieir 
language a democratic Government is 
going to be formed soon. Shri Solanki 
and Shri Hitendra Desai came for con¬ 
sultation in this connection. Some 
dates were announced when a demo¬ 
cratic Government were going to be 
formed. Sir, Out of 178 members of 
the Assembly, the Congress claims 
that 104 members are supporting them. 
Sir, even with the support of 89 or 90 
members an absolute majority can be 
attained there. I therefore fail to 
understand why the Congress is un¬ 
able to form the Government there 
even when they claim the support of 
104 members. The only reason is that 
there is a strong public opinion 
against the Congress in Gujarat where 
the Congress were defeated in the 
elections. Then again the majority of 
the members who were lured to defect 
and join the Congress now want to 
become Ministers. A factional fight is 
therefore raging in their party there. 
The question has arisen who will be¬ 
come the Chief Minister, Hitendra 
Desai or M. S. Solanki? Later it was 
decided that Madhav Singh Solanki 
will be the Chief Minister and efforts 
were being made to bring Hitendra 
Desai in the Raiya Sabha. Now, the 
question is why should the people of 
Gujarat remain in a state of uncer¬ 
tainty because of factional fight in the 
Congress ranks. Although we know 
that onlv the Congress will form Min¬ 
istry in Guiarat and no body else will 
be allowed to do that, even then we 
.want an end to President’s rule. 
This is because President’s rule onlv 
means the rule of the bureaucrats. If 


there is a elected Government in 
power then the people can approach 
them more easily to place their diffi¬ 
culties and grievances before them. 
In Gujarat the Congress tried all sorts 
of machinations to effect defections to 
their own party but on the other hand 
the Congress President Shri D. K. 
Borooah and Shri Mil' Qasim and other 
Congress leaders are feeling grieved 
and hurt and are getting annoyed 
when the Congress MLA’s in Jammu 
anw Kashmir are leaving their party 
being disillusioned about their policies, 
and are joining the National Con¬ 
ference o r other parties. I have got an 
apprehension, Sir, that one day the 
Centie will interve e in the affairs of 
Jammu and Kashmir. Perhaps Sheikh 
Abdullah will be removed from power 
and some Congress man will be put in 
his place. They may be hesitating in 
this matter because Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir is a sensitive area. But no body 
can say for certain that no such situa¬ 
tion will develop there According to 
the Congress democracy only means 
the rule of the Congress and the say of 
the Congress. Anything else is unde¬ 
mocratic. 

Shn Brahmanand Reddy while mov¬ 
ing this resolution listed the various 
achievements in Gujarat during the 
course of President’s rule. In this con¬ 
nection he mentioned about floods and 
cyclones in Gujarat. Here I would like 
to know what is the total amount that 
has been spent for the rehabilitat’on 
and other relief measures for the vic¬ 
tims of floods and cyclones. And what 
was the total number of persons 
affected by floods and cyclones? I would 
also like to know whether the relief 
has been provided impartially to all 
the victims and sufferers irrespective 
of the r affiliation* or only those per¬ 
sons have been provided with relief 
who had leaning towards the Congress 
nnd were recommended by the present 
administration. I saw in the press that 
in the eastern hill areas of Gujarat 
80 per cent of the agricultural lab¬ 
ourers are advasis. And when the^ 
people demand the minimum wascs. 
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landlords turn them out and they 
are not provided with any work or 
avenues of livelihood. There are so 
many unemployed. Not only that, 
various atrocities are also being com¬ 
mitted on them. Such reports we are 
getting in the press. Sir, they are talk¬ 
ing about 20 -point programme, econo¬ 
mic programmes and the 4 or 5 point 
programmes of crown prince San jay 
Gandhi. How are all these program¬ 
mes being implemented when the land¬ 
lords even now refuse to pay the 
minimum wages to the agricultural 
labourers and atrocities are being 
committed on the poor workers by the 
landlords? Then what is the progress 
achieved under the President’s rule 
for which they want extension of the 
President’s rule by another six months? 
Sir, I would like to know how far as 
the tribal Area Development Plan that 
was adopted in this House has been 
implemented till now. What is the 
number of tribal people and what is 
the total tribal area that has been 
benefited by this Tribal Area Develop¬ 
ment Plan for Gujarat? Sir, I will 
conclude by saying that we are totally 
opposed to the extension of the Presi¬ 
dent’s rule again and again. We want 
Constitutionally elected Government 
to function in a State whether that 
may be of the Congress or any other 
party. There should be no undue in¬ 
tervention by the Centre. We find 
that all over the country people are 
being arrested indiscriminately under 
MISA just for wrecking political 
vengeance and they are not being re¬ 
leased. Therefore I will demand that 
proper democracy must be re-estab- 
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lished not only in Gujarat but in the 
entire country. Sir, I strongly oppose 
this resolution and demand that the 
whole country may be allowed to 
know what is really happening in the 
State of Gujarat. 

SHRI NATWAR LAL PATEL (Meh- 
sana): Mr. Chairman. Sir, I welcome 
this Resolution presented by the Home 
Minister for extension of President’s 
rule in the State of Gujarat. Presi¬ 
dent’s rule is already there in Gujarat 
for six months and we extend it 
further for six months by this Resolu¬ 
tion. Hon. Members of the House are 
absolutely aware of the fact as to what 
happened before President’s rule was 
imposed in the Slate of Gujarat. 

Sir, before President’s Rule was 
imposed in Gujarat, Janta Front Min¬ 
istry was ruling in Gujarat State. 
( Interruptions ) It is relevant to say 
that, I am not going to be provoked 
like this. I am speaking here what¬ 
ever I want to speak. 

1 would like to tell you here that 
before President’s Rule was imposed, 
the Janta Front was ruling the State 
of Gujarat.

It is very unfortunate that so many 
rumours are being circulated, not 
only as regards tbiis matter, but about 
a number of other matters.... (Inter¬ 
ruptions), whether here in Delhi or 
in Calcutta. Recently in regard to 
one or two cases which were brought to 
notice in Calcutta, the Chief Minister- 
telephoned to me that when he 
investigated, there was no truth in the 
story. In Delhi also, there are stories 
that the BCG injections or the 
inoculations against cholera given to 
children are those for sterilisation.. 
AH kinds of nonsense is being spread. 
But if there is any harassment, it cart 
b e looked into. Instructions have been- 
given to all States in this matter. 

MR. SPEAKER: Is it the pleasure 
of the House that we sit tomorrow?

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

SHINDE) : Sir, I beg to move for leave 
to introduce a Bill to provide for the 
establishment of a Corporation for the 
purpose of producing, manufacturing, 
acquiring, distributing and selling 
milk and milk products in the Union 
territory of Delhi and other areas so 
that wholesome milk and milk pro¬ 
ducts may be available to the general 
public, at a reasonable price, and for 
matters connected therewith or inci¬ 
dental thereto. 


MR. SPEAKER: The question is;

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

Sir, I introduce! the Bill.

CONSTITUTION (FORTY-FOURTH 
AMENDMENT) BILL! 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE): I beg to move for 
leave to introduce a Bill further to 
amend the Constitution of India. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA (Maharaj- 
ganj): On a point of order. I want to 
oppose the introducing of this Bill. 
This House has no power to legislate 
on the subjects contained in the Bill. 
May I make my submission? I rely 
on rule 72 Which says: 

“If a motion for leave to introduce 
a Bill is opposed, the Speaker, after 
permitting, if he thinks fit, a brief 
explanatory statement from the 
member who moves and from the 
member who opposes the motion, 
may, without further debate, put the 
question: 

Provided that where a motion is 
opposed on the ground that the Bill 
initiates legislation outside the 
legislative competence of the House, 
the Speaker may permit a full 
discussion thereon.” 

MR. SPEAKER: If you want to 
oppose, you should have written 
earlier. You want to say that it is 


beyond the legislative competence of 
the House? 

PROF. & L. SAKSENA: Yes. 

MR. SPEAKER; There is no point 
of order in this. It is quite within the 
legislative competence of the House. 
That matter is settled now. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA; I should 
have my say on this point. 

MR. SPEAKER; You hav e had your 
say. Your point of order has been 
disposed of. The practice is to allow 
only a member who had written 
earlier that he wants to oppose intro¬ 
duction, if the Chair so decides. Your 
point of order is settled. 

SHRI INDiRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore): 
May I make one submission? About 
opposing this Bill at this stage, it is 
possible neither to support it nor 
oppose it because it—like the curate’s 
egg, good in parts. It is a huge 
omnibus Bill; such a Bill should never 
have come before the House. I must 
point out that all the discussions 
which have been held so far in the 
country and which had been initiated 
by the government side had been on 
the basis of certain recommendations 
contained in the report of the 
committee headed by Sardar Swaran 
Singh. We were led to believe that 
that was the basis on which all the 
discussions were to be held and this 
Bill had to be drafted. We find to 
our surprise that the Bill contains so 
many other provisions which were 
not mentioned in the report of the 
Sardar Swaran Singh Committee. I 
should ask the government to think 
over the matter, it i s a very important 
question, complicated and complex 
question involving so many provisions 
of the Constitution. Before they intro¬ 
duced such a Bill they should have 
given to all people concerned a chance 
to discuss the other proposals which 
were never mentioned by the Sardar 
Swaran Singh Committee at all. Why

MR., SPEAKER.; That the Govern¬ 
ment will bear in ,mipd. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: No 

reaction to this at all? 

MR. SPEAKER; He will have the 
chance and then he can react. He 
will speak at the appropriate time. 
Four hon, members have written to 
me that they want to oppose the intro¬ 
duction of this Bill—Shri H. M. Patel, 
Shri Samar Mvftherjee, Shri Trid'ib 
Chowdhury and Sbrj P. G. Mavalankar. 
Normally, under the. rules only one 
member is allowed to oppose the, 
introduction of a Bill. But as. has 
been said, and it is a fact, this is a very 
important, Bill, In view of that, I am 
allowing,, without making this a pre¬ 
cedent, these four hon,. meinbers. Prof. 
Shibban Lai Saksena has not,, written, 
to me and I cannot allow, hiro. 

Prof. S. L. SAKSENA;, I was .not . 
here., 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); 
In future also will you give chances 
like this to oppose introduction of 
Bills? 

MR. SPEAKER;. I have said that 
this shall not be a precedent. Because 
it is an important Bill, as a special 
case, I am allowing more then one 
member. 

SHRI H. M. PiATEL . (Dhandhuka); 
Sir, I rise to oppose the request for 
leave t 0 introduce this Bill—the 44th 
Constitution Amendment. Bill,. 1976. 

The proposed amendments are based 
not upon the , recommendation . of a 
national committee appointed, by 
Government but upon. the, pecpmmpn-. 
dations of a committee appointed by 
the ruling party from amon,g.itspwn. 
members. The,^ecommeifdatlonjs. which- { 


the.. Law. Minister invited certain 
opposition leaders to. discuss with him 
were also . the. recommendations of this 
Party Committee as modified by the 
ruling .party. It is significant that what 
appeared in . the, press in regard to 
these discussions was merely that 
certain opposition leaders, had .met 
Shri Gokhaie- and their, views will he 
duly considered,,, before Government 
formulated its own . proposals. Not 
even at this stage f was Government 
prepared to lift the censorship. In the 
circumstances, it was scarcely to be 
expected that • Government would, 1 of 
its own accord, seek to .discuss these, 
recommendations—party recommenda¬ 
tions though they were—with the real 
leaders of the opposition parties, most 
of whom are under detention. In the 
circumstances, we-r-I am speaking 
here on behalf of Congress (O), Jan 
Sangh,. Socialist Party and the 
Bharatiya Lok Dal, which constitute, 
the . Janata Front, the Akali Dal and 
the Parliamentary group of Congress¬ 
men for Democracy—we wer-e . left 
with no option but to decline- the 
invitation to discuss . these recent- 
nmpdi&tKnis with Shri Golfhaje. Again, 
typically there was.no mention of thia 
fact of our declining to discuss in any 
of the papers. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvat- 
tupuzhia): Sir, I rise on a point of 
order. The rules .are very clear. He 
said, he was speaking on behalf of 
some Janata Front. This Parliament 
knows the 1 existence only , of certain 
parties and groups recognised accord¬ 
ing to the .standards. stipulated- under 
the Speaker’s directions. If you want 
to sneak on behalf of a party or group, 
you have, got to be elected on. the basis 
of a specific .election.manifesto. f 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar); 
That is the old Constitution! 

SHRI„ r C (t M. ..STEPHEN- Therefore, 
no group of., membfXS, ,can : , claim., io 
represent,hem,.-a specific group or a 
specific party unless they were elected 
to ^ 

eleqtiop manifest^, I gat) *upte.4he 
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.directions of the Speaker on this. 
Therefore, my point of order is, this 
.being the rule, whether on the floor 
•of this House any Member could he 
permitted to speak on behalf 'of a 
group which, in the eye of Parliament 
and in the eye of law governing 
Parliamentary procedure, does not 
-exist. 

My friend does not seek to speak 
.on behaif> of the Swatantra Party, on 
which ticket he was elected. He is 
entitled to speak on behalf of the 
.Swatantra Party. But he speaks on 
behalf of, not one party or one group, 
hut on behalf of a specific and new 
nomenclature which does not exist, 
on the basis of which ;no election was 
held and nobody was returned to this 
House. Therefore, if he seeks, to speak 
on behalf of that conglomeration, he 
has no right to speak here on behalf 
'Of that. This is my point of order. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; The-point of 
order is rejected. Shri Patel will 
•continue. 

MR, SPEAKER: This is a point of 
contention, not a point of order. 

1 have recognised the hon. Member, 
Shri - H. M. Patel; and as long as he 
says something which is parliamentary, 

1 will allow 'him. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU ,RAM- 
AIAH): This, I presume, is not giving 
recognition to the pew party, 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: In spite of the 
repeated declarations of the Congress 
Party, ,, Government leaders, and 
Particularly the Prime Minister, that 
they desired a national debate . on 
amendments to the Constitution, no 
such debate ,has been permitted • or 
made possible. Meetings,, conferences- 
and seminars have been banned at 
various places,. Even the National 
Seminar. organised by the National 
Committee for Review of the Constir 
tu tiom consisting «f Representatives, ef 
vacipps.^pa^o^; .independent*, -jurists, 


and academicians, was not allowed to 
be held in Vithalbhai Patel House, 
New, Delhi, on July 31st and 
August 1st, 1976. Moreover, whenever 
and wherever such meetings and 
seminars were permitted, the version 
of the proceedings that appeared in the 
press was truncated, distorted and 
misleading. 

Discussions within the ruling party . 
also appear s to have been far from 
being genuinely free. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(Badagara): On a point of order. 
Would you permit him to read out a 
declaration? He is reading not mak¬ 
ing a speech. If you allow this, it 
will become a precedent. 

MR. SPEAKER: What is that de¬ 
claration? 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Sir, I have 
sought your permission to read out 
the statement. 

Even a pro-Congress national daily 
such as the ‘National Herald’ felt 
constrained to comment editorially 
that consultation with the Chief 
Ministers and P. C. C. Presidents 
was with “those whose appoint¬ 
ments are mostly, ad hoc”. The 
national dialogue has reduced 'itself - to 
a convenient monologue. Indeed,' no 
national consensus, can be evolved on 
any vital issue in the present oppres¬ 
sive climate of fear and suppression. 

The intentions of the Government 
appear to be contrary to their de¬ 
clarations, They do not want any 
free debate, and appear deter* 
mined to rush through proposal of 
far-reaching character in a period of 
‘constitutional’,- dictatorship, and ■ make 
the dictatorship -permanently in-built 
in the Constitution. By these amend-, 
ments, the judiciary is sought to be 
made-impotent, the press docile.and, 
the Parliament, utterly Ineffective 
through the exercise of its own powers. 
People, the real masters, .will lose 
their sovereignty and become slaves, 
in the name of what the ruling party 
calls socioreconomic, development and 
the supremacy of Parliament. 
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While fundamental duties are sought 
to be embedded in the Constitution to 
inspire the people, significantly, life¬ 
long immunity has been sought to be 
provided for persons in authority from 
penal effect of all their criminal acts 
through the passage of the 41st Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment Bill in the 
Rajya Sabha. Thus, while the people 
of India will have all duties and no 
rights, the rulers will have all rights 
and no duties. 

It may be pertinent to point, out that 
some of the actions of the Government 
are clearly contrary to the proposed 
fundamental duties. Indeed, the pro¬ 
posed amendments to the Constitution 
will themselves smother the noble 
ideals which inspired our national 
struggle for freedom (.Clause 11—51A 
(b). 

The sinister design of the Govern¬ 
ment is obvious from the way in 
which the anti-national activities are 
sought to be defined and prohibited 
in the Constitution. Any anti-Govern- 
ment, anti-vested interest activity, will 
become anti-national and no party 
except the ruling party would be able 
to exist- The State will become an 
entrenched fortress of reactionary 
vested interests and right authori¬ 
tarianism under the cloak of national 
interest and national integrity. 

The institution of the President is 
being further denuded of its power of 
moral persuation. 

Clause 59, by vesting the President 
with arbitrary power virtually to 
amend the Constitution by order, will 
sap Parliament of its authority and 
power and hand it over to the Execu¬ 
tive, thereby reducing the Parliament¬ 
ary system to a make-believe. 

All the pillars of parliamentary 
democracy, ^Parliament, the President, 
the Judiciary and the Press are being 
converted into pliant tools of tn all- 
powerfull executive. The executive 
will become an omnipotent, omni¬ 
present and omniscient God, demo¬ 
cracy and democratic institutions the 
hollow shadows of their original 


salves. There will be no air ot 
freedom to breathe. 

Sir, we would not like to be a. 
party to any discussion of issues which 
are basic to freedom and democracy* 
by a Parliament which has outlived 
its legitimacy and has thus lost politi¬ 
cal and moral authority as well. 

The Constitution authorises the 
extension of the life of Parliament 
during the period of the emergency.. 
But, during this period only routing: 
and the most essential or un¬ 
avoidable business should be con¬ 
ducted without which the Govern¬ 
ment cannot function. This period 
ought not to be utilised for bringing 
about basic structural changes in the 
polity. As it is, the Government is 
extending emergency, amending the 
Constitution and engendering an at¬ 
mosphere of fear in order to maintain 
its grip on the country until it is able 
to distort the system so thoroughly that 
the question of free and fair elections 
can never arise. 

For Opposition Members to continue 
to participate in Parliamentary dis¬ 
cussions in these circumstances is to 
give a semblance of constitutional" 
legitimacy to the Government’s move 1 
to throttle democracy and impose 
authoritarian rule Accordingly, we 
have dicided to abstain from partici¬ 
pating in the proceedings of this. 
House. 

Over a year has gone by since the 
emergency was proclaimed. In its- 
wake has followed the emasculation 
of Parliament by the detention of 
several leading opposition and Cong¬ 
ress MPs and the imposition of a 
virtual ban on the publication of 
Members’ speeches except those made- 
by Ministers. Since the very purpose- 
ol Parliamentary debate is to asure 
the people that all points of view have 
been expressed and discussed freely 
before a decision is taken, the ban ha* 
made a mockery of the parliamentary 
institutions. And since Parliament la¬ 
the lynch pin of the multi-party demo¬ 
cratic process, the ban has contributed 
to the subversion of democracy and 
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the promotion of one-party authorita¬ 
rian rule. No Parliament in a demo¬ 
cratic country can continue to claim 
legitimacy if most of its leading Op¬ 
position Members and important dis¬ 
senters of the ruling party are kept 
behind bars. It is much more so when 
they have already been so held without 
trial for 14 months, and there appears 
every reason for assuming that, despite 
protestations to the contrary, they are 
to be held indefinitely. 

After protesting against these cra- 
conian restrictions when Parliament 
assembled in the July, 1975 session, 
Members of Opposition groups parti¬ 
cipated in the subsequent sessions in 
the hope that the restrictions would 
be temporary and normal functioning 
would be resumed soon. 

But our hopes have h*en dashed. 
Not only hav e the curbs continued, 
but the Government has postponed the 
general elections and extended the 
life of this Lok Sabha. And even 
though its mandate has expired, the 
Government has extended the MISA 
and tightened its control over the 
Press with a view to ensuring that no 
opposition views reach the public. 
The few newspapers and journals 
that tried to give some minimal space 
to mildly exprfessed opposition views 
have been shut down. Thousands of 
opposition party members. Congress 
dissidents and young dissenters of the 
regime remain in Jail. 

You, Sir, were good enough to 
arrange discussions with representa¬ 
tives of Government in regard to our 
request. While it is a matter for 
satisfaction that for the first lime 
something in the nature of a dialogue 
took place between representatives of 
Government and ourselves, it is also 
a matter for regret that this dialogue 
should have ended only in agreement 
to disagree. 

We, nevertheless, continue to hope 
that a day will dawn fairly soon when 
Congresg members and Government 
revert to the historic traditions of 


our freedom struggle to our 

national commitment to democrat!", 
rights and personal freedom. Once 
this happens, they will realise the 
wisdom of releasing our hon’ble col¬ 
leagues who have been detained for 
over a year without any grounds and 
for withdrawing th e curbs on the 
press that come in the way of getting 
our view point faithfully across to the 
public. 

We will be happy to respond if the 
Government moves m this direction. 
We will then assuredly extend all our 
cooperation in the re-establishment of 
the dignity and honour of Parliament 
and of this august House so ihat it 
truly reflects the will of the nation 
and not merely a part thereof. 

With these words, I oppose it. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How¬ 
rah): Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of 
my party, I totally oppose the intro¬ 
duction of this Bill on Constitutional 
Amendments. The Bill on such wide- 
ranging amendments of the Constitu¬ 
tion having far-reaching implications 
on the democratic life of our country 
should not be hurried through 1 in 
the manner it has been sought to be 
done (brought before the House) with¬ 
out a nation-wide free debate seeking 
the opinion of all sections of the 
people. 

Our main objections to the intro¬ 
duction of this Bill in this Lok Sabha 
ar e the following:— 

(1) That this Lok Sabha has not 
the competence "1o adopt this type 
of Constitutional reforms which 
demolish the main foundation of 
parliamentary democracy and the 
main features of the present Consti¬ 
tution; 

(2) That this Parliament has al¬ 
ready lost its mandate of the people 
since 18th March last. The life of 
the present Parliament has been 
kept in existence artificially by 
using the provisions of the Emer¬ 
gency and the people have been 
prevented from electing a new 
Parliament and a new Government 
in a free atmosphere according In- 
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their own choice on the basis of 
their experience regarding the per¬ 
formances and promises of the 
ruling party and the Government. 

(3) That the ruling party and its 
Government which seek to basically 
alter the Constitution by concentrat¬ 
ing power in the hands of the Exe¬ 
cutive do not reflect the real opinion 
of the majority of the 1 population 
because though the ruling party 
captured two-thirds of the seats of 
Lok Sabha in the last general 
election of 1971, it represents only 

-43 per cent of the votes. 

(4) That -the proposed amend¬ 
ments were never placed before the 
people in 1971 during the general 
elections. 

(5) That this Bill has been 
brought for introduction at a time 
when the country is groaning under 
the double Emergency, when all the 
fundamental rights of the people 
have been suspended, when the 
voice and fre e expression of views 
specially of the Opposition have 
been throttled, when press and 
publicity media have been mu 2 - ' 
zled and even the speeches of the 
Parliament Members are not being 
allowed to be published and the 

proceedings ar e not faithfully re¬ 
ported in the press due to censor¬ 
ship. 

Not only the public meetings, 
seminars and conventions to discuss 
the proposals on the Constitutional 
amendments organised by the Op¬ 
position parties are barned but even 
closed door hall meetings organised 
by prominent citizens, jurists, 
lawyers, educationists, teachers, 
students, trade unions and various 
mass organisations aTe not allowed 
in many places. - We have protested 
and drawn the attention of the Gov¬ 
ernment but in vain. I have cited 
certain concrete examples* of such 
banning in my letter to the Parlia¬ 
mentary Affairs Minister when I 
was invited for discussion on the 


proposed amendments in the" first 
week of this‘month.' In that letter, 
I mentioned "the 1 major reasons why 
I was’ unable to take part in such a 
discussion. 

On the on e hand, we are reading 
in the 'newspapers and listening to 
the radio broadcasts the announce¬ 
ment of the speech of the Prime 
Minister that the Constitutional 
Amendments should not be rushed 
through, and that there should be a 
national debate before they are 
brought before Parliament; on the 
other hand, we se e that the scope 
of free discussions and publicity of 
differing views are deliberately re¬ 
strained. Full opportunities are 
kept open only for the ruling Party 
and their allies to hold meetings 
freely and to get the widest publi¬ 
city in the press and radio. This 
cannot be called a national debate 
when' the views from various 
sections 'of the people' who differ 
from the views of the ruling Party 
are kept almost completely sup¬ 
pressed. Here are some of the recent 
examples. 

The West' Bengal State Govern¬ 
ment has issued 1 an order to the 
effect that, ' throughout the State, 
the CPftid) and its allies will not 
be allowed to hold any meetings 
inside halls on Constitutional 1 ' Am¬ 
endments since 10 th August, the 
date of opening of the Parliament¬ 
ary session. Accordingly, hall 
meetings organized by our Party 
and our allies in Calcutta, Kalim- 
pong, Bongaon, etc., have been 
banned. In Kerala, all the copies 
of a booklet containing the views 
of our Party on the proposed amend¬ 
ments which is a translation of a 
booklet in English in Malyalam 
language have been confiscated. In 
Kerala, though the hall meetings 
have not been banned, the use of 
mike has been banned in order that 
lesser - number of people may be 
addressed. 

(6) That the Bill has beeti: f rushea 
through, at a time wfcefT j fti#*tt’aditrg 
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Members o£ the various, Opposition 
parties in. the Parliament are kept 
in detention and thousands of, their 
supporters are rptting in jail. 

This cannot, be the condition for any 
free debate and discussion. We are 
not against any amendments of the 
Constitution. On .the other hand, we 
suggested many radical and progres¬ 
sive changes in the Constitu¬ 
tion including many fundamental 
rights for the people through some 
non-official Bills several years ago. 
The Government • had not reacted 
favourably to, them and did not permit 
discussions on them. .Now, faced with 
a grave crisis, the ruling Party and 
the Government, unable to solve any 
of the problems of the people, want 
to rush through these amendments 
over the head of fhe people to institu¬ 
tionalise the condition of Emergency 
by depriving people of their basic 
fundamental rights of expressing 
freely their views, of criticising the 
Government, of organizing legitimate 
movements of protest, of freely elect¬ 
ing a government of their choice and 
of enjoying legal protection from the 
misuse of power by the executive and 
the bureaucracy. The main thrust 0 
the proposed amendments incorporated 
in the Bill is to establish a totalitarian 
rule of one parly dictatorship under 
the cover of the Constitution. 

That is why, our Party is opposed to 
the introduction of this Bill in this 
House. I urge upon the Government 
to postpone this introduction an 
allow free discussions and debates 
throughout the country and to seek 
the verdict of the people on the con¬ 
crete proposals. Only thereafter, sue 
a Bill can b e debated and discussed 
in Parliament. In case Government 
ignore this appeal and rush through 
this Bill, we declare that we will, m 
no way, be a party to this move an 
will refrain from taking part in any 
proceedings and debates on these am* 
endmenis in.. tjiis House. 

Sir, I oppose the introduction of this 

Bill. 


.SHRI T.WPIB CHAUDHU'RJ 
. (Berhampore) : Mr. -Speaker, Sir, in 
additmn to the points that have, already 
been,.made by.two of the previous 
speakers, I have to make one or 1 two 
points as to why l am opposing in¬ 
troduction of this Bill. It is mainly 
because of this. You have just ruled— 
and rightly ruled—that Parliament is 
competent to amend the Constitution. 
But as far as I have been able to 
understand, according to the basic law 
of the.land as it stands today, the law 
as pronounced by the Supreme Court.-- 
the last pronouncement of the Supreme 
Court in this regard is in the Kesava- 
nand Bharathi case,—Parliament is not 
competent to effect a fundamental 
change or transformation of the struc¬ 
ture of the Constitution.... 

AN. HON. MEMBER: Basic fea¬ 
tures. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURY: Un¬ 
fortunately, the way the present am¬ 
endments have been framed, they 
affect the basic structure. I do not 
want to go into the letails. But this 
Parliament, according to the law pro¬ 
nounced by the Supreme Court, is not 
at all competent.... 

SHRI VASANT SATHE. (Akcla): 
The Supreme Court itself has not 
defined what the basic structure is. 
So, we are left in the dark about it- 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI; Any¬ 
way each has to understand according 
to his own lights. As I have under¬ 
stood it. this Parliament, according to 
the law of the land as it stands 1 o- 
day, is not competent to effect this 
kind of fundamental transformation. 

But besides thi s there is my more 
fundamental objection. 

I have always believed that in a 
country with a written Constitution, it 
is the people who are sovereign, not 
any body or organ created.... 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM; Not Salves: 
and Satbes. 
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SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI:.... by 
the Constitution. And this Constitu¬ 
tion itself, in its very Preamble which 
is being sought to be amended declares 
that categorically. It is an open ques¬ 
tion whether the Preamble of the 
Constitution i s a provision or article 
of the Constitution and can be amend¬ 
ed by virtue of Article 3G8. But even 
lhen i let me refer to the Preamble. 
Who’ gave us this Constitution? On 
whose behalf this Constitution was 
proclaimed to the world? We, the 
people of India. The Preamble itself 
.says: 

“WE, THE PEOPLE OF INDIA, 
having solemnly resolved to consti¬ 
tute India into a SOVEREIGN DE¬ 
MOCRATIC REPUBLIC....” 

So, it is clear that this Constitution 
has been given to us by the people by 
virtue of the constituent power and 
the sovereignty of the people and not 
of this Parliament assembled in this 
hall. It is only a Constituent As¬ 
sembly elected by the people who can 
effect a change in the basic structure 
of the Constitution. 

My third point relates to the make- 
belief superficial changes proposed in 
Ihe Preamble. It is, as I have just 
said, it is an open question whether 
this Parliament is competent or can 
amend the Preamble by virtue of the 
powers given under Art. 368. Preamble 
is really a part of the constituent 
provisions of the Constitution. But the 
way it has been sought to be amended 
—apparently very laudable objectives 
have been sought to be included, parti¬ 
cularly, the objective of making India 
a Socialist Republic. But, unfortun¬ 
ately, at the same time, we know from 
our experience of the last so many 
years and particularly, I can claim in 
this connection that I have been in 
this House from the very beginning, 
that whenever from thi s side and par¬ 
ticularly from the side of the Social¬ 
ist left, or even from the side of some 
pf the hon. Members of that side of 
the House, i.e, the Congress side, it 
was demanded that the fundamental 
right ta private property be done 


away with, the Government has con¬ 
sistently come forward to oppose that 
proposition. We are now constituting 
or are taking the powers to constitute 
ourselves into a Socialist Republic, 
keeping intact the right to private 
property under article 31. We have 
so far only changed the so-called 
compensation, the quid pro quo 
that has to be paid for private 
property taken over by the State into 
an ‘amount’. That is all. But the 
right to private property will remain 
inviolate. A Socialist Republic based 
on the system of the sanctity of 
private property i s a fraud upon the 
confidence of the people and a fraud 
On the Constitution. That is why 1 
oppose this Bill all the more. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
oppose the introduction of the Forty- 
fourth Amendment of the Constitution 
Bill sought to be moved by my friend, 
hon. Shri Gokhale. I do so on consti¬ 
tutional, legal, political and moral 
grounds. 

The Minister, has in hi s Statement 
of Objects and Reasons, opened with 
a very interesting paragrah, a truism 
in itself. He says: —I quote: 

“A Constitution to be living must, 
be growing. If the impediments to 
the growth of the Constitution aio 
not removed, the Constitution will 
suffer a virtual atrophy.” 

Who denied this? But what has hap¬ 
pened to the Government who only in 
1975 publicly and here in the Central 
Hall at a special ceremony lauded the 
basic democratic tenets of our consti¬ 
tution, acclaimed it with great enthu¬ 
siasm and praised the founding- 
fathers and makers of the Indian Con¬ 
stitution? What happened within 
one year to make them s®y that the 
Constitution became so bad, so weak, 
that it needed such a comprehensive 
piece of amending legislation? I think 
this is nothing but political hypocricy 
on the part of the Government of the 
day. Nobody denied the need for 
changes in the Constitution, Indeed 
whenever a constitution of a free 
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country is made although the consti¬ 
tuent power to frame the constitution 
is statutorily exhausted in the very 
making of the constitution it also im¬ 
plies that when the constitution needs 
changes in future times those changes 
could be made, but only according to 
the wishes and consent of the people 
concerned. Sir, Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru and many of his very esteem¬ 
ed colleagues all of whom we respect 
have said that changes in the Consti¬ 
tution could be made only occasion¬ 
ally and only after full consultation 
with the people. I want to quote a 
few lines from Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, who said this: 

‘While we want this Constitution 
to be as solid and permanent as we 
can make it, we could not make 
this Constitution so rigid that it can. 
not be adopted to changing circum¬ 
stances’ 

Now, S’r, it is to the eternal credit 
of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, Babu 
R'ajendra Prasad, Maulana Abul Kal^m 
Azad and Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel, the 
four top congress leaders within the 
Constituent Assembly of India who, 
while drafting the Constitution of free 
India, for the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic India, did not consult only their 
own Congress party men in that Assem¬ 
bly but they had the wisdom, imagina¬ 
tion and broad-mindedness to consult 
all shades of opinion, even those who 
were opposed to the Congress party 
before independence. Why? Because, 
these four tall leaders of the Indian 
National Congress had this good sense 
and this wisdom to know that the 
country’s constitution is not the pre¬ 
rogative of the party in power, whe¬ 
ther this party or that party, but that 
it is the prerogative of the entire 
people. If you don’t hove such con¬ 
sultation now, how can you do any¬ 
thing to amend it? Sir, I don’t want 
to go on record nor do I wish to give 
an impression to the country outside 
that many of us on this side of the 
House and persons belonging to no 
party whatsoever are opposed to con¬ 
stitutional changes as such. We want 
constitutional changes, hut as I said, 
these ishoulH he "only rafter consulting 


the people. Moreover, the question is 
whether the constitutional changes 
make the constitution better which 
mean s more democratic, which means, 
further, the Government is under 
effective popular control, and people’s 
sovereignty is further strengthened. 
But if that does not happen, if Gov¬ 
ernment becomes more strong and 
people become more weak, then what 
kind of constitutional change this is, 
I fail to understand. 

When the Parliamentary Affairs 
Minister was good enough to invite me 
to come for a dialogue and normally 
I would have gone for a dialogue, I 
had to write a letter declining the in¬ 
vitation, stating why I could not accept 
to come for such a dialogue under 
the strange situation and conditions 
which exist in our country today. 

The point is this. Major and sub¬ 
stantial constitutional changes were 
never considered as even an important 
election issue in 1971 or thereafter. 
Indeed, as I said earlier, the present 
constitution was lustily cheered and 
its merits publicly lauded by the top 
governmental and national leaders 
when the completion of 25 years of 
our constitution and the democratic 
republic was celebrated in 1975. How 
and why then this sudden craze and 
rush for constitutional amendments? 
In any case, what right do we, the 
people’s elected representatives, pos¬ 
sess to materially alter several consti¬ 
tutional provisions and also further 
venture to disturb as well as destroy 
the sound pattern of relationship 
between the three organs of Govern¬ 
mental machinery—Legislature, Execu¬ 
tive and Judiciary—and reshuffle 
some of the basic rights of the citizens 
and wellconceived tenets of constitu¬ 
tional government, without a proper 
and prior consultation with the people, 
our only Masters in a democracy, and 
without obtaining their views and 
reactions, much less getting their 
consent? 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, may I also ask 
you and. through you. this hon. House, 
all my colleagues on this side or that, 
in fact, on all sides of the House, in 
all humility and sincerity, is it right 
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...and decent; when many of, our.hon. 

. colleagues belonging to ; different shades 
. of opinion , are in detention for more 
.-.than fourteen-months'without know- 
s.ing why they are in detention, to ask 
this -very Lok -Sabha to amend the 
. Constitution, -.keeping -these hon. col¬ 
leagues of ours in the- jail? X- suggest 
and I submit that it is neither proper 
nor decent to do so-without their active 
collaboration and participation in it. 

Thirdly, Sir, I do not know whether 
< what we are saying to-day, although 
it is going on record, will also be per¬ 
mitted to go into the National Press 
and : Radio tomorrow. ( Interruptions ) 
The point is that the National Press is 
-censored. The national press with its 
glorious traditions of men like Dada- 
. bhai Naoroji, Lokmanya Tilalt, Mahat¬ 
ma Gandhi and Pandit Jawaharlal 
■•Nehru who defied the British—the 
mighty British—wrote what they be¬ 
lieved was right and in the interest of 
the nation. Suppose all of us believe 
that certain things are good while 
. certain others are bad. 

, MR. SPEAKER; Please conclude. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; I am 
concluding. Sir, we are not allowed to 
say what we want to say in the press. 
The national press is humbled, humili¬ 
ated, suppressed and muzzled. There¬ 
fore, I feel that this is not the time 
nor is it the proper moment to bring 
forward such a comprehensive consti¬ 
tutional amending Bill. 

Finally, Sir, I would assert by say¬ 
ing that there is no national free debate 
in the who.e of our country. I say so 
because of what I see and don’t see! 
Now, a Constitution is a fundamental 
law of the State. It is a sacred docu¬ 
ment and is a serious business. It binds, 
in any real democracy, both the Go¬ 
vernment and the governed. All must 
conform to the Constitution, and a con¬ 
stitution must above all, respect always 
the sovereign will apd .welfare pf the 
.people. It is the people who cure the 
tpasters pf the constitution,- and not 


nice vina Whereby agovermhent could 
in the name of 'the Constitution dictate 
and dominate over & pfeople. When a 
' constitution neecfe to be 1 chariged, ; the 
process must inevitably accompany the 
widest possible consultation with the 
people in all sorts of ways and in an 
atmosphere of full freedom. This iS ’all. 
the more important and necessary,, 
when constitutional changes sought to- 
be made are as widespread and deep¬ 
ening in 1 heir effect and impact as are 
outlined in the gwaran Singh Report. 

This Bill goes even beyond the 
Swaran Singh Committee’s Report. So, 

I want to conclude by saying that this 
Bill should not have brought here 
and it should not have been brought 
here in the manner in which it has been 
brought. The time is not ripe and it is- 
antidemocratic. And, Sir, the anti-cli¬ 
max comes in clause 59 printed on page- 
20 . I do not want to take the time of 
the House by referring to the whole 
Clause. We have read it. This Clause 
says.... 

MR. SPEAKER: Do not go into that. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR': I ami 
not going into details. I know that this 
is not the stage where we can go into 
details. But, my point is that Clause 5£b 
printed on page 20 gives powers 
to the President to do everything 
with regard to constitutional provi¬ 
sions! Then, why are we sitting here? 
Then, why have at all a Parliament,' if 
the President has to do" everything, 
and the Parliament is reduced not only 
to a non-entity but to an absurd posi¬ 
tion and humiliating situation also? It 
is neither honourable for the Memoers 
nor democratic for Us to function in- 
that kind of a pcsition. 

That is why I oppose this Bill which, 
is sought to be introduced by Shri H.. 
R. Gokhale. 

. MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Gokhale. 

SHRI H, B. GOKHALE: Mr. Spea¬ 
ker. Sir... < tlntenmptUmsy 
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SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, we walk out in protest. 

11.54 hrs. 

At this stage, Shri Samar Mukherjee 
and some other hon. Members left the 
House. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, Sir, at this stage, when the Bill 
is only for introduction, I do not want 
to make a very long speech. I will 
try to be brief and confine only to 
some of the points which are major 
and common in all the speeches. I 
might say there was nothing new. If 
you open the debates on the Twenty- 
iourth Constitution Amendment Bill 
which was passed by this House and 
the other House you will find almost 
exactly a reproduction of what has 
been said here today. Even some of 
the things which were spoken are 
irrelevant for discussion at this stage. 
In order to remove some misapprehen¬ 
sions which are deliberately sought to 
be created, I think, it is necessary to 
refer to some of them but before I 
touch those points I would refer to 
what Mr. Indrajit Gupta said with re¬ 
gard to the discussions which have 
been held with political parties by me 
and my colleagues before the Bill was 
finalised. 

While it is true that the report of 
the Committee appointed by the Con¬ 
gress President and headed by Sardar 
Swaran Singh had been circulated and 
had become the basis of discussions 
generally yet it is not true that all the 
discussions were confined only to the 
points which were referred in Sardar 
Swaran Singh’s report. To take the 
case of the party which is represented 
by Shri Indrajit Gupta, they had 
themselves given to us a printed 
memorandum containing suggestions 
for amendments hi the Constitution 
and, l am sure, he will agree with me 
that many suggestions contained there 
fo were quite different and apart from 
foe recommendations made by the 
Swaran Singh Committee. We had 
not stopped discussion even on those 
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points. Moreover, at some stage hi a 
matter like this Government has to 
make a decision. While the Congress 
President appointed this Committee 
and, 1 think, very rightly because the 
Congress party—as the party of the 
largest number of Members in this 
House—had to accept the responsi¬ 
bility of taking a lead in a matter of 
such vital importance. Therefore, it 
was in that sense, namely, the Con¬ 
gress as the largest party took the 
initiative of starting discussion on 
concrete recommendations made by 
the Committee headed by Sardar 
Swaran Singh. That was very useful 
because that in turn led to the consti¬ 
tution of such committees by other 
political parties including the Com¬ 
munist Party of India and other poli¬ 
tical parties who had made their own 
recommendations and everyone 'of 
which was considered and discussed 
when we held discussions with the 
opposition parties. 

But even then it may be true 
there are some proposals here in this 
Bill which are not covered either in 
the Swaran Singh Committee report or 
were not covered in the suggestions 
made by other political parties. I am 
not only referring to CPI but to other 
political parties also. 

Sir, it has been said that in a matter 
of this nature we must not rush 
through. That after the proposals of 
the Government are known there 
should be enough time for everyone 
concerned not only in this House but 
also outside this House to make their 
comments and suggestions in the light 
of what has been proposed for consi¬ 
deration in this House. That is why 
although ordinarily a Bill could have 
been introduced and passed that 
method was not adopted and all that 
is being done is to introduce in the 
House and discuss these proposals. 
That way enough time would be 
available to the Opposition parties as 
well as to those outside the House, 
namely, peoplg at large to make their 
recommendation and comments and, if 
I may say so, even criticism with re- 
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gard to the proposals contained in this 
BilL Therefore, the time according to 
me is not gone. Even after this, the 
recommendations and suggestions can 
be made and I have no hesitation in 
saying that if the suggestions are 
worth considering they will be taken 
into account at the time when the Bill 
will be moved for consideration and 
finally for passing. 

So this is all with regard to what 
my bon. friend, Shri Indrajit Gupta, 
said. But the other three or four 
speakers went into matters which, in 
my submission, are not at all relevant 
to the main issue when we take the 
Bill for introduction. But as I said 
earlier, some of these statements were 
made, I think, with a view to create 
misapprehension and misunderstand¬ 
ing in the minds of people with re¬ 
gard to the Bill. Therefore, while it 
may not be strictly relevant, I regard 
if as my duty to deal with some of 
them which may be relevant at this 
stage.

It has been said by almost all those 
who spoke that the Prime Minister 
had said at an earlier stage that there 
should be a nation-wide debate. Un¬ 
doubtedly so. She had said so, and 
everyone had thought that such a 
debate on a vital matter like this was 
absolutely necessary. But 1 must say 
that there has been a very good 
nation-wide debate on these proposals 
to amend the Constitution. 1 have 
myself seen thousands of articles ap¬ 
pearing in big and small newspapers, 
big and small other journals dealing 
with these matters, and everyone of 
these comments contained in either 
the articles in the newspapers or in 
the journals ha<I been considered by 
us before coming to some conclusion 
before the introduction of the.Bill In 
this Bou& v 

SHRI & A. BBAM& For the 
amendments- 


SHRI B. R. GOKHALE: Not Only 
that. There had been discussions hi 
meetings also. I know that a large 
number of meetings were held &1 over 
India in Bar Associations and outside 
the Bar Associations, in other bodies, 
for discussing the constitutional am¬ 
endments. 

Bo I must repeat that it is entirely 
untrue that there has been no nation¬ 
wide debate, in fact, the debate has 
been nation-wide and has been very 
effective in the sense that it has 
brought to our notice many things 
which were relevant for being taken 
into consideration in formulating a 
Bill of -this nature. 

I know that reference was made to 
the banning of some meetings. Some 
members had written to me that some 
of the meetings at so and so places 
were banned. I had brought each of 
these cases to the notice of the Home 
Minister. I have been able to find out, 
and I know of some meetings per¬ 
sonally, that under the guise of hold¬ 
ing meetings for constitutional amend¬ 
ments, the meetings were sought to be 
used for entirely different purposes. 
This has happened in Delhi, this has 
happened in other places. And we 
have been told that the whole idea in 
some meetings was to create disorder 
by getting permission to discuss cons 
titutional amendments. I am quite 
sure that even now after this, if the 
authorities concerned are satisfied 
that the meetings are really to discuss 
the constitutional amendments, no one 
will ban meetings genuinely intended 
for discussing constitutional amend¬ 
ments. 


SHRI S. A. SHAMIM-. Who will 
believe you, Mr. Gokhale? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: Jt has been 
said that there is a, clause in this Bill 
relating tp anti-national activities. I f 
spine hon. - members want to aay that 
.anti-national activities hhoiAl "con- 
jjtoue, that i$ a diffemti.mait^- 
wtiole thing iaitint if kH accepted 
-tha* we must in our jcenstthition have 
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a provision whef-eby activities which 
are in their very nature dangerous 
and detrimental to the nation’s unity, 
to the nation’s integrity and to its 
security and for such other matters. 

I wonder how anyone can take objec¬ 
tion to .the proposition that such 
activities which are basically anti* 
national ought to be prevented. But 
eevn then, if there is anything to be 
said with regard to the exact provi¬ 
sion, that is a matter still open for 
discussion and can be considered when 
the BiH is taken up for consideration. 

It has been said, as I expected would 
be said, that some hon. members are 
under detention. I think most of the 
members who have been detained 
must thank themselves because we 
know the manner in which While talk¬ 
ing of democracy in this House for a 
length of time—for a considerable 
length of time—it was these members 
who had been using the very privilege 
of being members of this House for 
destroying the very democratic setup 
under the guise of saving it. Some¬ 
body said the leaders are in jail. I 
see most of the leaders have spoken on 
this. They are here, and almost all 
the parties who have been opposing 
have spoken on this Bill. I do not 
suppose that if in the larger interests 
of the country the detention of some 
people was justified, that can be 
enough ground for saying that a Bill 
of this nature ought not to be consi¬ 
dered by this House. 

Something was said about censor¬ 
ship. in the first instance, I must say 
that there is no pre-censorship now. 
They know it; they will not say it. 
With regard to censorship there is 
something like a law and all that the 
government, the ministry concerned 
had done is that they have only given 
guidelines and told the persons con¬ 
cerned what the law is. Acting under 
the law is entirely within the powers 
of the editors or other persons con¬ 
cerned with the publication of the 
newspaper. 6 ? other journals. Tills is 
nsed as an argument though every¬ 
thing is reported. Ifchow in Stflm; 
when constitutional amendments were

discussed all the proceedings of that 
body—it was not a body which could 
by any chance have been regarded as 
pro government; it Was definitely 
anti government, all that they Said 
about the Constitution, everything 
they said was reported in the Press 
and I had seen it myself. 1 do not 
think it is necessary for me to go into 
all the details. 

The last but one speaker referred to 
the basic features or the basic struc¬ 
ture of the Constitution. The hon. 
Member seems to know more than 
what the Supreme Court itlself knows, 
because the Supreme Court in the 
judgement which I have read vety 
carefully has not at all told us what 
are the basic features of the constitu¬ 
tion. Where do we find the basic 
features?. First of all I do not agree, 
with much respect to the Supreme 
Court, with the proposition that there 
is something like the basic features 
which could not be amended; I repeat 
what I have said in this House that 
everything in the Constitutution is 
capable of amendment provided the 
due process has been followed. He 
says that the basic features an being 
sought to be amended. I say there is 
nothing; even if there is something 
called the basic features of the consti¬ 
tution, I do not think there is anything 
in the proposed amendment which 
affects the so called basic features of 
the constiYution. We had had this ex¬ 
perience looking at it from a very 
different point of view. When the 
24th amendment Bill was moved, they 
said that there was the Golaknath case 
and they also said that it was an 
amendment of the fundamental rights. 
What happened? We Went ahead in 
the exercise bf our constituent power 
to amend the constitution by the 24th 
amendment. It is not Parliament, but 
it is the court which realised that what, 
they had done in the Golaknath case 
Was wrong and they revised the judge¬ 
ment with the result that all these can 
be subject matters for amendment. 
Even if some questions were raised, I 
havfe bo dbubt &ki the Court 

WUJ again go Into the question. What 
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is not defined cannot exist and it is 
incapable of defining it. Therefore I 
am not worried at all with regard to 
the contention that the so-called non¬ 
existent basic features are not capable 
of amendment 

Now, the preamble. That is again 
something which has been said in the 
Press. Somebody said that there is 
no debate. 1 read in the newspapers 
and journals articles written by people 
who have been very vocal about this; 
I do not want to mention their names 
but all of them had been against the 
view which had been taken by the 
government. 

Their articles had been very elabora¬ 
tely pnnted in well known weeklies and 
monthlies in this country and one of 
them had said; the preamble could 
not be amended. I do not know 
why it cannot be amended. In the 
Ke&havanand Bharati Case, the Supre¬ 
me Court held that the preamble is 
part of the Constitution On what basis 
do they say that the preamble is not 
part of the constitution? 1 do no? see 
any valid objection nor is there any 
validity in the objection, that the pre¬ 
amble is not part of the constitution 
and therefore it cannot be amended. 

Most of the matters which have been 
referred to and which were relevant 
for a reply by me at this stage had 
been dealt with by me and I am quite 
sure that when this Bill comes up for 
consideration in this House at a later 
stage, every one of those points, I hope 
only relevant points, will be raised and 
will be taken into account by the govern¬ 
ment in deciding whether any changes 
are necessary or whether the Bill as it 
is can go through. Sir, I would request 
you to put the motion to the vote of 
the House. 

MR. SPEAKER; The question is: 


“That leave be granted to Intro¬ 
duce a Bill further to amend the Con- 
situation of India.” 

The motion was adopted.

SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES OF 
MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K RAGHU RA- 
MAIAH); Sir, I beg to move.* 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Salaries and Allowances of 
Members of Parliament Act, 1954*. 
be taken into consideration.” 

As I said the other day, this Bill has 
been brought in pursuance of the 
recommendations of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on Salaries and Allowances of 
Members The Joint Committee made 
various recommendatiohs which were 
considered by the government. 
Having considered those recommenda¬ 
tions, the government have decided 
that th e facilities, etc embodied in 
this amending Bill may be agreed to. 

The most important provision in the 
Bill relates t° pension to ex-members. 
The Bill provides for a pension of 
Rs. 300 for a member who concludes 
a five year term as a member, whe¬ 
ther continuously or otherwise; 
whether as a member of Provisional 
Parliament or Constituted Assembly, 
whether partly as such member and 
partly a§ a member of the Council 


*Moved with the recommendation of the) President. 
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of States or Lok Sabha, or again 
whether partly as a member of the 
Council of States and partly as a 
member of the Lok Sabha or again 
whether as a member of either 
House either continuously or other¬ 
wise. The Bill also provides that for 
every succeeding year he will be 
entitled to Rs. 50 more, until the 
ceiling of Rs. 500 is reached. There¬ 
after, whatever be the number of 
years a member puts in either House, 
he will be entitled only to a pension 
of Rs. 500. 

The Bill also provides by way of 
clarification that for the period a 
member remains a minister, he will 
be treated as a member for the pur¬ 
poses of this Act. Some members 
brought it to my notice yesterday. 

I thought it is a valid point and I 
am moving an amendment to clarify 
this point. 

Secondly, there is now a provision 
in the Act enabling a member to 
undertake four air journeys in a 
session exceeding 75 days and two 
journeys in a session below 75 days. 
Sometimes it is not possible for hon. 
members to utilise* those passes dur¬ 
ing th e session during which the 
right arises. So, we have provided 
that any air passage which he is not 
able to utilise under that relevant 
provision during a session can be 
utilised by him in the next session or 
the session thereafter, provided the 
journey i s concluded within the year 
in which the right arises. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH (Pratap- 
Sarh); Why not in the inter-session 
Period? 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: 

Shri Dinesh Singh has enquired just 
n °w and some other hon. Members 
also enquired yesterday in the lobby 
w hy they should not be allowed to 
utilize this even in the inter-session 
Period, j would beg of them to bear 
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in mind the history of this provision. 
Since I myself piloted that Bill, I am 
aware of the circumstances in which 
it wa s incorporated. It was felt at 
that time that it was difficult for 
Members coming from distant places 
in the east or the south of India to 
make a rail journey during the ses¬ 
sion time and particularly in those 
days it used to take two °r three 
days to go and another three days to 
come back, which means a week. So, 
for a week the Members would not be 
able to discharge their duties in 
the House. Therefore, in order to 
enable such members to go to their 
constituencies in the remote places, 

it was suggested that there should be 
a provision for two extra air passages, 
and four during the budget session. 
So, the whole spirit of it is to enable 
the members to reach their constitu¬ 
encies during the session time and 
return back. If that principle is 
accepted, I am sure Shri Dinesh Singh 
and other members would appreciate 
that it is not possible to extend this 
privilege to an inter-session period. 


Then, there are certain oases where 
the members are unable to reach 
their constituencies, or re*aeh Delhi, 
on account of waterlogging, rain, 
snow or breach of road o r whatever 
it is. There is a clause in this Bill 
which enable them to avail of a free 
air pass from that area to the nearest 
railhead. This applies to all mem¬ 
bers. Supposing the constituency of 
a member cannot he reached by train 
end if there is a plane service to 
that constituency, he can utilise the 
free air pass upto to the rail ter¬ 
minal. 


Then, a representation has been 
made, and in fact there Is a recom¬ 
mendation of the Joint Committee, 
that whe n a member hag been elect¬ 
ed, he should be enabled to draw his 
pay from the time he taken oath, end 
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not from the time he takes his seat 
in the House. Under the rule, as 
it stands, a member can draw his 
salary only from the day he takes 
his seat in the House and that is 
possible only during the session time. 
The Committee recommended that 
there should be the facility of taking 
the oath even when the House is not 
sitting in order to enable the mem¬ 
ber to draw his salary from the 
date of taking oath. We have consi¬ 
dered that recommendation and have 
felt that it would be much more 
gracious to provide that a member 
would be entitled to draw his salary 
from th e day he i s declared elected, 
because otherwise sometimes the 
Presiding Officer may not be avail¬ 
able and it may not be possible to 
administer the oath. Therefore, I am 
moving an amendment to that effect 
and if the House agrees to it, it will 
be incorporated in the Bill. 
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provided for this, and we are one of 
the last countries to do 50 . If I may 
read out, for the information of the 
House, the list of ^countries which 
have already provided pension, they 
are: Australia, Austria, Belgium, 
Brazil, Canada, France, Federal Re¬ 
public of Germany, Israel, Italy, 
Jordan, Malaysia, Netherlands, Nor¬ 
way, Sweden, United Kingdom, 
Cameroons, Denmark, Finland and 
the United States of America. 

If any new points ore raised, ft 
shall certainly deal with them in my 
reply. 

I commend this Bill for the con¬ 
sideration of the House. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Salaries and Allowances of 
Members of Parliament Act, 1954, 
be taken into consideration.”

These are some of the basic fea¬ 
tures of this Bill 


In the Bill as circulated, there are 
two or three slight omissions and 
oversights which have been rectified, 
you kindly see the amendments. 
First of all, the Bill covers every 
Members who has served in the 
Constituent Assembly or Provisional 
Parliament immediately before the 
commencement of the 1952 Parliament. 
All that is provided for and taken 
caret of If any Member points out 
any other lacuna, I shall be most 
grateful and shall rectify it on the 
floor of the House. 


Yesterday, Mr. Samar Mukherjee 
in his speeeh said that he objected to 
this provision as if it is something 
very extraordinary. I told him that 
this is not something very novel. On 
the other hand, we are one of the coun¬ 
tries which is logging vary, much 
behind. Many other countries have 


SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI 
(Patna): I beg to move: 

“That the Bill be circulated for 
the purpose of eliciting opinion 
thereon by the 15th November, 
1976." (24) 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Ali- 
pore): It is obvious from the at¬ 
mosphere in the House that Mr. Raghu 
Ramaiah will not have much difficulty 
in getting this Bill passed. 

We are quite aware of the fact, 
which he has now tried to underline, 
that there are many countries whose 
Parliaments have already provided 
pensions for their Members after 
they cease to be Members. The 
countries which he read out, with 
the exception of one or two, are all 
rather what w e call prosperous and 
affluent countries of the West 

AN HON. MEMBERS They are 
paying much more. 
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SHR1 INDSRAJW GUPTA: W e ate 
all aWare of the feet that our emo¬ 
lument* and so on are much lower 
than those paid in many countries. 
We know that, we have mentioned 
it on so, many occasions, that we are 
lagging behind, but w e are lagging 
behind in so many other things also. 

Let me make it quite clear that I 
am well aware of the fact that there 
are many e x-Members of this House 
who are really in quite difficult finan¬ 
cial circumstances. There are a large 
number of Members in every Lok 
Sabha who, before they were elected 
as Members, were more or less full¬ 
time political workers, without any 
other source of income. Everybody 
does not come here from professions. 
There are many people on all sides 
of the House who come here from 
being wholetime political workers 
and if they cease to be Members, 
they will perhaps have to revert to 
that status. Economically they are 
very poorly off. 

Nevertheless, I wish to say one 
thing. We would have preferred it 
if this Bill providing for pension was 
not brought just now at this particular 
stage in our country’s life. The pre¬ 
sent, future and past Members will 
no doubt be very happy, but I am not 
quite sure how the public will look 
at this. But then, in such matters we 
always brush aside what might be the 
public reaction. At a time of Emer¬ 
gency when many people under the 
compulsions of circumstances have 
been asked to sacrifice many things, 
in many ways—I do not want to go 
into all that now—who even have 
been forced to accept lesser emolu¬ 
ments in a way than they were getting 
earlier, they would not regard it as 
a very good thing that Members of 
Parliament should vote for themselves 
an additional facility of this type. 

I want to tell the Minister, Mr. 
Raghu Ramaiah,, that , once this Bill is 
passed,, he cannot prevent this demand 
coming, up from every State Assembly 


also. On this principle, you cannot 
shut it out. 1 know, some State 
Assembly have got it. But the over¬ 
whelming majority of the State 
Assemblies have not got it. Bui, 
after passing this Bill, naturally, the 
flood gates will be opended and every 
State Assembly would want it. Why 
should you deny pension to ex-MLAs 
when you are voting it for yourselves? 
You cannot do it. 

Then, I would say, the opposition 
to this Bill on principle, ihe opposi¬ 
tion to this principle of pension—may¬ 
be, som e people here are going to 
oppose or vote against it, I do not 
know, maybe, they have gone out of 
the House—can only to consistent if 
they are prepared thereafter to taka 
the responsibility of seeing that none 
of the ex-MPs also for whom the 
party has taken the responsibility, 
wherever those ex-MPs happen to be, 
in whichever part of the country, ac¬ 
cepts it—if their party has opposed it, 
the n they will have to take the res¬ 
ponsibility to see that none of their 
ex-MPs accept it—which as a practi¬ 
cal proposition also is really quite 
unrealistic. I 

I wish to make one °r two points 
more. It has been mentioned just 
now that the minimum term that has 
been fixed as qualification for the 
pension is a normal term of five 
years. If Mr. Gokhale’s amendments 
are passed in the next session he 
wants to make the term of the Lok 
Sabha for six years—in that case, 
Mr. Raghu Ramaiah also would have 
to amend this Bill. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Not neces¬ 
sarily. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I do 

not know. You know everything, you 
please tell me. But my point is, what 
about those Members of the Fourth 
Lok Sabha who suffered for not atiy 
fault of theirs that Parliament was 
dissolved one year earlier? They 
served only for four years. what 
about them? According to the provi¬ 
sions of this Bill, they will be deprived 
of pension, that is, those Members 
who have not been able to return to 
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the Lok Sabha hgairi. 1 suggest that 
some provision should be made about 
them also, by putting a specific clause 
to that effect. That is an exceptional 
circumstance. It i s not something 
which happens normally. 

The main point that I would like to 
emphasize here, on behalf of my 
party, about which we have also given 
an amendment—I am very serious 
about it—is that I do not think it is 
a good thing to put ex-MPs on a kind 
of higher status than the old freedom 
fighters in this country. The problem 
of these freedom fighters hag been 
discussed times without number in 
this House. The country gave a 
rather delayed recognition to them. 
Every Member knows, how many 
freedom fighters still go on approach¬ 
ing us with representations and so on 
and how so many of them are in very 
very difficult circumstances. The Gov¬ 
ernment in their wisdom decided 
about the freedom fighters pension 
scheme under which they are given 
Rs. 200 a month. Even Rs- 200 a 
month is not given to a freedom 
fighter who has got an income from 
other sources of Rs 5,000 or more per 
annum. Any freedom fighter who has 
got an income of Rs. 5,000 or more 
per annum will not get even a pension 
of Rs. 200 a month. I want all Mem¬ 
bers to consider this. Would it be a 
good thing to put ourselves on a higher 
pedastal than the freedom fighters by 
prescribing the minimum pension of 
Rs. 300, rising upto Rs, 500? There 
also the freedom-fighter friends will 
feel that they have been given a 
quantum of pension which is much 
lower than that of ex-MPs. 

Secondly, there is no distinction 
here of any kind. I would, therefore, 
humbly suggest—and we have put 
forward that amendment—that, I n the 
case of an ex-MP also, if he has got 
an income from private sources which 
amounts to Rs. 5,000 or more per an¬ 
num, as in the case of freedom- 
fighters, he should not be eligible for 
this particular pension. Let us not

do something which will create more 
misunderstanding and—I should say- 
bad feeling between us and those 
people who could be only freedom- 
fighters but who did not have the 
good luck to become MPs. After all, 
the sacrifices they made for the coun¬ 
try were, surely, not less, not com¬ 
putable in terms of less money than 
in the case of a person who served 
as M.P. for one term. An ex-M.P. 
will get more pension throughout his 
life than a freedom-fighter who may 
have given his whole life for the 
country and suffered years and years 
of imprisonment. Therefore, we are 
moving this amendment. I would re¬ 
quest the hon. Members on that side 
of the House particularly, to consider 
it coolly, because, I know they have 
to deal with many freedom-fighter 
friends in their own constituencies 
also. You know very well that free¬ 
dom-fighters are specially those who 
are aged, old and sick people—70 
years and 80 years....

Mr. Mohsin is sitting. He knows 
very well because we worry him all 
the time with cases of people who are 
pleading that a sum of Rs. 200 is 
inadequate and should be increased. 
Government have not yet agreed to 
increase it except in a few cases. 
Therefore, our earnest request to the 
Government is that they may not 
make a seeming discrimination here 
of this nature and they may not give 
the freedom-fighters the occasion to 
say, *You fobbed us off with Rs. 200 
per month and you have voted for 
yourselves Rs. 300 to Rs. 500 per 
month'. Therefore, this ceiling res¬ 
triction should be there. Let anybody 
who has not got a private income of 
Rs. 5,000 or above enjoy this pension 
by all means. But why should those 
who have got such sources of income 
not have that much sense of responsi¬ 
bility and patriotism to give up tills 
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pension? This is our submission. 
Otherwise, we are not certainly op¬ 
posing this Bill, 

MR. SPEAKER; We have a large 
number of hon. Members who want to 
speak on this... 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: So 
far as this section is concerned, there 
is a broad agreement. Because we 
have a lot of work ahead of us, I 
would appeal to them that I would 
reply. I am appealing to this side 
of the House. They may permit me 
to reply, and if I am found deficient, 
then that may supplement. May I 
then reply, Sir? 

MR. SPEAKER; I will not call any 
one from the Congress Benches. There 
are members on the other side.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am 
sorry I have to rise to oppose only 
that part of legislation which relates 
to pension..,, 


SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 
You will not get it then. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I 
know that this kind of a remark 
will be made. But we do not come 
here to And out whether by a parti¬ 
cular legislation we, as individual 
members, get something or not get 
something. We legislate for a gene¬ 
rality. I can say in advance that al¬ 
though the present piece of legislation 
will not entitle me to any pension 
Should I find myself re-elected to this 
august House and, therefore, in future 
find myself entitled, then because I 
oppose this provision of pension today 
it is absolutely right and legitimate to 
expect of me that i will not take such 
pension and I will not do so. Any¬ 
way, the question need not be viewed 
and discussed by any personal consi¬ 
derations. 

Why I oppose, it is all the more be¬ 
cause of the timing of this particular 
piece of legislation. For us, Members 
of Parliament, this action is very 
wrong and very unfortunate. 
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My friend, Shrj Indrajit Gupta, said 
that people will not relish this, and 
public opinion will not be. favourable. 
He is right. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM: But Parlia¬ 
ment is supreme. . 

SHRIP. G. MAVALANKAR; But 
even if people cannot relish it, they 
will not be able to say it. They are 
afraid now a days of even talking 
about these matters openly because 
of the general atmosphere of emer¬ 
gency. The Press is censored. So, 
the Press cannot comment even if 
they want to comment adversely on 
this. Therefore, I feel that we should 
not really seize this particular oppor¬ 
tunity or occasion when everything is 
in a sort of tight situation, and when 
it is not open and free for the public 
to react and comment upon this kind 
of legislation, 

I ask, further, one more question. 
Is it right, proper and just for us, 
as Members of Parliament; to go on 
passing something which concerns us 
and our interests and simultaneously 
disregarding the interests of so many 
of our fellow countrymen outside? 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): A point of order, Sir, We 
are not discussing about present Mem¬ 
bers’ pension. We are discussing 
about those who have ceased to be 
Members of Parliament, those ex- 
Members of Parliament. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a point of 
intervention. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: That 
is my first point. That is why I feel, 
this is net a very happy timing. Al¬ 
ready—I am talking of times before the 
emergency but even more so times 
after emergency—already the status 
and strength of our parliamentary 
institutions have been weakened, and 
in the eyes of the people, by and 
large, we are Hot really, quite often, 

I find, respected as honourable mem¬ 
bers of a democratic institution. 

I ask in all sincerity whether by 


passing this kind of a legislation, will 
we not add to that kind of feeding? 
Are we to go down further in the 
eyes of the public? Will they not 
feel that when there is this emergency. 
Members of Parliament are doing this 
for themselves and their former 
colleagues while not doing thi s for 
other people? My friend Mr. R. S. 
Pandey objected by way of some point 
of order which, as you ruled, Sir, was 
no point of order at all. I invite his 
attention to one thing. When he was 
the Chairman, I was a Member of the 
Joint Committee on Salaries and 
Allowances. He will perhaps recall 
this. When the proposal for pension 
came, I wa s a member at that time 
and at that very initial stage itself I 
registered my strong protest and 
opposition to that proposal. Then 
Pandey ji told me, when the proposal 
comes in more concrete form you can 
then give your reasons why you 
oppose it. But soon thereafter I found 
one fine morning that I was no longer 
a member of that joint, committee, 
and so that opportinity of registering 
my protest is available to me only on 
the floor of the House today. My 
friend Mr. Indrajit Gupta is perfectly 
right when he asks, how can you pul 
former MPs. above freedom-fighters? 

I understand, moreover, that he has 
an amendment which says that if a 
former MP has got some income per 
.year he should not get this kind of 
facilitiy of pension. That is a good 
proposal which Government should 
accept. If suh a person is having 
certain income, he should not be given 
this pension. 

When Himachal Pradesh Assembly 
passed a legislation in 1973 to give 
pension to former MLAs., and when 
the Maharashtra Vidhan Sabha at 
about the same time was in the 
process of having this consideration 
and Mr. A. R. Antulay, the present 
Secretary of. the. Congress was in 
charge of this thing when the 
Vidhan Sabha was considering this 
matter, at that time in 1913,1 invited 
the attention of the hon. P^iroe Minis-* 
ter when I wrote to her two letters on 
16th February, 1973 and again oh 
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24^1 February, 2973. I would only 
qjup.te a lew line?. I said: 

‘The Members of the Himachal 
Pradesh Vidhan Sabha have, I 
understand, passed recently a Bill 
entitling all past, present and future 
MLAs ol that State to the benefit 
of receiving life pension. On the 
face of it, this is an extra-ordinary 
step. If true, it is wrong in ethics 
and improper in law. I cannot 
understand how elected members in 
their capacities as people's chosen 
representatives, go about providing 
for their future in such a manner. 
I am sure, you will share my dis¬ 
gust with such a piece of legislation 
which is both unusual and unfor¬ 
tunate. 

Educated and enlightened public 
opinion in the country has naturally 
and rightly reacted sharply against 
such a provision of life pension for 
the retired or defeated legislators. 

I expect and trust that you will give 
the lead in the matter by publicly 
discouraging and denouncing such 
steps taken by our legislators. 

I am sure you will personally look 
into this matter with a view to dis¬ 
couraging such legislation by the 
state Assemblies and even by 
Parliament.’ 

Sir, the hon. prim e Minister replied 
personally to these two letters on 
March 12, 1973 and this i s what she 
wrote to me: 

“I have your letters regarding 
pension for the Himachal Pradesh 
M.L.As. The point is well taken 
It is difficult to justify such a law 
at a time when there is need for 
utmost economy and austerity.” 

Therefore, I am asking as to what 
had happened between 1973 and 1976 
which does now justify this kind of 
pension provision to Members of 
Parliament. 

. Then, noy next point i? this. My 
esteemed friend, Shri Raghu R&maiah 


quoted a number of countries And 
Shri Indrajil Gupta, rightly . said .that 
most of them are the prosperous 
countries who can afford it. Apart 
from that, the Minister only quoted 
half the facts. When he quoted thpse 
countries where pension provisions 
are available, he should have also 
quoted further facts that there are 
two kinds of schemes obtaining— 
Members who are actually Members 
for the time being in the House— 
Upper or Lower—and they contribute 
voluntarily to a particular fund and 
then when they ceased to be Members, 
they then got a certain benefit. Alter¬ 
nately, there are schemes of outright 
pension. Further, the Minister did not 
tell the House that in most of the 
countries, the amount of pension was 
available to Members of Parliament 
who had put in at least two terms 
meaning thereby eight to ten years. 
And, what is more important is the 
agelimit which was ranging between 
fiftyfive and sixty, or onwards. So, 
one can understand if a person has 
put in at least two terms—8 or 10 
years—as a Parliamentary representa¬ 
tive. But, when he has reached the 
age of fiftyfive or sixty years, he can¬ 
not be an active worker and, in that 
case, a pension may be given. But 
what is the point in giving pension to 
those who have one term of five 
complete years? Is that person eligible 
for getting it? But, then, perhaps, 
had there not been this concession, 
and consideration, the present Ldk 
Sabha may not have passed this! I 
do not know! < 

Anyway, my point is that it is no'f 
really fair to us when you say that 
other countries have it. Other coun¬ 
tries have it on those lines which 
I just now indicated, and not generally 
for even a short-term—one term of 
four or five years or whatever the 
period or whatever be the constitu¬ 
tional requirement and whatever be 
the agelimit. Suppose in our Parlia¬ 
ment, a Member becomes a Member 
at the age of twenty-five. And suppose 
he has a five years’ term only. Then 
at the age of thirty, he start* drawing 
his pension! Is that the idea 0 t'b 
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pension? Is it right and Proper? If 
you want to give pension, at least you 
do it in such a way that you say that 
he has served Parliament for a certain 
number of years—say two terms, 
minimum of ten years—to get the pen¬ 
sion, or you say at the age of 55, 
whichever is earlier. Suppose he has 
put in one term but he has reached 
the age of 55 or sixty or whatever the 
nge limit that is fixed. I can under¬ 
stand that at the old age, he cannot 
function effectively outside. My 
argument further is in opposition to 
another point. I want to say one 
thing. (Interruptions). ' A pension 
is to be given to an ex-M.P. But if 
he was a Member of the Fourth Lok 
"Sabha between 1967 and 1871—he will 
not get it. Why do you deny this 
privilege of having the pension to him? 
Of course, I oppose the whole idea of 
pension in the way you are bring¬ 
ing in this Bill. So, I do not want 
to go into details at this stage. 
All I want to repeat is that this is not 
the time to bring this kind of legisla¬ 
tion at this particular juncture and 
time when public cnticisims are not 
available to us. 

One more point and I have done. 
Shri Raghu Ramaiah mentioned about 
•one aspect of the Bill. The present 
practice is that unless a newly elected 
Member takes the oath in the House, 
he cannot get any salary. Sometimes 
it does happen that he may have been 
elected, but the House may not meet 
for four or six weeks. Then, in that 
case, what has to be done? I suggest 
for the consideration of the House 
whether we cannot follow the practice 
in the House of Commons. 

In the House of Commons, the 
practice is that when a Member is 
elected in a by-election, because this 
happens naturally only in a by-elec¬ 
tion, or at any time, when a new 
Member is elected, when the House is 
not in session, then according to their 
Practice, a Member who is immediately 
declared elected by the Returning 
•Officer becomes entitled to receiving 


his salary from the day of the declara¬ 
tion of his election. (Interruptions). 
He is not given that salary until he 
has taken the oath on the floor of the 
House. In the House of Commons the 
practice thus is that the salary is not 
payable until he has taken the oath. 
But, it is due to him from the date 
of the election. Why do I say all this? 
It is because the Members who have 
been Members of the first and sub¬ 
sequent Lok Sabhas will recall that, 
consistently the Chair has ruled in 
this House that a Member of the Lok 
Sabha must take the oath on the 
Floor of the House and then only he 
gets the salary and other privileges 
and benefits. There have been certain 
forceful arguments behind this prac¬ 
tice. So, if you want a member to 
start getting salary from the date he 
is elected, I would like to s ay that let 
him be paid from that date but the 
actual salary should become payable 
only after he takes oath on the Floor 
of the House.

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN 
SAIT (Kozhikode): Mr Deputy-Spea¬ 
ker, I rise in this House not to oppose 
this Salaries and Allowances of Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament (Amendment) 
Bill. I honestly feel that while I do 
$o, I am doing nothing uncharitable, 
an d I also feel that t a*h pot sup¬ 
porting a ,w|f ng cause or a wrong 
idea. As fata? me timing of the Bill 
te.jcmeern& .$ may be a f wrohg tim¬ 
ing. the, JJ®3 might alas have a lot of 
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shortcomings. But I do feel that there 
is a general consensus in the House 
about the principle of givfng pension 
to Members of Parliament. There is 
a slight misunderstanding and so 
people say that we are giving some¬ 
thing to ourselves. This, I feel, is not 
a fact. We are approving of pension 
to those Members of Parliament who 
have already retired. Maybe we will 
get the benefit of it later but We are 
not doing anything for ourselves as 
We are sitting Members, 

One thing is very clear. There are 
hundreds of retired M. Ps. in this 
country who are really in very diffi¬ 
cult circumstances today. Most of 
them spent the best part of their lives 
in either the Lok Sabha or the Rajya 
Sabha or in both, and after retirement 
they are really today in difficult 
circumstances. I do not imagine all 
the Members who are well-to-do 
after retirement. Maybe there are 
some who have industries to com¬ 
mand, and big business houses to 
manage. But generally it is not the' 
case. Therefore, those who have re¬ 
tired from Parliament and are really 
in difficult circumstances must be 
given this pension. Therefore, I say 
that as far as the principle is con¬ 
cerned, there is a general consensus 
in this House, and this measure will 
be welcomed by thousands who have 
retired from Parliament. 

We say so much about pension. 
What, after all, i s the amount 
involved in it? I feel that not 
mor e than Rs. 1 crore is involved. 
There are very few Members who 
have retired and who are going to be 
benefited by this scheme. On the 
whole, I am told there will be 2,211 
persons, retired M. Ps., who are going 
to be benefited by this scheme. I 
can give you the break-up. As far as 
the Lok Sabha is concerned, those 
who retired after one term number is 
1,509; those who retired after two 
terms are 190; those who, retired after 
more thar^ two terms are total: 
L772. As Jar as tha Jtajye (9agha is 
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concerned, those who retired after 
one term are 297; those who retired 
after two terms the number is 116; 
those who retired after more than 
two terms are just 26; total; 439. so, 
there are not thousands. There are 
just 2,211 persons in a population of 
60 crores, and as many of them are 
in difficult circumstances, it is juft 
and fair that they must be given this 
pension. 

It has been pointed out here that 
the freedom fighters are getting much 
less. Definitely what the freedom 
fighters are getting is less, they should 
be given much more. There cannot 
be any argument about it. The free¬ 
dom fighters have really sacrificed 
much for the freedom of this country. 
We must have great respect for 
them, and definitely they deserve 
much more than what they are get¬ 
ting now. It has been pointed out by 
our learned friend Shri Indrajit 
Gupta that freedom fighters who have 
an income of Rs 5,000 from other 
sources are not entitled to get any¬ 
thing. This is wrong. Those who 
have some income must also get this 
pension as far as the freedom fighters 
are concerned. 

I have mentioned that there are 
shortcomings in the Bill. For exam¬ 
ple, it has been pointed out that 
Members of the Fourth Lok Sabha 
are not covered by the provisions of 
the Bill because they had not com¬ 
pleted five years. For such a situation 
the Members of the Fourth Lok 
Sabha are not really responsible. It 
is not their fault that Par liamen t 
was dissolved before completing its 
full term of flv e years. Therefore, 
consideration should be given to 
those who were Members of the 
Fourth Lok Sabha, and they must 
also get the benefit of this pension 
scheme. 

The most important thing is the 
railway pass. It is not being given to 
retired M.Ps. Once in a way the re¬ 


tired members would like to coma 
to Delhi to participate in the Inde¬ 
pendence Day or Republic Day cele¬ 
brations. At least a restricted railway 
pass should be given to than, allow¬ 
ing them to travel 2o to 25 thousand 
kilometres a year. This is very much 
essential. Such a thing should be 
done. I feel, this is very important. 

Before I conclude, I want to say 
a word about Mr. R. S. Fandey. I 
feel, all Members should appreciate 
the great pains that Mr. Pandey has 
taken in getting this Pension Bill 
presented before the House. He has 
worked consistently for days to¬ 
gether, for months together, some¬ 
times day and night, as Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta has said Therefore, he de¬ 
serves all the credit and also grati¬ 
tude. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Pandit D. 
N. Tiwary mooted the idea. 

SHRI EBRAHIM SULAIMAN 
SAIT. Yes. Both Pandit D. N. Tiwary 
and Mr. Pandey have worked very 
hard to bring this Bill before the 
House. We all appreciate the work 
done by both cf them. I hope, the 
House will approve this measure and 
at the same time, the Minister will 
try to rectify the defects that are 
there m th e Bill. About the railway 
pass, which is must essential I hope, 
the Minister will consider it favour¬ 
ably It is so much essential for 
the retired Members of Parliament 
that it is a must and must be given 
under any circumstances. 

SHRI PARIPOORNANAND PAI- 
NULI (Tehrf-Garhwal): I am not 
going to make a speech. I want to 
ask a few questions. 

I would like to know from the Mi¬ 
nister of Parliament Affairs whe¬ 
ther he is going to make a provision 
in this Bill about those Members of 
Parliament or ex-MPs who have 
opposed this Bill or who go not want 
to have pension. If they gp not want 
to have any pension, let them do so. 
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Secondly. aljot|f the railway pass, 
I want to know 'whether he Is going 
to consider that or not. 

Thirdly, about the medical' facili¬ 
ties, there are very few plaqes where 
medical facilities are available. Is he 
going to provide medical facilities in' 
the Government hospitals as in other 
cases? 

Lastly, I want to know whether he 
is going to debar or not going to de¬ 
bar those ex-MPs who are income- 
tax payers from taking pension. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY rose— 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 
Fandey, you have got a full measure 
Of praise from all the Members. Are 
you not satisfied with that? 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY; Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, as far as the credit is 
concerned, I am grateful to the hon'. 
Members for that.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; No 
speech; only a question. 

, SHRI R. S. PANDEY: In regard to 
Members of Parliament who are go¬ 
ing to get the pension, supposing 
they die, I want to know whether 
their widows are going to get it. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): 
What about income-tax on the pen¬ 
sion? What about train journeys for 
those Members of Parhamen who 
are going to get the pension? I want 
to know whether the pension is going 
to be taxed. Under the provisions of 
the Income-tax Act, the pension is 
deemed to be salary. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is 
only Rs. 500 a month. That comes to 
Rs. 6000 a year. It is far below the 
exemption limit of Rs. 8000. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: If it is re¬ 
ceived by those who are likely to 
pay income-tax, I want to know 
whether it will be free of tax or not.

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What abouf train journeys? The 
Railway Minister is agreeable. I 
want to know, when he is making 
alterations with reference to the air 
travel rule, why does he not make a 
provision that the Members of Par¬ 
liament who are willing to pay the 
difference between the First Class 
and the air travel are made entitled 
to travel by air? 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA- 
MAIAH); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
am grateful to all the Members of 
the House on either side who have 
spoken as well as those who have 
left themselves upspoken for the 
gracious support that they have given 
to this Bill directly or indirectly. 

I would first deal with the points 
raised by the first speaker, Mr. Indra- 
jit Gupta. I am glad, he has ad¬ 
mitted—coming from him, it goes a 
long way—that Members of this Par¬ 
liament are one of the least paid in 
the worll li it a fact. But, at the 
same, he said that probably this was 
not the right time to do it. In 
any case, I think, he said that we 
should not vote for ourselves things 
like this. May I ask, if we do not 
vote for ourselves, who wW vote for 
us? This is a kind of modesty which 
we, Members of Parliament have— 
if I may be allowed the liberty of 
using a little varied expression, it is 
a kind of complex we, Members of 
Parliament have—that, whenever 
anything touches the pension or sa¬ 
lary or allowance of Members of 
Parliament, some Members become 
very touchy and say, “No; you can¬ 
not do it; people will think other¬ 
wise”. People want you to be well 
paid like anybody else; people want 
you to discharge your duties effici¬ 
ently. That is the main thing. They 
want you to be paid reasonably. 
After all, you must not assume that 
only rich people become Members of 
Parliament. There are many Mem¬ 
bers who ate very poor, and $ think, 
Mr. Indrajit Gupta himself was kind 
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enough to say that there are many 
doctors who have lost their practice 
by coming here, there are many law¬ 
yers who have lost their practice by 
coming here, there are many politi¬ 
cians who have lost their professions 
by coming here. So, this is a whole¬ 
time work. One has to give up every 
other profession and come here and 
concentrate. That is what the people 
want. People, certainly, want you to 
live respectably, to live honestly, to 
live with integrity. How can a poor 
Merhber live respectably unless he is 
well paid? About the rich people, 
what you pay with the right hand is 
taken away by the left hand, by way 
of tax... .< 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; The 
pension 5s for ex-MPs; it is not for 
ourselves. 

* SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH; All 
ex-MPs do not become rich. There 
are many ex-MPs who are poor. 
There may be rich people, but the 
majority of them, as far as my know¬ 
ledge goes, are poor people; they are 
not landlords or zamindars or, as 
somebody mentioned, income-tax 
payers; everybody does not pay in¬ 
come-tax. 

■ Anyhow, I appreciate the spirit in 
which Mr. Indrajit Gupta has plead¬ 
ed for the common man, and I am 
also pleading for the common man. 
That is why, this Bill has been 
brought forward. 

One of the points Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta made wa s that, in the case of 
freedom-fighters, we are giving them 
only Rs. 200 per month whereas the 
ex-MPs will be getting Rs. 500 per 
month. Comparisons are always 

odious, and more so in this case. The 
House will recall that the freedom- 

fighter’s pension, on his death, is 

payable to his wife, unmarried dau¬ 
ghter and so on. But there is no such 
provision here, r Therefore, you can¬ 
not compare these two. In' the case 
of freedom-fighters, I am told, 

clapending on the circumstances, some 


draw even Rs. 500 ptbr month. 
Therefore, let us not compare these' 
two; they are different. The analogy 
doe s not apply here. 

Mr. Indrajit Gupta and his friends 
were asking; what about the Mem¬ 
bers of the 1967—71 Lok Sabha? My 
great sympathies are with them; w,f> 
fully sympathise with them. There, 
is a difficulty here. There must be a 
limit somewhere. Even in the case 
of freedom-fighters, the normal rule 
is that one should have been in pri¬ 
son for six months. Then, what hap¬ 
pens to the person who was in the 
prison for three months only? A line 
must be drawn somewhere. Suppose- 
—God save this country—in the year 
2,000 A.D. Parliament , is dissolved, 
after two days, then' what happens? 
If I say ‘for a term’ irrespective ojf 
the number of years, that means, for 
two days also, you will have to pay 
life-time pension. That yrill not 
happen In our life time because w? 
are stable, we are elected by intelli¬ 
gent people and we continue for a 
long time. But it can happen theo¬ 
retically. Therefore, a line must be 
drawn somewhere. 

Mr. Indrajit Gupta brought 
analogy of freedom-fighters and said 
that, in their case, there was the res¬ 
triction about income from private’ 
sources to the extent of Rs. 5,000 or 
more per annum. That analogy 
should not be brought here. May I 
say that this is taxable? This alsiJ 
answers the point raised by Mr. Sal¬ 
ve. I presume. This is taxable. 
Therefore, anybody who gets a high¬ 
er income practically gets nothing ot 
proportionately only a small amount 
because it goes by way of tax. 

I do not want to comment on 
freedom fighter’s pension., I am not 
dealing with that subject. , But if you 
ask every Member to give a certifi¬ 
cate, I would like to point out, in¬ 
comes keep on changing, there is a 
rise, there is a fall; in one year it i* 
Rs. 5,000, in the next year it may 
be Rs. 10,000 and in the next year 
year it may. be zero and so on. 
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Now are we to go on changing the 
pension? There is no fixity about the 
income. What is more—what is the 
method of knowing the agricultural 
income? At least business people 
file income-tax returns but those who 
depend on agriculture do not file any 
return. Therefore, there is no 
method to assess their income.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: They 
will have to file an affidavit. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: You 
want us to file an affidavit in the case 
of election expenses. So, let us be 
honest about it. Let us know in 
advance what we get and what we do 
not get instead of depending on affi¬ 
davit certificates and all that sort of 
things. 

Shri Ramavatar Shastri was touchy 
about pension, about the nomencla¬ 
ture. I hope he would not be touchy 
when he eats it. 

He says that last Friday I referred 
to Members’ pension. Everybody 
knows that pension is not given to 
one who is a sitting member. That is 
ordinary commonsense.. . (Interrup¬ 
tions) Apart from that, please lis¬ 
ten to what is in the uncorrected 
report, not the corrected report. 
Please have patience to read it if you 
have not already J done. It says. ‘I 
may add that I propose to introduce 
the Pension Bill.’ I did not say 
Members* Pension Bill and it is com¬ 
monsense. ... ( Interruptions ) Even 

if I had s£ dd it, don’t you call ‘Gov¬ 
ernment Servants’ Pension Rules’? 
Do you say ‘ex-Government Servants’ 
Pension Rules’? It is always under¬ 
stood, my dear triend.... (Interrup¬ 
tions) Pension is understood to be a 
sum of money payable after a Gov¬ 
ernment servant or a Member of 
Parliament or anybody receiving a 
Salary or remuneration ceases to be 
such and ceases to receive that salary 
or remuneration. It is basic common- 
sense. ...

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
That is not very prominent there. 


SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: Then, 
Sir, Mr. Mavatankar raised points of 
nicety, propriety, vagaira, vagaira; 
vagaria. I want to ask. When is the 
appropriate time? I want to know from 
Mr. Mavalankar. When is that aus¬ 
picious hour when pension can be 
granted? I say any time the House 
decides, and the House is deciding 
now_( Interruptions ) 

I have already answered the point 
Mr. Dhote raised about Zamlndars, 
industrialists and so on. I do not 
think there is any Zamindar here. If 
there was a zamin, that has been 
taken away. Then, Sir, industrialists 
are liable to taxation. This will be 
subject to taxation. In case of big 
landlords, the land ceiling has come. 
After all, should 95 per cent of the 
Members suffer because of the 5 per 
cent well-to-do people? 

Now, a few points have been 
raised on this side. I have already 
answered many of Mr. Painuli’s 
points. But if there are any points 
which remain unanswered.... (In¬ 
terruptions) I will come to that. Be¬ 
fore I deal with Mr. Painuli’s dice 
point, let me dispose of one minor 
point raised by Mr. Salve. Mr. Salve 
said, ‘Please allow First Class rail 
travel to be converted into air travel 
by payment of the difference. May 
I bring it to the notice of this House 
and to the notice of my hon. friend 
that when such a clause was intro¬ 
duced in the Fourth Lok Sabha, if 
my memory is correct, Members said, 
‘No, no, no. Rich people will take 
advantage of it. Please delete that 
clause.’ Therefore, I deleted it. Tnen, 
Sir, I want notice for such a 
change ( Interruptions) 

Regarding railway pass, somebody 
said that the Railway Minister is 
agreeable. Of course, the Railway, 
Minister is a nice man. I do not know, 
to my memory, this matter has not 
been considered by Government as a 
whole, but anyhow, I am not saying 
anything. All I say is, let us take 
what is in the Bill.

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESH- 
MUKH (Parbhai): While welcoming 
this measure, I am hoping against 
hope that it cannot be the intention of 
the government to deny this benefit to 
those members who have been elected 
for the full term by their electorate but 
who could not complete the prescribed 
five year term for no fault of theirs, 
because of the premature dissolution 
of the House. Under the circums¬ 
tances, I beg to differ from the Min¬ 
ister of Parliamentary Affairs. I am 
not speaking of the feature. The 
Prime Minister of a future House may 
be in a position to dissolve the House 
within a few months of its election. 
But my amendment specifically relates 
to the members of the Fourth Lok 
Sabha, who were elected for a full 
term of five years, but who were de¬ 
nied of this privilege of serving as 
the members of this House for the full 
term for which they had been elected, 
because of the act of dissolution. 
Therefore, I hope the Minister will 
accept my amendment, which speci¬ 
fically refers to this. 

15 hrs. 

While on this point, let me make 
this point explicitly clear. The ex¬ 
pression “one term” will not fulfil the 
purpose of the present Bill, because it 
would mean also a term which has 
been terminated earlier by dissolution. 
Even the expression “four years” may 
not fulfil the objective of the Bill, be¬ 
cause a member who has been elected 
on a bye-election may still have to 
serve some more time 4° become eli¬ 
gible for pension. Since my amend¬ 
ment specifically refers to the mem¬ 
bership of the Fourth Lok Sabha, it 
may be accepted. 
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SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, my amendment deals with a 
defect in the drafting of the Bill 
which the Minister has brought for¬ 
ward. Under the provisions of the- 
Salaries and Allowances of Members 
of Parliament Act, a Minister is not a 
Member. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He has 
brought forward an amendment. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: He has clarified it In his 
amendment by saying that if a Mem¬ 
ber is a Minister for five years and then 
be retires, he will be entitled to pen¬ 
sion. I am not quarrelling on that. I am 
quarrelling on a different proposition. 
If a member is entitled to pension, if 
he subsequently becomes a member of 
this House, he is entitled only to the 
pension, not to salary and pension. 
Suppose I retire today; I am entitled 
to pension. If I am re-elected, I will 
be entitled only to the difference be¬ 
tween the peftsiOh and the salary. 
But if that person becomes a Minister, 
under the provisions of this Bill, he 
will be entitled to the salary of a 
Minister as well as pension. Because, 
under sub-clause ( 2 ) of clause 8 A, 
where any person entitled to pension 
under sub-section ( 1 )' is elected to the 
office of the President or Vice-Presi¬ 
dent or is appointed to the office of the 
Governor of any State or the Ad¬ 
ministrator of any Union Territory, he 
is not entitled to the pension. Simi¬ 
larly, if he becomes a member of the 
Council of States or the House of the 
People or any Legislative Assembly of 
a State or Union territory or any 
Legislative Council of a State or the 
Metropolitan Council of a Delhi, he is 
not entitled to pension. If he is em¬ 
ployed on a salary under the Central 
Government or any State Govern¬ 
ment, or any corporation owned or 
controlled by the Central Govern¬ 
ment or any State Government,. he 
will not be entitled to any pension, 
because be gets a remuneration. But 
the Minister gets a salary, and not a 
remuneration. Therefore, the four 
categories which have teen exempted 
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do not include a Minister. More par¬ 
ticularly, there may be a person who 
has become a Minister who is not a 
Member of either House, because he 
can do so for six months. Iri that 
case, will he be entitled to both sa¬ 
lary as a Minister as well as the pen¬ 
sion? I am raising this point because 
the Minister gets his salary and not 
remuneration. Therefore, a Minis¬ 
ter will be able to claim both the sa¬ 
lary and pension. How are you going 
to protect it?

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: I 
have checked up the point raised by 


Shri Goswami. Hi s apprehension is 
that a Minister will draw both pension 
and salary. I would like to draw 
attention to the language at page 9, 
lines 1 to 15, of the Bill. It reads as 
follows; 

“(2) Where any person entitled to 
pension under sub-section Cl),— 

*** #< 

(iii) is employed on a salary 
under the Central Government 
or any State Government_or be¬ 

comes otherwise entitled to any re¬ 
muneration from such Govern¬ 
ment-” » 

'‘Such Government” means Central or 
State Government. The Minister’s 
salary is remuneration from the Gov¬ 
ernment. Therefore, it is covered by 
that. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Does the 
Minister receive remuneration? 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH; 
Salary and remuneration are all the 
same. Remuneration includes salary 
and salary includes remuneration. If 
there is any doubt, if there is any 
legal necessity to further clarify it, 
we .shall examine it. I assure you that 
we will not allow the Minister to draw 
both salary and pension. 

As regards the other point raised by 
Mr. Goswami that a Minister can be 
a Minister without becoming a Mem¬ 
ber, if he sees my amendment, we have 
said, “Whoever becomes a Minister by 
virtue of the membership of the House 
of the People”. So, that is covered. 

Regarding the point ‘raised’ by Mr. 
Bibhuti Mishra, there is already a 
circular issued by the Ministry of 
Health. It reads: 

“The undersigned is directed to 
say that medical facilities under fee 
C.G.H.S. Scheme which are at pre¬ 
sent available to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment servants residing in Delhi, 
New Delhi, Bombay, Allahabad, 
Meerut, Kanpur, Nagpur, Calcutta, 
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Madras, Bangalore and Hyderabad, 
in the areas covered by the C.G.H.S. 
Scheme, the Government have de¬ 
cided to extend the same facilities 
also to ex-Members of Parliament 
residing in any of the cities men¬ 
tioned above.” 

Mr. Bibhuti Mishra has raised a much 
wider point' that the medical facilities 
should be given in other places also 
wherever there are same facilities 
available. .That can be done by an 
executive order. I shall convey the 
remark made by Mr. Bibhuti Mishra 
to the Health Minister. 

Regarding the comparison made 
with the pension of freedom fighters, 
I think, I have sufficiently clarified 
it. As regards the point as to. why 
there should not be a limit of Rs. 5000 
income, I have already explained it. 

The other concept raised by the hon. 
Member, Mr. Daga, is; Why not pay 
the pension to the widows of the ex- 
MPs also? This is a new concept: 
this is a family pension. Without 
casting any reflection on the Members 
of the Joint Committee on Salaries and 
Allowances of Members of Parliament, 
I would say, they have not made any 
such recommendation. In fact, 1 
would like to pay a compliment here 
and now to Pandit’’ D. N. Tiwary and 
his successor, Mr. R'. S. Pandey, and 
other Members of the Joint Committee 
for the valuable contribution they 
have made and the efforts they have 
taken in drawing the attention of the 
Government to this pension scheme. I 
must admit that the Joint Committee 
on Salaries and Allowances of Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament has not made any 
recommendation about the family 
pension. This is a new concept. 
Therefore, there was no occasion for 
the Government to examine that. I 
think, 1 have covered all the points. 

As regards the point raised by Mr. 
Shivaji Rao S. Deshmukh about the 
Fourth Lok Safaha Members, that we 
should look ^backward and not for¬ 
ward, I gay, Parliament hag to look 
both backward, and forward. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, I 
take these amendments serially.

SHRI NATWARLAL PATEL 
(Mehsana): Sir, I rise to support the 
resolution moved by the Home Min¬ 
ister for the extension of President’* 
rule in Gujarat. 

Sir, before President’s rule was 
imposed in Gujarat, the Janata front 
Ministry was ruling. Yesterday 1 
had given some reference to what 
the Janata Front Ministry did. I do 
not know why my friend, Shri Ma- 
valankar feels hurt. According to 
me, Mr. Mavalankar claims to be an 
Independent Member of this hon. 
House. I pity for him. I know very 
well that he was elected to this House 
with the support of the Opposition 
Parties of the Gujarat State. That 
is why he feels his obligation by 
showing some sympathy here like 
this. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad); On a point of order, Sir. 

SHItl NATWARLAL PATEL: I am 
not yielding. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He is on 
a point of order. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: My 
point of order is this. I am going to 
speak later on, with your permission, 
in this debate.

Yesterday the CPI(M) Member while 
speaking here was shedding croco¬ 
dile tears for the people of Gujarat 
by saying that the President’s rule is 
not desirable and that popular gov¬ 
ernment should be given to the peo¬ 
ple of Gujarat. I have been trying 
to understand the ideologies of so 
many political parties in the coun¬ 
try and it is a great misfortune on 
my part that uptill now I have not 
understood the ideology of CPI(M). 
One of my friends told me this that 
this is a party with no ideology at 
all.

SHRI NATWARLAL PATEL; Sir, 
I am very clear about one thing. I 
would like to assure the hon. Mem¬ 
bers here that as soon as the proper 
time comes, my party will come for¬ 
ward to form a stable and clean 
Government for the people of Guja¬ 
rat. 

At present. President’s Rule is 
being extended. Before I conclude, 
with your permission, Sir, I would 
like to utter only two sentences. I 
congratulate both Shri Brahmananda 
Reddy, our Home Minister and Shri 
Om Mehta, Minister of State for 
Home Affairs who made frequent 
visits to my State. Anyway, by their 
frequent visits, Gujarat Administra¬ 
tion is going on well there. I con¬ 
gratulate him on my behalf and on 
behalf of the people of Gujarat State. 

With these words, I welcome the 
resolution for extension of Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule in the State of Gujarat. 

SHRT BHOGENDRA JHA: (Jai- 
nagar): Sir, this extension of Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule for another six months 
at a time when people were expect¬ 
ing some sort of democratic rule is 
not good. This has not happened. I 
do not say that the Congress Party 
has not got the majority. It has se¬ 
cured the majority by engineering 
defection on a large scale. That can 
form a stable government and effec¬ 
tively run it. 

I have some idea of it. I know 
that once the Government has 
thought that there is slight relaxa¬ 
tion of the emergency, again defec¬ 
tions will restart. 

Here the defection, as engineered 
in the State of Gujarat, is engineer¬ 
ed in a planned manner and it is on 
a very wide scale through their own 
Members. Not only it is 8 o in Guja¬ 
rat but it is so throughout the coun¬ 
try. The people bad been compelled 
to forget that defection was an'of¬ 
fence. The Joint Comm'ittee of both 
Houses of Parliament 1$ sitting to 
consider the official BiM to put a ban 
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on' detections. People have forgot¬ 
ten now that there are defections 
everywhere. They have also begun 
in Kashmir. Not only the local 
leaders but also the members of the 
ruling party here at the Centre has 
begun raising a hue and cry. How 
do they feel that people will wel¬ 
come them when they are accepting 
Jan Sanghis, RSS men, Congo men 
and Swatantrites who have been 
demanding the dissolution of parlia¬ 
mentary system, end of democratic 
structure and the head of the Prime 
Minister itself. Sir, I do not think 
the ruling party should expect that 
the people of India should be so ig¬ 
norant as not to make a comparison 
of it when these people are being 
welcomed and functions are being 
held m their honour. 

Sir, I dare say that there is no 
rule of the Congress party in Guja¬ 
rat. In practice there is the rule of 
the old combination of Congo and 
Jan Sangha. The AICC decided and 
the Prime Minister declared that 
popular participation in the imple¬ 
mentation of the 20-point programme 
is necessary. The AICC has issued 
circulars to this effect. But, Sir, in 
many States such committees have 
been formed but not in Gujarat. The 
Congress is not allowed to be a party 
in the implementation committee 
either at the district or State level. 
There are implementation commit¬ 
tees consisting of those persons who 
became the zjla panchayat heads or 
district heads during the previous 
rule. So, I do not know how they 
are cheating themselves and their 
own party and why they are trying 
to mislead the people in the country 
by making them believe as if there 
is rule of the President or for that 
matter of the Central Government 
through the administration over there 
in Gujarat. 

Sir, this problem wag raised by me 

in the meeting of the consultative 

committee'for Gujarat and after 

repeated queries made by me in that 

meeting the Minister of State for 

* 


Home Affairs, Shri Om Mehta, said 
that the popular participation of like- 
minded political parties will be ap¬ 
plied in Gujarat also as is elsewhere * 
in the country. I have got the 
minutes of that meeting with me 
but there is no mention about this. 

Thereafter when the Secretary of 
the Gujarat State branch of the Com¬ 
munist Tarty wrote to the Governor 
a reply hag been received. Ibis rep¬ 
ly has been given by Shri Dave on 
behalf of the Governor. It ig dated 
17th June, that is, more than one 
month after the meeting of the con¬ 
sultative committee. I quote from 
the reply: 

“I am directed to refer to your 
representation to the Governor... 
the appointments of the members 
on the committees constituted by 
the Government are not made on 
the bads of party affiliation.” 

I 

This is a formal letter. Shri Om 
Mehta had said that this will apply 
in Gujarat and here in this letter it 
is being openly violated and defied. 
No party considerations will apply 
there. So the State Congress leader¬ 
ship i$ not associated as Congress 
leaders and the whole system of the 
past is continuing. What is the re¬ 
sult? The Prime Minister hersSIf 
had openly stated that the whole na¬ 
tion was shocked when some people 
demanded minimum wages for which 
they were tortured, Harijans or other 
poor people. In the case of Gujarat, 
the Prime Minister herself bemoans 
the situation—-I call it bemoaning 
No steps have been taken to correct 
the situation. These are the realities 
in the State. I n the Miputeg of the 
meeting of 15th May of the Consul* 
tative Committee,, it is stated: 

« 

“Shri Bhogendra Jha mentionei 
that he bad covered 80 miles oi 
foot and found that not a “glngk 
circular had been sent to Pancha' 
yats or Sarpench how to Implf 
men! the provisions about 
mum wages or bonded labour e‘° 
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The old setup was continuing. He 
specifically referred to the problem 
of bonded labour which, ho alleg¬ 
ed, still existed in Gujarat. Accor¬ 
ding to him, i n Mehsana district 
the bonded labour continues”. 

Here I would again mention that it 
is still continuing. These bonded 
labourers are called ‘sathis’. I can 
djive some instances for the inform¬ 
ation of the Minister. Even now he 
can see If he can get anything done. 
The panchayat people there are abus¬ 
ing Shrimati Indira Gandhi. They 
say; ‘How can this law apply? We 
are here to implement it’. The vil¬ 
lage heads respected me. They car¬ 
ed for me because I was an MP. 
But they asked roe: ‘Will your 
father allow it', ‘Will your father 
permit bonded labour being freed?’ 

1 am talking of Mehsana district, 
Surat district, Bijapur taluk. I had 
visited more than half a dozen vil¬ 
lages; village Rampur, village Tin- 
-tadan, village Harnahoda, village 
Techava, village Oeria, village Kot 
and many other villages. Here the 
system is this. Bonded labourers 
cannot give one single naya paisa out 
of their labour’s reward to their 
wives. I have some names also here. 

One Khemabhai, village Tintadan, 
had been working as a bonded lab¬ 
ourer for 7 years. Even the annual 
charge was fixed at Rs. 200. The 
money he had taken for a marriage 
would be set off against this. It was 
not paid for 7 years. He left. Then 
the camel cart of a third person who 
.stood surety for him was forfeited. 
No officer intervened. Only after my 
writing did they intervene. 

Similarly there is the case of 
Shri Keshubhai Thakore of village 
Harnahoda. He was also a bonded 
labourer of that category. Then Ve- 
-chatji Bhikaji Thakore, again of Har¬ 
nahoda, then Rupsinhji Parmar of 
village Techava, then Thakarda Hi- 
rajl Mohanji and 19 others In village 
Oeria. I have given all the names. 

There wag a meeting. The village 
'head was also there. The Danchayat 


heads were also there. Then there is 
the case of Savanji Ranaji Chauhan 
of Village Rampur. There are scores 
of other instances. These instances 
of bonded labour are still continuing. 

If Government deny this, 1 can ac¬ 
company them and we can verify 
whether there is bonded labour there 
Or not. I am prepared to go with 
them. 

Similar is the condition of share¬ 
croppers. They are called ‘Bhagiyas’. 
For a year’s bonded labour, they are 
given l/6th of the produce. This is 
a total violation of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment’s rules, directives and ten¬ 
ancy laws In the whole country. 
They have to put in l/6th of the 
labour for cultivation. After working 
for a whole year, they do not get ■ 
single naya paisa in any form, direct 
o r indirect. This system is prevail¬ 
ing in various forms in village after 
village. This was a revelation to us, 
how it is happening in Gujarat. But 
that very machinery is now asked 
to implement the twenty-point pro¬ 
gramme. That very old machinery, 
the panchayats and other institutions, 
to which elections were held under 
the previous government, which waa 
against the 20 point programme and 
the policies of the Prime Minister, 
they are there. There can be no 
deny ing the fact that that govern¬ 
ment was against the Prime Minister, 
the Jan Sanghis, the Congress (O) 
people, and such people were there; 
and that is why they had to go. That 
same old setup is continuing. If the 
central government feel otherwise 
they are misleading themselves and 
the country. I know what is hap¬ 
pening there; I saw what was hap¬ 
pening jn Surat, in Adivasi areas and 
other areas also. I have got full 
facts with me. What is to be done? 
Again organise defections? Congress 
leaders go. They are bargaining and 
only after the bargain is over, they 
are defecting, ESS people are gar¬ 
landing leaders; I can give photos 
published in Gujarat papers. The RSS 
people are bargaining that they should 
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be allowed to come in.... (Interrup¬ 
tions) I think Congressmen in the 
lower r ungs, at least a part of those 
Congressmen who had suffered under 
the erstwhile government, I do not 
know how they are tolerating this; 
they must be groaning. If you have 
more defections, do you think that 
you can make the government more 
stable? That is impossible. The same 
type of usurer s and money lenders 
are there. In the villages the rate of 
interest goes up from 36 per cent to 
800 per cent per year- The law m 
the country says that the maximum 
rate should be 12 per cent per an¬ 
num. But the situation in Gujarat 
Is like that, m Surat, in Mehsana 
even in Ahmedabad proper, not to 
speak of) surrounding villages. The 
20 point programme is not implement¬ 
ed even though they claim that it is 
implemented. Through defections 
you cannot have a stable government. 
Then what are you waiting for? Why 
not dissolve the assembly and have 
fresh elections so that people can 
freely decide? The elections which 
were held were n ot fair elections; the 
Prime Minister was assaulted and the 
agriculture minister Shri Jagjivan 
Ram was assaulted. In that condi¬ 
tion the power of the kulaks, usurers 
and money lenders was brought to 
bear on the elections. Through de¬ 
fections the party position may change 
but the social setup and the econo¬ 
mic interests and the method and 
manner of exploitation cannot 
change You are trying to build up 
your party in such a situation in this 
way and you are simply, step by 
step, slowly but steadily, ensuring 
that people’s faith in you disappears. 
People hoped for a better future. Poor 
people who have stood by you and by 
tile 20 point programme and by the 
policies of the Prime Minister are 
being cheated again. Those who 
were against the policies of the Prime 
Minister are there. They slay open- 
fr, in my presence: you are an hon. 


Member of Parliament; you may 
come and go; the Prime Minister is 
in Delhi and she can broadcast any¬ 
thing she likes hut it is we who are 
here that manage the things and it 
is we who matter in this place; 
people here cannot go against me. I» 
the village meetings, in the presence 
of 200 or 300 local people, they say 
so and that is the crux of the matter. 
I do not know why you are seeking 
extension. What is the hope you are 
having—more defections and a more 
stable government? A time has come 
when the government should take 
courage and dissolve the assembly 
and hold new election in a suitable 
condition, m a freer atmosphere. But 
before that, it is very necessary that 
the Congress Party, the CPI and other 
democratic elements who are com¬ 
mitted to the 20 point programme 
should be associated with its imple¬ 
mentation at the State, district, taluk 
and village levels, so that better con¬ 
ditions may be created. Without 
that, in the present condition, there 
cannot be free elections. So, instead 
of bringing this resolution, the gov¬ 
ernment should pick up the courage' 
to dissolve the Assembly and order 
fresh elections and in the meanwhile 
ensure that the national guidelines 
are followed end the 20 point pro¬ 
gramme is implemented there through 
proper cooperation of the people and 
the concerned political parties.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 1 rise 
to oppose the resolution moved by the 
Home Minister asking this House to 
extend the President’s rule in Guja¬ 
rat for six more months. I am sorry 
the Home Minister is not here at the 
moment but I am sure he will reply 
to some of the points which I propose 
to raise in my speech. 

I must say first of all * that Mr. 
Brahmananda Reddy in his opening 
speech failed to explain why Presi¬ 
dent’s rule is being extended in 
Gujarat. He had given a catalogue 


of some of the things done in Guja¬ 
rat. Hut I do not think that this is 
the occasion tb give a catalogue of 
what happened under President's 
rule in the last six months. He 
brought the resolution for extension 
so that he can justify why extension 
is sought for. He argued far stabi¬ 
lity. He said, political situation bad 
not yet stabilised in Gujarat and 
therefore, he was asking for Presi¬ 
dent’s rule to be extended, f don’t 
understand this question of political 
stability not beiiig achieved. Is stabi¬ 
lity to be equated with permanent 
Congress party rule in this country? 
If that is the idea of stability, then 
I ask Mr Brahmananda Reddy and 
his colleagues as to who have been 
ruling in Gujarat since 1st May, 1960. 
Except for the Janata Front Govern¬ 
ment of some months, maybe, 8 
months or 6 months maximum, in 
1975-76, throughout the period, from 
1960 till date, if you exclude Presi¬ 
dent’s rule periods, Gujarat had been 
continuously ruled by congress patty, 
first by the undivided congress, then 
by the congress divided, and then by 
Congress(R) which means of course, 
by the congress under Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi's leadership. It is unfortunate 
for the people of Gujarat—I also say 
people of India because Gujarat is a 
part of India -that they have been 
suffering from political instability even 
during congress party rule, first, the 
undivided congress, then, congress (O), 
and later Congress (R). It is no use 
saying that this has happened sud¬ 
denly. Shri Arvind fM. Patel was 
giving a catalogue of misdeeds of the 
opposition parties. He may be right; 
he may'not be right; I don’t have 
facts as Government have. But my 
point is this. What was your party 
doing, because you had been m the 
saddle of power from the beginning 
of 1st May, 1960 ufitU almost today? 
What have you done? Who jg res¬ 
ponsible for instability then? Over a 
period of years, especially, for the 
last 5 or 6 years, « good number of 
congress party men in Gujarat are 
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getting increasingly concerned about 
the problem of power rather than the 
problems ot the people. It is these 
considerations of power which con¬ 
cern them more rather than consi¬ 
derations ot people's welfare, if 
consideration of people’s welfare is 
there, then there will not be any 
potthr politics. Mr. Chairman, Sir, 

1 tell you this that the congress party 
Would have been able to form a 
government during the six month 
President’s rule period. But why is 
it rtbt so? How is H that they are 
not able to form a government? The 
Home Minister may say, the political 
situation is not stabilised, it is a 
more euphemistic wey of saying that 
we have not settled our own quarrels 
in the party as to who will lead the 
party, who will become chief minis¬ 
ter, who will become ministers, what 
should be the size of the cabinet and 
so on and so forth. These are pro¬ 
blems which are ticklish and devilish, 
which no doubt cause constant head¬ 
ache to them. Therefore they are 
not able to decide and that is why 
they use this constitutional provision 
of Piesident’s rule to continue. 

My friend Shri Natawarlal Patel 
said something. I love him I don’t 
accept his views. But I still love 
him. Now, I don't know why he 
started hi s speech by referring to my 
election. I don’t know why. If at 
all he wanted to refer to my elec¬ 
tion I would have liked him „o refer 
to my election in terms of facts and 
not in terms of facts which he would 
like one to believe as facts! 

MR CHAIRMAN: Both of you re¬ 
main fair in love and in war! 

SHRI p. g. MAVALANKAR: My 
point is this. What is the point of 
his referring to my election? It was 
in October 1972 and newly four years 
have elapsed. For example, if I wer e 
to say that my dear friend Shri 
Natawarlal Patel was elected in 1971 
—it my memory does not fail me—

he was elected on the Congress<0) 
ticket, 

SHRI NATAWARLAL PATEL: That 
is known to everybody. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; I am 
glad that my memory has not failed 
if I say that Mr. Patel had later letft 
Congress (O) and he ha s now defect¬ 
ed to Congress (R). How does it help 
my argument? 

SHRI s. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar): 

It is admitted. 

SHRI P, G. MAVALANKAR: Simi¬ 
larly, if he says about me and my 
election, how can this help him, by 
referring to the fact that I was sup¬ 
ported by the Opposition parties? 

The fact of the matter is that in* 
a byelection that was held in my 
home city and Constituency, Ahmed- 
abad, I filed my nomination paper 
on October 4, 1972 and since then 
and during the campaign, and there¬ 
after, until this moment of my speak, 
ing, I have remained genuinely, truly 
and completely independent. I may 
tell my hon. friend, Shri Patel, that 
many Opposition Parties supported 
m e in the election. But, they sup¬ 
ported me unconditionally. For his 
benefit, I may even say that some • 
Congress men too supported me. That 
is not the point here. How does this 
help him? Let us not go into these 
things. I am not a Member of the- 
Janta Morcha. Otherwise, I would 
not find myself sitting here. As you 
know, Sir, some of these people have’ 
been abstaining from proceedings for 
some time. 

My point is this. The Government 
is a prisoner of indecision. They are 
not able to decide whether Shri 
Madhavsingh Solanki, the present 
leader of the Congress Parliamentary 
Party in Gujarat will become the- 
Chief Minister or Shri Hitendra Desai 
will become the Chief Minister, (In¬ 
terruptions). 
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SHRI M. C. DAGA (Pali): How 
do you know about it? 

SHRl P. G. MAVALANKAR; Mr. 
Daga is right when he said how 
would 1 know about it? 1 would 
not know dtbout it except through the 
newspaper reports of the Indian Ex¬ 
press and other newspapers Mr. 
Daga’ s own Congress Partymen have 
also told me these things, times with¬ 
out number. Their difficulty is that 
they not Able to decide which 
^lifcain to follow—Shri Solahki or 
Sbri Hitendra Desai? Shri Madhav- 
singh Solanki is a sitting M.LA. 
and leader of the Congress Parlia¬ 
mentary Party of the Gujarat As¬ 
sembly. Shri Hitendra Desai joined 
the Congress Party during the emer¬ 
gency. I believe it was on Septem¬ 
ber ll, if I mistake not. On Septem¬ 
ber 12 , or so he joined. And there¬ 
fore they are not yet sure who will 
become the Chief Minister. In all 
fairness, however, I ask, why should 
people of Gujarat suffer in terms of 
not having a popular government be¬ 
cause the Congress Party* is rot able 
to solve the internal quarrel? But thw 
why, they want to impose once more 
the President’s Rule. 


Sir, the Congress party has now a 
big majority m Gujararfc Assembly, 
then, who is responsible for the ex¬ 
tension of President’s Rule m my 
State? It is not an absence of some 
politically stabilised forces, as my 
friend, the Home Minister, Shri 
Reddy, would like me and the House 
to believe and the country to believe. 
It is a strange and a sad spectacle 
that in spite of the emergency, in 
-spite of the press being censored, in 
spite of the fact that everything is 
in favour of the Congress Party, and 
the Congress Party even under the 
President’s Rule is having all free¬ 
dom—it is the others who are suffer¬ 
ing from want of this freedom—it 
Is a sad commentary, then, that they 
cannot form a stable Government or 


even form any kind of Government, 
in spite of all this favourable situa¬ 
tion. 

Now, Sir, what is the situation in 
the Gujarat Assembly? The Assembly 
had 182 seats. I am very sorry that 
three Congress M.L.As. passed away. 
Of course, there is the Speaker. I! 
you exclude these four, you have 
only 178 MLAs in the Assembly 
which is now in an animated suspen¬ 
sion. Shri Hitendra Desai, only a 
few days ago, told (he reporters of 
the press—whatever he says to the 
press reporters is printed and what 
we may say outside is never bother¬ 
ed to be printed by the reporters— 
that the Congress has now got * 106 
MLAs, many of them have joined the 
party recently and we welcome them 
with enthusiasm into our fold Some 
of them are of course Jan Sangh 
people, and there were some other 
people also. They have all been taken, 
apart from some Congress (O) MLAs — 
and workers, I ask: If 106 or 105 
approximately is the present strength 
of the Congress Party in Gujarat As¬ 
sembly, why can they not form the 
Government? On the other hand the

On the other hand the Opposition is 
further cut and weakened—not merely 
by further intimidation and terror of 
MISA, but by large scale MISA 
arrests already done! My informa¬ 
tion is that about 20 to 24 Opposition 
MLAs are under detention in vari¬ 
ous prisons in Gujarat under MISA 
including the former Chief Minister, 
Shr| Babubhai Jasubhai Patel and 
most of his cabinet colleagues.

Sven then tray can't they 
term the Government? sir, what 
greater proof can there be of politi¬ 
cal bankruptcy? 

Them, Sir I ask one simple ques¬ 
tion and I hope the Home Minister, 
Shri Brahmananda Reddy will reply 
to it. On 12th March 1976 the Morcha 
government was toppled, and it could 
not be toppled by the Congress 
party’s strength of 75, which was 
reduced to 72 a little later. Seventy 
two cannot topple the government 
of eighty^six< It was toppled be¬ 
cause a considerable or let us say 
sufficient number of Independents 
and Opposition MLAs were either 
brought in—I don’t say, brought in— 
somehow and with that help the Gov¬ 
ernment was toppled. My friends of 
the Congress party—not only from 
Gujarat but from other parts of India

I am not saying 
that President’s rule is always bad It 
can be a good medicine if it i 3 admin¬ 
istered occasionally, but if it becomes 
daily bread, then it becomes vicious 
and bad. I have, of course, no words 
except of praise for Governor K, K. 
Vishwanathan, his Adviser, shri A. N. 
Banerjee and the other administiators 
in the State Government in Gandhi¬ 
nagar and other parts. For example, 
I would even compliment Shri 
Vishwanathan for his imaginative 
policy on the English question, the 
study of English from the sixth stan¬ 
dard. Some good things have been 
done. And, I am not criticising these 
individuals higher up on the ladder. 
But I am saying that President’s rule, 
however good, cannot be a substitute 
for self-rule. 


Gujarat State was formed on 1st 
May 1960. Since then we had &bc 
Chief Ministers, Dr. Jivrajbhai Mehta, 
our esteemed colleague hare, late Shri 
Balwantray Mehta, Shri Hitendrabhaj 
Desai, Shri Ghyanshyambhai Oza, 
Shri Chimanbhai Patel and Shri 
Babubhai Jashbhai Patel. Shri Babu- 
bhai Jashbhai Patel was also to the 
Opposition in the last couple of years. 
Before, that, he was also a CongresB- 
man, belonging to your party; With 
all these 6 Chief Ministers, what «i& 
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did the people of Gujarat commit that 
they should not have a good, stable, 
sensible, balanced, people-oriented, 
not power-oriented, Government for 
a period of five years and at a stretch, 
continuously? That is the question I 
would address to the Home Minister 
and I hope he will give an answer to 
it.

SHRI POPATLAL *M. JOSHI (Ba- 
naskantha): Sir, I was just watchin'g 
while Shri Mavalankar was speaking 
today. For the first time I found that 
he was a little excited, he is usually 
not excited But today I felt that he 
was a bit excited. He alleged that in 
the old times the new Congress peo¬ 
ple were power hungry. He cites his¬ 
tory a nd says that in Gujarat in the 
last couple of years one after another 
th c government failed because of 
power hungriness. My only submission 
is that if the present lot were power 
hungry as alleged by him, they would 
have formed the government. We are 
106 strong. There is nothing which 
can prevent or stop the congress rarty 
from forming the government. But 
there are certain fundamental things 
in Gujarat and they have to be looked 
into,—Welfare of the people and Hie 
stability of the Government. We know 
that it was the Cong.(O) leader, Shri 
Morarji Desai, who went on a fast and 
forced the elections in Gujarat even 
though there was tenible scarcity. 
We got a majority of votes, but un¬ 
fortunately we got only 73 seats. The 
janta morcha sarkar which came into 
power was a mixture of so many 
foices—Jan Sangh, Cong.(O), Swatan- 
trites and KIMLOKs. KlMLOKs fought 
against us and Janta Front on their 
manifesto and joined with them to 
form Government. At the time of the 
very formation of the government, 
there were basic contradictions in its 
roots and because of that, the janta 
morcha sarkar fell miserably. Mr. Ma¬ 
valankar alleges that we managed jt. 

If the Congress Party had to manage, 
we would not have allowed the janta _ 
morcha to form the government, 
because the KIMLOKs were there to 
join with our party as well. But we 
were not impatent to form an unstable 
government with the help of the 
KIMLOKs or any other reactionary 
people. 

After the janta morcha sarkar came 
to power, it went in for elections to 
Panchayats in the whole of Gujarat in 
the hope of sweeping at the poles but 
in almost all the districts, except one 
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or two, the Congress Party won. To¬ 
day these basic democratic institu¬ 
tions, namely, the Mia panchayats in' 
the whole of Gujarat are in the hands 
of the Congress and they are imple¬ 
menting the 20 point programme. 
Everybody knows that in Maharash- 
tia and Gujarat, the zila panchayats 
have very wide powers and they are 
cairying on admirably the implemen¬ 
tations of the 20 point programme. 

During the Governor’s raj, already 
about 3 lakhs plots have been given to 
the smaller people who had no houses. 
Already a programme has been drawn 
up and the Governor declared only a 
few days ago that the houses will be 
built for them within a few years. 
These are the outcome of the Go\ ein- 
nor’s Raj. However, I am not against 
popular rule. After all, we know that 
self-government is no substitute for 
good government. If we were power 
hungry, nobody could have stopped Us 
from coming to power After the 
friends of the hon. member over there 
formed the janta morcha sarkar, all the 
anti-social elements in India wanted 
for violence, sabotage, etc went t° 
Gujarat. We now know about the 
Bnroda dynamite case. It has come in 
the newspapers that they wanted to 
blow up the communications system 
and other vital installations all over 
India All these are open charges put 
up before the court. Now the fear of 
my friend Shri Mavalankar and otheis 
of the janta morcha people ihere is 
that the sand is fast getting away from 
under their feet. That is why they 
want a popular government there for 
usual mischief. They have seen the 
results of the elections held during the 
morcha rule and they have seen the 
mind of the people also. But we are 
not there to oblige them. If during 
the Governor’s Raj all the 24 Program, 
mes are carried out, if everything Is 
going on smoothly, if the so many 
hurdles which are there are taken out, 
if gains of emergency a re consolidat¬ 
ed, what is wrong if the Governor’s 
Raj is extended by another six 
months’ But their frustrations is 
reaching the saturation point. After 


all, they are worried about the elec¬ 
tions, they are worried about so 
many things—the developments. 
Slowly, the sand under their feet is 
getting away and soon they will be 
swept away from where they are 
sitting. That is their fear. There is 
nothing wrong if the Governor’s Raj 
is extended by another six months. 
So, I am here to support the Resolu¬

The Cabinets in Gujarat are appear¬ 
ing and disappearing with a dramatic 
suddenness. The people, the students 
and the masses are changing the Cabi¬ 
nets m Guiarat as often as shirts. This 
is a proverb which is applicable to the 
French Government, the French Cabi¬ 
net which appears and disappears with 
a dramatic suddenness. The people of 
France are changing the Cabinets as 
often as shirts. That is what is hap¬ 
pening m Gujarat also. Therefore, I 
would request the hon. Prime Minister 
and the efficient and able Home Min¬ 
ister to find out, what is the perma¬ 
nent remedy for this and what are 

the reasons behind this instability. 

« 

Now, under the President’s rule, the 
officials are having a strong hand in 
administration. In Tamil Nadu as 
well as m Gujarat, because no MLAs 
are there, no elected representatives 
are there, they think that they are the 
monarchs. There i s a misuse of powers 
by the administration and the officials, 
starting from police constable to I.G. 
Almost all the administrative officials 
are misusing their powers. Therefore, 
it is the duty of the Governor and the 
administration there to look after the 
welfare of the people under the presi¬ 
dent’s rule because they do not have 
elected representatives of a popular 
Government to look after the welfare 
of the people there 

There should be some limit for the 
extension of the President’s rule in 
the States of India. As many hon. 
Members have pomted out, although 
the ruling party can have a majority, 
still they are unable to form a Gov¬ 
ernment there. Why a democratic 
Government is not allowed to function 
constitutionally? The reason must be 
found out. I do not know what Is tht 
reasons behind that. The reaso* 
should be found out, the remedy 
should be found out and all the de¬ 
fects both inside and outside the State 
should be rectified. Then only we ten 
have stable Governments. Changing 
of Government very often er fetfodu*- 
• ing President’s yule very often In any 
State is not a healthy practice in a 
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democratic set-up, because, it does 
more harm than an elected Govern¬ 
ment That is why we are not happy 
to welcome President’s rule. But, 
under these circumstances, we wel¬ 
come President’s rule m the State of 
Tamil Nadu and Gujarat and m any 
other State, if necessary 

I understand that groundnut oil is 
not available in Tamil Nadu as well as 
m Gujarat. I do not think that this 
is actually not available in the market. 
An artificial scarcity is being created 
by certain black-marketeers and pro¬ 
fiteers. Under President’s rule, you 
must P«t down not only smugglers, 
not only the anti-social elements, not 
only the anti-national elements, but 
also those who are cheating the public, 
cheating the poor man, the downttod- 
den community and the backward 
classes and also the democratic gov¬ 
ernments in the State as well as at 
the Centre. It is necessary that all 
these dutiels have to be discharged 
to the satisfaction of the people of 
Gujarat. It is better to have early 
elections there, so that the elected 
government can look after the welfaie 
of the people of Gujarat 
I know, the hon Home Minister, 
Shri Brahmananda Reddy, and the 
Prime Minister are very able Ministers, 
they visit Gujarat and Tamil Nadu 
very often. They look after the 
police administration and Home 
Affairs directly. Still. certain mis¬ 
chievous officials are working against 
the implementation ot the 20-polnt 
Programme, they belong to certain 
political groups which are opposed to 
the 20-point Programme, they should 
be plugged out of the government 
machinery and they shoula be punish 
ed in the interest of the people—not 
in our interest, not in the interest of 
the government, but in the interest of 
the people. 

With these words, I support the 
statutory Resolution extending Presi¬ 
dent's rule in Gujarat for a further 
period of six months.

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am 
grateful to all the hon. Members who 
have participated in the Debate on 
this Resolution and have given their 
wide support and if I may say so their 
unanimous support to this Resolution. 
We may recall to our memory under 
what circumstances the janta morcha 
government fell The Government fell 
obviously because of internal contra* 
dictions and because of a defeat on the 
floor of the House and naturally as the 
congress party was reluctant or was 
not eager to form government, Presi¬ 
dent’s rule had to be imposed. 

During the discussion of a like reso¬ 
lution in March there was a discussion 
on the type of administration that 
Gujarat bad under morcha govern¬ 
ment. It was felt by many in this 
House and in the other House that 
there were several abuses in the ad¬ 
ministration in the State, that the ad¬ 
ministration had deteriorated, that tt 
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was party oriented, that there was no 
sincerity in the implementation o l the 
20 point programme, that many people 
operating against the emergency were 

• operating there from the soil of Guja¬ 
rat, indulging in clandestine literature, 
indulging in certain other violent 
activities and so on. 

Now, Sir, I claim today, after six 
months of President’s rule, that several 
steps had been taken to tone up the 
administration, to improve efficiency, 
weed out corrupt people, and sincerely 
and effectively undertake implemen¬ 
tation of 20 point economic programme 
to catef to the needs of the smaller, 
poorer sections of people, maybe, 
small farmers, marginal farmers, han- 
jans, tribals and other poorer people 

While moving this Resolution 1 had 

• occasion to tell you about the several 
steps taken, how a qualitative change 
m the administration had been brought 
about, bringing in efficiency, and gene¬ 
rally, bringing in certain ambuht of 
satisfaction to the people of Gujarat, 
certain amount of confidence in the 
people of Gujarat in the administra¬ 
tion of the State. Therefore it is not 
necessary for me again to go into those 
very aspects. 

I have already said how land ic- 
form laws are being tackled, how sites 
are being distributed to small farmers, 
how minimum wages Act is being im¬ 
plemented and how in the implementa¬ 
tion of several other programmer 
speed is brought to bear on the ad¬ 
ministration as a whole. 

We bad a meeting of the Consulta¬ 
tive Committee of Parliament in' Gu¬ 
jarat itself where several hon. Mem¬ 
bers belonging to several parties took 
part, there was discussion for more 
than four hours, hon. Members bad 
their own observations to make, some 
critical reference were also made as 
that of Mr. Bhogendra Jha who came 
fresh from bis pfcdyatra, 

Therefore, he makes certain com¬ 
ments which he made even to-day. I 


am only trying to submit in this House 
that in several activities, the State 
Administration has taken several steps 
to bring as much relief as possible to 
the people. Unfortunately, as all of 
you are aware, in June last, there was 
a very big cyclone, there was a huge 
loss of life; there was loss of property 
as well as loss of cattle etc., etc. I had 
tne privilege to go there, to see cer¬ 
tain areas somewhere and talk to the 
people concerned and afforded the 
necessary relief to the cyclone-affected 
people 

I must congratulate the State Ad- 
m njstration for taking very speedy 
and effective and even preventive 
action so far as cyclone affected people 
were concerned. I need not go Into 
details on the amount of relief afford¬ 
ed in several directions and on how 
gratuitous relief was given and how 
other relief was given. I need not 
trouble the hon. Members jiist now 
about it. You all know that one of the 
most important items in the 20-Point 
Economic Programme is of holding the 
priceline which is very essentials for 
the common people of India. In fact, 
they have taken several steps to see 
to it that the priceline is kept under 
check But, unfortunately, in July, 
because it was a big groundnut cen¬ 
tre, the price of groundnut had risen 
and it showed an upward trend. Xn 
July, 1976. Government took a very 
action against the traders and oil 
millers—9 traders and oil millers were 
detained under MISA (Interruptions) 

I do not know but this may be with 
regard to the groundnut. With regard 
to the other things, 1 had mentioned 
yesterday in my speech that about 43 
people or so were taken into custody 
and the holding of tHe groundnut and 
oil stock wag reduced drastically so 
that the groundnut and groundnut off 
stocks with the agriculturists get de- 
hoarded. 

My submission, therefore, to the 
House is that to the maximum extent 
possible, the State Administration il 
taking sufficient steps to not only im¬ 
plement the ether aspects of thf SA- 
Point Programme but also afford fchef 
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to the common people by seeing to it 
that the prices of essential commodi¬ 
ties did not shoot up. 

Sir, there was an allegation made 
yesterday namely that the minimum 
wages had not been paid and even to¬ 
day my friend, Shri Bhogendra Jha 
has mentioned about the areas where 
he went and where he came across 
some bonded labour. These various 
allegations and remarks were made in 
the Consultative Committee meeting at 
Ahmedabad when it last met on 
the 15th May. It is not as if the Ad¬ 
ministration slept over what Mr. 
Bhogendra had said. The District 
Magistrate, Mehsana had enquired into 
the remarks made by him. He con¬ 
ducted the inquiry personally and as 
per his report: 

“There is no system of bonded 
labour as such though cases of non¬ 
payment of minimum wage s came 
to notice whereupon necessary ac¬ 
tion was taken”. 

It is not as if they are not alive. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA. I have 
come to know that a person, for the 
sake of marriage, took some money 
in some cases it is Rs. 700, 800 or 
500 and then he ceased to work with 
the landowners atliis place and he was 
not even permitted to visit his family 
and not relieved, by what we may call, 
from bonded labour. His camel and 
the cart were forfeited What else is 
called bonded labour? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Let me tell Mr, Bhogendra Jha even 
now though an enquiry has been made 
by a District Magistrate on the re¬ 
marks made by him at the Consulta¬ 
tive Committee meeting yet if he is 
dissatisfied with the reply that I have 
given he may write to me ell the de¬ 
tails and I will see to it that an officer 
of requisite standing goes cm the spot 
and sends me a report. Afterall we are 
all interested In seeing to it that this 
bonded labour system is abolished. We 
are dear In our minds and I do not 
think time 'is any party difference in 


that regard, it should go and it must 
go and if there ate any bonded 
labourers in any area or something 
akin to it it is certainly a matter to 
be gone into and speedy action taken. 

Yesterday. Mr. Haider who opened 
the debate made a remark about the 
tubal area sub-plans. Sir, Gujarat 
has prepared a Tribal area Sub-Plan 
covering 32 talukas m Surat, Valsad. 
Bharuch, Vadodra, Fanch Mahals, 
Sabarkantha and Dangs districts. The 
Sub-plan envisages an outlay of Rs. 
154.89 crores with Rs. 84.06 crores 
from the Slate sector. The area of 
the Sub-plan has been demarcated 
into 8 projects, each in charge oi a 
semoi officer of the rank of the Col¬ 
lector. For the current year, an 
amount oi Rs. 15 crores has been pro¬ 
vided for the Sub-plan from the State 
sectors of development supplemented 
by R& 3.55 crores of special Central 
subsidy. 219 schemes are included 
in the current year's programme for 
the Sub-plan, 

In addition to this-—I would like to 
inform the House—a Bill has been 
dratted to ensure that tribal land 
holders ai e protected against alienation 
of land m favour of non-tribals and to 
restore land alien ted in the past. Fur¬ 
ther, Sir, in a recent decision of the 
Government, tribal tenants who have 
been made owners of land under the 
Tenancy Act are to get loans at 4 per 
cent interest as against the interest 
rate of 11 per cent charged by the 
Gujarat State Cooperative Land Deve¬ 
lopment Bank so far. The Bank will 
be granted subsidy to the extent of 
interest differential. 

So, these are various measures being 
taken in regard to tribal development 
areas and I would like to say that the 
State has been taking active steps in 
this direction. 

Sir, another point of great impor¬ 
tance was made and that has also bqe« 
agitating the minds of the people at 
Hutch. Kutch formerly a port 
•C State and later on after reeegatflsa- 
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tion when it came under Gujarat the 
people of Kutch had been claiming— 
particularly my friend, Dr. Mahipat- 
ray Mehta—that a separate develop- 
ment board has to be established for 
Kutch, Sir, in this respect I must also 
thank the Prime Minister for having 
taken keen interest in this matter. 
She has been to the Kutch area. I 
have also been there recently. Previ¬ 
ously the erstwhile government of 
Bombay and the Government of Gu¬ 
jarat were taking a stand which was 
not very helpful. However, the pre¬ 
sent administration has taken a help¬ 
ful attitude and has recommended to 
the Government that a development 
board under Article 371(2) bo estab¬ 
lished so that the development m 
that backward area can be accele¬ 
rated. 

This is a very good thing so far as 
the million or so people of the Kutch 
area are concerned. 1 hope several 
steps will be taken after the Develop¬ 
ment Board is constituted, sufficient 
funds will be earmarked and develop, 
ment schemes taken up in right ear¬ 
nest to alleviate the sufferings of these 
people who have been suffering for a 
long time. 

Honourable friends, particularly 
Shri Mavalankar and others, asked: 
*when you have a majority, when you 
have got 105 people or so, why not 
form a Government?’ It is not as if 
we in the Congress Party are against 
any popular government. We want 
popular government. As I have said 
even previously, it is not the anxiety 
to form a government which is impor¬ 
tant, but what is important is how it 
helps the people of that State, whe¬ 
ther it helps and adds to the welfare 
of the State, of the people of the State 
and also whether you can give a 
stable government to the people of 
Gujarat which for quite some years 
was having unstable administration 
leading to many trQubles, either politi¬ 
cal or otherwise. Therefore, if you 
form a government early, you are 
accused; if you do not form a govern¬ 


ment, then also you are accused. This 
is a strange situation. 

My only submission to the House is 
that certainly the situation is under 
watch. If Government feel that a 
stable government which can cater 
effectively to the needs of the people 
of the State, which can effectively 
administer it, can be formed, certainly 
it is a case for Government to consi¬ 
der. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Why- 
are you keeping the Assembly m sus¬ 
pension, in suspended animation, if 
you have no hopes of forming a gov¬ 
ernment? Dissolve the Assembly and 
have new elections. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
I have not said we have no hopes. 
Did I say that? Do not try to quote 
to me something I have not said. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: How 
many more defectors do you want? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
We are anxious to see that the State 
is administered effectively and proper¬ 
ly. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: That I 
accept. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
We are anxious to see that a stable 
government is formed so that it can 
also function effectively. When Gov¬ 
ernment feel that a situation has 
arisen when a stable government, 
which can effectively deliver the goods 
to the people is possible, certainly 
they will do so. But I do not think 
what Shri Bhogendra Jha had said 
is possible, namely, why not dissolve 
T the Assembly? I can say- straightway 
that dissolution is not under Govern¬ 
ment's consideration. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: It may 
happen. You will he compelled to do 
so by the number of defectors. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
It is not as if we are unaware of What 
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is happening there. We are aware of 
it. We are aware of the circums¬ 
tances* that are obtaining in the State 
of Gujarat politically, economically 
and administratively. Therefore, my 
submission to the House is that when 
circumstances are propitious for form¬ 
ing a government, certainly active 
steps will be taken to do so. But what 
counts most, in my opinion, is the 
welfare of the people Gujarat, a 
stable government for the people of 
Gujarat 

Shri Mayathevar asked the question; 
Why don’t you find some permanent 
remedy for these unstable govern¬ 
ments? So far as I can see, a per¬ 
manent remedy can be found if all 
parties in India play the rules of the 
game; then certainly stable govern¬ 
ments can be formed. There can be 
no difficulty. But when there is the 
anxiety for all types of people to 
come together, * irrespective of their 
ideals, ideas, programmes etc. and to 
try to run a government, certainly 
difficulties crop up after the govern¬ 
ment is formed. We have seen it in 
1967; it is not as if it is a fresh ex¬ 
perience. Therefore, if democracy has 
to be run effectively and properly, all 
of us, the government, the opposition, 
all parties who want to take part in 
democracy, must he able to play the 
rules of the game. If they *want to 
have shortcuts to power, difficulties 
arise, leading to distortions in society. 
Therefore, the continuation of Presi¬ 
dent's rule in Gujarat for another 
period of Six months is necessary in 
the interest of the State of Gujarat 
and I commend the resolution for ac¬ 
ceptance by the House. 


SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; What is 
tiie hurdle in forming non-official im¬ 
plementation committees for 20 point 
programme, consisting of the Congress 
party. Communist party and like 
minded forces? Secondly in groundnut 
Prices the peasants were looted; (he 
price fail and then it rose. I want to 
know whether jidministration failed or 
connived at? Whi¥t is the cause?. 


SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY; 
At the last session of the consultative 
committee Members had urged that in 
the implementation of the 20 point 
programme people’s participation 
should be there. Government of 
Gujarat have taken necessary action 
for constituting committees* at the 
district level to secure the most pur¬ 
poseful implementation of the 20- 
point programme. The president of 
th e district panchayat, all the M.Bs, 
M.L.As, etc. of the district and five 
non-officials representing (1) the 
fields of agricultural production, 
marketing (2) cooperation (3) in¬ 
dustry (4) labour and (5) education 
are members of this committee. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA; T? it a 
partyless democracy? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Why do you say that? The pancha- 
yat s are elected panchayats. In addi¬ 
tion you hav e got five non-ofllcials 
representing the fields I mentioned. 
Certainly the people concerned, the 
various denominations should have 
found a place. I have not been able 
to check up all the details. But five 
non-official members are there. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: One last 
question. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: No, please. The 
question js; 

“That this House approves the 
continuance in force of the Procla¬ 
mation issued by the President on 
the 12th March, 1976, under article 
356 of the Constitution, in relation 
to the state of Gujarat, for a fur¬ 
ther period of six months with 
effect from the 24th September, 
1976.”

SCHEDULED CASTES AND SCHE¬ 
DULED TRIBES ORDERS (AMEND. 
• MENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY); I beg to move j 

“That the Bill to provide for the 
inclusion in, and the exclusion from, 
the lists of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes; of certain castes 
and tribes, for the re-adjustment of 
representation of parliamentary 
and assembly constituencies in so 


far as such re-adjustment is neces¬ 
sitated by such inclusion or exclu¬ 
sion and for matters connected 
therewith, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

As the hon. Members are aware, the 
question of revising the lists of Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes has 
been under Consideration for many 
years. In 1965 the Lokur Committee 
was appointed to go into the matter 
and make suggestions for a compre¬ 
hensive revision of the lists. The re¬ 
commendations of this Committee were 
examined bj r the Government and dis- 
cussions were held in 1966 with hon. 
Members of Parliament and State 
Ministers belonging to Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. There¬ 
after, the Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes Orders (Amendment) 
Bill, 1967 was introduced in Lok Sabha 
andl referred to a Joint Committee. 
The Bill, as reported by the Joint 
Committee, was taken up for consi¬ 
deration by the Lok Sabha. However, 
on account of some controversies, con¬ 
sideration of the Bill was held over 
and the Bill finally lapsed with the 
dissolution of the Lok Sabha in De¬ 
cember 1970. 

Article 341 of the Constitution 
relates to castes being specified by 
notification with respect to any State 
or Union Territory as Scheduled 
Castes in relation to that State or 
Union Territory. Similarly, article 
342 relates to notification of specified 
tribes with respect to any State or 
Union Territory as Scheduled Tribes 
in relation to that State or Union 
Territory, as the case may be. A 
major difficulty experienced by several 
communities arose from the fact that 
in some States they are at present 
scheduled only in a part of the State, 
and not in respect of the entire State, 
with the result that the benefits, con¬ 
cessions and reservations available to 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
are confined only to a particular, ano 
at times narrow geographical area, i» 
the State. For example, in the Vidar- 
bha area of Maharashtra, them are 
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many communities which are scheduled 
only in respect of certain districts or 
tehsiis with the result that memoers 
of the community living in certain 
villages are regarded as Scheduled 
Tribes, while members of the same 
community with the same tribal, char¬ 
acteristics and handicaps living in the 
nearby villages are not treated as Sche¬ 
duled Tribes. Such difficulties also 
occur in other States, particularly 
Andhra Pradesh 1 , Karnataka, Gujarat 
and Madhya Pradesh. There are 729 
cases in the list of Scheduled Castes 
and 397 cases in the list of Scheduled 
Tribes where such area restrictions 
have been operative. 

The Joint Committee on the Schedul¬ 
ed Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders 
(Amendment) Bill, 1967 had recom¬ 
mended the removal of area restrictions 
in most of these cases. Exceptions were 
sought to be made only in regard to 
cases where two distinct communities 
living in different areas bore the same 
name, or where members of the same 
community living in some parts of the 
State has reached a much higher social 
and educational status and did not ful¬ 
fil the criteria for scheduling in those 
parts of the Stale. 

The removal of area restrictions ■ is 
a long felt need and is a matter on 
which there has been general agree¬ 
ment. Removal of these area restric¬ 
tions will benefit a large number of 
persons, who will be entitled to the 
fruits of special welfare and develop¬ 
mental schemes for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes, reservation in 
services, etc. The present Bill has 
been brought forward with a view to 
removing area restrictions, as far as 
possible, and thus do away with the 
anomalies which' exist at present. 

While the general scheme of the Bill 
is for abolition of area restrictions, such 
restrictions have been retained in 25 
p ases in the list of Scheduled Castes 
an d 39 caocG in the list of Scheduled 
Tribes. Most of these restrictions have 
b«en retained in the cases of those 
communities in respect of whom the 


Joint Committee had proposed such 
restrictions. 

The Joint Committee hod also re¬ 
commended the inclusion of certain 
communities and exclusion of certain 
others from the list. These are matters 
on which there is considerable diver¬ 
gence of opinion and will accordingly 
have to be examined further m depth. 
The present Bill, therefore, does not 
deal with this aspect of the matter. 
Its general scheme is not to have any 
inclusion in, and exclusion from, the 
existing lists of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes, except to the extent 
they are consequential to the removal 
of area restrictions, which is the basic 
object of the Bill. However, such of 
those communities which were recom¬ 
mended for exclusion by the Commit¬ 
tee and in respect of which there had 
been no census returns in 1961 as also 
in 1971 have not been retained in the 
Bill. In other cases where the com¬ 
mittee had recommended exclusion, the 
status quo has been maintained and 
whenever any area restriction now 
applies, such, restriction is also being 
continued. In other words while many 
will stand to gain from the provisions 
of the Bill, none will be deprived of a 
benefit that may exist at present. 

Befor e I proceed further, I would 
like to clarify some possible doubts and 
misapprehensions that may arise in 
the minds of the hon. Members about 
the provisions and the scope of the Bill. 
There has been at. times a general 
criticism that Scheduled Castes or 
Scheduled Tribes of one Stale are not 
treated as such in another State. As 
I have mentioned earlier, articles 341 
and 342 of the Constitution envisage 
scheduling of specified castes and tribes 
in relation to particular States or 
Union Territories only. The Sehedueld 
Castes or Tribes of one Slate will thus 
not necessarily be scheduled in another 
State, and if in any case they happen 
to be so, it % a matter of pure coinci¬ 
dence. The framers of the constitu¬ 
tion apparently wanted the question of 
scheduling of a Caste br a Tribe to he 
linked with the socio-economic condi- 
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tions and the milieu in each State and 
did not envisage any all-India list of 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes 
as such. Apart from this general ques¬ 
tion, representations have been re¬ 
ceived from time to time about the 
inclusion and exclusion of particular 
communities in specific States. De¬ 
mands have been made also on the 
floor of the House in this regard from 
time to time. It would be recalled that 
the Joint Committee had also made 
recommendations regarding inclusion to 
and exclusion from the list of Sche¬ 
duled Castes/Tribes. This was a mat¬ 
ter, however, where there has been a 
considerable difference of opinion, di¬ 
vergence of approach and conflicting 
views have been expressed even by 
various State Governments. On the 
question of removal of area restric¬ 
tions, however, there has been no dis¬ 
agreement or controversy. It was felt, 
accordingly, that the issue of removal 
of area restrictions should be delinked 
from the question of inclusion or ex¬ 
clusion and the benefits and concessions 
which will flow from the removal of 
area restrictions should not be denied 
by bringing in the wider question 
which bristles with many difficulties 
and will have to be examined further. 
I had announced therefore while reply¬ 
ing to Demands for Grants of my Min¬ 
istry in this House on 2-4-1976 that 
the question of area restriction would 
be separated and a suitable legislation 
for the purpose introduced shortly. 
The present Bill has been brought up 
in fulfilment of this assurance to the 
House. 

As a result of this Bill, there will be 
an increase in the total population of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 
We have made a provision in the Bill 
to enable the Registrar General to re- 
estimate the population of scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes on the 
basis of the new lists. It will also be 
necessary to jxs-allocate the reserved 
constituencies. Necessary provision for 
this has also been made in the Bill. 
The task of re-estimation of the popu¬ 
lation and re-allocation of reserved 


constituencies is likely to take some 
time. It is, therefore, very necessary 
that the Bill should be passed during 
the current session of Parliament itself. 

With these words. Sir, I commend 
the Bill for consideration and approval 
of this House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Morion moved:

Procedure of this House relating lo 
Parliamentary Committees shall 
appiy with such variations and 
modifications as the Speaker may 
make; and 

that this House do recommend to 
Rajya Sabha that Rajya Sabha do 
join the said Joint Committee and 
communicate to this House the 
names of 10 members to be appoint¬ 
ed by Rajya Sabha to the Joint 
Committee."

( SAKA ) Report of Privileges 6 
Committee 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Sir, I am amazed that although I had 
tabled this motion a long time back 
in the last session, it ha s taken so 
long to come up before the House. I 
find that one of our veteran and law¬ 
yer col leagues, Shri Daga, had origi¬ 
nally tabled a motion countering my 
contention. But, then, suddenly, Shri 
Raghu Ramaiah comes in the scene. I 
do not know why should he move this 
motion negativing the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee of Privileges 
appointed by the Speaker and nobody 
else? This is a Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee. I do not know how Sbri 
Raghu Ramaiah who has got a long 
record as a Parliamentary Affairs 
Minister can himself move the motion 
negativing the Committee’s decision? 
What is the recommendation of the 
Committee? Why have I moved my 
main motion? 

So far as the other persons are con¬ 
cerned, the Committee is satisfied With 
the departmental action taken. It is 
regarding the police and the railway 
official:. Regarding another person: 

“The Committee are of the view 
that checking of the identity card 
of Shri A jit Kumar Saha in the 
waiting room of the Asansol Rail¬ 
way Station was understandable for 
the first time but the concerned 
Railway Officers and the Govern¬ 
ment Railway Police Officers by 
making repeated checks of his 
identity card and taking him to the 
Police Station for interrogation had 
deli ornately caused harassment to 
Shri Ajit Kumar Saha, M.P. This 
conduct on the part of the concerned 
Officers is reprehensible and a 
breach of privilege and contempt of 
the House. 

“Para 48: The Committee are of 
the opinion that Shri Krishna Kant 
Dutta has also committed a breach 
of privilege and contempt of the 
House as it was his false complaint 
to the officials of the Railway and 
G.R.P.S., Asansol, which led to the 
harassment and ill treatment of Shri 
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[Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya] 

Ajit Kumar Saha, M.P., while he 
vms on his way to Delhi to attend a 
sitting of a Parliamentary Commit¬ 
tee. Shri Krishna Kanta Dutta has 
further committed a breach of pri¬ 
vilege and contempt of the House 
by giving false evidence before the 
Committee when he denied before 
the Committee having made the 
impugned written complaint against 
Shri Ajit Kumar Saha, M.P., as 
entered in the General Diary of the 
Government Railway Police, Asan- 
sol, on 29 June 1972”. 

The recommendation of the Com¬ 
mittee is: 

“The Committee express their 
displeasure on the conduct of the 
concerned railway and police officers 
and recommend that suitable de¬ 
partmental action be taken T by the 
Government against them and re¬ 
ported to the House as early as 
possible”. 

I have nothing to add to this. But 
in paragraph 50, the Committee have 
stated: 

“In regard to Shri Krishna Kanta 
Dutta, the Committee are of the 
view that they need not recommend 
any specific punishment for him, but 
leave it t 0 the House to award suit¬ 
able punishment to him". 

Here is a case of a person who deli¬ 
berately makes a false statement in 
writing there in the Asansol Railway 
station before the police a.; well as 
railway officers and coming here be¬ 
fore the privileges Committee and 
denying that he had made a written 
complaint. Subsequently, from the 
facts of the case and the statements 
and documents, it is evident that he 
did make a written complaint, though 
he denied it here. So coming over 
here as a witness.beforc the Privileges 
Committee, he has made a false state¬ 
ment. The Committee have taken 
serious exception to this. 

Imagine the situation. You, the 
Speaker, are travelling to Delhi. You 
are waiting in the waiting room for 


Committee 

first class passengers. Some gentleman 
comes there. Then the police and 
railway officers come. They check 
your identity not once, not twice, but 
thrice. They repeatedly check. The 
MP repeatedly stated. 1 im an MP 
coming from Bankura, changing train 
here for Delhi to attend a meeting’. 
He showed his identity card in the 
first instance. Then that man went to 
the police and on hi s insistence and 
also with some motive, he bi ought the 
police again to the waiting room and 
harassed the MP in this way. When 
he was summoned here to give evi¬ 
dence before the Privileges Commit¬ 
tee, he poses as an innocent person 
and says that he did not make any 
written complaint, which is a deli¬ 
berate falsehood, which was nothing 
but misleading the Committee and, 
therefore, is a contempt of the Com¬ 
mittee as well as of the Parliament. 
The most funny thing, you will notice 
Mr. Speaker with astonishment, is that 
this man is of such a character that 
the written complaint which he made 
to the police was missing from the file 
dealing with this ca e e in the court. 


So, Sir, as far as his conduct—I 
am not concerned' with his conduct 
outside—so far as Parliament is con¬ 
cerned, so far as the honour of an 
MP is concerned, so fat as the 
harassment to an MP is concerned, 
this is a question of a serious matter 
and a question of privilege and that 
is u hy, Mr. Speaker, the previous 
Speaker referred the matter after 
getting the report from the Railway 
officials as weJl as the Government 
of West Bengal and the House also 
was of the unanimous opinion that 
the matter should be referred to the 
Privileges Committee. That is why 
the long proceeding is there and in 
the sittings of the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee, so many witnesses were 
summoned not once but twice and 
documents were produced and after 
that, the Committee came to the find¬ 
ing that so far as the railway offi¬ 
cials and the police officers are 
concerned, they have committed a 
breach of privilege and that depart- 
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mental action should be taken. Re¬ 
garding this, Shri K. K. Dutta, who is 
the root for such an ignominious and 
motivated harassment to an hon. 
Member of Parliament who was pro¬ 
ceeding to Delhi to perform his duty 
as a Member of a particular Com¬ 
mittee, he was detained there, he was 
harassed ther e and the Committee 
still gave opportunity and scope to 
this person, K. K. Dutta, to come over 
here and tell the truth and an honest 
statement. The other persons apolo¬ 
gised but this man intentionally, de¬ 
liberately and with a motive con¬ 
cealed the facts from the committee 
and gave false evidence. So, I will 
say there are hon. Members who 
have got enough experience and they 
will further elaborate on this matter. 
I will appeal through you, Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, to Mr. Raghu Ramaiah to kindly 
not to try to save in this way a cri¬ 
minal, I wil say, criminal because he 
has deliberately committed a con¬ 
tempt of the House as well as the 
Privileges Committee and also the 
hon. Members of the House. So, why 
are you saving him? Now if you do 
this in the case of Shri A jit Saha, 1 
remind the House and other hon. 
Members that the same thing may 
happen to any other hon. Member.... 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): And also to Shri Raghu 
Ramaiah. 

SHRI DINEN' BHATTA- 
CHARYYA: We do not move In the 
country with the tag that so and so 
is travelling. That is given to the 
Government officials. We go as ordi¬ 
nary people and to that extent, he 
may challenge my identity. But what 
is this? Even after producing the 
identity card, under the provocation 
of this K. K. Dutta, the railway offi¬ 
cials harassed the MP and this man— 
I would not say that he is a gentle¬ 
man—came here and deliberately dis¬ 
torted and concealed the facts. It is 
a breach of privilege and I will 
humbly request Mr. Raghu Ramaiah 
not to give h i m protection in this 
*ay. This'is nothing but giving pro¬ 
tection to a criminal and I will 


humbly say that he may not pursue 
and ask the House to take up his 
motion and he may withdraw it. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA- 
MA1AII): As my motion is being dis¬ 
cussed, 1 would like to say a few 
words. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
One Is a positive one and another is 
a negative one. Let us speak on both 
and then he may reply.. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA 
(Bangalore): So far as this motion 
is concerned, you have appointed the 
Chairmaq of the Privileges Com¬ 
mittee. We have every respect for 
the decision that they have arrived 
at. We mean no disrespect to any 
Member or any dissenting note. The 
fact is that the Committee itself has 
recommended that the House may 
impose any punishment that it deems 
fit. Therefore, they have not taken 
any decision in the matter of punish¬ 
ment. Looking into the facts of the 
case, I should feel that an august 
body like Parliament should use its 
discretion in the matter of punish¬ 
ment and when the individual con¬ 
cerned is almost a n insignificant per¬ 
son, I do not think it is in keeping 
with the dignity of the House to 
punish such a man; it is like an ele¬ 
phant treading upon an ant. There¬ 
fore, what I propose is that since the 
committee itself has not deemed it 
fit to determine the punishment and 
left it to the discretion of the House, 
let us exercise that discretion in a 
judicious and magnanimous manner 
and drop the proceedings. The police 
officers, as you know, have been pro¬ 
ceeded against departmentally and 
this Dutta has been declared not 
guilty in the criminal court on this 
particular charge on a policy com¬ 
plaint. Those two circumstances also 
weigh with this House to treat this 
case as closed and no punishment 
need be imposed. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 

I was surprised to hear my hon. 
friend Shri Hanumanthaiya who is 
supposed to be one of the pillars of 
parliamentary democracy in this 
country. I have read the motion of 
Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya and also of 
Shri Raghuramaiah. I do not want 
the House to demand a pound of flesh 
from everyone taking advantage of 
its privileges. In this case what are 
the recommendations of the com¬ 
mittee on page 30: they say. the com¬ 
mittee have carefully considered the 
question whether they may find him 
guilty of breach of privilege when he 
has been acquitted by a court on a 
criminal charge. Based on the facts 
Involved in this case the committee 
are of the view that this decision by 
a court in respect of a criminal 
offence is no bar to the jurisdiction 
of the House to punish the offender 
if those facts constitute breach of 
privilege or contempt of the House. 
The mere fact that some papers were 
said to be missing did not enable the 
magistrate to punish him properly; 
that is how he got acquitted. The 
committee have given their clear 
finding. This gentleman K. K. Dutta 
has misled people and it constitutes 
a breach of privilege of the House. 
Shri Raghu Ramalah may say that 
the Committee has not recommended 
specifically what should be the punish¬ 
ment; let us rely on the wis¬ 
dom of the committee of which Shri 
Salve was the chairman. If you say 
Or specify no specific punishment, if 
you leave it open, that does not mean 
that you recommend no punishment; 
It does not mean that the committee 
did not want to punish this person. 
They left it to the Hous to decide 
what should be the proper punish¬ 
ment, keeping in view the gravity of 
the offence committed by him. 


There is only one instance in this 
country when a motion was moved 
for punishment, saying what has been 
done already is not sufficient. You 
remember the case of the Steel Con¬ 
troller, Shri S. P. Mukherjee, who 
was reprimanded by th e Speaker. It 


is not that he was left scot-free. Shri 
S. P. Mukherjee, a Class I Officer, a 
Government servant, he was repri¬ 
manded by the Speaker, though the 
case was not fully proved. Then, a 
subsequent motion was moved by 
Shri Madhu L'imaye that he should 
be imprisoned. Then the late Shri 
Moha n Kumaramangalam came to his 
rescue, who said that a man should 
not be punished twice for the same 
offence. That was the argument 
which wf> 3 advanced in support of 
Shri Mukherjee against the imposi¬ 
tion of a particular punishment. But 
the fact remains that Shri Mukherjee 
was reprimanded. 

In this case, I would like to know 
from those hon. Members who would 
like to support Shri Raghu Ramaiah, 
whether a man who has committed a 
breach of privilege, a contempt of 
this House, should be allowed to go 
scot-free, merely because Shri Raghu 
Ramaiah In his wisdom thinks that 
he should not be punished? What 
punishment has been given to him? 
Has he been reprimanded or cen¬ 
sured by the Speaker? Or, has he 
been given imprisonment till the ris¬ 
ing of the court? I am not after the 
blood of Shri Krishna Kanta Dutta. 
He may or may not be punished, but 
let Shri Raghu Ramaiah, the Minis¬ 
ter of Parliamentary Affairs, the cus¬ 
todian of parliamentary democracy in 
this country, not become a Portia in 
this case. It is not that we want our 
pound of flesh. But, let him realise 
that he is also a Member of this 
House. While I wish him to conti¬ 
nue in his Ministership to the last 
day of his life, suppose he leaves the 
Ministry one day, he will meet with 
the same fate. Therefore, I would 
appeal to your sense of impartiality 
and sense of justice. 

Sir, we must remember that when 
any privilege motion is discussed, 
this House is converted into a House 
of Judges, and you are the Chief 
Justice. You must realise that y° u 
have to protect the prestige and pri¬ 
vilege of this House. If you are un¬ 
able to accept our suggestion, jet this 
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gentleman be brought to the dock of 
this House and reprimanded by you. 
That would be a sufficient punish¬ 
ment. Why should we show any 
leniency? I hope Shri Raghu Ra- 
maiah remembers how Shri Karanjia 
was dealt with. When Shri Hanu- 
manlhaiya was speaking, he said that 
we should not become louchy. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA: I 
did not use the word ‘touchy’. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: He gave 
the comparison of an elephant and 
an ant. He said: let us forgive the 
ant. But if the ant does-not live in 
its proper place, it should be shown 
its proper place. 

Sir, you must uphold the dignity 
of this House. I would request the 
hon. Members to suggest some suit¬ 
able punishment to Shri Dutta. Let 
him realise that he cannot go scot- 
free. 

MR. SPEAKER: There are a large 
number of members wanting to speak 
on this. It is not possible to accom¬ 
modate them within one hour. Then, 
we will have to extend the time. The 
other alternative is that members 
should be brief. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
(Cooch-Behar); Sir, this motion is 
very peculiar. It is true that the 
Committee has made certain observa¬ 
tions, but in the last para the Com¬ 
mittee did not make any recommen¬ 
dation on the course of action to be 
taken in the matter. It has left it 
open to the House. If one takes the 
trouble of going through the entire 
records and proceedings of the Com¬ 
mittee in this regard, it will be ob¬ 
served that; the very basis, the first 
report, which is the nexu s to the 
charge that Shri Dutta had submitted 
a false allegation against an hon. 
Member of this House, that was miss¬ 
ing. Who should be believed and 
who should not be believed, that is 
the first question. Are only police 
offidals to be believed? Is there ade¬ 
quate evidence for that according to 


the law of evidence that we are fol¬ 
lowing in this country? The person 
says that he did not find all these 
paper?, and whatever he signed, he 
signed after the occurrence, and 
nothing more. An allegation is made 
against one Mr. K. K. Dutta on the 
basis that h e did file a complaint 
against an hon. Member of the House. 
What is the whole story? The alle¬ 
gation is that harassment was made, 
that there was occasion for breach of 
privilege, jt was done by the railway 
authorities and the police officials, 
and not by this person. The question 
arose why they acted in such a rash 
and atrocious manner in order to 
humiliate a Member of Parliament 
which is really reprehensible. In 
order to save their own skin, they 
took the plea that one Mr. K. K. 
Dutta. whose identity was not even 
known to the police officials or the 
railway authorities, had made a' state¬ 
ment. They also stated in their evi¬ 
dence they never knew of this man, 
neither was he readily available to 
ask further questions. What is more 
interesting is that within two or 
three minutes of the starting of the 
investigation, the police officials from 
downstairs went upstairs and humili¬ 
ated and harassed the hon. Member 
of Parliament and so the Committee 
recommended that it was an a ct of 
breach of privilege and that they 
should b e suitably punished, and the 
respective authorities punished them 
as mentioned in the Action Taken 
Report, the 19th Report. 

The original report is missing, or 
it could not be found anywhere, on 
the basis of which this particular 
person, Shri K. K. Dutta could be 
found guilty of breach of privilege. 
What is more, in' the absence of pro¬ 
per norms, the matter has already 
been sent up to the High Court to 
decide as to what further steps should 
be taken. It is now under the consi¬ 
deration of the High Court at Cal¬ 
cutta. Further, while action was 
taken under section 182 against K. K. 
Dutta, after going through all these 
processes, he was completely dis¬ 
charged under section 245 ot the 
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Criminal Procedure Code. What does 
it mean? It means that nowhere in 
this entire episode has he been found 
guilty. 

In the light of these facts I fully 
believe that the falsity of the state¬ 
ment of K. K. Dutta is yet to be 
proved. Unless it is proved satisfac¬ 
torily, I do not think it will be pro¬ 
per on the part of this august House 
simply to summon someone and re¬ 
primand him. Therefore, 1 oppose 
the motion of Shri Dinen Bhatta- 
charyya. 

MR. SPEAKER: I propose to call 
the Minister at 10 minutes to 12, If 
hon. Members confine themselves to 
6 minutes each, I can accommodate 
four, two from this side and from the 
other side. 

SHRI II. N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta 
—North-East): Having been a Mem¬ 
ber of the Committee of Privileges 
at certain relevant periods and re¬ 
collecting vividly something of the 
demeanour of this particular person, 
K. K. Dutta, who appeared before 
the Committee and gave evidence 
when he was called upon to do so, 
I feel I must support the motion 
made by my hon. friend Shri Dinen 
Bhattacharyya. 

This is a cas e in which, as my hon. 
friend Shri Banerjee has pointed out, 
there are certain principles involved, 
and not that we want to punish a 
person for punishment's sake. The 
finding of the Committee of Privi¬ 
leges is very clear. Obviously they 
were dissatisfied with the way in 
■which th e facts were presented be¬ 
fore them by the officials who were 
involved in this business. 

Something egregious had happened. 
A Member of Parliament carrying his 
Identity Card, being challenged by a 
railway officer,, showing his Card and 
proyiding his bona fides and yet being 
dragged to a police outpost in the 
railway station, humiliated in the 
presence of hundreds of people who 


were assembled at a very busy centre, 
like, Asansol. This egregious treat¬ 
ment was meted out to a Member of 
Parliament who did not succeed, like, 
some of us who apparently do succeed 
in throwing their weight about and 
intimidating people. Sometimes, we do 
it in a manner which I personnaly 
reprobate. But because he wa s a de¬ 
cent Member who did not want to 
throw his weight about, he was 
challenged in this fashion and humi¬ 
liated. 


Then, the story came out that there 
must have been a motivated effort, a 
mala fide effort, to malign this parti¬ 
cular person. And God knows what 
complications of political intrigue are 
behind this episode. But I remember 
very distinctly not only the behaviour 
of this particular person, Shri Krishna 
Kanta Dutta whom the Committee of 
Privileges themselves want the House 
to punish, I remember also how in 
regard to the matter relative to the 
disappearance or to the non-produc¬ 
tion—i do not exactly remember—of 
certain documents, a Deputy Secretary 
or a Joint Secretary to the Govern¬ 
ment of West Bengal giving evidence 
had to admit that there was a hocus- 
pocus in the whole matter and things 
were being attempted to be hidden 
from the view of the court. Therefore, 
after a long cogitation extending over 
a couple of years or so or, perhaps, 
more even, the Committee have come 
to their finding which ? s very positive. 

I cannot imagine how Parliament 
can treat the Report of the Committee 
with disrespect. To adopt a motion 
moved by my hon. friend, Shri Raghu 
Ramaiah, the Minister of Parliament¬ 
ary Affairs would be showing dis¬ 
respect to the views of the Committee. 
The Committee have made the recom¬ 
mendation ip these words: 


“That Committee express their 
displeasure on the conduct of the 
concerned railway and police officers 
and recommend that suitable depart¬ 
mental action be taken by the 
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Government against them ; nd re¬ 
ported to the House as early as 

possible.” 

The Committee is very clear that 
something very bad ha s been done and 
those officers of railway and police 
have to be done something to. 

In regard to Shri Krishna Kanta 
Dutta who was the villian of the piece, 
who started the whole chain of inci¬ 
dents, the Committee are of the view 
that they “need not recommend any 
specific punishment for him but leave 
it to the House to award suitable 
punishment to him.” The Committee 
do not say that on the basis of the 
facts before them, they find that the 
case is not proved against him and, 
therefore, the case might be dropped. 
The Committee might very well have 
recommended that the case against 
Shri Krishna Kanta Dutta be dropp¬ 
ed. But the Committee did not 
choose to do so. 

The Committee, as all of us know, 
tries to act with great dignity. It 
never wishes to give an impression of 
vindictiveness to Ifie citizens of the 
country, whether in Government or 
outside who might come to some kind 
of brush with Members of Parliament. 
The Committee alway s try to formulate 
its recommendations after a 1 ;ng 
cogitation and careful consideration 
and, therefore, when the Committee 
tells the House to meet out some 
punishment, it is for us to do so. Mr. 
Dinen Bhatacharyya has spelt out the 
kind of punishment which could be 
given to him. At least, he could be 
brought to the Bar of the House and 
reprimanded. It could he done. 

My hon. friend, Mr. S. M. Banerjee, 
has reminded us how w regard to a 
Government officer who was the Deputy 
Controller of Iron and Steel had been 
treated in a fashion which does not 
redound very well in so far as our 
work is concerned. We have shown 
such scrupulous regard for even a 
literal pursuit of whatever is said by 
the Commitee of Privileges. Therefore, 
in regard to this matter, when the 


Committee 

Committee of Privileges is positive in 
it s recommendation to the House, that 
some punishment whatever it is 
should be meted out to Shri Krishna 
Kanta Dutta, we should take up the 
job and meet out that punishment to 
him. Mr. Bhaltaeharyya has spelt 
out the punishment or, at least, he 
might be brought to th e Bar of the 
House at an appropriate time and re¬ 
primanded. 

The Minister of Parliamentary 
Afl.au motion just cannot pass 
mus 1 or because that, goes against the 
grain of parliamentary activity. It 
repudiates the recommendation of the 
Committee of Privileges. I have 
heard nothing at, least from Mr. 
Daschowdhury at any rate to justify 
that proposition. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Bhatta- 
charyya, while putting th e case before 
the House, accused Mr Raghu 
Ramaiah of trying to save Mr. K. JC. 
Dutta. If I have understood Mr. Raghu 
Ramaiah’s motion correctly, he is not 
trying to save Mr. K .K. Dutta. The 
whole question is whether it will en¬ 
hance the dignity and prestige of this 
House and of the hon. Members by 
inflicting some punishment on this 
person or by taking the other view 
of dropping the matter. 

We, on this side of the House also, 
take a very serious view of the ques¬ 
tion of privilege of Members because 
prn iloge of a Member is privilege of 
a Member irrespiective of the Party 
to which he may belong. Bui the 
question is whether we will really 
enhance the prestige of the House by 
inflicting some punishment on him, 
taking into consideration the entire 
facts and circumstances of this case. 
It cannot also be forgotton that, when¬ 
ever a decision of this nature is taken 
by the House, it gets a lot of publicity 
and thereby it gives a certain amount 
of importance to the individual con¬ 
cerned. After all, the Committee has 
expresed its view regarding the officers 
concerned, and wq are one with it 
But the question ig whether, taking 
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into consideration the entire circum¬ 
stances, we should indict a punishment 
on an insignificant person lik e Mr. K. 
K. Dutta, because, there are certain 
aspects one must consider hof.ro in¬ 
flicting a punishment. I he Commit¬ 
tee's report is. undoubtedly, to be given 
the highest respect and \te do rive it 
the highest respect. But if we want to 
give punishment to an individual, the 
House, in spite of Ihe report ol the 
Committee, shall have to go into the 
entire case afresh and come to its 
conclusion. As Mr. Daschowdhury has 
pointed out, there are certain facts in 
this case which we cannot ignore. 
Here is a case where Mr. Bulla did, 
in very categorical terms, deny ihat 
he made certain statements, cn ihe 
basis of which punishment is sought 
to be inflicted on him. One piece of 
evidence by whieh his statement can 
be corroborated is the original docu¬ 
ment or the original entry. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the original entrv is missing. If 
thi s document is missing, we can hold 
only that person guiltv in whose 
custody it was, and we cannot draw an 
adverse inference against Dutta be¬ 
cause at no point of lime, the 
document was in his custody. He has 
come before Ihis Committee and said 
that he has not made Ibis si;.turnout. 
Here is a statement on his part. 


The only piece of evidence by which 
the statement could have been con¬ 
tradicted or corroborated is the 
original entry the original document, 
which we do not have before this 
House. Added to it is th e fact that 
he has also been acquitted by a 
criminal court. I do not deny for a 
moment that, spite of an acquittal by 
a criminal court, this House or the 
Privileges Committee has the autho¬ 
rity to punish him. But the ques¬ 
tion is whether it will be pro¬ 
per, in such a case where the most 
Important evidence is missing, where 
a criminal court has come to the 
conclusion that there was no mens 
rea on his part, to inflict a punish¬ 
ment on a person, insignificant as he 


is, and give undue importance to 
him-and may be, undu e importance 
and publicity. I have tried to go 
through the records on privileges; 
it is only in exceptional cases that thi s 
House has taken the extraordinary 
step of punishing a person on a ques¬ 
tion of privilege because, we want to 
reserve it for exceptional cases and 
for persons who really count. If this 
House starts giving punishment to 
insignificant persons, in all cases of 
slightly doubtful nature, this potent 
weapon which we have before us in 
this House will lose much of its im¬ 
portance. 


Therefore, instead of going into the 
merits of the whole case again, in¬ 
stead of examining afresh the entire 
report of the Privileges Committee- 
because we cannot punish a person 
without going through the report and 
without examining Ihe case afresh- 
nnd also considering the fact that 
there is a dissenting note by an hon. 
Member, taking into consideration f!1 
these aspects, my submission will be 
this. When a recommendation is 
made by a Committee that they leave 
it to the House to punish, the inhe¬ 
rent power is there to punish or not 
to rnmish. When somebody is asked 
to do something, the inherent power is 
nuthomatically given to him to do 
something or not to do something. 
Therefore, the best course, in my 
opinion, will be that we do accept the 
report, we do not challenge the report 
we do not say that he is not guilty-, 
but at the present moment taking 
into account the entire case, we say 
that, in thi s matter, no further punish¬ 
ment in necessary because, after all, 
he has suffered the pangs of prosecu¬ 
tion. That also one has to admit. So 
w e may recommend that no further 
punishment is necessary and that the 
matter may be dropped. While doing 
So, I do not think that we will save 
K.. K. Dutta or we will show any 
disrespect to the House. We will only 
enhance the prestige and dignity Of 
this House. 
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SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): Now, Sir, I am afraid that 
the spirit behind the motion of Shri 
Raghu Ramaiah has not been properly 
appreciated as was emphasized by my 
friend, Mr. Goswami. The stand taken 
by Mr. Raghu Ramaiah in his motion 
is one of rejection of the committee’s 
report. Sir, the report has two parts, 
one, a finding to the effect that a 
breach of privilege has been committed 
and another, a recommendation to the 
effect that a suitable punishment be 
awarded by this House. 


The law of privilege knows two 
types of punishment, a specific punish¬ 
ment inflicted on the person concerned 
and the other is to treat the alleged 
contempt with contempt. That is 
to say, the punishment to be meted out 
in the circumstances is to ignore it- 
That Is the position taken in different 
cases- Precedents can be quoted. 
Therefore, accepting the finding of 
the Privileges Committee that there 
is a breach of privilege, we, the House, 


have been asked by Mr. Raghu 
Ramaiah to consider whether tins is 
a case in which the House must invoke 
its extra-ordinary jurisdiction and 
magnify the whole thing, call the man 
to the Hat of the House, arrest him 
and magnify the matter in such a 
manner. Therefore, the suggestion is 
punishing without punishing. If I 
may say so, it may .sound contra¬ 
dictory. Hut that is also a sort of 
punishment known to the law of 
privilege, punishing him by treating 
him with contempt or you may say, 
ignoring him. This is the best thing 
to be clone for the Lok Sabha, for the 
Parliament of India, to do with respect 
to this. That is one aspect of the 
matter. That is the spirit in which 
the motion has been moved. 

1 do not want to comment on the 
Privileges Committee’s report. It is 
a highly respected committee. When 
they make a report, wo accept it, 
rather than go behind the finding. 
But there is one difficulty, if I may 
say so. There are two types of people 
who have committed the breach of 
privilege, Heated the MP with con¬ 
tempt, arrested the MP and did all 
sorts of things. The comment by the 
Committee about those things is very 
bitter and very harsh and I do not 
want to read the whole thing. Each 
officer is mentioned, each officer ha, 
been commented on and the Com¬ 
mittee says that they have committed 
gross contempt, and gross breach of 
privilege they have committed. With 
respect to them the Committee has re¬ 
commended, “The Committee express 
their displeasure on the conduct of the 
railway officials and recommend that 
suitable departmental action be taken 
by the government against them and 
reported, to thej House as early as 
possible.” Another finding is: ‘The 
Committee finds that there is a breach 
of privilege, no punishment is recom¬ 
mended and we leave it to the House 
to punish.’ Well, Sir, this is not fair. 
After all, this person’s letter initiated 
certain action on the part of the 
officers. I do not want to go into the 
question as to whether lodging a 
complaint against an MP would 
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amount to a breach of privilege. I 
do not want to go into that question. 
Now they have found it so. 

There are two type of people. 
Prima facie they commit breach of 
privilege, they harass and M.P., inflict 
all sorts of things, brandish their 
revolver at an M.P. Such sorts of 
people are there. They six* left to 
the Department and the House is rot 
to dea) with them. It is not recom¬ 
mended to the House saying you im¬ 
pose the punishment. Well, Sir, the 
important thing is not the quantum 
but do inflicts the punishment. Is 
a contempt of a Member of Parlia¬ 
ment, is a breach of privilege, some¬ 
thing to be punished by the depart¬ 
ment, or is it something to be punish¬ 
ed by this House. We must get an 
opportunity to punish the real culprit 
who must be punished by this House. 
If it is left to the department we do 
not know what will happen. They 
may give a reprimand. But the re¬ 
primand by the House and reprimand 
by the Department ar e not the same 
thing. A warning by the House and 
a warning by the Department are not 
the same thing. A punishment by the 
House and a punisnvent by the depart¬ 
ment are not the same thing. There¬ 
fore, if those officers are not to be 
punished by this House, then, Mr. 
Raghu Ramaiah has recommended 
that no specific punishment be im¬ 
posed on them. That is to say, punish 
them without punishing them, punish 
them by treating them with contempt. 
This is the procedure which is known 
to the Parliament. That will be 
sufficient punishment. We find him 
guilty but we don’t find him important 
enough to deserve punishment at 
our hands. That spirit behind the 
motion may he appreciated and let the 
motion be accepted. Let the Privilege 
Committee be treated with respect 
and fairness be done and the scales be 
held even. I support the motion 
moved by Mr. Raghu Ramaiah. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU- 


RAMAIAH): Sir, I am grateful to 
my colleagues on this side, to senior 
colleagues like Shri Hanumanthaiya 
and others who have supported by 
motion. I aim sorry Mr. Banerjee who 
reminded me of Portia is not here; I 
wanted to return the compliment to 
him, the sam e Shakesperian expres¬ 
sion. His speech reminds me of the 
action of Shylock. Let me at the 
outset make it clear that neither I nor 
any member on this side of the House 
has any less respect for the privilege 
Committee headed at the moment by 
our esteemed colleague Mr. Salve. We 
have great respect for every com¬ 
mittee of the House. 

Having said that, I would like to 
add that notwithstanding that, the 
House is supreme. The supremacy of 
the House is as vital and important 
as the importance of the Committee’s 
functioning. Therefore, there is noth¬ 
ing wrong if we happen to take a 
different view technically. But we 
are not taking that view in this case, 
as far as the substance of the matter 
is concerned, as has been explained 
by Mr. Stephen. But we are not dis¬ 
puting the fact that the committee 
has found Mr. K. K. Dutta guilty of 
breach of privilege of the House. We 
are not disputing that, although, I am 
bound to point out certain circum¬ 
stances which have made me bring 
this motion before the House. Legal 
Members of the House are aware of 
what i s called contributory negligence. 
There is privilege and there is con¬ 
tributory privilege. I call it so 
because, between the complaint of 
that man and the actual breach of 
privilege committed by the official, 
there is this fact that they need not 
have acted on the complaint, but I am 
not going into it. 

Another extra-ordinary thing in 
this case is the complaint which he 
is supposed to have made originally 
that a Member, posing himself as a 
Member, sitting in the First-class 
Compartment, i$ missing. God knows 
what has happened to it? That com¬ 
plaint is not there and Shri Krishna 
Kanta Dutta comes before the privi- 
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leges Committee and denies having 
made that and says that, after the 
incident, he only said that the identi¬ 
ty card was asked for and that was 
not produced. Anyhow whether he 
is telling the truth here or there, it is 
not for us to judge because the 
Committee has gone into it thorough¬ 
ly and I do not want to comment on 
that. 

There is also the fact pointed out 
by one of my colleagues that the cri¬ 
minal court went into—substantially 
the same allegation that he made a 
false complaint against a Member ol 
Parliament. And, according to the 
report of the Committee the learned 
Magistrate, while acquitting Shn K. 
K. Dutta of the charge against him, 
has stated in his judgment: — 


“Learned A.P.P. has very frankly 
and fairly conceded that the 
accused Krishna Kanta Dutta had 
no motive and there is no evidence 
against him in this respect—Prose¬ 
cution has also failed to prove that 
the allegations made by the accused 
in G. D. entry were false to his 
knowledge or at any rate, he did 
not believe them to be tru e at the 
time when he made these allega¬ 
tion.” 

This is one of the factors which we 
have to take into consideration. Then, 
there is also this point that the Pri¬ 
vilege in this House is a great right 
which this House has. Now, as pointed 
out by Shri Hanumanthaiah, I do not 
mind borrowing this expression 
which, I think, is an apt expression, 
that this is like using an elephant to 
curb the ant. Here is an individual 
who, I believe, is sufficiently punish¬ 
ed already because we are not disput¬ 
ing the findings of this Committee 
that he is guilty of breach of privilege 
and that itself is a slur on him for the 
rest of his life. W e are accepting 
that finding. In the circumstances, I 
beg of the House to bear this in mind 
and agree with me that this finding is 
sufficient and that we need not give 


him greater importance by bringing 
him to the Bar of this august House. 
After all, as pointed out by Shri 
Stephen, this is left to us to punish or 
not to punish. In the circumstances 
of the cose. I submit that my motion 
be adopted. 

MR. SPEAKER: Mr. Dinen Babu, 
do you want to press your motion? 

SHRI DINEN BH ATTACH ARY YA: 

I would not only like to press my 
motion but I want to say a few things. 
It is not understandable why this 
precedent is being created here. It 
is stated here that th e Committee is 
not giving any specific punishment 
but it leaves that to the House to give 
a suitable punishment. The word 
punishment is there. Shri Stephen, 
a veteran lawyer and Shri Raghu 
Ramaiah who is also a lawyer.... 

MR. SPEAKER: I think he was a 
barrister. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Why should he say ‘punish or not to 
punish or guilty or not guilty’? Why 
is he pleading like that? Is it a court 
of law or Parliament? Here is a 
Member's privilege involved and the 
privilege Committee has come to a 
definite conclusion. I am not going 
into it. The only thing is that he 
made a false statement to the Com¬ 
mittee. Is it correct or not? If it is 
so, then it is a question of privilege. 
I am unable to understand why we 
should go by vote on this? 

MR. SPEAKER: You should have 
done that much earlier. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I told him that it 
would he better that. he. as the Minis¬ 
ter of Parliamentary Affairs, should 
have brought forward this Motion 
and not by me.. It was the duty of 
the Minister an<j it is not such a 
thing that he should ignore it. 

12.00 hrs. 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE: I s it 
not proper at least to send it back to 
the Committee of Privileges to decide 
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on the quantum of punishment that 
they want to decide upon? The 
trouble is that here in this House, 
you cannot perhaps always determine 
the quantum of punishment. The 
idea of punishment being due is made 
in the Committee’s Report and unless 
we are ready to throw it into the 
wastepapr basket, we cannot pass 
the Motion of Shri Raghu Ramaiah. 
Either you send it back to the Com¬ 
mittee or you accept Shri Bhatta- 
charya’s Motion. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is for the House 
to decide now. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akole): I 
request that this matter be net 
decided by vote. I have also been a 
member of the Privileges Committee. 
Up till now we have had a salulory 
convention. I n the entire history of 
the Privileges Committee, you will 
not find an occasion when thi ? House 
lias voted against it. Therefore, Jet 
us not have a precedent. I would 
plead with Shri Bhattacharvya not 
to press his motion. You have got 
the essence of it conceded. The guilt 
is maintained. There is this feeling, 
as Shri Raghu Ramaiah has pointed 
out, that he is censured enough. 
Censure itself is a punishment. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
No. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: We say 
that we have found him guilty. But 
I am requesting him: do not press 
the motion to a vote. You know the 
consensus, the feeling of the House. 
As I said, justice also must be tem¬ 
pered with mercy. Therefore, do not 
let us press it. Our dignity is much 
higher. Let us not equate it with 
punishing a small man, by getting on 
with this vote. I think that will be 
in consonance with our dignity. X 
beg of him to consider it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ro d e- 

MR. SPEAKER: No second round. 
I allowed Shri Sathe because he was 
appealing for unanimity. 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Let me 
make this suggestion. I have heard 
Shri Sathe. He feels sore about this. 
We also want that the dignity of the 
House should be maintained. Is it 
necessary that we pass either this 
motion or that? Let it be held in 
abeyance. Let us think it over. Or 
instead of Shri Raghu Ramaiah say¬ 
ing in his Motion ‘the matter be 
dropped’, let us say that ‘we pardon 
this man’. Let the word ‘pardon’ bo 
there. We will vote for that. 

SHRI K. RAGHU RAMAIAH: 
Keeping it pending will be like 
Portia. 

MR. SPEAKER: Since there is no 
unanimity, I have no option but to 
put it. to vote. The question is that 
the motion moved by Shri Dinen 
Bhattacharyya.... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

I have full confidence in you. There 
is a clear finding. But I want to say 
in the spirit that Shri Banerjee 
made Ins suggestion, let Shri Raghu 
Ramaiah come forward with an 
amendment to his motion and let it 
be put this way: ‘that the man was 
found guilty of breach of privilege, 
hut still the House pardons him’. 
Let it be amended that way. Why 
not? Everybody is agreed that he 
was guilty. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: We de¬ 
cide to show mercy. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
All right. At least make a mention 
of it, that the House agrees with 
the view of the Committee that 
it was a breach of privilege. but 
still we do not want to punish him 
in any other way; we pardon him. 
Let it be there. 

MR. SPEAKER: Para 50 of thj 
report is the same thing; that is 
you are saying. 
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SHRI D1JMEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
No t Sir. They have left it to the House 
to decide. At least I agree that he 
committed a breach of privilege.... 
(Interruption s). « ' 

SHRI K. RACIIU RAMAIAH: 1 
am quite prepared to amend my reso¬ 
lution this way; That this House 
agrees with the Privileges Committee 
that Shri K. K. Dutta is guilty of 
breach of privilege of the House but 
resolves not to pursue the matter fur¬ 
ther. Sir, 1 move: 

“That this House agrees with the 
Seventeenth Report of the Commit¬ 
tee of Privileges presented to the 
House on the 27th January, 1976 
that Shri Krishna Kanta Dut'ta has 
committed a breach of privilege and 
contempt of the House but resolv¬ 
es not to pursue the matter fur¬ 
ther.” 

MR. SPEAKER; I think Shri 
Dinen Bhattacharyya doe s not press 
his motion for a vole. The question 
is: 

“That tins House agrees with the 
Seventeenth Report of th c Com¬ 
mittee of Privileges presented to 
th e House on the 27lh January, 
1976 that Shri Krishna Kanta Dutta 
has committee a breach of privi¬ 
lege and contempt of the House but 
resolves net to pursue the matter 
further.”

RE. STATEMENT ON BONUS—contd. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA¬ 
MAIAH): Sir, I think the point rais¬ 
ed by Shri 3. M Banerjee relates to 
the alleged discontent among the 
workers in various industries in the 
country because of non declaration of 


bonus by the employers to be paid 
before Id, D.wah, Onam and steps 
taken by the government. He wanted 
a statement, i consulted the Labour 
Minister who is busy in Rajya Sabha. 
He has told me to submit to the 
House through you, Sir, that the mat¬ 
ter is being taken up with the state 
governments and at this stage it 
would not be in public interest to 
make any statement 

SHRI INDHAJ1T GUPTA (Ali- 
pore): What about the public sector 
undertakings’ They have nothing to 
do with the State Governments? The 
Indian Oil Corporation declared 20 
per cent bonus. What, about the other 
public sector undertakings? (Inter¬ 
ruption) 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Sir. I am not talking only of the pri¬ 
vate sector, where thc textile, jute 
and engineering industries have not 
declared anything. In the case of 
public sector undertakings, the IOC 
has declared a bonus of 20 per cent. 
But, in the case of the Shipping Cor¬ 
poration, which has earned the maxi¬ 
mum profit, it i? unable to pay any 
bonus in the absence of a definite Go¬ 
vernment order. So, I would request 
you to ask the Labour Minister to 
make some statement, to allay the 
fear in th c minds of the workers that 
they are being deprived of their 
legitimate bonus. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI (Caieutta-South): I come 
from a State which is going to cele¬ 
brate the puja in the beginning of 
next month. Ycu know very well that 
at the time of the puja the working 
class need money for the celebrations. 
The Labour Minister says that no 
statement can be made on this subject 
in the public interest. Such a state¬ 
ment is likely to create some doubts 
in the mind of the working class, 
particularly in the public sector. 
Because of this I am facing a diffi¬ 
cult situation. The working class have 
accepted the emergency and defended 
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the 20-Point Programme. The workers 
in the factories in both the public 
sector and private sector have ensu¬ 
red full production. Yet it has not 
been categorically stated that they 
“Will get justice by the Labour Minis¬ 
ter making statement here. If such 
a statement is made, it will create an 
atmosphere which will help the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament to convince the 
working class that they will get their 
dues. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Yesterday, when the hon. Prime 
Minister was present, 1 raised this 
issue. Every year the workers were 
getting some amount as annua] bonus. 
This is the first year after so many 
years when the workers will 
not get any bonus in most of the un¬ 
dertakings. Government, cannot take 
the stand t^at everything depends on 
the State Government, or in the pub¬ 
lic interest they cannot make a state¬ 
ment. This is no argument. Most of 
the public sector undertakings have 
earned sufficient profits. Within a 
few days puja will come and also 
deepawnli and onam in th e South. 
Further, this is the last day of the 
session. So, you should ensure that 
justice is done to the employees. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Many 
of us are connected with the unions. 
So long we were being told that, as 
far as the public sector is concerned, 
the Bureau of Fublic Enterprises and 
the Ministry cf Finance were con¬ 
sidering at the policy level so that 
some uniform policy could be decided 
for all the public sector undertakings. 
Now, after that we read in the press 
that the Indian Oil Corporation has 
declared a bonus of 20 per cent. Thre- 
fore, we take it that some decision 
has been reached by the Government. 
Otherwise, IOC could not unilaterally 
give a decision like that. It is neither 
Proper nor fair to expect the Minister 
of Parliamentary Affairs to explain 
this matter here. I would insist that 
on the last day of this House the

Labour Minister should come hare 
at som e time suitable to him and 
make a statement.

I hope, 
the Members will cooperate.

SHRIMATI MAYA RAY (Raiganj); 
In due deference to your request, I 
will try to confine my remarks about 
this Bill in as short a possible time 
as I can. 

The biggest revolution that we 
have to usher in this vast sub-con¬ 
tinent of ours is integration. Integra¬ 
tion of what? Intergration of castes, 
integration of religions and integra¬ 
tion of communities and this is the 
biggest revolution that is facing us 
to-day. 

1 feel that the Bill that has come 
before us is one which really cuts 
across Party lines. There may not be 
very much difference between me 
and what my hon. friend opposite has 
said became he mentioned SctuaJy 
the very sub-division which I have 
the privilege to represent. I have the 
privilega to represent a constituency 
which comprises of 40 per cent Mus¬ 
lims, 20 per cent Scheduled Castes, 

20 per cent Scheduled Tribes and 
20 per cent other communities and 
that 13 why 1 feel about this subject 
very very strongly. Because they" have 
chosen me to represent them here, I 
must, in all deference, not merely 
speak—and I never speak unlss l 
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feel—and I feel what my friend op¬ 
posite said is practically 100 per cent 
correct, that how these people are 
treated has to be seen to be belie veil 
and I have seen it because I had been 
to my constituency. They have no 
communications worth the name and 
1 had to use spade to dig a road in 
order to reach some villages that 
have net been touched for the past 
25 years. That is what we have seen. 
But the only point where I differ with 
him is when he says that nothing at 
all has been done. There had been 
attempts to do something, but I am 
afraid the impact is not such as it 
should have been an<j here is where 
I would like to suggest that when we 
have this Bill, this should have acted 
a s a catalyst towards the achievement 
of that revolution which we are pre¬ 
aching to bring about. There was a 
time in Bengal when it was sought 
to be brought about by violence and 
bloodshed. But they have no now 
realised that that is not the propei 
method. To-day we want to bring in 
that revolution in a peaceful way and 
the path has been shown by no less 
a person than Shrimati Indira Gandhi 
through her 25-point programme 
which is cenainly, shall wc say, the 
torch which is showing the path 
and we could be the torch-bearers. 

I want to stress two things in this. 
Of course, the other speakers will fill 
in all tb? o'her details and they are 
more competent to do so. But I would 
like to «ay that. I never preach what 
1 do not practise. I do not believe in 
easteism. I have not practised it. 
Incidentally this is a digression as far 
as the population control is concer¬ 
ned, I can claim that I have fully 
contributed to that and I am compe¬ 
tent to talk about population control. 
To come back to the point that 
I do not preach what I do not practise, 

1 do not believe in easteism. This very 
word ‘Scheduled’ i n the vocabulary of 
our Indian languages should be wiped 
out and eradicated because it brings 
invidious division, easteism and sub¬ 


divisions and what I would say, a 
dividing line between one human be¬ 
ing from the other. Everybody is a 
human being .and an Indian in this 
country. I do not call myself ‘a 
Bengali first. I am an Indian first. 
My heritage comes second, but $ am 
an Indian first. 

Now, coming to the Bill-before us, 
what I find here in this Bill is a sort 
of piece-meal legislation. It could 
have been comprehensive and, it 
should have .been comprehensive. 
You take away the advantages that 
you give to a person in order to 
bring him up or par as soon as pos¬ 
sible with the rest of the more for¬ 
tunate of ours. You give him cer¬ 
tain advantages. Sir, the freedom 
of movement is enshrined in our 
Constitution. It says that an Indian 
can go to any part of the country 
and settle there. But, as far as this 
Bill is concerned, what you give by 
one hand, you take away by the 
other hand. Inside the State you are 
all right but the moment you choose, 
perhaps to get £. better opportunity 
or job, to go to another part of the 
country, that advantage you have 
been given will b e taken away. 

I cannot understand why what you 
j.ive with your right hand, you take 
away with your left hand. Why could 
we not have done the whole thing 
together? Withm the State I am faced 
with this problem. It used to be a part 
of Bihar. It was transferred to Ben¬ 
gal. It was neglected by Bihar be¬ 
cause .it that time the decision was 
n,ot taken whether it was going to 
remain with Bihar or come to Ben¬ 
gal. ^nd therefore Bihar felt, ‘we 
are not going to bother about it’. 
Likewise, the erstwhile Bengal Gov¬ 
ernment also thought, ‘Well, if it i> 
going to Bihar, why should we bo¬ 
ther about it?’ So, it remains a No¬ 
man’s land. What happens to the 
people? They ore exactly in the same 
position as my hon. friend opposite 
has said. Then who the Hell are 
going to recognise them? Forgive 
me for using this language because 1 
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feel strongly about it. I go to my 
constituency. I find that they are the 
most abysmally backward class of 
people you can think of. That is why 
I ieel strongly about it. This Bill 
could have acted .as a catalyst to¬ 
wards this revolution which we are 
going to bring about but it is bring¬ 
ing about impediments. The very 
values that are enshrined in our 
constitution are being made nugatory 
by bringing in this Bill because, as 1 
said, it merely nibbles at the fringe 
of the problem. Through you, Mr. 
Speaker, I want to apprise this House 
of the feelings I had on the broad 
principles. I don’t want to go into 
th e clauses; there may be other per¬ 
sons who will go into them. I don’t 
believe in casteism. The sooner the 
words ‘scheduled' maistries' etc. are 
removed from our vocabulary, the 
better that would be. These are 
disparaging, according to me. 

With these words, Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

I hope I have been able to give out 
my feelings which I feel within my 
heart; I sometimes do not speak 
always with my head as Mr. Raghu 
Ramaiah has pointed cut. Therefore, 

I hope, I have conveyed my feelings 
about it. 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS’ AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA¬ 
MAIAH); Sir, tliis is a very impor¬ 
tant Bill and many hon. Members 
are anxious to participate. I lo not 
want to- stand in their way. I would 
like to mention that this item will 
be over by 6 O’clock. That means, 
the Minister may be called at 5 
O’clock. He will take about 45 
minutes or so. Then there are two 
ether Bills and so the House will 
have to sit a little late. This is my 
submission. 

MR. SPEAKER: So, accordingly, 
the Minister will be" called at 5 
O’clock. 

Now, ghri Dasaratha Deb. 

SHUI PASAHATHA DEB (Tri- 
hura East); jt i 8 very unfortunate 
that after $9 years erf independence r 


we have to treat a considerable sec¬ 
tion of our population as scheduled 
caste and scheduled tribe. If the 
Government was sincere enough this 
could have been done much earlier, 
but the Government had ail aiong 
been negligent towards their prob¬ 
lems. Even though they are being 
treated a$ scheduled castes and sche¬ 
duled tribes and certain concessions 
and safeguards are given to them, we 
find that th P net result has been very 
negligible. I do not say 'minus’, 
there is some result. But it is not 
up to the mark. 

It is unfortunate to note when it is 
the duty of the Government ana 
Parliament too that, after ten years, 
they hav e to review how far tnese 
people have come up after availing 
of these facilities given to them 
that review was not properly done. 
After a long time, our Home Minister 
has brought forward the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders 
Amending Bill in this piecemeal 
manner. Is it just? It should have 
been brought in a comprehensive 
way. Sir, there are as many as 144 
amendments the notices for which 
were given by a good number of hon. 
Members for fhe inclusion in the list 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. That itself is an indication 
that this Bill is not a comprehensive 
one. There are a large number of 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
who should be treated as 3 uch be¬ 
cause of their economic and social 
backwardness. But they are not in¬ 
cluded in the l’st and thereby they 
are being deprived of the facilities 
that are being provided to the speci¬ 
fied scheduled castes and scheduled 
tribes. 

In 1967 there was a Bill coming 
from the Joint Committee with many 
recommendations. But, I regret to say 
that Government did not take note 
of it and they (have brought forward 
this Bill in a very piecemeal manner 
just to remove certain restrictions 
within the State—-not within the 
Union of India—which is a Welcome 
feature and I welcome and sttp$6it 
that. But, at-,,the i 
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[Shri Dasaratha Deb] 

say that if a particular tribe is treated 
as a scheduled tribe in a particular 
State, why should the same tribe be 
not treated as such in the other State? 
When the Scheduled Tribes people 
migrate from one State to another, 
should they lose their ethnological 
entity or racial character or the tribe 
itself? No, certainly not. 

Sir, all these matters, therefore, 
require a very careful consideration 
and they have to be examined care¬ 
fully by Government and by the 
House itself. As many a s 144 amend¬ 
ments are brought forward here. It 
ds not possible to s&y which amend¬ 
ment is to be supported or not to be 
supported. Therefore, it is better that 
Government does not take up this 
Bill at this stage and the Bill be 
referred to the Joint Committee. 

Let the Joint Committee go for an 
on the spot study and then bring be¬ 
fore us a comprehensive Bill so that 
the House will hav e the benefit of 
this being discussed thoroughly. 
"What is the hurry involved in this 
Bill? 

Another interesting thing is this. 
The very sam e Bill was about to be 
discussed in the last session. When 
it came up, for some reason or other 
the Government had dropped that 
Bill at that time for consideration. 
And that was postponed. At that 
time we thought that Government 
might be bringing forward before 
the House a comprehensive Bill. We 
find now that the same Bill is now 
being brought here for the discussion. 
What is this? 

Thig is funny. It itself indicates 
that still Government are reluctant to 
•consider the problems of the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes seriously and they are 
dealing with them in a lighthearted 
manner. This is very unfortunate. 

In Assam there is a 40-lakh tribal 
population known as tea garden wor- 
Tcf*r or ex-tea garden workers. 
■Waring the British period, they mig¬ 
rated from Madhya Pradesh, Bihar, 
»»d Orissa as tea garden wor- 

- Ci ■*, 


kers. They have been residing in 
Assam for generations. Their kith 
and kin in their original States are 
treated as Scheduled Tribes, e. 0 , 
Santals, Mundas, Oraons, Gonds etc. 
But in Assam they are not treated 
as Scheduled Tribes. What is the 
logic behind this? I do not under¬ 
stand it. Simply because certain 
vested interests in Assam have ob¬ 
jected to their inclusion in the 
Scheduled Tribes list, why should the 
Government of India concede this 
objection? Why are you sitting idly 
here? I think it is the duty of the 
Government of India to see that all 
the Schedule^ Tribes are treated 
equally and properly. It is not their 
duty to ditto whatever the State 
Government says—that these castes 
should not be included in the S'C list, 
that these tribes should not be in¬ 
cluded in th e ST list. Is this the 
way in which you are looking after 
the welfare and interest of the 
Scheduled Tribe s living in the Indian 
Union? What is the logic behind it. 

A tribe is a tribe. Once a tribe is 
recognised as a Scheduled tribe in 
any State of the Indian Union, where¬ 
ver it lives or migrates, it must be 
treated or specified as a Scheduled 
Tribe in that area also- Govern¬ 
ment must pursue this policy. There 
should be no discrimination. In the 
neighbouring State of Tripura, the 
Chakmas and Halams are treated os 
tribes. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI (Kokra- 
jhar): Santal tribes also. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: But these 
tribes living in Assam are not treated 
as such. There are so many of them: 
Santals, Mundas, Oraons, .Gonds, 
Kharaias, Hos, Kishans, Paharis, 
Lohars, Kamars, Pans, Saoras, Rhon¬ 
das, Bhumijis, Goraits and many 
others—forty of them. They are 
treated as Scheduled Tribes in their 
respective original States, Biliar, MP> 
Orissa and so on. They are staying 
, in Assam for generations,. hundreds 
of years. But they are ' **!%.■ vfe! n * 

■ treated as Scheduled 'T^m'^wha 4 
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is the logic behind this treatment? 
That is why m y demand is that this 
Bill should not be passed now. It 
must be referred to a Joint Com¬ 
mittee to So into detail on the basis 
of an on the spot study. 

As regards Tripura, I have got my 
amendment. There is a particular 
tribe, they are not a tribe; they are 
■called Laskar community. They a»e 
being treated as Scheduled Tribe, 
"but so far as the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Order is con¬ 
cerned, I do not find this Laskar 
community specified a s a Scheduled 
Tribe. But the Government of Tri¬ 
pura has treated them as a Scheduled 
Tribe. 

MR. SPEAKER: Laskar is here. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: My 
■argument is that they are scheduled 
castes not scheduled tribe. Long ago, 
■60 years ago. a very small group of 
"the Laskar community came to the 
Maharaja and submitted to him that 
’‘we may be treated as a scheduled 
tribe: we will be loyal to the throne 
for generations'. 

The Maharaja treated them as 
scheduled tribes, by a certain order 
but in the presidential list it is not 
there. I want to' point out that a 
tribe has got its distinct culture, dis¬ 
tinct language and everything. You 
may not call it language; you may 
call it dialect; they speak in a differ¬ 
ent dialect. The Laskar community 
is different; it is of Bengali origin 
and in Tripura their mother tongue Is 
Bengali; their culture is Bengali; they 
have nothing in common with the 
tribes of Tripura. They are being 
treated a s a scheduled tribes. Our 
demand is that they should be treated 
as scheduled castes and not as sche¬ 
duled tribes. That is my amend¬ 
ment. 

» 

I shall explain the problem that 
we face. The Laskers are more ad¬ 
vanced compared to the scheduled 
tribes. In the Tripura Land Reform 
Act there;, are certain provisions. 
"Transfer of land from one scheduled 
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tribe person to another scheduled 
tribe person j s permitted (Inter¬ 
ruptions) In this Bill Laskar is not 
included; in the earlier Bill also it is 
not there but by the order of the 
Maharaja passed some sixty years 
ago, they are treated a s Scheduled 
Tribes, 

MR. SPEAKER: Is it a large com¬ 
munity? 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB; Not 
very large; but it is a community of 
considerable size. Now without the 
prior sanction of the government 
tribal land ca n be transferred to 
Laskar community because they are 
treated as tribal and they file an 
affidavit saying that they ar e trib'ais. 
Thus tribal land is transferred to 
them without prior sanction of the 
government. Once they got the land 
transferred jto them, what happens 
is this. They use their Bengali sur¬ 
name such a® Mazoomdar, Dutta, 
Chaudhuri, Das or Sen and then* 
transfer their lands to non-tribals 
and it never strikes the authority re¬ 
gistering the land transfer that the 
person who transfers land is a tribal 
and again here also since it is assum¬ 
ed that the land transfer is between 
one non-lribal and another non- 
tribal, prior sanction of the govern¬ 
ment is not insisted upon or obtained. 
If you allow them to continue to be 
treated as scheduled tribe, then they 
play the dirty game of transferring 
land in this manner. That is why 
our demand is that they should be 
given the facilities that are provided 
in our Constitution for the scheduled 
castes and they should not be treated 
as scheduled tribes. Therefore, you 
should accept my amendment. Las¬ 
kar community should be treated as 
scheduled caste and not as scheduled 
tribe. 

I also suggest that this Bill should 
he referred to a Joint Committee 
which should be given fufll'opportu¬ 
nity to make on the spot studies and 
tlien bring a compr^ienisive'.BUI. ’ 
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SHRI KART1K ORAON (Lohar- 
daga): Sir, I have already moved ail 
amendment to the motion of the hon. 
Minister. I have asked that this Bill 
may be referred to a Joint Com¬ 
mittee and that it may be required 
to present the Report on the first 
day of the next session. I have 
many reasons for proposing tlii* 
amendment. While I do not oppose 
this Bill, the manner in which this 
Bill is introduced in this House w>ll 
not help the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes to a great extent. 

I would mvile the attention of the 
hon. Members to the fact that on the 
19th May the hon. Minister came 
with a memorandum saying that this 
Bill is merely for the purpose of re¬ 
moval of area restriction, and the 
rules were suspended for this and the 
members were given an opportunity 
to study the Bill and apply their 
mind to it. They wanted the Bill to 
be passed the very next day. If you 
look at the preamble to the Schedul¬ 
ed Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
(Amendment) Bill 1967 and the pre¬ 
amble to the 1976 Bill, there is no 
difference whatsoever; line by line, 
word by word, il is the same. But 
if we look at the Statement of Ob¬ 
jects and Reasons attached to the two 
Bills, they are miles apart. Just to 
refresh th e memory of hon. Members, 

I would better read them out. The 
Statement of Objects and Reasons of 
Bill No. 119 of 1967 says: 

“The lists of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes were last revised 
over ten years ago, on the recom¬ 
mendations of the Backward Classes 
Commission. These lists have been 
criticised in recent years, in Parlia¬ 
ment and outside, on the ground 
that they contain many anomalies. 
For instance, some castes and tribes 
have been treated ag Scheduled 
Castes and # Scheduled Tribes, as 
the case may- be, only in certain 
specified areas of a State. Again, 
some castes and tribes which 
deserve to be treated as Scheduled 


Castes and Scheduled Tribes are not 
so recognized; while others which 
do not deserve such treatment have 
been included in the lists. 

It has, therefore, been considered 
necessary to revise the lists further.. 
The proposals for revision were 
examined in consultation with the 
State Governments and Union 
Territory Administrations, the Com¬ 
missioner for Scheduled Castes and 
Schedule^ Tribes, and' the Registrar 
General of India. They were also* 
scrutinized by a high level Advisory 
Committee appointed for the pur¬ 
pose. The opinion of the Scheduled 
Caste and Scheduled Tribe Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament and State Minis¬ 
ters were also ascertained. This 
Bill has been prepared after a care¬ 
ful consideration of all views and 
aspects brought to the notice of 
Government during these consul¬ 
tations.'’ 

The Statement of Objects and Reasons, 
attached to Bill No. 59 of 1976 says: 

“Under the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Orders, some 
communities hav e been specified 
Scheduled Castes or as Scheduled 
Tribes only in certain areas of the 
State concerned and not in respect 
of the whole State. This has been 
causing difficulties to metfibers of 
thcs 3 communities in the areas 
where they have not been so specifi¬ 
ed. The present Bill generally seeks 
to remove these area restrictions. 
However, in cases where continu¬ 
ance of such restrictions were 
specifically recommended "by the 
Joint Committee on the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders 
(Amendment) Bill, 1967, uo change 
is being effected.” 

—mark l He words “no change is be¬ 
ing effected- 

“The Committee had also recom¬ 
mended exclusion of certain com¬ 
munities from the lists at Scheduled

SCHEDULED CASTES AND SCHE¬ 
DULED TRIBES ORDERS (AMEND¬ 
MENT) BILL—Contd. 

SHRI KART1K ORAON (Lohar- 
daga): I was continuing with the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons of 
the 1976 Bill. Here it says: 

“The Committee had also recom¬ 
mended the exclusion of certain 
communities from the list of Sche¬ 
duled Castes. The exclusions are 
not being made at present and 
such communities are being retain¬ 
ed in the List with the present area 
restrictions. Such communities in 
respect of which the ‘Joint Com¬ 
mittee had recommended exclusion 
on the ground that they were not 
found in the State are, however, be¬ 
ing excluded if they were not re¬ 
turned in respect of these communi¬ 
ties in the census of 1961-71.” 

It is not a fact that the recommend¬ 
ations of the Joint Committee wher¬ 
ever possible have been retained and 
that they are not affected. This Bill 
was brought by the Government in 
1967, What is there which makes them 
to go back on their own Bill? It was 
«ot a Private Bill, it was a Govern¬ 
ment Bill. Therefore, this is some¬ 
thing which is not convincing to us. 


Again, some-of the communities 
which were left out then have been 
brought in again. The only way in 
which you can include or exclude any 
community in the List of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes is under 
article "ll (2) which reads: 

“Parliament may by law include- 
in or (xoludo from th e list of 
Scheduled Castes specified in a noti¬ 
fication issued under clause (1) any 
caste, race or tribe or part of or- 
group within any caste, race or 
tribe.. 


This is about the Scheduled Castes. 
Again, about the Scheduled Tribes, 
similarly, it says, “for any tribe or 
tribal community or part or group 
within such tribe or tribal com¬ 
munity’. This is the only way by 
which you can include in and exclude ■ 
from the Schedule. There is nothing 
whatsoever about the area restriction. 
Therefore, it is rather misleading to- 
say that you are merely removing the 
area restriction. 

The fact remains that when the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Orders (Amendment) Bill, 1978 
is passed, the objects and the reasons, 
of the Bill will be no where in the 
picture. Also, the Home Minister’s. 
Memo will be nowhere in the picture.. 
What is there to suggest that the Bill 
is merely with the object of removing 
the existing area restrictions, whe-- 
ther of Scheduled Castes and Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes Orders Bill of 1967 or of 
1956. Therefore, I have no doubt 
left in my mind that the present Bill 
is a bundle of confusion and suffers 
from various anomalies and disabili¬ 
ties. 

According to the Preamble of the 
Bill, there are three parts of th e Bill, 
inclusion, in, exciusion from and re¬ 
moval of area restrictions. There is 
no mention of area restrictions lor 
Scheduled Tribes, Where do we get: 
that from? 
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There are certain criteria about the 
.inclusion of Scheduled Tribes and, 1 
hope, in the previous Bill of 1967 these 
criteria were fully met because' they 
-were very carefully considered. It 
has been said that the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders 
Bill, 1967, could not be passed because 
of the history of the past and there 
were a number of controversies. 
What were the controversies? Let 
•us try to see what was the exact posi¬ 
tion about that Bill and whether the 
Government had seriously followed it 
up. The Bill was introduced on 12th 
.August, ltf67. It was referred to the 
Joint Committee in March, 1968. The 
■Report of the Joint Committee was 
submitted on 17th November, 1969 and 
the Report was taken up for discus¬ 
sion on 17th November, 1970. This is 
the position. 

Let ui see what were the three 
^points which were to be considered 
then. There \ver e three points to be 
■considered. The first one was an 
amendment with regard to the ex¬ 
clusion of converted tribes from the 
list of Scheduled Tribes. So far as 
this was concerned, I think, this was 
more with a view to bringing about 
a paritv witn the Scheduled Castes. 
"In the case c.C Scheduled Castes, un- 
ider article S41, it says: 

“Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in para 2 of article 341, no 
person who professes a religion 
different. from the Hindu or the 
Sikh shall be deemed to be a mem¬ 
ber of the Scheduled Caste.” 

Similarly, on this basis, an amendment 
was made in the case of Scheduled 
Tribes under article 342 which says: 

“Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in para 2 or article 342, no 
parson who professes religion dif¬ 
ferent from the Hindu or the Sikh 
shall be deemed to be a Scheduled 
'Tribe," 


My point is, how to remove this 
disparity. In our country, even to¬ 
day, we boast of having a secular 
State and say that we should not think 
in terms of caste or creed or religion. 

I want the Members of this? august 
House to search their hearts and asit 
whether even today, in India, w e are 
conscious of our own religious senti¬ 
ments or not. Everybody thinks in 
terms of his own religion or caste or 
community In every field, if there is 
a Scheduled Caste man, we say, we 
must put him there; if the; e is a 
Muslim, we say, we must put him 
there; if there is a Sikh, we say, we 
must put him there. Everybody goes 
on the basis of religion, caste or creed. 
Nobody has ever thought about the 
Scheduled Tribes. This is a reality 
and a fact of history that the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes have suffered. 


These are based on facts. “What the 
eye does not see. the heart does not 
grieve about.” People who do n know 
the circumstances under which tribes 
have been suffering will not be able 
to appreciate why this amendment was 
brought. I wou’d say this in nr. humi¬ 
lity to my friends that they h^ve given 
up the tribal faith. I have nc grudge 
about that. But definitely one thing 
is certain: five per cent of the converts 
are taking the maximum advantage of 
the facilities meant for Scheduled 
Tribes; they ere taking advantage of 
90 or 95 per cent of the facilities 
whereas the 95 cer cent of the real 
tribes get only five or ten per cent. 
This was one point. In the eastern 
part, the tribals who are converted into 
any other religion are still maintain¬ 
ing their traditional customs and'® 811 " 
ners. Our Deputy-Speaker is a testi¬ 
mony to this. You can see the differ¬ 
ence between the eastern part and the 
other parts of India. The converts are 
leaving behind the tribals and are 
going ahead*.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have not 
left yo*i. 
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SHRJ KARTIK ORAON: Even ihe 
Christian leaders look after the inter¬ 
ests of only Christians. But these 
■blooming tribals ere left behind. 

I do not think I am in any way less 
Indian than the others. I stand for 
uniformity in every respect. We are 
Indians first. Why do you still have 
the Hindu Marriage Act, the Muslim 
Marriage Act or Wakf Act and so on? 
■Why are jou having all these? If a 
person thinks in terms of his own com¬ 
munity or religion, he is considered to 
be a hero or leader by th'e people of 
that religion or community. If persons 
come forward to advance the cause of 
tribals, they are considered as persona 
non grata, they are sometimes even 
treated as condemned criminals.

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: Govern¬ 
ment is of the view that, in our coun¬ 
try, there has been no discrimination 
on grounds of caste, creed, religion, 
sex, place of birth and so on. This is 
under article 15 of the Constitution. 
We are a great admirer of the great 
leader who had framed this provision. 
But can we put the hand on the heait 
and say that \vc are following this? 
When it came to the question of Sche¬ 
duled Tribes, it was said, ‘No; you can¬ 
not do it; it will he ultra vires of the 
Constitution’. I cannot see any justi¬ 
fication for this: in the case of Sche¬ 
duled Tribes, it will be ultra vires of 
the Constitution, but in the case of 
Scheduled Castes, it will not be. What 
is this? This & a seeming discrimina¬ 
tion. It was with a view to removing 


this dispauty or discrimination, that 
I had pioposea the amendment 

In Karnataka, Halalkhor, a Muslim 
section, is treated as Scheduled Caste. 
The Backward Classes Commission has 
said: 

"The list of Scheduled Castea 
should contain, in principle, the 
Hindu untouchable castes. However, 
the Commi wion notice that a Muslim 
section, called Halakhor, jp also 
treated as a Scheduled Caste in so 
far as Borr bav-Karnataka area is 
concerned." 

So, we were following tins path. 
This Removal of Area Restriction and 
all that—what are we doing? Prime 
Minister at that time advised that it 
would be a great danger to the- tribal 
society. I see a great sense Jr. what 
she said and I am rather prom; to be 
able to sav that to-day the:<- a 
change, there is a wind of change 
between the tribals and those who 
were converted. They are com¬ 
ing back to us. They are mixing with 
us. They also celebrate and partici¬ 
pate in our religious and social festi¬ 
vals. Their married women al#^ now¬ 
adays put vermilion marks or, their 
foreheads. So, there is a change and 
it is a welcome change. These chan¬ 
ges are coming in our tribal commu¬ 
nity. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Please 
conclude now. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: Please 
have some sympathy for me. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You also 
please have some sympathy for me 
and other members who want to 'peak. 
There is a long list. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: Under the 
leadership of our Prim® Minister, who' 
has come forward with a Rs. 200 
crore plan for the -welfare of, the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes, we will go forward o» this 
path,,.. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Will you 
kindly listen? I was trying to. draw 
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[Mr. Deputy-Speaker] 
your attention that it was announced 
that the Minister will reply at 5 p.m. 
and I have a very very long list of 
members here who want to tfpeak. 
Even from the Congress Party there 
are 42 members, not to speak of the 
opposition. So, I will request you 
to conlude now. You have tanen 
more than 15 minutes. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: I will be 
very brief in my speech. Sir, if I 
do not conclude, there will be no 
point in my speech. I crave your 
indulgence in permitting m e to speak 
for some time-... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have 
indulged you at the cost of ethers. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: They are 
very sympathetic to me. 

So far as the second controversy 
was concerned, it was about the in¬ 
crease in their population, that there 
are a large number of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. My 
point is that Government themselves 
had come forward with 105 amend¬ 
ments mostly for inclusion during the 
process of Joint Committee meetings 
and in the House the Government 
has come forward with another 233 
amendments. Who is then responsi¬ 
ble for the increase in population? 
Government alone. They are a party 
to it. 

My third point is in regard to the 
tea garden labourers. Tea garden 
labourers are treated as Scheduled 
Tribes in West Bengal. But similar 
labourers who have lived for ages in 
Assam ar e not being recognised as 
Scheduled Tribes. They are tribals. 
There is the Lokur Committee report 
to reflect the opinion of the State 
Government. It has been stated in 
the report that the Government of 
Assam has been cosnistently oppos¬ 
ing any change in their status on the 
ground that it will seriously disturb 
the IocpI population- 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Please 
conclude now. You are encroaching 
upon the time of others. You are 
not the only speaker. There are 
many others who also want to speak. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: Now, 
what I am saying is that there is 
nothing to suggest that the present 
Bill is an all-embracing one. There 
ar e some castes and tribes who have 
not been included in the 1967 list 
but have found a place in the pre¬ 
sent Bill and there are some other 
castes and tribes who were not ex¬ 
cluded in the 1967 Bill but have been 
excluded here. Some of in* removals 
of area restriction ar e causing hard¬ 
ships to the tribes. Halba and Halbi 
were confined only to a few tehsils 
and districts. Now the restriction 
has been removed so that rnyboiy 
from any part of Maharashtra can 
take the advantage as Halba ' and 
Halbi.

SHRI KARTIK ORAON; Mr. 
Brahmananda Reddy has Drought 
certain amendments about Kuruba, 
Maratha and Marathi. This was n °t in 
the Bill, but an amendment has been 
brought to restrict them orly to 
particular districts. Sir, I am no less 
Indian than anybody else. I came to 
Parliament with a mission, not with 
any ambition; I wanted only to serve 
the cause of scheduled tribes. When 
I met Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru in 
London in 1959, he took a fancy for 
me because I was a memuer of th ? 
scheduled tribes; he asked me to 
come back to India and serve in ear 
public undertakings. ®abu }i and 
Pandit Ji arranged for my interview 
in London. I got a ticket in 1962 
and I came to this*•• Parliament. 


.•••Not recorded. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 

Oraon, this word will nol go on 
record. Piease be restrained in your 
language. Please conclude. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: I would 
like to plead with the Home Minister 
that he may be pleased tc refer this 
Bill to a Joint Committee who, after 
a closer study of the Scheduled C.’.sfes- 
and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amend¬ 
ment) Bill of 1967 and 1976 will come 
up with comprehensive recommenda¬ 
tions. This is my submission. Any¬ 
body has every right to have hL 
own opinion but nobody has a right 
to be wrong in relation to facts. 
Government should c om e with a 
comprehensive Bill. 

SHRI N. E. HORO (Khunti): It is 
very unfortunate that I have to speak 
after Mr. Kartik Oraon. I agree 
with him that this Bill should have 
come long ago. But looking at the 
manner and shape in wb'di this Bill 
has come we feel that this is not 
going to solve the entire problems 
of th e scheduled castes and the :,che- 
duled tribes in terms of Article 341 
and 342. It merely s peaks of remov¬ 
ing certain area restrictions which 
are mostly within the States To 
some extent, the scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes who arc suffering 
under certain restrictions could be 
benefited. But a large number of 
them, millions of scheduler, castes 
and scheduled tribes, have not yet 
been identified and they have not 
been scheduled either in Schedule I 
or ii Schedule II. This is c.-ming 
for the last 25 or 26 years. Sir. what 
do we want through +hese amend¬ 
ments? We want to give social and 
economic justice to the people. But, 
Sir. in this case, s ocial and economic 
justice has been a casualty. Govern¬ 
ment has not gone deep into the 
matter. They have only tried to 
solve 4.he problem in a piecemeal 
way. If j-ihe Government had includ- 
e d all these scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes in the original list 


itself long ago, then, these people 
would have benefited economically* 
through several plans and projects 
which are meant specially for .the 
scheduled castes and the scheduled 
tribes. Now, here, even today, this 
Bill, as it has come, has left the pro¬ 
blem, where it was. And govern¬ 
ment will be simply satisfied with 
removing certain area restrictions. 
Why is it so? I feel that Govern¬ 
ment is not strong enough; they have 
shown that they are pliable and they 
are amenable to political pressure?. 

Sir, you know and the entire House 
knows and the whole nation knows 
that there are forty lakhs of sche¬ 
duled tribes i n Assam who migrated 
from Bihar, Bengal and Madhya Pra¬ 
desh. They have been working as 
tea garden labourers and they have 
helped you in earning the precious 
foreign exchange. Now, Government 
of Assam are opposing and are refus¬ 
ing to recognise them as such and 
the Central Government have agreed 
to that. They have not seen to it 
to recognise them as tribes. This is 
a gravest injustice. The entire res-- 
ponsibilitv for this lies on the Cen¬ 
tral Government. 

These forty lakhs tribes in Assam 
have been working in tbe tea gardens 
and thev are spread over the entire 
area and they should have been re¬ 
cognised as tribes. This point has 
come ur» again and again from year 
to vear and various members are 
referring to this. Even Sbri A K. 
Chanda Commission’s report had 
recommended that; the Lokur Com¬ 
mission has alslo referred to this. r lhe 
Central Government would not listen 
to it. Do you mean to say that you 
want to debar these 40 lakhs tribes 
to get their constitutional and econo¬ 
mic benefits? Do you want to shut 
the doors of progress by this? This 
is not fair. Sir, the Central Govern¬ 
ment has not only deliberately and 
criminally neglected them but. they 
have-also debarred them to get -their 
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constitutional <and other economic 
benf tiN which are meant for the sche¬ 
duled tribes. 

In .ither States and in other areas 
too, tner e are tribes which have not 
been enumerated as such or scheduled 
as such. There are also discrepancies 
in tho Bill itself where, in a particular 
Stat<‘ a tribe is called a? a tribe but 
that as been enumerated a<? a caste. 
It sh -uld have been enumerated as 
tribe These discrepancies are there 
and Government have not seen to 
it U remove them during the last 
25 years or so- I shall give you one 
example. There is a tribe called 
Gond. They are in Madhya Pradesh; 
they -re in Maharashtra and in Orissa 
as a o in Bihar. 

In U P. they are recognised as a 
scheduled tribe. (Interruptions) Why 
have they been enumerated is cartes 
instead of tribes in this Bill? Same 
is the case with regard to Kol, a 
tribe in Bihar, Madhya Pradesh but 
in V P. they are enumerated as a 
caste I do not remember whether 
the U P. Government has gone into 
it. But, Gonds are in large numbers 
in tlu» districts of Banaras, Mirzapur 
and tne contiguous districts. They 
havf made it clear years ago thnl 
thev -hould he treated as u tribe. 
But, diey arc n °t treated as a tribe 
Thert is a Jot of disci opancy The 
Homt Minister should have seer, to 
it and Government also should have 
see n to it why, after spending s o 
much time and monev, they have 
corm oefore the House with this Bill 
in this form? I would therefore, 
reout_'t that Government should go 
into it earnestly and .seriously and 
remove the discrepancies once and for 
all. As I said earlier and T would say 
it again that Government have done 
this inclusion and exclusion of cer¬ 
tain areas and tribes as a political 
weapon for political manoeuvring. 
And it is very clear that in the case 
of Assam, these forty lakhs 0 t tribes 
could not be included. That is be¬ 


cause the Assam Government have 
very clearly said that tf these forty 
lakh s are enumerated as tribes, th» 
political balance will be disturbed 
The Home Minister knows |t Much 
time has been lost already. i n the 
last session itself this was brought 
forward and it was postponed. Why 
do you again bring it at the fa g end 
of the session where there is no time. 
You want to rush through the Bill 
The entire nation is looking at this: 
thev will judge you according to your 
action and according to your perfor¬ 
mance. 

I would plead with government 
even at this late stage that instead of 
rushing through this Bill, and by try¬ 
ing to satisfy the people an \ ihe entire 
nation that you are doing something 
by removing the area *estrictions, 
you bring forward a comprehensive 
Bill. 


Lot them come forward in a month 
oi two, let them come in the next 
aesston with this so that this problem 
which ha<5 been dragging on for the 
la*t 25 years is once for all settled. 
Otherwise, the social and economic 
notice which the Constat anon has 
given them, for which the twenty - 
point programme also is so much here 
in our country, the social and eco¬ 
nomic justice which is due to milli° n ' ! 
of scheduled castes and scheduled 
tnl cs, will continue to 1’e denied to 
them Let us ensure that they get 
the social and economic justice which 
th«y desf n e and which is their due 

SHRI D BASUMATARI (Kokra- 
jhar); Mr. Deputs r -Speaker, Sir. > 
have heard with rapt attention 'he 
speeches made by our hon friends 
who preceded me It has been re¬ 
peatedly said that injustice has been 
done to the scheduled tribes On o« r 
demand, the Government was hind 
enough to remove certain area res¬ 
triction. We thought that by remov¬ 
ing the area restriction, the tribe* 
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and castes belonging to those com¬ 
munities would be taken into consi¬ 
deration as scheduled tribe? and 
scheduled castes throughout India. 
But :* was not done. Therefore, 
anger :s expressed and emotiun has 
been exhibited. 

Cot" .ig to the history of this ques¬ 
tion t the special provision in the 
Constitution for Scheduled Castes and 
Schec led Tribes—as I was one of 
the xr embers of the Constituent As¬ 
semble—I like to submit that in 
British times, these tribes and castes 
had *'-en badly neglected for ages 
togeir.sr with the result that, for no 
fault >£ theirs, they could not come 
up to me level of the other communi¬ 
ties. S Father of the Nation, Mahatma 
Ganat’t. wanted these tribes and 
caste .0 be recognised as Scheduled 
Tribe,- and Scheduled Castes with 
special provisions made for them in 
the C nstitulion of India. That was 
done. But Mahatma Gandhi's desire, 
and f »ous wish have not been carried 
out d.v the leaders. When I say 
'lead«:-‘, I do not include therein 
Mahatma Gandhi, I do not include 
Nehru, I do not include Thakar Bapa 
and I do not include Sardar Patel. 
They had a pious wish. In spile of 
all that what Shri Kartik Oraon had 
referred to, it was felt by a godly 
man like Thakar Bapa also to re¬ 
move from the tribal fold those who 
have pot been worshipping their 
Gods and Goddesses in their primi¬ 
tive w - vs and moved >,in amendment 
in th- Constituent Amenably hut it 
was net accepted. 

Now what is the injustice done to 
us? W*. have the Fifth Schedule end 
the Sixth Schedule. You should be 
lucky as you are put in the Sixth 
Schedule. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am one 
grade lower. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: The 
Sixth Schedule comprised th® exclud¬ 


ed areas. There the Scheduled 
Tribes have been given some admi¬ 
nistrative power. They have District 
Councils. They are very happy. They 
have been trying to develop them¬ 
selves in their own way with their 
own genius. 

Then all tribals in the plains are 
not recognised as such. They are re¬ 
cognised as backward communities- 
in the plains. Also once a tribe in the 
Fifth Schedule goes out of the area, 
they become a non-tribal people. 
That is why we have been pleading 
with Government to remove this arti¬ 
ficial area restriction, this adminis¬ 
trative area restriction. This has 
been done. I am glad that some¬ 
thing has been donq. ,'But it has 
not been done in the way wo wanted. 
Therefore, anger has been show* 
here. 


When this has not been done as 
we wanted, it should have been a 
comprehensive Bill to be introduced. 

I do not know why this demand is 
not accepted Anyway, what is done 
is done for the best and wc shall take 
it as such. That is to say something 
is better than nothing. We take it 
like that I wish that there will be 
time to bring in that Bill which we 
had been promised privately by many 
authorities. We will be happy when 
it will be brought some time as early 
as possible. 

This present Bill is not at all uni¬ 
form Somewhere it say3, through¬ 
out the State, somewhere it says, m 
the district, and somewhere it says 
within the sub division. I have no 
time to go into all those details now. 
I am pained to hear what her.. Mem¬ 
bers spoke about Assam; there is 
reason to be angry and pained about 
Assam. In the time of the Consti¬ 
tuent Assembly mentioned by our 
friends they were not taken into Ac¬ 
count on the ground of being 'float¬ 
ing population’. That means that 
those tribes in the tea gardens used 
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to be transferred by British people 
from one State to another State sci that 
they might not take port in poitical 
movements or political activities. 
Therefore, the British owners of tea 
gardens use c j to say as floating popu¬ 
lation and could not be enume¬ 
rated correctly at the time of census. 
Therefore, they were then treated as 
floating population. There was re¬ 
sistance from some interested peo¬ 
ple now because if they were given 
the political rights, it will change the 
political picture of Assam. I am from 
Assam, I submit that there may be 
vested interests. How can you deny 
the right of the people who for cen¬ 
turies were living in Assam. I do not 
mind who will think what; I must 
soy that in free India now, no section 
•of people should be refused or denied 
their political right. Why do we 
come here? We come her e for work 
of a political nature. How can you 
refuse some people their political 
right simply because somebody’s in¬ 
terests will be affected. You may 
reserve; you may not reserve seats. 

In the name of INTUC. I have told 
the Leaders on some occasions that 
we are getting seats elected in the 
Congress. They are voting for Con¬ 
gress seat^ onlv in the name of 
INTUC from tea garden. If they are 
denied political rights, they may not 
cast the votes for us. Anyway I feel 
that their political rieht should not 
be curbed or denied in the interest 
of some people. 

Some freinds said about religion. 

We are going to change the preamble 
of the constitution to socialist recu- 
lar democracy. Why should religion 
stand in the way? It should not, if a 
scheduled caste man » inverts into 
Christianity or Buddhist. We have 
no religious stigma among the tribels. 

Wo have no religious antagonism. 

So, I would request my colleagues 
among the Scheduled Tribes not to 
be too touchy about it, if they are 
converted to some other religion. In 
fact, today we are going to pas?,the 


(Arndt.) Bill 64 

Untouchability (Offences) Act. If 
untouchability is practised by the 
officers or other people, we want to 
take action against them.. Then, why 
should we allow that question among 
ourselves? Why should we say that 
the people belonging to the Scheduled 
Tribes should be deprived of their 
privileges, once they embrace an¬ 
other religion? When we talk of the 
spirit of secularism, such thoughts 
should not have a place m our 
minds. 

I whole-heartedly support the Bill, 
keeping in mind the assurance given 
by the Home Minister that, in case 
this is not found sufficient, a com¬ 
prehensive measure would be 
brought in, after consultation with 
the members belonging to scheduled 
Castes here. Shri Kartik Orami 
suggested reference of the Bill to a 
Joint Committee. I said the other 
day that we are available here for 
discussion, you can discuss with us 
and chalk out a programme. But, if 
you want to please some people, 
then do something for them. If you 
keep them in the dark, jf you keep 
them out, how can they feel that you 
are doing something for them I 
would request the Minister to make 
us understand that vou are very very 
fair in dealing with us, =1 fur as 
our development is concerned.

SHRI K. HANUMANTHA1Y A 

(Bangalore): I am happy that this Bill 
has been brought before the House. In 
fact it was overdue. A Bill more oi 
less of the same nature was brougm 
four years ago and it could not be pass¬ 
ed because of the great controversy 
that arose. 

Now, this is a Bill restricted in jts 
scope and I would bo very happy if it 
is passed so that the concerned Schedul¬ 
ed Caste and Scheduled Tribe people 
could benefit. 

But the real point is that the names 
are so many m the Schedules that I 
wonder if anybody in the House can 
know the nature of each tribe and 
each caste. 

This impossible nature of compre¬ 
hending hundreds and hundreds of 
names is the factor that is creating a 
little confusion and is creating dissatis¬ 
faction among the Members. 

Hon. Members who have spoken so 
far have spoken with personal know¬ 
ledge. They actually know in their 
place who is a Scheduled CaEte and 
who is not and who is a Scheduled 
Tribe and who is not. But when 
these names are sent in dozens and 
dozens by the respective governments 
or departments, that close scrutiny 
has not been possible. I do not 
know whether the hon. Minister 
would be able to scrutinise all the 
names and do justice to the points 
raised. 

I wholeheartedly agree with the 
members of the Scheduled Castes for 
raising objections to the very many 
features oi this Bill. So far as I know 
—I have been in this held of legislation 
or administration for a very long time 
—the original idea was to protect the 
‘Scheduled Castes. Now, Scheduled 


Castes mean people who are untouch¬ 
ables and people who are suffering dis¬ 
abilities which other castes do not 
suffer. Now, this scheme has been 
widened. I feci, therefore, that we 
have to keep in mind the original 
motive force with which this conces¬ 
sion wag extended by various govern¬ 
ments. Even before the present 
Constitution came into operation the 
States, then called the Provinces and 
even the Indian native States, 
more or less had their own 
lists because the administration 
then was influenced this way or 
lhal way. They actually included the 
communities or raste s which did suffer 
from the disabilities and which needed 
protection. After Independence politi¬ 
cal influences have begun to count. 
Voting affects the fulure set up of the 
Assembly or the Ministry. Therefore, 
there has been an amount of anxiety 
in the minds of the people of losing 
thal influence of population or to gain 
the influence of that population. 

This Bill, we made representations, 
several of us, to the hon. Minister, 
needs a rethinking. But I understand 
the hon. Minister wants to see that this 
Bill is passed as soon as possible so 
that the concerned tribes and castes 
drive the benefit from it a§ early as 
possible. That anxiety I can under¬ 
stand. But i am certain that there are 
some castes and some tribes which do 
need inclusion but in the process of 
adding, several castes ana communi¬ 
ties have been added and it creates 
really an amazement so far as I am 
concerned as to how these could be 
considered as tribes or scheduled 
castes. For example, I have given an 
amendment, the most glaring amend¬ 
ment. In the Karnataka list, it is 
added—serial No. 38 of the Second 
Schedule: 

“Naikda, Nayaka, Cholivala, 

Nayaka. Pakadia. Nayaka, Mota 

Nayaka, Nana Nayaka.” 

In our State, Nayaka is neither a 
Scheduled Caste man nor is he a 
Scheduled Tribe naan, living as they 
do in the forests and other areas as a 
nomadic people. 
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There are certain people in Kama- 
take like sargurukas etc., and none of 
them belong to scheduled castes. I do 
not know why their names have been 
added as castes. As a result, quite a 
number of castes, though they are not 
scheduled castes or tribes, will take 
advantage of the provision in this Bill. 
This is a glaring instance and 1 tried to 
bring to the notice of the hon. Minister 
privately also. I do not know what he 
has got to say in the matter. All that 
I can say is that we the Members of 
Parliament many a time are helpless 
though we are reasonable; the machi¬ 
nery of government works that way. 
It is not the fault of any individual and 
it is also not the fault of any particular 
group. Once the Bill is brought into 
the House, we are not given an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss in the party meetings. 
Though we sometimes request that the 
party meetings be convened for this 
purpose, they are never called and the 
Bills are straightway brought forward 
before the House. 

I only know a few things in so far as 
Karnataka List is concerned. I do not 
know anything much about other 
places. It has not affected me and so 
I rise my hands and I support the Gov¬ 
ernment in my ignorance. If the hon. 
Minister had called a state by state 
meeting and had discussed the 
problems with them, much of these 
minor maladies could have been solv¬ 
ed. As I said, he has not chosen to do 
so. It may be because of emergency; 
it may be that Government is strong. 
I support both emergency and Govern¬ 
ment. Should there not be some res¬ 
ponsiveness on the part of the Govern¬ 
ment or the minister concerned? It 
Is not that I am a nayaka or anybody 
else. I know the situation. And even 
If I put forward thi s suggestion, I do so 
with a certain amount of an impartial 
approach. The point here is that a 
certain thing is not understood. That 
is because a certain embarrassment is 
involved either in deleting or adding. 
But, I am thankful to the hon. Minister 
that some of the amendments of Kar- 
nataka Members which have come to 


his notice have all been accepted in ^ 
way. Therefore, to that extent, I feei 
that the hon. Minister has understood, 
the purpose of these amendments. 

( Interruptions ) I am able to speak for 
Karnataka only; I cannot pretend that 
I know all the scheduled castes and' 
scheduled tribes in other States. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: It is your pro¬ 
posal which he has accepted. He has- 
not done so far as the other States. 
ar« concerned. That is what I want 
to say. 

SHRI K. HANUMATHAIYA: I as¬ 
sure you that he is not partial for the 
Karnataka! I want the hon. Minister 
to particularly examine item 22—Tokre 
Koli, Kolchg, Kolgha. These communi¬ 
ties are found in some number. I am 
told, in Shimoga District. The hon. 
Member, Shri Chandrasekhar represents, 
this district He was very vehement. 
These are not the Scheduled Castes or 
tribes. As I said in item No. 28 there 
is a mention of nayaka etc. All these- 
names may be re-examined with refe¬ 
rence to the request made by the 
Members of the Karnataka State. 

I am now making one important 
point. Though it is not strictly relevant, 
I would like to place this point of view 
before you and the hon. Minister and 
the House. The whole set up of the 
population of scheduled castes and 
tribes are guaranteed certain privileges 
and rights under the Constitution as 
well as in various legislations. I am 
happy about it. W e have to imple¬ 
ment this assurance and guarantee 
with all sincerity and see that the 
quota allotted to them is fulfilled parti¬ 
cularly in Government service. So far 
as the highest strata of society is con¬ 
cerned, they are overwhelmingly re-, 
presented, even to-day, in all Govern¬ 
ment Service and in all professions. 

It is the middle or the backward 
classes that have been completely 
ignored and they are the people who 
are suffering the most in this set-up. r 
can furnish the statistics for the- 
purpose. Sir, the Government of India- 
appointed Kalelkar Commission which* 
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submitted its report. That report has 
never been placed before the House 
although several Members requested 
for the same to be placed on the Table 
of the House. Sir, it is the middle 
classes which suffer the most during 
the time of inflation. These most 
neglected middle classes or the back, 
ward classes have to be seen and 
examined with reference to their posi¬ 
tion. The Hon. Minister may get 
examined that report and see how far 
these backward classes can be helped 
in the spirit that the Kalelkar Com¬ 
mission has made the recommenda¬ 
tion. 

SHRI A. K. KISKU (Jhargram): 
Sir, 1 r ise to spe ak on this Bill with 
a very heavy heart and as I would 
speak, I will not speak on any other 
subject excepting Assam because hon. 
Members have highlighted the prob¬ 
lems from different angles of differnt 
castes. 

Sir, I myself have studied very deep¬ 
ly the problems of the tea garden tribes 
of Assam. During the last ten years 
I have tried in my own way to see that 
they get all the facilities that have 
been guaranteed in the Constitution. 
Before I touch this point, I want to ask 
one question. Do we consider these 
tribal people as Indians? Do they not 
work for us in the fields, railways, 
army etc.? Everywhere we find these 
people are working hard to produce for 
it s but as we examine the different, 
aspects we find that we are in a big 
bewilderment. 

When the Minister had brought this 
Bill i rushed to him and said that we 
bad asked for bread but you have 
given us stones. We had asked for fish 
and you have given us serpents. The 
Minister wanted to raise certain consti¬ 
tutional issues and he mentioned Arti¬ 
cles 341 and 342. The claim that a 
tribe may be regarded as a tribe 
wherever it goes is fair enough and the 
Constitution has to be amended for 
that. We have made very significant 
[Changes in the Constitution arid as 
[Compared to them it i s so simple, 
i however, as I salt?, I have to speak 
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with a very heavy heart. These 40 
lakh tribes had been settled in Assam. 
We have been trying to get redress 
through memoranda, through represen. 
tations. We came to meet him. But 
we have had to go back crying. 

The Joint Coommitlee on the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
Order (Amendment) Bill had unani¬ 
mously recommended that they should 
be scheduled. Unfortunately, my good 
friend, Shri Govind Menon, who is no 
more with us,—he was a personal 
friend of miner—did not agree. We 
were disappointed to see that he want¬ 
ed to move a Resolution in the House 
opposing the unanimous recommenda¬ 
tion of the Joint Committee. 

Personally, in my own way, while I 
was Deputy Minister of Health, J was 
writing to leader after leader in Assam; 

I talked personally to the Congress 
people on the 17th November 1973. We 
had occasion to meet there where the 
Chief Minister was present, where 
representatives from different districts 
were present, where the Cabinet col¬ 
leagues of Shri Sinha were present. 
All were present there. We raised 
thi s issue. There was a discussion the 
same evening and the Chief Minister 
had given a categorical public assurance 
that he would make a recommendation 
to the Government of India. I had 
conveyed this in my letter to the then 
Minister of Home Affairs and I was 
expecting that the Home Ministry 
would take it up in their own way and 
find a way out so that these tribes 
could get. themselves scheduled in a 
very natural, nice way. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, it turned out to be a very big dis¬ 
appointment for us that this did not 
happen, here in this House as well as 
there. Is there any constitutionality 
involved? Is there any legality in¬ 
volved? What i s the reaso n why they 
cannot be scheduled? 

The point that emerges out of all 
these attempts and discussions and 
deliberations is that there is definitely 
a vested interest there. It is their 
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IShri A. K. Kisku] 
desire that these. people should not be 
given the opportunity guaranteed to 
them under the constitution. 

I once again make an appeal to Shri 
Brahmananda Reddy. I have great 
regard for him. He 'is one of our most 
outstanding leaders. He has been in 
politics for a long time. 1 consider 
him as one who has worked for the 
upliftment of the poor. His name is 
Brahmananda, Brahma. India is a 
great country. It is the country of 
Lord Buddha, the land of Tagore, of 
Mahatma Gandhi. India is a great 
country and vou are a great Home 
Minister. May I appeal to you once 
more.... 

SHRI B. K. DASCHO WDHUKY * 
Appeal to Brahma. 

SHRI A. K. KISKU; I appeal to you 
once more to listen to the cry of these 
people. I am not embarrassing the 
Minister; I know his hands are tied 
because the problem is there. I 
urge upon Him, for the name’s 
sake, to take this up with Shri 
Basumatari. He spoke with emo¬ 
tion. He comes from that area. 
He has spoken to the Prime Minister 
also and I know the Prime Minister 
has a great heart. Something is 
wrong over there. Therefore, I make 
this appeal to him. He made an assu¬ 
rance that be would bring a comprehen¬ 
sive Bill soon. Wr depend upon his 
assurance and I should like him to 
repeat that assurance once more on the 
floor of the House and also bring a 
comprehensive Bill in consultation with 
the adivasis of Assam, with Shri 
Basumatari, with people from different 
districts, with other M.Ps. and the 
Assam Government and other adivasis 
from other areas also so that a way 
out could be found for this problem 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
<Cooch-Behar); This is a most awaited 
and delayed Bill waiting for approval 
of Parliament since 1966. I would 
open the discussion or rather take part 
with the opening remarks, what is the 
real purpose of bringing this BUI. As 
X have undestood it, its purpose really 

Is to do something for the so-called

ostracised people in our country, ostra¬ 
cised in society and it is the purpose to 
march forward with the programmes 
on this principle of democratic socia¬ 
lism, secularism, national integrity 
and all such things 

Having said so, we And that it has 
got its own root and relation with the 
constitution of India. The constitution 
provides for certain other safeguards 
to certain castes communities and 
tribes in articles 341 and 342 for the 
uplifting of the communities who are 
listed either through notification issu¬ 
ed by the President in consultation 
with the governor or other authorities 
or the state governments or the gov¬ 
ernments of Union territories or 
Parliament may by law say that 
such communities should be given 
special facilities to come to the 
mainstream of the life of this 
country. It has got its own 
powers. The order was issued in 1950 
and it was amended in 1956 and that 
raised certain controversies as to what 
should be done, whether the things 
that were there were enough to satisfy 
the constitutional provisions. With 
this aim when this Bill was introduced 
in 1967 1 had the proud privilege to 
say—1 was a member at that time; 
there wa s a general discussion and 
lit was agreed that it must go to a 
select committee to be given due con¬ 
sideration in the light of the consti¬ 
tutional provisions what other things 
are to be done. It was referred 
to the Joint Committee which 
had long deliberations. It went 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the country including Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands and other areas which 
were not easily accessible. That joint 
committee unanimously made certain 
recommendations which were also ac¬ 
cepted by the government. Some of 
them were not accepted. There were 
four main recommendations which 
were accepted by the government and 
incorporated in the Joint Committee’s 
report presented to this august House 
in 1969. These were as follows. 

Firstly, there were certain area 
restrictions even within -the States and 
that should be removed. Secondly- 
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having considered the circumstances 
prevailing in the country at that time, 
some of the displaced persons from 
erstwhile East Pakistan, now Bangla* 
desh, who were according to the gov¬ 
ernment’s policies rehabilitated in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country, ainongsl 
whom were Scheduled Castes as 
enumerated and listed in West Bengal 
and Assam, should be given the right 
to retain their character of Scheduled 
Castes to get more facilities. Thirdly, 
it was also said that there seemed to 
be an unseembly restriction although 
persons are free lo move throughout 
the country and settle anywhere else 
according lo the constitutional provi¬ 
sion, if a person who is a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribes migrates 
from one State t° another, he loses his 
facilities there. Therefore, it was 
agreed that if a person coming from a 
particular State is regarded as a 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribe 
in that State, wherever he might re¬ 
side, he should get the facilities of a 
Scheduled Caste 0 r a Scheduled Tribe. 
Fourthly, when a woman who is a non- 
Scheduled Caste marries a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribes migrates 
that woman is regarded as belonging 
to one of those communities. But that 
woman was not given any such facili¬ 
ties in the matter of services or other 
facilities. Therefore, it was also 
recommended that in such cases of 
intermarriages, the person should be 
regarded as a Scheduled Caste or 
Scheduled Tribe fcr all purposes. None 
of those four recommendations find a 
place in this Bill, except the recom¬ 
mendation regarding the removal of 
the small area restriction within a 
State. The major question is whether 
this Bill serves the purposes of the 
persons for whom it was intended, 
having j|egard to the basic ideals 
enumerated in the Constitution itself. 
You find these are not done? For 
example, we are going to pass this Bill 
today... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Your ap¬ 
proach is too professorial. You can¬ 
not complete it within the time-limit. 
Please conclude in two minutes. 


SHRI B K. DASCHOWDHURY; We 
are having a scope to discuss it futher 
in order to provide more facilities. But 
we find no such more facilities have 
been provided, except the small area 
restriction within the State which has 
been removed. But there ar e certain 
specific problems. 


As my iion. friend Shri Shailani 
pointed out, in the 1950 Order, accord¬ 
ing to the broad spectrum of article 25 
under which persons professing Sikh, 
Jaina or Buddhist religion were all 
defined as Hindus, they were all in¬ 
cluded. But we find that i n the 1955 
Order, the same Scheduled Castes, 
when they embrace Buddhism have 
been completely excluded. Under 
which provision this is done, it is not 
known. If you have piecemeal legis¬ 
lation like this from State to State, 
how are y 0U going to benefit the poor 
people? 


Then, in the case of some communi¬ 
ties the names are mostly synonyms. 
In Orissa one community is known as 
Dewars. For all intents and purposes 
they are also Scheduled Castes and Ihe 
Orissa Government referred this mat¬ 
ter to the Central Government here. 
A clarification was required whether 
it includes Thear, or only Dewar, or 
it is including the fishing community 
of Keula. These are some of the com¬ 
munities that are listed as Scheduled 
Castes on a regional basis. n hey move 
to and fro, from one place to another, 
because they have relations here and 
there. For example, in Assam, Me¬ 
ghalaya and Tripura there is one com¬ 
munity called Sutradhar. which is in¬ 
cluded as a Scheduled Tribe. But in 
West Bengal they are not Scheduled 
Tribes, though they have the same 
origin. These are some of the lacunae 
which my hon. friend. Shri Kisku has 
already referred to. I do not know 
what is their fault. Why is it that four 
million tribal people of Assam are not 
regarded as Scheduled Tribes and they 
have been deprived of all facilities? 
Are they not human beings? Why not 
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grant them the right to be at least 
human beings? Could they not be 
human beings in their own culture? 
That right has been denied to 
them, only because in Assam, for what 
considerations I do not know, the Go¬ 
vernment have not felt it necessary 
to include them in the list. I would 
appeal to the Government to consider 
this matter seriously. Why have this 
piece-meal legislation from one State 
to the other? When the basic app¬ 
roach of the 20-Point Programme is 
the development of the weaker sec¬ 
tions of the society, why not have a 
composite list? With these words, I 
would again request the hon. Minister 
to reconsider this matter. 


first controversy was with regard to* 
the Scheduled Tribes in Assam. Even 
though the Joint Committee unani¬ 
mously recommended that the Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes should be included in the 
list, th e Government did not agree, 
only because the Government <rf 
Assam felt that if these people were 
Included in the list of Scheduled 
Tribes, then ‘ the political picture 
would be changed. 

Secondly, Shri Kartik Oraon moved 
an amendment, which was accepted 
by the Joint Committee, that the 
tribes who became converts to Chris- 
tiantity should jnot be included in 
the list of Scheduled Tribes. That 
was the second point which the Gov¬ 
ernment could not accept, 


SHRI S. M. SIDDAYYA (Chamara- 
janagar): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, the 

Government has come forward with 
this Bill, mainly for the purpose of 
the removal of the area restrictions, 
on the basis of the 1956 Act. 
Even though an Act on this subject 
was passed more than 15 years ago, it 
contained three anomalies, viz. ( 1 ) 
area restriction; ( 2 ) some of the castes 
which do not deserve to be included 
were included; and (3) some castes 
which deserve to be included were not 
included. These three types of ano¬ 
malies were realised by the Govern¬ 
ment long back, and that is the reason 
why a high-level committee of officers 
was appointed to go into this question. 
That Committee examined each caste 
and tribe and gave a report. That re¬ 
port was discussed by the Members of 
Parliament and the State Minister and 
a Bill was prepared'in the year 1967. 
When that Bill was referred to a Joint 
Committee, because of some controver¬ 
sy in the Joint Committee, that Bill, 
could not be proceeded with.

[Shri C. M. Stephen in the Chair ] 

A s a matter of fact, there were three 
controversies because of which that 
Bill could not be - proceeded with. I 
know them because I happened to be a 
member of that Joint Committee. The 


My hon. friend has already mention¬ 
ed that at the time of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee, on the last day of the meeting, 
Government moved 105 amendments. 
They had opportunities to move 
amendments earlier, but they waited 
for an opportunity to topple the entire 
thing. Afterwards, when the Bill was 
presented to the House, Government 
took complete one year to move the 
Bill for consideration. Then also 
Government moved, Shri Hanuman- 
thaiah happened to be the Minister at 
that time, 233 amendments. Just im¬ 
agine. Who created the confusion? 
It it the Government or the Commit¬ 
tee? I tell you Government was not 
interested in getting the Bill passed, 
and, therefore, they created this bogey 
of controversy and got the Bill lapsed. 

Now I am not going to the Report of 
the Joint Committee at present. The 
Bill was prepared in 1967 by the Gov¬ 
ernment. Have they stuck to that Bill 
at least, their own proposals? Now, 
they have gone back to 1958 tof remo¬ 
val of restrictions, with the result that 
many of the castes which were recom¬ 
mended by the Government itself to 
be left out, have been brought into 
the Bill today. 

For example, in Karnataka there is 
a community called Bhanjara which 
has now been included in the list of

Scheduled Castes. The Government of 
Karnataka and even the Central Gov¬ 
ernment agree that they should be put 
in the list of Scheduled Tribes. In 
ihe 1967 Bill they were included in 
the List of Scheduled Tribes, but to¬ 
day they have been included in the 
list , of Scheduled Castes, even though 
Government knows fully well that they 
have got tribal characteristics. 

There is another community called 
Bhovis which is included at present in 
the list of Scheduled Castes. This 
point has been insisted upon so many 
times, and even the Joint Committee 
found them not to be eligible to be 
included in the list, and they were 
taken out of the list. The Government 
of Karnataka, I want to bring it to 
the notice of the House, repeatedly 
recommended that they do not deserve 
to be included in the list of Scheduled 
Castes, that they should be included in 
the list of Scheduled Tribes. But, 
what happened?. Both the Bh an jar as 
and Bhovis have been included in the 
list of Scheduled Castes, and Govern¬ 
ment is going to the removal of area 
restriction when the basis itself is 
wrong. You have included in the list 
of Scheduled Castes those who do not 
deserve to be included and now you 
want removal of area restriction. Is 
it correct, is it fair? Why don’t you 
take your own 1967 pill? I want to 
know from the hon. Minister on what 
basis he has gone back 20 years to the 
19">6 Act. This is not quite fair. 

Our friends have already mentioned 
that in the case of the Scheduled 
Castes, the question of Hindu religion 
comes in, but the Scheduled Tribes can 
belong to any religion in this country. 
Wh .v this distinction? When the 1950 
Act W as passed, there was nothing in 
il - It was only in 1956 that it was 
bought in • without anybody’s notice 
perhaps, and now they want to stick to 
r- As a matter of fact, Shri Kartik 
Jraon has rightly asked how, if they 
P re really strict about it, they can ln- 
Plude Halalkhors in the list of Sche¬ 
duled Tribes. They are a community 
Muslims. They are in Karnataka 
also other places. This is an arti- 
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ficial thing, they ought not to have 
done it. We call ourselves a secular 
State. Where is this need, then, to 
make this distinction on the basis of 
religion? For example, most of the 
Scheduled Castes belonging to Maha¬ 
rashtra and other places have embrac¬ 
ed Buddhism. Does the Government 
think that because they have become 
Buddhists, they do not suffer from un- 
touchability? 

DR KAILAS (Bombay South): 
Those who have embraced Buddhism 
are getting special facilities as Sche¬ 
duled Castes from the Maharashtra 
Government. 

SHRI S. M. SIDDAYYA: I agree 
with Dr. Kailas. They are actually 
getting the benefits, like, educational 
facilities and other things. But what 
prevents them to include them in the 
List of Scheduled Castes?. They should 
be included. 

The basic point which I want this 
Government to realise is, before they 
remove the area restriction, before 
they bring in people from other areas 
to be included in the List of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, merely 
because name is common, they must go 
by the criteria accepted by the Govern¬ 
ment and the Committee also. With 
regard to Scheduled Castes, the 
criteria are: extreme social, educational 
and economic backwardness arising out 
of the traditional practice of untouch- 
ability. With regard to Scheduled 
Tribes, the criteria are: indication of 
primitive traits, distinctive culture, 
geographical isolation, shyness of con¬ 
tact with community at large and 
backwardness. 

In my State of Karnataka, the list 
of Scheduled Tribes was particularly 
so prepared that it included only those 
persons who lived in jungles. At pre¬ 
sent, you will find in the list only such 
people. The Scheduled Tribes people 
are, rightly, called Girijans, those- 
people who are actually living in the 
hilly areas. But today, they have- 
opened the flood gates and included 
all others merely because there Is st 
common name. In my State of Kar- 
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nataka, for exemple, Kuruba was a 
community only limited to Coorg 
district. It is completely, a forest 
area. Now, they are doing it 
mechanically. The LDC must have 
done it, not the officer concerned. By 
removing the area restriction, the 
entire Kuruba community, about 40 
lakhs of them, in Karnataka State 
will, automatical, be included in the 
list of Scheduled Tribes. When we 
pointed out the mistake, they have 
now realised it and moved an amend¬ 
ment. What were the officers doing 
for all these months? What was the 
Minister doing? This is a glaring 
mistake. 

Similarly, only in Coorg district, 
there is a small community called the 
Maratha community. They are very 
backward and a real tribe. By 
removing the area restriction, all 
Maharashtra in Karnataka State have 
become Scheduled Tribes. This is the 
way the Government is functioning. 
Therefore, I want that this should he 
very carefully considered by the Gov 
ornment. 

Another thing is that there is so 
much of rush tor inclusion in the lists 
of Scheduled castes and Scheduled 
Tribes in the list. We considered 
this aspect very carefully in the Joint 
Committee also. There are ex-crimi¬ 
nal tribes i.e., de-notified tribes and 
so many nomadic tribes semi-nomadic 
tribes, so many lakhs of people. Wfty 
should there be so much rush for in¬ 
clusion of these castes and tribes in 
the Schedule? Just as you have made 
a list of Scheduled Castes and Schedul¬ 
ed Tribes, you make a third list of 
these de-notified tribes and communi¬ 
ties and give them all facilities. We 
have no objection to that. But do not 
allow others to be included in the list 
of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes because, even if one caste or 
one tribe which does not deserve to be 
included An the list is included in the 
list. the real Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes will npt get the 
benefit. The Government should 
realise .this partigulgriy while remov¬ 
ing the area restrictions.

Now, the Government says that they 
are going to bring another Bill dealing 
with inclusion in and exclusion from 
the Schedules. It cannot happen. 
This Bill has come after nearly 20 
years. How can you expect that the 
Government will bring forward the 
Bill immediately? Therefore, I sug¬ 
gest, this Bill should be referred to the 
Joint Committee which -can give the 
report within a month and the Bill can 
be taken up in the next session. You 
say, it is a special session. Does it 
mean that this Bill cannot be taken up 
during the special session? You say 
that this special session is only for 
considering the Constitutional amend¬ 
ments. I say, this Bill is more impor¬ 
tant than the Const tution amend¬ 
ments. 1 suggest that this Bill .should 
be referred to the Joint Committee 
and taken up in the next session.

•SHRI R. N. BARMAN (Balurghat): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I whole heartedly 
support the present Bill. Under the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
Order, some castes were declared 
as scheduled caste and scheduled tribe 
and there were instances where they 
were restricted to certain areas even 
within the same Staje. Naturally per¬ 
sons of the same caste who were not 
within this notified area did not enjoy 
the benefit and they had to face many 
difficulties. Through this Bill the Gov¬ 
ernment has sought to remove this 
“area restriction” and from this point 
of view it should be supported by all 
and in fact such support is being ex¬ 
tended to this Bill from different cor¬ 
ners of this House. In regard to 
some of the castes the Joint Commit¬ 
tee have stated that even though they 
were mentioned in the earlier order 
but since their number had dwindled 
in those States and in some cases they 
have reached a zero point, their 
names may be deleted from the list. 
The Government however have not 
agreed with this recommendation of 
rh e Joint Committee and a status quo 
will prevail in the matter. 


Sir, even though the present Bill is 
undoutedly a progressive step in the 
right direction. I have no hesitation to 
submit that we have to improve upon 
it substantially because it does not 
fully eradicate the problems of the 
scheduled caste and scheduled tribe 
people. I would therefore request the 
hon. Minister that even after this Bill 
is passed by this House, he should take 
expeditious measure^ to bring forward 
a more comprehensive Bill in this

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House in the light of the 'suggestions 
that are heing made or. will be made 
during the course of this discussion. 
Sir even after the Bill is passed the 
one single problem that will remain 
unsolved is that even though a parti¬ 
cular caste or community is declared 
scheduled caste of scheduled tribe in a 
particular Stale, the members of the 
same' caste and tribe may not get the 
benefits in other Stales because they 
may not be declared members of 
scheduled caste and scheduled tribe in 
that State because you well know Sir, 
these matters are decided by the res¬ 
pective State Governments. It hard¬ 
ly needs to be mentioned that in pur¬ 
suance of the provisions of the Consti¬ 
tution the Government have given 
facilities in matters of education and 
Government service to the members 
of the scheduled caste and scheduled 
tribe and they are entitled to stipends 
and reservation in service etc. But all 
these facilities are not being unifor- 
mally enjoyed by the same caste in 
ditlcrent States because the rules are 
different in different States in this re¬ 
gard. As long as wc are not able to in¬ 
troduce uniformity in this matter a 
sizeable section of the population who 
otherwise would have been classified 
as- scheduled caste and scheduled tribe 
would remain deprived of the benefits 
which the Government is making 
available to such people, and the only 
reasons for such deprivation would be 
their fault of residing in the State 
where their number is either low or 
the state Government have not declar¬ 
ed them as scheduled caste and sche¬ 
duled tribe even though other States 
might have done the same in this 
regard. The presenf Bill does not 
solve this problem and I would ven¬ 
ture to submit that unless we are able 
to draw up an All India list wc would 
never be able to claim any measure 
of success in this matter. The main 
advantage of this procedure would be 
that the members of the same caste 
irrespective of the State in which they 
may reside would be entitled to the 

same benefits and the present prevail¬ 
ing discrimination ' will be remedied. 


I very strongly feel about this discri¬ 
mination because I represent a large 
number of such people who have suffer¬ 
ed this discrimination for no less than 
20 years and as the time is short I 
would like to confine my statement 
about them only Sir, Islampur is a sub- 
Division in th e West Binajpur District 
of West Bengal. It has five police 
stations viz. I. Chopra 2. Islampur 3. 
Goalpukur 4 . Chakulia and 5. Karandi- 
ghi. Out of a population of 5 lakhs 
persons more than one lakh persons 
belong to the castes called Rajbansi, 
Namasudra, Jele, Kaibarta, Polia, 
Hanri, Dhoba, Enamer, Kamar etc. 
Adjoining to the Islampir Sub-Divi¬ 
sion is the Raiganj Sub-division. "You 
will be surprised to know Sir, that the 
people belonging to the castes I have 
mentioned just now have been declar¬ 
ed as scheduled caste in Raiganj but 
they were not treated as such in Islam¬ 
pur. The reason for this dicrimintion 
was that Islampur was a part of Bihar 
and after 1956 in the wake of the 
reorganisation of the States it was 
transferred to the State of West Ben¬ 
gal. Even though the sub-division 
was transferred the people belonging 
to the castes I have mentioned just 

now were not included in the list of 
of scheduled caste because the Go¬ 
vernment of Bihar had not declared 
them dS such when Islampur was a 
part of that State. For the last 20 
years the people of this area have su¬ 
ffered this discrimination arid the per¬ 
sons who were worst hit were the 
young students who are the future of 
our nation. It was a riduculous situa¬ 
tion when students of a particular 

caste in Raiganj enjoyed benefits like 
stipends for education, reservation in 
services etc. While the students of the 
same community were denied the same 
in Islampur. A little while ago the hon. 
Member from Bihar, Shri Machukar 
was referring to the plight of the tharu 
community who have been declared as 
scheduled caste in U.P. but their bre- 
thern in Bihar are being denied the' 
Same facility. This discrimination must 
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end and the only way as l can visua¬ 
lise is to draw up a single all India 
list for thi g purpose. When I suggest 
this, \ am conciou? pf the tact that, it 
would not. be,v.ery easy, task .to draw 
up the list as it may be argued by 
same caste in the different States 
dure ( some people would -be included 
in the list and get benefits who may 
not need them but merely cn this 
ground can we perpetually maintain a 
discrimination between the persons of 
same caste in the different States 
merely because, the different State Go¬ 
vernment do not agree with each ether 
on this issue. I am however glad that 
through this Bill the 20-year Ung dis¬ 
crimination in Islampur has been miti¬ 
gated to a great extent and I would 
hope that some of the communities 
like, Kamar etc. Who have not been 
mentioned in the list would sc-on be 
given the same benefits as others. I 
hope the hon. Minister would kindly 
look into the matter and do the need¬ 
ful.

I would like to mention about an¬ 
other point before I conclude. In pro¬ 
viso to Section 5 of the Act it has 
been mentioned that if the name of a' 
particular caSte has not been mention¬ 
ed as scheduled caste in the cersus of 
1971 or prior to that or if the census 
authorities feel that the number of 
such people in a particular Slate in 
comparison to the *total population is 
meagre then they would not be inclu¬ 
ded in the list. I feel that this parti¬ 
cular proviso of the Bill needs careful 
consideration because people be long¬ 
ing to scheduled caste and scheduled 
tribes; are -often the labourers, the 
agricultural workers or people 
who earn their livelihood through 
the manufacture of handicrafts 
etc. R is. often found that 
with the change in the eco¬ 
nomic situation of a particular State 
people of these communities have to 
shift from one State to another to earn 
their livelihood. It is but obvious that 
when thays arc cut off , from the .main 
eomnpupity and migrate,. they. Lecpny? 
a minority in the hew State and nierd- 
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ly because they are in the minority 
they -should not be denied the benefit 
of being enlisted by the census authori¬ 
ties and eventually being denied the 
benefits of the scheduled' erste or 
schpdued tribe people. In this proviso 
the words “numerically small” have 
been used, r personally feel Sir. that 
this -S a very vague expression and it 
would be better if Parliament, decides 
the number that would make the mem¬ 
bers of the castes “numerically small". 
It is not desirable to leave it to the 
executive authorities to decide the 
same under their rule making power. 

With these words and /•xtending my 
support tp the Bill once again. I con¬ 
clude.

SHRI G. Y. KRISHNAN (Kolar): 
Si;, I welcome this Bill though 1 am 
one with the others for a compre¬ 
hensive Bill. Earlier speakers Mr. 
Kartik Oraon and Mr. S. M. Sidday- 
■ya who have moved amend¬ 

ments have misled the Housj 
by saying that Halalkhor com¬ 
munity is a Muslim community and 
that it had been Included in the sche¬ 
duled caste list and it should not be 
so. It is not true. In the 1950 order, 
on page 38, column 2, item 4, it is 
mentioned; Bhangi, Methar, Olgana, 
Rukhi, Malkna, Halalkhor. Lalbegi, 
Balmiki.... They .are all communi¬ 
ties who are doing the profession of 
sweepling and scavenging and 
therefore they have been in¬ 
cluded in the scheduled castes 
In the 1950 order and the 
same thing has been repeated in 
this BiR. I am sure they do not 
come under the Muslim community 
and it they de, under the Constitu¬ 


tion itself they do not deserve to be 
included among the scheduled 
castes. i . • \ , 

I was also in the Joint Select Com¬ 
mittee last time. It is very pitiable 
to say that certain decisions they 
took were political decisions. In res¬ 
pect of those communities which 
they intended to delete from the 
scheduled castes, we have given the 
maximum possible evidence to chow 
that they are still suffering from the 
stigma of untouchability. Even now 
they are working as sweepers, and 
scanvengers in all the municipalities 
in Karnataka State. In spite of that, 
a political decision was taken to have 
an onslaught on those communities. 
Everybody knows it and even the 
hon. members who hav e moved 
amendments to that effect also know 
it. Even the pig-rearers have not 
been considered as untouchables by 
them, let alone sweepers and scaven¬ 
gers. 

Shri Siddniah said that if one en¬ 
ters afresh into the list of scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes, that 
community will monopolise all the 
benefits. Can you imagine it? For 
the past 35 years several minor com¬ 
munities are there in the scheduled 
castes who have not seen the lime 
light. F.ven the untouchables living 
in the villages have not been given 
these benefits and facilities. Only a 
few communities have monopolised 
all the benefits, n ot the new entrants, 
let alone the minority sections. 

It i s not true that the State Gov¬ 
ernment has recommende4 every 
time the removal of these Communi¬ 
ties from scheduled castes and in¬ 
clude them under scheduled tribes. 
Due to political reasons and pres¬ 
sure from the majority communities, 
only once the State Government made 
such a recommendation. That was 
also political. I beg of this House to 
consider this: If the fate of minori¬ 
ties are to be decided on the basis of 
political motivation, how can we reach 
the goal of progressive and socialis¬ 
tic pattern of society we are aiming 
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at? Hitherto these communities were 
hanging in the Trisanku Swarga 
created by the vested interests. At 
least by this they will see the lime 
light and under our benevolent lea¬ 
der, these communities will come up 
to expectations. Henceforth there 
will be ample opportunities for these 
neglected communities to make pro¬ 
gress. When the government has 
realised the importance of providing 
opportunities and assistance for de¬ 
veloping the neglected sections, some 
selfish, self-motivated vested inter¬ 
ests have tried to evade this Bill for 
the past three or four days. Earlier 
also they evaded this Bill. They 
charged that the government brought 
.103 amendments and so no. 
That is why the Bill was dropped. It 
is the people with vested interests 
who roared on the floor of this House 
and who are responsible for the drop¬ 
ping and postponement of the Bill. 
While going through th e lists of 
amendments, 33 in number, only two 
amendments have been given by 
these people. In spite of the fact 
that they know that this Bill is only 
aiming at removal of area restric¬ 
tion. they have tried to delete the 
minor communities which have been 
included for several years. They 
want exclusive monopoly by deleting 
these utterly backward, oppressed 
and neglected communities. These 
communities are Banjara, Bhovi, Ko- 
racha, Korama, Handi Jogi, Shelle- 
kyata, Sudugadu Sidda etc. They 
have been there under ‘depressed 
classes’ prior to independence and 
since then under scheduled castes. 
Even though they were scheduled 
castes for the past 25-30 years, they 
have not seen the limelight nor shar¬ 
ed the benefits and facilities extend¬ 
ed by the benevolent government. 
They were suppressed and as a re¬ 
sult. they are still backward as they 
were three decades ago. The argu¬ 
ment put forth is that these commu¬ 
nities do not suffer from the stigma 
of untouchability -in all the munici¬ 
palities.. In the whole of Karnataka 
State we can see that these commu¬ 
nities are working as sweepers and 


scavengers*in all the municipalities, 
and that itself shows that - they, are 
suffering from the stigma of untouch¬ 
ability even now. 

I have moved an amendment to 
add the synonyms in respect of these 
communities. The beneficiaries are 
in the integrated part of' Karnataka 
State. I am saying that .banjaras are 
the same as Iiamanis, Bhovis, are the 
same as Waddars and Koravars are 
the same as Kunchi Koravars. With¬ 
out the inclusion of these, the pur¬ 
pose bf the Bill is not served. 

If, for any reason, the Government 
is not accepting my amendment, then 
I request that this may be referred 
to the State Government, or the Cen¬ 
tral Government may be entrusted 
with a provision, empowering them¬ 
selves to add up the synonyms later 
on.

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midna- 
poreJ: Whenever a question of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes comes up, we find it is always 
dealt with in a piecemeal way. Here 
also we were expecting a comprehen¬ 
sive Bill, but again it is dealt with 
in a piecemeal way. 

The only object of this Bill is to 
see that the area restrictions are re¬ 
moved. Shrf Kartik Oraon has read 
out the Statements of Objects and 
Reasons of the 1967 and 1976 Bills. 
Though they appear to be the same, 
actually the two Bills are different. 
So, it is very difficult to understand 
whether the Government is clear in

its mind to bring a Bill which will 
actually benefit the Scheduled Cas¬ 
tes and Scheduled Tribes people. 

A s Mrs. Maya Ray pointed cut. 
Government Is giving by one hand 
and is taking away by the other. 
Many things have been said about 
the tribals of Assam. There a re some 
tribal people who have been living 
there for long, but even today they 
have not been recognised, though 
these tribes are recognised in other 
States as Scheduled Tribes, for ins¬ 
tance, in West Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa. Because they have migrated 
from these State s to Assam, should 
they be deprived of these benefits? 
Article 19 of th e Constitution gives 
them the freedom of movement, the 
right of living in any place in India, 
but articles 341 and 342 recognise 
them as tribes only in certain areas, 
giving them som e privileges, and once 
they go out of that area, you are dep¬ 
riving them of those privileges. This 
is contradictory. Therefore. I would 
suggest that when a tribe or a caste 
is recognised as a Scheduled Tribe or 
a Scheduled Caste in any State, it 
should he recognised as such in other 
State.! also, wherever they may mi¬ 
grate. 

Secondly, what are the criteria for 
determining who belongs to a Sche¬ 
duled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe? 
The criteria in respect of Scheduled 
Tribes are birth, distinctive culture, 
custom o r language. In the case of 
the Scheduled Tribes who have mi¬ 
grated to Assam as tea garden la¬ 
bourers, have they lost their identity? 
Have they actually lost their distinc¬ 
tive culture, language and every¬ 
thing? They have not lost anything. 
What is the difficulty of the Govern¬ 
ment in recognising these people as 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes? 

I know, there are political difficul¬ 
ties perhaps and the political balance 
will be changed. That Is one of the 
reasons why the Government is not 
taking a bold action to recognise 


them as Scheduled Caste? and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes. You talk so much 
about Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes, for their upliftment, for 
their social development, etc. etc. 
Now, if they migrate to some other 
places, if they settle down some¬ 
where else, why are you so much 
afraid because of political balance? 

You have given them the rights 
under article 341 and article 342 of 
the Constitution. You must allow 
them to enjoy whatever rights you 
have given them under the Constitu¬ 
tion. This is one point which I want 
to stress. 

The other point is about clause 5. 
In clause 5, it has been stated: 

“As soon as may be after the 
commencement of this Act, the 
population as at the last census of 
the Scheduled Custes or, as the case 
may be, of the Scheduled Tribes, in 
each State shall be ascertained or 
estimated by the census authority.” 

Now, you are going to ascertain the 
population figure on the basis of the 
last Census, that is, 1971 Census. If 
you do that, what is going to happen?- 
Not only in 1971 Census but even in 
1961 Census, their population has 
decreased numerically. If their po¬ 
pulation is to be rightly ascertained, 
1951 Census figures must be taken 
into consideration because the first 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Orders Bill was passed in 
1950. Since then, a majority of the 
communities have been recognised as 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. Another amendment was 
passed in 1956. If you do not want 
to take the figures of 1951, you should 
at least take into consideration the 
figures of 1956. That will give you 
the correct picture of the total po¬ 
pulation figures of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes. 

As you know, even if you take the 
last Census figures of Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and take 
the percentage, increase of their po¬ 
pulation in comparison to the gene- 
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ral increase in total population, you 
will find that the percentage increase 
in the cas e of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes is very low. Per¬ 
haps, you have read a newsitem 
which appears in the newspaper two 
or three days before that in one 
family of a Scheduled Tribe, there 
are 38 children. I do not mean to 
say that I am against family plan¬ 
ning. But the point is that the in¬ 
crease in the population figures of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes prior to taking up the family 
planning programme is much more 
than in any other community. 
Therefore, if you take the Census 
figures of 1971. I should say, you are 
not going to give justice to these 
people. You fhust take the census 
figures of 1951 or those of 1956 when 
the second amendment to the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
Orders Bill was passed. Only in that 
case, you can get the correct picture 
of the total population of these people. 

I hope, this will be taken into con¬ 
sideration. 

I have nothing more to say. I am 
only s aying, whatever action the 
Government may take, they should 
allow these people to enjoy all the 
rights given to them under article 19 
of the Constitution. If it Is necessary, 
you can amend in whatever way you 
can articles 341 and 342 to give them 
all the facilities to enjoy all the rights 
given to them under the Constitution. 
Without objecting to anything, I cer¬ 
tainly support thi s Bill.

SHR1 K. PRADHANI (Nowran- 
pur): Sir, I rise to support the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
Order (Amendment) Bill, 1976. 

This Bill contemplates to remove 
the area restrictions within the State 
though not in the country. Accord¬ 
ing to the present Bill and according 
to existing Order, there Is no restric¬ 
tion for any tribe in our State. So 
also is the case for the castes. This 
Bill cannot bring any material effect 
to the scheduled castes and tribes in 
our State. 


But, Sir, though not in paper and 
in law, in practice, some discrimina¬ 
tion is there in our State. The same 
tribals are deprived of those privi¬ 
leges in one district though their 
counterparts are enjoying the pri¬ 
vileges In another district. I can 
pinpoint by referring to serial No. 5 
on page 23 of this Bill. There, it is 
noted as. bhottada an<} dhotada. I 
submit here that there is no tribe in 
the State of Orissa who is known as 
Dhotada. This is irrelevant. This 
continues to be there since long. 
However, the word bhottada is par¬ 
tially correct. Why I say that it is 
partially correct is that in Koraput 
district of Orissa mostly Oriya peo¬ 
ple live there and partially also some 
Telugu people live there. These Telu- 
gu people and the tribal people pro¬ 
nounce this as Bhottada, while the 


correct name is Bhattara. The Gov¬ 
ernment of India have given these 
privileges to the tribes in Koraput 
district and I happen to be. a mem¬ 
ber of the tribe which enjoys this 
privilege since 1908 when it Was part 
of the Madras Presidency, before -the 
State was formed. Though the tribe 
numbering about 50,000 resided, and 
they had settled down in Kalahandi 
District which was part of the C.P. 
before merger. Those people, though 
they are mentioned in this List—in 
the existing list—meant for the whole 
State, as per the list amended in the 
year 1956, are denied of this privi- 
leae. I intervened in this matter and 
asked the State Government how is 
it that you accept these people in Ko¬ 
raput district as tribal people and 
deny this privilege to the people who 
are residing in the border district of 
Kalahandi in the same State. 

Sir, in the district of Koraput this 
Madras Land Act of 1908 and 
ATALT Act of Madras 1917 applied 
before 1950 whereas in Kalahandi 
district these Acts did not apply be¬ 
cause thi s district was part of Chha- 
tisgarh States which was under an¬ 
other government. This Act was

So, Sir, my request is that at least 
give this facility to these people liv¬ 
ing in Kalahandi district also. My 
amendment may be accepted. It does 
not contemplate an addition but only 
a substitution.

FAIRS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 

REDDY): Mr. Chairman, Sir,- 

(Interruptions) 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Minister has 
the floor of the House. Nothing that 
anybody else says will go on record, 
(Interruptions)

IShri P. Parthasarathy in the Chair ] 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: Sir. I feel extremely grateful to 
all the hon. members who have shown 
considerable interest in this matter 
and participated in the discussion on 
this Bill. We are all aware that 
some hon. members who wished to 
express themselves on this subject 
could not have time. However, if 
you had noticed the trend of the dis¬ 
cussion in the House, you will find 
'hat the points that could be made in 
connection with this Bill have been 
mad e and therefore, nobody need be 
I under the impression that anything 
relevant which is to be said on this 
Bill has not been said or brought to 
the notice of the government. There¬ 
fore, hon. members who- had no time 


to express themselves may take i* 
that their points of view have already 
been expressed and it will be my 
effort to answer some of them. Seve¬ 
ral hon. members spoke on general' 
matters as well as on particulars mat¬ 
ters of interest to their particular 
State or communities. 

I am sorry that while opening the 
discussion on thi s Bill, Shri Jhar- 
khande Rai said that the condition of 
the scheduled caste and scheduled 
tribes had become worse. 

I am very sorry to bear 8 state¬ 
ment like that from a person who is 
acquainted with all particulars. There 
is no denying the fact that after in¬ 
dependence a very voluminous and 
large effort has been made by suc¬ 
cessive governments to improve the 
lot of the Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes in the country, by in¬ 
creasing the allotment in the plans of 
the States and the Centre, by reser¬ 
vations, by giving representations 
etc. You are also aware of the large 
amount of money that has been set 
apart, either in the State plans or in 
the Central sector, fo r the develop¬ 
ment of the Scheduled Castes and 
Tribes in this country. Then, as my 
colleague, Shri Om Mehta, mention¬ 
ed while replying to the debate either 
in this House or the other House, 
about Rs. 1,400 crores were set apart, 
either in the State or Central sector 
of the plan, by way of financial as¬ 
sistance from banks etc. for improv¬ 
ing the lot of the tribals. Then, 
apart from the Plan expenditure, in 
every State in the non-Plan expendi¬ 
ture large sums of money have been 
set apart for this purpose. Even in 
the Central sector, about Rs. 255 cro¬ 
res or so have been set apart for 
schemes for the Scheduled Castes 
and ot ber backward classes. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Where has the money gone? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: The money has not gone any¬ 
where. It is being used. In the Cen¬ 
tral sector Rs. 200 wore* have been. 
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allotted for the tribals and particu¬ 
larly in 1976-77 Rs. 40 crores have 
been allotted as additional assistance 
by the Central Government to the 
States. All of you will have to keep 
an eye on how the expenditure is 
made, particularly the expenditure 
with regard to the Scheduled Tribes 
to see whether there are any defici¬ 
encies or drawbacks and, if so, to 
rectify them and to ensure that they 
are properly implemented so that the 
benefits may reach the Scheduled 
Tribes. 

He has also mentioned, which was 
repeated by some other hon. Mem¬ 
bers, that a certain amount of ex¬ 
ploitation has developed even among 
these communities. It is said that 
only a few families or a certain set 
of people are trying to exploit the 
benefits that are accruing to the 
Scheduled Castes and Tribes. I do 
not want to go into the merits of this 
question, but it is a matter which con 
be gone into by us to see what steps 
could be taken to prevent that trend, 
that type of exploitation, which mav 
be happening in that arena. 

Shrimati Maya Ray with a large 
heart has been saying that there 
should be national integration, there 
should be no communities like Sche¬ 
duled Castes etc. Certainly, a ll ot 
us wish for the day when all com¬ 
munities, castes and regions in this 
country are fully integrated without 
any distinction. We all wish for that 
and we are all working towards that. 

Sometimes a confusion in created 
because our conception of a Scheduled 
Castes or Tribe varies from time to 
time. Unless we are able to keep this 
clearly in our mind, we are likely to 
commit mistakes of pleading for every 
person who is poor or backward. The 
conception of a Scheduled Castes, as 
you are aware, is extreme social, 
economic and educational backward¬ 
ness. relating to the characteristic of 
wntoucliability. You should bear in 
*nind that it is extreme social, eco¬ 
nomic and educational backwardness 


relating to the characteristics of un- 
touchability. Unless you bear this in 
mind, ydu are likely' to commit the 
mistake of pleading for every caste ovr 
community which may be poor, 
which may be backward, which, 
of course, may be deserving 
your aid and sysnpathy. If thus, you 
keep that in your mind, your mind 
will be clear as to who can get includ¬ 
ed under the hearding of Scheduled 
Castes. And now, who is a Scheduled 
Tribes? A Scheduled Tribe is one who 
shows, some primitive traits, a distinc¬ 
tive culture, a geographical isolation, 
shyness of contact with the communi¬ 
ty at large and backwardness. These 
are the people who can be called 
Scheduled Tribes. Just because a man 
is poor, just because a man is back¬ 
ward, he is not entitled to be called a 
Scheduled Tribe. It may be that he 
deserves your help, that he deserves, 
your sympathy, it may be that you 
may, in your generosity, make allot 
ments of iarge sums of money so <h,i! 
they also get the benefit. Well, we are 
doing that in our general Budget, m 
our general scheme of things. Whir 
is our efi'ori i n planning? Our efl'on 
in planning i s to lift our people, to 
whichever community, to whichever 
religion, they may belong, socially, 
educationally, economically. Thor- 
fore, in the general scheme of things 
they get the benefit, and they come 
up to certain standards. My submis¬ 
sion to the hon. Members, therefore 
end particularly to the Members of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 1 
is that unless you have these clear 
conceptions, unless all this is before 
your eyes, you are likely to commit 
the mistake, as the mistake has been 
committed just now during this dis¬ 
cussion. 

DR. KAILAS: Shri Uikey also said 
the same thing. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 

I am happy that my hon. friend Shri 
Uikey supported that proposition. 4 

You ail know that , ha the Consti'a-B 
tion there are two article^ relating ■ 
them, articles 341 and 342. Article ■ 
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341 relates to the scheduling of the 
Scheduled Castes and article 342 re¬ 
lates to the scheduling of the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes. Why did they limit it 
to a State or a Union Territory? 
Because a community in a State may 
on certain considerations be a Sche¬ 
duled Castes in that Stale and may 
■not be a Scheduled Castes in another 
"States, though belonging to the same 
■community, because a Scheduled Caste 
in one State may undergo disabilities 
in certain areas as I just now men¬ 
tioned, and may not at the same time 
^undergo the same disabilities or the 
same type of untouchability in the 
■other area. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI 
(Calcutta—South); They are equally 
neglected everywhere. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY- 
After hearing me, why do you commit 
the same mistake? Neglect is not the 
consideration. After hearing the 
Ramayana, if you ask me “Who is 
Biia?’’, how can I tell you? 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 

MUNSI: You have begun the Rama¬ 
yana from the last chapter, that is 
■why I interrupted. If you had begun 
from the first chapter, I would not 
have interrupted. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY • 
The point I have been making is that 
it is not neglect, it is not. mere pover¬ 
ty, it is not mere backwardness that 

entitles a man to come under the 

Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 

Tribes. That is my point. That is 
why even under the scheme of things, 
■even under the Constitution, these 
articles 341 and 342 have been includ¬ 
ed to limit them to a State or a Union 
Territory. The question of an all- 
India basis doec not, therefore, arise. 
The question that a community is 
Scheduled Castes in a State and there¬ 
fore it is a Scheduled' Castes through¬ 
out India, does not arise; the question 
that a tribe is a Scheduled Tribe in 


a State and therefore it is a Schedul¬ 
ed Tribe throughout India, does not 
arise under the scheme of things under 
the Constitution. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI; This is a wrong conception, 
I am sorry to say. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
In any case, kindly reserve your 
opinion. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: A Brahmin of Delhi will not 
be regarded a Brahmin in West 
Bengal. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
The hon. Members have been able to 
see that this Bill as has been brought 
is not controversial. Nobody has ob¬ 
jected to this Bill while many friends 
here have supported this Bill. The 
Bill though restricted in its scope does 
no< raise any controversy. No hon. 
Member has said that this Bill is un¬ 
welcome or that it sutlers from certain 
disabilities. The only point that has 
been made is that a comprehensive 
Bill should have been brought. That 
point I will answer later. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB- The only 
point is that the blunder which was 
committed by the earlier Bill, the 
same blunder is going to be commit¬ 
ted b y this Bill. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
There is no blunder here. I do not 
know if the hon. Members heard my 
opening remaiks yesterday white 
moving the Bill for consideration. I 
said like this: 

“Its general scheme is not to have 
any inclusion in, and exclusion from, 
the existing lists of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes, except to the 
extent they are consequential to the 
removal of area restrictions which 
is the basic object of the Bill. How¬ 
ever, such of those communities 
which were recommended for ex¬ 
clusion by the Committee and in 
respect of which there had been no 
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' census returns in 1961 as also in 
1971 have not been retained in the 
Bill. In other cases where the Com¬ 
mittee had recommended exclusion, 
the status Quo has been maintained 
and whenever any area restriction 
now applies, such restriction is also 
being continued. In other words, 
while many will stand to gain from 
the provisions of the Bill, none will 
be deprived of a benefit that may 
exist at present.” 

Therefore. I claim to say that this Bill 
has no controversy because it is not 
taking away any benefit which any 
community is having today. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midna- 
pore): May I point out an anomaly? 
There was a Presidential Order for 
U.P. Though there are certain com¬ 
munities which have been declared is 
Scheduled Castes, they are not being 
inti -ded here. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: The same thing has happened 
in West Bengal. What are the criteria 
to consider a group of people or a 
community in a State as being recog 
nised as Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY ■ 

I have just mentioned them. As re¬ 
gards Scheduled Castes, it must suffer 
from extreme social, educational and 
economic backwardness with the 
characteristic of untouchnbility. As 
regards Scheduled Tribes, it is one 
with primitive traits which lives in a 
secluded place which has a charac¬ 
teristic of shyness of contact with 
community at large and which is 
backward. Those characteristics must 
be there. 

As I have just, said, there cannot be 
an all-India Schedv 1n d Castes or an 
all-India Scheduled Tribe. It can be 
only related to a State or a Union 
Territory..

Another question was raised about 
migrants and also about tea garden 
labour in Assam.:. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI; Bengali Brahmin s take meat 
and they are non-vegetarians whereaa 
Kerala Brahmins do not take meat 
and they are vegetarians. Why are 
both allowed to go to the temples? 

You must lay down some criteria. 
You are telling us that a person is a 
Scheduled Castes or a Scheduled 
Tribes person as per the State’s cri¬ 
teria. I would like to ask; Have you 
ever sot up any commission to inquire 
into all these things and find out as 
to who are the people or communities, 
which face the stigma of untouch- 
ability? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Do you mean to say that this Sche¬ 
duling has taken place overnight? 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI: I do not say that. I think, 
you are confusing the issue. It will 
not help. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY r 
I would request my young hon. friend 
very earnestly to go through this Rill 
and not merely be carried away hy 
emotions. If a certain community 
which is undergoing all these dis 
abilities is not included as a Scheduled 
Castes, certainly, there is a case for 
including it in the Schedule. 

Suppose in your area or in another 
area of West Bengal certain people 
satisfy the criteria which I have just 
now mentioned but are not included 
In the ‘Scheduled Castes', certainly it 
is a case for you to plead for them 
and see, whenever a chance comes, 
that they are included in ‘Scheduled 
Castes'. 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA; We agree 
with your point But what about the 
Presidential order which- has been 
issued? Has that been withdrawn? 
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SHRI PR1YA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI; By his statement, is the hon. 
Minister establishing that the families 
or the next generation of those Sche- 
Ruled Caste s and Scheduled Tribe 
families who have been economically 
lifted, will not get any bene/it? 


SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY; 
If some characteristics which are 
essential to be considered as a Sche¬ 
duled Castes or a Scheduled Tribe are 
not there, then, it is a matter for 
consideration.

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Another point which has been made 
is this: why should religion be a bar? 
My friend, Mr. Rartik Oraon, and Mr. 
Basumatari also in one sense, have ask¬ 
ed as to why should religion be a 
factor; even if a Scheduled Cast e be¬ 
comes a Christian, he should be con¬ 
sidered as a Scheduled Caste. I sup¬ 
pose, all of you are aware that the 
Constitution does not permit it; it only 
permits a Hindu or a Sikh....

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 

1 have heard the hon. Member. Before * 
he had spoken here, my colleague, Mr. 
Maurya, explained to me.... (Inter¬ 
ruptions) what orders have been 
passed in 1950 and what orders have 
been passed in 1956_ (Interrup¬ 

tions).

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI B. P. MAUR- 
YA): The hon. Minister has been kind 
enough to mention my name. In order 
that I may not be misquoted, I would 
like to make my position clear. I 
would not like to speak on this issue 
because it is very controversial, but, 
unfortunately, the Hom e Minister has 
mentioned my name. So far as the Con¬ 
stitution is concerned, it is very clear 
on this issue. Under Art 25 a ‘Hindu* 
is defined and when you go to the 
Scheduled Castes Order issued under 
Art 341, this Art does not talk of the 
religion. So, whatever you say, you 
say. Kindly do not drag my name. I 
hav e been explaining my position to 
you privately. Why do you mention 
here my name? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA RED¬ 
DY: I am sorry Mr. Maurya has mis¬ 
understood me. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
The hon. Minister should address the 
Chair. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 

I have never misinterpreted him. The 
point raised by the hon. Member has

■. .no person who professes a 
religion different from the Hintfu 
or Sikh religion shall be deemed to 
be a Member of the Scheduled 
Caste.” 

It has been pleaded by a few Mem¬ 
bers, that religion should not be the 
basis in treating a member as a sche¬ 
duled caste. At any rate, as orders 
and things stand today, I am not in a 
position to accept that position.

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair ] 

Another question that has been 
raised persistently by several hon. 
Members is this. This Bill restricts the 
scope. It is ture that certain communi¬ 
ties and castes who are being con¬ 
sidered as scheduled castes and tribes 
in & portion erf the State will, tomor¬ 
row, after the Bill is passed, in the 
other areas of the State also be re¬ 
ckoned as scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes. 

However, is considerably improves 
the position of about five to six mil' 
lion people in several States in this 
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country. The Question has arisen as 
to why a comprehensive Bill could 
not be brought forward, I do not want 
to go into the history 0 f it. I n fact, 
there was a Lokur Committee which 
had made certain recommendations 
and on the basis of which, a Bill was 
introduced which wa s referred to the 
Joint Committee and that Joint Com¬ 
mittee had made a report on that and 
it was brought before this Parliament. 
Subsequently, a controversy had 
arisen wherein several hon. Members 
of Parliament had taken a particular 
stand with regard to a particular issue 
which was also considered by the 
Cabinet. On some matters, the Cabi¬ 
net also differed with the recom¬ 
mendations of the Joint Committee. 
However, Sir, with the dissolution of 
the House in December, 1970 that 
Bill lapsed. 


Keeping the history of the Bill in 
mind as also the controversy raised, 
we wanted to bring in a bill with the 
least controversy and, which at the 
same time, would improve the lots of 
a considerable section of the schedu¬ 
led castes and scheduled tribes. 
Therefore, last time—in the last ses¬ 
sion when this particular Bill was 
introduced by me, several hon. Mem¬ 
bers, particularly, belonging to the 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes, 
had brought before Parliament the 
the point that this schedule is very 
long and they wanted to have more 
time (for studying the provisions. 
Therefore they wanted this Bill to be 
brought forward in the next session. 
We agreed with them and that is how, 
the Bill is now before the 
House. Even to-day several 
hon. Members have pleaded that cer¬ 
tain communities in the list of Sche¬ 
duled Castes should go to the Sche¬ 
duled Tribes while certain communi¬ 
ties in the list of Scheduled Tribes 
should go to the Scheduled Castes. 
There are many amendments which 
have been given but they have no re¬ 
lationship with the recommendations 
of the Joint Committee which had not 
recommended either for inclusion or 
exclusion In these cases. Therefore 


it is a matter which result® in a diffe- , 
rence of opinion and controversy etc. ' 
As our learned ana old leader, Shri 
Bhibuti Mishraji had said, this is a 
matter in which naturally the sche¬ 
duled castes and scheduled tribes 
should exercise their minds. It i s also 
true... (Interruptions) that on this 
matter, Government will have to 
consider in due course about ringing 
in a comprehensive Bill. 

SHUT A. K. KISKU; Sir, may we 
know when is that comprehensive Bill 
coming before the House? We want 
a categorical answer to this. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: Now, Sir, there i s another 
plea that several communities have 
not been included here though they 
are synonyms. It is very difficult for 
me to go into each community and 
say whether it is a synonym or not a 
synonym. I would, however, like to 
assure the House that if a community 
is a synonym of a community which 
is included—and if it is a genuine 
synonym—certainly the Government 
of India in consultation with the State 
Governments and other bodies will 
issue necessary instructions to give 
them the benefits. 

Some friends have made the point 
regarding delimitation which has to 
be done after the passing of this Bill 
and have said that it be done quick¬ 
ly. Sir, I have not indicated the 
exact period but it is our intention 
to do it as quickly as possible. There¬ 
fore, my submission to the entire 
House is that this Bill—though restric¬ 
ted in scope—does not raise any con¬ 
troversy. It helps a considerable sec¬ 
tion of the scheduled castes and sche¬ 
duled tribes. When this Bill was in¬ 
troduced in the last Session hopes 
had been raised in the minds of those 
communities and, as such, it is not 
proper to shatter their hopes and 1 
would, therefore, earnestly plead with 
the House to pass this Bill.

SHRI DASARATHA DEB: Sir, the 
Minister ha s not replied to the point 
as to why 40 lakh tribes have been 
excluded from this list.

So, my point is as 
to why they are not accepting the re¬ 
commendation of the Select Commit¬ 
tee.

You may re¬ 
attention and the attention of the 
Minister to one thing. You may re¬ 
member that during the time of the 
Bihar-Bengal border dispute and its 


settlement when Shri K. B. Sahay 
and Dr. B. C. Roy were there, a por¬ 
tion of the Purnea district where there 
were some people who were treated 
as Scheduled Castes i n Bihar, c ame 
into Bengal. They have not been re¬ 
cognised as Scheduled Caste in Ben¬ 
gal. This is a genuine case. There 
is no need for investigation in this 
case. 


The second thing is about the Hela> 
community which is recognised as a 
Scheduled Caste in U.P. They have 
been accepted a s Scheduled Caste by 
the Government of Bengal whose re¬ 
commendation was sent to the Home 
Ministry during the time of the 1 910 
Bill. That Bill lapsed. The Home 
Ministry had given an assurance in 
writing that it would ba brought into 
this Bill. This was two months ago. 
Still you say investigation is needed. 
Why could not this issue arising out 
of this Bihar-Bengal settlement be 
settled? You ca n easily settle it. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: As I have said once, twice,, 
thrice, this Bill is not a Bill either tn 
include communities or to exclude 
communities, except for the limited 
purpose I mentioned. Therefore, if 
that community there in that particu¬ 
lar aiea should have to be a Sche¬ 
duled Caste, certainly it is a case for 
inclusion, which is not being consi¬ 
dered in this Bill. That wa s my 
point. This Bill is restricted. It 
only says that if in West Bengal a 
certain community is scheduled as 
Scheduled Caste in three or four dis¬ 
tricts but not so scheduled in other 
districts, that community will be 
Scheduled Caste in the other districts 
also. That is all.

ADVOCATES (AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR. V. A. 
SEY1D MUHAMMAD): I beg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Advocates Act, 1961, be taken 
into consideration.” 

Sir, by introducing the Bill to abolish 
the dual system of Advocates and 
S' licitors in force in Bombay Hnd Cal- 
Cu, -ta High Comets, I am only imple¬ 
menting the recommendation of the 
°>nt Committee of both the Houses on 


the Advocates (Amendment) Bill, 1970. 
The hon. Members, or such of them 
who have served on the Committee, 
would recall the recommendation of 
the Committee: 

‘‘It was pointed out that the exist¬ 
ence of the dual system on the 
original sides of the High Courts of 
Bombay and Calcutta under whucii a 
litigant has to engage not only a 
counsel but also a solicitor to in¬ 
struct counsel (i.e. he cannot en¬ 
gage or brief a counsel directly) is 
expensive and causes hardship to 
the poor litigant particularly. The 
dual system militates against the 
basic idea of unification of the Bar 
in the country. It also creates a 
monopoly for a section of the Bar to 
practice in a particular court. The 
Committee strongly feels that the 
system should be abolished as early 
as possible. The Committee could 
not, however, make any specific pro¬ 
vision in that regard in the Bill as 
it felt that the ma<ter should first be 
examined in all its aspects by the 
Government in consultation with the 
concerned Courts and others." 

In deference to the above wishes of 
the Committee, we ascertained the 
views of the High Courts at Bombay. 
Calcutta, the concerned Bar Associa¬ 
tions, the Bar Council of India, the 
Incorporated Law Societies of Bombay 
and Calcutta and certain business 
houses. The compulsion of engaging a 
Solicitor has no doubt been minimised 
by the amendment of the rules of the 
respective High Courts, but in actual 
practice the dual system continues to 
exist in these High Courts by force of 
habit as a legacy of the past. It im¬ 
poses a multiple burden on the poor 
litigant inasmuch as he has to engage 
two sets of professionals, namely, a 
Solicitor and an Advocate for the con¬ 
duct of his proceedings. I feel that 
the time has come when the dual sys¬ 
tem may be abolished with a view to 
reducing litigation expenses, but care 
has been taken to ensure that there » 
no hiatu? in the continuity of P ract |^® 
by attorneys who have been.enab.ed 
to enror themselves as Advocates by 
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[Dr. V. A. Seyid Muhammed] 
the end o£ this year. From the new 
year onwards there will be only one 
class of persons entitled to practice 
the profession of law, namely, advo¬ 
cates as envisaged in section 29 of the 
Act. 

Now I turn to the two other aspects 
of the Bill. The first is regarding the 
share of the Bar Council of India in 
the fees paid by an applicant to enrol 
himself as an advocate from the exist¬ 
ing 40 per cent to 20 per cent. One 
of the hon. Members from the opposi¬ 
tion, Dr. Laxminarain Pande, had 
moved a private Member’s Bill for re¬ 
ducing the share to 10 per cent. We 
ascertained the views of the Bar Coun¬ 
cils and found that those of Andhra 
Pradesh, Assam, Meghalaya, Manipur 
and Tripura, Tamil Nadu, Uttar Pra¬ 
desh, Orissa, Rajasthan, Maharashtra, 
West Bengal, Punjab & Haryana, Bihar 
are in favour of the proposal. The 
Bill seeks to meet the demand parti¬ 
ally, by reducing the share of. the Bar 
Council of India in enrolment fees to 
20 per cent instead of 10 per cent pro* 
posed by the hon. Member from the 
opposition. 

Secondly, the Bill seeks to make the 
Attorney-General of India and the 
Advocates-General of the States the 
ex-officio Chairman of the Bar Council 
of India and the State Bar Councils 
respectively. You would abide by me 
when I say that these Law Officers are 
leaders of the profession in their own 
right and it seems incongruous to deny 
them the Chairmanship of the profes¬ 
sional body. Certain minor adjust¬ 
ments have been made for the Bar 
Council of Punjab & Haryana as well 
as the Bar Council of Eastern States 
so that the Advocates-General of the 
constituent States get their turn to the 
Chairmanship by rotation. 

Considering the peculiar feature of 
the Bar Council of Delhi, it is proposed 
to empower the Central Government to 
nominate an Advocate as its Chair¬ 
man and also give representation to 
the Central Government on the apex 
body, namely, the Bar Council of India. 


Our major aim must be and remains, 
to reduce litigation expenses as far as 
possible and hen'ce I would commend 
the Bill to the House as it seeks to 
achieve this aim and crystallise the 
wishes of the hon. Members from both 
the sides of the House.

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR (Dindi- 
gu]): I appreciate two points in this 
Bill and oppose the rest. 

The appreciable points introduced 
in this Bill by way of amendment are 
(3) the abolition of Solicitors both in 
Bombay and Calcutta High Courts. 
Still the Solicitors posts are retained 
in the Supreme Court. I have got my 
own personal experience. When I 
take a case from the Madras High 
Court to the Supreme Court, my cli¬ 
ents are asked to pay dual fees even 
now in the Supreme Court. There¬ 
fore, it is high time that the hon. Law 
Minister and the Government of India 
consider this matter and abolish Soli¬ 
citors In the Supreme Court also. 

The second appreciable point is that 
you have given 20 per cent to the All 
India Bar Council and the rest 80 per 
cent to the State Bar Councils. It is 
a very healthy point in the Bill in 
respect of the State Bar Councils 
which are crippled in their functioning 
and developmental activities for want 
of funds. 

Regarding the points that I oppose, 
I plead with the hon. Minister to con¬ 
sider favourably this point. In regard 
to State Bar Council elections, even 
now the Advocates of the State High 
Court are electing the Bar Council 
Members. Then the Bar Council 
Members are electing their own Chair¬ 
man on' the basis of the democratic 
system. Now, the Advocate-General 
of Madras or Bombay High Court or 
other State High Courts are appoint¬ 
ed Chairmen of the respective State 
Bar Councils.... 

SHRI M. C. DAGA; Nominated. 

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR: Yes, no¬ 
minated. I oppose this. This is not a 
democratic way of doing things be¬ 
cause in every other case, for example. 


in the case of Vice-Chairman you say 
the seniormost lawyer.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
made the point. 

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR: I am 
coming point by point. Why should 
you say the seniormost lawyer? A 
lawyer who has got a minimum of 
10 years may be allowed to contest 
for Vice-Chairmanship. Old people 
need not necessarily mean that the 
eldest people should be elected. Re¬ 
garding the All India Bar Council, the 
Solicitor-General is going to become 
the Vice-Chairman. That also I am 
opposing. Therefore, they must en¬ 
courage young lawyers to come up. 
This is a noble profession. That every¬ 
body accepts. 

Then, Sir, regarding appointment of 
Government pleaders and advocates, 
in Madras High Court, we have got 
very old lawyers who are aged 70 or 
80 who are still appointed Govern¬ 
ment Pleaders and Prosecutors. They 
are entrusted with Central Govern¬ 
ment cases in customs and other 
things. Why not you give your cases 
to junior lawyers? It is high time 
that you distribute your work. 

Now, Sir, there is an unhealthy 
competition in the legal profession. 
That is admitted by all. Then why 
not the Government of India come 
forward to regulate and reduce the 
intake of students in the Law Col¬ 
leges? 

Then, Sir, the advocate’s fees are 
not at all revised for the last 100 years. 
It is high time that you fix advocate’s 
fees on a realistic basis in civil cases 
and civil suits. 

With these few points, I support the 
Bill and I request the Government to 
come forward with very useful Bills 
covering the points I have raised in 
the next session at least. 

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldan’a): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I welcome 
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this small but significant piece of 
legislation. It provides for ex-officio 
■Chairmen for the Bar Council of India 
and the State Bar Councils. The 
Attorney General of India and the 
Advoeates-General of the States are 
the people who have distinguished 
themselves by reason of their ability, 
erudition, integrity and scholarship. 
They are undoubtedly the leaders of 
the Bar and therefore, this Bill turns 
the de facto into a de jure situation. 

Secondly, it says that 20 per cent of 
the enrolment fees of advocates is to 
be given to th e apex body instead of 
40 per cent as at present. It is con¬ 
tended that more funds are required 
by the States Bar Councils to provide 
for insurance, Provident Fund etc. for 
the Members and also to pay for legal 
aid to the poor. I would like to know 
from the hon. Minister whether there 
are State Bar Councils who have in 
this way large enough funds to pay 
for legal aid to the poor people. 

I am glad the dual system in Bom¬ 
bay and Calcutta is going to be abo¬ 
lished and against which there have 
been ]oud protests for so many years. 
It makes legal justice expensive and 
very dilatory. The amendment will 
reduce the delays and make justice 
less expensive than before. In this 
connection, I would like to make a 
suggestion to the Hon. Minister. The 
main difficulty in our legal system is 
that it delays justice and thereby it 

denies justice to the poor people. 

If the Government were to appoint 
a Committee to enquire into the cau¬ 
ses of delay and then take steps to 
improve procedural law and organi¬ 
sation of the legal profession, we 
would be able to have a better piece 
of legislation.

SHRI D. N. TIWARY (Gopalganj): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I welcome 
this Advocates Amendment Bill. I 
support all the provisions except one. 
The provision for the division of fees 
20—80 is very good because the Cen¬ 
tral Bar Council will get fees from all 
the States and thus they will have a 
substantial amount for them to spen d 
while Bar Councils of the States will 
get income from that State only 
which will not be much. * Therefore, 
this provision is good. I do not know 
why Shri Daga is opposed to it? 
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But, I do not relish the idea of no¬ 
mination of the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman. Even in sister institutions 
like Universities, students choose their 
executive through elections; the teach¬ 
ers of universities have also got elec¬ 
tions. Why do you bar the Advocates 
from the elections? If you were to 
abolish elections, you first abolish the 
elections in the Universities because 
the student s are to devote to their 
studies and not to the politics. Ad¬ 
vocates are mature people and know 
politics. They indulge in politics. Why 
do you want to exclude them from 
exercising their rights. I would like 
to appeal to you to re-consider this 
matter and allow the elections for the 
selection' of Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman to the Bar Council at the 
State level and also at the Central 
level. 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR. 
V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD); Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, Sir, I am thankful to 
all the hon. Members who have parti¬ 
cipated in the debate. 


I am glad that generally there is 
support to the abolition of what is 
called the dual system. There is cri¬ 
ticism about the other provisions. Mr. 
Daga and two other hon. Members 
have suggested that if you are going 
to abolish the dual system everywhere 
in India then why do you want to 
retain' the advocate-on-record which 
corresponds to something like solici¬ 
tor in other courts. 


Sir, I can explain as to why it is 
necessary to have advocate-on-record 
in the Supreme Court. I started prac¬ 
tice in the Supreme Court about 18 
years ago. There are three types of 
advocates in the Supreme Court— 
advocates-on-record, junior advocates 
and senior advocates. In the course 
of eighteen years of practice in the 
Supreme Court, I have undergone all 
these three processes. 


Sir, it is not only my experience but 
also it is the general experience of 
everybody that senior advocates has 
to be there and the advocate-on-record 
has also to be there. In the highest 
court to the land when extremely 
difficult and complicated legal prob¬ 
lems are to be settled there must be 
eminent—who are accepted as emi¬ 
nent lawyers—senior advocates to 
plead the cause in all its various le¬ 
gal implications and subtleties before 
the court. The advocate-on-record’s 
work is to file wakalatnamas, attend¬ 
ing to various processes in the court, 
attending to the chamber work, seeing 
to cyclostyling work, etc. There is so 
much of administrative work. If the 
senior advocate is to take up that 
work it would be impossible for him 
to do full iustice to the court. If the 
senior advocate attends to all this 
miscellaneous work then I do not 
think during the whole of the year 
he will be able to take more than two 
to three cases. So, it is very essen¬ 
tial to have advocate-on-record, junior 
advocate and the §enior advocate. Fur¬ 
ther, Sir, this three-tier system of ad¬ 
vocates has not been created by an 
Act but by the rules of the Supreme 
Court. Section 52 of the Act em¬ 
powers the Supreme Court to make 
rules under Article 145 of the Consti¬ 
tution. 

It i s under these rules that this has 
to be done. We cannot enter the field. 
Once under art. 145 the Supreme 
Court exercises the power conferred 
on it for rule making for the procedu¬ 
ral and other necessities of the court. 
We disappear from the picture. This 
is entirely for the Supreme Court. 
They have justification for this. I 
would not repeat what I said. They 
have full justification for retaining 
these three-tiers of advocates. 

• 

Another point raised by Saksenaji 
and other s is about the 20 per cent 
contribution of the State Bar Council 
to the Central Bar Council. I am proud 
to say, I am happy to say, that after 
a long slumber and indifference on the 
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part of the members of the Bar after 
independence—before independence 

they were in the forefront of the free¬ 
dom fight; then they shank into a shell 
and became completely impervious to 
the social needs and their obligations 
to society as a whole—I am glad to 
say that in the last 1-1/2—2 years, 
there has been an awakening through¬ 
out India. I have travelled through 
most ot the capitals of the States. 

In the District Bars, there is en 
awakening which has come which is 
electrifying. The twenty point pro¬ 
gramme mentions about legal aid. It 
has become a slogan throughout India 
and members of the Bar are coming 
in thonsandg to help. They have 
started themselves thinking about 
their own situation, the necessity for 
insurance, the necessity for provident 
fund, the necessity for various other 
things to encourage junior members 
of the Bar as well as the poor sec¬ 
tions. We have had a preliminary ex¬ 
amination and find that this requires 
some voluntary contribution from the 
members themselves and a partial 
contribution from the Bar Council so 
that we foresee a situation when the 
Bar will come forward taking up these 
various progressive social measures to 
help themselves and also the entire 
public, particularly the indigent liti*- 
gants. In that situation, a consider¬ 
able amount will be required by the 
Bar Councils themselves for which 
we find it is necessary to cut down 
the percentage of contribution to the 
Central Bar Council. Actually the 
Central Bar Council has got Rs. 74 
lakhs lying with them. What is the 
necessity of enriching them with an¬ 
other 20 per cent making the Rs. 74 
lakhs into Rs. 1 crore? On the other 
hand, with 20 per cent more, these 
Bar Councils can do a lot for the 
indigent litigants as well as for them¬ 
selves. It is not arbitrarily done; not 
that we sat down and said ‘All right, 
from 40 we cut it down to 20’. We 
have definite reasons for this. I very 
recently came from the Bar, and I am 
sure I wlli have to go back to it

again, sooner or later—so also my se¬ 
nior colleague.. Their problems are 
very much in our mind. Nobody can 
expect to make a permanent home 
here. So that we know those prob¬ 
lems. After I became a Minister, I 
travelled throughout the country. I 
know the situation in these Bar Coun¬ 
cils and I have found the new awak¬ 
ening, It is with justification that we 
have reduced it. 


Another thing is about the nomina¬ 
tion question. There was some criti¬ 
cism on principle. You would recall 
that when the Advocates Act came 
into existence first in' 1963, I think, 
there was a provision that the Attor¬ 
ney! General would be the ex-officio 
Chairman and the Solicitor-General 
ex-officio Vice-Chairman, as we have 
done now. We tried it for two or 
three years. Then we thought, why 
not try the other system, the principle 
which hon. Members want is, why 
not election'. We tried it. It became 
absolutely impossible to carry on. 


Bar Councils are split as a result 
of these elections. The man who gets 
elected as Chairman has his suppor¬ 
ters and opponents and a regular 
fight is going on between them. Every 
issue is decided on the basis whether 
a particular person worked against 
the Chairman or for him during the 
election. When the Chairman wants 
to do certain things, those who were 
against him put restrictions and so 
on. So, there was complete chaos. 
This has been going on throughout 
the country, not in one Bar Council 
alone. 


SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN: Does it 
meap that lawyers cannot manage 
their affairs democratically? 

DR. V A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
Lawyers are capable qf very many 
things. They are ipcapatyq of certain 
tbipgs. They are not perfect for 
situation. 
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There are other reasons also. Vari¬ 
ous statutory duties are entrusted to 
the Advocate General as the loader of 
the Bar. Under Section 92 of the 
C.P.C., for example, ho has to deter¬ 
mine whether a suit should be allow¬ 
ed to be filed in the case of a trust. 
The law has been interpreted that 
once the Advocate General refuses 
or permits it, there cannot be an op- 
peal against it. The High Courts 
have held that when the Advocate 
General discharges his function under 
section 92, he is not acting as a gov¬ 
ernment representative. Therefore, it 
is not correct to say that he is gov¬ 
ernment man and he will act in a 
particular way. I was Advocate 
General and I know that the Advo¬ 
cate General has to give his indepen¬ 
dent opinion. He is not a rubber 
stamp of the government. If he has not 
got the guts t 0 tell the government 
what his independent opinion is, he 
is not worth his salt. So, I do not 
agree that he is a government official 
or a party man.

“(3AA) The Chairman and the 
Vice-Chairman of the Bar Council 
of India and of the States and union 
territories shall invariably be guid¬ 
ed by the majority decision of the 
respective Bar Councils and In no 
case the decision of the Chairman 
or Vice-Chairman be imposed on 
the members of the Council. (2) 


With these words, I commend the 
Bill for the acceptance of the House. 

SHRI Y. S. M AHA JAN: How 
many Bar Councils have started social 
services like, insurance, provident 
fund, etc? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Having 
been a lawyer, in his own words, he 
is generous enough to say that law¬ 
yers are the people who need disci¬ 
pline most. 

The question is: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Advocates Act, 1961, be taken 
into consideration.’' 

The motion was adopted.
